In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Missouri, 
a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  this  day, 
(Wednesday,  May  22d,  1872,)  in  St.  George's  Church,  St. 
Louis,  the  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Morning  service  commenced  at  10  o'clock. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  Rev.  P.  G.  Robert,  assisted 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Ward. 

The  Convention  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Mr.  Arm- 
strong, of  Trinity  Church,  Hannibal. 

Two  candidates  for  the  diaconate  were  then  presented,  Mr. 
John  N.  Chestnutt,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham,  and  Mr.  Timothy 
O'Connell,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Easter. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler  read  the  Litany. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  then  celebrated,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  the  celebrant,  assisted  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Dunlop  and  Rev.  Mr.  Charles.  The  Post  Commun- 
ion was  read  by  Rev.  Mr.  Dunn,  of  Christ  Church,  Lexington. 

After  the  service  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the  chair, 
and  called  the  Convention  to  order.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  then  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop, 
to  call  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  and  of  those  entitled  to  seats.  Twenty-one  answered 
to  their  names,  and  took  their  seats  as  members. 

A  quorum  of  the  Clergy  being  present  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
President  then  appointed  as  a  Committee  on  Credentials  of 
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Lay  Delegates,  Rev.  Messrs.  Dunn,  Grithens,  and  Ward,  with 
instructions  to  report  at  the  evening  session. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned,  to  meet  again  at  3  o'clock 
P.  M. 


Three  o'clock^  P.  M, 

The  Convention  assembled  in  pursuance  of  adjournment, 
the  Bishop  in  the  chair. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  the  names  of  Jjay 
Delegates  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  upon  the 
roll  being  called,  Delegates  from  twenty-one  parishes  an- 
swered to  their  names.  The  Bishop  then  announced  that  the 
Convention  was  duly  organized,  and  ready  to  proceed  to 
business. 

Mr.  Douglass  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  all  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  all  vis- 
iting Clergymen  here  present,  be  invited  to  seats  in  the  Convention.

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  R.  Triplett,  the  Convention  proceeded 
to  elect  a  Secretary,  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Shaler  was  re-elected. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  T.  Douglass,  the  Secretary  was  author- 
ized to  select  an  Assistant  Secretary,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Convention. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  hy  Mr.  J.  T.  Douglass,  was 
carried : 

^'Jiesolved,  That  the  matter  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relat- 
ing to  the  corresponding  members  of  the  Missionarj^  Board 
be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions." 

And  it  was  so  referred. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution,  offered  by  J.  T.  Doug- 
lass, was  adopted : 

^^jResolvedy  That  the  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  refer- 
ring to  education  and  scholarship  be  referred  to  a  committee 
of  three." 

Messrs.  Douglass,  W.  H.  Thomson  and  Fisher  were  ap- 
pointed said  committee. 

The  following,  offered  by.  Mr.  J.  T.  Douglass,  was  adopted : 

''Hesolved^  That  the  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  rela- 
ting to  mission  work  in  the  city  be  refen-ed  to  a  committee  of 
three." 

And  Rev.  Mr.  Holland,  and  Messrs.  Triplett  and  L.  E.  Alex- 
ander were  api)ointed  said  committee?. 

Mr.  John  R.  Triplett  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted : 

'^Besolved^  That  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  refer- 
ring to  the  introduction  of  woman's  work  into  the  educational 
and  charitable  institutions  of  the  Church,  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  three  clerical  and  three  lay  delegates,  to  report 
to  this  Convention  some  plan  for  making  it  effective.'' 

Referred  to  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler,  Rev.  Mr.  Robert,  Rev.  Mr. 
Armstrong,  and  Messrs.  Triplett,  Mead  and  Kempland,  as 
said  committee. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Mr.  Bodley,  Col.  Price,  and  Col. 
Hull,  a  Committee  on  Collections  for  expenses  of  Mission- 
aries. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham,  from  the  Committee  on  New  Parishes, 
reported  Calvary  Parish,  Sedalia,  as  entitled  to  admission  into 
union  with  the  Convention :

'''^ Resolved y  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  provided  for  in  the 
report  of  the  Legal  Committee,  together  with  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons,  to  codify  and  revise  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  and  report  their  action  on  the  same  for  the  action  of  the  next  Dio- 
cesan Conveiition.  '* 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  only  a  portion  of  their  number  have 
been  enabled  to  ^ive  their  time  and  attention  to  the  duty  devolved  upon  them 
by  this  resolution.  The  undersigned,  in  conjunction  with  the  Bishop,  have  de- 
voted much  time  and  careful  thought  to  the  subject;  have  compared  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  this  Dioce.«e  with  those  of  many  other  Dioceses,  and  have 
endeavored  to  codity  tlieui  with  reference  to  their  natural  order  and  cognate  sub- 
ject*, and  to  alter  or  add  thereto  only  when  such  alteration  or  addition  seemed 
absolutely  demanded.  They  have  procured  the  Constitution  and  Canons  thus  pre- 
pared by  their  action  to  be  printed  and  circulated  among  the  members  of  the 
Convention.  By  comparing  this  printed  copy  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
as  contained  in  the  Journal  of  1870,  and  with  the  proposed  and  adopted  changes 
in  the  Journal  of  1871,  they  will  see  what  additions  and  alterations  are  now  sub- 
mitted. They  have  made  no  provision  for  an  Appellate  Court  in  the  Canon  pro- 
posed for  the  trial  of  a  clergyman,  as  they  desire  more  time  to  mature  such  a 
Canon

for  publication  legal  forms,  etc.,  read  their  report.    Received. 

On  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  prepare  for 
publication  legal  forms,  etc.,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  your  committee  have  per- 
formed the  duty  assigned  to  them,  and  that  all  the  forms  referred  to  are  pub- 
lished in  the  last  C<»nvention  Journal,  commencing  at  page  122. 

Rev.  J.  G.  Armstrong,  chairman  of  Committee  on  Unfin- 
ished Business,  read  their  report,  which  was  received: 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  respectfully  report  that  th»  y  find  the 
following  matters  in  the  Journal  of  the  Thirty-first  Annual  Convention  requiring 
the  attention  of  the  present  Convention : 
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1.  Roport  of  <oininittet;  (Kt*v.  Mr.  Van  Antwerp,  Kev.  Mr.  Ward,  and  Dr. 
Mendenball)  appointefl  under  resolution  oflere<1  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Antwerp, 
as  follows: 

•*  Renohed^  That  a  committee  of  three,  which  shall  be  composed  of  two  clergy- 
men and  one  layman,  be  appointed,  who  shall  consider  the  part  of  the  Bishop's 
address  n»lating  to  communicantft  who  habitually  noglect  to  come  to  the  sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper,  which  committee  sliall  report  at  next  Convention."

J.  G.  ARMSTRONG,  Chairman. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ward,  from  the  Coiiiiiiittee  on  remiss  ('Oraniuni- 
cants,  read  the  report  which  was  referred  to  them  at  the  last 
Convention.  The  report  was  referred  back  to  tlie  Commit- 
tee, and  Rev.  Mr.  Jackson  and  Rev.  Mr.  Kellett  added  thereto, 
(tlie  other  members  being  absent,)  and  the  resolntions  em- 
bodied in  the  report  were  adopted  as.  read. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Addre.«s 
relative  to  those  wlio  habitually  abstain  from  the  Holy  Communion,  and  who 
are  yet  reported  year  by  year  as  communicants,  are  deeply  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  the  question  entrusted  to  them,  and  the  ne(;d  of  wisdom  in  deal- 
ing with  the  many  dilHcult  and  delicate  points  that  are  intimately  associated 
with  it.  If  the  matter  related  simply  to  the  way  in  which  to  report  these  per- 
sons to  Convention,  which  is  what  appears  at  first  sight  on  the  face  of  this  reso- 
lution matter,  there  would  l)e  little  or  no  need  for  hesitation  in  arriving  at  a 
prompt  decision  in  the  matter.  It  would  strike  every  one  as  something  dicta- 
ted by  common  sense,  if  not  by  common  honesty,  to  pay  that  those  who  are  not 
really  communicants  ought  not  to  be  reported  as  such.  But  then  the  question 
further  arises:  In  what  relation  do  these  persons  htand  to  the  Church V 

Now  there  can  be  no  doubt  in  the  mind  ol'any  person  who  believes  in  the  One 
Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  that  when  a  man  becomes  a  communicant 
by  receivinar  the  *' laying  on  of  hands,"  he  thereby  comes  into  a  new  relation 
wot  only  to  the  parish  where  he  may  be  confirmed,  but  to  the  whole  Church  of 
Christ.     Anything  short  of  this  would  be  avowing  one  of  the  worst  features  of 
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gectarianisin,  by  oonceivin>jr  of  the  man  as  a  nieniber  of  a  vohmUry  aud  local 
association,  and  not  as  a  livin/<  part  of  the  Church,  which  is  the  body  of  Christ. 
His  relationship  to  the  parish  is  of  a  different  nature  from  that  which  he  bears 
to  the  Church,  for  he  may  be  transferred  from  one  parish  to  another,  and  his 
connection  with  any  particular  parish  is  a  purely  voluntary  matter,  thouj^'h  he 
rests  under  moral  obli^c^tions  to  be  connected  with  some  pansh.  But  by  drop- 
ping a  person's  name  from  the  records  of  one  parish  without  transferring  him 
to  anotiier,  leaves  him  in,  to  say  the  least,  an  anomalous  position.  He  is  not 
accounted  a  communicant,  and  yet  he  is,  in  a  certain  sense,  a  communicant. — 
His  true  state  would  be  a  source  of  peri)lexity  to  the  clergyman  in  whose  cure 
he  resides,  as  well  as  to  himself.  The  one  would  not  know  whether  he  were 
"  fish  or  flesh,"  the  other  wiiether  lie  were  in  the  ship  or  in  the  water,  or  in  a 
third  place  which  is  neither.  Your  committee  are  deeply  impreHH'd  with  the 
convict io  I  that  to  drop  a  name  from  a  list  of  communicants  without  transfer- 
ring it  to  some  other  parish,  is  virtually  an  excommunication.  For  if  at  any 
time  he  chooses  he  can  come  forw  rd  to  receive  the  Communion,  it  would  seem 
that  he  is  entitled  to  have  his  name  retained  on  the  parish  register  as  evidence  of 
the  fact.  Indeed,  we  are  fully  impressed  with  the  idea  that  until  excommunica- 
ted he  has  a  right  to  have  his  name  recorded  somewhere,  and  to  be  owned  by  the 
Church  as  a  communieant.  We  do  not  see  that  any  advantage  would  be  gained 
by  reporting  them  separately  as  nominal  communicants.  It  would  not  help  us 
in  forming  an  estimate  of  the  strength  of  a  parish,  because  the  average  is  nearly 
the  same  in  all  parishes,  and  many  who  do  not  commune  are  yet  oftentimes 
very  ac'ive  in  Church  work  ;  sometimes  the  most  efficient  and  useful  people  in 
the  parish .  Besides  it  would  be  drau  ing  a  line  for  which  we  have  no  authority 
or  precedent  anywhere  in  the  history  of  the  Church. 

The  Church,  acting  on  the  principle  laid  down  by  our  Lord,  that  *'  he  that 
is  not  with  me  is  Hgainst  me,''  has  never  acted  in  a  doubtful  or  half-and-half 
way.  She  has  exercised  towards  all  her  children  that  love  ^'  that  believeth  all 
things,  hopeth  all  things,"  until  they  become  unqilestionably  convicted  of  apos- 
tacy  and  deadly  or  shameful  sins.  But  when  she  has  grounds  of  action  she  has 
always  acted  positively,  and  with  no  *' double  or  uncertain  sound."  Ihe  con- 
firmed she  has  always  regarded  as  communicants  unless  they  were  suspended  or 
entirely  excluded  from  the  sacrament — unless  the  Lesser  or  Greater  Sentence 
had  been  pronounced :  the  former  by  the  priesr,  ratified  by  the  Bishop ;  the 
latter  by  the  Bishop  alone. 

Your  couiinittee  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  magnitude  of  the  evil  result- 
ing from  this  neglect  of  the  Coramnnion  on  the  part  of  confirmed  persons.  Ihey 
have  no  doubt  that  the  evil  effects  of  such  a  course  upon  the  person  abstaining, 
and  its  vicious  influence  upon  others,  have  been  deplored  by  all  who  have 
thought  upon  this  matter;  nor  can  they  doubt  the  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of 
all  devout  persons  that  this  great  means  of  grace  may  be  used  more  faithlully 
and  perseveringly.  and  that  we  should  copy  more  thonghtfully  than  we  have 
done  its  godly  use  by  the  faithful  in  the  b<*st  and  purest  ages  of  Christianity. 

But  when  we  would  supply  a  remedy  for  this  thing,  we  find  ourselves  sur- 
rounded by  many  <liflicult  and  embarrassing  questions. 

VVe  know  that  the  Church,  in  various  ag»'S,  in  her  efforts  to  restore  primitive 
purity  an<l  zi*al.  has  legis'atcd  much  upoti  this  matter.  The  mother  Church  of 
England  hiu*  a  ennon  n-qniring  persons  to  jeceive  three  times  a  year,  of  which 
Easter  must  be  one.  There  is  very  little  doubt  that  this  was  the  primitive  rule, 
as  it  cornsponds  to  the  conunand  God  gave  to  his  people  of  old,  that  three 
times  a  year  all  the  males  *'  should  appear  before  the  Lord."    In  all  branches  of 
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the  Eastern  Churcli,  they  are  expected  to  coinraunicatc  monthly  or  four  times 
a  year,  and  at  least  once,  under  penalty  of  suspension.  The  churches  of  the 
Latin  communion  require  at  least  a  partaking  of  the  sacrament  once  a  year, 
under  pain  of  suspension. 

But  thouorh  much  has  heen  done  in  tlie  way  of  legislation,  little  has  been 
accomplished  in  ciirrying  it  out.  If  this  matter  is  to  be  remedied,  it  is  not 
by  enacting  canons  which,  from  the  difliculties,  not  to  say  impossibilities,  of 
executing  them,  become  useless,  or  worse  than  useless,  dead-letter  laws.  This 
committee  would  deprecate,  at  the  present  time,  any  coercive  legislation  on  this 
matter,  wiiilo  at  the  same  time  they  wouM  lilce  to  have  the  matter  pressed  home 
upon  the  attention  of  the  Church,  and  that  this  ('onvention  should  give  com- 
municants a  definite  statement  of  what  they  regard  their  duty  in  this  matter. 
Coming  to  them  as  tlie  voice  of  the  whole  Convention  it  would  have,  it  is  true, 
no  constraining  force,  but  it  would  have  great  moral  weight  to  draw  them  on  to 
to  do  their  duty.  Far  happier  results  would  be  reached  than  by  enacting  a 
canon  that  the  timid  would  not  dare  to  execute,  and  that  those  who  have  more 
zeal  than  pastoral  experience  would  be  fulminating  about  everywhere  to  the 
great  detriment  of  the  true  interests  and  welfare  of  the  Church. 

Your  committee  are  led  to  take  this  Tiew  hy  the  following  considerations. 
Many  who  abstain  lY'om  Communion  are  persons  of  highly  conscientious  natures, 
and  though  their  scruples  are  erroneous,  no  legislation  is  going  to  remove  them. 
Faithful  pastoral  ministration  will  tend  more  to  do  away  with  them  than  any 
threatenings  of  excommunication.  Another  class,  your  coumiittee  are  sorry 
to  say,  have  been  brought  to  receive  confirmation  with  the  tacit  understanding 
on  the  part  of  their  minister  that  they  wore  not  expected  to  commune  at  once, 
but  could  take  their  own  time  about  it. 

Persons  who  are  thus  brought  to  confirmation  by  a  clergymen  with  this 
implied  consent,  would  be  liable  to  what  they  would  look  upon  as  arbitrary 
and  tyrannical  action  of  his  successor,  who,  of  course,  would  know  nothing  of 
this  Implied  arrangement.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  matter 
must  be  dealt  with  first,  before  we  are  in  condition  to  legislate  with  regard  to 
the  communicant  himself. 

Again,  there  may  be  in  the  lives  of  every  i>erson  circumstances,  or  combina- 
tions of  circumstances,  that  would  hinder  them  from  receiving  the  Communion 
within  any  given  time,  as,  for  instanot*,  a  year,  and  j-et  not  stand  in  their  way 
after  that  time.  And  it  is  an  open  and  a  very  grave  question  whether  beneficial 
results  would  be  produced  by  holding  the  sentence  of  excommunicntion  over  the 
head  even  of  persons  who  had  abstained  from  coldness,  or  indifterence,  or  world- 
liness,  or  perhaps  from  sins  of  a  more  positive  kind.  On  some  natures  no  doubt 
it  would  exert  a  salutary  infiuence;  but  on  others,  and  by  far  the  greater  num- 
ber, it  would  hfive  a  most  hardening,  pernicious  effect.  Coaxing  is  generally  far 
better  than  driving  or  attempting  to  tirive. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  power  which  ought  to  be  exercised  so 
wisely  and  judiciously  would  be  continually  in  danger  of  perversion  to  the  great 
detriment  of  the  Church  and  her  individual  members  ;  that  the  rubric  prefticlng 
the  Communion  Office  places  in  the  hands  of  the  clergy  all  the  power  necessary 
to  protect  the  Church  from  scandal  and  reproach;  and,  finally,  to  exercise  the 
authority  of  excommunication,  except  as  therein  providetl,  is  to  go  contrary  to 
the  teaching  of  our  Lord,  who  has  shown  us  in  many  places  that  his  Church  and 
Kingdom  is  "•  a  net  in  which  are  fishes  both  good  and  bad,"  that  are  not  to  be 
separated  until  the  net  is  drawn  to  shore ;  that  it  is  a  field  in  which  are  to  be 
tares  as  weU  as  wheat,  and  which  are  to  be  left  alone  until  the  harvest.    If  we 
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have  no  right  to  separate  the  tares  from  the  wheat— in  other  words,  to  separate 
from  the  Church  men  who  are  leading  fruitless  and  even  sinful  lives — we  think 
that  there  is  no  authority  for  so  doing,  even  for  the  sin — whose  heinousness 
we  will  no^  attempt  to  cover — of  abstaining  from  the  sacrament  that  our  Lord 
has  commanded  all  to  receive. 

If  excommunication  amounts  to  anything  it  is  such  a  separation.  Those  who 
have  virtually  and  wilfully  excommunicated  themselves,  would  deride  any  fur- 
ther excommunication ;  while  those  who  are  staying  away  from  conscientious 
motives,  had  better  be  dealt  with  in  other  ways  than  by  flourishing  before  their 
eyes  the  power  of  the  keys.  Having  witnessed  the  many  perversions  of  this 
power,  or  assumed  power.  In  the  various  religious  bodies  that  surround  the 
Church,  we  would  deprecate,  not  only  such  a  misuse,  but  the  intrusting  to  in- 
dividuals a  power  so  liable  to  abuse. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  respectfully  submit  that  no  action  be  taken 
In  the  matter  of  reporting  communicants ;  since  to  drop  their  names  would  be  a 
virtual  excommunication,  to  report  theui  separately  would  be  drawing  invidious 
and  unprecedented  distinctions,  and  that  the  power  of  the  keys  be  exercised  only 
as  provided  for  by  rubric. 

Your  committee  further  submit  that  it  would  be  more  in  harmony  with  the 
spirit  that  dictated  the  decrees  "^  the  Apostles,  and  Elders,  and  brethren  ^'  sent 
forth  from  the  first  ctmncil  held  in  Jerusalem  ;  that  it  would  tend  to  secure  more 
united  action  and  teaching  on  the  part  of  the  clergy,  and  exert  a  more  happy 
influence  over  the  lairy,  to  have  the  minimum  of  the  duty  the  Church  expects  of 
her  children  laid  down  by  this  Convention  clearly,  definitely,  yet  lovingly,  than 
by  any  coercive  legislation  on  this  matter.  Individual  teaching  and  influence 
would  not,  in  their  opinion,  carry  with  them  that  weight  and  authority  that 
would  come  from  the  united  voice  of  Bishop,  and  Clergy,  and  Laity,  assembled 
in  solemn  council  under  the  invoked  guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

To  aflbrd  deflnite  ground  of  action,  they  would  ofl'er  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  perceiving  with 
deep  regret  that  many  conflrmed  persons  habitually  neglect,  to  their  spiritual 
hurt,  to  receive  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  would  urge  upon  them  by 
every  motive  of  love  to  partake  frequently  of  that  sacrament  our  Lord  has  com- 
manded all  to  ^^  receive  in  remembrance  of  Him." 

Resolved^  That  it  is  their  opinion  that,  according  to  the  Canons  of  the  Primi- 
tive Church,  all  confirmed  persons  should  prepare  themselves  to  receive  this 
sacrament  at  least  three  times  a  year,  of  which  Easter  should  be  one. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  communicate  in  a  pastoral  letter, 

(or  otherwise  as  he  shall  see  flt,)  and  urge  this  resolution  upon  the  attention  of 

the  faithAil  in  the  Diosese,  and  that  the  Clergy  be  required  to  read  this  pastoral 

to  their  respective  cures.

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  committee  appointed, 
as  follows :  Rev.  Mr.  Jackson,  Rev.  Mr.  Scheetz,  Rev.  Dr. 
Runcie,  Mr.  Luke  and  Mr.  Harding. 
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The  reports  from  St.  Paul's  College  were  read  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Christian  Education.  (See  Appendix^ 
No.  11.) 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the 
system  of  Free  Churches,  presented  their  report,  which  was 
read  and  received.    (See  Appendix,  No.  14.) 

Rev.  J.  G.  Armstrong  moved  that  a  committee  of  one  cler- 
gyman and  two  laymen  be  appointed  to  consider  what  shall 
be  done  in  the  premises  respecting  that  portion  of  the  Bish- 
op's Address  relative  to  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows 
and  Orphans  and  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  committee  appointed  as 
follows  :    Rev.  Mr.  Dunn,  and  Messrs.  Lackland  and  Jackson. 

Rev.  J.  G.  Armstrong  moved  to  submit  to  a  committee  of 
three  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relative  to  the 
creating  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  Trusts  and  Funds  of  the 
Diocese. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  a  committee  was  appointed 
consisting  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Armstrong,  and  Messrs.  Gill  and  Smith. 

A  report  of  the  "  Trust  Funds  "  was  read  and  refen*ed  to  the 
Finance  Committee.    (See  Appendix,  No.  6.) 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Jennings  was  excused  from  further  attend- 
ance at  the  Convention,  having  been  unexpectedly  called 
home. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Orphans'  Home  presented  their  report, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Charitable  Institu- 
tions.    (See  Appendix,  No.  10.) 

Mr.  Jos.  Franklin  was  re-elected  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Rev.  Mr.  Scheetz  offered  the  following : 

^^Eesolvedj  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  propriety  of  establishing  a  uniform  system  of  cer- 
tificates to  be  used  in  all  cases  of  baptism,  confirmation,  mat- 
rimony, and  of  letters  dimissory  to  communicants." 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Scheetz  and  Mr. 
Miller  and  Mr.  C.  Russell  were  appointed  said  committee. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  Judge  W.  F.  Ferguson,  pre- 
sented his  report  for  the  year,  which  was  read  and  received. 
(See  Appendix,  No.  2.) 

Judge  W.  F.  Ferguson  was  re-elected  Registrar. 

Judge  Ferguson  offered  the  following : 
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^^JResolvedj  That  provision  be  made  by  the  Convention  for 
the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  ecclesiastical  trial  now 
in  progress  in  this  city." 

Carried,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham,  it  was 

^^JResolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take 
into  consideration  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating 
to  the  4th  Article  of  Association  for  Organizing  a  Parish,  on 
page  123  of  the  Journal  of  1871." 

Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham,  Judges  Ferguson  and  Lackland,  were 
appointed  said  committee. 

The  Missionary  Board  presented  their  report  for  1871  which 
was  read,  received  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Missions. 
(See  Appendix,  No.  7.) 

The  Treasurer's  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read 
and  received.    (See  Appendix,  No.  8.) 

Visitors'  report  on  ''  Lindell  Hall "  Female  Seminary,  was 
read  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Missions. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Loker,  Treasurer  of  Permanent  Episcopate  Fund, 
presented  his  report,  which  was  read  and  received,  and  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Finance.    (See  Appendix,  No.  5.) 

Mr.  G.  H.  Loker  was  re-elected  Treasurer  of  Permanent 
Episcopate  Fund. 

Messrs.  Silas  Bent  and  John  T.Douglass  were  elected  Trus- 
tees of  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund. 

Mr.  M.  W.  Alexander  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  Laymen's  Co-operating  Missionary  Society,  which 
was  received.     (See  Appendix,  No.  8.) 

The  committee  which  was  appointed  "  to  take  into  consid- 
eration that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  on  the  4th  Article 
of  Association,"  submitted  a  report,  which  was  adopted  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  is 
as  follows : 

The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  which  bears  upon  Article  4  of  the  ^^  Articles  of  Association 
for  Organizing  a  Parish/^  recommend  the  following: 

JUsolofd,  That  the  word  **  regalarly  '*  be  inserted  immediately  preceding  the 
word  ''  contributed,*'  so  as  to  read  :  sach  males  of  full  age  as  may  have  regularly 
contributed  to  the  support  of  this  parish  for  the  three  months  next  preceding 
the  election. 
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The  Rector  from  St.  Charles,  and  also  Mr.  Orrirk,  were  ex- 
cused from  fui-ther  attendance  at  the  Convention,  being  unex- 
pectedly called  away  to  attend  to  parochial  business. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  as  to  Trustees  of 
Trusts  and  Funds  presented  their  report,  which  was  adopted 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
(See  Appendix,  No.  12.) 

The  following  were  elected  Trustees  of  the  General  Theo- 
logical Seminary :  Rev.  Drs.  Easter  and  Schuyler,  Rev. 
P.  G.  Robert,  Rev.  Geo.  K.  Dunlop,  and  Messrs.  J.  L.  Minor, 
J.  P.  Doan,  and  Wm.  F.  Ferguson ;  and  the  Secretary  was  or- 
dered to  report  the  same  to  the  General  Board. 

On  motion,  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

^^Jiesolved^  That  a  Board  of  Trustees  should  be  created  by 
the  Convention  to  receive  and  invest  all  sums  which  are  or 
may  be  raised  for  theological  education  fund,  and  that  the 
Committee  on  Canons  be  instructed  to  prepare  and  report  an 
appropriate  canon." 

It  was  ordered  that  the  hour  of  half- past  ten  o'clock  A.  M. 
on  the  24th  be  the  time  appointed  to  consider  the  qualifications 
of  lay  delegates. 

The  Committee  on  Christian  Education  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  received  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for 
twelve  o'clock  M.  on  the  24th. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Mis- 
sions to  the  colored  population  submitted  their  report,  which 
was  read,  and  the  resolutions  and  recommendations  were 
adopted.     (See  Appendix,  No.  13.) 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  "Uniformity  of 
Certificates,"  read  the  annexed  report,  which  was  received 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons : 

'1  he  Committee  on  Uniformity  in  Certiticates  of  Baptism  and  other  rites  of 
the  Church,  respectftilly  report  that  they  consider  such  action  advisable,  and 
9U^>j:est  the  enactment  of  a  Canon  to  be  entitled 

CANON  XXI. 

Section  5.  The  Rej^istrar,  under  direction  of  the  Bishop,  shall  prepare,  and 
cause  to  be  printed,  forms  of  certificates  of  baptism,  confirmation  and  matri- 
mony, and  also  letters  commendatory. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vestry  of  each  pari.«li  and  of  the  clerk  of 
each  mission  station  to  procure  for  the  use  of  the  minister  a  sufllcient  number 
of  the  same,  paying  for  them  at  such  rates  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Hegistmr. 
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Skc  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  ministers  in  this  Diooese  to  use  such  forms 
ni!(l  no  others,  and  to  furnish  them  to  parties  entitled  to  the  same  immediately 
after  the  performance  of  the  rite.

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Waterman ;  the 
Lessons  were  read  by  the  Rev.  A.  Batte,  and  the  Litany  by 
the  Rev.  A.  Peake. 

The  services  being  concluded,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  re- 
sumed the  chair. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Sclieetz  offered  the  following  amendment, 
which  was  approved  of,  and  lies  over  according  to  rule : 

'^Besolved,  That  in  the  second  Article  of  the  Constitution, 
second  line,  the  word  '  Tuesday '  be  substituted  for  '  Wednes- 
day.' ' 

The  Committee  on  Finance  submitted  the  following : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  bo^  leave  to  report'  tliat  the  various  matters 
referred  to  said  connnittee  have  each  receivt'd  that  careful  consideration  which 
was  sevcniUy  their  due,  and  as  briefly  as  possible  we  submit  the  result,  and  ask 
for  such  legislation  us  is  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  recommendations  here- 
with reported. 

REPORT  OK  TREASURER  OF   DIOCESE. 

From  this  report  we  find  that  the  receipts  of  the  year  have  not  been  suflScient 
to  meet  the  actual  current  expenses,  leavinjr  out  of  view  the  amount  of  $1040.36 
which  was  ordered  to  be  paid  over  to  Trustees  of  Permanent  Fund  as  two  years' 
instalments  on  the  five  }'earlv  payments  in  which  it  w^as  promised  that  the  sum  of 
S2H23.40  borrowed  from  that  fund  should  be  repaid.  And  the  committee  would 
ur^iCe  upon  the  Convention  that  this  fund  was  a  trust  fund;  it  was  the  accumu- 
lation of  donations  from  parishes  and  individuals  towards  that  particular  fund, 
which  was  called  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate.  The 
intention  of  its  founders,  the  intention  of  all  who  have  ever  contributed  to  this 
fund,  was  that  it  should  be  kept  intact  for  the  particular  purpose  for  which  it 
was  designed,  and  a  very  jj^rave  responsibility  was  assumed  by  the  Convention 
in  directing  that  it  be  intrenched  upon  lor  any  purpose  whatever.  The  best 
interests  of  the  Diocese  imperatively  call  for  the  prompt  repayment  of  this 
money  accord!  n|i>f  to  the  uuderstandinj^^  had  when  its  use  for  another  purpose 
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was  assented  to.  Every  parish,  every  member  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese, 
should  feel  an  active,  lively  interest  in  this  matter,  and  see  to  it  that  the  assess- 
ments from  year  to  year  are  promptly  met.  No  new  lefi^slation  is  required.  The 
assessments  of  the  past  two  years  have  been  ample.  All  that  is  necessary  is  that 
our  people  should  take  into  their  hearts  the  ^rcat,  Aindamental,  cardinal  princi- 
ple of  our  Church  polity.  Then  they  cannot  fail  to  recognize  the  necessity  and 
Justice  of  the  yearly  assessments  made  by  Convention  for  Diocesan  purposes,  and 
the  imperative  duty  of  lookinfi^  diligently  to  the  prompt  payment  of  the  same. 
The  debt  of  the  Diocese  due  at  the  date  of  Treasurer's  report  was  as  follows:

To  pay  the  above  sum  there  was  due  fh>m  thirty  parishes  amounts  aggregating 
a  total  of  $1,978.41,  a  nominal  surplus  of  $127.43.  Some  of  the  parishes  reported 
as  in  arrears  have  already  paid  in  part  or  in  fUU;  some  have  promised  to  pay 
within  a  very  short  time;  the  rest  we  trust  will  do  so  except  in  a  few  oases 
in  which  the  committee  feel  warranted  in  recommending  remission  of  a  portion 
or  of  the  whole  now  charged  as  due.  Your  committee  has,  i^vith  anxious  soli- 
citude to  deal  with  each  case  of  delinquency  in  payment  according  to  the  circum- 
stances attending  each  case,  made,  in  so  far  as  was  practicable,  an  inves^tigation 
as  to  how  the  debt  accrued  and  why  it  was  still  unpaid,  and  ifiithout  cumbering 
this  report,  and  occupying  the  time  of  the  Convention  with  a  recital  of  the  rea- 
sons wliich  guided  us  to  conclusion  in  each  case,  we  recommend  as  follows: 
All  Saints.  Nevada,  is  in  arrears  $75.13;  remit  all  but  $50.  Calvary  Church, 
ISedalia,  was  reported  delinquent $206.30:  $50 has  since  been  paid;  and  we  recom- 
mend that  upon  payment  of  $50  more  the  parish  be  discharged  from  payment  of 
the  balance,  say  $106.30.  Calvary  Church,  Louisiana,  is  debited  with  $5:}.05: 
we  recommend  that  all  but  $20  be  remitted.  Christ  Church,  St.  Joseph,  is  still 
charged  with  $42,  on  account  of  funeral  expt  uses  of  our  late  Bii^hop.  This  debt 
has  always  been  denied  by  the  parish,  and  we  think  the  charge  should  be  can- 
celled. We  recommend  that  the  charge  of  33.72  to  St.  Ann's.  Brunswick;  of 
$7.20  to  Emmanuel  of  Shelbina;  of  $18.54  to  St.  John's,  Weston;  of  $11.50  to 
Trinity,  KIrksviUe,  be  remitted  in  full.  Christ  Church,  Warrensburg.  is  charged 
with  $79 ;  we  advise  remission  of  all  but  $40.  Grace  Church ,  Carthage,  is  debited 
$37.08;  we  recommend  remission  of  all  but  $20.  The  aggregate  of  remissions, 
if  the  Convention  adopt  the  suggestions  of  the  committee,  will  be  $.S33.52.  If 
the  remaining  balances  of  arrearages  are  paid,  as  the  committee  believe  they  will 
be,  the  account  would  then  stand — 

Debts  now  due  by  Diocese $1,850  98 

Debts  due  to  Diocese 1,644  80 

Deficit  to  be  provided  for  by  assessment  this  year $206  00 

It  is  an  absolute  necessity  that  the  Episcopai  n  sidence  be  kept  in  good  repair 
and  but  Just  that  this  should  be  done  at  the  exi)ense  of  the  Diocese,  not  of  the 
occupant,  and  we  recommend  that  the  trustees  of  this  property  be  authorized  to 
do  what  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  upon  their  certification  to  an 
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-expenditure  for  this  purpose,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  give  orders  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  payment  of  the  same. 

REPORT  OF  TREASURER  OF  PERMANENT  FUND. 

The  committee  have  examined  this  report  and  find  it  correct,  but  observe 
with  profound  regret  that  the  canon  requiring  collections  for  this  fund  has  in 
many  instances  not  been  complied  with.  The  importance  of  a  rapid  accumulation 
of  this  fund  is  so  obvious  that  we  cannot  understand  why  it  does  not  receive  more 
attention  from  Rectors  and  treasurers.  Year  after  year  the  canon  is  disregarded 
and  the  growth  of  the  fund  thereby  retarded  to  such  an  extent  as  to  seriously 
impair  the  prospect  of  its  usefulness  at  least  in  our  day  and  generation.  As  this 
fund  is  now  in  the  hands  of  trustees,  we  trust  they  will  see  to  it  that  if  the  canon 
requiring  collections  for  it  is  disregarded,  it  shall  not  be  from  the  fact  that  it  is 
allowed  to  be  forgotten,  but  that  every  parish  shall  in  due  time  and  in  a  proper 
•manner  be  reminded  of  its  duty  in  ttiis  respect. 

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  FUND  FOR  AGED  AND  INFIRM  CLERGY. 

There  is  on  hand,  uninvested,  belonging  to  this  fUnd,  abot4  $600.  This 
amount  should  not  be  allowed  to  lie  idle,  but  he  invested  at  interest  as  soon  as 
possible.  As  the  Convention  has  not  adopted  rules  for  the  governance  and  dis- 
tribution of  this  fund,  we  recommend  for  your  adoption  the  following: 

1.  The  benefits  of  the  fund  shall  be  for  the  use  of  aged  and  infirm  clergy,  and 
of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen,  in  good  standing  and  of  three 
years'  canonical  residence  in  the  Diocese,  whose  application  shall  be  favorably 
acted  upon  by  the  trustees. 

2.  Only  the  interest  on  the  fund  shall  be  available  for  the  purposes  of  the 
trust. 

3.  Beneficiaries  shall  be  elected  by  the  trustees  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Bishop. 

TRUST  FUND  ACCOUNT. 

The  receipts  into  this  fund  aggregate  $4/J75.81.  Of  this  amount  tiiere  remains 
on  hand  $410.42.  $000  has  been  invested  in  such  manner  as  to  yield  an  interest 
at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum ;  and  $3«U69.39  has  been  expended,  and 
expended  in  a  manner  that  meets  the  unqualified  commendation  of  your  com- 
mittee. 

The  following  resolution  has  been  referred  to  this  committee,  namely: 
Resolved^  That  provision  be  made  by  the  Convention  for  payment  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  ecclesiastical  trial  now  in  progress  in  this  city. 

The  committee  submit  that,  as  a  general  principle.  Justice  to  all  parties  de- 
mands that  the  expense  of  ecclesiastical  trials  should  be  borne  by  the  Diocese. 
When  a  trial  is  ordered  it  should  be  taken  for  granted  that  the  best  interests  of 
the  Church  demand  it,  and  that  it  should  be  divested  of  everything  of  a  per- 
sonal or  partisan  character;  and  if  provision  has  not  already  been  made  for  the 
expenses  of  the  trial  now  in  progress,  we  recommend  that  the  Convention 
assume  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  same,  and  that  it  be  left 
with  the  Standing  Committee  to  decide  what  are  necessary  expenses  and  to 
order  their  payment. 

The  committee  ask  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
Resolved,  That  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  in  respect  to  remission 
of  dues  from  the  following  churches,  be  and  are  hereby  adopted,  and  that  the 
Treasurer  is  directed  to  make  the  proper  entries  in  accordance  therewith :

The  foregoing  resolutions  were  adopted  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Assessments. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  action  on  the  subject  of  qual- 
ifications of  lay  delegates,  the  debaters  were,  on  motion, 
limited  to  five  minutes  each. 

Mr.  John  R.  Triplett  submitted  the  following  notice  of  pro- 
test, which  was  lost  by  a  non-concurrence  of  orders : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church  Parish  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
held  May  Gth,  1^72,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  unanimously 
adopted: 

'*  Whereas,  There  Is  proposed  for  the  action  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Missouri,  which  is  to  assemble  on  the  22d  inst.,  an  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  by  which  it 
is  intended  to  exclude  from  participation  in  the  Convention  all  laymen,  as  dele- 
gates, who  are  not  communicants  of  the  Church: 

"  Be  it  Resolved^  by  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  Christ  Church  of 
the  city  of  St.  Louis,  that  they  will  view  with  great  regret  any  action  of  the  Con- 
vention looking  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  purpose,  inasmuch  as  they  can 
bear  testimony  to  the  faithful  and  zealous  co-operation  of  non-communicants 
in  the  support  of  tills  t)arish,  for  the  past  half  century.  It  is  the  unanimous 
judgment  of  this  body  that  the  past  exi)erience  of  this  parish,  the  mother  parish 
of  this  Diocese,  cannot  produce  a  single  instance  where  evil  has  resulted  fron^ 
the  co-operation  of  non-communicants,  but  that>  on  the  contniry,  this  parish  has 
derived  invaluable  assistance  from  the  means,  labors,  and  advice  of  those  against 
whom  it  is  proposed  to  take  this  objectionable  action. 

**  Resolved^  That  the  delegates  elected  this  evening  from  this  parish  to  the 
Convention  be  directed  to  present  this  action  of  the  Vestry  to  the  Convention, 
and  to  enter  a  respectful,  but  most  earnest  protest  against  the  proposed  action  of 
the  Convention."

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The  subjoined  report  was  presented  by  Mr.  John  T.  Doug- 
lass, received,  and  committee  continued: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
relatin^if  to  scholarships,  would  respectfully  report  that  in  the  judgment  of  the 
committee  the  recommendation  is  at  this  time  worthy  of  the  most  serious  consid- 
eration of  the  Convention.  The  expense  of  the  support  of  a  theological  student 
may  be  stated  in  round  numbers  at  $200  a  year.  At  present  these  students  are 
educated  at  theolo^cal  institutions  outside  of  the  State,  and  their  support  de- 
rived mainly  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  Church,  under  the  management  of 
the  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry.  It  seems  to  your  committee  that 
our  Diocese  is  now  strong  enough  to  assume  directly  the  charge  of  the  education 
of  the  young  men  of  the  Diocese  who  may  be  desirous  of  devoting  themselves  to 
the  ministry  of  the  Church,  especially  as  we  have  within  the  Diocese  an  institu- 
tion fully  competent  to  superintend  and  carry  on  in  its  fullest  extent  the  educa- 
tion necessary  to  fit  them  in  the  highest  degree  for  the  work  they  are  designed 
for,  and  this  committee  advise  that  the  Convention  recommend  to  parishes  and 
individuals  to  constitute  scholarships  which  may  be  designated  by  any  name 
which  they  may  select.  The  scholarship  can  be  founded  by  investing  a  sum  the 
interest  on  which  shall  yield  the  amount  of  $200  a  year,  or  by  a  parish  or  indi- 
vidual pledging  $200  a  year,  payable  semi-annually  ;  and  the  parish  or  individual 
thus  contributing  a  scholarship  will  have  the  privilege,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Bishop,  of  nominating  to  their  scholarship  a  person  to  fill  the  same.  Time  will 
not  permit  the  committee  to  dwell  upon  this  subject,  or  digest  a  full  plan  by 
which  the  recommendation  can  be  carried  into  eflFect.  If  the  Convention  see  fit* 
to  continue  the  committee,  a  fuller  plan  will  be  submitted  to  next  Convention

The  following  report  was  next  in  order,  which,  being  read, 
the  resolutions  recommended  were  adopted : 

RKl*ORT  ON  CHRISTIAN   KDUCATION. 

The  Committee  on  Christian  Education,  in  view  of  the  able  reports  that  have 
been  presented  to  former  Conventions  on  this  subject,  deem  it  unnecessary  either 
to  repeat  the  same  arguments,  or  attempt  fresh  ones,  on  what  seems  to  them  to 
be  almost  universally  conceded.  They  prefer,  therefore,  to  state  briefly  what 
seems  practicable  with  the  limited  resources  at  the  command  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese. 

And,  in  the  first  place,  they  would  emphasize  the  duty  of  parents  nial^ing^ 
their  homes  nurseries  of  Christian  culture,  for  the  nurture  of  their  children  in 
the  holy  ways  of  the  Church,  according  to  the  plain  import  of  the  baptismal 
vow.  And,  moreover,  would  venture  to  suggest  to  those  to  whom  the  care  of 
all  the  souls  in  the  parish,  both  young  and  old,  is  entrusted,  the  importance  of 
avoiding  the  too  common  mistake  of  delegating  the  religious  education  of  the 
young  to  inexperienced  Sunday  School  teachers,  instead  of  mainly  d«»ing  that 
work  themselves  by  frequent  catechetical  instruction  publicly  in  the  church. 

Parochial  schools  are  an  important  agency  in  Christian  training  where  they 
can  be  maintained ;  but  when  we  remember  the  heavy  taxes  that  are  annually 
levied  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  of  the  country,  we  are  forbidden  to 
hope  for  much  in  this  direction,  however  desirable  it  might  be. 
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The  daughters,  however,  of  at  least  the  better  classes,  are  less  frequently  sent 
to  these  schools  ;  if,  therefore,  we  could  sustain  a  few  >?ood  institutions,  where 
a  thorough  education  for  girls  could  be  offered  at  a  reasonable  expense,  we  might 
look  for  large  results  in  laj'ing  broad  and  deep  the  foundations  of  the  Church  in 
ail  our  borders. 

Your  committee  understand  that  there  are  at  present  two  aiich  schools  In  the 
Diocese,  one  at  Jefferson  City  and  the  other  at  Monroe,  and  if  these  were  more 
liberally  patronized  there  would  be  greater  inducements  for  attempting  similar 
ventures  of  faith  in  other  fields. 

And  it  surely  is  the  duty  of  Churchmen  to  encourage  their  own  schools, 
when  the  advantages  are  at  least  equal,  and  the  expense  not  greater  than  else- 
where, but  we  are  sorry  to  say  this  duty  Is  not  generally  recognized. 

In  concluding  this  report  we  must  not  omit  to  mention  St.  PauFs  College,  the 
only  institution  in  the  Diocese  exclusively  for  the  education  of  boys,  as  well  as 
the  training  school  for  young  men  looking  to  the  sacred  ministry  of  the  Church. 

This  institution,  as  a  Diocesan  school,  under  the  efficient  management  of  a 
board  of  trustees  appointed  to  watch  over  its  interests,  can  rightfully  lay  claim 
to  the  generous  patronage  of  the  Church ;  we  woidd  therefore  recommend  \t,  to- 
gether with  the  otiier  two  schof>ls  mentioned  in  this  report,  to  the  earnest  con- 
sideration of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  Church's  progress. 

Your  committee  venture  to  recommend  the  following  resolutions  as  the  ex. 
pression  of  the  deliberate  sense  of  this  Convention,  viz.: 

lUsolved  (^Bt),  Th&t  Church  education  of  the  young  constitute  the 'surest 
foundation  of  aggressive  power  and  missionary  success  which  we  have  at  our 
command. 

Resolved  (2d),  That,  except  where  weighty  local  or  special  considerations  in-

The  Rev.  P.  G.  Robert  filed  the  annexed  notice : 

I  notify  the  Convention  that  i  shall  move  at  the  session  of  1873  to  amend 
the  6th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  by  adding  after  the  word  **  delegates  "  who 
■shall  be  commnnicantB  of  the  Church, 

The  Committee  on  Missions  submitted  their  report,  which 
was  read,  and  the  first  and  second  resolutions  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Missions  respectfully  submit,  that  they  have  examined 
Che  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Laymen's  Co-operating  Mis- 
sionary Society,  and  have  also  given  due  consideration  to  the  suggestions  of  the 
Bishop  In  that  part  of  his  annual  charge  pertaining  to  this  subject. 

We  find  the  sum  of  the  offerings  of  the  Diocese  to  Diocesan  Missions  for 
1871-2,  to  be  three  hundred  and  slxty-slx  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents  ($300.99)  in 
excess  of  1870-71;  that  while  there  has  been  an  Increase  in  the  amounts  reported 
from  the  county  parishes,  there  has  been  a  diminution  in  those  from  the  city  con- 
gregations. This,  however,  is  not  to  be  taken  as  indicating  a  lessening  of  inter- 
est In  the  city,  but  is  owing  to  a  conjunction  of  circumsUMces  In  one  of  the  Par- 
ish Missionary  Societies  not  likely  again  to  recur.     While  the  Diocese  is  by  no 
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means  doing  its  fUll  duty,  still  it  has  done  better  than  on  any  previous  year,  and 
vre  talce  this  as  an  augury  for  good,  from  which  we  may  be  permitted  to  hope 
for  more  decided  progress  in  the  current  Conventional  year. 

The  suggestion  of  the  Bishop  that  the  vestries  of  city  parishes  should  pro- 
vide their  Kectors  with  assistants,  as  a  means  of  increasing  the  capacity  for  work 
in  both,  and  of  establishing  new  centres  of  Church  influence,  is  a  scheme  for 
mission  worK  weighty  and  worthy  of  careful  consideration.  It  partly  resolves 
the  hard  question  of  clerical  support  in  inchoate  parishes,  and  until  they  are  able 
to  stand  alone.  If  by  this  means  the  number  of  Church  centres  can  l>e  increased, 
the  Church's  influence  and  capacity  foi;  aggressive  work  is  increased.  The  gen- 
eral charges  of  the  Diocese  are  lessened  to  each  particular  parish  by  being 
divided  up  between  a  larger  number,  and  the  example  of  our  Lord  is  more  closely 
followed  when  He  sent  out  the  Apostles  and  the  Seventy  '*  two  and  two.'*  The 
Church  evidently  contemplates  the  settling  of  at  least  two  Deacons  in  each  parish, 
since  the  rubric  in  the  Liturgy  directs  that  the  *^  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the 
people,"  shall  be  gathered  by  ''  the  DeacoTis^^^  church  wardens,  or  other  flt  per- 
sons supplying  their  place  where  they  are  wanting.  Until  her  theory  is  put  into 
practice  and  the  Priest  be  thus  enabled  to  find  more  time  for  the  performance  of 
his  peculiar  functions,  instead  of  doing  Deacon's  work^  very  little  that  is  extra- 
parochial  can  be  required  or  expected  of  Sectors. 

The  great  need  to  enable  us  to  do  this,  or  any  other  Church  work,  is  money ; 
and  not  only  the  money,  but  the  systematic  offering  of  it  to  Qod's  service.  It  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  it  should  flow  in  a  steadv  and  continuous  stream,  not 
in  Jets.  Can  this  be  accomplished?  The  committee  suggest,  1.  That  the  Rec- 
tors endeavor  to  increase  the  interest  of  their  parishioners  in  Parish  Missionary 
Societies,  by  putting  all  the  offices,  and  all  the  responsibility  of  their  success,  in 
the  hands  of  laymtn,  stimulated  and  aided,  of  course,  whenever  need  should 
so  require,  by  the  pastors  of  the  flock.  And,  2.  They  would  also  urge  a  rigid 
systematizing  of  the  offerings  through  the  parish  society.  Five  cents  per 
weeik  from  the  communicants  of  this  Diocese  alone,  not  to  mention  parishioners 
who  would  also  become  members  of  the  society,  would  net  nearly,  if  not  quite, 
$10,000  per  annum,  an  amount  which  would  make  the  face  of  the  devoted  Treas- 
urer glow  with  delight;  and  which  would  enable  our  Bishop  to  send  pastors  to 
feed  God's  flock  in  places  where  they  are  starving  for  the  precious  food  of  the 
soul. 

The  committee  beg  leave  also  to  suggest  that  if  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
Parish  Missionary  Societies  were  held  on  Sunday  evenings,  rather  than  on  a 
week  day,  if  that  service  were  made  especially  for  a  missionary  occasion,  and  if 
the  Sunday  School  was  brought  out  to  take  the  ''  front  seats,"  and  permitted  to 
sing  their  Joyous  hymns,  between  short  and  crisp  addresses  ft'om  laymen,  not 
only  would  the  parishioners  And  their  interest  increased,  but  the  children  of  the 
parish  would  be  tmincd  to  regard  a  part  of  that  service  especially  their  own; 
tbey  would  grow  up  identified  with  missionary  movements,  and  we  should  find 
the  proverbial  dohfulness  of  such  occasions  a  thing  of  the  past, 

The  committee  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved^  That  the  vestries  and  congregations  of  those  parishes  which  are 
of  such  wide  extent  that  the  Rectors  are  unable  to  economize  the  time  ttom 
legitimate  parochial  work  to  establish  new  centres,  are  recommended  to  con- 
sider the  wisdom  and  propriety  of  engaging  the  services  of  one  or  more  Dea. 
cons,  or  assistant  ministers,  so  that  each  parish  may  be  not  only  living,  but  life- 
Ifiving. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  Is  recommended  to  Rectors  in  every  case  to  encourage 
the  election  of  laymen  to  all  the  oflices  in  the  Parish  Missionary  Society. 
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3.  Reiolved^  That  in  tho  opinion  of  the  Convention  it  is  advisable  to  hold  the 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  GUjneral  Parish  Societies  on  the  afternoon  or  eveninf^ 
of  Sunday,  and  to  ougaji^  the  children  of  tho  Sunday  School  in  the  special  ser- 
vices of  the  occasion. 

4.  Resolved^  That  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Rector  to  endeavor  to  persuade  each 

parishioner  to  offer,  at  least,  five  cents  per  weel(  to  Diocesan  Missions,  payable 

weelcly,  monthly,  or  quarterly,  as  may  be  elected. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  City  Missions  reported  as  follows : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  that  part  of  the  Episcopal  Address  re- 
ferrini;  to  Church  Extension  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  submit  the  following  as 
their  report : 

The  Church  of  Christ  is  a  mission.  Its  truest  conservatism  is  aggressive.  It 
has  no  right  to  rest.  Commanded  to  go— go  always,  and  into  all  the  world, 
whenever  it  stands  still  it  becomes  unfaithful.  The  Bishop's  Address,  therefore, 
80und.«(  no  false  alarm,  but  one  that  may  well  call  us  to  our  feet,  in  the  statement 
of  a  diminishing  activity  in  the  Church  worli  of  this  city.  The  fact  tliat  during 
the  last  four  years  the  number  of  candidates  annually  pre-^ented  for  confirma- 
tion has  annually  decreased  instead  of  multiplying,  must  be  talcen  as  a  serious 
symptom  of  ecclesiastical  ill-health,  that  should  obtain  prompt  and  efficient  treat- 
ment. It  is  impossible  to  conceal  a  sense  of  reproach  at  the  thought  that  in  a 
city  of  more  than  three  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  our  Church  now  reaches 
scarcely  a  hundredth  of  that  number;  and  that  while  population  advances  with 
wonderful  rapidity,  and  suburban  fl^rlds  that  lie  bare  in  autumn  are  covered  with 
houses  before  summer,  and  wealth  easily  acquired  overflows  in  extravagance, 
hurtful  alike  to  body  and  soul,  the  kingdom  of  Christ  ctin  liardly  keep  itsowi> 
baptismal  off^-^pring  in  the  service  of  worship  and  work.  Six  self-sustaining 
parishes  and  two  missions  are  all  we  have  to  show  as  thw  result  of  half  a  centu- 
ry's labor.  Some  of  these  parishes  do  not  number  as  many  communicants  to- 
day as  they  did  ten  j^ears  ago.  Meanwhile,  people  who  belong  to  the  Church 
and  should  flock  to  its  portals  as  doves  to  their  windows,  are  living  among  us 
unknown,  and  in  habitual  violation  of  their  altar-vows.  They  came  to  the  city 
without  commendatory  letters,  attended  services  now  and  then  for  a  season,  felt 
strange  in  a  congregation  of  strangers,  and  at  last  found  in  the  failureof  otiiers  to 
conjecture  their  claim  to  attention  an  excuse  for  abandoning  worship  Hltogether. 
It  may  safely  be  assumed  from  the  number  of  such  persons  actually  discovered 
after  a  residence  of  from  five  to  twelve  years,  that  there  are  enough  of  them  in  the 
city  to  constitute  several  parishes.  But  how  are  they  to  be  reached  ?  Tlie  Rectors 
of  existing  parishes  already  have  their  hands  full  of  work.  To  prepare  two 
sermons  a  week,  or  even  one  of  such  a  character  as  would  make  the  pulpit  ful- 
fill its  function  as  a  propelling  power  within  the  Church,  would  of  itself  require 
all  the  time  of  one  man,  however  vigor.* us  and  thoroughly  furnished  his  mind. 
To  visit  with  regularity  and  true  pastoral  care  a  congregation  of  ordinary  size, 
attending  to  its  manifold  demands,  would  engross  the  energies  of  a  second, 
while  the  entire  strength  of  a  third  might  be  expended  upon  the  task  of  finding 
out  and  persuading  to  their  duty  those  moving  into  the  city  every  week  who  else- 
where have  knelt  at  tlie  chancel  rail  and  received  heavenly  food  from  the  table  of 
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our  common  Lord.  For  a  single  minister  to  undertalce  ail  these  enterprises,  is 
to  insure  failure  in  each,  lie  must  nej^lect  some  part  of  so  excessive  a  toiL^ 
The  most  vital  requires  his  first  attention,  and  as  the  possibility  of  every  other 
parochial  enterprise  depends  upon  the  existence  of  the  parish,  he  naturally  and 
necessarily  spends  his  efforts  in  supporting  it;  in  other  words,  in  preparing  for 
the  pulpit  and  visiting  those  who  have  sittings  in  pews.  Thus  fiis  whole  labor  * 
is  devoted  to  keeping  his  church  alive,  or  rather  to  postponing  its  death,  for  the 
church  that  does  not  grow  is  moribund.  Hence  the  need  of  assistant  ministers — 
doubtless,  when  worthy  of  their  position,  the  most  effective  agents  of  Church  ex- 
tension. In  the  absence  of  these,  however,  we  must  look  for  other  instrumen- 
talities. And  in  connection  with  our  recommendation  of  what  seems  to  us  the 
best  suited  to  the  exigency,  we  ask  your  attention  to  the  following  facts : 

Cities  do  not  grow  in  their  centres.  Population  there  is  transient.  Hotels 
and  tenement  houses  compose  the  main  part  of  residences,  and  the  people  who 
inhabit  them  are  generally  unsettled  in  abode,  sojourners  that  shift  their  habi- 
tation nearly  every  year.  This  explains  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  parishes 
in  such  centres,  where  those  which  when  upon  the  border  grew  faj't  and  health- 
fully, after  the  city  spread  a  certain  distance  beyond  them  begin  to  languish, 
and  in  the  end  become  missionary  stations,  supported  by  parishes  they  them- 
selves once  maintained  as  missions.  It  is  in  or  near  their  suburbs  that  cities 
have  their  soundest  increase,  for  their  houses  are  homes.  Parishes  planted  in 
advance  of  population  need  but  little  cultivation  to  make  them  fioiu*ish.  They 
l^w  as  if  itidigenous  to  the  soil.  They  are  fed  by  every  new  building,  re- 
freshed by  every  new  family  that  moves  into  the  neighborhood,*  and  possess  a 
kind  of  monopoly  of  convenience  and  attraction  in  their  distance  ft'om  interior 
churches,  from  which  population  is  setting  in  a  steady  drift  towards  themselves. 
The  Church  of  Rome  shows  the  forethought  and  business  tact,  which  are  the 
acqaidtions  of  long  experience,  in  nothing  more  noticeably  than  in  the  quiet 
purchasing  of  surburban  property  when  cheap,  with  a  view  to  future  use  and 
oocnpation  at  perhaps  some  remotely  future  period.  It  were  well  for  us  in  this 
particular  to  learn  from  an  enemy.  In  the  absence,  then,  of  parochial  ability  to 
propagate  new  missions,  your  committee  propose  a  district  organization  within 
the  city  of  St.  Louis  for  undertaking  and  carrying  on  this  important,  indispensa- . 
ble  work,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  elect  annually  a  Board  of  five  laymen,  of 
which  the  Bishop  shall  be  President,  and  which  shall  choose  from  its  own  num- 
ber a  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  said  Board  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  shall  have  authority  to  collect  funds  and  appropri- 
ate them  as  they  deem  best  for  purposes  of  Church  Extension  in  the  city  of  St. 
LfOois;  to  determine,  with  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bishop,  sites  for  new  mis- 
sionary operations,  and  to  call,  whenever  they  think  proper,  a  missionary  or  • 
missionaries;  said  missionary  or  missionaries,  in  all  cases,  to  be  nominated  by 

the  Bishop.

The  report  was  accepted,  the  resolutions  adopted,  and 
Messrs.  Silas  Bent,  E.  Harrison,  W.  H.  Thomson,  J.  T.  Doug- 
lass and  L.  E.  Alexander  were  appointed  the  flrst  Board. 

A  report  was  next  read  from  the  Committee  on  Woman's 
Work,  which  was  accepted,  the  resolution  adopted,  and  the 
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following  commission  appointed:  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler,  Rev. 
Mr.  Robert,  Rev.  Dr.  Cross.    The  report  is  herewith  given : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE   ON   WOMAN'S  WORK. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  BUhop*8  Address  as  re- 
lates to  woman's  work  in  the  Church,  be^  leave  to  report: 

It  is  one  of  the  encouragingly  ^'  signs  of  the  times  '*  that  ihe  Church  is  begtn- 
nliig  to  awalce  to  the  importance  of  tlie  co-operation  of  woman  in  her  proper 
sphere;  and  there  is  a  growing  conviction  that  that  sphere  is  not  a  limited  one. 
While  none  but  tiiose  of  the  extremest  views  would  advocate  her  call  to  the 
Priestly  office,  or  would  claim  the  pulpit  as  a  fitting  arena  tor  the  display  of  her 
powers  of  oratory,  yet  there  are  official  stations  and  positions  of  influence  and 
truiit  where  she  can  be  instrumental  in  accomplishing  great  good.  The  revival 
of  the  ancient  order  of  Deaconesses  is  now  receiving  the  favorable  att^ntictn  of 
Churchmen  of  different  shades  of  theological  teaching.  And  so  witli  the  organ!, 
zation  of  Sisterhoods,  it  is  no  longer  met  with  the  cry  of  alarm — that  eiicourage- 
ment  of  such  modes  of  working  is  an  evidence  of  a  tendency  to  the  errors  of  the 
Roman  Church.  There  are,  undoubtedly,  objections  to  life  in  the  Convent  or 
Monastery,  with  irrevocable  vows  binding  the  inmates  to  such  a  state;  but  such 
is  not  the  state  nor  are  such  the  vows  we  would  require  of  those  who  would 
devote  themselves,  as  Sisters  of  Charity  or  Mercy,  lor  the  work  ot  Christ  and 
His  Church.  They  can  band  themselves  together  under  different  forms  and 
names,  and  the  teachings  of  experiences  and  the  present  cunstitution  of  society 
with  its  changed  manners  and  customs,  may  very  well  suggest  the  necessity  of 
adaptation  in  their  mode  of  working.  The  prime  considenition  is  to  encourage 
woman  who  has  the  head  and  mind  to  work ;  to  And  her  a  sphere,  and  to  sug- 
gest tlie  mode  by  which  she  may  rcLder  her  qualifications  and  talents  the  most 
potent  for  good.  Aside  from  tlie  relations  of  wife  and  mother,  of  daughter  and 
sister,  when  she  has  a  sphere  peculiarly  her  own,  and  when,  under  the  culture 
of  religion,  she  has  moved  with  a  power  and  influeiicc  aflecting  the  world's  des- 
tinies, in  a  measure  passing  computation  ;  she  has  engaged  in  effective  work  in 
all  our  parishes,  acting  as  a  teacher  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  organizing  sewing 
circles  and  missionary  societies,  and  not  unfrequently  being  the  most  efficient 
worker  in  inaugurating  new  parishes  and  sustaining  them  in  their  infancy  and 
weakness,  if  such  be  her  influence  and  power,  there  is  an  imperative  call  to 
utilize  that  power  for  the  Cliurch  in  some  special  work  among  ourselves,  and 
especially  by  receiving  the  services  of  trained  Women  to  this  end.  We  would 
therefore  propose  the  following  resolution  lor  the  consideration  and  action  of  the 
Convention : 

Resolved^  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convetition  it  is  expedient  to  establish 

a  Sisterhood  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  and  that  a  commission  of  three  clergymen 

be  appointed  to  determine,  by  correspondence  and  otherwise,  the  roost  practical 

way  of  carrying  out  this  object,  with  authority  to  act  in  conjunction  with  , the 

Bishop.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  ''  the  statement  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion Board  of  Trnstees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Infirm  Clergymen,-'  be^ 
leave  to  report  that  no  present  action  in  the  matter  is  advisable,  there  being  in 
the  Diocese  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  a  similar  fund,  by  which  we  are  endeavoring 
to  relieve  the  General  Convention  Board  from  care;  that  the  matter  shall  reoeive 
respectful  attention  hereafler,  and  that  the  Secretary  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  General  Convention  Board  our  action.

The  annexed  report  upon  Church  Charities,  etc.,  was  re- 
ceived, and  the  accompanying  resolution  adopted : 

RBPORT  UPON  CHURCH  CHARITIES  IN  THE  CITY  OF  ST.  LOUIS. 

The  Ck)minittee  appointed  to  report  upon  Church  CharitieB  hi  the  City  of  St. 
Loois^  would  respectfully  present  that  having  carefully  inquired  into  the  various 
charitiefl  of  our  communion  in  this  city,  they  most  cordially  endorse  them  as 
worthy  of  the  hearty  support  and  sympathy  of  our  people,  and  this  not  only 
because  of  their  intrinsic  merit,  but  because  also  of  their  successful  administra- 

tiOD. 

The  Orphans*  Home,  the  oldest  of  our  institutions  of  meroy,  having  been 
now  over  twenty-five  years  in  existence,  has  been  during  this  time  the  shelter 
and  home  of  a  large  number  of  orphans,  where  they  have  been  watched  over 
and  cared  for  with  almost  parental  tenderness.  Unceasing  devotion,  sell^enial, 
and  labor,  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  managers  of  this  institution,  call  for 
more  than  mere  expressions  of  gratitude  fh>m  our  people.  An  institution  like 
this,  and  as  old  as  this,  and  whose  whole  history  has  conmiended  it  to  the 
confidence  and  hearts  of  the  public,  ought  long  ago  to  have  been  so  remem- 
bered as  to  be  placed  above  all  anxiety  about  its  convenient  and  comfort- 
able accommodations,  and  its  daily  expenses.  It  needs  no  commendation  or 
recommendation  fh>m  us.  We  need  only  to  say,  that  there  is  altogether  too 
great  a  thoughtlessness  and  neglect,  on  the  part  of  those  who  *'*'  profess  and  call 
themselves  Christians,''  of  this  noble  institution.  We  ask  for  it  that  it  shall 
be  more  afiectionately  remembered,  not  only  in  word  but  in  will  and  in  deed 
— ^remembered  by  large  gifts  and  legacies;  and  remembered  not  only  by  those 
living  in  the  city,  but  by  our  Christian  brethren  of  ihe  country.  There  is.  we 
believe,  but  one  orphan  home  in  the  Diocese.  Children  who  have  come  from 
(be  country,  as  well  as  those  born  in  this  city,  are  received  there,  and  we  there- 
fore commend  this  home  to  all  the  brethren  for  their  affectionate  interest  and 
occasional  aid. 

In  this  connection  we  shall  be  excused  fh)m  descending  into  details,  as  we 
suggest  that  some  of  our  members  in  interior  towns  can,  at  all  times,  be  the 
means,  particularly  in  the  harvest  season,  of  sending  large  contributions  ot 
proper  fruits  and  vegetables,  without  cost,  to  this  home  of  the  fatherless.

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Yoar  cofDmittee  aUo  eommeDd  to  the  hearts  of  our  people,  Sc,  Liike*s  Hos- 
pital. ThU  institution,  whose  annual  receipts  from  patients  are  OTer  $10,000  per 
annam,  but  whose  annual  expenses  are  larg<e]j  increased  by  it«  charity  patientiw 
all  of  wlKiUj.  iK^th  payin/r  and  charity  patients.  reoeiTe  the  attentloo,  medkal 
treat u»ent.  and  nursinf^  of  a  Christian  home,  is  well  worthy  the  frequent  risiu 
and  examinations  of  all  our  people.  Churchmen  cannot  but  be  ;rlad  that  an 
institution  of  sudi  a  character,  with  such  an  object  and  such  a  name.  Is  in  our 
midiit.  Vour  fsommittee.  in  tlieir  limited  time,  are  not  able  to  present  argu- 
ments by  detail',  but.  framestly  and  affectionately  calling:  renewed  attention  to  it. 
would  su|i^|pei*t  that  this  Convention  recommend  it  to  the  interest  and  benero- 
lenee  of  ctiurr.'limen. 

Another  interestliii^  charity  has  been  in  operation  in  our  dty  for  several 
nonths.  This  is  th<;  **Shelterinfr  Arms/*  an  institution  intended  for  thecaie 
and  protection,  during  the  day.  of  the  children  of  parents,  who.  bat  for  this 
shelter,  would  be  compelled  to  go  out  to  their  daily  labor,  leaving  their  little 
diildren  either  locked  up  in  their  house,  or  else  exposed  to  every  danger. 
This  benevolence,  which  originated  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Easter,  commends  itself 
to  every  heart  at  once.  We  have  not  statistics  of  its  work  done,  but  while  we 
only  mention  it  as  another  of  tlie  effbrts  of  our  city  churchmen  and  church- 
women  to  care  for  the  i>oor,  the  nick  and  needy,  we  do  so  in  the  expectation  that 
another  year  will  present  most  gratifying  results. 

In  view  of  tlie  charities  mentioned,  your  committee  would  recommem!  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

JUMolved,  That  the  Orphans*  Home  and  St.  Luke*s  Hospital  of  the  dty  of  St. 
Louis  are  hereby  cf>inmended  by  this  Convention  to  the  hearts  and  to  the  bene- 
volenrje  of  the  churchmen  of  St.  Louis,  and  to  the  clergymen  and  laymen  of 
the  interior  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  earnest  request  that  by  Wills  and  Legacies, 
by  Harvest  or  other  Offerings,  they  will  remember  and  do  all  within  their  power 
for  their  welfare  and  support.

THE  BISHOP  OF  MISSOURI. 


Beloved  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity  : 

I  greet  you  on  the  occasion  of  your  assembling  together  to  give 
account  of  your  distributed  stewardship,  and  to  t.ake  counsel  for  the 
Church's  interests,  with  affectionate  salutations.  Whfle  the  general 
principles  of  our  actions  in  the  Church  have  been  fixed  and  settled 
from  the  beginning,  we  should  be  unapt  learners  indeed,  if  the  prac- 
tical applications  of  those  principles  to  the  new  circumstances  of  our 
Western  life  did  not  supply  accumulating  lessons  of  wisdom  and  ex- 
perience with  which  to  enrich  each  other,  and  make  more  perfect  our 
Church  law  and  our  methods  of  Christian  activity,  as  we  come  to- 
gether in  annual  council.  And  although  the  life  of  each  individual 
parish  may  be  quiet  and  uneventful,  the  interests  which  the  Diocese 
has  in  common  have  become  so  wide,  and  varied,  and  complex,  that 
probably  never  hereafter  will  a  Convention  meet  which  will  not  find 
its  time  and  attention  fully  occupied  with  the  real  and  practical  duties 
which  crowd  upon  it.  Exigencies  and  difficulties  not  before  seen,  and 
therefore  unprovided  for,  accumulate  during  the  year,  and  an  impres- 
sion prevails  that  this  occasion  furnishes  the  proper  opportunity  for 
their  settlement.  No  exhortation  is  needed  from  me  that  vou  will 
address  3'our8elves  to  the  various  questions  as  they  arise  with  patience, 
and  a  large-minded  Christian  wisdom. 

I  have  been  able  to  continue  my  official  duty  from  the  time  of  the 
rising  of  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  until  the  present^  without  in- 
terruption, and  undeterred  by  any  ill  health,  and  have  made  thorough, 
and  in  most  cases  repeated  visits  into  all  the  parts  of  the  Diocese 
previousl}''  explored,  as  well  as  into  many  counties  into  which  I  had 
never  before  been  able  to  penetrate,  and  which,  in  most  cases,  there 
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had  not  before  been  any  services  of  our  Church.  I  have  from  year 
to  year  endeavored  to  take  the  bearings  of  my  duty  with  respect  to 
the  matter  of  visiting  the  parishes  from  the  circumstances  as  they 
have  at  the  time  appeared.  I  have  desired  to  reach  the  people  at  as 
short  intervals  as  a  care  for  other  duties  would  allow.  Whatever  of 
help  could  be  rendered  to  new  enterprises  starting  into  life  by  my 
presence  or  counsel^  I  was  anxious  to  render,  now  in  this  day  when 
we  are  laying  foundations  for  the  Church.  The  indications^  however, 
are  very  clear  that  I  ought  not  to  attempt  to  make  a  regular  visita- 
tion of  the  parishes  and  stations  more  frequently  than  once  a  year. 
The  ground  of  our  operations  is  widening  immensely.  While  the 
lines  of  railway  are  piercing  in  all  directions  through  the  State,  and 
are  enabling  me  to  reach  distant  points  more  quickly,  these  means  of 
communication  are  creating  towns,  and  are  rendering  accessible  sec- 
tions which,  on  account  of  the  difficulties  of  travel,  had  not  before 
been  reached. 

It  is  of  course  to  be  recognized  as  a  part  of  a  Bishop's  duty  not 
merely  to  visit  organized  parishes  where  persons  are  awaiting  confir- 
mation, but  to  go  in  advance  out  into  new  ground  not  before  cared 
for,  and  to  set  in  order  the  means  which  will  enable  the  people  there 
to  secure  the  regular  services  of  the  Church.  Thought,  too,  is  to  be 
had  for  the  scattered  members  who  live  in  places  where  we  cannot 
hope  for  the  present  to  organize  settled  work.  To  them  the  occasional 
services  of  the  Bishop,  bringing  the  consolations  of  the  old  religion, 
cheering  them  with  the  assurance  that  the  Church  is  still  caring  for 
them,  are  most  highly  prized. 

If,  then,  I  am  able  to  look  forward  to  less  frequent  visits  to  the 
parishes  and  stations,  I  still  hold  myself  ready  to  visit  places  also,  if 
possible,  out  of  the  regular  course,  whenever  extraordinary  exigen- 
cies call  for  it.  Of  these  I  shall  always  be  glad  to  be  informed. 
Compensation,  too,  must  be  found  for  more  infrequent  services  by 
the  best  possible  use  of  those  which  are  had.  I  think  that  it  has  be- 
come pretty  well  understood  through  the  Diocese  that,  when  an  ap- 
pointment is  made  by  me,  it  will  be  kept.  Eeliance  can,  therefore,  be 
had  in  the  naming  of  services,  and  in  the  sketching  out  of  what  is 
desired  of  me.  I  will  hold  myself  ready  for  any  duty  that  my  time 
in  a  parish  will  enable  me  to  perform. 

Widening  experience  in  the  Diocese,  so  far  from  causing  me  to  re- 
tract any  of  the  strong  expressions  which  I  have  used  in  the  past  as 
regards  the  extent  and  the  surpassing  interest  of  the  Church's  work 
here,  only  convinces  me  that  I  have  rather  understated  the  case  than 
otherwise.  While  the  past  year  has  not  been  one  of  feverish  growth 
or  increase  of  population  in  the  State,  and  has  been  a  3'ear  of  general 
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finanoial  stringODoy^  still  it  has  at  the  same  time  been  one  of  strongs 
steady  growth  in  all  sections^  while  in  many  parts  the  activity  has 
been  most  marked.  It  will,  I  suppose,  always  be  the  case  that  when 
we  have  stretched  ourselves  as  best  we  may  to  make  use  of  all  our 
opportunities,  the  comparison  between  what  we  have  done  and  what 
yet  remains  to  be  dona  will  be  depressing.  And  while  the  increasing 
number  of  our  congregations  and  clergy,  and  the  activity  in  church 
building,  and  the  vastly  greater  extent  of  ground  which  we  are  cover- 
ing now  with  regular  services,  give  occasion  for  great  encouragement,  I 
confess  that  I  look  with  longing  eyes  off  into  those  large  spaces^ 
mainly  away  from  the  lines  of  railway,  which  have  never  had  even 
the  occasional  services  of  the  Church,  and  which,  so  far  at  least  as  we 
have  any  right  to  suppose,  are  spiritually  desolate. 

Of  course,  I  remind  myself  of  the  need  of  patience,  and  of  the 
necessity,  if  we  would  proceed  safely,  that  we  should  advance  our 
work  from  point  to  point.  But  in  the  meanwhile  I  am  persuaded 
that  we  are  not  half  awake  to  our  duty,  and  that  time  is  passing ; 
that  the  State  is  rapidly  going  forward  to  a  foremost  position  in 
population  and  wealth,  and  that  numbers  and  numbers  of  our  own 
people  are  stretching  out  their  hands  to  us  praying  that  in  their  life- 
time the  Church  may  come  to  them  with  the  services  to  which  their 
affections  are  unchangeably  fixed.  With  regard  to  our  missionary 
operations  the  Convention  will  notice  two  pleasing  circumstances: 
that  the  receipts  during  the  past  year  have  been  in  excess  of  those 
of  the  last  year  by  four  hundred  dollars ;  and  further,  as  last  year, 
that  the  receipts  from  the  interior  parishes  show  an  increasing  per- 
centage of  the  whole  amount.  1  draw  attention  to  this  most  gladly, 
both  as  it  indicates  a  growing  strength,  and  also  a  widening  ap- 
preciation of  the  importance  of  co-operation  in  this  vitally  necessary 
work  of  Church  extension. 

I  still  think,  however,  that  there  is  room  for  great  improvement 
in  this  department  of  duty,  especially  in  the  secondary  centres,  Kan- 
sas City,  St.  Joseph,  and  Hannibal,  where  the  Church  is  becoming 
so  strong.  In  the  past,  outside  of  the  aid  for  our  work  from  the 
Domestic  Missionary  Committee,  which  still  continues  its  help  to  us, 
and  which  I  gratefully  acknowledge,  the  main  reliance  for  missionary 
reoeipts  has  been  the  parishes  in  this  city  and  county.  I  confidently 
anticipate  that  they  will  always  be  forward  in  contributing  to  this 
work.  But  still  it  is  to  be  expected  that  as  the  other  cities  grow 
larger,  that  they  will  contribute  more  and  more  liberally  to  the  mis- 
sionary funds;  and  that,  as  the  spiritual  needs  of  this  city  are  developed 
and  are  more  thoroughly  grappled  with,  a  greater  proportion  of  the 
missionary  alms  of  this  city  will  be  required  within  its  own  borders. 
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There  is  a  constant  disposition  of  parishes  to  restrict  their  gifts  to 
their  own  work,  and  to  forget  that  they  are  only  what  they  are  now 
because  of  the  aid  which  they  received,  and  not  a  long  time  ago, 
when  they  were  weak,  as  a  trust  to  be  rendered  back  when  they  grew 
strong,  to  the  parts  beyond.  To  combat  this  tendency  and  to  implant 
generous  principles,  the  clergy  must  systematically  impart  informa- 
tion as  to  the  actual  needs  near  at  hand,  and  as  to  the  work  which 
the  Church  is  really  doing.  We  ought  to  be  able  to  nearly  double 
our  present  missionary  receipts.  I  am  very  glad  to  say  that  an 
enlightened  perception  of  duty  is  manifestly  increasing,  and  that  a 
number  of  persons  are  contributing  from  two  to  five  hundred  dollars 
each  to  the  missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese.  For  evidence  of 
this  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Laymen's  Missionary  Society,  and  also  to  the  account  of  trust  funds 
passing  through  my  hands,  which  at  the  proper  time  I  will  request 
the  Secretary  to  read. 

The  understanding  has  all  along  been  clearly  had  with  the  places 
which  are  receiving  missionary  aid  that  the  assistance  must  at  the 
earliest  moment  possible  be  withdrawn,  in  order  that  it  may  be  given 
to  still  newer  and  weaker  places.  Several  stations  which  are  being 
helped  this  year  must  not  be  surprised,  if  the  Missionary  Board  will 
not  feel  itself  able^  in  deference  to  other  claims,  to  extend  the  assist- 
ance beyond  the  term  of  the  present  appropriations.  Advantage  should 
also  be  taken  of  the  time  during  which  external  aid  is  being  received 
to  provide  in  the  parishes  for  permanent  improvements  in  the  way  of 
church  buildings  and  parsonages,  that  they  may  afterwards  be  able 
to  give  all  their  attention  to  clerical  support. 

Attention  has  also  been  constantly  had  to  the  itinerant  principle  in 
our  missionary  work.  All  of  the  clergymen  who  are  now  receiving 
aid  from  the  Board  hold  regular  services  in  more  than  one,  in  some 
cases  in  half  a  dozen  places.  It  has  engaged  my  mind  how  we  could 
still  more  fully,  realize  our  high  claims  as  the  true^  reformed  branch 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  within  these  borders,  by  occupying  the  ground, 
and  thus  justifying  before  the  world  our  honesty  and  good  faith  in 
making  the  high  claims  that  we  do.  And  I  have  thought  that  we 
could  bring  into  greater  efficiency  the  present  office  of  the  Corre- 
sponding Members  of  the  Missionary  Board.  By  the  authority  of  a 
previous  Convention,  I  have  appointed  several  clergymen  as  heads  of 
Convocation,  having  supervision  of  missionary  matters  in  their  several 
districts,  with  seats  and  advisory  powers  in  the  Missionary  Board. 
Perhaps  the  results  following  from  this  action  have  been  less  marked, 
because  of  an  indeterminateness  as  to  the  extent  of  the  powers  of  these 
members,  and  also  the  distance  of  clergymen  from  each  other,  and 
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the  sparseness  of  our  parishes.  I  propose  to  increase  the  number  of 
these  Corresponding  Members,  more  accurately  define  their  districts, 
and  propose  for  your  consideration  and  approval  an  enlargement  of 
their  powers. 

I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Scheetz  as  Corresponding  Member 
and  Head  of  Convocation  for  the  Hannibal  District,  including  the 
counties  of  Lincoln,  Pike,  St.  Charles,  Warren,  Montgomery,  Calla- 
way, Boone,  Audrain,  Howard,  Ralls,  Monroe,  Marion,  Lewis,  Clark, 
Shelby,  Knox,  Scotland,  Adair,  Schuyler,  Linn,  Macon,  Sullivan,  and 
Putnam. 

I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  Jas.  Runcie,  D.D.,  as  Member  for  the  St. 
Joseph  District,  including  the  counties  of  Buchanan,  Andrew,  Holt^ 
Atchison,  Nodaway,  Clinton,  Caldwell,  DeKalb,  Gentry,  Worth, 
Harrison,  Daviess,  Mercer,  Grundy,  Livingston,  Ray,  Carroll,  Chari- 
ton, and  Randolph. 

I  have  constituted  the  Kansas  City  District  to  include  the  following 
counties :  Jackson,  Platte,  Clay,  Lafayette,  Cass,  Bates,  and  Johnson. 
I  had  appointed  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Van  Antwerp  as  Head  of  the  Con- 
vocation ;  but  have  within  a  few  days  accepted  his  resignation.  I 
shall  appoint  his  successor  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  S.  C.  Thrall,  D.D.,  as  Corresponding 
Member  for  the  Sedalia  District,  including  the  counties  of  Pettis,  Sa- 
line, Cooper,  Moniteau,  Cole,  Osage,  Henry,  Vernon,  St.  Clair,  Benton, 
Morgan,  Miller,  Maries,  Camden,  Hickory,  and  Cedar. 

I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Waterman  as  Corresponding  Mem- 
ber for  the  Springfield  District,  including  the  counties  of  Green, 
Barton,  Dade,  Jasper,  Newton,  McDonald,  Lawrence,  Barry,  Polk, 
Chriatian,  Stone,  Taney,  Webster,  LaClede,  Wright,  Douglass,  Ozark^ 
Pulaski,  Texas,  Howell,  Shannon,  Oregon,  Carter,  and  Ripley. 

I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  G.  K.  Dunlop  as  Head  of  the  South- 
eastern District,  including  the  counties  of  St.  Louis  (outside  of  the 
City  of  St.  Louis),  franklin.  Gasconade,  Jefferson,  Washington,  Craw- 
ford, Phelps,  St.  Genevieve,  St.  Francis,  Iron,  Reynolds,  Perry,  Cape 
Grirardeau,  Scott,  Mississippi,  New  Madrid,  Pemiscot,  Dunklin,  Stod- 
dard, Bollinger,  Madison,  Wayne,  and  Butler. 

In  many  of  these  counties  I  need  hardly  say  that  we  have  had  no 
services,  but  in  most  of  them  I  have  no  doubt  that  we  have  scattered 
Church  people.  Invested  with  the  authority  now  conferred,  and  with 
a  strong  sense  of  the  need,  and  certain  results  of  devotion  on  their 
part,  I  desire  that  these  Corresponding  Members  shall  use  all  possible 
means  of  ascertaining  the  names  and  circumstances  of  isolated  Church 
people  in  their  districts  outside  of  existing  parishes ;  that  they  call 
together  the  clergy,  if  possible,  quarterly,  in  different  places  in  the 
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di8triot>  and  along  with  public  religious  services,  ascertain  and  impart 
missionary  information  about  their  localities,  and  enkindle  an  aggres- 
sive spirit;  and  that  they,  at  least  quarterly,  on  the  first  of  March, 
June,  September,  and  December,  communicate  to  the  Missionary 
Board,  through  the  Bishop,  all  the  information  on  missionary  matters 
about  their  districts  which  they  have  become  possessed  of,  and  any 
recommendations  for  future  action  which  mav  occur  to  them :  that 
they  make  arrangements  by  which  they  and  their  assisting  clergy 
shall,  with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop,  make  missionary  visits  to  the 
places  now  destitute  of  services,  and  report  promptly  the  results.  I 
would  recommend  that  the  Missionary  Board  meet  the  expenses  of 
such  services  given,  when  the  accounts  are  audited  by  the  Correspond- 
ing Member.  I  am  sure  that  this  arrangement  will  enable  us  to  deal 
with  our  work  more  systematically,  and  cover  the  ground  more  ex- 
tensively than  we  can  now  do. 

Services  have  been  commenced  in  a  great  many  new  points  during 
the  past  year,  and  a  number  of  clergymen  have  undertaken  work, 
and  others  are  just  about  to  do  so,  in  new  stations.  The  advance  in 
this  respect  would  have  been  much  more  rapid  than  it  has  been  but 
for  two  circumstances.  The  year,  in  the  first  place,  has  been  one  of 
much  more  than  ordinary  pecuniary  pressure.  The  taxes  throughout 
the  State,  for  the  building  of  railways  and  school  buildings,  were  very 
heavy,  and  the  balance  left  to  the  people  in  a  year  of  only  moderate 
agricultural  results,  as  this  last  has  been,  was  not  large.  Our  Church 
people  have  not  been  as  able  to  raise  the  means  to  put  themselves  in 
the  way  of  securing  services  as  they  would  otherwise  have  been. 
And  then,  when  as  is  the  case  largely  in  this  Diocese,  the  support  of 
a  clergyman  has  to  be  distributed  over  a  number  of  places  adjacent 
to  each  other,  the  backwardness  of  one  place  which  must  be  included 
in  a  circuit,  very  often  hinders  for  some  time  the  other  places  which 
are  ready  for  services  and  anxious  to  do  their  duty.  It  would  be  use- 
less for  me  to  detail  the  scores  of  letters  which*  I  have  written,  the 
efforts  made^  and  the  varied  combinations  proposed,  in  order  to  get 
the  vacant  and  weaker  places  into  working  order.  I  have  reason  to 
think  that  in  most  cases  where  immediate  results  have  not  been 
reached,  the  cause  has  been  the  poverty  of  the  Church  people,  and  the 
consequent  necessity  that  they  should  postpone  action. 

Another  difficulty  in  the  way  of  increasing  our  clerical  force  has 
been  the  inability  to  secure  clergymen  suited  to  our  work.  Many 
persons  are  willing  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  our  larger  places,  but  our 
principal  need  is  for  clergymen  who  will  take  our  new  work,  divide 
themselves  among  several  weaker  stations,  gather  up  patiently  the 
scattered  materials,  honor  their  work  with  their  best  service.     For 
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the  lack  of  saoh  men — and  it  has  not  seemed  wise  to  put  persons  in 
charge  who  were  likely  to  be  unhappy  and  unsuited  to  the  work — 
«ome  stations  have  remained  too  long  vacant.  The  weaker  places 
ought  not  to  be  as  exacting  as  they  often  times  are,  as  regards  the 
qualifications  of  the  minister  who  will  serve  them,  seeing  that  they 
are  able  to  do  so  little.  They  should  make  up  in  their  own  zeal  and 
co-operation  for  the  qualities  which  the  clergyman  may  lack.  There  is 
a  great  difference  between  places  in  this  respect.  In  some  parishes  I 
know  that  I  shall  find  true,  kind  loyal tyf  a  disposition  to  share  in  the 
minister's  work,  a  forbearance  as  to  the  pastor's  defects,  and  the  re- 
flult  is  that  by  this  union  of  forces  the  Church's  growth  is  quite  as 
rapid  as  though  the  minister  had  twice  the  power  that  he  has,  but  had 
to  struggle  on  alone.  Into  other  parishes  I  go  with  dread,  because  I 
know  that  I  shall  meet  with  complaints,  which  persons  are  the  less 
authorized  to  utter  because  they  have  done  nothing  to  lighten  the 
minister's  burden  and  help  on  the  Church  work  themselves,  and  be- 
i^iuse  it  is  more  than  likely  that  the  scanty  salary  of  the  clergyman 
is  in  arrears,  and  is  irregularly  paid.  Oh,  brethren,  how  often  has  it 
^ot  to  be  uttered  that  you  will  double  the  available  power  of  a  clergy- 
man, and  make  even  a  dull  man  glow  into  eloquence,  by  kindliness, 
-co-operation,  and  prompt  and  honest  dealing  ? 

I  am  very  glad  to  report  that  our  list  of  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders,  the  best  reliance  for  an  increase  of  the  clerical  force  of  the 
Diocese^  has  very  great!}'  increased.  Even  with  the  ordinations  had 
•daring  the  3'ear,  we  still  have  twelve  candidates,  who  are  pursuing 
their  studies  diligently.  Other  persons  ar  epursuing  studies  prelim- 
inary to  becoming  candidates.  We  have  been  indebted  this  year, 
also,  for  valuable  assistance  from  the  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the 
Ministry  tor  aid  rendered  to  our  needy  candidates.  This  Society,  as 
also  the  Institution  at  Nashotah,  where  five  of  our  candidates  have 
been  studying  without  charge  during  the  past  year,  deserve  very 
liberal  offerings  at  our  hands.  I  still  think,  as  I  said  last  3'ear, 
that  we  ought  to  be  establishing  scholarships  for  our  candidates,  in 
order  that  we  may  not  need  to  have  recourse  to  so  inconvenient  and 
expensive  a  means  of  receiving  aid  as  any,  even  the  best  regulated, 
society  must  be,  with  its  travelling  and  office  expenses  and  salaries. 
For  this  end  I  recommend  that  the  clergy  emphasize  the  Thanksgiving 
offertory  for  Theological  Education,  and  that  laymen  and  parishes  con- 
stitute scholarships,  to  which  they  may  recommend  deserving  young 
men.  The  accumulating  fund  for  Theological  Education  has  reached 
the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars,  which  is  invested  and  is  drawing  ten 
per  cent,  interest. 

The  Canons  passed  at  the  last  General  Convention  on  the  subject 
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of  Theological  Education  arc  clear  and  systematic,  and  will  tend  to 
raise  the  standard  of  preparation  among  our  candidates.  I  regard 
this  as  a  most  happy  result.  During  the  past  3*ear  the  painful  duty 
has  come  upon  me  of  deposing  two  clerg^^men,  a  deacon  and  a  priest, 
from  the  sacred  ministry.  They  both  renounced  the  ministry  for 
the  purpose  of  joining  other  religious  bodies.  They  had  been  but  a 
short  time  in  the  Church,  and  were  but  slightly  acquainted  with 
the  simplest  points  in  our  principles  and  histor3\  I  had  had  occa- 
sion to  wonder,  several  time^  before  they  left  us,  how  the}'  could  ever 
have  passed  the  examinations  for  ordination.  ]t  is  not  advisable,  on 
any  account,  that  any  expectations  be  had  that  the  terms  of  qualifi- 
cation named  by  the  Canons  will  be  departed  from.  It  would  only 
be  mistaken  kindness  to  send  forth  persons  into  the  work  of  the 
priesthooa  but  imperfectly  prepared;  and  there  are  interests  too  valu- 
able at  stake  to  permit  us  to  run  the  risks  of  committing  the  work 
of  preaching  the  Grospel  to  those  who  have  not  taken  the  time  for 
preparation. 

I  have  appointed,  under  the  General  Convention  Canon,  au  Exam- 
ining Chaplains,  the  Eev.  Drs.  Schuyler,  Euncie,  and  Baster,  and  the 
fiev.  Messrs.  Eobert  and  Scheetz.  They  have  piepaied  a  scheme  of 
study  and  lists  of  books  to  be  consulted,  which  they  will  report,  I 
presume,  to  the  Convention,  and  which  will  be  of  great  use  to  those 
candidates  who  cannot  pursue  their  studies  at  theological  institutions. 

There  has  been  in  the  Diocese,  during  the  past  year,  largo  activity 
in  the  matter  of  church  building,  and  the  cancelling  of  debts  on 
church  buildings.  The  addition  of  the  new  St.  John*g  to  the  number 
of  our  city  church^  is  a  marked  event,  in  the  beauty  and  convenience 
of  the  building,  and  especially  in  the  amplitude  of  the  chancel  and 
choir  arrangements.  The  joy  of  entering  it  was  only  marred  by  the 
sadness  occasioned  by  the  loss  of  the  old  building,  endeared  to  us  from 
so  many  years  of  holy  use,  and  by  the  thought  of  the  heavy  debt 
with  which  the  parish  has  become  burdened  in  erecting  the  building. 
The  day  seems  slow  in  coming  when  in  this  city  we  can  enter  upon 
the  enjoyment  of  our  churches  with  a  consciousness  that  we  owe  no 
man  anything  for  them,  when  the  set  vice  for  consecration  can  be 
performed  for  a  building  fresh  from  the  workmen's  hammer.  There 
has  been  a  sad  uniformity  in  this  regard  in  our  experience,  and  to  a 
thoughtful  mind  it  suggests  lines  of  reflection  into  which  it  may  not 
bo  best  for  me  to  enter.  Certainly,  the  spiritual  life  of  the  parish,  as 
well  as  its  general  activities,  are  greatly  injured  and  depressed ;  the 
anxieties  of  the  pastor  are  multiplied,  the  chance  is  left  for  irritatioDS 
to  spring  up  :  as  time  proceeds  the  burden  grows  heavier,  and  the 
disposition  to  carry  it  diminishes.     We  lay  ourselves  open  to  an  im- 
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putation  that  we  aro  willing  to  enjoy  something  better  than  we  are 
ready  to  pay  Ibr^  and  that  we  aro  ready  to  hand  down  to  the  fata  re 
a  debt  that  they  had  no  responsibility  for  creating.  We  must,  if  we 
wish  to  bring  into  the  Church's  work  the  principles  which  condition 
success  in  other  departments  of  life,  put  a  period  to  this  pernicious 
habit  with  us  of  becoming  easy  in  incurring  debts.  We  must  be  con- 
tent to  have  what  wo  are  willing  to  pay  for,  and  must  postpone  the 
erection  of  our  grander  temples  to  the  future,  if  we  cannot  excite 
within  ourselves  now  the  disposition  to  a  grand  and  munificent  stand- 
ard of  giving.  Otherwise  it  must  be  in  the  future  as  it  has  been  in 
the  past,  that  all  our  church  enterprises  must  stand  halting  feebly 
short  of  accomplishment ;  and  when  the  finger  is  put  on  the  cause, 
it  is  found  to  bo  from  the  self-indulgence  which  subtracts  frop  the 
ability  to  perform  other  duties  in  order  at  any  cost  to  gratify  itself. 
If  only  we  can  bring  the  lessons  of  the  past  to  bear  upon  the  future  ! 

I  lay  on  the  Secretary's  table  herewith  the  reports  of  the  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer  of  that  strongly  established  charity,  the  Orphan's 
Home.  You  will  see  how  well  it  has  performed  its  work,  and  what 
a  creditable  financial  exhibit  it  makes.  I  myself  have  witnessed  at 
the  Home  and  in  church  the  Christian  deportment  of  the  children, 
of  whom  I  had  also  the  gratification  of  confirming  a  number  at  Grace 
Gburoh.  You  will  see  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  managers  to  pro- 
ceed very  shortly  to  the  erection  of  a  new  Home,  on  the  land  given  by 
Mr.  Shaw,  and  that  to  this  end  a  number  of  generous  subscriptions 
have  been  received.  I  hope  that  the  admirable  financial  skill  shown 
in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Home  in  the  past,  will  still  be 
seen  in  the  more  difficult  matters  now  arising.  Let  there  be  no  debt 
incurred  in  the  erection  of  the  building.  Do  not  let  your  generosity 
be  enfeebled  now  by  the  idea  that  you  can  borrow  something  on  the 
property,  (jive  now  all  that  you  can,  and  all  that  you  ever  expect 
to  give,  and  so  let  us  begin  the  era  of  enterprises  all  paid  for  and 
ready  for  consecration  so  soon  as  they  are  completed. 

Work  on  the  churches  at  De  Soto,  Utica,  New  Florence,  St.  George's 
Chapel,  St.  Louis,  and  parsonages  at  Fayette  and  Jefferson  City,  has 
been  prosecuted  during  the  year.  The  church  at  Springfield  has  been 
paid  for  and  consecrated;  and  the  church  at  Brunswick,  which  has  been 
rescued  from  imminent  peril,  and  those  at  Salisbury  and  Carthage, 
will  be  ready  for  consecration  on  my  next  visit;  and  on  several 
other  church  edifices  but  a  very  small  encumbrance  keeps  them  back 
from  consecration.  I  think  that  I  notice  in  reference  to  our  church 
buildings  a  very  much  greater  disposition  to  rely  on  home  efforts,  as 
well  as  a  greater  modesty  and  correctness  of  design.  It  is  altogether 
expedient  that  before  starting  to  build  a  church,  the  parties  should 
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write  either  to  me,  or  to  some  other  qualified  person,  for  plans,  stmt- 
iog  what  tbev  propose  to  expend  od  the  building.  There  have  been 
a  Domber  of  instances  in  which  the  people  have  enthosiasticmllj 
started  off,  depending  on  some  local  architect  nnacciistonied  to  the 
erection  of  Aoch  baildings,  and  have  involved  themselves  in  greatly  in- 
crea«»ed  cof»t,  and  perhaps  have  bad  to  make  constant  repairs,  and 
without  being  satisfied  in  the  end.  Experience  in  the  erection  of 
many  ebarcbes  of  late  in  the  Diocese  has  caused  ns  to  settle  on  cer- 
tain general  models  for  bailding  which  may  combine  beaoty,  strength, 
size,  cheapness,  and  capability  of  inexpensive  enlargement.  Plans 
and  specifications  will  be  furnished  on  application  to  mo. 

And  still  further,  before  undertaking  an  enterprise  whieh  involves 
much  cost,  all  of  the  parties  involved  should  have  a  foil  understand- 
ing of  it,  and  give  their  acquiescence;  so  that,  at  any  rate,  they 
should  not  be  able  to  say,  when  the  matter  is  fairly  embarked  upon, 
that  they  never  understood  it  and  never  agreed.  The  time  for  exami- 
nation and  decision  is  at  the  start,  before  obligations  have  been  made. 
An  unwise  plan  must  be  stopped  then.  If  there  is  silence  then,  per- 
sons must  not  come  in  afterwards  and  object.  Sometimes  sagacious 
men  will  amiably  allow  a  matter  to  be  begun  upon,  then  allow  them- 
selves to  drift  on  into  measures  which  they  fear  are  rash,  and  only 
wake  up  to  a  realizing  sense  of  the  position  when  they  cannot  re- 
cede, and  fearful  debts  have  been  incurred.  If  persons  accept  posi- 
tions of  duty  and  trust,  they  should,  oven  though  it  is  a  painful  thing 
to  do,  act  firmly  and  with  their  best  wisdom,  when  action  will  avail 
something. 

The  number  of  persons  confirmed  in  the  Diocese  daring  the  last 
year  was  410,  less  than  that  of  the  preceding  year,  I  am  sorry  to  say, 
by  39.  Of  these,  between  sixty  and  seventy  were  in  places  where  I 
had  never  administered  confirmation  before.  Ot  what  the  t^uses  uf 
this  decrease  have  been  I  am  not  altogether  able  to  decide.  Perhaps 
it  indicates  on  the  part  of  all  of  us  a  diminished  perception  of  duty; 
it  certainly  is  a  strong  persuasion  to  greater  faithfulness  and  vigilance. 
I  have  met  with  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  some  clergymen  to  think 
that  it  is  not  their  duty  to  speak  to  persons  on  the  subject  of  oonfir. 
mation  ;  that  persons  should  first  approach  them.  While  I  look  with 
no  favor  upon  a  tendency  to  seek  to  enlarge  the  confirmation  classes 
without  regard  to  the  fitness  of  the  candidates,  I  cannot  understand 
how  ministers  of  a  Saviour  who  went  about  doing  good,  and  who  oame 
to  seek  and  save  the  lost,  can  think  that  they  are  aoing  their  full  dnty 
when  they  fail  to  follow  up  and  urge  upon  those  who  are  neglectful 
the  fulfilment  of  their  Christian  obligations.  Generally  those  are 
the  best  qualified  to  receive  confirmation  with  profit  who,  on  account 
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of  their  self-di&truBt  and  feeling  of  unworthiness,  refrain  from  making 
the  first  advances.  Of  course,  the  minister  may  shrink  from  the  duty 
of  approaching  persons  about  their  duty,  when  he  does  not  know  how 
they  may  receive  the  matter ;  he  would  like  to  be  discharged  of  fur- 
ther duty  when  he  has  preached  in  general  terms  from  the  pulpit. 
He  ought  to  use  a  wise  discretion  as  to  time  and  manner ;  but  as  he 
sees  that  the  wholb  question  of  a  person's  receiving  or  rejecting 
Christ,  when  all  other  things  have  been  done,  turns  upon  his  making 
use  now  or  not  of  this  means  of  grace,  the  minister  should  use  all 
urgency  in  pressing  upon  those  who  are  within  his  influence  the  im- 
mediate and  devout  performance  of  this  duty. 

Nor  should  he  rest  content  with  merely  placing  in  the  person's  hand 
a  book  or  tract,  leaving  this  with  him  to  read.  The  chances  are  that 
it  will  not  be  read;  and  if  it  is,  it  will  not  have  half  the  effect  for  good 
as  the  warm,  urgent,  living  voice.  The  minister  should  have  thor- 
oughly possessed  himself  with  the  subject,  and  then  be  able  to  put  it 
into  familiar  speech ;  and  not  on  any  consideration  permit  a  person^ 
who  is  hungering  for  spiritual  direction,  to  think  that  the  minister's 
interest  in  him  goes  no  further  than  to  the  thrusting  into  his  hand  of 
a  cold  book  or  lifeless  tract. 

At  any  rate,  the  confirmations  in  the  Diocese  should  rise  to  a  higher 
number  than  they  have  this  year  attained,  and  each  person  should 
revise  his  own  action  to  see  whether  he  may  not  improve  upon  his 
past. 

The  results  of  the  year,  too,  reveal  the  fact,  made  apparent  also 
last  year,  that  the  Church's  growth,  as  judged  from  the  number  of 
confirmations,  is  not  advancing  as  it  should  in  this  city.  In  the  Con- 
vention of  1869  the  number  of  confirmations  for  this  city  and  county 
numbered  236,  in  1870  there  were  232,  in  1871  there  were  195,  and  this 
year  the  number  has  fallen  to  182.  I  draw  attention  to  these  sober- 
ing facts  in  order  to  fix  your  minds  upon  what  I  conceive  to  be  the 
reasouH  for  them.  I  do  not  find  these  causes  at  all  in  the  lack  of 
faithfulness  on  the  part  of  the  city  clergy.  A  more  able  and  devoted 
body  ot  men  it  would  be  difficult  to  find. 

I  think  that  the  present  condition  of  mont  of  the  city  parishes  is 
not  such  as  to  enable  us  to  expect  that  their  ministers  can  do  very 
much  more  than  hold  their  own,  and  receive  such  increase  as  will  of 
itself  drift  to  them.  In  a  city  stretching  over  so  many  square  miles 
as  this  does,  with  the  people  ot  each  parish  scattered  to  the  remotest 
parts  of  the  town,  and  with  the  cemetery  at  a  distance  of  several 
miles — ^the  funerals,  the  parochial  visits,  the  sick  calls,  the  demands  of 
the  poor  and  strangers,  the  outside  duty  incident  to  a  large  city,  not 
to  speak  of  the  preparations  needed  to  be  made  for  Sunday  work, 
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must  absorb  the  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  timj  of  the  sinule,  overworked 
minister,  and  leave  him  scarcely  any  space  for  aggressive  work,  for 
looking  after  those  whom  a  large  city  is  constantly  di awing  to  itselfi 
and  3'et  who,  lor  various  causes,  do  not  make  themselves  known.  An 
instance  is  had  of  how  many  such  persons  there  are  in  this  city  in 
the  fact  that  when  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion  became  a  new 
centre  of  life  and  activity,  the  Kector  reported  that  four-fifths  of  his 
vigorous  congregation  were  new  material,  and  not  drawn  from  exist- 
ing parishes.  There  are  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  Church  people  in 
this  cit}'',  now  separated  from  religious  duties  and  privileges,  who 
might,  if  looked  after,  become  most  useful  persons,  and  yet  who  are 
likely  to  bo  left  unknown  under  our  present  arrangements.  This 
would  naturally  be  the  case  in  a  city  where  the  most  of  our  churches 
are  so  near  each  other,  and  where  such  a  large  proportion  are  pewed 
churches. 

If  we  take  the  facts  as  they  stand,  and  the  analogy  of  practice  in 
other  cities,  I  think  that  before  the  Church  can  grow  as  it  ought  and 
can  here,  there  should  be  assistant  ministers  in  several  of  the  parishes. 
Otherwise,  we  must  be  content  merely  to  hold  our  own,  or  our  Church 
life  will  be  but  an  intermittent  Sunday  life,  or  else,  in  the  ineffectual 
effort  to  compass  the  duties  crowding  upon  them,  the  Bectors  will 
wear  out  without  any  adequate  result.  I  am  confident  that  it  is  only 
because  the  facts  have  never  forced  themselves  upon  the  attention  of 
considerate  persons  that  there  should  be  needed  any  argument  in  the 
case.  The  time  of  laymen,  even  the  most  earnest,  can  only  be  com- 
manded for  Sunday.  If  the  openings,  as  they  occur,  and  the  hinta  as 
to  scattered  churchmen,  are  to  be  followed  up,  it  must  enter  into  the 
ordinary  calculations  of  our  larger  parishes  to  have  each  an  assistant 
minister  to  relieve  the  Hector  of  a  part  of  his  duty.  We  would  all 
be  astonished  at  the  results  which  a  vigorous  pushing  of  our  work 
thus  would  produce. 

Along  with  this,  and  perhaps  as  a  consequent  of  it,  we  ought  to 
have  more  centres  of  Church  lite  in  the  city.  It  is  one  of  the  common- 
places in  our  work,  that  except  for  specially  devout  persons,  when 
the  Church  is  removed  beyond  a  certain  distance  from  the  people, 
they  will  cease  to  attend.  Church  persons  in  this  city  have  told 
me  that  they  could  not  attend  their  service,  because  they  could  not 
afford  to  pay  the  car  faro  for  their  families.  They  went  to  other 
places  of  religious  worship.  It  is,  of  course,  well  known  that  St. 
Louis,  of  all  the  larger  cities  of  the  country,  is  the  one  that  has  the 
least  number  of  parishes  comparatively.  Several  cities  of  half  our  size, 
and  with  circumstances  quite  as  adverse  as  we  have  to  labor  against, 
have  quite  as  many  flourishing  parishes  as  we  have.     The  parishes 
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whioh  have  assistants  could  each  choose  a  locality^  and  with  the  main 
datj  resting  upon  the  assistant  could  commence  a  Sunday  School,  and 
at  least  partial  services,  institute  lay  agency  and  thorough  canvassing; 
and  it  would  not  be  long  before  a  parish  would  be  organized,  made  up, 
too,  largely  of  persons  now  neglected  and  useless.  This  is  certainly 
the  first  step  towards  a  more  aggressive  work  in  this  city. 

I  am  a^are  to  how  great  an  extent  the  question  of  assistants,  and 
the  starting  of  new  centres  of  Church  life  is  affected  by  the  indebt- 
edness ^of  the  parishes,  and  to  the  degree  in  which  ail  matters  of 
the  most  assured  utility  and  necessity  have  to  yield  place  to  the  re- 
curring demand  for  interest.  But  I  am  thoroughly  persuaded  that 
the  best  interests  of  the  parishes  are  bound  up  in  their  securing  more 
service,  and  that  on  every  ground  it  will  pay.  And  I  am  just  as 
sure,  also,  that  our  Church  growth  here  is  dependent  upon  our  start- 
ing new  centres,  in  several  needy  quarters  of  the  city,  from  which 
activities  shall  radiate,  and  about  which  Church  strength  will  gather. 
In  this  matter,  as  in  many  others,  we  shall  sooner  pay  our  debts  at 
home  by  letting  our  sympathies  and  activities  go  abroad. 

Still,  for  what  cannot  even  at  the  best  bo  done  by  parochial  agency, 
there  should  more  thought  be  given  to  city  missionary  work  as  a 
distinct  branch  of  our  diocesan  activities.  While  there  must  be  no 
lessening  of  sympathy  and  aid  here  for  our  missionary  fields  in  the 
Diocese,  there  should  be  a  fuller  recognition  of  and  systematic  taking 
up  of  our  city  work.  Here,  in  a  city  of  nearly  four  hundred  thou- 
sand people,  is  a  field  large  enough  and  promising  enough  to  chal- 
lenge our  best  efforts.  I  am  not  sure  but  that  for  the  arousing  of 
interest  in  it,  and  for  the  separate  management  of  it,  a  distinct  Board 
should  be  appointed ;  that  they  should  choose  the  ground  on  which  to 
expend  effort,  secure  subscriptions,  elect  missionaries,  and  begin  ser- 
vices, i  am  not  careful,  however,  as  to  the  details.  In  this,  as  in  all 
other  work,  I  should  prefer  that  the  means  which  are  raised  should  be 
disbursed  by  laymen.  I  commend  the  matter  to  your  attention,  and 
ask  that  it  may  have  your  intelligent  consideration. 

Already  we  have  been  doing  something,  albeit  in  a  somewhat  des- 
ultory way.  But  any  one  who  will  compare  the  sketch  of  services 
and  Church  work  in  the  columns  of  the  Church  News  now  with  that 
given  two  years  ago,  will  be  struck  with  the  advance  made  in  that 
time  in  our  work  in  the  city.  In  addition  to  the  several  mission  Sun- 
day Schools  in  the  city,  the  Mission  of  the  Good  Shepherd  is  about  to 
make  an  effort  to  build  a  chapel  for  its  growing  and  most  interesting 
work.  I  trust  that  this  necessary  enterprise  will  meet  with  such 
substantial  encouragement  that  its  early  completion  may  be  placed 
beyond  a  doubt. 

—i 
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Id  this  conneotioD  I  am  glad  to  welcome  among  the  agencies  in 
our  aggresBive  work  here  the  Cbnrch  Brotherhood.  It  is  measuring 
the  task  before  it,  and  is  aboat^  I  think,  to  put  the  vigorous  efforts  of 
its  nearly  hundred  members  into  exercise  in  some  quarter  which  thej 
will  choose.  It  cannot  be  a  substitute  for  the  efforts  of  clerical  mis- 
sionaries ;  but  it  will  be  an  invaluable  help  to  them  in  many  ways. 

There  are  certain  cautions  which  we  need  to  keep  constantly  in  mind 
in  our  Church  work  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  especially  perhaps  in 
this  city.  Wo  are  apt  to  take  projects  up  hastily  and  auspieioosly ; 
but,  not  being  sufficiently  moved  by  steadfast  principle,  after  a  little 
space  to  let  them  drop,  and  forget  the  promises  which  have  been 
based  upon  an  expectation  of  persistent  and  continuous  work.  The 
enterprise  has  hardly  been  begun  upon,  before  support  is  withdrawn 
and  the  most  formal  pledges  are  broken.  I  know  that  the  coming  in 
of  the  heated  term  every  year,  and  the  consequent  scattering  and  de- 
bility of  the  people,  have  much  to  do  with  this.  But  provision  should 
be  made  for  pledges  when  absences  are  regular  and  expected;  and 
whatever  work  has,  after  due  weighing,  boon  undertaken,  should,  so 
long  as  the  need  for  it  continues,  be  steadily  persevered  in. 

And  so  there  is  a  temptation  to  substitute  personal  preierence  for 
impersonal  principle,  to  indulge  in  personal  gifts  rather  than  to  en- 
deavor to  build  our  work  solidly  up  by  permanent  endowments  and 
enduring  improvements.  I  have  often  wished  that  we  could  fund 
exuberant  and  fugitive  feeling  into  parsonages  and  churches  and 
scholarships,  and  thus  produce  blessings  which  will  outlive  the  bene- 
factors. 

I  lay  on  the  Secretary's  table  herewith  the  reports  of  the  President 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Managers  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  by  which  you 
will  see  how  vigorously  its  operations  have  been  conducted  during  the 
past  year,  and  how  much  improved  its  financial  condition  is.  The 
energy  of  the  Eector  of  Trinity  Church  added  to  our  charities  during 
the  past  year  the  Sheltering  Arms  for  infante.  I  hope  that  it  may 
continue  to  be  sustained  by  the  Church  people  generally,  and  shall 
prove  itself  worthy  of  being  kept  up. 

In  the  General  Convention  last  fall  large  mention  was  made  and  a 
strong  commendation  passed  upon  the  fuller  introduction  of  trained 
woman's  work  in  our  educational  and  charitable  enterprises.  I  can* 
not  overstate  my  own  sense  of  the  manifold  benefits  which  would 
inure  to  our  Christian  enterprises  it  we  could  have  the  help  in  them 
of  holy  women,  possessing  not  merely  enthusiasm,  but  discipline  and 
training  for  this  work,  and  permitted,  by  God's  providence,  to  be  sep- 
arated from  other  cares,  in  order  to  give  themselves  up  to  the  nearer 
service  of  God.     The  pattern  of  such  singleness  of  motive,  and  such 
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devotedoess  of  life,  oheerful  too  and  free  from  all  morbid  austerity, 
passing  in  and  oat  amongst  us,  would  be  a  blessed  thing  for  us,  in  the 
midst  of  our  worldly-mi ndedn ess  and  absorption  in  secalar  pursuits. 
I  am  glad  to  know  that  the  general  subject  is  receiving  attention  in 
the  proper  quarters.  Sure  I  am  that  our  witness  of  the  thoroughly 
satisfactory  work  of  these  good  sisters  will  dispose  us  to  enlarge  more 
and  more  the  sphere  of  their  usefulness  amongst  us. 

I  joined  with  other  Bishops  in  the  putting  forth  a  Declaration  which 
seemed  to  be  required  for  the  quieting  of  the  consciences  of  certain 
members  of  the  Church  on  the  subject  of  the  meaning  of  the  term 
«<  regeneration ''  in  the  Office  for  Infant  Baptism.  It  stated,  in  sub- 
stance,  that  the  regeneration  there  spoken  of  is  not  to  be  confounded 
with  that  change  of  the  will  and  the  affections  which  is  termed  con- 
version— a  declaration  in  which  I  suppose  that  you  would  all  concur. 
Of  other  results  of  the  Convention,  as  they  are  thoroughly  familiar  to 
you,  as  I  have  expressed  myself  about  them  in  the  Diocese  before, 
and  as  they  do  not  affect  our  present  business,  I  need  not  speak. 

A  Canon  was  passsed  on  the  subject  of  differences  between  a  Hec- 
tor and  his  Congregation,  which,  as  it  defined  more  exactly  a  course 
of  procedure  under  painful  circumstances  which  before  had  been  inde- 
terminate, I  conceive  lo  be  ol  great  advantage.  I  would,  of  course, 
prefer  it  if  the  exigency  which  it  contemplates  could  never  occur; 
bat  since  it  does  at  tiroes,  the  mode  of  relief  proposed  should  be  dis- 
tinct and  explicit.  Hardly  any  part  of  the  duty  of  my  office  has  been 
BO  painful  to  me  as  mediating  between  parties  who  are  at  difference 
with  each  other  in  a  parish.  The  subjects  of  discord  are  generally 
fiacb  as  that  if  the  one  side  had  used  a  little  more  tact  and  discretion — 
had,  some  distance  back,  noticed  tendencies  and  not  pressed  smaller 
matters ; — and  if  the  other  side  had  shown  more  candor,  and  gentle- 
ness, and  consideration,  the  difficulty  would  not  have  arisen ;  or  if  it 
had,  and  was  probably  incurable,  the  parties  would  have  quietly  sep- 
arated, and  all  gone  on  happily.  But  into  a  prolonged  dispute,  all  kinds 
of  previous  differences  in  a  parish,  personal,  family,  business,  social, 
political,  pour  their  bitterness.  Sad  breaches,  long  covered  over,  gape 
widely  again.  And,  if  the  Bishop's  offices  are  sought,  there  is  sure 
to  be  one  party  offended  at  the  award,  and  peihaps  both.  Because 
probably  both  sides  have  done  somewhat  wrong,  and  acted  unwisely; 
the  truth  is  divided  about  evenly  between  them ;  and  yet,  since  the 
issue  is  a  public  one,  neither  wishes  to  give  way  in  the  face  of  the 
other. 

If  I  could  make  my  voice  an  effectual  one,  I  would  say  to  all : — be 
candid  with  each  other;  have  a  full  understanding  while  matters  can 
still  bo  managed ;  conceive  that  both  sides  may  be  somewhat  at  fault; 
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do  not  let  the  parish  become  the  engine  by  which  old  neighborhood 
quarrels  may  be  avenged;  do  not  call  in  the  Bishop  without  necessity; 
but,  if  you  do^  let  it  be  before  issues  have  become  embittered,  and 
while  actions  may  be  modified  without  mortification;  and  then,  when 
judgment  is  rendered,  conceive  that  it  is  likely  to  be  about  right,  as 
it  comes  from  one  who  is  disinterested  and  who  has  all  the  awful 
sanctions  of  a  life-long  office  upon  him  to  canine  him  to  act  justly. 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Canons  and  Codification  has  had  frequent 
meetings,  and  will  report  such  a  thorough  revision  of  our  organic 
law  as  will,  I  think,  meet  our  necessities  for  many  years  to  come. 
It  is  on  ever}'  account  to  be  desired  that  our  law  should  be  full,  and 
so  precise  that  there  shall  be  no  room  for  disputed  interpretations. 

There  will  come  before  >ou  th.ough  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Christian  Education  the  statement  of  wh:it  has  been  done  in  this 
vitally  important  matter  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  yoar,  and  the 
recommendations  which  they  propose  for  future  action.  I  hope  that 
when  that  report  is  received,  it  may  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for 
some  convenient  hour,  so  that  its  statements  may  receive  the  full  at- 
tention which  the  subject  deserves. 

You  will  bo  gratified  to  learn  that  a  devout  church  woman,  Mrs. 
Mary  Troost,  in  Kansas  City,  deceased  during  the.  year,  has  lefl  by 
will  to  trustees  valuable  propert}'  for  a  church,  parsonage  and  school. 
With  wise  management  it  will  make  a  splendid  foundation  for  Church 
work  in  that  rapidly  growing  city.  I  wish  that  man)*  of  our  people 
would  emulate  this  noble  example,  and  leave  behind  them  thus  an 
enduring  monument,  which  would  keep  their  memories  green  and 
blessed  when  the  inscriptions  on  granite  would  all  be  worn  away. 
I  leave  it  to  the  judgment  of  the  Convention  whether  a  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Trusts  and  Funds  should  not  be  created  to  receive  reports 
from  and  have  general  powers  of  supervision  and  audit  for  all  trusts 
for  Church  purposes  which  may  be  found  in  the  Diocese. 

I  have  received  a  valuable  gift  from  John  David  Wolfe,  Esq.,  of 
New  York,  for  the  churches  which  are  building  in  the  Diocese ;  and 
from  a  liberal  layman  in  Kirk  wood  I  have  received,  as  I  have  acknowl- 
edged also  in  previous  3'ears,  numerous,  large  and  intelligently  directed 
gifts  for  church  work,  the  full  extent  of  the  benefit  which  the  Diocese 
derives  from  which  the  Convention  will  never  know.  Wo  have  re- 
ceived largo  grants  of  books  from  the  New  York  Bible  and  Prayer 
Book  Society.  I  hope  that  our  parishes,  and  especinlly  those  which 
have  ever  received  aid  from  the  Society,  will  repay  in  part  the  obliga- 
tion by  making  liberal  offerings  to  its  treasury. 

At  the  request  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen,  and  of  Aged,  Infirm 
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and  Disabled  Clergymen,  created  by  the  General  Convention^  I  lay 
their  statement  herewith  upon  the  Secretary's  table  for  such  action 
touching  it  on  the  part  of  the  Convention  as  it  may  seem  best. 

Our  diocesan  paper,  the  Church  NewSy  continues  to  do  its  work 
well.  Its  circulation  is  large,  but  could  be  made  much  larger,  and  its 
usefulness  correspondingly  increased,  if  each  clergyman  and  devout 
layman  would  act  as  agent  for  it  and  take  systematic  means  for 
enlarging  its  subscription  list.  The  wisdom  of  our  action  in  possess- 
ing ourselves  of  this  agency  is  further  confirmed  in  the  fact  that  our 
neighboring  Dioceses,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  and  Kansas,  have 
established  similar  papers. 

From  a  most  valuable  organization  among  the  children,  the  Sunday 
School  Missionary  Host,  I  have  in  the  course  of  the  past  two  years  re- 
ceived large  and  timely  aid,  the  particulars  of  which  I  have  acknowledg- 
ed in  another  place.  It  met  needs  for  which  there  was  relief  from  no 
other  source.  In  addition  to  the  other  advantages  derived  from  this, 
I  am  glad  that  the  children  are  so  many  of  them  being  trained  up  to 
broad  and  generous  ideas  of  Christian  duty  and  liberality.  The  re- 
sults will  appear  in  the  better  principles  of  another  generation.  I  lay 
its  reports  for  the  year  on  the  Secretary's  table  herewith.

The  above  report  is  as  near  as  I  can  make  it  out  from  statistics  in  the  parish 
Register.  My  predecessor,  the  Rev.  John  S.  Siebold.  reports  that  he  was  here 
from  October  18th,  1871,  till  March  24th,  1872;  that  $r).30  was  contributed  for 
Diocesan  Missions,  and  that  his  salar>'  was  promptly  paid.  He  reports  two 
comiuunicaots  '*  withdrawn,-'  which  would  make  the  pnsent  number  36,  but  he 
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has  not  furnidhed  me  with  the  names,  so  that  I  leave  the  list  as  it  appears  in  the 
re^^ster,  showing  present  number  38. 

The  people  here  are  united  and  are  workiiijj:  toji^ether  harmoniously.  If  they 
only  had  the  means  they  would  soon  complete  the  church,  enclose  the  lots,  and 
also  build  a  rectory,  as  they  have  sufficient  ground. 

Pews  have  been  placed  in  the  church  by  Mr.  D.  McM.  Grearg,  to  which  gen- 
tleman the  parish  is  much  indebted. 

The  Grace  Church  Aid  Society  has  been  reorganized  since  my  arrival,  and 
at  present  meets  every  week  at  the  residences  of  the  various  members  of  our 
congregation.    1  hey  have  insured  rhe  Church  for  $1,(KK). 

I  have  organized  the  younger  members  of  the  parish  into  a  **  Rector\s  Junior 
Aid  Society,"  and  they  are  working  cheerfully. 

I  visited  Granby  (old  town)  on  Saturday  and  found  one  Church  family  who 
will  probably  attend  the  services  at  Neosho.  I  had  morning  and  evening  ser- 
vices last  Sunday  at  Neosho  and  baptized  a  child.  The  attendance  at  each  service 
was  very  good.  The  following  Monday  1  had  evening  service  at  Pierce  City.  The 
attendance  was  good.  I  hope  when  the  railroad  is  completed  to  Cartilage  to 
Tlait  the  latter  place  quite  often.

menced, and  it  is  hoped  will  be  completed  during  the  midsummer.  The  Sunday 
School  is  larger  than  it  has  been  for  years,  and  is  better  supplied  with  books  and 
teachers.

The  Rector  of  this  purely  missionary  parish  has  gained  bi^  living  by  teaching 
a  private  day  school.  That  arrangement  has  come  to  an  end,  and  the  Rector  is, 
of  course,  obliged  to  resign  his  position  in  the  parish.  The  resignation  takes 
effect  on  Trinity  Sunday,  May  26,  1872. 

In  addition  to  his  labors  at  Oak  Hill,  the  Rector  has  paid  three  visits  to  Cape 
Oirardeau  and  Jack^^on.  in  this  State,  doing  missionary  work  at  each  visit.  Dur- 
ing these  visiti^.  he  has  baptized  2  adults  and  1  infant,  performed  1  marriage, 
celebrated  Holy  Communion  once,  secured  a  lot  of  land  at  Jaokson  for  the 
erection  of  a  church,  paid  sundry  \isits,  and  offlciated  four  Sundays.  The  Import-

Our  Sunday  School,  howe\'er,  is  In  a  flour- 
ishing condition,  which  1  regard  as  the  greatest  hope  for  the  fUture  success  of 
our  church.  While  the  school  Is  a  great  tax  on  a  few — say  three  or  lour  of  us— 
we  are  determined  to  sustain  and  keep  it  up.  We  have  on  our  roll  76  scholars, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  about  45.

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a  Church  School  for  girls  and  young  ladies,  I  have  assisted  the  Rector  of  the  parish  in 
morning  and  evening  prayer  74  times,  and  administration  of  Holy  Communion  7 
times;  preached,  by  his  invitation,  17  times;  in  the  Missouri  Penitentiary,  4  times;  in 
Christ  Church,  St.  Louis,  once,  and  in  St.  Luke's,  Kansas  City,  once ;  solenmized  1 
marriage;  officiated  at  1  burial  service  and  at  1  baptism,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
the  marriage  fee,  all  the  work  I  have  done  has  been  without  compensation. 

On  the  19th  of  September  last,  this  school  opened  with  15 pupils,  and  by  subsequent 
additions  it  now  numbers  42,  divided  as  to  their  religious  preferences  as  follows,  viz: 
Episcopalians,  27;  Presbyterians,  6;  Methodists,  4;  Baptists,  8;  Roman  Catholic,  1, 
and  Jewish,  1. 

Two  of  our  aitsistant  teachers  have  been  baptized  since  their  connection  with  the 
institution,  and,  with  one  of  our  pupils,  were  confirmed  during  the  Bishop's  last  visit- 
ation here.

The  last  Convention  by  resolution  directed  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to 
pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Permanent  Fund  $2,623.40,  which  you  see  has 
not  been  done  for  want  of  funds,  I  suppose;  and  he  was  also  directed  to  pay  over 
to  me  $238.36  for  balance  due  on  Episcopal  residence,  which  has  not  been  done 
for  the  same  reason. 

The  taxes  due  on  the  Episcopal  residence  I  have  charged  to  the  Permanent 
Fund  Account.  The  taxes  on  the  land  in  St.  Clair  and  Henry  counties  are  still 
very  high,  and  I  would  by  all  means  recommend  that  they  be  sold,  as  they  will 
be  a  continual  source  of  expense  to  the  Fund. 

You  will  also  see  by  my  report  that  several  of  the  Churches,  for  the  years 
1871  and  1872,  have  made  no  collections  for  this  fund,  and  I  would  respect£\illy 
Ksall  the  attention  of  the  Rectors  to  Canon  XVIII.  on  this  subject.

June  16, 1871 — The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  met  this  evening  at  the 
Episcopal  residence. 

The  Bishop  gave  notice  that  the  Convention  had  elected  the  Rev.  G.  K.  Dun- 
lop,  Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Ingraham,  and  the  Rev.  Jno.  D.  Easter,  Ph.  D.,  as  the  Cleri- 
cal members  of  the  Board,  and  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Laymen's 
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Co-operatiu^  Missionary  Society  had  elected  Messrs.  Juo.  T.  Douglass  and  M.  W. 
Alexander  as  the  lay  members,  all  of  whom  were  present  at  this  meetlnjf. 

The  Board  was  organize<1  by  the  election  of  M.  W.  Alexander  as  Secretaiy, 
and  F.  W.  Southack,  Treasurer. 

The  rcsi^iations  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Waterman,  Missionary  at  Hamilton,  and 
the  Rt^v.  Wm.  Charles,  Missionary  at  Sprln^eld,  were  received  and  accepted. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Waterman  was  elected  Missionary  at  Sprin^eld,and  a  stipend 
votefl  to  him  at  the  rate  of  $300  per  annum . 

Application  was  received  ftom  Trenton,  plcdji^lnji^  the  sum  of  $100  and  travd- 
Wufi:  expenses  of  a  Missionary. 

The  sum  of  $75  was  appropriated  to  the  Rev.  £dwln  Wickens,  Missionary  at 
the  Mission  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  in  the  southern  part  of  the  city.

In  presenting  their  report  of  the  operutions  of  this  Society  for  the  past  fiical 
year,  the  Executive  Committee  are  j2fratiiie<l  to  state  that  tlie  total  receipts  into 
the  treasury  have  slio^litly  increased  over  the  amount  of  the  year  previoui; 
while  in  some  of  the  parishes  tlicre  has  been  a  falling  off.  yet  in  others,  and 
espedallv  is  this  Uie  case  with  those  of  the  country,  a  slight  Increase  is  shown. 
The  country  parishes  have  done  better  this  year  than  the  city.  The  peroent^t^ 
of  increase  from  tiie  parishes  in  the  country  is  20  per  cent.,  while  that  of  the 
city  and  county  scarcely  exceeds  ',i\  per  cent. 

This  pen'.e^ta^e  of  increase  from  the  parishes  and  mission  stations  in  the 
country  is  quite  encouraging,  and  an  evidenc(^  of  j^reater  zeal  amonji^  the  people 
in  this  good  cause.  The  committee  e^irnestly  hope  that  this  zeal  will  be  l^cpt 
up,  and  the  returns  of  another  year  siiow  nmch  greater  results. 

They  regret  to  say  tiiat  among  some  of  our  city  parislies  the  same  eyidenoe 
of  interest  does  not  appear;  in  some  there  have  been  chanires  made  in  the 
method  of  collecting  dues  from  the  members  which  have  not  worked  to  adfan- 
tage,  while  in  others  the  change  has  lK*en  l)eneiicial.  They  would  earnestly  nqre 
upon  the  memt)ers  of  our  city  parishes  the  great  importance  of  increasing  their 
membership.  From  time  to  time  there  will  T)e  a  falling  off,  owing  to  remoTtli 
and  deaths,  and  unless  the  memt)ership  is  kept  up  and  increased  every  year,  the 
receipts  of  the  Society  will  necessarily  decline.  To  avoid  this  result,  some  dB- 
cient  plan  of  operations  should  be  devised  by  which  the  dues  from  ttie  mein- 
bers  shall  regularly  flow  into  the  treasury,  vso  that  at  the  beginning  of  eich 
quarter-day  the  treasfuy  of  the  Parent  Society  may  be  supplied  with  ftinds  suffl* 
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ctent  to  meet  the  stipends  due  the  Missionaries,  and  no  delay  be  made  in  their 
payment.  The  committee  respectfully  request  tlic  treasurers  of  the  auxiliary 
societies  and  parishes  (where  no  auxiliary  has  been  orj^anized)  to  make  their 
reniittances  as  near  each  quarter-day  as  possible.  The  increase  of  auxiliary 
societies  has  b<*en  very  slow,  only  ono  havin^r  been  or^nized  during  the  past 
year,  that  of  St.  Luke's  Parish.  Kaunas  City. 

Ill  the  lar^rer  parishes  of  the  country  we  respectfully  urj^  upon  the  laity  the 
Importance  of  or^nizinji^  an  auxiliary  society  as  soon  as  they  are  able  to  do  so. 
We  do  not  want  to  depend  entirely  upon  their  qujyterly  colleetions,  which,  in 
some  parishes,  is  quite  too  small,  but  by  an  efticient  or^ifanized  society  we  be- 
lieve they  will  be  able  to  increase  their  receipts  and  infuse  more  zeal  ainoiijc  the 
members  of  their  respective  parishes  in  t)ehalf  of  the  ^od  cause. 

We  re^i^et  to  know  that  there  exists  in  some  of  our  city  parishes  a  *rreat  mis- 
apprehension in  reference  to  the  objects  of  the  Society.  Some  do  not  know 
even  of  its  existence,  while  others  suppose  that  it  Is  a  branch  of  the  General 
Misaionaty  Society  In  New  York,  and  in  speakiujj;  of  our  Dloce»an  MUiion^n  are 
too  apt  to  confound  It  with  the  Difmeaiic  Rwird  of  MiMftions,  believin|r  that  the 
terms  Domevtic  and  Diocesan  are  synonymous.  We  wish  to  correct  this  mistake. 
If  possible,  and  for  the  information  of  those  who  have  been  unfortunately  led 
into  this  error,  and  for  those  who  are  iu  ijfnorance  of  our  exi-itence.  we  will  say 
that  our  So<;iety  is  purely  a  Home  InsHfution,  or^nlzed  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  funds  to  pay  for  the  support  of  inisslonHries  in  Missouri  under  the  fhar^ 
of  the  Bishop  and  Board  of  Missions. 

This  Society  endeavors  to  have  established  in  every  or^janizi'd  Parish  an  auxil- 
iary society,  and  through  these  channels  the  funds  are  raised  and  remitted  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Parent  Society ;  the  stipends  of  the  Missionaries  are  paid  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  no  moneys  are  expeii(le<l  for  any  other  pur- 
pose except  for  incidental  expenses. 

We  hope  that  this  explanatirfn  will  be  sufflcient  to  show  that  our  Society  Is 
one  which  commends  itself  to  the  attention  and  support  of  every  Church  mem- 
ber in  the  Diocese,  and  we  earnestly  hope  tliat  hereafter  its  funds  may  be  very 
lanrely  increased,  so  that  the  labors  of  the  Bishop  in  extending  the  Church 
throughout  this  large  and  growing  Diocese  may  be  sustained.  'I'he  total  amount 
of  money  received  from  every  source,  as  appears  by  the  report  of  the  treasurer, 
is  $3.3:18.76;  nddlng  balance  on  hand  at  last  annual  meeting  $441.14,  makes  a 
total  of  $:),tf79.00.  The  total  amount  disbursed  has  been  $3,3;{3.70,  leaving  a 
iMlanoe  in  the  treasury  of  $346.20  towards  paying  the  quarterly  stipends  tfue  1st 
July  next. 

The  total  increase  of  the  receipt*  over  those  of  last  year  amounts  to  $271.4$^^ 
equal  to  10  per  cent. 

The  attention  of  the  parishes  and  mission  stations  is  especially  called  to  the 
eliffateenth  canon  passed  by  the  Convention  of  last  year,  and  which  is  as  follows:

Thus  fiir  the  treasurer  has  received  collections  made  in  all  the  parishes  and 
stAtions  in  the  Diocese  except  the  following,  namely:  Calvary  Church,  iK>uisi- 
Mia;  St.  Paul's,  Palmyra;  Trinity,  Kirksville;  St.  Ann»s,  Brunswick;  Christ  Ch., 
Kew  Florence;  Trinity,  Independence;  St.  James\  Ellcardville. 

The  committee  would  state  in  regard  to  the  circulation  of  the  mite  boxes 
procured  last  year,  that  the  number  distributeil  has  been  very  small,  say  256, 
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and  ft*om  a  small  portion  of  theM?  the  amount  received  is  $101 .07  up  to  M  Jam- 
ary  last.  We  earnestly  desire  that  the  drculation  of  these  boxes -may  be  in- 
creased, and  that  the  cler^men  and  superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools  will  <to 
all  in  their  power  to  promote  this  object.  They  can  be  had  without  eoii  and 
delivered  free  of  charge  by  express  on  application  to  the  secretary. 

By  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  9th  article  of  the  Cod- 
stitution  was  amended  as  follows:  **A11  parishes  and  mission  stations  whidi 
make  quarterly  n*mittances  to  the  treasury  of  this  Society  may  have  the  r\flbX 
to  send  three  dele^tes  to  t^e  annual  meeting.** 

Trusting  that  the  laity  throughout  the  Diocese  will  be  fUlly  alive  to  the  im- 
portance of  continued  exertions  in  behalf  of  the  great  and  good  work  in  wliMi 
we  are  engaged,  and  imploring  the  blessing  of  our  Heavenly  Father  on  our 
labors,  we  now  dose  our  report  by  quoting  the  language  of  our  worthy  Bishop 
as  re])orted  in  the  January  number  of  the  Church  News', 

**  We  might  lift  our  whole  aij^grewlve  work  during  the  year  to  a  greater  effectiTe- 
nesB,  if  all  in  the  Diocese  would  contribute  to  it  according  to  their  abiiity:  the  deigy, 
in  seeing  to  It  that  their  people  are  well  informed,  and  ask  for  tlreir  saosaiptioiii;

KKPORT    OF    BOARD    OF   MANAGERS. 

This  report  of  the  Board  of  M:ina*rers  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  which  I  liavetbe 
honor  to  .submit  omhraces  a  i>criod  of  nineteen  months  since  the  last  genenl 
meetinpf.  Oct.  IN.  187(i.  during  which  time  the  receipts  of  the  Hospital  have  been 
$14,278.47,  and  the  disbursements  $14,470.47;^  the  latter  amount,  includlD^ 
$592.21  of  old  debts,  paid,  and  $JS.OO  lost  by  one  of  a  collectinir  eoniniittee.  The 
balance  betw<H*n  receipts  and  exj>enses,  th<*rcfore,  shows  a  ^in  of  S^M8.21  appro- 
priated towards  lifpiidatin^  previous  indebtitdness. 

Our  report  of  October,  1S70.  showed  an  indebtedness  of  $H21H.42,  now  reduced 
to  $2,708.4^,  which  we  are  ju.stified  in  stating  will  be  further  reduced  $1,000  by 
net  proceeds  of  concert  rec«*ntly  ^iven  by  the  ladies  of  the  city  parishes  for  the 
benellt  of  the  Hospital.  whi<h  will  make  the  present  indebtedness  $1,763.48. 
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In  accordance  with  a  suj^grestion  mHde  at  the  meetinjr  of  your  Association  in 
October,  1870,  the  Board  of  Mana^rs  undertook  through  committeeR  to  raise  by 
subscription  the  amount  of  $*2,700,  to  be  paid  during  each  year  for  tlic  period  of  five 
jrears,  the  Board  having  assumed  that,  with  that  amoun*  annually  pledged,  they 
could  gradually  reduce  the  indebtedness  reported  in  1870  say  $:i,213.42,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  five  years  report  the  Institution  to  you  free  of  debt. 

The  detailed  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that  up  to  this  rime  we  liave  col- 
lectfMl  contributions  of  all  kinds  to  the  amount  of  $2,533.13  per  annum,  and 
though  by  our  own  efforts  we  have  thus  far  fallen  short  of  the  expected  amount 
of  $2,700  per  annum,  yet  by  the  kind  efforts  and  exertions  of  those  ladies  who 
worked  so  faithfully  for  the  Hospital  we  can  report  its  debt  reilu(M.'d  from  $3213. 
42  to  $1763. 4S,  being  at  the  rate  of  $920  per  annum. 

During  the  time  included  in  this  report  there  have  been  admitted  into  the 
Uo^pital  304  patients,  of  whom  68  were  charity.  Out  of  tlie  whole  number,  19 
-died  and  272  were  discharged,  the  number  remaining  IxMng  18,  our  report  being 
made  up  to  the  1st  inst. 

Pursuant  to  the  instructions  given  at  the  meeting  in  1870.  we  have  had  arti- 
•cles  of  association  and  incorporation  drawn  up,  but  we  deferred  presenting  them 
to  the  Court  until  the  Trustees  should  be  elected  at  the  present  meeting. 

As  the  lease  of  the  building  now  in  use  will  not  expire  for  nearly  three  years, 
we  will  only  briefly  allude  to  the  desirability  of  having  a  building  in  a  dill'erent 
location  and  better  suited  for  the  purposes  of  a  hospital.  Even  on  the  same  space 
which  we  now  occupy,  with  a  house  differently  constructed,  we  could  maintain 
tnore  patients  at  the  same  expense  as  now,  and  at  the  same  time  increase  the 
number  of  our  charities.  The  subject  of  a  building  especially  adapted  to  hospi- 
tal purposes,  and  in  a  neighborhood  less  objectionable  on  account  of  its  sur- 
roundings, is  one  which,  we  think,  should  claim  seriou<  attention,  with  a  view 
to  taking  early  measures  to  procure  such  a  building. 

Thenumberof  visitors  to  the  Hospital  has  been  quite  l:yge;  during  the  month 
of  May,  1871,  it  reached  326. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  again  to  allude  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  Dr. 
£.  A.  Koberts,  also  to  Mrs.  Roberts,  and  to  mention  tludr  unwearied  attention 
to  its  interests,  and  skilful  and  economical  management  of  its  affairs. 

Wo  have  to  return  our  s|)ecial  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Lady 
Visitors  and  others  who  have  so  frequently  visited  the  Hospital,  and  sympathized 
with  us  in  our  work— not  forgetting  those  who  by  their  disinterested  labors  so 
recently  put  us  under  such  obligations  to  them,  and  enabled  us  to  present  to  you 
such  an  improved  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Institution.  We 
shoultl  like  to  give  their  names  in  this  report,  but  w<-  feel  assured  that  they 
wuuUl  not  desire  such  notic4i.  May  their  reward  be  to  find  their  names  recorded 
In  the  Book  of  Life. 

We  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  acknowledging  the  services  of  the 
following  named  gentlemen  of  the  medical  profo'sion  who  have  contributed 
so  much  to  tlie  usefiilness  of  the  Hospital  :  I>rs.

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SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

The  Secretary,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  respectftilly  submits  our 
29th  Annual  Report  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  friends  of  the  Insti- 
tution. 

The  good  providence  of  God  has  brought  us  safely  through  another  year  with 
a  realizing  sense  of  our  entire  dependence  on  His  grace  and  favor  towards  us,  in 
putting  it  into  the  hearts  of  the  brethren  continually  to  assist  us  in  maintaining^ 
our  work  of  charity  and  love.  The  fact  that  this  work  is  a  cause  appealing  most 
directly  to  the  hearts  of  all,  has  been  our  greatest  encouragement,  when  other- 
wise we  might  often  have  felt  despondent  about  the  way  and  means  to  me<*t  all 
the  claims  so  constantly  pressing  upon  us. 

There  have  not  been  any  changes  in  the  management  of  the  Home  during  the 
past  year.  We  have  the  same  matron  and  teacher,  and  also  the  same  chaplain 
and  physician,  continually  giving  us  their  faithful  services. 

Grace  Church,  21s  usual,  provided  for  the  orphans  at  Christmas,  and  the  week 
alter  that  holliday  the  annual  dinner  given  to  the  children  was  participated  in, 
not  only  by  the  managers,  but  also  by  the  Bishop  and  clergy  of  the  city  and 
their  wives,  who  all  shared  in  the  enjoyment  of  seeing  so  many  happy  faces. 
and  partaking  of  the  bountiftil  provision  that  had  been  made  for  the  occaMon . 
We  have  losi  one  of  tiie  members  of  our  Board,  who  has  been  with  us  for  nine 
years.  Great  n*gret  has  been  expressed  that  many  other  duties  have  compelled 
Mrs.  Percival.  our  treasurer,  to  withdraw  from  her  place  among  us,  a  place- 
that  we  are  quite  sure  can  never  be  more  acceptably  filled. 

Throughout  the  year  our  principal  aim  has  been  to  increase  the  fund  for  the 
building  of  our  new  Orphan's  Home.  Our  subscription  papers  for  this  object 
have  been  open  for  the  last  year.  They  represent  about  $9,000  so  far,  and  w^ 
have  strong  faith  that  many  others,  when  they  see  the  actual  commenceni«Mit 
of  the  building,  will  come  forward  and  add  greatiy  to  this  amount 

At  the  State  Fair,  last  October,  the  ladies  undertook  to  keep  open  two  re- 
fipeshment  booths  through  the  week,  which  were  liberally  supplied  by  donations 
ftxMU  the  different  churches.  It  was  a  work  necessitating  much  labor  and  fa- 
tiitoe,  but  the  substantial  sum  of  $2,600  profit  was  a  compensation  worth  toiling 
for. 

The  Rev.  R.  A.  Holland's  lecture,  that  threw  into  oar  treasury  $700,  is  a 
most  charming  recollection  of  the  largest  sum  ever  made  for  us  without  toil 
or  trouble.  It  is  but  seldom  that  we  have  the  opportunity  of  receiving  such  an 
amount  in  so  very  agreeable  a  manner. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  new  building  is  $48,000.  Mr.  Raeder^s  plan  ha< 
hoen  approved  by  the  ladies,  and  adopted  by  the  Building  Committee,  who  have 
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this  matter  in  char|2:e.  And  we  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  several  inem« 
bers  of  this  committee  for  the  interest  they  liave  manifested  in  advancin;]^  our 
wishes  ns,  rapidly  as  possible.  The  ceremony  of  brealdnpf  ground  for  the  foonda- 
tion  stone  will  take  place  on  some  day  next  uionth,  that  will  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop. 

By  carrying  out  our  adopted  plan,  we  shall  not  only  have  accommodations  for 
double  the  number  of  children  that  we  at  present  can  provide  for,  but  we  also 
intend  to  consider  anotlier  provision  of  our  charter,  and  afford  a  refuge  for  aged 
and  destitute  >yomen,  in  a  church  home  where  they  may  peaceAilly  spend  the 
remnant  of  their  daj's,  undisturbed  by  the  weary  stniggle  with  poverty,  which 
old  age  is  so  unfit  to  contend  with. 

in  closing  this  report,  we  cannot  refrain  fh>m  speaking  of  a  most  generous 
gift  that  has  been  lately  made  to  our  institution.  One  of  our  Church  members 
having  had  three  children  removed  ft*om  his  home  to  the  Paradise  of  God.  in 
loving  and  tender  memory  of  these  little  ones,  has  expressed  hit  wish  to  provide 
for  three  of  our  orphans,  by  an  annual  gift  of  $300.  This  living  memorial  of 
care  for  the  desolate,  by  an  earthly  parent,  of  those  precious  ones  safe  forever  in 
a  Heavenly  Father's  home,  will  surely  bring  more  comfort  to  the  bereaved  heart 
than  any  contemplation  of  dead  marble  or  painted  window  ever  can  afford.

been  provided  for  4.

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SECRKTARY'S  REPORT. 

.The  undersigned  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St. 
Paul-s  College  begs  leave  to  submit  his  annual  report  ending  21st  instant. 

Hereunto  annexed  you  will  tind  my  account  as  Treasurer.  The  balance  at 
last  Convention  was  $100.16;  the  amount  received  from  all  sources  was  $3,800.81, 
making  a  total  of  $3,006.97,  and  leaving  a  balance  in  my  hands  of  $219.65.  The 
expenditures  amounted  to  $3,687.32.  It  will  be  recollected  that  a  large  amount 
had  been  paid  on  account  of  the  purchase  price  of  St.  PauPs,  and  that  the  deed 
Wfts  not  made  to  the  trustees  until  \d^t  June,  or  rather  was  not  delivered  or  re- 
corded on  account  of  outstanding  liens.  At  that  time  three  notes  were  given 
for  the  amount  then  remaining  due.  and  included  interest  up  to  the  date  of  the 
notes;  two  of  these  notes  were  for  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  one  was  for 
five  hnndred  and  ninety  dollars,  all  of  which  became  due  on  the  first  of  January 
last.  To  meet  these  payments,  notes  becoming  due  a  year  from  last  January 
were  discounted,  and  two  thousand  dollars  was  borrowed  through  the  kind 
agency  of  Messrs.  Sesiman  &  Carter,  or  rather  the  notes  secured  by  deed  of  trust 
were  transferred  to  the  party  making  the  advance;  one  note  for  $590  and  inter- 
est was  paid  in  fliU.  and  all  the  interest  on  the  other  two  notes  was  paid  up  to 
the  5th  of  February.  We  are  to  have  three  years  to  pay  the  principal  sum  of 
$2,000,  which  t>ears  ten  per  cent,  interest  payable  semi-annually.  1  have  given 
my  notes  for  tlie  interest  beooming  due,  which  arc  endorsed  by  Capt.  Douglass. 
The  amount  yet  due  on  subscription  is  six  hnndred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and 
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thirty-three  oeiiu  (058.H3).    Some  notes  are  past  due  and  are  paid,  but  it  is  be- 
lieved that  tliey  will  ultimately  be  collecte<l. 

I  befjf  leave  to  call  the*  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  Conven- 
tion for  making;  arranj^ements  to  raise  the  funds  necessary  to  pay  offttiis  tncam- 
branoe  of  two  thousand  dollars  at  the  earliest  practicable  period. 

()win>(  to  the  uncertainty  which  existed  last  September  as  to  the  opening  of 
St.  Paul's  Colle>^,  there  have  been  comparatively  very  few  i^cholars  in  attend* 
an(re;  but  with  the  improved  condition  of  the  affairs  of  this  colle^,  ami  the 
verj'  >fenenil  .«(atisfuction  which  the  Warden,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwri^rht.  ha^^ 
given,  we  liav(>  every  n^ason  to  believe  that  the  ensuing  year  will  be  pro]%|H*roiifr 
and  productive  of  mueh  good  to  the  Church.  This  will  certainly  be  the  ca»e 
if  the  Clergy  and  Laity  will  give  their  hifliience  towards  making  its  merits 
km»wii. 

Accompanying  tliis  you  will  please  find  a  report  from  tlie  Warden  of  tlie

WARDEN'S    REPOllT. 

To  t/if  Board  uf  TruHtefH  of  St.  PauTs  Collect. 

Gkntlkmkx: — I  respectfull}'  submit  hen»wlth  my  lirst  report  in  the  maiteis 
of  St.  PauKs  College,  together  with  such  remarks  and  suggestions  ii«>  may  ap- 
pear to  be  pertiiii  nl  to  the  welfare  of  that  institution. 

Opening, — A(reording  to  previous  public  announcement,  the  college  waii 
opened  for  the  reception  of  pupils  on  the  27th  day  of  S(;ptember  last. 

Number  of  Pupiln, — It  must  hi*  confessed  that  at  that  time  the  pn>spectsof  the 
instituiion  did  not  wear  a  very  Hattering  asiH^et.  The  presence  of  but  four  bo>i 
and  no  intimation,  through  ap|)lication  or  otherwise,  that  there  would  be  a  greater 
number,  might  well  tend  to  dishearten  a  stranger  who  had  had  much  larger 
expectati«»n8. 

Increase  of  Pupils. — In  the  course  of  about  three  weeks,  lionever.  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  had  increased  to  2*2,  eight  of  which  were  boarders. 

Dismissi'jn  of  Pupil h, — Two  of  the  day  scholars,  after  a  week  or  two  of  un- 
siocessful  trial,  withdrew.  Early  in  the  spring  another  left  to  resume  work  up- 
on the  farm.  Another  left  about  the  same  time  to  take  chaige  of  a  s<*hfM>i  in  a 
neighboring  city.  One  of  the  boarding  pupils  ceased  his  connection  with  the 
college  Ht  the  end  of  the  first  session,  it  having  become  apparent  to  him  that  his 
presence  was  no  longer  protitable  to  the  institution.  A  new  l)i»arfling  scholar 
(*ntered  a  few  weeks  before  Easter. 

Average  yu tuber  of  PujnU. — Thus  the  average  attendanc<;  throughout  the  8Cb(>- 
lasticyear  has  b<*en  17  pupils,  eight  boarders  and  nine  day  scholars.  This  number 
has  been  very  i)unctual,  and  though  most  of  them  wore  very  backward,  and  pos- 
sessed of  little  ambition  for  study,  yet  they  liave  struck  forward  in  a  \-ery  com- 
mendahle  manner,  some  of  them  exceedingly  well. 

Examining  Cowmiftee. — 1  venture  here  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  l)y  the  Board,  to  be  present  at  the  beginning  of  the 
scholastic  year,  and  also  at  the  close  of  the  same,  in  order  that  ;in  authoritative 
pronouncenumt  may  hi?  made  in  referenc<»  to  the  character  and  pmgress  of  the 
school. 
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With  the  exception  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler,  no  visitation  has  been  made 
flurin^  the  year.  I  sinoerely  thank  that  >|fentleman  for  his  unwearied  attention 
ill  the  fK;hool-room  for  a  day  and  a  half.  A  teacher  desires  to  have  known  the 
inaterini  upon  which  he  ha.«  to  woric,  no  less  than  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
wrought. 

ProgreiB  of  /\*;n/«.— Though  I  can  confidently  assen  that,  in  the  several 
iNranchejt  pursued  in  St.  PauPs.  the  pnpiJs  have  made  commendable  progress, 
yet  I  do  not  affirm  that  their  progress  has  been  what  it  might  have  been,  if  the 
number  of  pupils  had  been  sufficient  to  warrant  the  employment  of  one  or  two 
more  teachers.  Any  one  who  has  had  experience  in  the  work  of  imparting 
Itnowledge,  has  leitrned  that  a  recitation,  if  the  greatest  profit  is  to  be  derived 
therefrom,  must  not  be  crowdt^d  within  too  narrow  limits.  One  hour  is  the 
shortest  time  which  ought  to  be  allowed  for  that  work.  With  the  exception, 
however,  of  a  class  in  Virgil  and  one  In  German,  i  have  been  able  to  allot  no 
more  t  haii  half  that  time,  and  for  s' 'me  classes  even  less  than  that. 

It  iM  hardly  necessary  to  remark  that  a  school  of  one  hundred  scholars  does 
not  necessarily  call  for  a  greater  number  of  classes  than  one  of  twenty.  Though 
I  have  but  seventeen,  and  though  I  have  had  some  experience  in  the  work  of 
«]aa»iification.  yet  we  have  not  less  than  fifteen  classes,  and  nearly  as  many  dif- 
ferent studies. 

Thf*  evil  can  be  met  only  by  an  endowment  on  the  college,  or  by  an  increased 
patroiiMge  of  the  school.  For  it  would  be  ruinous,  as  well  to  the  college  as  to 
the  principal  of  the  same,  for  the  latter  to  allow  himself  to  become  embarrasi^ed 
by  debt,  though  that  debt  should  be  incurred  for  the  sole  benefit  of  those  who 
fMttroniHe  him. 

I  do  not  make  these  statements  as  apologetic,  but  rather  that  you  may  observe 
the  general  principle  upon  which  I  conceive  it  necessary  for  me  to  act,  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  my  position.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  for  the  next  year  the 
patronage  of  the  school  will  be  such  as  to  enable  me  to  employ  all  the  aid 
necessary  to  make  the  college  most  efficient  possible. 

Prospects. — So  far  as  the  number  of  day  scholars  Is  concerned,  I  have  reason 
to  suppose  that  there  will  be  considerably  more  than  at  present. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  state  that  Mr.  Louis  Schuyler,  my  assistant,  has 
managed  his  department  with  much  skill  and  success.  He  is  a  man  upon  whom 
I  can  rely  with  perfect  confidence,  and  whom,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  say  to  you, 
I  am  to  have  with  me  for  the  next  year. 

Discipline, — In  the  matter  of  discipline,  I  am  not  unaware  that  there  are  va- 
rious opinions  in  regard  to  the  kind  and  manner  of  its  application.  In  this 
work,  as  in  all  other  connected  with  my  position ,  I  have  endeavored  to  keep 
constantly  in  view  the  important  fact  that  it  is  not  intellect  alone  with  which  I 
haTe  to  do,  but  quite  as  much,  if  not  more,  personal  character  or  manhood.  Any 
^tdpline,  as  it  appears  to  me,  shaped  not  with  a  view  to  this  latter  purpose,  as 
well  as  to  the  former  is  quite  wrong  in  principle,  and  must  prove  more  or  less 
^Irastroaa  to  the  object  of  it.  It  is  not  in  accordance  with  sound  and  enlightened 
firindples  of  education,  to  louver  one  part  of  the  man  while  you  are  endeavoring 
to  elevate  another  part  of  him. 

In  accordance  with  this  view  of  the  object  of  discipline,  it  has  been  my  aim 
to  cultivate  in  my  boys  a  keen  sense  of  personal  honor.  I  have  endeavored  as 
much  as  possible  to  throw  them  upon  their  own  responsibility.  I  have  adopted 
no  system  of  espionage  which  is  directly  calculated  to  manacle  that  sense  of 
penonal  freedom  and  manhood,  alone  which  will  render  a  character  open  and 
jfpencrous. 
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It  was  not  and  is  not  to  l>e  expected  that  such  system  of  diKcipIine  would  be 
wholly  unatt«nde<1  by  misplaced  confidence,  ortliat  all  Uie^irraoesof  a  fuU-growB 
manhood  would  bloom  at  once.  The  tendency  of  the  system  is  what  is  to  be 
f'onsidered.  Rigorous  treatment.  ev<*n  to  the  application  of  the  rod,  will  often  be 
needed.  But  this  is  the  exception,  and  not  the  rule.  Even  under  u|(gravited 
circumstaiK'es.  deprivation  of  privilege  and  additional  task  operate  much  better 
than  harsher  treatment,  and  at  the  same  time  talce  nothing  from  M^lf-respeoC. 
Punishment,  when  Inflieteil  at  all,  should  ha  inllicted  almost  solely  with  a  view 
to  th(>  reformation  and  elevation  of  the  person  immediately  concerned,  and 
never,  perhaps,  for  the  pur]K>sc  of  awakening  a  sens«*  of  personal  fear  and  dread. 

The  Farm. — It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  state  that  of  the  avails  of  the  farm  for 
the  last  year  I  received  nothing,  and,  of  course,  do  not  hold  myaelf  accountable 
for  aiiV  of  its  ])roducts.  The  fences  are  in  poor  condition,  and  were  so  when 
the  present  incumbent  arrived  upon  the  place.  They  have  been  sufficiently 
repainnl  to  protect  the  crops  for  the  present  season.  But  another  year  they  wiU 
require  some  considerabh*  outlay. 

The  buildings  are  in  very  good  n'pair,  with  the  exception  of  the  liouse  adjoin- 
ing the  brick  dwelling:  that  needs  shingling. 

This  year  Mr.  T.  D.  Tatlow,  a  parishioner  of  St.  Paul's,  cultivates  the  flum 
on  shans.  Most  of  the  crops  ar<'  in  the  ground  and  bid  fair  for  an  abundant 
harvest  in  the  autumn. 

Slaughter-House, — I  would  r(»spe(*tftilly  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the 
slaughter-hou^o  standing  about  fifty  rods  from  the  college  buildings.  I  shonM 
hoi)C  something  might  b4»  done  in  regard  to  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  Board. 
J  could  not  be  iij<luced  to  send  my  child  to  an  institution,  however  good  it 
might  be  in  itself,  where,  for  a  greater  or  less  time,  he  would  be  i'ompelledto 
breathe  air  rendered  pestilential  by  decaying  animal  matter.  And  if  we  would 
not  s<»nd  our  own  chllditjn  to  such  an  institution,  how  can  we  consistently  ask 
otlK'rs  to  send  their  children? 

Cireuiar.—\i  would  appear  exi>edient,  and  perhaps  necessary,  that  a  circalar 
be  drawn  up.  embodying  a  more  or  less  complete  outline  of  study  to  be  pas- 
sued  in  reguhir  course  at  St.  Paul V— a  statement  of  the  facilities  ofl'ered,  and 
containing  such  other  matter  in  relation  to  the  college,  as  parent»  having  l>oys 
to  educate  would  desire  to  know. 

I  would  ask.  therefore,  that  one  or  two  (htsous  might  be  appointed  by  the 
Board,  or  by  the  Bishoj).  to  assist  the  Warden  in  drawing  up  such  document, 

<iBNERAL    REMARKS. 

In  order  to  secure  the  confidence  of  the  public,  and  attract  boyb  of  the  higher 
grades  of  scholarship  to  St.  Paul's  such  facilities  for  education  in  the  different 
departments  of  learning  must  be  supplied  as  the  times  di  mand — not  the  repre- 
sentation of  facilities  on  papiT.  but  facilities  ipso  facto.  The  time  has  arrived 
when  that  system  of  education  is  thought  to  l>e  best  which  most  directly  sub- 
serves the  ]>urpose  of  preparing  youth  for  the  practical  affairs  of  life.  I  do  not 
here  argue  the  proposition,  I  but  state  a  fact.  It  is  not  difficidt  to  discern  that 
the  tendencies  of  the  age  lead  out  of  the  T)eaten  track  of  the  classics  and  to  the 
sciences  which  are  brought  into  use  in  all  the  economies  of  life.  It  is  an  age  of 
invention  and  progress,  and  woe  betide  that  institution  which  does  not  in  a  mwe 
or  less  f essential  manner  enter  into  its  spirit.  It  is,  perhaps,  well  and  even  ueoes- 
sary  to  keep  before  the  public  mind  the  idea  of  what  the  truest  and  completeet 
education  consists  in  ;  nevertheless,  the  spirit  of  the  age  must  \ie  caught,  and  in 
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laying  hold  of  it  is  possible  to  gn\de  it,  in  part  at  least,  for  tlie  ^ood  both  of  the 
children  entrusted  to  our'care,  and  also  for  the  ^ood  of  the  Church. 

Every  boy  as  he  in'O^s  up  and  enters  upon  his  work  of  life,  whether  as  priest 
or  as  layman,  must  necessarily  enter  more  or  less  directly  into  transactions  purely 
of  a  business  nature.  Parents,  tiierefore,  demand  that  their  sons  shall  know 
something  of  tfie  science  of  book-keeping.  It  is  found  that  science  can  do  much 
for  the  farmer  and  the  mechanic.  It  is,  therefore,  asked  tliat  in  our  hi/e^her  semi- 
naries of  learning  chemistry  and  the  several  departments  of  natural  philosophy 
receive  an  adequate  share  of  attention.  The  principles  of  anatomy,  physiology 
and  botany  also  are  required  to  be  taught.  Some  degree  of  knowledge  in  these 
several  branches,  like  an  acquaintance  with  reading,  wr.ting  and  spelling,  and 
arithmetic,  is  expected  and  even  demanded,  as  well  on  the  score  of  respectability 
as  on  the  ground  of  usefulness.  It  does  not  matter  what  our  ideas  of  a  com- 
plete education  may  be,  facilities  for  instruction  in  these  and  kindred  branches 
must  be  supplied  in  every  institution  of  learning  which  purposes  to  claim  tlie 
patronage  of  the  public. 

Now,  in  order  that  St.  Paul's  College  may,  in  a  more  or  less  perfect  manner, 
comply  witli  this  imperious  demand  of  tiie  age,  with  the  approbation  and  aid  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  hope  to  be  able  to  assure  the  public  that  facilities  will 
be  offere<i  in  that  institution  for  systematic  and  thorough  instruction  in  these 
several  departments  of  learning.  What  the  exact  expense  in  apparatus  will  be  I 
cannot  say.  At  present  I  would  only  remark  that,  doubtless,  from  two  to  three 
hundred  dollars  would  be  required.  LTnless  it  sliould  be  your  desire  to  do  so,  I 
would  not  ask  you  to  furnisli  this  apparatus  out  and  out  If  the  plan  should 
appear  to  you  as  one  calculated  greatly  to  benellt  the  college,  and  so  necessary, 
you  might,  perhaps,  be  willing  to  advance  me  the  money,  to  be  returned  at  such 
time  or  times  as  you  might  designate. 

Though,  indeed,  I  have  managed  to  maintain  myself  for  the  past  3'ear,  and 
saved  something  besides,  notwithstanding  the  small  number  of  pupils  in  the 
institution,  yet  I  should  be  hardly  warranted  at  the  present  time  in  au  attempt 
to  supply  from  my  own  pocket  the  amount  of  money  necessary  for  carrying  my 
purpose  into  execution. 

In  rendering  this  my  first  report,  as  the  Warden  of  St.  Paul's  College,  I  desire 
to  thank  you  for  the  generous  confidence  reposed  in  me  by  my  election  to  that 
office.  I  assure  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  that  I  did  not  accept 
the  position  thus  conferred  upon  me  unmindful  of  the  responsibilities  incurred 
thereby.  I  am  well  aware  that  the  grand  purpose  which  you  have  in  view  in 
sustaining  St.  Paid^s  is  to  strengthen  and  extend  the  Church  by  an  enlodgemeut 
of  her  principles  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  youth  entrusted  to  its  keeping. 
For  what  the  Church  most  needs  is  men  trained  up  fVom  early  boyhood  in  her 
own  institutions,  driuking  in  her  doctrines  and  precepts  from  day  to  day,  and 
thus  gt  owing  into  her.  If  the  Church  has  been  slow  to  seize  upon  any  one  instru- 
mentality of  power  and  progress,  that  neglected  instrumentality  consists  in  the 
establishment  and  vigorous  support  of  institutions  of  learning  like  St.  Paul's 
College.  Youth  is  that  period  of  life  when  are  planted  those  principles  which 
shape  the  character  and  In  no  small  manner  dirt- ct  the  thoughts  of  the  future 
man.  For  the  most  part  even  among  churchmen  in  selecting  a  school  in  which 
to  educate  their  sons  and  daughters,  parents  are  not  wont  to  consider  this  impor- 
tant fkct.  They  are  ai^customed  to  rely  more  upon  direct  teaching  and  logical 
•onviction  in  alter  life  than  upon  the  silent  Influences  of  Church  life  operating 
from  hour  to  hour,  leaving  impressions  which  are  Indelible.  There  is  a  prin- 
ciple cleaving  to  Jesuitism,  which  is  not  only  strictly  philosophical,  but  also  of

rval  psychological  significance.  It  is  most  often  ihe  silent  secret  inflneiioe  of 
things  that  does  the  best  execution— more  this  than  any  noisy  flourish  of  trumpcli 
«nd  loud  attempts  at  direct  instruction. 

Herein  precisely  lies  the  great  advantage  of  Church  institutions.  Therein  t 
boy  is  brought  into  daily  contact  with  the  quiet  influences  of  Church  life,  and 
drinlis  in  her  principles  from  the  very  atmosphere  which  he  breathes.  One  thus 
growing  up  into  manhood  will  be  slow  to  lose  his  early  impressions,  or  cease  to 
<jarry  a  Church  influence  with  him  whithersoever  he  goeth. 

It  is  sometimes  said,  ^^  We  do  not  send  our  sons  to  the  academy  in  order  that 
they  may  learn  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  or  trained  In  theology,  but  that  they 
may  develop  the  intellect.*'  This  is  a  narrow  view  of  the  subject-matter  of  edo- 
^Ation .  But  let  it  be  so.  Yet  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  child  is  being 
educated  otherwise  than  intellectually  let  him  go  where  he  will.  So  the  only 
question  which  the  parent  has  to  aslc  is,  What  shall  be  the  nature  of  that  educa- 
tion which  is  necessitated  by  the  very  position  which  the  child  occupies  during 
the  development  of  the  intellect? 

Can  the  parent  afford  to  ignore  those  silent  influences  of  Church  life,  of  which 
I  have  spoken,  and  which  have  so  much  to  do  in  shaping  the  character?  Can  be 
4ifibrd  to  subject  him  to  other  influences,  whose  tendency  is  to  eliminate  fhmi 
the  mind  the  Church  idea? 

It  is  not  necessary  to  be  bigoted— that  is,  to  tldnlc  that  none  but  those 
tinctively  churchmen  can  be  sincere.  But  it  m  a  matter  of  great  consequeooe 
that  our  children  be  not  left  to  grow  up  and  go  out  into  the  world  with  warped 
notions  in  the  matter  of  faith.  We,  as  churchmen,  are  not  bigoted,  but  we 
profess  to  stand  on  historical  ground,  f^om  which  we  cannot,  though  we  would, 
betake  ourselves.  And  hence  we  are  bound  by  the  most  sacred  obligations  of 
parentage  to  guard  our  children  againnt  everything  whose  tendency  is  to  carry 
them  fi*om  the  Church. 

The  generous  support,  therefore,  of  Church  institutions  of  learning  ought  to 
ix;  a  matter  of  earnest  and  deep  concern  to  every  one  who  believes  that  the 
Church  has  any  thing  in  her  distinctive.  Every  clergyman,  whose  business  It  is 
to  strengthen  and  extend  her  border^^^very  layman,  who  in  some  sense  is  one 
of  her  priests,  ouglit  to  be  zealous  in  giving  his  influence  directly  and  indirectly 
to  thisi^reat  worli  of  education  in  Church  schools. 

But  it  Is  to  be  remembered  that  it  is  one  thing  for  us  to  understand  the  power 
of  Cliurch  influence  and  the  necessity  of  giving  our  children  the  benefit  of  that 
influence,  and  quite  another  to  bring  the  youtli  of  the  country  under  the  same. 
There  is  no  blinlting  of  the  fact— Church  influence,  or  no  Church  influence. 
Episcopalians,  as  well  as  men  of  other  creeds.  And  tliemselves  disposed  to  send 
their  sons  and  their  daughters  to  that  seminary  or  college  which  is  mosteflAdent 
in  th(;  means  of  education,  or  where  the  best  facilities  are  offered  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  mind.  Hence,  if  the  Church  is  to  succeed  in  the  effectual  wielding 
of  this  so  great  instrument  of  power,  she  must  take  care  that  her  schools  fidl  no 
whit  behind  tliose  of  other  Christian  bodies  in  every  facility  for  instruction. 

The  better  and  higher  advantages  which  she  off*ers,  the  greater  influence  will 
she  exert  over  the  rising  generation.  Though  the  Church  stands  upon  the  foan- 
<]ation  laid  for  her  centuries  ago  on  Zion's  hill,  and  still  recognizes  that  founda* 
tion  in  all  its  various  logical  deductions  as  an  essential  principle  of  Church  life; 
yet,  as  I  have  already  remarked,  this  is  an  age  of  invention  and  progress,  and 
she  must,  as  she  has  the  ability  to  do,  if  she  would  not  lose  her  hold  upon  the 
world,  adapt  herself  to  it.  In  ether  words,  she  must  transform  the  inventions 
— the  new  ideas  of  the  world  into  instruments  for  the  Church's  progress.

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating 
to  the  creation  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  Trusts  and  Funds  of  the  Diocese,  would 
report  that  in  their  Judgment  Huch  a  Board  is  very  much  needed.  It  cannot  but  be 
hoped  that  the  revenues  of  the  Diocese  for  Diocesan  Missions,  Church-building, 
Sdacational,  and  other  purposes,  will  yet  be  largely  Increased  by  legacies,  donations 
of  landf  and  other  property;  for  the  reception  and  due  disposition  of  which  a  perma- 
nent Board  should  be  in  existence.  The  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the 
IbllowfQg : 

(1.)  That  a  Board  shall  be  constituted  to  be  called  the  Board  oj  Ihuteu  of  TruHt  a«ui 
tSmd§  of  tkt  IHooese  of  Jiis$oitt%  con»isting  of  the  Bishop,  two  clergymen,  and  three 
Imymeo,  the  clergymen  and  laymen  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Convention,  and  whose 
duty  It  shall  be  to  receive,  and  duly  dispose  of,  all  legacies,  donations,  Ac. ,  to  the 
DIoeese. 

(S.)  That  one  presbyter  and  two  laymen  of  thlH  Board  shall  be  residents  of  the  city 
of  8t.  Lonla,  and  the  others  of  various  other  sections  of  the  Diocese. 

(8.)  That  the  Bishop  shall  have  power,  if  at  any  time  he  should  deem  it  necestiary, 
to  lin  any  racandes  which  may  occur  in  the  Board  before  the  next  Convention. 
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(4).  That  tht'  Convention  recommend  the  rectors  to  keep  from  time  to  time  befbre 
the  minds  of  tlione  of  their  parishionern  who  may  have  the  meuHy  the  importanee of 
tiie  cluimri  of  tlie  variouH  agencies  of  the  Diocese  on  their  liberality,  and  their  datj  of 
i^membering  tlirHc  agencies  in  their  willw.

Your  Committee  t(»  whom  was  referred  tlic  subject  of  Missions  to  tlio  Colored  People 
of  the  Diocese  would  respectftilly  report : 

1.  That  they  r^>ranl  this  as  a  work  of  great  intercfit,  and  that  it  is  thebounden  doty 
of  the  Church  in  the  Dloce^e  of  MlsKouri  to  undertake  and  carry  it  forward  at  the 
earliest  ponvible  day. 

2.  That  tht'v  are  thoroughly  conviiic-cd  the  Lituriirical  service  an<l  modeH  of  instru^ 
tlon  of  the  Protestant  EpiMsopal  Church  are  admirably  adapted  to  the  religious  culture 
of  the  colored  population  of  our  c-ountry. 

8.  That  they  arc  already  of  the  opinion  that  it  in  a  duty  most  binding  upon  the  cttK 
sciences  of  all  Cliilstian  men  and  women,  to  provide  amply  for  the  religious  trainhif 
and  education  of  this  destitute  and  nej|;lecte<l  people  in  our  Dioce»e. 

Your  committee  woulil,  therefore,  earnestly  reeonunend  to  the  several  ministen 
and  all  ehurchiiien  throughout  the  Dlnrene,  the  adoption  of  NUch  services  and  measux«i 
as  may  lead  to  ihe  accomplishment  of  thih  desired  object. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend,  tliat  Sunday  Schools  for  the  oral  and 
other  instruetion  of  colored  pt^rsons  be  organized  in  the  various  Parishes,  nndlectoxtt 
and  addresses  made  by  the  Hector  or  Minister,  as  often  as  possible. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that,  so  soon  as  practicable,  the  Mis- 
aionory  Hoard  should  appoint  a  eojored  Misxtonary  un  itinerant  for  the  Diocese.

The  Committee  on  Free  Churches  would  respectftilly  report,  flrst,  that  the  reaohi- 
tion  under  which  they  have  acted  is  a»  follows : 

*'That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  sit  in  the  recess  between  this  and  tko

next  Convention,  to  Inquire  into  the  metliod  which  experience  ha8  suggested  an  neoei- 
nftry  to  the  stuccesH  of  free  churches/' 

In  accordance  with  thii»  resolution  your  committee  have  made  inquiries,  both  hj 
letter  and  by  advertising  in  Church  papers,  asking  for  experience  and  roNults  in  this 
matter.  Very  few  replies  hav(  been  received;  nevertheless,  they  have  collected  some 
information  which  is  herewith  preHented.  Rut  your  committee  regard  this  subject  as 
one  deserving  of  a  still  more  careflil  and  thorough  investigation,  and  one  which  should 
be  presented  in  a  comparative  and  statistical  form — comparative  as  to  the  obi  i^ystem 
of  pew  rents,  and  statistical  as  to  resultis. 

From  ^vhat  your  committee  have  been  able  to  gather,  thf^y  have  found  no  failure  in 
the  free  church  system,  except  :or  one  of  two  cauxes^— one,  the  want  of  jtytttm  in 
olleringsv  the  other,  the  want  of  energy  in  working  the  system.  Where  a  church  has 
been  made  nree  without  any  method  as  to  the  gifVt  of  the  people,  there  have  been  (Se- 
quent failures,  until  it  is  a  not  uncommon  remark  tliat  **  the  fVeo  chui  ch  <>y!<tem  Is  a 
fkilure."  This  has  been  so,  because  for  a  time  the  plan  of  otferings  without  metho<i 
would  work  well,  being  fresh  and  new;  but  the  novelty  bdng  past,  the  interest  and 
the  gifts  of  the  people  would  fall  away,  and  then  u  return  to  the  old  pew  rent  '^VHtem 
have  to  be  made,  or  else  ^ouk^Jired  metkod  of  offerings  adopted.  If  under  8Uch  a  set- 
tled plan  of  offerings  there  was  a  failure,  the  cause  has  generally  been  the  lack  <if 
energy  to  work  the  system  thoroughly.  But  this  cause  of  failure  will  apply  to  the 
pew  rent  system,  and,  Indeed,  to  all  kinds  of  business. 

It  may  be  replied,  that  where  there  is  a  system  of  offerings  the  church  is  uoi  /ree. 
If  by  *'ft'ee  *'  is  meant  without  any  law  or  restraint,  without  any  controUing  prin- 
eiple  other  than  transient  feeling,  we  acknowledge  that  a  church  with  any  method  or 
ayatem  of  offerings  is  not/r«e.  But,  if  by  freedom  Is  meant  liberty  on  tlie  part  of  the 
people  to  give  whatever  amount  they  please,  provided  tliey  do  it  iy$t€maUetiVy^  then 
such  a  church  is  fVee.  Permit  an  Illustration  ft*oni  floly  Scripture.  St.  Paul  writing 
to  the  Corinthians  says,  '*  Let  e>ery  man  do  according  as  he  is  dis^pvstd  in  hi*  heart 
....  for  God  lov^ith  a  cheerful  giver  (2  Cor.  ix.  6).  **  Disposed  in  his  heart.'* 
Here  is  liberty.  And.  yet,  the  same  apostle  says  to  the  same  church,  **  Now,  con- 
cerning the  collection  for  the  saints,  upon  the  tirst  day  of  the  week,  let  every  one  of 
you  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  halh  prospered  him."  Here  is  system,  both  as  to  time 
and  amount.  And  so  with  seats.  Let  the  church  be  open  and  free  to  all;  but  let 
there  be  order  and  courtesy  in  seating  the  people.  Here  are  both  freedom  and  system. 
Your  committee,  thereiore,  do  not  altogether  nfirve  in  the  common  opinion  that  no 
church  is  free,  except  it  be  where  there  Is  no  order  or  system  as  to  either  seats  or 
offerings. 

With  these  remarks  they  beg  leave  to  present  the  result  of  their  inquiries. 

Firtt.  That  »ome  system  of  offerings  should  be  adopted  in  order  to  the  success  of 
free  churches. 

Secondly.  That  the  system,  whatever  it  may  be,  should  be  carefully  attended  to 
and  worked  up— as  we  would  look  after  and  follow  up  any  business  of  our  own  in 
order  to  suc^'css. 

The  btst  method  that  we  can  recommend,  as  suggested  by  experience,  is  that  of 
Toluntary  offerings  as  to  amount  through  the  sybtem  of  envelopes. 

This  plan  is,  whenever  application  is  made  for  a  pew  or  seat,  the  applicant  is 
requested  to  name  in  writing  the  sum  which  he  is  willing  to  give  weekly  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  church.  A  memorandum  of  the  amount  is  made  by  the  treasurer  together 
with  the  person's  name.  A  pew  or  seat  is  then  appointed  by,  or  selected  with  the 
approTal  of,  the  Committee  on  Seats.  This  seat  or  pew  is  to  be  held  until  the  ensuing 
Easter,  unlets  forfeited  by  <!elinquencies.  Upon  the  pew  being  taken,  an  envelope 
with  the  number  of  the  pew  and  occupants  name  written  upon  it  is  given  to  the  per- 
■OD.  Od  the  next  Sunday  said  person  places  the  amount  promised  within  the  envelope 
and,  leaving  it  unsealed,  puts  it  upon  the  offering-plate  as  it  is  passed  to  him,  and  it 
goes  op  with  the  other  offerings  and  is  reverently  presented  to  the  priest,  who  humbly 
presents  snd  places  it  upon  the  holy  table  as  an  offering  to  the  Lord. 
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Aftrr  tho  servirt*>  ot  the  cliurcli  are  over,  tlie  trva.>»urer  2£atb<*r«i  all  the  envdope* 
Hnd  oMht  ofTeringH  that  may  have  been  given,  and  at  home  proper  time  aiuf  plac^.  take« 
aiM'oiinl  of  them,  checking  opposite  earh  per*onN  name,  ami  umler  thei>n>perdate.tbe 
amount  received.  If  through  ab^^eni'e  or  »(ickne^=»>,  tlie  ofterin^  iie  not  rf»i*eived,  the 
Hpare  is  leH  l)lank.  to  lie  tilled  up  when  the  amount  i*«  given. 

l)n  Saturday  ni^iit,  or  Sunday  morning,  the  treahurer  takes  all  iheM*  envelopes, 
and  putting  each  one  into  Hime  little  reeejitaele  made  for  the  purpoHC  in  eaeh  pew,  ibf 
occupant  tindH  it  ready  again  for  hifl  offering.  Thus  one  envelope  for  eaeh  Hiil>m*ribfr 
will  last  for  months— perhaps  a  year. 

Of  course  all  thi^>  involves  some  care,  time  and  trouble,  but  no  more  than  the eollei*- 
tion  of  pew  rents.  While  this  system  is  lens  expensive,  it  secures  regularity ;  makes  the 
income  of  the  Church  an  vftriny  to  th€  LotJ;  inculcates  the  spirit  of  ottering;  unite* 
our  prayers  and  oblations;  ble^ses  the  giver;  enaliles  the  poor,  ai*  well  a»  Ihe  rich,  U> 
liave  his  seal  in  the  hou'^e  of  (io<l;  makes  no  invidious  distinction,  for  no  one  know* 
what  his  neighbor  gives,  wliile  it  brings  an  income  that  can  be  safely  calculated  upM 
for  the  expeubes  of  the  church. 

Many  churches  in  this  coimtry  have  adopted  this  sy>tem— diflering  only  in  sliglit 
details— with  great  satisfaction. 

A  letter  received  by  the  committee  from  the  Hector  of  !$t.  *)ohn*(»  Church,  Fnuikllo 
Pa..  Diocese  of  Pittaburgh,  says :  **  We  built  a  netp  stone  church  about  vix  years  ago, 
and  started  with  rented  pews.  At  the  end  of  the  second  year  the  vestry  de-lared  the 
church  free,  and  it  has  continued  so  tiince.  So  far  as  the  vestry  was  eoncemed,  I 
think  it  waa  ilone  ndher  as  a  financial  measure,  than  in  hearty  acceptance  of  tlie  free 
church  principle.  Our  e\p(>nseN  are  $3,(KK)  a  year,  and  this  we  found  ver>'  hard  to 
raise  by  pew  rents,  but  we  raise  it  with  little  difficulty  under  the  new  ftystem.  This 
was  our  plan : 

1st.  The  Rector  preached  a  sermon,  strong  ami  decided,  upon  tlie/r««  ckurek  tjfdem. 

2d.  lie  called  a  meeting  of  the  veatry  to  consider  the  expediency  of  declaring  the 
church  fVee.  having  previously  conversed  with  aome  of  the  leading  members,  and 
enlisted  their  sympathies. 

Hd.  This  meeting  declared  in  favor  of  the  ft-ee  system,  and  publisheii  a  circular  to 
the  congregation.  The  result.  At  once  nearly  twice  as  much  was  aubacribed  aa  we 
had  previously  realized  by  pew  rents.  Many  who  complained  of  the /rnVy  of  pewa,aab- 
scribed  freely  Diore  than  they  had  paid.  The  suceeKs  was  due  in  part,  because  it  wis 
not  talked  overiu  the  congrtgation  preriouely  to  being  acted  upon,**  This  church  was  made 
entirely  free  as  to  sittings,  and  the  Rector  says  of  this:  "  I  do  not  know  of  a  single 
instance  in  which  a  person's  preference  for  a  certain  pew  has  not  been  respected.  OM 
pew  holders  sit  when^  they  did  under  the  old  system.  Subscriptions  ran^e  fW>m  fifty 
cents  to  tivc  dollars;  mostly  tifty  cents  and  one  dollar  for  Sunday.  The  system  needs 
jpushing.  It  will  not  work  itself,  hence  so  many  failures.  To  succeed,  the  Rector  niitrt 
hilieve  in  the  rystem  as  right  in  principle;  he  must  teach  the  people  the  same.  The  vestiy 
must  be  a  unit  in  its  favor.  The  offertory  must  be  kept  in  its  true  position,  as  a  part  ff 
vorehip.  It  must  be  done  in  the  Church's  way.  The  word  **  collection  *'  must  never 
be  used;  it  gives  a  wrong  impression  of  the  true  i)lan  and  dignity  of  this  part  of  our 
worship. 

We  have  received  other  communications  equally  flattering  in  favor  of  the  envelope 
system.  One  of  these  is  fh>ra  the  officiating  minister  of  the  Free  Ohapel  of  tka  Bal^ 
Con\fort€r,  in  Railway,  New  Jersey.  Another  is  flom  St.  James',  Milwaukee,  when 
this  system  has  been  in  operation  ten  years,  and  under  which,  without  fairs  or  festivals, 
they  have  erected  one  of  the  most  beauti Ail  and  costly  churches  in  the  north-wesL  8L 
John*s,  Jacksonville,  Florida,  has  also  met  with  great  success,  both  in  the/rM-M«/  and 
offertory  system.  They  are  now  erecting  a  new  church,  the  estimated  cost  ol  the  aMf 
of  which  will  be  $25,000.  The  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  St.  Louis,  has  bees 
*"*  more  than  successftil  **  under  this  weekly  offertory  system.  St.  John's,  St.  Loiiis,ii 
a  lately  erected  church,  built  at  a  cost  of  |46,000,  still  holds  to  this  system  of  weekly 
offertory  adopted  three  years  ago,  as  the  best  by  which  to  meet  the  increased 
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Your  committee  had  hoped  to  secure  fVom  nearly  all  the  Free  Churches  in  this 
country  statistical  information  as  to  their  success  or.  othi^rwise,  and  as  to  the  method 
in  une.  both  a.<«  to  ofTerings  and  seats.  Several  promises  are  yet  to  be  fulfilled.  We 
have  a  jroodly  number  of  very  iuterevting  inHtanoes  of  hucce^s  under  the  tree  system 
dating  some  years  back,  and  b;ifore  the  war,  while  wo  have  others  of  very  late  date 
firom  various  parts  of  England.  Of  those  tirst  alluded  to,  we  tind  seven,  which, 
throwing  up  their  pew  rents  an  dadopting  the  voluntary  system  and  weekly  offertory, 
added  tifty  per  cent,  to  their  income  the  first  year.  And  we  find  this  to  be  the  ca«>'e 
not  only  in  parishes  where  there  is  considerable  wealth,  but  in  parishes  made  up  or 
persons  in  very  moderate  circumstances,  and  of  all  clashes  in  life.  The  same  cxpe> 
rience  we  gather  ft*om  abroad. 

From  a  list  of  more  than  forty  cliurcbe^,  seleeteil  from  a  large  number  in  various 
parts  of  Enghind,  (we  quote  trom  t<>e  Chufch  Etruld  of  March,  1872)  where  the  expert* 
ment  of  freein^r  a  once  pewed  church  Iihm  been  tried,  every  case  is  marked  with  finan- 
cial succei^s ;  and  churches,  be  it  remembered,  in  small  country  villages  as  well  as  in 
densely  populated  cities  and  manufacturing  towns.  We  quote  a  few,  as  far  as  our 
limited  space  will  allow : 

St.  .lohn*8,  Buxton,  under  pew  rents,  £350  per  annum.  From  otfertory  when  the 
church  was  free  and  unappropriated,  £505;  next  year,  £708;  third  year,  £820.  Dews- 
bury  Parish  Church,  inert  ase  from  CJOO  pew  rents  to  £500  when  niatie  IVee.  Ealing, 
pew  rents.  £6;  free  offerings,  £30.  All-Souls',  Halifax, —  when  that  church  was 
about  being  consecrated,  a  scale  of  pew  rents  was  adopted  and  published,  the  income 
of  which  could  only  have  amounted  to  £60  per  annum,  if  every  ^cut  was  let  and  all 
rents  paid.  At  the  la^t  moment  it  was  resolved  to  make  the  church  fVee,  and  try  the 
offertory  for  one  year.  The  result  was  an  income  of  £436,  and  yet  the  pew  rents  hatl 
been  rated  at  the  very  highest  amount  which  it  was  supposed  the  congregation  could 
I«iy.  Birkley,  Suffolk,  under  pew  rents,  £21;  when  free,  first  year,  £102;  :<econd 
year,  exclusive  of  four  Sundays,  £92:  third  year,  £145;  fourth  year,  £164;  fifth  year, 
£197;  sixth  year,  £28J).  St.  Philip's, Clerkenwell,  (the  first  church  in  London  to  adopt 
the  free  system)  the  income  from  pews  amounted  to  almost  nothing.  During  the  year 
1871  the  offertory  produced  £411.  St.  Peter's,  Windmill  street,  London;  income  from 
pews,  £40.  When  free  it  arose  at  once  to  £200.  St.  Jude's,  Sheftield,  increased  from 
£»>  to  £252.    Taperly  Church  from  £C»  to  £189.     All-Saints'  from  £74  to  £273. 

Before  closing  the  list  your  committee  would  also  refer  to  the  well  known  cxjini- 
ple  of  the  Church  (ff  the  Holy  Communiott,  in  Stw  Forh  City,  which  is  not  a  ver\'  large 
church,  and  yet  through  the  weekly,  and,  we  believe,  unpledged  otfertory,  and  with 
entirely  fr^e  seats,  has  for  years  defrayed  all  the  expenses  of  public  worship,  with 
usually  two  or  more  priests  and  deacons,  wiih  a  double  daily  service,  and  contributes 
p<>rfaapM  more  than  any  congregation  of  its  size  to  ihe general  purposes  of  the  Church. 

Aa  a  rei>ult  of  the  investigations  made,  your  committee  have  come  then  to  this  ron- 
cluaioQ,  and  which  they  would  respectfully  submit  and  recommend :  That  the  best 
method  to  secure  success  in  free  churches  is,— 

Fir$tj  That  some  system  of  voluntary  weekly  ofierings,  through  envelopes  or 
otherwise,  should  be  adopted. 

S^cvf^ly^  That  these  offerings  should  be  made  a  part  of  the  Public  W(/rghip. 

Thirdly  f  That  the  system  should  be  carefully  worked  out  in  all  its  details,  and  that 
from  time  to  time  the  congregation  should  be  infonued  as  to  its  success. 

Fourthly.  That  instead  of  the  allotment  of  pews,  that  the  church  be  divided  up 
into  »iUing$n  and  that  these  be  appointed  to  families  or  individuals  ac<;ording  to  their 
Dumbers,  ao  tliat  there  be  no  waste  room. 

FifUdy,  In  order  to  incorporate  another  element  of  success,  that  con>;regutionul 
ringing  be  introduced.  That  a  gooil  and  hearty  choir  be  the  leader.  That  very  tew 
new  tunes  or  chants  be  adopted:  and  these  widely  apart,  and  such  as  both  the  con- 
gregation and  .Sunday  School  will  at  once  Tke  and  thoroughly  learn. 
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We  believe  that  experieDce  h&a  taught,  that  the  ai>ove  suggestions,  if  heartily  car- 
ried out ,  will  make  free  churches  successAil,  both  spiritually  and  financially.    We 
believe  it  will  be  found  that  The  Spirit  of  thk  Lord  is  upon  thbm— 
Because  (1)  they  **  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor.** 
Because  1*2)  they  arc  not  **■  partial  among  themselves.** — Jasi.  xi.  2. 
Because  (H)  they  '*  make  not  our  Father*s  houHe  an  house  of  merchandise.*  * 
Because  (4)  *'  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  they  lay  by  in  store  for  God  as  God 
hath  pronpered  them.*' 

Because  (.*>)  they  *'brin^  an  ottering  and  come  into  His  courtn.** 
Because  (0)  they  c4ire  for  the  stranger,  the  widow,  and  the  fatherless. 
Because  (7)  they  would  bring  the  high  and  low,  the  rich  and  the  poor — would 
bring  men  ft'om  the  highways  and  the  hedges  to  their  Father's  bouse  of  prayer  and 
feast  of  love. 

Because  (8)  it  is  their  c^U  and  invitation  to  all  without,  *<  Ilo,  every  one  that 
thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters.  And  he  that  hath  no  money,  come  ye,  buy  and  eat 
Yea,  buy  wine  and  milk  without  money  and  without  price.  The  Spirit  and  the  Bride 
say  come,  and  whosoever  will  let  him  take  of  the  water  of  life  freely.*'

Again  are  we,  by  the  mercy  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  permitted  to  meet  on  this  our 
third  anniversary,  and  render  an  account  of  our  stewardship  for  the  past  year.  Labor- 
ing under  many  difficulties  and  disadvantages,  we  are  also  gratefUl  for  many  mercieii. 

The  Sunday  School  Missionary  Host  of  Missouri  is  now  an  established  institution. 
Two  years  of  severe  trial  have  only  resulted  in  its  settlement  on  a  firm  basis,  and  itn 
mission  will  only  end,  we  trust,  when  the  Church  ceases  to  exist. 

The  popularity  of  the  ^^Host"  increases  us  those  connected  with  the  Sunday 
Schools  know  more  about  it.  The  interest  increases  as  its  aims  and  objects  are  better 
understood;  and  it  is  extending  \i%  influence  in  the  direction  originally  intended— 
that  is,  in  those  sections  of  the  StMe  remote  from  this  city. 

Many  are  with  us  heart  and  soul,  and  pecuniary  difilculties  only  prevent  more 
material  aid  ;  and  we  arc  convinced  that  in  course  of  time  we  shall  embrace  in  our 
organization  a  m2\iority  of  the  attendants  of  our  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Diocese.  This 
assertion  is  based  upon  actual  correspondence. 

The  Exfcutirt  CommiiUe  have  not  beecn  idle  during  the  past  year.  Regular  meet- 
ings have  been  held,  and  we  are  happy  to  report  that  the  same  spirit  of  brotherly 
love  continues  to  <'xi>t;  and  wc  are  beginning  to  accomplish  another  aim  of  the  Host 
— that  is,  in  bringing  together  representatives  of  the  different  schools  of  our  Church 
for  mutual  coufercnt^e  and  consultation  on  subjects  connected  with  the  schools. 

The  ikcretary  has  earnestly  endeavored  to  obtain  reports  in  regard  to  attendance, 
wants,  sugge^tions.  and  other  matters  of  interest  to  the  Sunday  School  as  well  as  to 
the  Church  at  large,  and  has  succeeded  in  regard  to  the  following  twenty-eight  schools: 
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Christ  Church,  St.  John's.  Trinity,  (irace,  Holy  Communion,  Mount  Calvary  and 
at.  George's;  St.  Peter's,  Advent,  St.  PauPs,  and  Good  Shepherd  Misnions;  Holy  Inno- 
centK*  of  St.  Louis  County,  Emmanuel  of  Laclede,  St.  Paul's  of  Caroiidelet,  Grace  ot 
Kirkwood,  St.  John's  of  Weston,  Trinity  of  Hannibal,  .Ml-SaintK'  of  Nevada,  St. 
Luke's  of  Kansas  City,  8t.  PhuPk  of  Mexico,  Christ  Church  of  A\  arrensburg,  Christ 
Church  of  St.  Joseph,  St  Paul's  of  Irontoo,  Trinity  of  St.  Charlc,  .St.  Mary's  of 
Fayette,  Christ  Church  of  Springfield,  Christ  Church  of  Lexington,  :ind  Christ  Church 
of  Boonville. 

Showing  a  total  attendance  of  8,124,  and  average  attendance  of  'l/IiHi ;  and  upon  a 
•comparison  of  twenty  of  the  above  schools  with  last  year  we  tind  an  increase  of  officers 
and  teachers  of  twenty-seven,  and  of  scholars  891.  The  financial  ditticulties  involved 
Id  the  erection  of  cew  church  buildings  retard  the  Sunday  Schools,  at  least  outside  of 
this  city:  and,  as  a  necessar}*  cons^equence,  many  are  in  need  of  books,  papers,  &c., 
and  their  own  needs  prevent  them  Hrom  taking  a  more  active  part  with  the  Host. 

Our  Membership  now  numbers  760,  an  increa^ie  of  120  over  last  year's  report. 

What  we  have  accomplished  since  our  organization  may  be  summed  up  as  follows : 

We  have  succeeded  iu  bringing  together  the  superintendents  and  teachers  of  the 
schools  for  consultation  in  regard  to  the  matters  of  Importance  to  the  Sunday  School 
interest. 

We  have  collected  through  the  means  of  the  Host  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Church  about  $900. 

And  we  have  the  assurance  of  our  Bishop  in  stating  that  we  will  soon  have  a  Mis- 
sionary in  the  field  entirely  supported  by  the  Missionary  Host. 

And,  lastly,  we  have  now  an  organized  band  of  active  members,  workijig  for  one 
purpoi»e  and  with  one  heart ;  and  we  succeed  in  bringing  together  at  our  Jubilee  the 
Sunday  School  attendants  of  this  city,  whose  presen<:e  alone  is  sufficient  evidence  of 
the  interest  that  is  manifested  in  the  Ho>t.

of  Missouri,  having  associated  for  the  pui-poMe  of  worshiping  Almighty  Goi>  accord-

the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  have  formed  a  con- 

f^regation  at » in  this  Diocese;  they,  therefore,  declare  the  following  to  be 

their  Articles  of  Astiociatiou,  viz. : 

Akticle  1.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  **  The  Rector,  Church  War- 
den-«  and  Vcstryunm  of ." 

Art.  2.  This  Parish  acknowledges  itself  to  be  a  member  of,  and  to  belong  to,  the 
Protestant  Ei»is(*opal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America;  and,  as  such,  it  arrcdeK 
to,  recogiiize>  and  atlopts  the  canons,  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Clurch^ 
and  acknowl('<iges  it«  authority  accordingly.  Any  member  who  shall  disclaim  or  rcAise. 
conformity  to  -^aid  au:liority  >*hal]  not  be  elected,  or  vote  hi  the  election  of,  Vej^tij  men. 
Rector  or  MiniMter,  or  exercise  any  offli-e  or  function  in.  t-oncerning,  or  connected  with 
the  said  Pari>h  or  AMOciation. 

Art.  a.  ProTision  for  the  compensation  of  the  Rector  and  the  expeni<es  of  the  Maid 
Association  shall  be  made  by  the -Vestry  in  such  way  as  they  may  deem  advisable  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Church. 

Art.  4.  The  Vestry  of  this  Parish  shall  consLst  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
thirteen  persons,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  others  be  chosen;  and  the  annual 
election  of  such  Vestry  shall  be  held  on  Easter  Monday  of  each  year.  The  electora 
shall  consist  ot  the  communicants  of  Aill  age  who  have  been  communicants  for  not  less 
than  six  months  prior  to  the  time  of  the  election,  and  such  other  persons  of  Aill  age  as 
may  have  regularly  contributed  to  the  support  of  the  Parish  for  the  i^ix  months  next 
preceding  such  election,  according  to  such  rules  as  the  Parish  may  have  adopted.  The 
right  of  challenge  shall  be  admitted;  the  Secretary  of  the  Parish  meeting  shall  make 
record  of  such  challenge  and  cause;  and  reference  may  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final. 

Art.  T).  The  Rector  of  this  Church  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  at  a  meeting  duly  convened. 

Art.  6.  No  person  shall  be  Rector  or  Minister  of  this  Church,  or  allowed  to  exe- 
cute any  of  the  Ainctions  of  the  same,  unless  he  shall  have  had  Episcopal  ordination, 
and  be  in  full  standing  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  recognized  as  a  Minister  in  good  standing,  of  the  said  Church,  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Dioeeve,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  choose  their  own  officers,  till  vacancies  in 
|heir  own  body,  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  usually  appertaining  to  their  body. 
They  shall  choose  one  of  their  own  number  to  be  Church  Warden,  and  the  Rector  (for 
the  time  being)  may  appoint  another  of  the  said  Vestry  to  be  the  other  Church  War- 
den, and  the  Warden  appointed  by  the  Reetor  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Ves-

ARTICLE   I. 

This  Church  acknowledges  the  authority  of  the  General  Convention  of 
the  Prote<3tant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  Amtsrica. 

ARTICLE   II. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Missouri  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  May  in  each  year,  in  such 
place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention.  In  the  event  of  the  preva- 
lence of  any  epidemic  disease,  or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  occurring  after 
the  designation  of  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
Biahop  (or,  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  Standing  Committee)  may  appoint  another  place  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Bishop  Rhall  have  power  to  call  special  Conventions  when  he  may 
deem  it  important  for  the  good  of  the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that 
purpose  by  the  Standing  Committee  hereinafter  provided  for;  or,  in  the 
ease  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so  if  applied  to  for  the 
purpose  by  a  majority  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  tlie  Convention. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

Any  parish  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in  the 
Oonvention,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved,  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  each  order,  when  the  same  shall  be  deemed  conducive  to 
the  interests  of  the  Church. 
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ARTICLE   V. 

Section  1.  The  Conveutioii  Bhall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop,  Assistant 
Bishop,  and  of  the  officiating  Ministers,  being  regularly  admitted  and 
settled  in  some  church  within  this  Diocese  which  is  in  anion  with  tliii 
Convention ;  and  of  lay  members,  consisting  of  one  or  more  Delegates,  not 
exceeding  four,  from  eacli  church. 

Se<'.  2.  Clergymen  who  shall  have  been  employed  as  Missionaries  of 
the  Church  within  this  Diocese  for  six  months  preceding  a  Conventioo, 
and  clergymen  engaged  as  Professors  and  instructors  of  youth  in  any  col- 
lege, academy,  or  general  seminary  of  learning,  duly  incorporated,  and 
under  the  control  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  may  be  members  of 
the  Convention. 

Skc.  3.    The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  when  one  is  in  • 
legal  existence ;  when  the  Vestry  is  from  vacancy  or  otherwise  incompetent 
to  act,  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  congregation. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Divine  Service,  including  tbs 
Holy  Communion ;  and  the  preacher  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or, 
in  cane  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

AKTICLB  VII. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be,  ex  officio,  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Convention  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee ;  after  which  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  President 
fVom  among  the  clergy. 

AUTICLK   VIII. 

In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the  clergy  and 
laity  shall  deliberate  and  vote  in  one  body;  but  if,  in  any  case,  it  be  re- 
quired by  five  votes,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  the  Lay  Dele- 
gates of  each  Parish  casting  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  both  orders  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision.  In  the  case  of  electing  a  Bishop,  the 
two  orders  shall  always  vote  separately,  agreeably  to  the  mode  as  pr»- 
«cribed. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Con- 
vention, and  until  a  successor  be  appointed.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  min- 
utes of  their  proceedings,  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records,  to  attest 
the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his 
successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Convention 
which  may  be  in  his  possession.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  give  doe 
notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  succeeding  or  of  any  Special  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

The  Bishop,  if  he  be  present,  and  at  least  ten  clergymeu,  and  the  lay 
delegates  fh>m  ten  parisheb,  shall  be  necessary  as  a  quonim  for  the  tran- 
saction of  basiness:  Provided f  however,  that  a  less  namber  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

There  shall  be  choseir,  by  concurrent  ballot  of  the  two  orders,  at  each 
Annual  Convention,  a  committee,  consisting  of  three  presbyters  and  three 
laymen,  which  shall  be  called  the  Standing  Committee;  three  of  whom, 
two  being  clergymen,  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  and  they  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  number. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  a  stated  Annua] 
Convention,  or  in  a  Convention  called  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and 
stated  by  them  to  be  for  that  purpose,  and  not  to  meet  before  the  expira- 
tion of  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  their  resolution  to  call  said  Convention ; 
which  resolution  shall,  on  the  day  following  its  passage,  be  communicated 
by  them  to  every  clergyman  and  parish  in  the  Diocese  by  letter,  by  mail, 
and  published  in  three  or  more  public  papers.  In  the  choice  of  a  Bishop, 
no  person  shall  be  elected  until  he  shall  have  received  the  votes  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  clergy  and  of  the  panshes  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  mode  of  altering  the  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows :  A  proposi- 
tion for  an  amendment  shall  be  introduced  in  writing,  and  considered  in 
the  Convention,  and,  if  approved  of,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  stated  Con- 
vention ;  and  if  again  approved  of  in  the  next  ensuing  Convention  by  a 
majority  of  the  two  orders  voting  thereon  separately  and  concurring,  the 
change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and 
obligatory.

CANON   I. 

Of  a  List  of  the  Clergy, 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention 
of  tliis  Diocese,  the  Biehop  (or,  in  his  absence,  the  Standing  Committee) 
shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  Ministers  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  annexing  the  name  of  their  respective  cares,  parishes,  or  BtatioDS, 
or  of  the  institutions  of  learning,  duly  incorporated,  in  which  they  are  en- 
gaged— and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  missions,  or 
institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only — specify- 
ing, at  the  same  time,  who,  of  any  class,  are  deacons ;  but  no  clergyman 
while  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And 
such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  have 
been  called  to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  membepe  called  there- 
from; and  those  entitled  by  the  fifth  article  of  the  Constitution  ehall 
thereupon  take  their  seats.  The  same  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal  and 
form  a  part  thereof. 

CANON   II. 

Of  Members  of  the  Convention, 

Section  1.  The  evidence  of  the  regular  admission  of  a  clergyman  inte 
the  Diocese,  and  the  evidence  of  settlement  in  a  parish  thereof,  shall  con- 
sist in  proof  satisfactoiy  to  the  Convention  of  a  compliance  with  the  Can- 
ons of  this  Diocese,  and  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  in  that 
behalf  for  the  time  being.  In  all  cases  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat,  the 
evidence  of  employment  as  a  Missionar>%  and  of  the  connection  of  a  clergy- 
man with  a  seminary  of  learning  duly  incoi'porated,  and  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  shall  consist  in  the  certificate  of 
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the  Bishop ;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  of  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee.  The  evidence  of  the  seat  of  a  Delegate  from  an 
organized  Mission  shall  be  a  certificate  of  the  Missionary  of  the  station, 
Approved  by  the  IMshop.  When  the  right  of  any  clergyman  to  a  seat  in 
this  Convention  is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention  itself, 
whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  omitted. 

Sec.  2.  (1)  The  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates  lo  the  Convention,  if 
they  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry,  shall  be  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  such 
Vestry.  If  they  be  chosen  by  the  congregation,  the  electors  must  have  the 
same  qualifications,  and  the  election  shall  be  conducted  in  like  manner  as 
prescribed  by  Canon  for  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

(2)  The  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  shall  consist  in 
a  written  certificate  of  the  Rector  of  the  parish  of  which  he  is  a  repre- 
aentative,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  or  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry  of 
such  parish ;  and  no  Lay  Delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  Con- 
vention unless  he  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Vestrymen  of  the  parish  which  he 
is  appointed  to  represent;  and  no  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  as  a  Lay  Delegate  to  this  Convention. 

(d)  Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  clergy  and  laity  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interests  of  the 
Cbnfch,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  them. 

(4)  And  whereas  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  considerable  distance 
to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  different  parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  their  clerg}-  in 
attending  the  Convention. 

(5)  No  member  of  this  Convention  shall  leave  the  same  during  its  ses- 
sion without  having  applied  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence. 

Sec.  8.  All  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  and 
ahall  continue  in  office  until  others  shall  be  chosen :  Provided,  that,  by 
common  consent,  elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with.  Whenever 
an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  votes  in  each  order  shall  be  necessary. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  7}reasurei\ 

Section  1.  At  every  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  chosen  a  Treas- 
urer of  the  Convention.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all 
moneys  collected  under  the  authoiity  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the 
collection  and  diatribntion  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  be 
snbject  to  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee  in  relation  to  the  mode 
and  place  of  depositing  the  funds  received  by  him,  and  the  manner  of  pay- 
log  them  out ;  and  his  accounts  and  books  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to 
the  inspection  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  any  member  thereof.  Be- 
fore entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  in  such  penalty  and  with  such  security  as  they  chall  direct, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the  delivery 
over  to  his  successor  of  all  funds,  securities,  books  and  papers  pertaining 
to  bis  office. 

Sec.  2.    His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and 
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f^hall  be  examined  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the  porpose,  who  shall  r^ 
port  upon  the  8ame  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  «S.  Ill  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  sap* 
plied  )>y  an  appointment,  to  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
])ioce^e,  and  the  person  so  appointed  hliall  continue  to  act  until  an  appoint- 
ment iR  made  by  the  Convention.  Tlie  Treasurer  may  be  removed  at  any 
time  from  his  office,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  for  any  neglect  or  mii- 
condnct,  of  which  they  shall  be  judges. 

CANON   IV. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1 .  In  addition  to  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  prescribed  In  the 
eighth  article  of  the  Constitution,  he  shall  transmit,  annually,  to  each  of 
the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Houpe  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  in  ths 
General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocet'an  Convention, 
a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention ;  and  shall  request  the  last  to 
send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also  tran^ 
mit  a  copy  to  each  clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  each  Lay  Deputy 
attending  the  Convention;  and  forward  by  mail,  unless  otherwise  directed, 
ten  copies  to  each  parish  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  lie  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in  addition 
to  the  documents  called  for  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  a 
certificate,  to  be  signed  by  himself,  containing  a  list  of  clergymen  in  this 
Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  (distinguish- 
ing them)  to  the  (general  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  the  nomina- 
tion of  Trustees  of  that  Seminary;  and  also  a  like  ceiiificato  of  the 
appointment  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incuri*cd  by  a  compliance  with  the  sections  of 
this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Immediately  upon  the  close  of  each  Convention,  the  Secretary 
is  to  transmit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  a  certified  copy  of  all 
the  action  of  the  Convention  bearing  upon  the  duties  of  said  Treasurer. 

Sec,  5.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  the  duty  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

CANON    v. 

Of  Assessments. 

Section  1.  At  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  a  committee 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  upon  the  several  parishes 
in  the  Diocese  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  to- 
gether with  a  sum  sufficient  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Con* 
vention  and  Diocese,  which  amount  shall  be  collected  by  the  Vestries 
of  the  parishes,  and  paid  quarterly,  in  advance,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  A  reduction  of  the  annual  assessment  shall  be  allowed  in  abate-^ 
ment  of  such  assessment  to  all  parishes  contributing  to  the  Permanent 
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Fand ;  and  each  redaction  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  interest  at  eight  per  cent. 
per  annum  on  the  aggregate  of  such  amonnts  as  shall  be  contributed  by 
each  paHsh  from  year  to  year  to  this  ftind.  Said  allowance  to  be  made  by 
the  Committee  on  Assessments  at  the  beginning  of  each  Conyentiou  year, 
predicated  apon  the  contribations  up  to  the  time  of  such  assessment. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  regularly  charge  the  said  assessment  upon 
his  books  against  each  Vestry,  crediting  the  same  with  payment  when 
made,  and  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  the  state  of  his  accounts 
witli  each  parish,  which  report  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  Election  of  Vestries  and  tkeir  Duties. 

Section  1.  On  Monday  in  Easter  week  in  every  year,  after  due  notice 
publicly  given  on  an  occasion  of  Divine  worship,  the  parishioners  of  each 
parish  shall  assemble  in  annual  meeting  to  elect  a  Vestry,  and  transact 
each  other  business  as  shall  be  brought  before  them.  At  such  meetiug  the 
Rector  or  Minister  in  charge,  if  he  be  present,  shall  preside,  and  the  polls 
shall  be  kept  open  for  the  space  of  two  hours.  The  right  of  challenge  shall 
be  admitted ;  the  Secretary  of  the  Parish  meeting  shall  make  record  of  such 
challenge  and  cause ;  and  reference  may  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final.  The  Vestry  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  thirteen  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  electors  shall  consist  of  the  communicants,  of  full  age,  who 
have  been  such  for  not  less  than  six  months  prior  to  the  time  of  the  elec 
Cion,  and  such  other  persons  of  ftkW  age  as  may  have  contributed  to  the 
support  of  the  parish  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  such  election, 
according  to  such  rules  as  the  parish  may  have  adopted. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Hector,  or  Minister  in  charge,  or, 
in  case  of  his  absence,  of  the  Secretary  of  the  parish  meeting,  to  call  the 
Vestry  together  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  at  which  meeting,  as 
at  all  other  meetings  of  the  Vestry,  the  Rector,  or  Minister  in  charge,  sliall 
preside. 

Sec.  4.  From  their  number  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  may  ap- 
point a  Senior  Warden,  and  the  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Junior  Warden,  both 
of  whom  shall  be  communicants,  one  of  whom  shall  preside  in  the  absence 
of  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge;  but  should  the  Rector,  or  Minister 
in  charge,  desire  at  any  time  to  commit  the  appointment  of  the  Senior 
Warden  to  the  Vestry,  he  may  do  so,  and  the  Vestry  shall  then  elect  one. 
They  shall  also  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  f^hall  be  to  take  minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Vestr>',  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be 
legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor 
mil  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Church,  which  may  be 
in  bis  possession. 

Sec.  5.  The  Vestry  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  shall 
be  appointed. 

Sbc.  6.  The  duties  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the  property 
of  the  parish ;  attend  to  and  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns ;  to  provide 
for  the  support  of  the  Rector,  and,  in  case  of  his  death,  resignation,  or 
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removal,  with  the  advice  and  coiiRent  of  the  Bishop,  to  supply  his  place  u 
600I1  as  possible ;  and  in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister,  in  what- 
ever is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel;  it  btlng 
understood  always  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  church  are  under  the 
exclusive  direction  of  the  Minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastictl 
authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON   VII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 

Skction  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  regular  annual  meeting  next 
-preceding  a  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  elect,  by  concurrent 
ballot  of  the  clerical  and  lay  members,  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen, 
to  act  as  Deputies  fh>m  this  Diocese  in  the  Greneral  Convention.  It  shall 
also,  in  like  manner,  elect  four  clerg>'men  and  four  laymen  as  Provisioni) 
Deputies,  who  shall  act  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  regular  Deputies. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect  to  signify  to  the 
Bishop,  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conventiou, 
their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  discharge  its 
duties ;  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop  shall  designate  from  the  list  of 
Provisional  Deputies  so  many  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure,  as  farms  prac- 
ticable, a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese.  And  in  case  the  representt- 
tion  should  still  not  be  ftill,  tlie  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Bishop, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

TANON   VIII. 

Of  the  Standing  Cofnmittee. 

Section  1.  In  case  of  a  varancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and 
duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop,  in  matters  of  discipline,  shall  be  per- 
formed by  the  Standing  Committee,  except  those  cases  where  such  powers 
and  duties  are,  or  may  be,  especially  delegated  to,  or  enjoined  upon,  the 
clericnl  members  of  said  committee;  in  which  cases  such  powers  and  duties 
shall  be  exercised  bv  said  clerical  members  alone:  Provided,  that  no  sen- 
tence  shall  be  pronounced  upon  a  clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  '2.  At  their  first  meeting,  they  shall  appoint  one  of  the  presbyters 
of  their  body  to  be  their  president,  and  another  of  their  number  to  be  their 
secretary,  whose  duly  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  proceed- 
ings and  business  ot  the  Standing  Committee;  to  preserve  them  carefully 
recorded  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the 
originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee; 
to  attest  their  public  acts;  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  they  require; 
and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books,  papers  and 
letters  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may  have 
been  entrusted  to  him. 

The  Standing  Committee  may  make  such  regulations  for  the  promotion 
of  business  as  they  may  think  proper,  provided  such  regulations  be  not  at 
variance  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church. 

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  all  pa- 
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pen  and  letters  in  their  hands  relating  to  the  concerns  of  the  Church,  shall 
always  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  the 
Convention. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  num- 
ber, and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  do  so  as  soon  as  practicable  after  a  vacancy 
shall  occur. 

Sec.  3.  In  addition  to  the  usual  duties  of  the  Standing  Committee,  they 
shall  have  power  to  make  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  for  all  moneys  appro- 
priated by  the  Convention,  and  these  drafts  shall  always  be  signed  by  the 
president  or  secretary  of  the  committee. 

CANON    IX. 

Of  Vacant  Parishes, 

Section  1.  Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  who 
can  with  the  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty  to  supply  such  vacant 
parishes  as  have  been  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed 
convenient  and  proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  parishes  thus 
supplied  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incident  to  such  occasional  services. 

Sec.  3.  No  clerg\  man  shall  take  charge  of  any  parish  in  this  Diocese, 
or  be  a  Minister  or  Assistant  Minister  in  any  parish,  without  having  first 
obtained  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop, 
of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON   X. 

Of  Parish  Register's  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register,  requii*ed  by  the  Canon  of  tlie  Grenei*al 
Convention,  shall  specify  the  name  and  time  of  the  birth  of  the  child  bap- 
tized, with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors ;  the  name  of  the  adult 
baptized ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and  the  place  where  the  mar- 
riage was  solemnized ;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried ;  and  also  the  time 
when  each  rite  was  performed.  These  registries  shall  be  kept  by  the  Min- 
ister in  a  book,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  belong ng  to  the  Yestiy 
of  each  parish;  which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be 
preserved  by  the  Vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  parish.  The  list  of 
oommunicants  shall  embrace  all  within  his  cure,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascer- 
taiiied ;  and,  in  his  annual  parochial  report,  he  shall  distinguish  the  addi* 
tioDS,  removals,  and  deaths,  since  the  last  report.  He  shall  also  keep  a  list 
of  the  families  and  adult  persons  in  his  cure,  so  far  as  practicable,  and  also 
an  accurate  list  of  persons  confirmed  from  time  to  lime  by  the  Bishop.  . 

Skc.  2.  In  every  case  where  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  the 
register  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  the  Wardens,  or  by 
eome  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose. 

Sbc.  8.  Whenever  a  clergyman  shall  perfoim  any  service  in  a  parish  of 
which  he  has  not  charge,  the  records  required  by  the  Canons  of  tfie  Gene- 
ral Conveution  shall  be  made  in  the  register  of  that  parish ;  but  if  the  acts 
performed  be  beyond  the  limits  of  any  parish  where  there  is  a  book  of  rcc- 
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ordsy  theu  they  shall  be  recorded  in  the  re^^ster  of  the  parish  of  which  he 
lias  cliarge,  and  the  record  shall  state  where  the  acts  were  performed:  and 
if  the  acts  be  performed  by  a  Minister  who  has  no  regular  cure,  and  beyond 
the  limits  of  any  parish,  then,  in  addition  to  the  private  registry  required 
by  the  General  Convention,  he  shall  report  all  ministerial  acts  so  per- 
formed, in  writing,  to  this  Convention,  which  report  shall  be  a  complete 
cop\'  of  the  record,  and  contain  the  name  of  the  place  where  each  act  was 
performed ;  and  it  shall  be  the  dnty  of  the  Secretar>'  of  this  Convention  to 
copy  the  same  into  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Parishes  into  Union  toith  the  Dio- 
cese, and  of  Parochial  Limits  in  Cities  and  Towns, 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  number  of  persons  not  less  than  ten,  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  or  more,  and  attached  to  the  doctrines  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  residing  in  any  city  or  town  of 
tills  Diocese  wherein  a  parish  or  parishes  have  already  been  organized,  shall 
desire  to  organize  a  new  parish  in  said  city  or  town,  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  make  a  written  application  to  the  Bishop  for  permission  to  organize, 
wlio,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese, shall  have  power  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners. 

Skc.  2.  The  limits  within  which  such  new  organization  shall  be  effected, 
and  have  power  to  acquiit*  ground  on  which  to  erect  a  church  or  chapel, 
by  purchase,  lease,  or  gift,  shall  be  not  less  than  five  hundred  yards  in  a 
direct  line  from  the  place  of  worship  of  any  other  parish,  or  land  acquired 
for  such  ])urposo :  Provided,  no  such  prohibition  be  interposed  unless  a 
satisfactory  certiticate  be  lodged  with  the  Bishop,  that  the  parish  will  pro- 
ceed within  two  years  to  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building. 

Sec.  r».  To  organize  a  new  parish  in  this  Diocese,  at  least  ten  individu- 
als of  lull  age  shall  sign  canonical  articles  of  association  (as  adopted  by  tlie 
(/Onvention),  and  give  notice  of  the  intention  to  organize  on  two  occasions 
of  public  worship,  at  least  one  week  apart  and  within  one  month  before 
the  time  of  organization ;  that  a  majority  of  said  ten  individuals  shall  be 
]>rescnt  to  unite  in  such  organization,  and,  immediately  after  Divine  Ser- 
vice held  within  the  month  aforesaid,  proceed  to  a  public  election  of  two 
Wardens,  who  shall  be  communicants,  and  at  least  three  Vestrymen;  they 
may  also  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  legal  articles  of  association,  sign 
the  same,  present  them  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county,  and  procnre 
from  said  court  a  certificate  of  incorporation. 

Skc.  4.  To  enable  a  parish  or  congregation  to  be  received  into  union 
with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry  sub- 
mit to  the  Convention  canonical  and  legal  articles  of  association,  together 
with  a  co])y  of  their  certificate  of  incorporation ;  and  also  a  certificate  firom 
the  Bishop  (or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate. 
f\*om  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee)  that  notice  has  been  given 
him  (or  them)  of  the  organization  having  taken  place,  and  of  his  (or  their) 
approval  of  the  same;  also  their  written  application  for  admission  into 
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anion  with  the  Convention,  showing  that  the  requii'cments  of  this  Canon 
haye  been  fnlly  complied  with. 

Sbc.  5.  Mission  stations  may  be  organized  and  received  into  union  with 
this  Convention,  and  allowed  a  representation  therein,  when  snch  Mission 
stations  are  reported  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  at  the  opening  of  the 
Oonvention,  as  in  good  standing ;  the  Delegate  shall  be  the  Warden  of  the 
Mission,  appointed  by  the  Missionary  and  approved  by  the  Bishop :  he  shall 
have  a  seat  but  no  vote. 

Sec.  6.  The  Articles  of  Association,  as  authorized  by  the  Convention, 
«hall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a  Canon  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  Forfeiture  of  Eepresentation  of  ParUhes  in  Convention, 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  parish  in  union  with  this  Convention  shall 
neglect  for  two  years  in  succession  to  meet  the  assessments  made  upon  it 
by  the  Convention,  such  refusal  not  having  been  excused,  or  to  make  a 
parochial  report,  no  missionary  report  being  made  on  its  behalf;  or  shall 
not  during  the  same  period  have  been  under  the  care  of  a  parish  Minister, 
nor  requested  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  to  have  the  services  of  a  Mis- 
sionary, such  parishshall  no  longer  have  a  right  to  representation  in  Con- 
vention. The  Bishop  shall  report  such  pansh  to  the  Convention  in  his 
Annual  address. 

Sec.  2.  Such  parish,  however,  may  be  readmitted  upon  application  to 
the  Convention,  accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and  on  such 
terms  as  may  appear  just;  such  readmission  to  take  effect  from  and  after 
the  rising  of  the  Convention  consenting  to  such  admission. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman,  not  being  a  Bishop, 

Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop  thereof, 
shall  become  '*  liable  to  presentment  and  trial '-  under  the  provisions  of 
any  Canon  of  the  Greneral  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proceed- 
ing in  this  Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz. : 

Section  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offenses  of  which  the  accused 
is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  cir- 
cnmstances. 

Sec.  2«  *If  three  clerg}'men,  or  three  lay  communicants  of  full  age,  in 
either  case  in  good  standing,  shall  allege,  in  writing,  to  the  Bishop,  with 
sufficient  particularity,  that  any  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  is  guilty  of  any 
offense  which  renders  him  liable  to  trial  under  the  Canons  of  the  Church 
or  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  five  persons,  of  whom  at  least 
three  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
make  such  examination;  and  if  there  is,  in  their  opinion,  sufficient  ground 
for  presentment,  they  shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  from  public  rumor,  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  have 
reason  to  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under  imputation  of  having  been 
^polity  of  any  offense  or  misconduct  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and 
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that  the  interest  of  the  Church  requires  au  investigation,  it  sliall  be  his  daty 
to  appoint  five  persons,  of  whom  three  shall  be  Presbyters  and  two  lay 
communicants,  to  examine  the  case,  a  majority  of  whom  may  make  KQch 
investigation ;  and  if  there  is,  in  their  opinion,  sufficient  ground  for  pre- 
sentment, shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  A  pi*eBontment  being  made  the  Bishop,  if  the  facta  chai^ged  shall 
not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  offense,  may  dismiss  it;  or 
if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not,  constitute 
an  olTeusc,  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  pe^ 
mit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall  l>e  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused;  and  shall  ako 
nominate  twelve  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  '*  who  shall  not  be  near  ot  kin 
to  cither  presenter  or  the  accused,  and  no  person  shall  serve  on  said  Coart 
who  shall  liavo  formed  or  expressed  an  opinion  as  to  the  guilt  or  innocence 
of  the  accused,-'  and  cauFc  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused, 
who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  he  shall  not  give  sncb 
notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop  shall  select 
five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the 
accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct, 
and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  fh>m  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place 
(but  always  within  this  Diocese)  as  they  shall  think  necessary.  *^  And  in 
case  of  failure  to  attend,  or  any  disability  or  other  cause,  said  Court  shall 
fall  below  the  number  of  ihree.  the  Bishop  shall  summon  other  Presbyters 
to  fill  up  the  vacancies,  who  shall  have  the  like  qualifications  as  above  set 
out." 

Sec.  6.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meeting 
fi.hall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  or  presentment,  and  also  on  one  ot  the 
persons  making  the  presentment. 

Skc.  6.  The  Bishop  may,  if  he  deem  it  proper,  prohibit  the  accused 
from  the  exercise  of  the  ministry  during  the  period  between  the  entertaining 
the  presentment  and  the  ac<]uittal  certified  or  the  sentence  pronounced  by 
him  after  judgment  of  the  Court  upon  the  trial ;  but  such  prohibition  shall 
not,  during  Uic  time  of  its  continuance,  affect  the  rectorial  relations  of  the 
accused  if  he  be  settled  in  a  parish,  except  in  acts  ministerial  and  pastoral. 

Sec.  7.  The  Court  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  one  of  its  mem- 
bers as  President,  and  the  appointment  of  a  clerk,  who  may  or  may  not  be 
a  member  of  said  Court,  who  shall  take  accurate  notes  of  all  testimony, 
and  make  careful  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  which  notes  and  record 
shall  be  authenticated  by  the  Court,  and  they  shall,  before  they  proceed  to 
the  trial  of  the  accused,  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  said  trial 
(ihall  be  conducted. 

Sec.  8.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court  of 
Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  then  those  who  do 
attend  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  and  if,  after  one  adjournment  or 
more,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  at- 
tend within  a  reasonable  time,  then  those  who  do  attend,  not  being  less 
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than  three,  shall  constitute  the  Court,  and  proceed  to  the  trial,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  9.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed  to 
pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the  appointment  of 
a  Court  for  his  trinl,  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  10.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall  not 
appear  before  the  Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Court 
may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they 
shall  see  fit  to  adj  >um  till  another  day. 

Sec.  11.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evi- 
dence as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law 
to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  the  party,  be  requested  to  admin- 
ister an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth, 
the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts  charged 
in  the  presentment.  If,  on  ordering  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess 
the  truth  of  the  charges,  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  may  dis- 
pense with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state- 
their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sec.  12.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it 
being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him  that  any  material  witness  can- 
not be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  commissary  to 
take  the  testimony  of  any  such  witness.  Such  commissary  may  be 
either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to 
the  other  at  least  six  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  tes- 
timony. And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witnesses,  and  the 
qaestions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  wit- 
ness, and  shall  be  certified  by  the  commissary,  and  endorsed  under  his 
•eal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evi* 
deuce.  A  witness  examined  before  such  commissary,  may  be  sworn  or 
affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  13.  The  Court  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall 
declare  in  a  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision 
on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also 
tftating  the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced;  and  a 
copy  of  such  decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accus- 
ed ;  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall 
appear  to  him  proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the 
sentence  recommended  by  the  Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final. 

Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused 
and  any  three  or  more  of  the  clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may,  in 
his  opinion,  he  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated  by  him,. 
which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may 
choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pro- 
nounced by  the  Bishop.     In  all  cases  of  suspension  of  any  clergyman,. 
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such  saspeneiou  is  anderstood  to  be  from  the  exercise  of  the  ftanctionsof 
the  mini8tr>%  and  be  for  a  limited  period,  or  antil  the  offender  gives  to  tiw 
Bishop  satisfactory  evidence  of  contrition  and  reformation,  or  it  may  in- 
clude both  these  conditions.  The  pronouncing  of  a  sentence  of  snspensioii 
or  of  admonition  for  moral  delinquency  against  any  clergyman  sliaU  ipm 
facto  sever  the  connection  between  the  clergyman  so  sentenced  and  lut 
parish.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  Justice  requires  it, 
may  gittnt  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Pret- 
byters  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted 
as  before  mentioned. 

Skc.  14.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  maybe 
issued  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  tliereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  facts  shall  be  proved  by  the 
afSdavit  of  such  person .  A  written  notice  or  pai>er  delivered  to  a  party, 
or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of 
such  notice  or  paper. 

Sec.  15.  The  defendant  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  counsel, 
who  shall  be  communicants;  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege, 
and  not  otiierwise,  those  who  present  shall  also  have  the  lilce  privilege. 

CANON    XIV. 

Lap  Discipline. 

Persons  in  connection  with  this  Church  by  baptism,  who  are  habitually 
neglectful  of  the  duty  of  public  worship  and  of  other  Christian  obligations, 
shall  be  kindly  admonished  by  the  Minister.  The  confirmed  who  have 
never  been  communicants,  shall  be  earnestly  urged  to  prepare  themselves 
for  that  bounden  duty  and  service  of  the  followers  of  Christ.  Communi- 
cants absenting  themselves  from  Divine  Service  or  from  the  Lord*s  Supper 
for  six  months,  without  reasonable  excuse,  shall  be  seriously  exhorted  to 
return  to  this  duty;  and  if  they  still  so  absent  themselves,  may.  after  one 
year,  be  suspended  or  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Appointments  under  the  Canons, 

Whenever  a  clergyman  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  discharge  any  duties 
growing  out  of  an  appointment  under  the  Canons,  without  assigning  to 
the  ccclc^^iastjcal  authority  sufficient  and  satisfactory  reasons  for  such  neg- 
lect, he  shall  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical  proceedings  or  censure. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  Special  Collections, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  every  congregation  in  this 
Diocese  to  make  the  following  collections  annually:  Ist.  For  the  increase 
of  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate;  2d.  For  the  in- 
crease of  the  Fund  for  the  i^lief  of  Clergymen  disabled  by  age  or  disease; 
3d.  For  the  Fund  for  support  of  Theological  Students  in  the  Diocese,  which 
shall  be  made  on  the  day  of  the  annual  Thanksgiving.    Quarterly  collec- 
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tlons  shall  be  made  by  all  the  congregations  of  the  Diocese  in  behalf  of 
Diocesan  Missions  which  do  not  contribute  through  the  Laymen's  Cooper- 
ating Missionary  Society;  —  and  it  is  recommended  that  such  quarterly 
oollections  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Board  in 
the  months  of  March,  June,  September,  and  December. 

CANON  xvu. 

Of  the  Fund  for  disabled  and  infimi  Clergymen, 

Section  1.  An  offertory  shall  be  made  annually  in  every  congregation 
in  this  Diocese,  to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  clergymen  disabled  by  age  or 
disease,  and  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clerg^^men.  It  is 
recommended  that  such  offertory  be  made  on  Christmas  day. 

Sec.  2.  Two  lay  trustees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention,  and 
hold  their  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  who,  with  the 
Bishop  and  one  clergyman  to  be  chosen  in  like  manner,  and  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  shall  constitute  a  Board,  to  be  called  the  Trubtees  of 
the  Fund  for  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen ;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive 
applications  for  relief,  and  to  apply  the  fund  according  to  such  rules  and 
principles  as  said  trustees  shall  adopt,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Convention 
for  its  revision  and  approval. 

Sec.  3.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  number  of  the  trustees  during  re- 
cess of  Convention  may  be  supplied  by  the  remaining  trustees. 

Sec.  4.  All  contributions  or  donations  for  this  object  shall  be  trairs- 
mitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  funds  not  neeeded  for  cur- 
rent use  shall  be  invested  and  held  in  trust  by  such  trustees. 

CANON   XVIII. 

Permanent  Fund. 

Section  1.  The  Permanent  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  in 
this  Diocese,  now  provided,  together  with  what  may  hereafter  be  contrib- 
uted or  acquired,  and  any  accumulation  fh)m  the  investment  thereof,  shall 
be  entrusted  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Permanent  Fund. 

Sec.  2.  Such  trustees  shall  be  three  in  number,  and  shall  be  appointed 
by,  and  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of,  the  Convention,  which 
shall  fill  up  all  vacancies ;  vacancies,  however,  during  a  recess  of  the  Con- 
▼ention,  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  trustees,  to  be  reported  to  and 
approved  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Rector  or  Minister  having  charge 
of  a  parish  or  congregation  in  this  Diocese,  to  cause  an  annual  collection 
or  contribution  to  be  made  in  aid  of  the  Permanent  Fund ;  and  in  case  of 
a  vacant  parish,  the  duty  shall  devolve  upon  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  4.  The  amount  received  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said 
tnuteeSy  and,  together  with  a  statement  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  said 
Fond  and  securities,  shall  be  reported  by  them  to  the  next  regular  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  be  entered  on  its  Journal. 

Sec.  5.  Said  trustees  shall  have  charge  of  all  real  estate  belonging  to  said 
Fond,  inclading  the  Episcopal  residence ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  pay 
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the  taxes  asBessed  on  said  property,  and  make  sach  repairs  on  the  Episco- 
pal residence  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  found  necessary. 

CANON  XIX. 

Of  the  Registrar. 

Section  1.  Tliere  shall  de  elected  annually  by  tlie  Convention  an  officer 
to  be  called  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  t 
succefisor  is  chosen.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  arising  during 
the  recess  of  the  Convention,  it  may  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Bishop 
and  Standing  Committee,  or  by  the  Standing  Committee  in  case  there  is 
no  Binhop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  is  absent  from  the  Diocese. 

Skc.  2.  The  duty  of  the  Registrar  shall  be  to  receive  and  safely  keep  all 
bookf:,  documents  and  manuscripts  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  not  re- 
quired to  be  kept  by  any  oiher  person  or  officer.  He  shall  also  collect 
and  f>reserve  such  materials  as  can  be  obtained  relative  to  the  history  of 
the  Diocese  and  of  particular  parishes,  and  shall  catalogue  and  classify  all 
books,  documents  and  papers  ho  as  to  make  their  contents  accessible  for 
reference. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  also  keep  a  book  containing  a  record  of  all  oonsecra- 
tions  of  churches ;  of  all  ordinations ;  of  all  sentences  and  acts  of  deposi- 
tion for  ofienscs  in  the  Diocese ;  of  all  admissions  and  dismissals  of  clergy 
into  or  from  the  Diocese,  and  of  all  deaths  of  clergy  belonging  thereto. 

Sei'.  4.  He  shall  annually  report  to  the  Convention,  showing,  with  such 
details  as  may  seem  expedient,  the  condition  of  the  collection  in  his  hands, 
and  the  additions  made  to  them  from  time  to  time,  with  such  suggestion! 
as,  he  may  deem  proper  concerning  their  preservation,  arrangement  and 
increase,  and  concerning  the  best  method  of  securing  to  the  Church  t 
knowledge  of  all  matters  of  importance  contained  therein. 

Sec.  5.  The  Registrar,  under  direction  of  the  Bishop,  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  printed  forms  for  certificates  of  baptism,  confirmation,  and 
matrimony,  and  also  letters  commendatory. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vcstrv  of  each  Parish,  and  of  tht 
Clerk  of  each  Mission  Station,  to  procure  for  the  use  of  the  Minister  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  the  same,  paying  for  them  at  such  rates  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Registrar. 

Se(\  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Ministers  in  this  Diocese  to  use  such 
forms  and  no  other,  and  to  furnish  them  to  parties  entitled  to  the  same 
immediately  after  the  performance  of  the  Rite. 

CANON  XX.  , 

Fuiul  for  Theological  Education. 

A  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese,  one  Presbyter,  and  two  laymen,  shall  be  elected  by 
and  hold  their  office  through  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  to  hold,  in- 
vest and  manage  all  funds  now  held  for  the  purposes  of  Theological  Educa- 
tion, or  which  may  hereafter  come  to  their  hands;  they  shall  have  power 
to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  disbursement  of  said  funds, 
and  report  annually  to  the  Convention. 
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CANON   XXI. 

Legacies  and  Donations, 

Section  1.  A  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
two  Presbyters,  and  three  laymen,  shall  be  elected  by  and  shall  hold  their 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  to  take  charge  of,  invest  and 
manage  all  bequests  and  donations  made  to  this  Diocese  or  for  its  use. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  to  the  disbhrsement  of  any  funds  in  their  hands,  and  they  shall 
annually  report  their  proceedings  to  this  Convention. 

CANON   XX 11. 

Miuionary  Board  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  At  each  Annual  Convention  three  clergymen  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot,  who,  with  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  the  Diocese,  and  two  laymen 
elected  by  the  Laymen's  Cooperating  Missionary  Society,  shajl  form  a  Board 
to  be  called  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  which  shall 
have  the  management  of  Missionary  operations  and  the  distribution  of  all 
funds  raised  for  the  support  of  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  four  or  more  corresponding  members 
of  said  Board  resident  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  be  agents 
of  the  Board  in  their  respective  districts ;  such  corresponding  membei*s 
shall  be  entitled  to  seats  and  be  present  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio  President,  and  he  shall  have  the 
gole  power  of  nominating  Missionaries  for  appointment  by  the  Board. 
Upou  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  inability  of  the  Bishop  to  act,  any 
member  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  elect  from  its  members  a  Chair- 
man pro  tern,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  to  appoint  its  own  Secretary 
and  Treasurer ;  to  fill  vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention ;  to 
make  by-laws  and  rules,  and  to  do  all  such  other  acts  as  may  be  needful  to 
carry  out  the  office  and  trust  conferred  upon  it. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  make  an  annual  report  of 
its  proceedings  to  the  Convention,  containing  the  names  of  the  stations 
and  Missionaries,  a  statement  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  of  the 
churches  contributing  and  of  the  sums  contributed,  and  whatever  else  may 
be  deemed  advisable  to  bring  before  the  Convention. 

Sec.  6.  It  is  heieby  declared  the  duty  of  every  congregation  in  the  Dio- 
cese, by  collections  or  otherwise,  to  contribute  to  the  treasury  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Fund. 

canon  XXIII. 

Of  Alterations  and  Amendments, 

No  proposed  alteration  or  addition  to  the  Canons  shall  hereafter  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Convention  unless  at  least  one  day's  previous  notice  be 
giTen  thereof  in  open  Convention,  and  unless,  by  unanimous  consent,  until 
Boch  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  referred  to  and  reported  upon 
by  a  committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.

TITLE  II.  CANON  XII.  OF  GENERAL  CONTENTION. 

A  commanlcant  removing  from  one  parish  to  another,  shall  procure 
from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  parish  of  his  last  residence,  or,  if  there  be 
no  Sector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  certificate  stating  that  he  or  she  is  a 
communicant  in  good  standing ;  and  the  Rector  of  the  parish  or  congrega- 
tion to  which  he  or  she  removes  shall  not  be  required  to  receive  him  or  her 
as  a  communicant  until  such  letter  be  produced.

Wednesday^  May  S8,  187S. 

In  acoordanoe  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diooese  of  Missouri,  a  number 
of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  this  day  (Wednesday,  May  28, 
1873),  in  St.  John's  Church,  St.  Louis,  the  place  designated  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention. 

Morning  Prayer  commenced  at  10  o'clock. 

The  Choir,  Lay  Delegates  and  Clergy  entered  the  church  in  pro- 
cession, singing  the  72d  hymn.  The  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the 
Bev.  6.  C.  Betts,  Sector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Kansas  City.  The 
£xst  lesson  was  read  by  the  Bev.  J.  6.  Armstrong,  Bector  of  Trinity 
Ghorcb,  Hannibal,  and  the  second  lesson  by  the  Bev.  £.  F.  Berkley, 
D.D.,  Bector  of  St  Peter's  Church,  St.  Louis.  The  Creed  and  Prayers 
were  said  by  Bev.  O.  H.  Staples,  Missionary  in  the  Iron  Mountain 
District.  The  Litany  was  said  by  Bev.  F.  B.  Scheetz,  Beclor  of  St. 
Jade's  Church,  Monroe.  The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  said  by 
Bt.  Bev.  J.  6.  Auer,  D.D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Cape  Palmas,  Africa. 
The  Bev.  James  Buncie,  Bector  of  Christ  Church  of  St.  Joseph,  read 
the  Epistle,  and  Bev.  Dr.  Schuyler,  Bector  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Louis^ 
the  Gospel.  The  hymn  ^'Strain  Upraise"  was  then  sung  by  the 
choir,  the  clergy,  and  the  congregation,  antiphonally.  Bev.  Geo.  H. 
Ward,  Bector  of  Christ  Church,  Boonville,  then  delivered  the  Conven- 
tion sermon,  taking  for  his  text  the  26th  and  27th  verses  of  the  12th 
chapter  of  First  Corinthians.  Tlie  Offertory  sentences  were  said  by 
Bev.  J.  P.  T.  Ingraham,  Bector  of  St.  John's  Church,  St.  Louis.  The 
offertory  was  taken  up  for  Diocesan  missions.  The  prayer  for  the 
Chnreh  Mililant  was  read  by  the  Bev.  George  EL  Dunlop,  Bector  of 
Grace  Church  of  Kirkwood.  The  Communion  was  then  celebrated 
by  Bishop  Bobertson,  and  after  the  Post-Communion  Service,  said 
1>y  the  Bev.  B.  A.  Holland,  the  Clergy  retired,  the  choir  singing  a 
reoessionaL 
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After  Service  the  Secretary  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  to  read  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  csnonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  and  twenty-eight  Clergymen  answered  to  their  names. 

The  Right  Reverend  the  President  then  appointed  Rev.  Messrs. 
A.  fiatte,  O.  H.  Staples,  and  T.  O'Connell,  the  Committee  on  Ltf 
Credentials,  to  report  at  the  afternoon  session. 

Recess  till  3  o'clock,  for  lunch,  which  was  kindly  provided  in  the 
basement  of  the  Church.

The  Convention  assembled  after  a  recess  of  one  hour. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  that  thirty  Parishes  and 
their  Delegates  wore  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention.  The  Bishop 
then  announced  that  the  Convention  was  duly  organized  and  ready 
for  business,  and,  upon  the  calling  of  the  roll,  Delegates  from  thirty 
Parishes  answered  to  their  names. 

The  Convention  then  went  into  the  election  ior  Secretary;  and 
the  rules  of  order  having  been  dispensed  with,  on  motion  of  J.  T. 
Douglass,  Esq.,  John  R.  Triplett,  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Louis,  was 
elected^  with  authority  to  appoint  an  assistant. 

On  motion  of  J.  T.  Douglass,  Esq.,  and  seconded  by  Wells  Hende^ 
shott,  Esq.,  it  was  voted  that  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are 
eminently  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  Col.  J.  R.  Shaler,  for  the  very 
efficient  and  highly  satisfactory  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged 
the  duty  of  Secretary  for  the  last  four  years.

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The  Bishop  annonnoed  as  the  standing  committee  on  Sanday

Mr.  J.  T.  Douglass  then  offered  the  following  resolation,  whioh  wis 
adopted : 

'^  Besolved,  That  this  House  has  heard  with  feelings  of  gratefU joy 
the  announcement  of  the  munificent  gift  of  Mr.  Benj.  O'Fallon,  to 
the  Orphan's  Home,  and  that,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  the  Chnnh 
of  this  Diocese,  we  return  him  our  hearty  thanks  for  the  same." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hendershott,  the  following  resolution  wis 
adopted : 

''  Besolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  relating  to  Con- 
firmations, and  that  they  report  at  the  next  annual  Convention." 

Kev.  Messrs.  Dunlop,  Batte,  and  Woodruff,  and  Messrs.  Hendershott 
and  Carter  were  appointed  Haid  committee. 

Mr.  Doaglass  then  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted :

And,  ou  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Holland,  the  preparation  of  an  obitnaiy 
on  Kev.  Mr.  Peake,  late  of  this  Diocese,  was  referred  to  the  same  eom- 
mittee.    Rev.  Messrs.  Berkley,  Run cie,  and  Grregson— committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Douglass,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

''  Resolved,  That  the  business  sessions  of  this  Convention  be  from 
10  o'clock  A.  M.,  until  5  o'clock  P.  M.,  with  a  recess  of  one  hour  at 
1  o'clock  P.M." 

Mr.  Morgan  offered  the  following  resolution : 

''Resolved,  That  all  assessments  against  St.  Paul's,  South  St.  Loa]% 
be  remitted,  and  that  no  assessments  be  made  against  said  Parish  for 
the  ensuing  year.     Referred  to  Committee  of  Finance." 

Mr.  Hendershott  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  waa 
adopted : 

''  Resolved,  That  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  referring  to 
the  appointment  of  a  Chancellor,  be  referred  to  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons." 
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Bey.  Mr.  Holland  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

<<  Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  address  as  treats  of  the 
indebtedness  of  the  Diocese  to  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  with  instructions  to  report 
acme  equitable  plan  of  dividing  the  amount  among  all  the  Parishes  of 
the  Dioceso." 

Bev.  Mr.  Ingraham,  from  the  Committee  on  New  Parishes,  reported 
St.  Peter's  Churchy  St.  Louis,  us  entitled  to  admission  into  union  with 
the  Convention  : 

Your  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes  report  that  the  documents 
received  from  St.  Peter's  Parish,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  are  in  proper  form,  and  that 
they  recommend  the  admission  of  said  Parish  into  union  with  the  Convention.

Whereupon;  on  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  New 
Parishes  was  adopted^  and  the  Parish  was  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Lay  Delegates  reported  that  the  credentials 
were  in  proper  form,  and  that  the  Delegates  from  St.  Peter's  Parish 
take  their  seats.  The  Delegates  are  Charlie  Thaw,  W.  H.  Cheetham; 
B.  H.  Spencer,  and  Ed.  J.  Thomas. 

Adjourned  at  half-past  five  P.  M. 


SECOND    DAY. 

Thursday,  May  SO,  1873. 

The  Convention  was  opened,  with  the  usual  prayers  by  the  Rev. 
Meesrs.  J.  G.  Armstrong  and  6.  C.  Betts. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  took  the  chair  and  called  the  Convention 
to  order,  and  introduced  the  Rt.  Rev.  J.  G.  Auer,  Missionary  Bishop 
of  Cape  Palmasy  Africa,  who  addressed  the  Convention  upon  his  work 
in  that  benighted  region. 

The  minutes  of  the  first  day's  proceedings  were  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Harding  offered  the  following  resolutions;  which  were 
adopted: 

^'Besolved,  That  Rule  11  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

^  No.  11.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless 
it  be  eeoonded,  and  all  resolutions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
sent  to  the^Secretary's  desk  to  be  read. 
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^'Besolved,  That  rule  now  numbered  16  be  numbered  17,  and  thati 
new  rule  be  adopted,  to  be  numbered  16,  which  shall  read  as  follows: 

''  16.  The  Secretary  may  employ  one  or  more  page^,  not  exceeding 
three,  to  act  as  messengers  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention." 

Tlie  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  then  presented  his  report 
of  the  proceedings  during  the  past  year,  which  was  received.  (See 
Appendix  No.  1.) 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Holland| 
which  were  adopted : 

*'Mesolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  five  bo  appointed  to  con- 
sider and  report  upon  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  which  refers 
to  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church  in  this  cit}'. 

"Besolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  to 
consider  and  report  upon  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  which 
refers  to  Church  charities  in  this  city." 

liov.  Messrs.  Holland  and  Reed,  and  Messrs.  Ferguson,  O'Fallon, 
and  Ciiirnett,  were  appointed  the  committee  under  the  first  resolution; 
and  Rev.  Mesf^rs.  Ingraham,  Coan,  and  Staples,  and  Messrs.  Parker 
and  llendorshott,  were  appointed  the  cominitlee  under  the  second 
resolution. 

Mr.  II.  I.  Bodley,  of  Kirkwood,  presented  the  following,  which  was 
made  the  special  order  for  2.30  P.  M.: 

^'  Whert'as  serious  and  vexatious  questions  arise  at  almost  every 
Convention,  as  to  the  basis,  manner  and  mode  of  assessments ;  and 
u'hrrtas  it  is  improper  that  our  Diocesan  should  be  hampered  and 
annoyed  by  such  differences  and  the  uncertainty  of  support;  and 
whereas  tiie  creation  of  a  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  would  cure  these  difficulties  and  at  once  relieve  all  the 
Parislies  of  heavy  assessments  annually :    Therefore,  be  it 

'*  Mesolved,  by  this  Convention,  that  a  committee  of  five  Laymen  be 
now  appointed  to  raise  by  subscription,  a  permanent  fund  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate,  if  practicable  during  the  present  year,  to 
the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

*^  Resolved,  That  subscriptions  to  said  fund  shall  be  receivedi  pay- 
able one-fourth  on  demand,  and  the  remainder  in  one,  two  and  three 
years  thereafter,  in  equal  portions,  said  subscriptions  to  be  void  unless 
the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed. 

"  Jiesolved^  That  when  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  shall 
be  so  subscribed,  the  committee  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  first 
instalment  and  take  notes  for  the  balance,  and  hand  the  same  over  to 
the  trustees  of  said  fund.  Said  committee  ma}*  have  the  power  to  call 
to  their  aid  and  assistance  such  other  La^^men  from  the  Parishes  as 
they  may  choose,  and  who  may  be  willing  to  assist  them." 
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Mr.  Joseph  FraDklin^  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese^  presoDted  bis  report, 
which  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.  (See 
Appendix  No.  2.) 

The  report  of  Mr.  Joseph  Franklin,  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  for  tha 
Aged^  Infirm  and  Disabled  Clergymen;  was  received  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance.     (See  Appendix  No.  3.) 

The  report  of  Mr.  Joseph  Franklin,  Treasurer  ot  the  Theological 
Education  Fund,  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance.     (See  Appendix  No.  4.) 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Jennings,  was 
adopted : 

'*  Whereas  Grace  Church,  Clarksville,  is  reported  delinquent  upon 
the  assessment  of  1S72,  whilst  said  Parish  claims  to  have  paid  its  full 
quota;  therefore, 

'*  Resolved^  That  the  claim  of  said  Parish  bj  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee." 

On  motion,  the  rules  of  order  w»»re  suspended,  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Franklin  was  re-elected  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Drake  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee : 

^^  Resolved,  That  the  balance  due  from  the  Parish  of  Graue  Church, 
Carthage,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  remitted." 

The  alleged  error  in  the  assessment  of  1^72,  upon  the  Parish  of 
Calvarj"  Church,  Louisiana,  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  Judge  W.  F.  Ferguson,  presented  his 
report  for  the  year,  which  was  read  and  received.  (See  Appendix 
No.  6.) 

On  motion,  the  rules  of  order  were  suspended,  and  Judge  W.  F. 
Ferguson  was  re-elected  Registrar. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Jno.  Gregson,  the  rules  of  order  were  sus- 
pended, and  the  Convention  passed  to  the  consideration  of  the  reports 
•of  committees  appointed  by  the  last  Convention. 

The  Rev.  W.  N.  Webbe,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business,  presented  his  report,  which  was  received. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  respectfully  report  that  they  find  the 
foUowiog  matters  in  the  Journal  of  the  32d  Annual  Convention  requiring  the 
attention  of  the  present  Convention :

Tho  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention  made  known  to  this  Con- 
vention, by  the  annexed  circular,  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Consti- 
tution of  tho  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.    Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Thk  Grxkkal  Convention  ok  the  Protestant  Efiscopajl  Chubch. 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri. 
Sir:— 
In  crimpliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  IX.  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Church,  I  would  hereby  ofllcially  make  known,  throuj^h  you,  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention  of  Missouri  the  following  proposed  chanj|;es  In  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  recommended 
by  tlie  General  Convention  of  1S71,  and  to  be  Anally  acted  upon  by  the  Qenenl 
Convention  of  1874,  to  wit: 

I.  It  was  by  concurriMit  action  (vide  Journal  of  Conv.  1871,  pp.  160, 161, 340, 
357)  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Convention  of  1871, 

RfHoloed,  That  Article  IV.  of  tlie  Constitution  be  amended  by  omlttin)?  the 
hist  s<'ven  words,  viz.,  *'by  any  Church  destitute  of  a  Bishop,'*  and  substitutiiif 
the  words,  'Mn  anoth<>r  Dioeese  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof,*'  so  that 
the  Article  hhali  read  as  follows: 

•'Article  IV. 

^'  The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  a^ifreeably  to  such 
rules  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Convention  of  i hat  Diocesp;  and  every  Bishop  of 
this  Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  Kpibcopol  Office  to  his  proper  Dio- 
cese, unless  requested  to  ordain  or  confirm,  or  perform  any  otlier  act  of  the 
Episcopal  Office*,  in  another  Diocese  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof!^* 
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II.  The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  House  of  Deputies  of  said 
General  Convention  {vide  Journal,  p.  201),  and  information  of  the  adoption 
thereof  was  duly  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops  {vide  Journal,  pp.  300, 
381),  and  the  said  House  of  Bishops  having  failed  to  signify  to  the  Convention 
their  approbation  or  disapprobation  within  three  days  after  the  said  resolution 
had  been  reported  to  them  for  concurrence— agreeably  to  Article  III.  of  the  Con- 
stitution— the  said  proposed  act  has  **  the  operation  of  a  law,"  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  and  proposed  that  the  following  alteration 
be  made  in  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit:  Insert  at  the  end  of  the  Arti- 
cle the  words : 

"The  General  Convention  may  upon  the  application  of  the  Bishop  and  Con- 
Tention  of  an  organized  Diocese,  setting  forth  that  the  territory  of  the  Diocese  is 
too  large  for  due  Episcopal  supervision  by  the  Bishop  of  such  Diocese,  set  off  a 
IKMtion  of  such  Diocesan  territory,  which  shall  thereupon  be  placed  within,  or 
constitute,  a  Missionary  jurisdiction,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  determine."

£.S0  P.M. — ^The  hour  set  for  special  business  having  arrived,  the 
preamble  and  resolations  introduced  by  Mr.  Bodley,  in  regard  to  the 
creation  of  a  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  then 
came  ap  as  the  regular  order  of  business. 

The  same  were  unanimously  adopted,  and  the  following  gentlemen 
were  appointed  under  the  first  resolution :  Messrs.  H.  I.  Bodley, 
Joseph  Franklin,  Silas  Bent,  W.  F.  Ferguson,  Frank  Carter. 

The  seventh  annual  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Lay- 
inen*s  Co-operating  Missionary  Society  was  presented,  received,  and 
referred  to  Committee  on  Missions.     (See  Appendix  No.  6.) 

The  Missionary  Board,  tbiough  its  Secretary,  Mr.  Alexander, 
presented  their  report  for  the  year  1872,  which  was  road,  received,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions.     (See  Appendix  No.  7.) 

The  Convention  then  went  into  election  of  Missionary  Board  by 
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ballot,  with  the  following  result:  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  P.  T.  Ingrabam^ 
B.  A.  HollaTid,  and  6.  K.  Duiilop. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bi8hop  presented  his  account  with  TruBt  Fandsy 
which  wan  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  KinariCA.  (S«e 
Appendix  No.  8.) 

Mr.  II.  II.  Harding  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

'<  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due  and  the  aame  ire 
hereby  tonderod  to  the  Hon.  Erastus  Wells  for  his  donation  to  the 
Orphan's  Home." 

On  motion,  it  was  further  resolved,  ''  That  the  gentleman  from 
Carthage  who  offered  the  above  resolution  bo  allowed  to  withdraw 
the  same,  as  the  Managers  of  the  Orphan's  Home  had  already  ren- 
dered proper  acknowledgments  to  the  Hon.  E.  Wells." 

The  lieports  of  the  Seciretarj',  Treasurer,  and  Advisory  Committee 
of  the  Orphan's  Home  were  presented,  read,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Church  Institutions  of  the  City.     (See  Appendix  No.  9.) 

The  standing  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  presented  t 
partial  report,  which  was  read  and  laid  over  till  the  30ih,  under  the 
Canon. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  were  excused  from  reporting  in  writing. 

Rev.  Mr.  Holland  moved  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  this  Diocese,  approved  at  the  last  Convention,  changing 
the  word  "Convention"  to  "Council"  wherever  it  occurs  in  the 
Constitution  or  Canons. 

After  discussion,  the  same  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Committee  on  Christian  Education  then  presented  their  report, 
as  follows : 

CHRISTIAN    KDi:CATIOV. 

Witliout  wasting  words  on  what  may  be  theoretically  true,  your  committee 
would  direci  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  what  seems  to  them  practictlly 
feasible  at  the  present  time  in  this  Dio<'ese. 

While,  therefore,  we  would  ask  from  the  Chureh  in  Missouri,  not  only  its 
continued  support  of  St.  Paurs  College,  hut  also  a  deeper  interest  and  a  livelief 
appreciation  of  its  usefulness,  yet  we  cannot  leave  the  suhject  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation without  ur^in<^  upon  the  Convention  the  importance — nay,  the  necessity^ 
of  establisliing  an  institution  for  the  education  of  females. 

The  amount  of  ^ood  which  has  accrued  to  the  Cluirch  already  from  a  few 
such  institutions  in  our  older  iJioceses  ciin  hardly  be  over-estimated,  and  will  not 
be  fully  known  till  tliat  day  when  the  secrets  of  all  hearts  shall  be  disclosed. 

We  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  belief  that  no  other  instrumentality  wOl 
yield  half  the  friiit  from  a  «:iven  outlay ;  that  the  Christian  trahiln^  of  the  mothers 
of  the  next  i;eneration  secures  the  Christianity  of  that  jreneration,  and,  more- 
over, that  means  will  be  forthcomin*:,  if  we  only  enter  upon  the  work  with  fiiith 
and  enthusiasm. 

We  would  therefore  ask  your  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
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"  Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen  be  appoint- 
ed, of  wbicti  ttie  Rt.  Rev.  ttie  Bi'^hop  shall  be  chairman,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  carry  out  the  objects  recommended  in  the  above  report."

Convention  was  opened  with  the  Litany  and  appropriate  Colleots,- 
by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  R.  A.  Holland  and  F.  B.  Scheetz. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  tho  Bishop  then  took  the  chair  and  called  the  Con- 
vention to  order.  The  minutes  of  tho  second  day's  proceedings  were 
read  and  approved. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  A. 
Batte  of  Kansas  City : 

"  Whereas,  at  a  regular  Parish  meeting,  on  Easter  Monday,  1878^

The  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Education  would  respectfully 
offer  the  following  report,  viz: 
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Whereas,  St.  PauP;*  College,  being  a  Diocesan  institution,  lays  claim  to  the  AiU 
and  lieart y  support  of  the  entire  Cliurch  in  the  Diocese ;  and, 

Whcfras,  tliefriciids  of  tlio  Collew"e,  who  have  given  their  money  and  time 

for  its  advancement,  are  at  this  time  endeavoring  to  awalccu  a  fresh  iatercft 

throii;rhout  the  I)ioce8(?  in  its  behalf; — We  venture,  tlierefore,  respectfully  to 

recommend  that  tiie  Laity  and  the  Clergy  give  tiieir  thoughts  and  energies  to 

tlie  raising  of  St.  TauPs  College  to  that  degree  of  prominence  wbicli  itdeseirei, 

tluis  making  it  in  n*ality,  what  it  is  ncniinally,  a  Diocesan  Institution.    Itii 

fiirtlier  rroonimonded  tliat  at  each  annual  Convention  one  or  more  Ezaminenbe 

ap])oii)ti*d  to  visit  that  institution,  and  report  to  the  next  ensuing  Convention. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Tlie  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  wiiom  was  referred  tlie  com- 
nnmicjition  of  the  Kev.  Dr.  Perry,  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Liy 
Deputies  of  the;  General  Convention,  would  respectfully  report  tliat  by  the  IX. 
Article  of  the  Con^titutinn  of  tlie  General  Convention,  no  action  of  the  Dio- 
cesan  Convention  is  required;  hut  inasmucli  as  heretofore  an  expression  of  tbe 
opinion  oi  this  Dincesan  Convention  has  l>een  made  on  similar  occasions,  tlie 
committee  recommend  the  following  resolution:

*'  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  an  ofHcer  learned  in  tlie  law,  under 
the  title  of  '  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,'  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  act  as  the 
le^al  counsellor  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Standinj^  Committee,  in  matters  af- 
fecting the  interest  of  the  Church,  as  his  professional  counsel  may  be  asked  or 
required.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  communicant  of  the  Church, 
and  hold  his  offloe  for  the  term  of  three  years ;  and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy,  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  shall  till  the  vacancy  until  the  annual  Confen- 
tion  next  ensuing,  when  it  shall  elect  a  successor  for  the  fhll  term  of  three  years." 

Also,  recommend  to  transpose  in  the  Rules  of  order  of  business,  Rule  6  to  5, 
and  so  5  to  6. 
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Also,  recommend  to  make  No.  18  the  Report  of  Trustees  of  St.  PauPs  Col- 
lege; No.  19.  Orphan's  Home;  No.  20,  St.  Luke's  Hopital,  and  change  the  num- 
bers that  follow.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  proposed  amonitments  to  the  Canons  and  Eules  of  Order  were 
then  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler,  the  change  in  Article  XL  of  the 
Constitution,  recommended  by  the  last  Convention,  to  read,  '*  three 
laymen,"  instead  of  two  "laymen,"  was  adopted  by  a  concurrent 
vote  of  orders. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler  then  presented  his  report  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Woman's  Work,  which  was  read  and  adopted : 

At  the  last  Convention  the  following  resolution  was  passed,  appended  to  the 
report  on  Woman's  Work : 

•*  Rtaolved^  That  in  the  Judgment  of  this  Convention  it  is  expedient  to  estab- 
lish a  Sisterhood  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  and  that  a  commission  of  three  clergy- 
men be  appointed  to  determine,  by  correspondence  and  otherwise,  the  most 
practicable  way  of  cjirryingout  this  object,  with  authority  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  Biiiliop." 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robert,  Drs.  Cross  and 
Schuyler,  were  appointed  such  commission.  They  proceeded  to  act  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Bishop  and  to  carry  on  correspondence,  the  result  of  which  has 
l>een  the  transfer  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Good  Shepherd  from  Baltimore  to 
St.  Louis.  They  are  now  in  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  of  the  Orphan's 
Home,  and  have  a  home  of  their  own  in  a  hired  house.  It  is  unnecessary  to 
speak  of  the  good  already  accomplished  by  these  sisters  in  the  improved  man- 
agement of  both  the  institutions  named. 

We  anticipate  the  time  as  not  far  distant  when  a  (>ermanent  Home  shall  be 
provided  for  them  by  the  liberality  of  the  churchmen  of  this  city.  It  is  no 
longer  a  problem  in  the  Church,  whether  it  is  expedient  to  encourage  such  Sister- 
hoods. They  have  won  their  own  way  to  sympathy  and  eonfldence,  and  hence- 
forth they  are  to  t)ecome  more  and  more  preeminently  useful  and  honored. 

In  behalf  of  Committee,  M.  SCHUYLER. 

The  l^ov.  Dr.  Berkley,  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
prepare  a  letter,  giving  an  expression  of  sympathy  of  this  Convention 
on  the  dece  ISO  of  the  Rt.  Revs,  the  Bishops  of  Indiana,  Massachu- 
BCttH,  and  Ohio,  and  also  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  Peakc  of  this  Diocese, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  was  rdopted  b}*  a  rising  vote  : 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
which  refers  to  the  death  of  the  late  Bishops  of  Indiana,  Massachusetts,  and 
Ohio,  and  one  of  our  own  clergy,  since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  beg  leave  to  report  the  strong  expressions  of  sympathy  which  this  Con- 
▼ention  feels  with  those  Dioceses  that  have  been  thus  attlicted. 

The  late  Bishop  of  Indiana— the  Rt.  Rev.  George  Upfold.  \y.D,  In  the  d^ath 
of  ttiis  honored  Prelate,  who  was  for  many  years  withheld  from  active  duty  by 
great  personal  suffering  and  infirmity,  we  give  expres-^ion  to  our  sorrow,  b<^'ause 
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he  WU6  a  man  of  ;?reat  personal  wortli  and  j^odness.  of  flue  abilities  and  power, 
Yfho  used  his  ofltoe  we]l  to  the  j^lory  of  God  and  the  ^ood  of  hi*  ftUow-men. 

The  late  Bishop  of  Massachusetts— the  Kt.  iiev.  M.  liaetbuni,  D.D.  We  recoid 
our  deep  seii^e  of  the  value  to  the  Church  of  the  example  of  this  worthy  Master 
in  Israel,  an  a  strong  and  manly  Christian,  and  a  learned  and  laborious  BishofK 

The  late  Bishop  of  Ohio— the  Kt.  Ilev.  C.  P.  Mcllvaine,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  LU). 
In  the  death  of  the  liishop  of  Ohio,  truly  a  jfreat  man  has  fallen  in  Israel.  In  oar 
sorrow  that  he  is  taken  away,  we  write  down  our  thanlcfulness  to  God  for  the 
good  example  of  this  faithful  :»ervant,  who,  having  flni^hedliis  course,  now  reitt 
from  his  labors:  who,  in  the  possession  of  a  Iouj;  Kpiscopate,  proved  bimself  a 
wise  and  dili^i^eiit  and  most  useful  servant  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  late  Kdwin  Peake,  Hector  of  All-Saints*  Churcli,  Nevada  City.  Death  hai 
touched  tlie  next  Older  of  the  ministry  amonj(  us  in  the  removal,  from  bis  sphere 
of  earthly  duty,  of  the  Kev.  Mr.  Peake.  He  was  a  laborious,  self-^acrifldBf 
and  eftl<*ieiit  minister,  and  we  heartily  sympathize  with  his  paiish  and  bis  family 
in  the  bereavement  they  have  sustained. 

Jfesolred^  That  this  Convention  does  hereby  tender  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of 
the  Dioceses  of  Indiana,  Massachusetts,  and  Ohio,  the  asfurauce  uf  ita  eamcit 
sympathy  with  them  respectively  in  the  loss  they  have  sustained ;  and  tbat  the 
Secrt'tary  of  this  Convention  be  instructed  to  transmit  to  these  Dioceses,  andto 
the  families  of  the  deceased  BiKhoi>s  and  of  Mr.  Peake,  a  copy  of  these  recorded 
statements  of  its  sympathy.

The  Rov,  G.  C.  Betts,  chairman  of  the  Standing  Commiltce  on 
Sunday  Sehools;  presonted  and  read  his  report,  aa  follows : 

KErORT  OK  THK   STANDING  COMMITTBK  ON   SITNI>AV  SCHOOLS. 

To  the  X3d  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Mutaouri: 

The  standing  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop't 
Address  relating  to  the  management  and  instruction  of  Sunday  Sclioo]8,bef 
leave  to  report,  that  they  have  given  as  careful  attention  to  the  subject  as  tlie 
time  at  their  disposal  |H?rmitted,  and  herewith  present  such  views  and  kooid- 
mendations  as  appear  to  them  of  greatest  importance. 

The  whole  matter  naturally  divides  itself  into  the  following  parts : 

I.  The  Skkvicks.  including  the  Liturgy  and  Hymn  Books  used. 
11.  The  iNsmrrTiON,  including  the  Suhjeets,   Teurf-Booka,  and  Methods  em- 
ployed. 

III.  The  Ofkicehs.  inrludingtheir  qualificationtt  and  appointment. 

IV.  The  DiorKSAN  A(jenciks  for  enlisting  interest  in  Sunday  School  work. 

1.  Your  (tonmiittec  are  of  the  opinion  that  every  means  should  be  used  for 
making  th<*  children  of  the  (Mnirch  acquainted,  at  the  earliest  poR^ible  moment, 
with  the  Standards  of  the  Church,  for  which  reason  the  Opening  and  Closing 
Servii-es  should  he  chosen  from  the  I'rayer  Book,  and  should  be  short  and  simple. 

They  have  examined  tlie  various  Liturgies  published  from  time  to  time,  and 
And  them  defective  in  ease,  language,  and  adapted ness,  in  proportion  as  tliey 
vary  from  the  order  of  our  Common  I'layer. 

Voiir  coiinnittee  have  also  noticH.  with  regret,  the  doctrinally  erroneous  and 
unchnrchly  diameter  of  a  large  number  of  the  Hymns  in  use  in  our  Sunday 
School- :  in  too  many  of  which,  it  would  seem,  that  true  teaching  and  oommoa 
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MDfle  appear  to  be  sacriflced  to  a  rollickln^^  (we  cannot  better  express  it)  chorus 
of  8on^,  or  to  a  pretty  yinf^le  of  word5«,  in  wliicli  the  Sacred  Name  of  Jesus  is  so 
«hocl(ing]y  desecrated. 

They  offer  some  recommendations  under  this  head  which  will  appear  here- 
after. 

2.  Your  committee  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  haphazard  and  fltfUl 
nature  oi'  the  instruction  g^iven,  as  tlie  result  partly  of  the  number  and  liind  of 
text-books  used,  the  constant  changing  of  them,  and  the  lack  of  properly  in« 
atructed  and  faithful  teachers. 

They  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  better  scheme  of  instruction  can  be  devised 
than  that  already  laid  down  in  the  Ofl[i(*e  for  Baptism,  and  that  no  better  means 
^an  be  employed  than  tHe  voice  of  the  diligent  teacher,  more  edpeciaJly  the  Pas- 
tor, who  should,  on  every  occasion  possible,  be  foremost  in  a  duty  so  plainly  in- 
dicated in  the  Rubrics  and  Canons  of  the  Church ;  and  this  seems  of  such  vital 
importance,  that,  where  the  service  required  conflicts  with  Evening  Prayer,  this 
last  should  give  way  to  the  former,  or  the  former  l>e  made,  as  it  can  be  made,  a 
Tery  effective  part  of  the  latter. 

There  seems  to  be  a  too  great  reliance  upon  text-book  instruction,  and  the  par- 
Tot-like  repetition  of  verses  and  collects,  which,  rewarded  by  the  questionable 
•distribution  of  prize-tickets,  encourages  a  tlctitious  standard  of  excellence  that 
the  actual  results  do  not  justify. 

lu  this  connection,  your  committee  believe  that  the  Library  and  other  books 
•of  the  Sunday  School  should  strictly  conform  to  the  authorized  standards,  and 
be  selected  by  the  Pastor  only ;  and  that  no  Superintendent,  Teacher,  or  Com- 
mittee, be  intrusted  with  that  most  important  work.  Recommendations  under 
this  head  are  here  appended. 

3.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that,  whenever  practicable,  the  Pastor 
•bould  be  the  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School;  but  that,  in  any  event,  the 
sole  power  of  appointing  or  removing  Superintendent  and  Teachers  should  re- 
side iu  him,  and  that  none  such  should  be  appointed  who  Is  not  quallfled  by 
proper  knowledge  and  training  for  so  weighty  and  responsible  a  trust. 

4.  Your  committee  recognize  In  .the  S.  S.  Missionary  Host  of  the  Diocese  a 
Taluable  auxiliary  in  promoting  the  interests  here  had  in  view,  and  venture  to 
express  the  hope,  that  in  its  workings  and  public  services,  it  may  set  forth  and 
<levelope  in  a  churchly  way  the  resources  we  possess  for  the  nurture  and  cul« 
tore  of  Church  children. 

They  heartily  commend  this  whole  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention, 
and  herewith  offer  the  following  recommendations,  which  they  trust  may  be 
adopted,  and  the  means  devised  for  carrying  them  into  successful  operation. 
Your  committee  recommend — 

1.  That  the  opening  and  closing  services  of  the  Sunday  Schools  be  taken 
troTH  the  book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  in  the  following  order : 

The  Salutation, 

The  Lord's  Prayer  and  Versieles, 

A  Canticle  (The  Venite  or  Cantate), 

A  Bible  Lesson  (selected  with  regard  to  the  season). 

A  Hymn  (from  the  Authorized  Hymnal). 

The  Apostles^  or  Nicene  Creed, 

The  Versicles, 

J%€  Collect  for  the  Day — For  Holy  Innocents'*  Day^For  the  £d  Sunday  in  Advgni^ 

and  The  Grace  of  Our  Lord, 
A  Hymn, 
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Then  follows  the  Instruction  for  the  day ;  after  which,  to  close, 

A  Hymn^  a  Collect^  and  The  Benediction. 

2.  YTour  coinmittee  recommend  that  the  followin|i^  order  of  Instruction  be 
observed. 

Witli  the  younji^er  and  unlnstnicted  children,  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Pnyer, 
and  the  Ten  Comniandments . 

The  2d  Omde  should  be  tau^fht,  and  Orally,  an  exposition  of  the  Creed,  the 
Lonrs  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Commandments. 

The  3d  Gnido  should  be  tiiuj^ht  those  "  other  thinf^  which  a  Christian  oogbt 
to  know  and  believe  to  his  soul's  liealth,'*  viz..  Of  the  SacramenU  of  the  Ckwrtk^ 
and  these  iis  preparatory  to  Contlrmation.  Such  instructions  should  indode 
the  History  of  the  Bep^innin;c<  Continuity,  and  Polity  of  the  Church^PatiL 
archal,  Levitieal,  and  Christian;  strongly  advocatinj(  herein  the  study  of  Eocfe- 
siastical  History  among  the  older  scholars. 

3.  Your  committee  re<'ommend  that  the  on  y  Hymns  used  shall  be  taken 
A*om  those  duly  approved  by  the  General  Convention,  and  that  the  l^astor  se- 
lect all  such  other  books  as  are  to  be  uaed  in  his  school. 

4.  Y'our  committee  recommend  the  publication,  for  use  In  this  Diocese,  of  i 

very  simple  Scheme  of  Instruction,  including  an  outline  of  Biblical  and  Eoelei- 

astical  History,  with  reference  to  text-books  of  Ciisy  access ;  and,  until  such  be 

accomplished,  they  recommend  the  use  of  the  leaflets  known  as  3%e  CAtMroi-i 

Paper,  now  published  in  Toronto,  if  the  Bishop  approves.    They  recommend, 

also,  the  preparation  of  a  Table  of  Scripture  Iicssons,  for  the  several  Sundays  of 

the  Church's  year. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

'*  Besolvedy  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sun- 
day-schools, to  prepare  a  System  of  Instruction  for  use  in  Sunday 
Schools  of  the  Diocese,  said  system  to  include  an  outline  of  Biblical 
and  Ecolesiastial  History,  and  also  a  Table  of  Scripture  Lessons  suited 
to  the  various  Sundays  of  the  Church  year,  and  that  the  clergy 
throughout  the  Diocese  forward  to  said  committee  the  results  of  their 
experience  in  the  matter,  said  committee  to  report  to  next  Con- 
vention." 

Adopted. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  offered  by  the  Eev.  Dr. 
Berkley,  were  read  and  adopted  : 

"  Whereas  a  resolution  was  offered  in  this  Convention  yesterday, 
returning  thanks  to  the  Hon.  E.  Wells  for  a  gift  of  money  to  the 
Orphan'.^  Home,  an  institution  under  the  patronage  of  this  Conven- 
tion and  of  this  Church ;  and  whereas  that  resolution  seemed  not  to 
have  been  courteously  received  by  the  Convention  j  therefore, 

^^  Resolved,  That  the  seeming  discourtesy  arose  entirely  from  the 
conviction  that  the  Managers  of  the  Orphan's  Home  had  already 
rendered  their  thanks  to  Mr.  Wells  for  his  kindness,  to  which  Board 
this  recognition  properly  belonged,  and  not  from  any  want  of  thank- 
fbilness  on  the  part  of  the  Convention  that  one  of  its  charities  had 
been  so  kindly  assisted/' 

Bev.  Mr.  Holland  then  offered  the  following  protest : 

"We,  the  undersigned,  do  solemnly  protest  against  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion in  practically  endorsing  the  reception  by  the  Orphan ^s  Home  of  a  gift  of 
money  from  Hon.  Erastus  Wells;  said  money  being  a  part  of  back-pay  he  took 
as  a  member  of  the  Forty -second  Congress,  from  fUnds  which  thai  Congress 
voted  itself; — not  that  we  desi^rn  hereby  to  express  any  opinion  upon  the  con- 
duct of  Bon.  Mr.  Wells  or  of  the  Orphan^s  Home,  but  chat  we  cannot  commit 
ourselves  to  an  approval  of  an  Act  of  Congress  which,  to  say  the  least,  was  of 
questionable  propriety.    And  we  most  respectfully  request  that  this  protest  be 

idlowed  record  in  the  minutes  of  the  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  CHARITIES  UN  t»T.    LOUIS. 

Tiie  eomniittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Church  Charities  In  tte 
city  of  St.  Louis,  be^  leave  to  report  that  there  are  now  two  jrreat  public  Chmch 
charities  in  this  city,  towanis  which  the  attention  of  the  Church  in  the  whoto 
Diocese  sliould  be  din*eted.  These  are  the  OrpharCB  Home  and  St.  Luke^B  HotpUaL 
Of  the  former,  so  often  brought  to  your  notice  by  Us  fi^ood  works,  we  need  onljr 
now  to  say  tliat  we  believe  it  has  never  before  appeared  in  a  more  prosperoQi 
and  liopefnl  eondition.  During  the  year  past  its  business  affairs  have  been  ood- 
ductcd  in  a  very  syst*  mat ic  and  satisfactory  manner.  Its  internal  affairs  ha?e 
within  a  few  months  bec;n  placid  in  tlie  charge  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shep* 
herd,  who  liave  conducted  them  in  a  manner  not  only  entirely  satisfactory  to 
the  Boai'd  of  Manaj^ers.  but  in  a  way  that  has  already  gained  the  ^rowin)?  oonfi- 
deno<'  of  tlie  pul)lic.  As  to  tlie  tinaiicial  condition  of  the  Home,  we  find  it  veif 
satisfactory;  tlie  amount  of  available  funds  bein>r.  at  Easter,  about  $SOM 
towards  a  new  Ituildin^:  and  since  that  time  the  Bisliop  has  announced  the 
donation  of  land  at  once  available  to  the  amount  of  $r)0,000. 

The  connnittee  would  express  their  heart-felt  encouragement  at  the  genenl 
state  of  things  with  rtferen<re  to  the  Home,  while  they  commend  It  to  theearoeet 
attention  and  prayers  of  all  thn>ughout  the  Diocese. 

Vour  committee  would  also  express  their  gratification  at  the  hopelbl  condi- 
tion of  affjiirs  wltli  regard  to  St,  Luke^a  Hospital.  This  also  is,  as  is  well-kDOwn, 
under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Oood  Shepherd.  And  on  every  side, 
both  witliin  and  without  tlie  Hospital,  are  heard  warm  expressions  of  sat ij^fiicdon 
and  eontldence  in  their  Ivindly  ministrations  and  general  management. 

That  which  is  now  greatly  lUH'ded.  not  only  for  the  comfort,  health  and  ood- 
venience  of  these  angels  of  mercy  in  their  daily  labors,  but  in  order  to  the  greater 
comfort  of  the  patients,  as  well  as  for  the  more  widely  extended  influence  of  the 
Hospital,  is  a  more  commodious,  indeed,  a  properly  constructed  Hospital  Building 
in  a  central  location.  And  this  we  have  now  strong  hopes  will  be  accompllsbed 
at  an  early  day. 

Never  has  more  enthusiasm  a])peared  in  any  undertaking  connected  with 
St.  Lulce's  than  manifested  itself  on  the  evening  of  the  29th  May  at  Christ 
Church  Chapel,  when,  with  comparatively  few  of  its  fHends  present,  some  $1,000 
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were  pled^ifed  toward  the  purchase  of  a  lot— and  the  hearts  of  all  present  burned 
with  the  hope  and  faith  that  the  whole  amount  would  soon  be  pledged. 

When  the  lot  is  secured  and  paid  for,  we  have  reason  to  believe  the  building 
will  at  once  be  erected,  as  it  is  already  partially  provided  for. 

We  heartily  commend    to  Churchmen  throughout  the  Diocese,  this  truly 

Christian  work,  as  one  which  directly  interests  every  member  of  Christ's  body 

the  Church.

Rev.  Dr.  Runoie  was  elected  Trustee  to  General  Tbeoiogioal  Sem- 
inary^  in  place  of  Rev.  Dr.  Easter  removed  from  the  Diocese. 

Rev.  J.  P.  T.  lograham  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

^^Resolved^  That  Sec.  1,  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese^  be  amended  by  adding  thereto^  after  the  word 
^Cbaroh/  '  who  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Church.' '' 

The  Rev.  C.  P.  Jennings  then  proposed  an  amendment,  substituting 
the  word  <' members"  for  ^'communicants."  The  amendment  was, 
on  motion,  adopted,  and  the  resolution  as  amended  was  lost  by  a  vote 
of  30  to  19. 

The  Convention  went  into  election  for  Standing  Committee  for  the 
enauing  year.  Rev.  W.  ]N.  Webbe  and  Col.  Bull  were  appointed 
tellers.  The  following  were  elected:  Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  D.D.,  Rev. 
P.  G.  Robert,  Rev.  Ed.  F.  Berkley,  D.D.,  Messrs.  H.  I.  Bodley,  W. 
F.  Ferguson,  Silas  Bent. 

The  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  from  St.  Judo's  Church,  Monroe 
City,  were  excused  from  further  attendance. 

The  chairman  of  Committee  on  City  Missions  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  read,  and  the  resolutions  embodied  therein 
adopted : 

The  Committee  on  City  Missions  be^  to  report  the  following  as  the  result  of 
their  most  carefiil  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  condition  of  our  Church,  as  regards  its  extension  In  this  city,  is  a  matter  of 
deep  concern  and  anxiety  to  3  our  committee;  and  no  words  that  we  can  find  can 
adequately  express  the  deep  Importance  we  attach  to  this  subject. 

From  Uie  fkcts  before  us,  we  are  driven  to  the  painful  confession  that  our 
Chorch,  in  this  direction,  is  losing  ground.  Though  resolutions  were  drafted 
and  adopted  at  the  last  Convention  with  reference  to  Church  extension  in  this 
gI^»  do  satisfactory  results  have  followed ;  and  in  pressing  this  sMbject  upon  the 
mind  of  the  Church,  we  most  earnestly  desire  that  immediate  and  vigorous  ac- 
tion sliall  follow  this  report.  The  committee  is  not  ignorant  of  one  cause  that 
has  doubtless  had  much  to  do  with  the  inactivity^the  lethargy  of  our  city 
churches  touching  City  Missions.  The  paralyzing  effects  of  the  large  indebt- 
edness of  our  churches,  has  extended  of  necessity  to  this  branch  of  their  work. 
But  by  God's  blessing  upon  the  cc>nquering  faith  and  energy  of  our  clergy,  and 
ksf  tlie  noble  gifts  of  our  laity,  this  cause  is  removed,  and  our  city  Churches 
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stnnd  iin^jhaokled.  and  are  able  to  stretch  forth  Btroii|i^  arms  to  the  relief  of  weik 
strii;r<;lii)^  t&ifttor  parishes,  and  to  plant  the  se«^d  of  life  in  desolate  place?.  StUL 
we  dare  not  indiilj^e  extravap^ant  hopes.  Though  conquerors,  they  are  wetry 
from  the  conflict;  tliough  victorious,  tiiey  are  not  so  without  a  mifchty  eifoTtt 
And  y(>t  we  may  not  suffer  our  weapons  to  rust,  nor  our  Master*!^  cause  to  stud 
still.  The  glowing  /cal  and  practical  energy  of  our  Bishop  must  Inspire  lu; 
above  all,  tht!!  salvation  of  souU  and  the  glor>'  of  God  must  drive  us  on  to  new 
victories  and  continued  exertion. 

The  Chnrch(-H  of  this  city  have  no  Missioiuiry,  though  we  are  neither  few  dot 
weak.  The  question  Ix'forc  us  is  :  Can  nothing  be  done  for  the  t-xtenslon  of  the 
Church  in  the  city  limits,  by  the  churches  of  the  cityV  Your  eonimittee  are 
])ersiiaded  that  by  immediate,  vigorous,  united  action  we  can  do  poniething.  We 
do  not  propose  mu(;h  ;  the  churches  here  are  not  yet  e^iual— from  the  many  de- 
mands upon  them,  and  the  recent  struggle — to  great  things.  But  we  do  pro- 
pose that  something  shall  be  done,  and  we  nn*  unanimous  in  the  conviction  thit 
if.  at  once,  upon  closing  this  report,  the  subjoined  resolutions  are  adopted  ukI 
acted  upon,  another  Convention  will  llnd  our  City  Missions  lu  an  improved  con- 
ditinii,  fully  commensurate  with  our  exi>ectiitions :  Then»fore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Bisliop  be  reciuested  to  nominate  to  the  Missionary  Board 
for  I  heir  election,  a  City  Missionary  to  be  supported  by  contribution  from  the 
parishes  of  Sr.  Louis. 

JUaolred,  That  the  Convention  mo.n  earnestly  recommend  to  the  Chapter  of 
St.  Louis  to  adopt  such  a  plan  for  the  obtainment  of  necessary  funds  as  shall  en- 
able the  Bishop  to  make  an  early  selection  of  the  proi>er  laborer,  and  to  send 
him  forth  to  the  -whitening  harvest  field  at  hand.

The  Committee  on  P  inanoe  bog  leave  to  report  ihat  each  of  the  various  met- 
ters  rcft^red  to  said  connnittee  have  received  that  attention  tlieir  importanoe  de- 
mands, and  the  comnjittee  ask  the  adoption  of  the  various  recommendations 
herewith  subniittod. 

Report  of  Treasurer  of  Diocese.  We  find  the  additions  and  footing  of  thli 
report  correct.  The  n*ceipt8  to  tlie  General  Fund  durinir  the  past  3*ear  aRRineKate 
$5,411.51;  which  amount  has  been  expended  less  $13.95;  balance  reported  ti 
cash  on  hand.  The  amonnt  due  this  fund  is  $2,824.40,  and  the  debt  of  the  Dio- 
cese is  about  the  same  sum. 

The  notes  and  deed  of  trust  were  exhibited  to  your  committee. 
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The  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  for  Infirm  and  Aged  Cler^,  reporti?  receipts  during 
the  past  year  from  interest  $220.01  ;  from  parishes  $412,40;  balance  reported 
last  lime  $556.72.  The  fund  has  now  iuv»*8ted  in  real  estate  some  $2,000;  balance 
of  caf^h  on  liand  $164.03.    Total  assets  $21(;4.03. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Fund  reports  receipts  from  collections  re- 
tamed  from  diflerent  parishes  $232.75;  from  bills  receivable  $600;  from  interest 
$46.80;  total  $879.55.  Expenditures  $176.86.  Loaned  on  real  estate  security 
$500;  cash  on  hand  $202.75.  1  he  Trust  Fund  administered  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop,  shows  a  balance  on  hand  at  the  date  of  last  report  of  $116.42;  receipts 
$1.707.28 ;  expenditures,  which  appear  to  the  committee  to  liave  been  eminently 
Judicious,  $1,528.25;  balance  on  hand  $505.45.  The  committee  have  examined 
tho  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  Permanent  Fund,  and  And 
it  correct. 

The  following  named  Parishes  have  applied  for  relief  from  present  liability, 
either  by  remission  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  by  an  extension  of  time  within 
which  they  will  pay. 

Mt.  Calvary,  St.  Louis,  stands  on  the  Treasurer's  books  as  delinquent  $216.32 
npon  the  assessment  of  1871.  The  Parish  claims  that  the  assessment  of  that 
year  was  made  upon  a  wrong  impression  as  to  the  amount  pledged  the  liector ; 
Irat  as  the  Parish  was  represented  in  that  Convenlion,  and  no  objection  was 
raised  when  the  Assessment  Committee  reported,  the  committee  think  that  it 
would  establish  a  bad  precedent  to  remit  the  amount. 
Christ  Church,  Boonville,  ask  for  time.    Granted. 

Qrac*^  Church,  Carthage,  is  reported  delinquent  $54.45.  The  committee 
recommend  an  extension,  an  i  that  the  Parisli  be  allowed  to  give  notes,  payable 
In  one  or  two  years. 

Calvary  Church,  Louisiana.  Nothing  before  tlie  committee  to  warrant  a 
recommendation  of  remission  or  reduction. 

Qraec.'  Church,  Clarksville,  $200 ;  should  be  $28  instead  of  $35.  Have  paid 
$44  for  $42  receipts  in  full.    Money  paid  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Luther,  $4. 

Christ  Church,  Waverly.  Mr.  DeGnrmo  states  that  the  Pari-sli  was  assessed 
under  the  iviea  that  the  Parish  was  pledged  to  raise  three  or  four  hundred  dol- 
lars, when  in  fact  nothing  was  pledged ;  therefore,  we  recommend  a  remission 
of  all  but  $30,  due  on  old  account. 

St.  Luke's.  Kansas  City,  $474.70;  do  not  ask  a  cent  to  be  remitted,  but  that 
time  be  granted,  and  it  will  all  be  paid  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  percent. 
per  annum,  good  security ;  note  of  Parish  endorsed  by  good  part}*. 

St.  PauKs,  South  St.  I^ouis.  The  church  is  mortgaged,  and  it  will  be  all  the 
Parisli  can  do  to  raise  enough  to  prevent  sale  of  church.  There  is  no  Rector; 
dependent  npon  Mr.  Staples  for  service.    l{emit  the  whole  $216.32. 

All-S:iints\  Nevada,  delinquent  $154.75.  Assessment  of  last  year  was  made 
under  a  misapprehension  of  the  facts  as  to  the  salary  of  Rector.  We  recom- 
mend the  remission  of  the  assessment  of  last  year,  $98. 

Calvar}'  Church,  Sedalia,  is  reported  in  arrears  $108.25.  This  Church  was 
aaaessed  two  or  three  years  before  it  was  a  Parish  in  union  with  this  Convention, 
and  paid  at  one  time  $50.  We  recommend  a  remission  of  all  but  the  assessment 
of  last  yesir,  $140;  and  that  the  $50  paid  while  it  was  a  Mission  Station,  be  cred- 
ited on  the  assessment  of  last  year. 

Ora^c  Church,  Clarksville,  was  assessed  $7  too  much  last  year.  We  recom- 
mend It  be  remitted.

My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity: 

At  the  Olid  of  anollier  year  of  oppoitunity  and  duty,  I  welcome  you  to 
our  annual  assemblage  for  retrospect  aud  fraternal  couns(»ls.  It  lias  be(?n  a 
year  aboundint^  in  mercies,  and  one  not  by  any  means  th(»  least  interesting 
in  the  history  of  tin?  Diocese.  While  we  may  use  the  present  opportunity  to 
dig<»st  results  and  improve  our  methods,  we  may  also  recount  the  sum  of  our 
deliverances,  which  may  have  come  to  us  singly,  and  at  tlie  time  called  forth 
firom  us  but  little  heed.  A  year  counts  for  very  much  in  our  (juickly  mov- 
ing Western  land,  and  only  the  utmost  alertness  in  recognizing  and  im- 
proving our  opportunities,  can  keep  the  Church  at  all  abivast  ol*  the  other 
intei'ests  astir  here.  Somewhat  has  been  done,  and  yet  so  much  is  still  be- 
fore us  in  the  future  to  be  acc(nnplished,that  there  cannot  be  a  single  mo- 
ment's abatement  of  vigilance  for  tlu^  indulgence  of  self-congnitulation. 

I  have  again  to  thank  Gon  for  having  been  enabled,  without  interrnp- 
tiou,  to  continue  mv  official  dutv  througlKUit  tiie  vear,  and  to  meet  all  the 
numerous  appointments  which  the  Diocesan  work  requires.  As  usual,  I 
have  gone  into  all  the  parts  of  the  State,  and  have  held  services,  often  alone, 
ill  a  great  many  new  places  where  our  services  have  iKJver  before  been  cel- 
ebrated. Over  one-tenth  of  the  Conlirmations  of  the  year  hav(^  becMi  held 
in  communities  where  the  service  had  never  been  administered  before.  I 
can  only  i-e^n^at  the  testimony  which  I  have  hitherto  borne,  that  I  have*  wit- 
nessed on  all  sides  the  gn?atest  readiness  to  receive  with  candor  the  wor- 
ship and  the  ininciples  of  the  Church. 

Our  growth  will  be  hampered  by  no  influence  half  so  potent  as  our  own 
inability  to  enter  upon  the  fields  inviting  our  advance,  and  to  sustain  mis- 
gionaries  during  the  earlier  stages  of  the  work.  The  services  which  I  have 
held  in  tlie  newer  x>laces  \uxyv  been  very  largely  attended ;  the  iiitei*est  in 
learning  aUout  the  distinctive  features  of  our  Church,  shown  by  an  eager 
absorption  of  the  smaller  works  exi)lanatory  of  its  principles,  as  also  in 
other  ways, is  most  marked;  and  wherever  services  have  been  commenced 
there  are  found  in  considerable  numbers  those  who  seem  to  hav(?  been  long 
waiting  for  that  which,  in  tlie  spirit  of  its  nurture  and  teaching,  and  in  the 
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soloniuizin^  tone  of  its  ivli^ioiiJ*  scn'icoft,  sntUficK  tlioir  desires  iind  waiit^ 
as  does  the  (•hiiroli.  TIxtc  is  a  v(*ry  sti*(>i]jr  and  j^ri'owiiig'  di$iM>9itiou  in 
many  coiimiuiiitiosyas  tliry  brroino  lar/xcr  and  more  intelligent,  to  revolt  at 
the  low  concept ioii>  of  th(*  Christian  life  jnvsented  in  the  revival  pyrtein? 
which  liave  i)n*vailed  so  extensively  in  the  interior  for  nmnv  vears.    And

th(?  (-hurch  is  (lnin<r  its  healin|f  work  in  itscning  fwin  indiffenMicc*  and  de- 
spair tlio>e  wlio  had  he<Mi  tln'own  out  <»f  all  hoiH*  by  these  periudieal  up- 
heavals. It  is  most  d<*li^htful  to  witness  the  dawiiin<j:  of  u  l>etter  life  in 
tliose  who  could  not  he  induced  to  pretend  to  a  depth  of  feeling  wliich  tliey 
had  not,  and  who  were  hopeless  of  i*eaching  a  standard  of  Chnstian  devel- 
opment at  tlie  start,  which  seemed  to  he  demanded  of  them :  and  who. for 
this  reason.  <ronceive<l  that  there  was  no  ])lace  or  ho|M»  for  them.  To  them 
the  Church,  in  its  ent'ouni^tMuent  of  tlio  llrst  faint  longings  for  better 
thin«rs,  and  in  its  i)n)vision  for  their  development  andgi*owth,  wa.^  a  rexe- 
lation  of  what  they  had  hmgt^d  ft>r,  but  had  not  known  of  the  existence  of. 
Under  a  betti'r  spiritual  tilla;re  such  persons  aiv  now  among  the  most  use- 
ful menib<M*s  of  our  parishes. 

As  may  readily  be  su])posed.  the  year  has  witnessed  a  very  hirge  in- 
crease in  the  work  of  the  Diocese.  It  lias  n(»t  been  a  vear  in  which  the 
StaU'  (outside  of  this  city)  lias  gain(*d  by  immigriition  largely  in  ix)pub- 
tion  ;  anil  in  ail  sections  it  has  been  a  period  of  almost  unexampletl  fliuiu- 
cial  stringency.  That  our  work,  in  spite  of  all  this,  has  moved  on  as  it  has 
is  a  matter  of  devout  thankfulness.  Ftuir  churches  in  the  Interior  have  liecn 
consecrated  durin*;  the  vear:  and  live  (»thers.  at  Utica.  DeSoto.  Carrollton. 
and  Moberlv.  have  recently  been  tlnishi'dfor  use:  and  sevenil  other  chuivhc* 
erected  within  the  last  few  years  are  kept  back  fnnn  consecration  be- 
caus(?  of  the  ivmainders  of  (h»bt  fn»n»  which  they  have  not  as  yet  been  able 
to  get  free.  Parsona«(es  have  been  comj)leted  this  year  in  I^clede  and  Jef- 
ferson City,  and  nvv  in  contem])lation  in  sevenil  of  the  other  jKinshes:  and 
there  is,  I  am  glad  to  say,  an  awakening  sense  of  the  great  imi)oi*tanoi*  of 
this  means  <»f  permanence  and  comfort  of  the  [lastoral  relation. 

.lust  so  soon  a>  l)reath  has  been  recovered  fn>m  tlie  erection  of  the 
church,  and  this  shouM  not  \>v,  of  so  costly  a  design  as  to  exluinst  the 
strength  for  an  indetlnite  period,  the  work  sliouhl  Ix»  taken  in  Imud  of  pro- 
viding a  home  for  tlu»  clergyman.  I  cannot  overstate  the  impoi*tancc  of 
thi>  matter  in  its  b(>arlng  upon  the  haiiplness  of  the  miinster,  and  then  in  a 
retl(>x,I>ut  by  no  means  indirect  or  remote  nnmner  upon  the  siRM'ess  of  tlic 
parish. 

I  c()ntemplat(^  the  numerous  churclu^ft  and  the  occasional  iKirsouii^'-' 
whi(!h  have  been  secured  during  tla'se  troublous  tinuis  with  a  ikv.u liar  sat- 
isfaction, because  thev  have  been  the  IVuils  of  sacrillccs  and  laboi-sinadi' 
gladly  by  those  who  could  illy  bear  them,  for  the  sakt' of  Christ  antl  the 
Church.  Some  of  thes<'  buildings — if  1  miglit  particularize.  [  wonld  naiw 
specially  the  churches  in  Ctii-a,  DeSoto  and  fronton — are  beautiful  in  tlieni- 
selves;  but  all  of  them,  to  those  who  have  wat<.'hed  their  pix)gi'ess.  iiavo 
an  attractiveiu*ss  by  reason  of  all  the  labors  and  self-denials  and  prayers  of 
which  thev  are  the  em))odiment. 

The  stringency  of  the  times  has  had  its  accustomed  effect  in  rendering 
difficult  the  fulfillment  of  parochial  engagements.    Scmie  of  the  churches

wen?  ouly  able  to  pledge  a  poilioii  of  the  salary  which  they  had  previously 
^von,  and  fivm  some  of  the  paiishes  T  have  been  unable  to  secure  any 
pledfre  for  clerieal  supi>ort  at  all.  The  immediate  and  necessary  result  of 
this  wa.s  to  biing  about  a  number  of  resignations  and  vacant  panshes. 
And  as  the*  same  cause  was  diminishing  the  receipts  of  the  Missionary 
B<»ard,  it  was  manifestly  iinposssible  to  increase  the  appropriation,  and  so 
several  of  the  parishes  Imve  been  suffering  from  an  interruption  in  their 
4.»lerical  senices.  The  number  of  clergymen  in  the  Dioces<»  has  fallen  from 
this  C4iuse  below  our  number  for  hist  year,  and  we  have  lost  sevend  valua- 
ble helpers.  The  Confinnations  of  the  year  have  amounted  to  449,  a  grati- 
fying advance  ui>on  the  number  reported  hist  year,  especially  considenng 
the  fart  of  the  diminished  number  of  clergymen.  But  for  this,  1  do  not 
doubt  that  we  would  have  surpassed  the  results  of  any  former  years. 

I  am  glad,  however,  to  say  that  most  of  the  ])arishes,  which  have  no 
loiigc»r  resident  pastoi's,  have  joined  with  other  places,  and  have  regular, 
though  less  frequent,  senices.  Or,  where  this  is  not  the  case,  lay  readers 
have  l)eeu  licensed,  and  do  all  that  is  possible  to  keep  the  Sunday  Schools 
together,  and  the  Chureh  people  in  heart.  Of  coiu'se  this  is  not  all  that  we 
Blight  wish,  and  I  am  often  saddened  at  the  letters  which  T  receive  frem 
stations  wldch  sorely  need  and  long  for  the  ser\'ices  to  which  they  have 
been  accustomed. 

The  fact  is,  however,  tliat  these  places  would  not  remain  so  long  uncared 
for  if  there  were  a  lai'ger  number  of  clergymen  available  who  weix^  ready 
and  fitted  for  such  work  as  ours.  1  do  not  mean  that  there  is  anything  pecu- 
liar ill  the  work  of  this  Diocese ;  our  needs  are  the  same  as  those  of  all 
fix>iitier  and  aggi-essive  fields.  Lai*ge  parishes,  with  settled  and  compacted 
work,  can  always  and  qiuckly  be  filled.  Tliere  are  plenty  of  applications 
for  such  positions.  But  the  more  ditiicult  and  critical  places  are  those  in 
wluch  our  Church  work  is  just  beginning,  wlujre  three  or  more  stations 
mast  be  united  under  one  minister  in  order  to  secure  a  support.  This  duty 
requires  for  success  that  the  i>ersou  shall  give  a  fair  share  of  Ids  time  to 
each  place;  shall  be  willing  to  accommoilate  himself  to  the  circumstances 
and  needs  of  the  work.  Tlds  almost  necessarily  requires  an  unmarried  per- 
600,  or,  at  any  rate,  one  who  is  n»ady  to  subordinate  his  domestic  desires 
to  the  evident  requirements  of  liis  duty.  It  ought  not  to  seem  unreasona- 
ble tliat  deacons  after  their  ordination  should  be  willing  to  give  to  the 
Chiircli,  which  thej-  profess  to  be  n?ady  to  make  sacrifices  for,  two  or  three 
years  before  tlieir  marriage,  in  order  that  they  may  do  this  work  so  essen. 
tial  to  the  Church's  gi'owth,  and  which  only  pei*8ons  who  can  labor  at  little 
cost  can  perform.  Here  is  the  Chureh's  crucial  t(?sting  place;  with  our  in- 
ability as  things  now  are  to  find  in  sufficient  numbers  those  who  are  ready 
to  submit  to  tlie  conditions  for  the  perfoi*mance  of  this  work,  our  smaller 
places  must  remain  vacant,  and  we  must  continue  to  neglect  the  promising 
openings  which  are  on  all  sides  inviting  our  appreach.  Business,  with  its 
*  mastering  motives,  can  command  and  hold  its  votaries  to  the  fix>ntiei*s,  and 
iuduce  them  to  accept  gladly,  in  the  hoiK*  of  its  rewards,  the  conditions  of 
modesty  and  devotion  wluch  it  imposes  in  order  to  success.  Too  often  it  is 
only  in  the  nunistiy  that  it  is  demanded  that  a  home  and  a  comfortable 
settlement  must  be  i>rovided  for  its  young  men  ft'om  the  start.    If  I  speak 
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curliest  ly,  it  i^  only  IxHrauso,  t1iix>ii^li  tmr  scores  of  placce;,  infaut  lumshes, 
f(>cl)lc  stni(r^''lin^  staii<>Il<^  plead  ])itcoimly  for  miiiistci's,  who  can  odIv,  90 
fur  us  1  ran  Mre,  be  siistuined  at  the  stun  under  the  cuiiditioiis  which  I  hare 
1  IK  Ilea  ted. 

I  Alioiild  not  however  lie  statiii;rall  tlie  truth  if  I  did  not  add  what  I  mar 
have  adverted  to  bufoi*u.  but  cannot  urge  t<K)  often,  tlint.  while  the  clei^ 
iiiv  far  from  Inmii;^-  lanltlcs>.  and  while  tlieiv  ai*e  often  hasty  and  uuwiK 
coiineellon>  t'ornit'd,  from  which  llie  best  extrieution  i&  a  dissolution  of  the 
tie.  still  that  a  ^mi\  many  parishes  aiv  iinnU'  vacant,  and  Chuivh  work 
1)n)U<;}it  to  a  stand  still,  b}  petty  jealousies  and  evil  sunnising'Sy  and  a  ^itb- 
lioldinir  of  kindly  coH)p(>nition  und  eundid  construction.  The  Bishop  is 
very  often  appealed  to  to  assist  in  lilliii*^  a  [larish  vacancy,  when  he  is 
thoron<rhly  aware  tliat  \\\c  incoming  eler;^yniaii  will  have  no  greater  g^8^ 
antees  for  success  than  his  j)n'dece<M>r,  and  that  lie  is  likely  also  to  be 
immolated  on  the  altar  of  pivjudice  and  captious  sclf-wlll.  "When  the  work 
at  best  is  <»ne  of  self->acrilice.  when  lc«s  can  be  offei'cfl  in  the  way  of  i)ccu- 
niary  support  than  would  natunilly  attract  the  clergyman^  then  it  ii^  alike 
the  dictate  of  kindliness  and  >elf-interest  to  nttach  the  ch^rgyuiau  to  his  work 
by  otiices  of  hel]).  and  consideration,  and  promptness,  so  far  as  ix>ssihle.  in 
ull  linancial  en;ra;rements.  We  have  had  a  larger  number  of  changes  ainoug 
the  clor<ry  in  the  i>ioce-.e  than  usual  during  the  past  year;  and  it  has  som^ 
time>  >eemed,  in  the  lonelin<'<>  which  I  have  felt  in  going  fVom  place  to 
])lace,  and  mi-<>ing  the  face>  which  I  had  asso<*iuted  with  the  work,  a> 
though  all  tie>  with  the  pa<t  were  being  ^undeivd  und  lost.  Doubtless 
sonn»of  the  <hange>  were  ne(M*s>ary ;  but  1  am  persuaded  that  we  are  loi^iiigf 
miuh  of  intluenc(>.  an<l  exi)erience,  and  local  knowledge,  and  the  respect  of 
the  comniunitie>,  in  tlu*  r.ipid  and  generally  causeless  changes  which  too 
often  break  up  the  pastoral  i*eIation.  The  vague  idea  that  a  fix*sh  face  will 
be  an  iminovemeiit  i>  found  to  U'  false;  in  tin*  necessity  for  enduring  idoit 
it  is  seen  that  it  wa-;  ourselves  who  weix*  at  fault;  and  in  chasing  the  fancy, 
vuluabhj  time  and  opportunities  have  been  lost. 

One  clerical  face  which  was  hei*e  last  vear  will  be  seen  bv  us  no  more  in 
the  lie  h.  The  w(»i*th  of  Mr.  Peake's  character  wa>  onlv  fullv  known  to  the 
few  who  were  permitted  to  witness  the  quiet  devotion,  the  exliausting 
labors,  and  untiring  faithfulness  of  his  life.  Jlis  ministrations  in  his  [lari&h 
were  most  acceptable;  with  his  own  hands  he  lalM>i*ed  to  finish  and  adorn 
the  i'hurch  which  he  loved;  his  anxieties  consumed  him  and  wore  1dm  out 
before  his  time;  and  only  wla^n  he  was  gone  did  his  (mrish  become  ftilly 
conscious  of  all  that  thev  had  lost ;  and  the  whole  town  united  in  i(K  tribute 
of  sorrow  and  attcction, 

I  am  glad  to  say  thai,  while  the  onlinations  have  been  nioi^  than  ordi- 
narilv  numerous  this  vear,  the  number  of  candidates  for  llolv  Orders  has 
been  so  replenished  by  additions  that  it  has  goin;  up  to  a  point  which  wc 
liave  never  reached  before.  We  huve  now  f(uir<e(»n  euiididates  in  the  Dio- 
cese, and  within  a  few  w<'eks  three  of  them  will  be  ordained^  and  take  op 
important  duties  in  the  interior.  A  larger  number  t>f  the  candidates  than 
usual  hud  been  ministers  in  other  communions;  and  thus  the  resources  at 
my  command  have  b(>en  taxed  to  the  utmost  in  sustaining  those  who  needed 
help  duiing  their  p(*riod  of  prepanition.    The  Churches,  in  the  midst  of 
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other  calls,  have  given  more  fi*e<'l>  than  ever  in  diflbrcnl  ways  lo  the  im- 
portant matter  of  Tlieologinil  Education.  1  trust  that  it  will  continue  to 
receive  au  iuci-easing  share  of  liberality  at  the  Thanksgiving-day  otfertory ; 
for,  besides  the  numbers  whom  I  know  of  as  preparing  to  become  candi- 
didatcsy  I  have  reason  to  think  that  we  sliall  continu<'  to  hear  of  more  and 
moi*e  of  those  who,  having  become  dissatislied  with  the  authority  of  the 
ministry  in  wliich  they  are  serving,  and  the  methods  employed,  will  have 
tlieir  attention  turned  to  the  old  historical  Church. 

1  am  glad  to  report  that  I  have  made  very  satisfactory  business  arrange- 
ments with  the  Societv  for  the  Increase  of  the^Iinistrv,  bv  which  it  returns 
to  us  for  our  candidates  the  entiiv  amount  which  we  give  to  it,  with  ten  i)er 
cent,  additional.  Any  surplus  also  not  called  for  during  one  year  is  cred- 
ted  on  tlie  next  year.  I  hope  that  all  the  i)arishes  will  be  incited  to  Hb(;ral 
contributions  for  the  Societv.  to  tin*  tivasuiT  of  which,  lor  aid  to  those  who 
are  studying,  I  have  constant  need  to  i-ecur. 

That  which  will  make  the  past  year  luminous  in  our  annals  is  the  fact 
that  so  numy  of  the  Churches  in  this  city  have,  in  spite  of  the  stringency 
of  the  times,  rid  themselves  of  the  fearful  incubus  of  debt  which  was  sti- 
fling tlicm.  That  moi*e  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  have  within 
three  mouths  been  solidly  pledged,  and  in  part  paid,  by  three  or  four  con- 
gregations, is  its  own  witness  a-^  to  how  deeply,  after  all,  the  spiritual  ])riv- 
ileges  conveyed  by  the  Church  ai*e  a])prttciated  and  loved.  For  all  this  was 
not  accomplished  without  sacrifices  which  will  continue  to  be  felt  until  the 
notes  of  subscription  an»  all  tinally  paid.  1  need  here  tell  you  how  it  was 
all  done — how  the  immense  task  of  gnippling  with  the  large  debt  of  Christ 
Church  was  undertaken  by  a  single  faithful  woman — how  the  Rector,  ves- 
tr>- and  congrogation,  by  wise  counsels,  and  united,  liberal  action,  accom- 
plished what  had  been  laughed  at  a  little  while  befoi*e  as  an  impossible 
tclKMuc,  of  securing  f  50,()(K),  the  whole  amount  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the 
church — how,  in  a  strange  way,  the  minds  of  St.  Jolm's  gradually  ojicned 
to  the  feasibility  of  <loing  what  was  a  still  harder  work  for  them :  and  yet 
how  the  gladness  of  Easter  was  still  further  briglitened  by  the  announce- 
ment of  success  in  securing  the  entire  amount  of  the  debt,  $:W,(K)<),  which 
had  Pi>  scriouslv  threatened  the  safetv  of  the  church — how  the  liberal  im- 
piiln*  :eized  u\iou  the  congregation  of  Trinity,  and  caused  them  with  one 
strong  effbit  to  litl  the  debt  of  $15,000,  wliich  had  vexed  them  for  years, 
and  which  many  had  supposed  never  would  be  paid ;  and  then  how  the 
brave  Parish  of  the  Holy  Communion,  not  to  be  outdone,  determined  to 
wipe  out  the  last  traces  of  its  indebtedness,  and  anticipated  the  maturity  of 
its  obligations  by  paying  down  $2,500  in  cash,  in  order  to  add  another  to 
the  roll  of  lionor  of  parishes  in  this  city  out  of  debt. 

The  blessed  effects  of  all  this  will  continue  to  be  felt,  and  will  show 
themseh'cs  on  all  sides.  The  clei-gy  will  be  more  free  now  to  attend  to 
their  proper  spiritual  work  without  embari^assment.  It  might  naturally 
have  been  inferred,  what  1  have  noticed  in  the  past  as  an  actual  fact,  that 
spiritoal  results^in  the  way  of  confirmations  and  the  di*awing  of  persons 
Into  the  congr^^ouK,  have  decreased  from  the  paralyzing  anxiety  caused 
by  indebtedness.  But  now  already  many  i)erson8  are  allying  themselves 
with  the  several  parishes,  who  would  not  do  so  while  the  churches  were  al- 
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lowin^^  themselves  to  ivmaiii  m)  loii<|^  in  debt.  The  standard  of  libenBty 
has  boeii  vustly  niiscd;  tlie  presumption  tliat  it  is  a  natural  condition  of 
tliingfs  for  u  chiircli  U>  be  in  debt  has  been  cliangcd  over  to  the  other  dde; 
and  I  trust  that  hei*ealYer  there  will  be  only  an  honorable  rivalry  to  keep 
fVee  from  the  feaiiVil  incubuR  of  debt.  I  shall  be  disappointed  if  sach  ft 
8plendi<I  example  does  nut  eomnumicate  itself  far  and  near,  ftirnisbing  in 
incentive  to  the  t^maller  panshes  iu  the  Diocese  to  go  and  do  likewise.  Is 
Kansas  City  and  St.  Joseph,  particularly,  I  am  jiersuaded  tliat  only  a  etroii|[ 
aud  systematic  eflbii;  is  needed  in  order  to  clear  away  the  floating  debti 
which  have  annoved  them. 

1  trust,  alsu,that  the  hoiK*liil  pi*osiM'rt«  in  tluR  city,  indicated  by  the 
removal  of  debts,  will  opi'u  the  way  to  a  better  coping  with  the  crowding 
uggressivi.'  work  in  this  Diocese  genenilly,  as  well  as  here  in  this  thronging 
metropolis.  Our  plans  in  the  past  have  resulted  iu  very  little,  because  tbe 
strong  cluirches,  fmm  which  such  work  should  start,  aud  by  which  fors 
time  b(>  mirtured,  have  lieen  too  uncertain  of  their  own  existence  to  render 
any  etticiont  help.  The  (Chapter  of  St.  I^>uis  luis  in  other  ways  been  a  vain- 
able  agency  for  good ;  the  (*hurch  BiH)therho(Ml,  at  any  ititCy  proved  thit 
there  were  lay  helpers  ready,  so  soou  as  we  could  command  the  meanito 
undertake  strongly  any  distinct  work.  But  as,  to  be  useAil,  tiiey  needed  to 
do  som<*thing  more  than  talk,  while  the  anxieties  of  the  iiarishes  wereeen- 
tcnnl  ui>ou  their  own  home  work,  there  was  little  cliance  of  anything  pite- 
tical  being  done.  You  may  remember  that  at  the  last  Convention  the 
urgency  of  aggressive  ( -hureli  w<irk  in  the  city  was  recognized,  a  distinct 
organization  to  attend  to  it,  a  Boaixl  of  Church  extiinsion  in  the  city  of  St. 
Louis  was  established.  T  am  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  I  have  tiled  again 
and  again  to  have  a  meeting  of  that  body,  and  was  on  no  occasion  able  to 
secun*  a  <]uonim  for  business,  and  so  nothing  has  been,  done  in  that  way. 
I  think  that  I  can  put  my  finger  on  the  c^iuse — the  half-heart^^duess  caused 
by  parochial  indebtedness,  which  ought  now  to  cease. 

In  the  meantime  we  have,  in  the  happy  establishment  of  the  Mission  of 
the  (fOod  Shepherd,  with  its  neat  church  free  fn>m  debt,  and  in  the  (so&r 
as  it  goes)  prospt'i-ous  work  of  tin*  Advent  Mi>sion  through  two  years,  the 
proof  of  th(^  certain  and  marked  results  which  await  any  action  undertaken 
by  us  with  a  I'apidity  iierlectly  niarvi'llous,  the  city  is  stretching  itself  on 
all  sides:  w(^  have  only  to  begin  a  work  in  any  (pmiler  to  And  that  scores 
of  fhurcl)  people,  ])efon;  unheard  of  because  of  the  distiiucc  to  any  of  oar 
churches,  start  forth  and  atta<'h  theujselves  to  the  enterprise.  Aud  stiU,  in 
the  lack  of  such  (efforts,  in  our  failure  to  follow  up  the  population  in  its 
growth  and  removals,  the  sanke  condition  of  things  which  I  indicated  last 
vear  still  continui's.  The  number  of  contlrinations  in  the  citv  and  cooiitv, 
which  has  been  falling  Ireni  year  to  year,  has  di*o]i|M^d  this  year  alsofhxn 
182  to  KI7,  the  lowest  point  which  it  has  tourhed. 

This,  in  a  city  growing  as  ours  is  doing,  certainly  is  not  as  it  shonldbe. 
Something  is  wanting  in  our  methods  and  appliances  toretaui  our  hold  for 
Chnstand  the  rhurch  upon  the  life  and  gL*owth  of  this  community.  I  com- 
mend the  subject  in  all  its  bearings  to  your  an xi<ms  consideration,  and  hope 
that  it  will  cjill  forth  such  discussion  and  action  as  will  enable  us  to  get  at 
the  causes  and  a])ply  the  remedy.     If  a  committee  shtmld  he  appointed  on 
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the  subject,  1  would  suggest  that  they  would  iudiciite  how  the  means  could 
best  be  raiw'd  for  the  pix>8ecutioii  of  tlds  departineiit  of  Church  work,  so 
as  little  as  possible,  to  interfere  with  the  prosecution  of  uiissionaiy 
work  already  in  hand.  AVhatever  else  is  pi-oposed — and  much  nioi-e  is 
iieede<l  I  am  ix'rsuaded — as  I  said  last  year,  that  a  most  natunil  and  hojieful 
way  of  undei'taking  aggi-essive  work  in  several  of  the  destitute  quarters  of 
the  city  is  for  the  older  parishes  with  assistant  ministers  to  start  and  main- 
taiu  missions,  with  Sunday  schools,  and  i)artial  services  at  first.  This 
would  give  employment  to  the  lay  heli)ei*8  in  the  i)arish,  and  in  the  parish 
esprit  du  corps  perhaps  moix;  enthusiasm  could  be  elicited  than  if  the  duty 
were  undertaken  in  a  general  way  by  those  little  acquainted,  and  not  accus- 
tomed to  work  together.  With  these  suggestions,  1  bespeak  for  this  im- 
portant matter  your  earnest  attention.  AVe  must  continue  ta  hv.  strong 
at  the  centime  in  order  that  we  may  radiate  intluences  to  the  extremiticjs. 

There  is  an  offsetting  feature  to  the  diminished  confirmations  in  this  city 
which  we  may  take  comfort  in,  more  esiK»cially  as  it  ilkistmtes  the  etli- 
ciency  of  the  nussionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  The  confinnations  this  year 
in  the  interior  have  been  very  much  in  excess  of  those  of  any  previous  year. 
This  is  partly  occasioned  by  the  gi*owth  of  the  interior  cities,  and  th(?  strong 
position  which  the  Church  is  taking  in  them ;  but  it  is  mainly  caused  by  the 
energy  with  which  the  work  is  being  pushed  in  the  small  communities* 
In  spite  of  the  fearful  business  depression  of  the  past  year,  you  will  be  glad 
to  notice  that  the  missionary  receipts  have  fully  kept  up  with  those  of  last 
year,  and  tliat  the  pix>i)ortion  of  the  whole  received  from  the  country  is 
qoite  as  lai'ge  as  at  that  time.  Some  of  the  parishes  have  not  kept  up  to 
their  ability,  and  the  evidence  of  what  may  be  done  in  this  direction  by 
system  and  promx)tness  may  be  seen  in  the  large  ofierings  in  Christ  Church 
in  this  city,  Gi*ace .Church,  Kirkwood,  and  St.  Jude*s,  Monroe;  this  last,  in 
proportion  to  ability,  not  a  whit  beldnd  the  others.  Appointments  and 
appropriations  have  recently  been  made  by  the  Missionary  Board  which 
will  more  than  exhaust  all  of  our  present  balance  and  receipts.  As  we 
have  alwavs  thus  far  lieen  able  to  honor  the  dnills  made  bv  the  missionaries 
on  oar  treasury  so  soon  as  due,  1  shall  look  to  tlie  Diocese  to  incituise  its 
offerings  as  our  work  enlarges,  as  it  is  constantly  doing.  Tlie  suggestions 
for  systematizing  and  increasing  our  missionary  offerings  through  the  Dio- 
cese,  made  in  the  re])ort  of  the  Laymen's  Missionary  Society,  are  well 
worthy  of  attention,  as  they  liave  been  found  to  work  well  in  the  parishes 
which  have  tried  them. 

I  suppose  that  as  fkir  results  have  been  reached  as  could  have  been  ex- 
pected fVom  the  appointment  of  the  con*esi)onding  members  of  tlie  Mission. 
ary  Board,  considering  that  they,  being  the  Rectors  of  large  parishes,  could 
command  but  little  time  for  personal  insi>ection.  While  I  have  not  received 
ftom  them  foimal  re[)Orts,  1  have  had  much  valuable  assistance  in  their 
several  districts  from  suggestions  and  infonnation.  The  vacancy  in  the 
Sedalia  district  caused  by  Dr.  Thrall's  removal  frem  tJu;  Diocese  has  not 
yet  been  filled,  and  I  have  divided  tlie  too  extensive  Hannibal  district  and 
set  apart  tlie  counties  of  Lincoln,  Pike,  St.  Cliarles,  Warren,  Montgomery, 
Callaway,  Boone,  Andraine  and  Howanl  into  another  district,  the  Mexico 
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District,  iiiid  Iiavr  ajipoiiitf'd  the  Kcv.  C.  P.  Jeniiiiigii.  M.D.,  a>%  iti^  hetd. 
I  mil  i»n*i)jin*(l.  «*»>  snan  sis  I  can  m'c  my  way  rlt»ar  to  fliicl  the  proper  per 
soils  who  iiii;jrht  uiidcrtaki*  ihc  work,  and  to  the  money  needed  for  iU 
prosccutioii.  to  n^Miiiuiicnd  in  the  Diocese,  perhaps  in  i^vcnd  of  those  diB- 
Inctf,  an  incrca^ejl  ii>e  of  the  itinenmt  or  Evanj^elist  system.  1  wish  very 
ninch  that  the  chM'^^y  would  pusli  more  thoroughly  the  use  of  the  Dioi-e^tn 
Missionary  mile  chests,  distribute  those  which  are  lying  useh*ssly  in  thoir 
vestry  rooms,  if  iicces>ary  apply  f«>r  more,  and  explain  fi-eely  the  manner 
in  which  they  may  ho  n^-ed.  I  am  sure  that  in  this  way  wo  will  promote 
thou^httnlncss  and  .•systematic  ^ivin*^  among  our  young  (leople,  and  will 
considerably  iii<'re:iM'  our  missionary  receipts. 

In  this  connexion  I  am  (riad  to  make  cordial  mention  of  tlie  usef\il  work 
doin<r  bv  the  Snndav  School  Missionarv  Host  of  the  Diocese.  Miiose  auiii- 
V(Mxirv  will  be  celebrate*!  as  u>ual  on  next  Sundav  altc>niooii.at  ('hriat 
Church.  The  Society,  along  with  the  other  objects,  had gutheivd  tlie  chil- 
dren's miles  with  ^uch  g«MMl  ii'sult,  that  1  have  place<l  one  of  our  most  in- 
teresting mission>  under  its  1o>tering  care,  being  assured  tliat  the  mcuu 
will  not  be  wanting  tor  its  maintenance.  1  hope  that  its  oi>enitioiis  during 
the  coming  yt^ar  will  be  still  tiirtlafr  <*xtended. 

Two  of*  onr  <ity  parishes  have  been  engaged,  at  my  8Ugg(*stion,  iu  ni*k- 
ing  uj)  >everal  boxes  ot*  valuable  clothing  for  our  missionaries.  The  gifti 
wen' nlo^t  timely  and  acceptable, and  have  d«)ne  very  much  t<»addtoT]ie 
comfort  of  the  taithliil  missionaries. 

1  suggest  that  Sec.  .'>  of  ( 'anon  XI.  be  nmde  into  a  new  Canon,  on  the  \Tiy 
important  snbj<»ct  to  us  of  organized  Mission  stations,  and  that  it  pravidc 
for  the  a]»[)ointment  t)f  a  warden,  tii'asurer  and  church  committco,  beyond 
which  point  it  would  not  be  necessary  that  the  organization  should  go  un- 
til it  had  become  stronger  and  gaine<l  more  pn»i)ei1y.  As  C*anoii  V.  uow 
stand>.the  AsM»s>nicnt  Committee  can  only  lay  its  quota  u^iou  the  parlslies 
of  the  Diocese.  As,  howt;v(?r,  some  of  the  organized  stations  ave  hirjfcr  and 
stroug<M*  than  >ome  of  the  parishes,  and  as  they  share  the  benefits,  it  would 
perhaps  not  be  unjust  to  asse>s  u])oii  them  a  just^han*  of  the  common  bur^ 
den.  To  have  this  done  legallv,  however,  it  will  be  necessary  to  amend 
Canon  V.,  -^o  as  to  im'hub'  organized  ^lission  stations  as  well  us  iiarishes. 
Such  stations,  then,  as  pay  assessments,  should  have  a  vote  as  well  as  ^eat 
in  Conv«*ntion  :  and  -^o  S<'c.  r>  of  Canon  XI.  >hould  be  amended  aceonllngly. 
IJy  See.  1  of  Canon  XI 1.  the  Bishop  is  required  to  ivport  to  the  Convention 
the  parishes  which  have  been  deliiniuent  for  two  years  in  paying  their  Con- 
vention assessment ;  but  the  Bishop  does  not  have  this  knowled^  in  hi» 
possosion,  while  the  Treasurer  ha>.  1  suggest,  theivforc,  that  this  Canon 
l)e  changed  so  as  to  provide  that  this  information  be  communicatee!  by  the 
Treasurer  in  hi>  annuaVjreport.  Then?  is  a  disen»pancy,  also,  between  this 
Canon  and  Article  IV.  of  the  Constitution,  which  ought  to  be  coiTectcd. 
In  Sec.  (>  of  Canon  XL,  the  Artich'S  of  Association,  siKikeii  of  as  aatho^ 
ized  by  the  Convention,  allude  to  the  very  useful  forms pi'epaix'd,  and  found 
on  page  120  of  the  last  ('onvention  Journal,  but  which  have  not  yet  been 
authorized.     I  suggest  that  this  be  looked  to. 

The  (luestiou  of  making  a  thoroughly  e(iuital)le  assessment  uimiu  tlic 
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paiislicr:  of  the  sums  needed  by  the  Diocese  for  its  work,  will  always  be 
very  dittieiilt  of  settlement.  Xo  method  will  be  entirely  fi*ee  from  objcc- 
tions;  and  to  parishes-,  crowded  with  their  own  local  wants,  the  assessment 
will  otleu  appear  burdensome  Still,  the  basis  on  which  the  committee  pro- 
ceeds has  appeared,  alter  a  trial  of  other  means,  to  be  on  the  whole  the  best; 
and  parishes  will  g:enei*ally  see  that  th(»  consid<»rations  which  they  nrjfc  for 
reduction,  might,  with  the  same  justice,  be  named  by  all  the  others.  At 
anv  rate  they  should  stale  their  desires  to  the  committee  before  thev  have 
made  their  report,  or  to  the  Convention  immediately  allt(*r;  so  that,  if  there 
is  oecasion  shown,  modification  may  be  made,  instead  of  going  home  and 
doiug  nothing  in  the  matter  through  the  year,  on  the  expectation  of  appeal- 
ing for  rcduotion  to  the  next  Conveutiou.  The  Treasurer's  i-eport  will 
ahow  that  the  greater  part  of  the  assessments  have  been  paid  within  a  few 
weeks  of  Convention,  instead  of  quarterly  as  due.  This  is  altogether 
wroug,and  has  caused  the  Treasurer,  the  Connnittee  on  Finance,  as  well  as 
others,  anxiety  from  which  the>-  might  have  been  relieved,  if  considerate 
and  systematic  ettbrts  in  this  matter  had  been  made. 

Doubtless  we  shall  only  get  clear  from  this  difficulty  as  well  as  from 
others  when  we  can  put  the  Permanent  Episco])al  Fund  on  a  more  satisfac- 
U)r>'  basis,  and  when,  by  a  larger  income  from  this,  i*elief  may  be  given  to 
the  parishes  from  their  present  heavy  assessments.  You  will  be  glad  to 
hear  that  the  offerings  to  this  fund  during  the  past  year  haw.  been  consid- 
erably ill  excess  of  those  of  any  foi*mer  year.  JStill  the  fund  remains  far 
below  what  it  should  be  in  order  that  it  may  become  an  efficient  means  of 
relief.  At  the  earliest  moment  special  att<^ntion  should  be  dmwn  to  it  and 
fixed  upon  it,  that  it  may  receive  large  gifts  and  bequcjstjs.  In  the  mean- 
time the  Convention  has  been  drifting  lately  into  an  indil!eren(!e  about  a 
matter  which  aniounts  almost  to  a  breach  of  trust.  By  strong  etforts  and 
appeals  made  by  special  sigent,  the  fund  had  been  increased  so  that  about 
ben  years  ago  six  hundred  acres  of  land  in  St.  Clair  and  Henry  counties 
were  bought  for  the  fund  for  $500.  These  lands  are.  still  held,  although  the 
Convention  two  years  ago  authorized  their  sale.  It  also,  besides  the  cash 
In  hand,  held  securiti«;s  reported  in  1^<70  by  the  Treasurer  to  be  worth 
|2y697.Cit).  These  securities  were  turned  over  to  liquidate  in  part  the  debt 
ioe  ftvin  the  Diocese  to  the  estate  of  Bishop  Hawks,  on  the  distinct  under- 
itanding  tliat  the  amount  should  be  returned  by  the  Diocese  to  the  fund 
in  a  period  now  one  year  passed.  In  spite  of  this  pledge  not  one  dollar  of 
this  amount  has  thus  far  been  returned  to  the  fund.  So  far  from  this,  the 
tbnd  lias  had  to  stand  chai'ges  upon  it  for  a  matter  for  which  it  is  not  at  all 
locouutable  to  the  amount  of  $8ir).:ii>.  So  that  there  is  now  due  from  the 
Diocese  to  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  to  the  individuals  and  parishes  who 
liave  contributed  in  good  faith  to  the  purposes  of  tliat  fund,  over  $;$,(KX), 
tieaides  interest,  which  ought  to  be  paid  to  it. 

And  yet  so  lai^c  does  the  composition  of  the  Convention  change  year  by 
fOMTf  tliat  I  dare  say  not  ten  persons  in  this  bod}'  to-day  have  knowledge  of 
nr  given  thought  to  the  very  serious  breach  of  trust  into  which  we  are 
mtanly  drifting,  in  a  threatened  repudiation  of  our  express  pledges, 

I  should  be  jostitied  in  saying  all  that  1  have  now  done  because  of  the 
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principle  involved  in  it,  of  tlio  Minctity  which  Phoald  mark  our  admiiiirtn- 
tion  of  trusts.  But  bc^vond  this,  in  onlur  that  we  niav  mateiiallv  ini-n'ai« 
the  fund,  it  should  l>e  of  a  Bize  which  will  secure  for  it  attention  1  tliiuk. 
therefoiv,  that  we  shouhl  innnediutely  n*plaa^  in  the  fViiid  what  htis  so  loif 
lieen  withheld  fn>m  it,  and  should  thus  hasten  to  ralieve  ourselves  of  tke 
sti^nui  which  otherwise  must  attach  to  tlie  I)ioi*eM*.  If  wo  luid  tlius  in  the 
fund  all  that  it  is  entitlbd  to.  and  also  succeed  in  selling  the  land,  we ^lioiild 
have  an  amount  whicli  would,  hy  its  income,  uiaterially  relieve  the  tiSSKtr 
nients  nt)w  levied,  and  attra«'t  mat<*iially  other  gifts. 

Then*  are  occasions  fivquently  arising  in  which  the  Bishop  and  Ae 
Standin^r  Connnittiie  need  competent  legal  advice.  Them  is  nnabundAoce 
of  skill  which.  1  have  no  doubt,  would  be  gladly  placed  at  our  dis|K>«iil  ifit 
was  ciilled  for.  I  rec(miniend,  then*foi*o,  the  creation  of  the  office  of  Cbta- 
cellor  for  the  Diocese,  and  that  a  coninumicant  learned  in  the  law  In*  elcctid 
to  the  ])osition. 

Our  Church  <-harities  in  this  city  wen^  never  in  as  pnisi^erouii  a  condition 
as  they  are  at  (his  time.  The  Orphaifs  Home  has  Ijeeu  deprived  darinf 
the  past  year  of  its  beloved  First  l)iix»ctress,  Mrs.  Walker  B.  Carter,  wh© 
for  moi-e  than  twenty  years  had  given  her  time  and  labor  ungradjriiigly 
and  hivingly  to  the  work  whi<'h  had  become  almost  a  jmrt  of  her  life.  Ho 
one  who  was  pr(>seut  on  the  occasion  will  ever  forget  tliat  new  grave  co^ 
en'd  with  the  llowers  scattered  thei*e  by  those  who  liad  so  constantly 
watched  over  them.  The  needs  of  the  Home  have  <;oini)elled  tlie  undertak- 
ing of  the  new  buiUling  on  (.«i*and  avenue,  at  a  cost  not  to  excec^d  $30,000. 
It  is  hoped  that  it  nuiy  Ix'  in  a  condition  so  that  it  may  be  occupied  by 
Christmas  next. 

1  am  inch'cd  gralilled  to  be  able  to  report  a  gitt  to  the  Oi'pliau*s  HonWi 
of  this  city,  for  its  permanent  endowment,  which  largely  exceeds  iu  amoiut 
any  previous  gitt,  for  Church  ]mrposcs,  in  this  Diocese,  and  which  would  be 
nmiarkable  anywhere.  It  is  by  Mr.  Benjamin  O^Fallon.  of  laud,  to  tbe 
value  t)f  .'?.*)0,(MH».  I  am  sure  that  you  must  be  stirred  as  deeply  as  I  am  by 
this  noble  benefaction.  It  will,  when  realized,  place  the  home  iu  a  position 
to  vastly  increase  its  usefulness:  will  enable  us  to  give  our  thoughts  more 
to  the  care  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital:  and  it  will,  I  dare  believe,  be  bat  the 
beginnin«r  of  better  days  for  the  ivmemberingof  Christ's  work  iu  the  Chard 
audits  cognati*  chaiities  by  gift  and  bequest.  You  will  be  forward  in 
marking  your  recognition  of  this  signal  act. 

Both  the  Home  and  St.  Luke*s  Hospital  have,  by  the  uiianinioua  reqoflrt 
of  their  respective  boards  of  nuinagers,  been  placed  in  the  charge  of  the 
Sisterhood  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  lately  of  Ihiltimore.  The  Sisterhood 
came  to  this  city  last  fall,  and  I  think  that  I  only  state,  iu  measured  lan- 
guage, the  judgment  of  all  those  who  have  become  acquainted  with  them  or 
their  work,  that  they  have  put  a  new  s]>irit  into  the  internal  niauagement  of 
our  charities:  that,  by  their  (piiet  devotion  and  disinterested  labors  for  oth- 
ers, they  have  secuivd  for  themselves  the  love  and  the  coufldence  of  nlL 
Thus  practically,  at  least  in  part,  has  l>een  ivalized  the  hoi)eM  expressed  by 
a  committee  of  the  last  Convention,  that  we  might  secure  for  ourselves  here 
the  help  of  this  mighty  ag(*ncy  for  good.     It  is  to  be  lioi)ed  tlmt  tlds  mar 
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be  but  the  iiucluu»y  to  which  shall  resort  devout  women,  before  whom  God 
may  oi)eii  the  path  to  a  iieai*er  service  of  Ilimself,  through  which  other 
methods  of  employing  the  sen'ices  of  godly  and  trained  women  may  be 
made  iKissible.  I  trust  that  all  this  may  be  attained  by  a  subst^mtial  recog- 
nition of  the  worth  of  this  agency  in  the  form  of  a  Home  secured,  which 
mav  relieve  the  Sisterhood  of  the  hoavv  burden  of  rent. 

Tlu8,too,  is  a  form  of  relief  whicli  St.  Luke's  Hospital  urgently  needs. 
Its  present  acconmiodations  are  crowded;  it  suffers  under  the  inconveni- 
ence of  a  building  not  built  for  the  purpose ;  it  has  never  vindicated  the 
necessity  and  value  of  its  own  existence  as  it  has  done  in  the  last  twelve- 
month: tliere  never  has  been  such  a  <lenionstration  of  interest  in  tlie  insti- 
tution fm  is  now  seen :  it  nc^ver  has  shown  such  spiritual  results  as  now 
All  that  it  needs  is  a  building  for  its  use  adapted  for  its  purposes.  I  hope 
tbat  bv  another  vear  such  a  building  niav  be  fairlv  under  wav. 

Whenever  m»w  departnien;.^  of  Church  work  appear,  and  we  have  to 
apply  new  methods  to  untried  circumstances,  we  cannot  do  otherwise  than 
hesitate  and  ponder  over  pi-obable  results.  The  gi-owth  of  the  Church's 
influence  may  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  both  among  the  colored  peoi)le  and 
among  the  Gennans  there  are  indications  that  we  shall  very  shortly  be 
called  uiKHi  to  press  our  work.  AVe  have  one  very  excellent  colored  per- 
son Candidate  for  Ordei's,  and  another  is  studying  with  that  object  in  view  : 
and,  within  the  year,  one  German  Koman  Catholic  priest  has  been  admitted 
to  our  ministry,  and  two  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  minister's  hav<> 
applied  to  become  Candidates  for  Orders.  We  must  go  forward  wImmi  the 
time  comes,  and  pray  that  wisdom  nuiy  be  given  to  us  to  do  such  things  as 
are  right.  This  marked  tendency  showing  itself  in  a  portion  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  b.»dy  v.ithin  our  own  borders  is  but  symptomatic  of  a  still 
irider  and  dee|M»r  movem(>nt  <lisplaying  itself  fuilher  East  in  Ohio,  and 
seems  to  l>e  animat<*d  by  the  essential  principles  involved  in  the  n«'cessity 
lelt  for  securing  a  place  in  the  Church,  with  the  authority  for  ministrations 
"whicli  oulv  can  be  derived  tlien»from.  You  all  are  aware  of  the  widelv 
signeil  memorial  fn)m  tliesi'  Gennan  ministers  recently  i)rescnted  to  t)ur 
BisliopSy  in  which  they  ask  for  a  Bishop  for  their  own  nationality.  It-  is  a 
movement  of  no  little  meaning,  and  one  which  we  shall  mark  the  issue  of 
^ith  anxious  prayerful  attention. 

Tliat  other  profoundly  interesting  religious  movement,  starting  fn)ni 
other  antecedents  wholly,  and  involving  those  of  other  nations,  but  still 
laii^ly  marked  by  the  German  cast  t)f  thought — I  mean  th(»  movement  of 
the  Old  Catholics  in  Euroix* — is  one  the  importance  «>f  wiiicli  W(*  camn^t 
OTerestimate.  They  are  feeling  their  way  back  to  questions  wliicli  liavf 
loDg  bi*en  familiar  to  us,  and  our  solicitude  in  their  behall\  that  tlicy  may 
"be  ifuided  aright,  and  lose  non<*  of  the  guarantees  of  future  security — <'spe- 
ciallv  in  the  critical  business  about  which  thev  will  in  a  few  davs  be  en- 

•  •  • 

Ipi^d,  of  electing  Bishops  for  their  work — will  be  the  d(»e|>er  as  they  have 
in  their  keeping  the  future  religious  interests  largely  of  the  vast  German 
race,  and  as  they  are  travelling  over  the  road  along  which  we  so  painfully 
travelh^  oui'selves. 

Tliere  seems  to  \h*  qiiit<»  a  disposition  shown  through  the  Church  to  con- 
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M(li»i*  r-arotully  tli«  llyiiinal  adopted  by  tlui  last  General  Convention^  with  a 
view,  if  po>sihIi',  nf  sii«i:«r<*?*tiii*r  iinpn»voiii<'iils.    Ccrtuinly  while  tliisiFU 
advaiKc  on  our  pn'vioiis  rolloctiou  of  hyiiiiiody,  it  is  itf^lf  o|ieu  to  manj 
(*lia)i<^i-s  for  t ho  hcttor.     And  as  atltcr  all  the  lM?st  test  is  the  actual  uee of 
the  1)()ok.  and  the  1>(>st  jiid;*nients  are  th(»se  m  hieh  an*  foniietl  fi^uin  a  con* 
stant  deiilin<r  witli  it.  I  reconunend  tliat  it  ijii<*-ht  not  In*  iinwi>-e  for  yon  to 
api>oint  :i  roniniittee  who  nii^lit  reeeive  sii«r^'stions  an«i  the  ix-^nlts  of  ei- 
jM'rienee  in  the  actual  use  of  the  work  from  the  eleiy>-  nud  other?  in  the 
Diocese,  wliicli  tliey  ctMild  di«rosf  and  ivj)oi1  to  us  next  year,  and  theiii  if 
thon^rht  :idvis:i1>I(>.  to  tlie  llynuial  Coninn'tte«>  of  the  Genentl  ConveiitioB 
lurt'orc  it>  n«'xt  session,    in  the  matter  of  editions  with  music,  I  recomiiiend 
for  use  in  the  Diocese  ilie  Iter.  Dr.  Tucker's  coHeetion  jis  in  my  jnd;nneiit 
tin'  host. 

AVhile  the  general  subject  of  Sunday  schools  widens  out  in  too  muy 
ways  for  me  to  dilate  upon,  there  is  one  feature  about  the  instruction  to 
be  inipMrted  whicli  seems  to  deserve  mention.  There  is  a  constant  molti- 
plication  of  our  instruction  books,  and  in  many  schools  there  is  an  utter 
uncertainty  as  to  the  course  of  study  which  had  better  be  pursued.  Mooof 
is  wasted  on  many  books;  time  is  not  uf-ed  to  the  best  ad  rant  a  jfe ;  and 
tliere  is  an  utter  confu^ion  in  the  ohiId*s  mind  when  it  passes  from  one 
sc^hool  to  another.  Attempts  are  being  made  within  and  without  cor 
Church  to  reduce  this  matter  more  to  a  system.  The  need  is  palpable 
cnouf^Ii  to  justify  such  attempts.  I  do  not  know  that  any  essay  at  the 
solution  of  the  dilficuKv  can  be  wholly  satisfactory,  nor  would  I  liave  a 

•  •  • 

cast-iron  uniformity  enjoined  upon  all.  But  I  am  sure  that  an  essential 
seryjce  will  be  rendered,  especially  to  tho^e  places  where  Sunday  sclioole 
are  bein^r  conducted  ])y  those  who  are  not  thorou^liiv  acquainted  with  tiie 
(■hurch's  pri^nciplcs,  if  we  could  sugjrcst  some  course  of  instruction  which 
could  be  tnll(»Wi  d  regularly  through  the  year.  In  several  of  our  schools  a 
seric"^  of  !c>son>  is  used  for  the  year,  including  catechism,  collect,  h^mii, 
n-citjition  of  verses.  Bible  questions,  with  instruction  as  to  the  season^^and 
services,  and  so  divided  that  the  several  grades  of  proticieney  can  take 
ni(Mc  or  less  of  these  parts  as  they  are  able;  and  these  are  printed  iiiex- 
]KMisively  on  slips  of  ])aper  and  mailed  regularly.  They  cause  a  saving  in 
book>«  and  an  in(M'ease  by  their  system  of  the  amount  of  instruction  gained. 
I  would  suggest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  look  into  this  subject 
and  report  what  action  they  think  advivSable  in  the  premises.  I  have  been 
much  interested  also  in  studying  the  statistics  of  our  Suudav  schooll 
gathered  by  the  officers  of  the  Missionary  Host.  They  mark  a  gratifying 
growth  and  lite:  ]>ut  they  point  out  with  a  signilicant  uniformity  that  their 
hindrance,  out>ide  of  the  lack  of  more  adetptate  funds,  is  mainly  the  want 
and  irregular  attendance  of  the  teachers.  The  remark  is  very  correcti/ 
made  that  almost,  any  thing  would  be  possible  with  a  higher  faithfulness, 
but  that  inditferenco  among  the  teachers  instantly  communicates  itself  to 
the  scholars. 

I  wish  that  1  could  say  a  word  that  would  be  etfcctual  in  advising;  per- 
sonal, and  continued  and  systenmtic  atteuiion  in  behalf  of  our  Diocesan 
paper,  the  Church  JS'twa,    We  could  not  do  without  it;  its  usefulness  in 
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many  ways  is  simply  incalculable;  and  still  it  does  not  have  half  the  sup- 
port or  circulation  which  it  might  have,  because  the  clergy  and  others  will 
not  >|^ive  the  matter  practical  attention.  If  the  paper  has  to  be  dropped, 
it  will  die  because  of  the  neglect  of  its  friends.  It  is  not  pleasant  to  hear 
a  clergyman  say  that  he  could  get  a  long  list  of  subscribers,  if  he  only 
said  one  word  to  them,  and  then  refraining  to  say  that  word.  Money  is 
often  handed  me  in  parishes  for  subt^criptions,  because  the  minister  has 
done  nothing.  Will  you  not,  on  returning  home,  make  the  slight  effort 
needed  to  give  every  one  within  your  reach  the  opportunity  of  taking  the 
paper;  and  thus  becoming  acquainted  with  Church  progress  within  our 
borders? 

I  lay  upon  your  t4ible  herewith  tlie  report  of  the  Trustees  of  8t.  Paurs 
College,  Palmyra,  which,  to»rether  wiih  the  report  of  the  Warden,  will  show 
that  wliilc  the  attendance  at  the  school  has  not  been  all  tl^at  we  could  de- 
sire, still  the  instruction  has  been  thorough  and  satii^factory,  and  that  in- 
.  atiiution  is  maintaining  itself  without  running  into  debt.  At  a  recent  visit 
1  confirmed  several  of  ihe  students.  I  am  by  no  meatis  sa'isticd  with  what 
we  are  doing  in  the  matter  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Diocese.  The 
strongest  terms  employed  do  not  overstate  the  importance  of  the  issues  de- 
pendent upon  our  faithful  performance  of  this  duty.  Money  spent  upon 
the  Christian  education  of  our  children,  at  the  age  in  life  when  they  read. 
ily  receive  and  hold  impressions,  will  return  us  larger  spiritual  results  than 
money  spent  in  any  other  way.  AVhat  we  have  done  in  this  direction  is 
only,  I  trust,  the  beginning  of  what  we  shall  do.  The  call  upon  us  to  pro- 
Tide  for  the  higher  training  of  our  girls,  under  our  own  principles,  is  most 
emphatic,  and  I  must  expect  that  when  the  beginning  is  made  in  this  mat- 
ter it  will  receive  such  substantial  recognition  as  will  enable  the  work 
to  enlarge.  What  is  done  will  only  be  undertaken  with  deliberate  con- 
sideration, but  with  a  purpose,  if  possible,  to  succeed.  I  shall  bo  disap- 
pointed if  this  fall,  under  the  care  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
a  modest  beginning  may  be  had  for  a  thoroughly  good  Church  school  for 
girls. 

I  also  transmit  herewith  an  account  of  the  trust  funds  which  have  been 
placed  in  my  hands,  and  the  disposition  which  has  been  made  of  them. 

During  the  past  winter  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  in  this  city, 
waited  upon  me  with  the  statement  that  their  affairs  were  in  such  an  ex- 
ceedingly depressed  condition  that  they  would  be  constrained  to  close  the 
church  and  sell  the  lease  of  the  property,  unless  I  would  consent  to  take 
charge  of  it  aud  carry  it  through.  I  was  pressed  with  duty,  and  could  illy 
aflbrd  to  assume  new  cares;  but  as  I  could  not  assent  without  an  etlbrt  to 
the  sacrifice  of  so  valuable  a  position  for  usefulness  in  the  city,  nor  to  the 
scattering  of  a  congregation  that  had  S(»  many  noble  elements  in  it,  nor  to 
the  mortification  which  would  attach  to  all  our  work  for  years,  at  the  loss 
of  another  old  parish,  I  consented  to  assume  the  charge,  and  rendered  per- 
sonal duty  for  three  months,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Coan  came  in  as  my 
assistant,  and  assumed  the  virtual  pastoral  charge.  The  result  has  been,  I 
am  glad  to  say,  that  the  congregation  has  become  quite  laige,  and  the  pros- 
pect is  altogeUier  encouraging,  with  its  debt  paid,  for  a  strong  at»d  useful 
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work  in  a  part  of  the  city  rendered  the  more  needy  becaase  of  the  deptf- 
tnre  of  St.  George *8  Church  to  the  western  end  of  town. 

During  the  past  year  several  of  our  older  Bishops  have  departed  to  their 
rest.  The  tirat,  Bishop  Upfold,  of  Indiana,  whose  funeral  services  I  w» 
able  to  take  part  in ;  then  Bishop  Eastburn,  of  Massachasetts,  and  recently 
Bishop  Mellvaine,  of  Ohio.  We  have  all  been  watchin^^  with  a  sad  pleas- 
ure the  distinguished  lionors  paid  in  this  country  and  abroad  to  the  wide 
learning  and  abilities,  and  the  exalted  piety  of  the  lamented  Bishop,  wbo 
WSL^  only  second  in  seniority  in  this  Church. 

In  the  nicantimo,  Drs.  Hare  and  Auer  have  been  elected  as  MissioDary 
Bisliops  to  the  Indians,  and  to  Cape  Palmas,  Africa,  and  have  been  ooose- 
crated  to  their  high  office ;  and  within  a  few  days  the  Rev.  Dr.  B.  H.  F^- 
dock  has  been  elected  to  the  Kpifrcopate  of  Massachusetts.  All  of  these 
clergymen  have  peculiar  and  distinguished  qualifications  for  their  respec- 
tive duties,  and  will,  with  God's  blessing,  achieve  large  rcsalts  in  tbeir 
several  tields. 

I  transmit,  herewith,  for  your  consideration,  two  proposed  ameudments 
to  the  Constiintioti  of  the  General  Church.

The  salary  last  year  was  $500  per  annum,  but  some  of  the  subscribers  ne^lect- 
•«d  to  make  good  their  obli^tions.  The  present  rate  of  salary  came  into  opera- 
tton  October  1st,  1S72.  With  but  two  exceptions  the  present  subscribers  have 
paid  their  subscriptions,  and  no  doubt  when  the  times  are  less  strin^s^ent  they 
will  meet  their  obligations.  The  Rector  feels  that  the  stipend  is  too  small  to 
his  necessities;  but,  owing  to  the  great  Christian  kindness  of  several  per- 
not  connected  with  the  parish,  and  also  to  the  kind  aid  of  a  few  of  his 
pwlBhioners,  he  has  so  far  been  able  to  pay  his  expenses.  The  parish  has  suf- 
fered much  financially  by  the  removal  of  able  and  influential  persons,  and 
especially  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  McM.  Gregg,  who,  since  my  last  report,  presented 
the  church  with  handsome  chancel  windows,  a  BishopV^  chair,  and  matting  for 
the  aisle.  Besides  a  falling  off  in  subscriptions,  the  attendance  has  not  been  as 
jrood  as  St  was  last  year;  this  is  owing  to  opposing  causes  outside,  the  want  of 
jpood  and  regnlaiTmusic.  and  to  the  very  dull  times.  The  Rector  finds  it  very 
dlfllcult  to  persuade  i)erson8  who  are  in  financial  difficulties  to  attend  the  ser- 
vices.

Trinity  Parish,  at  St.  Charles,  Missouri,  has  been  vacant  since  Oct.  1, 1872. 

An  ill-advised  effort  to  build  a  church,  larger  and  more  expensive  than  the 
means  of  the  parish  would  justify,  involved  us  in  some  embarrassment,  which, 
■Iter  the  expenditure  of  all  our  means  in  buying  and  grading  a  very  good  lot, 
and  laying  a  deep  and  solid  foundation,  had,  of  necessity,  to  be  abandoned,  and 
we  should  probably  have  been  without  a  building  in  which  to  hold  services  but 
for  the  zeal,  devotion,  energy  and  perseverance  of  the  ladies  of  the  parish. 
They  organized  a  Sewing  Circle  to  aid  in  Airnishing  means  to  build  a  modest, 
Imt  comfortable  chapel,  and  arranged  with  a  building  society  for  $1,000  loan, 
payable  in  monthly  instalments,  until  the  entire  debt  Fhall  have  been  liquida- 
ted. They  have  had  no  difficulty  in  meeting  their  payments,  and  have  a  surplus 
on  band  largely  over  $1,000.  Nearly  one-half  their  debt  has  already  been  paid. 
The  vestry  lent  their  efforts  to  the  cause,  and  we  now  have  a  very  neat  and  com- 
fortable i^apel,  sufficient  for  our  present  need,  at  a  cost  of  $2.000 — with  a  debt 
secured  by  mortgage  of  $635  on  the  adjoining  portion  of  the  lot,  not  a  lien  on 
the  building.  We  have  lost  nearly  one-half  our  strength  in  numbers  and  means 
by  the  removal  of  the  railroad  machine  shops  and  the  employees  of  the  bridge 
company,  and,  therefore,  have  now  more  difficulty  in  raising  means  for  Church 
purposes  than  heretofore;  but  we  are  hopefUl,  and  determined  to  use  all  efforts 
to  pay  off  our  indebtedness  gradually,  and  thinic  we  shall  succeed.  We  hope  to 
have  the  services  of  a  Rector  for  half  his  time,  if  we  cannot  pay  for  more;  but  we 
are  unable  to  pledge  for  his  support  more  than  the  amount  suggested  to  the 
Bishop  as  the  utmost  limit  of  our  present  ability — say  $400  per  annum .

The  provision  for  our  church  debt  is  80  generally  known  that  it  need  only  be 
alluded  to  here,  but  this  with  grateful  thanks  to  Him  who  bas  enabled  as  to  do 
this  much  in  the  way  of  uioney  and  pledges,  and  who  will,  we  have  no  doabc, 
enable  us  to  perfect  the  work  begun. 

The  prcM'ut  loosencf^  of  ties  between  members  of  a  parish  and  the  parish  it- 
self is  such,  thiit  the  exact  number  of  parishioners,  even  of  commanicants,  b  not 
easy  to  be  obtained.  Because  of  a  change  of  residence,  or  for  some  other  sad 
perhaps  very  i^light  cause,  sometimes  a  whole  family,  sometinoies  a  sin^  im» 
ber  of  the  family,  will  withdraw  flrom  their  own  parish,  without  a  word  of  efr 
planation  or  notice  to  their  own  Rector,  unite  with  another  parish,  l>e  recdvcd, 
admitt(;d  to  confirmation,  the  holy  communion,  even  receive  the  riteof  ma^ilf^ 
without  on«'  wonl  of  enquiry  or  admonition  as  to  leaving  their  own  parish,  lod 
with  no  word  of  apology  to  the  former  Sector.  This  condition  of  things— lor 
which  we  of  the  clergy  are  to  blame — encourages  lawlessness,  indepeudenoe  of 
and  contempt  for  all  authority,  places  the  Rector  of  a  parish  in  a  weak  and  on- 
o^Ttain  position,  keeps  the  record  of  a  parish  imperfect,  and  utterly  destroys  lO 
discipline.

At  the  .solicitation  of  a  number  of  his  friends,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Berkley  b^gu 
liolding  Divine  service  and  preacliing  at  Hart's  Hall  on  Sunday,  the  S3d  of  Jane^ 
1872.  Preliminary  steps  having  been  duly  Uiken,  a  parish  was  organized  on  the 
28tl)  of  October,  with  the  above  title,  and  he  was  elected  to  tlie  Rectorship  of  the 
church.  The  vestry  have  purcha<«ed  an  eligible  lot  at  the  northeast  comer  of 
Grand  avenue  and  Olive  street,  and  have  commenced  the  erection  of  a  chapel,  to 
be  built  of  stone,  and  which  we  hope  to  occupy  in  August,  or  early  in  Septem* 
ber  next.

The  operations  of  this  Society  for  the  fiscal  year  now  closed  has  been  mainly 
confined  to  the  work  in  progress  heretofore.  The  active  cliurchman  can  see  in 
the  ▼n.<t  extent  of  territory  comprising  this  diocese,  a  field  for  iabor  so  immense 
as  :iliiio<tt  to  dishearten  him  from  making  battle  against  odds  so  vast.  But  our 
Bishop,  and  the  missionaries  who  have  labored  so  arduou^^ly  in  the  worlc,  come 
to  the  rescue  with  words  of  cheer,  aiid  tell  us  that  our  efforts  have  not  been 
wasted.  They  testify  to  grand  results  already  accomplished,  and  assure  us  that 
tbia  organization  is  making  a  record  and  building  an  influence  for  good  that  can 
scarcely  be  estimated. 

Our  city  parishes  within  a  few  weeks  have  relieved  themselves  of  the  accumu- 
lated debt  of  years,  and  now  represent  a  body  of  churchmen  full  of  conscious 
ligor,  ready  to  engage  heartily  in  the  work  peculiar  to  this  Society.  Notwith- 
standing the  vast  amount  required  to  elevate  our  city  parishes  to  their  present 
proud  position,  they  have  not  been  unmindful  of  their  duties  in  other  directions. 
Their  subscriptions  show  a  gratifying  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

The  total  amount  of  collections  received  from  all  sources,  ns  exhibited  in 
report  of  Treasurer,  is  $3,242.52.  Adding  balance  on  hand  at  commencement  of 
llseal  year,  $346.90,  show  a  total  of  $3,588.72.    The  total  disbursements  has 
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been  $2,558.9*2,  leaving  a  balance  In  the  treasury  of  $1,029.80  with  whidi  topif 
the  stipends  falling  due  In  July  next. 

A  more  |;enerou8  use  of  mite-boxes,  especially  in  country  paiishefl,  is  recom- 
mended, and  they  w  111  be  furnished  (tee  on  application  to  the  Secretary. 

In  view  of  the  Increased  vij^r  reputed  in  this  diocem  in  formation  of  aiudUiiT 
societies,  etc.,  the  Executive  Committee  have  recommended  a  UDiform  plan  or 
system  for  collections,  and  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned  it  is  herewith  iuhnit- 
te<l,  each  subscriber  to  have  a  number  sriven  them,  and  to  be  known  by  due 
number  and  not  by  name.  A  box  to  be  placed  in  the  vestibule  with  envdopa 
conveni(>nt,  in  which  can  be  deposited  subscriptions  as  they  become  due.  Whei 
delin(iuent  their  number  will  appear  on  a  card  posted  over  the  box.  This  pin 
has  been  found  to  work  well  in  such  of  our  city  parishes  as  have  j^ven  it  a  triil, 
and  is  far  more  agreeable  to  tlie  Treasurer,  as  it  avoids  the  necessity  of  perssnil 
appeals.  Tlu'  Secretary  will  gladly  explain  the  system  more  fully  if  applied  to 
eitlior  in  person  or  by  letter. 

Your  former  Seercftary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  F.  W.  Southack.  a  veteran  in  chardi 
work  in  this  city,  whose  jifenial  face  and  kindly  words  assured  him  a  wdoome 
evorywhons  withdrew  from  this  association  and  diocese  in  February  lasL  Xr. 
Southack  has  la1)on'd  with  us  lonji:  and  faithAilly,  and  in  parting;  with  him  this 
Society  loses  an  able  and  efficient  officer. 

In  conclusion,  the  exe(*utive  committee  eonji^talate  3'ou  upon  the  resulte  of 
tlit^  past  year  and  tiie  au.si>icious  openin<r  of  the  present.  As  no  harassing  debt 
flaunts  its  gloomy  pall  about  us,  we  Invite  oiu*  city  parishes  to  bestow  upon  this 
Society  increased  zeal,  and  thus  continue  the  good  w^ork  so  grandly  inangurateJ. 
And  to  sucli  of  our  sister  p»rif>hes  as  have  not  already  established  an  auziUsiy 
society  we  urge  specaly  organization,  and  thus  acknowledji^e  and  proclaim  bjr 
their  works  an  appreciation  of  the  efforts  being  made  in  their  behalf.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

The  Secretary,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  respectfully  submits  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and   the  friends  of  the  institution  our   30th  annual 
-  report. 

With  the  dose  of  another  year  that  has  passed  away  from  us  burdened  witli 

vuuiy  changes  and  a  great  sorrow,  we  find  ourselves  at  last  entering  upon  a 

rnli^  and  a  substance,  whose  shadow  has  been  eluding  our  grasp  for  the  last 

'  tiro  years.    I  mean  the  commencement  of  the  erection  of  our  new  Orphan^s 

H<Niie.    After  due  deliberation  of  both  Building  and  Advisory  Committees,  the 

-origioal  plan  has  been  modified  in  a  manner  to  lessen  the  expense  of  the  first 
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estimated  co^t.  in  order  to  make  it  practicable  to  present  the  new  church  iutita- 
tion  witlkoiit  debt,  an  oftVrin^  acceptable  to  Oofl.  The  architect  has  beeo  in- 
struct(*d  tu  prepare  hir«  plans  and  specifications  so  that  bids  may  be  oflered  it 
once  f«>r  the  work,  and  we  are  promised  tliat  the  house  will  be  flulsbed  and 
ready  to  be  oiM'upied  by  next  Christmas. 

Wo  Iiave  every  :w<iiiranc<?  from  many  friends  who  have  pled^^reci  their  Interes 
and  lielp.  tliat  tlie  treasury  sliall  never  ^Ive  forth  an  empt^'  sound  until  tbelMt 
stone  is  plaet'd  and  t\\e.  voice  of  prayer  and  pralKe  has  consecrated  the  gocA 
work.    Of  (roiir^e  we  sliall  extend  to  all  who  arc  Interes^tcfil  in  the  cause  of  die 
orphans  tli(>  ]M-ivile^e  of  assisting  us  accordinji:  to  tlieir  ability.     Theihiit>of 
toil  and  sclt'-dciiial  have  already  enriched  our  store,  and  slmll  not  those  vdw 
have  only  to  enjoy  the  >2rood  thln^  of  this  life  give  fV'eely  of  their  abundance^ 
Intimately  asstx'lated  with  our  hope  for  the  future  is  our  deep  sorrow  for  the 
jrre.it  loss  we  tiave  sust^iined  in  tlio  retrent  death  of  our  beloved  and  honored  FiRt 
Diri*(!tr('ss.  Mrs.  Walker  R.  Cart<>r.    She  was  called  away  without  seeing  with 
bodily  cyt's  the  cti<>rislied  wisli  of  her  life  carried  out.    For  this  she  worked,  fo 
this  sh(*  prayed,  never  sparing  either  time  or  strength.     She  rests  from  her 
labors.  l)ut  iior  work  will  suri'ly  follow  her.    For  twenty-six  years.  Identified 
with  thf  Orphan's  Home,  the  best  interest  of  the  institution  was  a  problem  chat 
she  never  eea-^ed  tryin;^:  to  work  out.    Presiding  always  at  all  official  meetliif^ 
witli  a  ;fi*iiiie  di<;nity  and  a  refined  jnd.u:nient,  her  cultured  and  well  balaooeil 
mind  never  failed  to  arrive  at  once  at  the  best  conclusion  of  the  question  under 
diseii^^sioiu  and  inspired  the  utmost  confidence  in  her  decision.     Her  place  will 
be  occnpied:  it  can  never  l)e  fill(^d.    We  can  only  hope  that  her  mantle,  fiUIin; 
upon  Ikt  sncces>or.  ma}'  inspire  her  with  a  portion  at  least  of  her  true  aod 
faitliful  s])iril. 

In  ao'ordanee  with  the  wish  of  the  Bishop,  and  the  unanimous  desire  of  the 
Hoard,  tlie  internal  management  of  the  atfairs  of  the  Home  have  l>een  placeil  in 
file  charge  of  tlie  Sisters  of  tiie  Ciood  SSheplierd,  an  Order  lately  come  amongns,to 
infnse,  we  hope,  renewed  vitality  in  much  of  our  Cliurch  work.  Consunt 
change  of  ministration  inn«it  neee.s.sariiy  cause  more  or  less  injury  to  any  insfito- 
tion,  and  we  trnst  that  we  have  at  I:tst  secnred  a  permanent  influence  that  mir 
result  in  th(>  spiritual  welfare  anti  discipline  of  the  charge  committed  to  their 
C4ire.  Already  a  marked  chang**  for  the  i)ett<>r  has  been  noticed  in  the  deport- 
ment of  the  cliildren.  Tliey  have  been  well  advanced  in  their  studies  by  their 
former  teacher.  Mrs.  Keek.  To  that  lady  and  her  sister,  Mrs.  Smith,  we  are 
indebted  for  tlieir  best  wislies  in  our  behalf.  Tlie  chUdreu  greatly  deplored  the 
loss  of  their  chaplain,  Ucv.  W.  L.  Githens.  lie  had  endearetl  himself  toevety 
cliildish  heart  by  his  rare  gift  of  interesting  the  yonngiir  members  of  his  flo^ 
and  tlie  scene  of  his  departure  was  a  very  sad  one.  We  shall  not  soon  for^^the 
warm  loving  heart  whose  best  sympathies  were  engaged  In  his  labor  of  loTe 
among  ns. 

At  Cliri.'rtnias  every  child  in  the  Home  rejoiced  in  a  distribution  of  gifts  made 
from  donations  of  toys  sent  from  William  Biirr  &  Co.,  Scruggs,  Vaudenrort  A 
Barnev,  and  ('heever  «\:  I»urclianl. 

The  Cliiisrnias  dinner  was  trnly  a  feast  of  good  things,  the  generous  sapplr 
provided  la-ting  tiirongli  several  days.  The  Bishop  and  several  of  the  okixT 
accepted  onr  invitation  to  be  present  on  that  ot^asion,  and  witness  the  enjor- 
ment  of  the  cliildren. 

The  unusual  severity  of  the  winter,  with  onr  present  accouimodatlons,  taxed 
heavily  hoili  our  means  and  ingennity  to  keep  the  inmat«s  comfortable,  bat  ve 
have  eomparaliveiy  little  sickness  and  only  two  deaths,  both  iufants,  taken  in 
fnmi  the  Sheltering  Arms. 
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We  bave  also  to  record  with  sorrow  the  loss  by  death  of  two  of  our  late  Mana- 
gers, who  were  most  efficient  and  valuable  workers  while  they  were  with  us, 
Mn.  N.  C.  Hart  and  Mrs.  Alexander.

Shaw,  £sq. 

Mr.  Naylor  said  he  would  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Building  Committee 
and  take  measures 'to  have  the  resoluti*in  executed  wittiout  delay. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 

Your  committee  liave  but  to  add  that  they  thinly  the  present  a  propitious 
time  for  the  execution  of  tliis  long  cherished  and  much  needed  project.  The 
ramarlcable  prosperity  which  abounds  in  our  city  at  this  time  must  have  the  ef- 
fect of  opening  the  hearts  of  all  good  citizens  towards  an  institution  which  will 
be  In  the  future — as  it  has  been  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century — an  orna- 
ment and  a  blessing  to  the  entire  community.  Wc  have  no  doubt  that  large 
gilts  will  be  added  to  the  munificent  ones  already  paid  and  promised.  Such 
befog  the  condition  of  things,  we  feel  assured  that  tiie  New  Home  will  be  speed- 
fly  built,  without  incurring  a  single  debt,  and  in  a  style  wdrthy  of  St.  Louis, 
mad  of  the  Church  and  people  to  whose  liberality  it  will  owe  its  existence.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TI^USTEES. 

The  Truptces  of  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  be^ 
leave  to  report  that  they  met  June  7th,  1872.  and  or^nizod  as  a  Board  by  the 
el«*ction  of  Jno.  T.  Dou^i^lass  hs  Prepfdent,  and  Geo.  H.  Loker  as  Secretary  and 
TreasuHT. 

At  this  nieetinj(  the  President  was  autliorized  to  sell  tlie  lands  in  St.  Clair  and 
Henry  counties.  Subsequently  an  offer  was  liad  for  the  land.  The  offer  was 
accepted,  and  the  original  Trustees,  at  request  of  the  Board,  executed  a  deed  to 
the  purchaser.  Unexpf^cted  and  unavoidable  circumstances  compelled  the  pur- 
chaser to  relinquish  his  purchase,  and  the  lands,  by  proper  deed  duly  recorded, 
wfre  conveyed  by  him  to  your  Board  of  TrusfeeK;  and  as  yet  no  purchaser  has 
been  found.  It  is  hoped  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention  the  Board 
will  be  able  to  announce  that  the  lands  have  been  disposed  of. 

From  the  Treasurer's  report,  herewith  submitted,  you  will  And  that  the  re- 
ceipts to  the  fund  during  the  past  year  have  l)een  canonical  coliectioDS  reported 
by  fifty-seven  Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations,  $«530.59.  From  J.  H.  Robertson, 
Esq.,  $50;  and  from  J.  Kobert^ton,  Esq.,  $1(X).  The  two  last  named  sums  were 
donations  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  and  by  him  turned  over  to  the  Permanent 
Fund;  and  for  interest  $86.  Total  receipts,  as  per  Treasurer's  report,  $725.50; 
to  which  is  to  be  added  $303.00,  received  since  his  report  was  made  out;  also 
from  J.  H.  Franklin,  Treasurer,  on  account  of  debt  due  from  Diocese  to  this  fund, 
$300,  and  from  fcjt.  Paul's  Churcli,  Palmyra,  $3;  aggregating  a  total  receipts  of 
$1,028.59.

The  undersiifiiefl  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  tlie  Bonrd  of  Tnisteee  of  St. 
Paul's  Colle^jfe  respectfully  submits  his  third  annual  report  of  said  Trustees 

The  financial  aflairs  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  in  a  fair  condition.  By  re- 
ferring to  the  last  report  (?vo  pHp^e  107.  Journal  of  1872.  and  the  account  of  the 
Treasury,  pa«fe  113)  you  will  see  that  there  was  a  balance  in  tlie  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  of  S219.65.  Assets  have  come  to  his  hands  amounting  to  $866.06,  and 
he  has  paid  out  $500,  leaxing  a  l)alance  in  favor  of  the  Trustees  of  $585.71.  This 
balance  consi^ts  in  a  due  bill  of  Dr.  Wainwright's  (without  interest),  which  was 
advanced  to  him  t<>  purchase  apparatus  nect^ssary  to  be  used  in  the  College, 
amounting  to  $250,  and  in  cash  $:i3o.71.  There  is  >et  due  on  subscriptions  $225, 
nearly  all  of  which  will  Ihj  collected. 

The  buildings  are  insured  in  this  city  to  the  amount  of  $4,000. 

The  present  year  ol  the  College?  has  tM'on  an  improvement  on  the  last  as  re- 
i«j>ects  ilie  number  of  scholars  during  the  year  as  well  as  in  the  remuneration 
rectMved  for  the  same. 

But  it  does  not,  by  any  uH'ans,  reach  the  number  of  pupils  desired,  and  who 
coidd.  wirli  the  faciliiies  at  hand,  be  easily  instructed  and  well  cared  for  in  the 
fa  mil}'  of  the  President. 
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The  President  can  comfortably  provide  for  at  least  thirty  boarders,  and  say 
seventy  day  scholars  who  may  And  ^ood  board  and  at  fair  rates  in  the  city  of 
Palmyra.  The  average  of  pupils  the  present  year  is  about  twenty-five.  It  is 
apparent  that  too  little  interest  is  taken  both  by  clertry  and  laity  in  this  our  only 
institution  for  the  instruction  of  the  young  men  of  the  rising  generation — in- 
struction very  much  needed  in  this  day  and  generation,  especially  the  religious 
instruction,  which  is  here  paternal,  and  believed  to  be  thorough.  We  therefore 
recommend  this  institution  as  well  worthy  of  tlie  confidence  and  good  will  of 
our  own  people  and  of  all  who  desire  to  have  their  sons  thoroughly  taught  and 
well  grounded  in  all  that  goes  to  make  a  Christian  gentleman  and  scholar. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  few  individuals  in  this  city  have  given  liberally 
towards  recovering  this  fine  property  after  it  wa«  lost  to  the  Diocese,  and  are 
still  laboring  to  make  this  an  institution  worthy  of  the  Diocese,  we  hope  that  it 
is  not  asking  too  much  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  bring  this  College  and  its 
advantages  prominently  before  their  congregation,  and  to  solicit  the  patronage 
that  IS  its  due,  and  of  the  laity  of  their  good  ofiices  in  bringing  it  so  prominently 
before  the  public  as  to  secure  a  full  attendance  the  ensuing  year. 

Accompanying  this  Is  the  Treasurer's  report;  all  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

7b  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Si.  PauVs  College  : 

I  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  report,  in  relation  to  St.  Paul's  Colleipe,  Tizr 

1.  The  Fa7-m .—I^gt  year  the  farm  was  rented.  From  various  causes  it  failed 
to  produce  any  considerable  results.  This  year  it  is  under  a  management  some- 
what different,  and  will  give  forth  good  returns. 

On  repairs  of  the  house  and  fences  I  have  expended  about  $50.  The  house 
needs  reshingling — the  fences  will  stand  well  enough  for  a  year  or  two  longer. 

In  regard  to  the  slaughter-house,  of  which  I  spoke  at  the  last  meeting  of  this 
Boardi  nothing  has  been  done  towards  the  removal  of  the  same,  or  towards  mak- 
ing it  less  offensive.  Whatever  is  done  in  that  direction  ought  to  be  done  in  the 
name  of  the  Board. 

2.  Pupils. — ^Thirty-two  different  pupils  have  entered  St.  Paul's  since  the  open- 
ing of  same  September  11, 1872.  On  account  of  sickness,  removal,  and,  in  one 
or  two  cases,  disaffection,  several  of  this  number  discontinued  their  connection 
with  the  school  at  the  close  of  the  first  term.  The  number  thirty- two  includes 
both  boarding  and  day  scholars.  Tlie  average  number  of  boarders  has  been  for 
the  year  eight. 

In  Palmyra  there  are  three  private  schools  besides  St.  Paul's  College,  and 
one  public  school.  Each  of  these  has  absorbed  a  goodly  number  of  school  at- 
tending children. 

Just  at  the  present  time  the  Baptist  and  Methodist  colleges  are  laboring  under 
considerable  reverses,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  much,  or  even  anything*  will 
be  done  to  revive  them. 

In  view,  therefore,  not  only  of  town  patronage,  but  also  and  especially  of  the 
influence  which  might  be  brought  to  bear  in  favor  of  St.  Paul's  College  from 
abroad,  it  appears  to  l>e  a  time  more  propitious  for  the  Church  to  take  special 
measures  in  behalf  of  that  institution. 

3.  Difripliue.—UR\[ng  presented  to  this  Board  last  year  my  views,  consider- 
ably drawn  out.  in  relation  to  the  matter  of  discipline,  it  is  not  necessary  that  I 
should  discuss  that  subject  in  this  report.  I  will  mention,  however,  that  I  find 
boys  in  Missouri  pretty  much  like  boys  elsewhere,  and  that  the  theory  of  disci- 
pline advanced  by  me  in  that  report  is  showing  itself  in  St.  Paul's  College,  as  in 
other  int^titutions  of  the  country,  to  be  the  true  one.  Great  severity  of  disci- 
pline is  occasionally  demandeil.  But  nevertheless  it  is  better,  and  more  in 
accordance  with  his  n)oral  nature,  to  throw  a  boy  as  early  as  possible  upon  his 
own  responsibility— to  make  him  feel  his  manhood,  though  he  is  yet  but  a  boy. 
The  correctness  of  this  principle  has  so  impressed  itself  upon  the  minds  of  a 
goodly  number  of  the  best  educators  of  the  country  as  to  bid  fair  entirely  to 
revolntionize  ihe  matter  of  discipline  in  all  of  our  best  colleges.  Almost  every- 
thing in  connection  with  a  boy's  duties  in  college  is  to  be  optional.  This  strikes 
directly  at  his  pride,  and  so  at  his  manhood. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Convention,  which  is  to  assemble  to-morrow,  will 

take  some  action  by  which  St.  PauFs  may  be  brought  prominently  before  the 

Diocese,  thereby  awakening  a  new  and  more  vigorous  interest  in  behalf  of  same,

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  havinji:  submitted  the  Treasurer's  report  showing  the 
present  flnancial  condition  of  the  Hospital,  have  a  brief  explanation  to  make 
with  reference  to  it : 

In  our  last  annual  report,  the  indebtedness  of  the  Hospital  was  shown  to  be 
$2,763.48;  in  this  report  the  present  debt  is  $2,998.26.  'I'his  showing  of  an  in^ 
crease  of  debt  during  the  past  year  instead  of  a  reduction  of  at  least  $1,200,  which 
we  hoped  to  show,  may  be  accounted  for,  we  think,  satisfactorily  to  you. 

We  had  8uppo9e<l  that  when  we  had  secured  comparatively  convenient  quar- 
ters, at  a  reasonable  rent,  on  the  corner  of  Elm  and  Sixth  streets,  that  we  should 
remain  there  until  we  could  procure  a  permanent  home  of  our  own.  But,  during 
last  year,  the  surroundings  of  that  location  became  of  such  a  character  that  we 
were  compelled  to  seek  a  home  elsewhere,  and  after  considerable  time  and  labor 
had  been  srent  in  search  of  another  house,  we  leased  the  building  now  in  our 
possession  for  a  term  of  two  years.  It  is  in  a  central  location,  at  No.  913  Pine 
street,  and  was  the  most  convenient  and  best  suited  building  for  our  purpose 
that  we  could  procure ;  but,  as  clianere  of  residence  is,  at  any  time,  an  expensive 
operation,  It  ¥\as  much  more  so  with  a  Hospital,  and  especially  when  it  had  to 
be  undertaken  during  the  coldest  part  of  a  winter  unparalleled  for  many  years 
in  its  severity.  This  not  only  added  to  the  expense  of  fitting  up  new  quarters, 
but  delayed  us  some  weeks  in  effecting  a  removal,  not  only  entailing  the  addi- 
tional expense,  but  also  a  diminished  income  during  that  time,  so  that  we  can 
safely  estimate  the  extra  cost  consequent  upon  change  of  location  at  $1,500. 
The  change  of  location,  though  it  involves  a  higher  rent,  is,  in  many  other 
respects,  particularly  favorable,  and  we  hope  that  the  imperative  necessity  and 
expense  will  ultimately  prove  a  benefit  to  u*. 

In  addition  to  the  change  of  location,  some  other  changes  have  been  made 
during  the  past  ye^r,  the  advantages  of  which  we  have,  no  doubt,  will  increase 
from  year  to  jear.  Among  these  we  include  the  liaving  the  Hospital  incor- 
porated under  the  general  Statutes  of  the  State,  in  accordance  with  the  articles 
of  association  piesented  and  adopted  at  your  la»t  annual  meeting.  This 
l^ves  the  Hospital  a  pergonal  existence;  it  will  make  its  organization  more 
effective  for  busiue.^s,  and  will  be  the  means  ot  accomplishing  the  benevolent 
designs  of  those  who  may  be  disposed  to  be(iueath  money  or  other  property  to 
it.  We  have  felt  the  want  of  this  during  several  years  vast,  as  some  such 
bequests  have  been  rendered  null  and  void,  and  the  wishes  of  donors  have  been 
frustrated  because  the  Hospital  had  no  legal  name. 

Another  change  consists  in  placing  all  the  internal  management  of  the  Hos- 
pital in  charge  of  the  bister  hood  of  the  liood  Shepherd.  This  change  was  for 
some  time  in  contemplation,  being  contingent  upon  the  Sisterhood  finding  sufii- 
dent  encouragement  in  the  prospective  work  of  the  Hospital  and  other  Church 
enterprises  to  induce  them  to  remove  from  Baltimore  and  establish  themselves 
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Iiere  personally.  In  furtherance  of  this  object,  your  Board  a^eed  to  contribute 
to  the  fund  requisite  for  the  support  of  the  Sisterhood  $500  per  annum,  and,  ag 
soon  as  they  arrived  liere,  we  placed  tlie  manajifement  of  tlie  U«»spital  under  the 
super\i8ion  of  Sister  Catharine,  their  Superior. 

The  ^ood  effect  of  this  movement  has,  no  doubt,  been  apparent  to  those 
friends  of  the  Hospital  who  have  visited  it  durin  ji:  the  past  six  months.  Patients 
express  themselves  a«<  highly  pleased  with  the  comfort  and  atfenilon  they  re- 
ceive, and  we  believe  that  its  finances,  hhort  as  the  period  of  probation  has  ag 
yet  been,  will,  after  maliinjs:  due  allowance  for  the  extraonlinary  expenses  before 
alluded  to,  compare  favorably  with  any  previous  year,  and,  in  the  future,  fully 
justify  the  most  sanjsfuine  expectations  entertained  by  us  in  advocating  thii 
change. 

Whilst  such  is  tlie  case  from  a  pecuniary  stundpoint,  in  its  moral  and  religious 
aspect  the  change  made  is  so  perceptible  that  it  requires  no  comment  from  us. 
For  the  infonnation  of  those  who  might  not  know  it.  we  will  state  that  Divine 
Services  are  iield  at  the  Hospital  on  Jevery  Sunday  and  Friday  ailernoon,  and 
the  Bev.  M.  A.  Hyde,  the  Chaplain,  attends  tliere  daily  to  minister  to  the  needs 
of  the  inmates. 

With  the  change  thus  note<K  we  were  enabled  to  dispense  with  the  office  of 
Resident  Physician,  Superintendent,  which  had  been  for  several  years  filled  by 
Dr.  E.  A.  Roberts.  We  parted  with  Dr.  R.  with  mutual  regrets — he  had  been 
so  long  identified  witii  the  Hospital,  and  by  his  zeal  and  energy  inspired  us  with 
hope  when  its  prospects  were  most  gloomy.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
Dr.  Roberts  and  his  excellent  ^ife  for  their  unceasing  efforts  to  make  the  Hos- 
pital a  success. 

Dr.  R.  continued  to  act  as  Visiting  Physician  until  we  tendered  the  appoint- 
ment to  Dr.  J.  H.  Pottenger,  who  is  now  our  Visiting  Physician,  with  Dr.  Chas. 
A.  Todd,  assistant.  To  them  we  are  indebted  for  their  daily  attention  to  the 
patients  who  require  their  services. 

Dr.  John  T.  Hodgen,  always  the  fast  friend  of  the  Hospital,  is  our  Surgeon 
in  Chief,  and  his  well  known  skill  is  always  at  our  service,  freely  and  cheerfully 
given. 

Dr.  Montrose  A.  Fallen  is  the  Genechologist  of  our  Int'titution.  No  words  of 
ours  would  add  to  his  well  earned  reputation  ;  we  have  only  our  heart-felt  thanks 
to  return  to  Drs.  Hodgen  and  Fallen  for  unceasing  friendship  and  professional 
assistance. 

'ihere  is  an  increasing  interest  in  the  Hospital  manifested  by  the  ladies  of  the 
xlifferent  Parishes  in  both  city  and  county,  and  when  such  is  the  case  with  any 
institution  it  contributes  largely  to  its  success.  To  them,  and  to  other  friends, 
we  are  indebted  for  many  donations  of  clothing  and  other  useful  articles,  which 
have  been  regularly  acknowledged  in  the  columns  of  the  Church  News,  One 
recently  sent  in  will  be  highly  appreciated;  it  is  an  organ  for  the  use  of  the 
chapel,  valued  at  about  $300,  the  gift  of  a  lady  whose  name  is  by  request  to 
remain  unknown. 

Tiie  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year  was  250,  of  which  223  were 
discharged.  Of  these,  fifty-six  were  lull  charity  patients,  and  twenty-one  par^ 
charity.  Nineteen  deaths  occurred  during  the  same  period  of  time.  There  have 
also  been  ten  baptisms,  two  confirmations,  two  administrations  of  the  holy  com- 
munion, one  marriage,  and  four  burial  ser\ices. 

With  this  retrospect  of  the  afl'airs  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  past,  we 
should  be  glad  to  close  this  report  witii  hoi)eful  prospects  for  the  future,  but 
there  is  one  subject  wliich  calls  for  earnest  attention,  and  we  believe  it  to  be  of 
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vital  Importance  to  the  institution.  We  cannot  expect,  in  worlds  of  cliarity,  to 
examine  treasurers'  reports  as  we  would  tho^e  of  a  business  corporation,  only 
regarding?  the  surface  on  whicli  would  be  mapped  out  columns  of  accounts  to 
find  out  if  there  is  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  profit  and  loss;  we  must  ^o  deeper 
to  find  the  real  assets — the  good  that  we  are  doin^  for  the  physical  and  spiritual 
welfare  of  our  fellow-beings,  and  with  this  view  the  question  will  present  itself, 
are  we  doing  as  much  good  &^  we  ought  to  be  able  to  do  with  the  means  and 
labor  bestowed  on  the  Hospital?  If  not,  what  is  the  reason?  It  is  a  serious 
question,  and  should  be  fairly  met.  If  it  is  answered  in  the  negative,  we  have 
the  experience  of  several  3'ears  to  justify  us  in  saying  that  we  are  doing  all  that 
is  possible,  so  long  as  we  are  compelled  to  pa)'  even  a  moderate  rent  for  build- 
ings not  suitable  for  our  uses,  with  contingencies  likely  to  happen  at  any  time 
of  having  to  give  up  our  inconvenient  building  for  another,  and  to  undergo  more 
extra  expense  in  removing.  The  present  house  is  as  good  a  one  as  we  could 
probably  ev«T  find,  but  it  is  very  inadequate  to  our  wants.  If  we  had  one  properly 
constructed — not  a  dwelling  house,  with  rooms  too  large  for  single  patients  and 
too  small  for  wards,  but  specially  adapted  for  a  Hospital,  with  the  necesv<ary 
appliances  for  saving  labor  in  cooking,  washing,  and  the  general  routine  of 
household  work— we  could,  with  the  same  exi)ense  incurred  in  our  present 
house,  accommodate  twice  as  many  patients,  and  be  able  to  increase  our  chari- 
ties in  equal  proportion.  Such  a  building  we  cannot  have  unless  we  build  it 
ourselves.  The  reduction  of  exi)ense  in  the  item  of  rent  would  be  a  material 
point,  and,  with  sufficient  means  to  do  so.  would  increase  the  dimensions  of  a 
building,  and  in  the  same  ratio  add  to  our  charities. 

It  has  b<  en  with  the  constant  hope  of  soon  having  such  a  building  and  addi- 
tional faciliti«*s,  that  the  friends  of  theHof'pital  with  the  Board  of  Managers  have 
peraevercd  from  year  to  year  in  their  efforts  to  keep  the  Hospital  alive,  and  it  is 
time  now  to  ask  if  it  is  to  be  allowed  to  struggle  along  as  it  has  been  doing,  till 
its  warmest  friends  1)ecome  discouraged  and  give  it  up  in  despair.  There  never 
was  a  time  when  a  Trotisiant  Hospital,  centrally  located,  was  more  needed  than 
at  present.  With  the  wonderful  increase  of  population  in  our  city,  hospital  ac- 
commodations have  not  ke]>t  pace.  The  removal  of  the  Sist<Ts'  Hospital,  which 
has  been  of  such  service  in  years  past,  will  leave  a  large  field  for  us  in  that  por- 
tion of  the  city  adjacent  to  our  present  location.  The  necessity  for  an  institu- 
tion like  ours,  of  sufiicient  capacity,  is  felt  by  the  medical  fraternity,  who,  we  are 
satisfied,  wi'l  give  us  all  the  aid  in  their  power.  The  public  will  commend  such 
an  institution,  and  means  will  not  be  wanting  from  those  not  of  our  Church. 
But  we  must  first  show  them  what  we  are  willing  to  do  ourselves,  and,  if  there 
is  a  tide  in  the  afiairs  of  men,  that  tide  is  now  waiting  our  movements.  You  ask 
wliat  should  be  done?  and  we  reply  that  the  main  thing  requisite  is  to  secure 
suitable  ground  for  a  building— not  on  a  credit,  but  to  be  paid  for  within  six 
months  with  cash  and  reliable  subscriptions.  It  will  take  $12,000  for  that  pur- 
pose. Give  us  this  ground,  and  we  will,  before  another  year  is  out,  submit  to 
yovL  plans  of  a  building  to  be  crect<d  on  such  a  basis  of  payment  that  it  will  be 
as  good  as  paid  for  when  completed.  The  building  is  a  matter  that  we  have  had 
in  contemplation  for  some  time  past,  but  the  question  has  been  how  to  get  the 
ground.  If  that  can  be  had,  the  Hospital  will  soon  come  up  to  a  full  meai^ure  of 
usefulness,  and  be  a  prominent  feature  among  the  charities  of  our  city — a  help  to 
the  8i<*k  and  needy,  and  one  that  will  give  to  the  world  some  assurance  of  our 
fiaitb  by  our  works.

•  To  thf.  Bishop,  the  President  and  Metnhtn  of  the  S.  S.  MUtionary  Hoti  of  Mutouri  : 

We  have  assembled  on  tliis,  tlie  fourth  anniversary  of  the  Host,  aod  amid  all  the 
dinadvantaxes  that  we  h:ive  labored  under  durins^  the  pa!<t  year,  we  have  prospered 
(bily  a^  well  as  we  anticipated,  and  much  better,  financially,  than  we  expected. 

The  interest  felt  in  our  eflforis  is  increasing,  and  many  schools  would  be  added  to 
0ur  membership  were  they  n  t  prevented  by  more  pressing  and  urgent  needs.  As  it 
is  our  mem)  erhhip  is  bteadily  increasing,  and  wo  now  report  sixteen  schools,  with  a 
membership  of  eight  hundred  und  eighty-nine,  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  over  last  year's  report. 

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  reports  from  the  various  schools  hai  been  a  serious  obsta- 
cle to  the  efforts  of  the  Secretary,  as  well  rh  preventing  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of 
the  llost.  By  making  the  Host  the  headquarters  for  the  needs  of  the  Sunday  Schools, 
more  especially  tho^e  remote  from  the  city,  wants  can  be  supplied  and  suggestions 
made  tliat  would  be  of  pos>ible  benefit,  and  the  ultimate  intention  of  the  Host  obtained. 

The  Secretary  has  succeeded  in  obtaining  more  reports  from  the  schools  tlian  last 
year,  and  by  means  of  these  report-*  has  opened  a  correspondence  in  rc;;ard  to  the 
exchange  of  books  with  several  schooN;  and  bas  also  repre»ented  the  condition  of  the 
schools  to  the  Bishop  for  his  action  in  regard  to  the  att'airs  as  reported. 

The  Secretary  has  been  in  correspondence  with  fifty-two  schools— fifteen  in  the  city 
and  thiiiy-seven  throughout  th*'  State— and  of  these,  reports  have  been  received  in 
detail  from  thirty-seven,  showing  a  total  attendance  of  3,218,  and  an  average  attend- 
ance of  2,435— about  75  per  cent. 

The  complaints  and  wants  are  classified  as  follows:  Wunt  of  teachers,  4;  want  of 
books,  5;  want  of  funds,  4;  irregular  attendance,  2.  Amount  of  money  raised  for 
Sunday  School  und  other  put  poses,  $3,1C(>. 

Many  of  the  hchools  are  newly  organized,  s^me  in  portions  of  the  State  where  the 
helpers  are  few,  and  these  are  the  schools  that  report  **  want  of  funds.*'  We  hope 
(and  it  is  one  of  our  objects)  to  be  able  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  these  schools,  and 
to  cheer  them  on  in  their  good  work. 

We  arc  now  working  with  a  more  definite  object  in  view,  and  our  missionary 
character  has  now  assumed  a  reality,  and  from  the  Christian  qualities  of  our  standard- 
bearer  we  look  for  good  results.  We  refer  to  the  Kev.  F.  B.  Scheetz,  who  is  now  in 
the  field  as  the  Missionary  sent  by  the  Sunday  School  Mis»ionary  Host  of  Missouri. 

The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  transaciion 
of  other  business,  was  held  in  Christ  Church  Chapel  on  the  12th  of  May;  and  though 
the  election  was  conducted  with  considerable  spirit,  yet  harmony  and  good  feeling 
prevailed.    The  election  resulted  as  follows :

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The  Executive  Committee  have  been  called  together  frequently  during  the  past 
year  and  as  circumstances  required,  and  it  is  with  much  pleasure  we  report  that  a  very 
harmonious  feeling  exists  among  the  members,  the  only  object  being  a  common  one  to 
further  the  interests  of  the  Host. 

We  have  now  finished  our  labors  for  the  past  year,  and  have  rendered  an  account 
of  our  stewardship.    If  we  have  benefitted  the  Church  or  any  individual  by  our  eflfortH 
to  God  belongs  the  praise,  as  wc  are  only  the  humble  Inbtruments  in  His  bands.

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Art.  4.  The  Y estry  of  thin  Parish  shall  consiBt  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
thirteen  persons,  who  nhall  continue  in  ofUce  until  others  be  chosen;  and  the  annual 
election  of  such  Vestry  shall  be  held  on  Easter  Monday  of  each  year.  The  electorg 
shall  con>i$t  of  the  communicants  of  full  age  who  have  been  communicants  for  not  less 
than  six  months  prior  to  the  time  of  the  election,  and  such  other  persons  of  fUU  age  as 
may  have  regularly  contributed  to  the  support  of  the  Parish  for  the  six  months  next 
preceding  such  election,  according  to  such  rules  as  the  Parish  may  have  adopted.  The 
right  of  challenge  shall  be  admitted;  the  Secretary  of  the  Parish  meeting  shall  make 
record  of  such  challenge  and  cause;  and  reference  may  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final. 

Art.  r».  The  Rector  of  this  Church  shall  be  elected  by  a  mtyority  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  at  a  meeting  duly  convened. 

Art.  6.  No  person  bhall  be  Rector  or  Minister  of  this  Church,  or  allowed  to  exe- 
cute any  of  the  functions  of  the  sume,  unless  he  shall  have  had  Episcopal  ordination, 
and  be  in  full  standing  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  recognized  as  a  3Iini8ter  in  good  standing,  of  the  said  Church,  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  l)ioce-c,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  T.  The  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  choose  their  own  olticeis,  fill  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  usually  appertaining  to  their  body. 
They  shall  choose  one  of  their  own  number  to  be  Church  Warden,  and  tlie  Rector  (for 
the  time  being)  may  appoint  another  of  the  said  Vestry  to  be  the  other  Church  War- 
den, and  the  Warden  appointed  by  the  Rector  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Ves- 
try in  the  absence  of  the  Rector;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Rector  at  the 
time  of  an  election,  or  a  fiilure  on  hU  part  to  appoint,  then  the  other  Church  War- 
den shall  be  appointed  by  the  Vestry;  and  both  of  the  Church  Wardens  shall  be  com- 
manicants  of  the  Church. 

Art.  8.  No  conveyance  of  any  land  or  tenements  belonging  to  said  Parish  or 
Association  shall  be  made  without  a  vote  of  the  Vestry,  two-thirds  .being  present  and 
concurring;  nor  shall  such  conveyance  be  made  unless  in  subjection  to  the  second  and 
third  sections  of  Canon  XXI.  of  Title  1.  of  the  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Abt.  9.  Amendments  to  these  Articles  of  Association  shall  be  submitted,  in  writ* 
ing,  to  the  congregation,  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  the  Vestry,  and  shall 
lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next  annual  meeting.  But  no  alteration  shall  be 
made  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Art.  10.  The  first  election  of  a  Vestry  under  these  Articles  shall  be  held  at , 

on  Sunday, ,  18 ... ,  immediately  after  Divine  Service. 

ART.  11.  Each  subscriber  to  these  Articles  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote,  and  the  per- 
sons receiving  a  migority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  declared  elected.

Firsf^The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be,  "The  Rector,  Church  Wardens,  and

acquiring,  holding,  using  and  disposing  of  so  much  land  as  may  be  required  for  a 
house  of  public  worship,  parsonage,  chapel,  and  burial  ground,  and  of  managing  the 
same,  and  contracting  in  relation  thereto;  and  may  have  a  common  sea],  and  change 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

Second— The  powers  and  duties  of  said  cori)oration  shall  be  vested  in  and  exercised 
by  a  Board  of  Trustees,  who  shall  be  elected  on  Easter  Monday  of  each  year,  on  the 
same  ticket,  and  be  the  same  persons  who  are  elected  as  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of 
said  Church,  and  tihall  hold  their  ottices  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected. 
Any  vacancy  happening  in  said  Board,  from  any  cause,  may  be  filled  by  said  Board. 

Third— The  present  Vestry  of Church,  of ,  to  wit,

the  first  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  Easter

of  said  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  erect  a  house  of  public 
worship,  chapel,  or  parsonage,  or  any  building  for  religious  purposes,  on  the  lands 
they  may  own  or  ac(iuire,  and  may  secure  the  payment  thereof  upon  any  real  estate 
owned  by  said  corporation,  by  way  of  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust;  and  miy  make 
such  regulations  touching  the  rent,  use  or  occupation  of  said  property,  or  any  part 
thereof  or  interT>.«t  therein,  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sixth— The  ilnit  meeting  of  said  corporation  may  be  called  by  the  Rector  reading  a 
notice  thereof  during  Divine  Service,  held  upon  any  Sunday,  at  their  accustomed pUce 
of  worship— said  notice  specifying  that  said  meeting  will  be  held  the  succeeding  Mon- 
day evening 

Seventh— The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  such  By-Laws  as  they

ARTICLE   I. 

This  Church  acknowledges  the  aathority  of  the  Greneral  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTKLE   II. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Prote»itant  Episcopal  Church  iu  the 
Diocese  of  Missouri  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  May  in  each  year,  in  such 
place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention.

purpose  by  a  majority  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convcniiou. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

Any  parish  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  represeutatioii  in  the 
Convention,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved,  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  each  order,  when  the  same  shall  be  deemed  conducive  to 
the  interests  of  the  Church.

Clergymen  who  shall  have  been  employed  as  Missionaries  of 
the  Church  within  this  Diocese  for  six  months  preceding  a  Convention, 
and  clergymen  engaged  as  Professors  and  instructors  of  youth  in  any  col- 
lege, academy,  or  general  seminary  of  learning,  duly  incorporated,  and 
under  the  control  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  may  be  members  of 
the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.    The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  when  one  is  in 

legal  existence ;  when  the  Vestry  is  from  vacancy  or  otherwise  incompetent 

to  act,  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  congregation.

ARTICLE  VI. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Divine  Service,  including  the 
Holy  Communion ;  and  the  preacher  shafl  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or, 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee.

7.  No  member  shall  sp'^ak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate  without  leave  fTom 
the  House. 

8.  When  a  question  has  been  once  determined,  it  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
House,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  except  on  motion  for  reconsideration, 
which  must  be  made  by  a  member  who  had  previously  voted  in  the  majority. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made  except  to 
amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  to  postpone,  or  to  lay  it  upon  the  table;  but  a  motion  to 
adjourn  shall  ah/ays  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

10.  Evpry  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  put,  shall,  on  a 
division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Convention. 
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11.  No  motion  shall  be  conf^idered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  1>e  seconded,  and 
all  reAolutioii<«  «'hall  be  in  writing,  an<l  Khali  be  sent  to  the  Secretary's  desk  to  be  read. 

12.  All  que^ttionx  oC  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  tirst  instance  by  thn  Chair,  with- 
out debate;  an  appeal,  however,  may  be  made  fk*om  his  decision  to  the  Convention  by 
any  member  of  the  ^ame . 

13.  The  President  shall,  in  his  discretion,  select  within  the  limits  of  those  pews 
allotted  for  the  use  of  the  members,  pews  for  the  accommodation  of  visiting  clergy- 
men and  students  of  Theology ,  who  may  be  invited  to  the  same  by  the  President 
without  any  special  applic^ition  to  the  Convention. 

U.  None  of  the  Kules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without  the  concurrence  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present 

l.\  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Convention  the  following  standing 
committees  shall  be  appointed,  each  to  be  composed  of  three  members  except  the  Com- 
mittee on  Assessments,  which  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members,  viz. :  A  committee 
on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes;  a  committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons:  a  com- 
mittee on  Unfinished  Business;  a  committee  on  Finance;  aconmiittee  on  Assessments; 
m  committee  on  Missions;  a  committee  on  Christian  Education ;  a  committee  on  Sunday 
School  worlf. 

16.  The  Secretary  may  employ  one  or  more  pages,  not  exceeding  three,  to  act  as 
meii^engeni  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 

17.  The  following  order  of  business  shall  be  observed :

AKTICLE   I. 

ThiR  Church  acknowledges  the  authorily  of  the  General  Conventiou  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Tnited  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE    II. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Missouri  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  May  in  each  year,  in  such 
place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention.  In  the  event  of  the  preva- 
lence of  any  epidemic  di.-sease,  or  lor  other  sufficient  cause,  occurring  after 
the  designation  of  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
Bishop  (or,  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  Standing  Committee)  may  appoint  another  place  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  special  Conventions  when  he  may 
deem  it  important  for  the  good  of  the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that 
purpose  by  the  Standing  Committee  hereinafier  provided  for;  or,  iu  the 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so  if  applied  to  for  the 
purpose  by  a  majority  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convenliou. 

AUTICLE    IV. 

Any  parish  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in  the 
Convention,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved,  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  each  order,  when  the  same  shall  be  deemed  conducive  to 
the  interests  of  the  Church. 
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ARTICLE   V. 

Section  1,  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop,  Assistant 
Bishop,  and  of  the  officiating  Ministers,  being  i*egularly  admitted  and 
settled  in  some  church  within  this  Diocese  which  is  in  union  with  this 
Convention ;  and  of  lay  members,  consisting  of  one  or  more  Delegates,  not 
exceeding  four,  from  each  church. 

Sec.  2.  Clergymen  who  shall  have  been  employed  as  Missionaries  of 
the  Church  within  this  Dioccfic  for  six  months  preceding  a  Convention, 
and  clergymen  engaged  as  Professors  and  instructors  of  youth  in  any  col- 
lege, academy,  or  general  seminary  of  learning,  duly  incorporated,  and 
under  the  control  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  may  be  members  of 
the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  when  one  is  in 
legal  existence ;  when  the  Vestry  is  from  vacancy  or  otherwise  incompetent 
to  act,  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  congregation. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Divine  Service,  including  the 
Holy  Communion;  and  the  preacher  shafl  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or, 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

article  VII. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be,  ex  officio^  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Convention  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  after  which  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  President 
from  among  the  clergy. 

article  viii. 

In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the  clergy  and 
laity  shall  deliberate  and  vote  in  one  body ;  but  if,  in  any  case,  it  be  re- 
quired by  five  votes,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  the  Lay  Dele- 
^tes  of  each  Parish  casting  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  both  orders  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision.  In  the  ca^e  of  electing  a  Bishop,  the 
two  orders  shall  always  vote  separately,  agreeably  to  the  mode  as  pre- 
scribed. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Con- 
Tentlon,  and  until  a  successor  be  appointed.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  min- 
utes of  their  proceedings,  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records,  to  attest 
the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his 
successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Convention 
which  may  be  in  his  possession.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  give  due 
notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  succeeding  or  of  any  Special  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

The  Bishop,  if  he  be  present,  and  at  least  ten  clergymen,  and  the  lay 
delegates  from  ten  parieheb,  shall  be  necessary  as  a  quorum  for  the  tran- 
saction of  business:  Provided,  however^  that  a  less  nnmber  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

ARTICLE   XI. 

There  shall  be  chosen,  by  concurrent  ballot  of  the  two  orders,  at  each 
Annual  Convention,  a  committee,  consisting  of  three  presbyters  and  three 
laymen,  which  shall  be  called  the  Standing  Committee;  three  of  whom, 
two  being  clergymen,  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  and  they  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  number. 

ARTICLE   XII, 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  a  stated  Annual 
Convention,  or  in  a  Convention  called  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and 
stated  by  them  to  be  for  that  purpose,  and  not  to  meet  before  the  expira- 
tion of  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  their  resolution  to  call  said  Convention; 
which  resolution  shall,  on  the  day  following  its  passage,  be  communicated 
by  them  to  every  clergyman  an4  parish  in  the  Diocese  by  letter,  by  mail,, 
and  published  in  three  or  more  public  papers.  In  the  choice  of  a  Bishop^ 
no  person  shall  be  elected  until  he  shall  have  received  the  votes  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  clergy  and  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  mode  of  altering  the  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:  A  proposi- 
tion for  an  amendment  shall  be  introduced  in  writing,  and  considered  in 
the  Convention,  and,  if  approved  of,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  stated  Con- 
vention; and  if  again  approved  of  in  the  next  ensuing  Convention  by  a 
majority  of  the  two  orders  voting  thereon  separately  and  concurring,  the 
change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and 
obligatory.

CANON  I. 

Of  a  List  of  the  Clergy. 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention 
of  this  Diocese^  the  Bishop  (or,  in  his  absence,  the  Standing  Committee) 
shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  ministers  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  annexing  the  name  of  their  respective  cares,  parishes,  or  stations, 
or  of  the  institutions  of  learning,  duly  incorporated,  in  which  they  are  en- 
gaged— and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  missions,  or 
institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only — specify- 
ing, at  the  same  time,  who,  of  any  class,  are  deacons ;  but  no  clergyman 
while  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And 
such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  have 
been  called  to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  there- 
from; and  those  entitled  by  the  fifth  article  of  the  Constitution  shall 
thereupon  take  their  seats.  The  same  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal  and 
form  a  part  thereof. 

CANON   II. 

Of  Members  of  the  Convention, 

Section  1.  The  evidence  of  the  regular  admission  of  a  clergyman  into 
the  Diocese,  and  the  evidence  of  settlement  in  a  parish  thereof,  shall  con- 
sist in  proof  satisfactoiy  to  the  Convention  of  a  compliance  with  the  Can^ 
ons  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  in  that 
behalf  for  the  time  being,  in  all  cases  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat,  the 
evidence  of  employment  as  a  Missionary,  and  of  the  connection  of  a  clergy- 
man with  a  seminary  of  learning  duly  incorporated,  and  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  shall  consist  in  the  certificate  of 
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the  Bishop;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  of  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee.  Tlie  evidence  of  the  seat  of  a  Delegate  from  an 
organized  Mission  shall  be  a  certificate  of  the  Missionary  of  the  station, 
approved  by  the  IJishop.  When  the  right  of  any  clergyman  to  a  seat  in 
this  Convention  is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention  itself, 
whether  his  name  bo  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  omitted. 

Skc.  2.  (1)  The  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Convention,  if 
they  be  chosen  by  tlie  Vestry,  shall  be  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  such 
Vestry.  If  they  be  choj«en  by  the  congregation,  the  electors  mut»t  have  the 
same  qnalitications,  and  the  election  shall  be  conducted  in  like  manner  as 
prescribed  by  Canon  for  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

(2)  The  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  shall  consist  in 
a  written  certificate  of  the  Rector  of  the  parish  of  which  he  is  a  repre- 
sentative, or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  or  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry  of 
such  parish ;  and  no  Lay  Delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seut  in  this  Con- 
vention unless  he  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Vestrymen  of  the  parish  which  he 
id  appointed  to  represent;  aud  no  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  as  a  Lav  Delegate  to  this  Convention. 

(8)  Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  clergy  aud  laity  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interests  of  the 
Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  them. 

(4)  And  whereas  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  considerable  distance 
to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  diffeicnt  parii^hes  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  their  clergy  in 
attending  the  Convention. 

(5)  No  member  of  this  Convention  shall  leave  the  same  during  its  ses- 
sion  without  having  ap[>lied  for  and  obtained  leave  of  abseuce. 

Skc.  .S.  All  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  and 
shall  continue  in  office  until  others  shall  be  chosen:  Pt'omded,  ihnt,  by 
common  consent,  elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with.  Whenever 
an  election  is  by  bailor,  a  majority  of  votes  in  each  order  shall  be  necessary. 

CANON  in. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  At  every  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  chosen  a  Treas- 
urer of  the  Convention.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all 
monevs  collected  under  the  authoritv  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the 
collection  and  distribution  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  be 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee  in  relation  to  the  mode 
and  place  of  depositing  the  funds  received  by  him,  and  the  manner  of  pay- 
ing them  out;  and  his  accounts  and  books  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to 
the  inf-poction  of  the  Standing  C(anmittee,  or  any  member  thereof.  Be- 
fore entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  in  such  penalty  and  with  such  security  as  they  »> hall  dii^ct, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  t\,r  the  delivery 
over  to  his  succcbsor  of  all  funds,  securities,  books  and  papers  pertaining 
to  his  office. 

Sec.  2.    His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and 
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shal]  be  examined  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  who  shall  re- 
port upon  the  same  to  the  Convention. 

Skc.  3.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  sup- 
plied by  an  appointment,  to  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  continue  to  act  until  an  appoint- 
raeot  is  made  by  the  Convention.  The  Treasurer  may  be  removed  at  any 
time  from  his  office,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  for  any  neglect  or  mis- 
conduct, of  which  they  shall  be  judges. 

CANON    IV. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  prescribed  in  the 
eighth  article  of  the  Constitution,  he  shall  transmit,  annually,  to  each  of 
the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  lai>t  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  in  the 
General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention, 
a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention;  and  shall  request  the  last  to 
send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also  trans- 
mit a  copy  to  each  clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  each  Lay  Deputy 
attending  the  Convention ;  and  forward  by  mail,  unless  otherwise  directed, 
ten  copies  to  each  parish  in  the  Diocese, 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in  addition 
to  the  docomeiits  called  for  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  a 
certificHie,  to  bo  signed  by  himself,  containing  a  list  of  clergymen  in  this 
Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  (distinguish- 
ing them)  to  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  the  nomina- 
tion of  Trustees  of  that  Seminary;  and  also  a  like  certificate  of  the 
appuiniinent  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  sections  of 
this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocet^an  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Immediately  upon  the  close  of  each  Convention,  the  Secretary 
Is  to  transmit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  a  certified  copy  of  all 
the  action  of  the  Convention  bearing  upon  the  duties  of  said  Treasurer. 

Sec,  5.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  the  duty  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

canon  v. 
Of  Assessments, 

Section  1.  At  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  a  committee 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  upon  the  several  parishes 
in  the  Diocese  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  to- 
gether with  a  sum  sufficient  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Con- 
vention and  Diocese,  which  amount  shall  be  collected  by  the  Vestries 
of  the  parishes,  and  paid  quarterly,  in  advance,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  A  reduction  of  the  annual  assessment  shall  be  allowed  in  abate- 
ment of  such  assessment  to  nil  parishes  contributing  to  the  Permanent 
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Fund ;  and  sach reduction  shall  be  equivalent  (o  the  interest  at  eight  per  cent» 
per  annum  on  the  aggregate  of  8uch  amounts  as  shall  be  coutribated  by 
such  parish  from  year  to  year  to  this  fund.  Said  allowance  to  be  made  by 
the  Committee  on  Assessments  at  the  beginning  of  each  Convention  year^ 
predicated  upon  the  contributions  up  to  the  time  of  ^uch  assessment. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasuier  shall  regularly  charge  the  ^aid  assessment  upon 
his  books  against  each  Vestry,  crediting  the  same  with  payment  when 
made,  and  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  the  state  of  his  accounts 
with  each  parish,  which  report  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  Election  of  Vestries  and  their  Duties. 

Section  1.  On  Mondav  in  Easter  week  in  every  vear,  after  duo  uoUce 
publicly  given  on  an  occasion  of  Divine  worship,  the  parishioners  of  each 
parish  shall  assemble  in  annual  meeting  to  elect  a  Vostry,  and  irauiiact 
such  other  business  as  shall  be  brought  before  them.  At  snch  meeting  the 
Rector  or  Minister  in  charge,  if  ho  be  present,  shall  preside,  and  the  polls 
shall  be  kept  open  for  the  space  of  two  houi*s.  The  right  of  challenge  shall 
be  admitted ;  the  Secretary  of  the  Parish  meeting  shall  make  record  of  such 
challenge  and  can^e;  and  reference  may  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  whobe 
decision  shall  be  final.  The  Vestry  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  tban  thirteen  members. 

Se(\  2.  The  electors  shall  consist  of  fhe  communicants,  of  fall  age,  who 
have  been  such  for  not  lesft  than  six  months  prior  to  the  time  of  the  elec- 
tion, and  such  other  persons  of  full  age  as  may  have  coniributed  to  the 
support  of  the  parish  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  such  election, 
according  to  such  rules  as  the  parish  may  have  adopted. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector,  or  Minister  in  charge,  or, 
in  case  of  his  absence,  of  the  Secretary  of  the  parish  meeting,  to  call  the 
Vestiy  together  as  foon  thereafter  as  pra<*,ticable,  «t  which  mei'iing,  as> 
at  all  other  meetings  of  the  Vestry,  the  Rector,  or  Minister  in  charge,  shall 
preside. 

Sec.  4.  From  their  number  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  may  ap- 
point a  Senior  Warden,  and  the  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Junior  Warden,  both 
of  whom  shall  be  communicants,  one  of  whom  shall  p»*eside  in  the  absence 
of  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge;  but  should  ihe  Rector,  or  Mini'.ter 
in  charge,  desire  at  any  time  to  commit  the  appointment  of  the  Senior 
Warden  to  the  Vestrv,  he  mav  do  so,  and  the  Vt-strv  shall  then  elect  onc»^ 
They  shall  also  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Vestry,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be 
legally  assigned  him,  and  failhtnlly  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor 
all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Cl|urch,  which  may  be 
in  his  possession. 

Sec.  5.  The  Vestry  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  shall 
be  appointed. 

Sec.  G.  The  duties  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the  pi-operty 
of  the  parish;  attend  to  and  regulate  all  iis  temporal  concerns;  to  pixivide 
for  the  support  of  the  Rector,  and,  in  case  of  his  death,  resignation,  or 
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removal,  with  the  advice  ami  consent  of  the  Bishop,  to  supply  his  place  as 
soon  as  possible;  and  in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister,  in  what- 
ever is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel;  it  being 
auderstood  always  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  churcli  are  under  the 
exclusive  direction  of  the  Minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON   VII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 

Suction  1.  The  Convention  shall,  iat  each  regular  annual  meeting  next 
preceding  a  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  elect,  by  concurrent 
ballot  of  the  clerical  and  lay  members,  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen, 
to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  DioCiSe  in  the  General  Convention.  It  shall 
also,  in  like  manner,  elect  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen  as  Provisional 
Deputies,  who  shall  act  in  ca^e  of  the  failure  of  the  regular  Deputies. 

Sf-C.  '2.  U  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  D.'pulics  elect  to  signify  to  the 
Bishop,  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention, 
their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  discharge  its 
duties:  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop  shall  designate  from  the  list  of 
Provisional  Deputies  so  many  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese.  And  in  case  the  representa- 
tion should  still  not  be  full,  the  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Bishop, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Comtnittee. 

CANON   VIII. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee, 

Section  1.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and 
duties  to  be  perfoi-med  by  the  Bishop,  in  matters  of  discipline,  shall  be  per- 
formed by  the  Standing  Committee,  except  those  cases  where  such  powers 
and  duties  are,  or  may  be,  especially  delegated  to,  or  enjoined  upon,  the 
cleiical  members  of  said  committee;  in  which  cases  such  powers  and  duties 
shall  be  exercised  bv  said  clerical  members  alone:  Provided,  that  no  sen- 
tencc  shall  be  pronounced  upon  a  clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting,  they  shall  appoint  one  of  the  presbyters 
of  their  body  to  be  their  president,  and  another  of  their  number  to  be  their 
secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  proceed- 
ings and  buMuess  of  the  Standing  Committee;  to  i>reserve  them  carefully 
recorded  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the 
originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee; 
to  attest  their  public  acts ;  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  they  require ; 
and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books,  papers  and 
letters  ixilative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may  have 
been  entrusted  to  him. 

The  Standing  Committee  may  make  such  regulations  for  the  promotion 
of  business  as  they  may  think  )n*oper,  provided  such  regulations  be  not  at 
variauce  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church. 

The  unnutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  all  pa- 
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pers  and  letters  iu  their  haiuU  relating  to  the  concerns  of  the  Church,  ehall 
always  be  subject  to  the  in^^pection  and  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  the 
Convention. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  have  ))Ower  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  num- 
ber, and  it  shall  bo  their  duty  to  do  so  us  soon  as  practicable  after  a  viirancy 
shall  occur. 

Skc.  f).  In  addition  to  the  n>nal  duties  of  the  Standing  Commitleey  they 
shall  have  power  to  make  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  for  all  moneys  appro- 
priated by  the  Convention,  and  these  drafts  shall  always  be  signed  by  the 
president  or  secretary  of  the  committee. 

CANON   IX. 

Of  Vacant  Parishes. 

Skction  1.  Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of 
the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

Sk(  .  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  who 
can  with  the  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty  to  supply  such  vacant 
parishes  as  liave  been  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed 
convenient  and  proper.  It  shaH  be  tho  duty  of  such  vacant  parishes  thus 
supplied  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incident  to  such  occasional  semces. 

Sec.  '^.  No  clerg>man  shall  take  charge  of  any  parish  in  this  Diocese^ 
or  be  a  Minister  or  Assistant  Minister  in  any  parish,  without  having  first 
obtained  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop, 
of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON   X. 

Of  Parish  Registers  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Itegister,  recjuired  by  the  Canon  of  the  General 
Convention,  shall  specify  the  name  and  time  of  the  birth  of  the  child  bap- 
tized, with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors;  the  name  of  the  adult 
baptized ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and  the  place  where  the  mai^ 
riage  was  solemnized;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried;  and  also  the  time 
when  each  rite  was  performed.  These  rej^istries  shall  be  kept  by  the  Min- 
ister in  a  book,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  belonging  to  the  Vestry 
of  each  ])arish;  which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be 
preserved  by  the  Vestry  as  a  part  of  tlie  records  of  the  parish.  The  list  of 
communicants  shall  embrace  all  within  his  cure,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained; and,  in  his  annual  parochial  report,  he  shall  distinguish  the  addi- 
tions, removals,  and  deaths,  since  the  last  report.  He  shall  also  keep  a  list 
of  the  families  and  adult  persons  in  his  cure,  so  far  as  practicable,  and  also 
an  accurate  list  of  persons  confirmed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  In  every  case  where  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  the 
register  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  the  Wardens,  or  by 
some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  clergyman  shall  perform  any  service  in  a  parish  of 
which  he  has  not  charge,  the  records  required  by  the  Canons  of  the  Gene- 
ral Convention  shall  be  made  in  the  register  of  that  parish ;  but  if  the  acts 
performed  be  beyond  the  limits  of  any  parish  where  there  is  a  book  of  rec- 
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ords,  then  they  shall  be  recorded  in  »^he  register  of  the  parish  of  wliich  he 
has  chai'ge,  and  the  record  shall  state  where  the  acts  were  performed:  and 
if  the  acts  be  performed  by  a  Minister  who  has  no  regular  cure,  and  beyond 
the  limits  of  any  paiish,  then,  in  addition  to  Ihe  privaie  registry  n^quircd 
by  the  General  Convenlion,  he  shall  report  all  ministerial  acts  so  per- 
formed, in  writing,  to  this  Convention,  which  report  shall  be  a  complete 
copy  of  the  record,  and  contain  the  name  of  the  place  where  each  act  was 
performed;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  to 
copy  the  same  into  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

CANON   XI. 

Of  Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Parishes  into  Vniomvith  the  Dio- 
cese,  and  of  Parochial  Limits  in  Cities  and  Towns, 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  number  of  persons  not  less  than  ten,  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  or  more,  and  attached  to  the  doctrines  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  residing  in  any  city  or  town  of 
this  Diocese  wherein  a  parish  or  parishes  have  already  been  organized,  shall 
desire  to  organize  a  new  parish  in  said  city  or  town,  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  make  a  written  application  to  the  Bishop  for  permission  to  organize, 
who,  with  the  advice  and  c<vn8ent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese, shall  have  power  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners. 

Sec.  2.  The  limits  within  which  such  new  organization  shall  be  effected, 
and  have  power  to  at^quire  ground  on  which  to  erect  a  church  or  chapel, 
by  purchase,  lease,  or  gift,  shall  be  not  less  than  five  hundred  yards  in  a 
direct  line  from  the  place  of  worship  of  any  other  parish,  or  land  acquired 
for  such  purpose :  ProHded,  no  such  prohibition  be  interposed  unless  a 
satisfactory  certificate  be  lodged  with  the  Bishop,  that  the  parish  will  pro- 
ceed within  two  years  to  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building. 

Sec.  3.  To  organize  a  new  parish  in  this  Diocese,  at  least  ten  individu- 
als of  fbll  age  shall  sign  canonical  articles  of  association  (as  adopted  by  the 
Conventiou),  and  give  notice  of  the  intention  to  organize  on  two  occasions 
of  public  worship,  at  least  one  week  apart  and  within  one  month  before 
the  time  of  organization;  that  a  majority  of  said  ten  individuals  shall  be 
present  to  unite  in  such  organization,  and,  immediately  after  Divine  Ser- 
vice held  within  the  month  aforesaid,  proceed  to  a  public  election  of  two 
Wardens,  who  shall  be  communicants,  and  at  least  three  Vestrymen ;  they 
may  also  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  legal  articles  of  association,  sign 
the  same,  present  them  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county,  and  procure 
from  said  court  a  certificate  of  incorporation. 

Sec.  4.  To  enable  a  parish  or  congregation  to  be  received  into  union 
with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry  sub- 
mit to  the  Convention  canonical  and  legal  articles  of  association,  together 
with  a  copy  of  their  certificate  of  incorporation ;  and  also  a  certificate  from 
the  Bishop  (or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
from  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee)  that  notice  has  been  given 
him  (or  them)  of  the  organization  having  taken  place,  and  of  his  (or  their) 
approval  of  the  same;  also  their  written  application  for  admission  into 
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union  with  Ihe  Convciilion,  showing  that  the  requirements  of  this  Canon 
have  been  fully  complied  with. 

Sec.  f).  Mission  stations  may  be  organized  and  received  into  anion  with 
this  Convention,  and  allowed  a  representation  therein,  when  such  Mission 
stations  are  reported  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  at  the  opening  of  the 
Convention,  as  in  good  standing;  the  Delegate  shall  be  the  Warden  of  the 
Mission,  appointed  by  the  Missionary  and  approved  by  the  Bishop :  he  shall 
have  a  scat  but  no  vote. 

Sec.  6.  The  Articles  of  Association,  as  authorized  by  the  Gouventioui 
shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a  Canou  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  Forfeiture  of  Representation  of  Parishes  in  Convention, 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  parish  in  union  with  this  Convention  shall 
neglect  for  two  years  in  succession  to  meet  the  assessments  made  upon  it 
by  the  Convention,  such  refusal  not  having  been  excused,  or  to  make  a 
parochial  report,  no  missionary  report  being  made  on  its  behalf;  or  shall 
not  during  the  same  period  have  been  under  the  care  of  a  parish  Minister, 
nor  requested  of  the  ecclesiastical  authoiity  to  have  the  services  of  a  Mis- 
sionary, such  parish  shall  no  longer  have  a  right  to  representation  in  Con- 
vention. The  Treasurer  shall  report  such  parish  to  the^Convention  in  his 
annual  statement. 

Sec.  2.  Such  parish,  however,  may  be  readmitted  upon  application  to 
the  Convention,  accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and  on  such 
terms  as  may  appear  just;  such  rcadmission  to  take  effect  from  and  after 
the  rising  of  the  Convention  consenting  to  such  admission. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  being  a  Bishop, 

Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop  thereof, 
shall  become  **  liable  to  presentment  and  trial "  under  the  provisions  of 
any  Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proceed- 
ing in  this  Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

Section  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed 
to  the  Bisho])  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offenses  of  which  the  accused 
is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,,  place  and  cir- 
cumstances. 

Skc.  2.  If  three  clergymen,  or  three  lay  communicants  of  full  age,  in 
either  case  in  good  standing,  shall  allege,  in  writing,  to  the  Bishop,  with 
sufficient  particularity,  that  any  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  is  guilty  of  any 
offense  which  renders  him  liable  to  trial  under  the  Canons  of  the  Church 
or  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  live  perst)iis,  of  whom  at  least 
three  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
make  such  examination;  and  if  there  is,  in  their  opinion,  sufficient  ground 
for  presentment,  they  shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  from  public  rumor,  or  otherwij^e,  the  Bishop  shall  have 
reason  to  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under  imputation  of  having  been 
guilty  of  any  offense  or  misconduct  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and

that  the  interest  of  the  Church  requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  appoint  five  persons,  of  whom  three  shall  be  Presbyteis  and  two  lay 
communicants,  to  examine  the  case,  a  majority  of  whom  may  make  such 
tnvesligation;  and  if  tliere  is,  in  tlieir  opinion,  sufficient  ground  for  pre- 
sentment, shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  A  prefentment  being  made  the  Bif^hop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall 
not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  otfense,  may  dismiss)  it;  or 
if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not,  conf^titute 
lan  offense,  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  per- 
mit it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  parr,  ti.e 
Bishop  shall  cnnFe  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused;  and  shall  also 
oominate  twt  Ive  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  "  who  shall  not  be  near  of  kin 
to  either  presenter  or  the  accused,  and  no  person  shall  serve  on  said  Court 
who  shall  have  (ormod  or  expressed  an  opinion  as  to  the  jruilt  or  innocence 
of  the  accused/'  and  cau^e  a  li^t  of  (heir  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused, 
who  shall,  within  thirty  days  alter  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  wriiing  to  the  Bishop;  and  if  he  shall  not  give  such 
noiification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  Bishop  shall  select 
five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the 
•ceased,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct, 
and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place 
(but  always  within  this  Diocese)  as  they  shall  think  necessary.  "  And  in 
case  of  failure  to  attend,  or  any  disability  or  other  cause,  said  Court  shall 
fall  below  the  number  of  three,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  other  Presbyters 
to  fill  up  the  vacancies,  who  shall  have  the  like  qualificatious  as  above  set 
out." 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  (heir  first  meeting 
shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  oh  the  accused, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  or  presentment,  and  also  on  one  of  the 
persons  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  6.  The  Bishop  may,  if  he  deem  it  proper,  prohibit  the  accused 
from  the  exercise  of  the  ministry  during  the  period  between  the  entertaining 
the  presentment  and  the  acquittal  certified  or  the  sentence  pronounced  by 
him  after  judgment  of  the  Court  upon  the  trial ;  but  such  prohibition  shall 
not,  daring  the  time  of  its  continuance,  affect  the  rectorial  i-elations  of  the 
accased  if  he  be  settled  in  a  parish,  except  in  acts  ministerial  and  pastoral. 
Sec.  7.  The  Court  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  one  of  its  mem- 
bers as  President,  and  the  appointment  of  a  clerk,  who  may  or  may  not  be 
a  member  of  said  Coui*t,  who  shall  take  accurate  notes  of  all  testimony, 
and  make  carefal  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  which  notes  and  record 
shall  be  authenticated  by  the  Court,  and  they  shall,  before  they  proceed  to 
the  trial  of  the  accused,  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  said  trial 
shall  be  conducted. 

Sec.  8.    If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court  of 

Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  Ave  shall  not  attend,  then  those  who  do 

attend  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time;  and  if,  atter  one  adjournment  or 

more,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  at- 
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tend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then  those  who  do  attend,  not  being  less 
than  three,  shall  con-ititiite  the  Court,  and  proceed  to  the  trial,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  9.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  fact« 
alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proci^cd  to 
pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the  appointment  of 
a  Court  for  his  trial,  he  shall  ba  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  10.  If  a  clergyman  ])resented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall  not 
appear  before  the  Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  ft)r  his  trial,  the  Court 
may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  ho  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they 
shall  see  lit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sec.  11.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evi- 
dence as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  bi  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and  some. officer  authorized  by  law 
to  administer  o  ith^,  miy,  at  the  desire  of  the  party,  be  requested  to  admin- 
ister an  oath  or  affiianation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth, 
the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts  charged 
in  the  presentment.    If,  on  ordering  the  trinl,  the  accused  shall  confess 
the  truth  of  the  charges,  as  stated  Ln  the  presentment,  the  Court  may  dis- 
peni^e  with  hearing  further  evidence,  atid  may  proceed  at  once  to  state 
their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 
Sec.  12.    Upon   the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it 
being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him  that  any  material  witness  can- 
not be  procured  upon  the  trialj  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  commissary  to 
take    the    tef^timony  of  any  such   witness.     Such    commissary   may   be 
either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to 
the  other  at  least  six  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  tes- 
timony.   And* both  parties  may  attend  and  exa'uine  the  witnesses,  and  the 
questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  wit- 
ness, and  shall  be  certified  by  the  commissary,  and  endorsed  under  his 
seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evi- 
dence.   A  witness  examined  before  such  commissary, ^may  be  sworn  or 
affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  13.  The  Court  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall 
declare  in  a  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision 
on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentmenr,  distinctly  stating  whether 
the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also 
staling  the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced;  and  a 
copy  of  such  decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accus- 
ed; and  the  original  deci>iion,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall 
appear  to  him  i)roper,  ]n'ovided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the 
sentence  recomrnonded  by  the  Court;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final. 

Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused 
and  any  three  or  more  of  the  clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may,  in 
his  opinion,  he  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated  by  him, 
which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may 
choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pro- 
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iionnccd  by  the  Bishop.  In  all  cases  of  sn^pension  of  any  clergyman, 
such  RUPfieiisioii  is  understood  to  he  from  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of 
the  ministry,  and  be  for  a  limited  period,  or  until  the  oflfender  gives  to  the 
Bishop  satisfactory  evidence  of  conttiiion  and  reformation,  or  it  may  in- 
clude both  these  conditions.  The  pronouncing  of  a  sentence  of  suspension 
or  of  admonition  for  moral  delin(|uericy  against  any  clergyman  shall  ipso 
/hc/o  sever  the  connection  between  the  clergyman  so  sentenced  and  his 
parish.  Bat  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it, 
may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Pres- 
byters shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  he  conducted 
as  before  mentioned 

Skc.  14.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may  be 
issued  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  facts  shall  be  proved  by  the 
affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or  pai)er  delivered  to  a  party, 
or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of 
Bnch  notice  or  paper. 

Sec.  15.  The  defendant  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  counsel, 
who  shall  be  communicants;  in  case  of  the  e.xerci«e  of  which  privilege, 
and  not  otherwise,  those  who  present  shall  also  have  the  like  privilege. 

CANON    XIV. 

Lay  JHacipline, 

Persons  in  connection  with  this  Church  by  baptism,  who  are  habitually 
neglectful  of  the  duty  of  public  worship  and  of  other  Christian  obligations, 
shall  be  kindly  admonished  by  the  Minister.  The  confirmed  who  have 
never  been  communicants,  shall  be  earnestly  urged  to  prepare  themselves 
for  that  bounden  duty  and  service  of  the  followers  of  Christ.  Communi- 
cants absenting  themselves  from  Divine  Service  or  from  the  Lord's  Supper 
for  six  months,  without  reasonable  excuse,  shall  be  seriously  exhorted  to 
return  to  this  duty;  and  if  they  still  so  absent  themselves,  may.  after  one 
year,  be  suspended  or  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  AppoirUments  under  the  Canons. 

Whenever  a  clergyman  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  discharge  any  duiies 
growing  out  of  an  appointment  under  the  Canons,  without  assigning  to 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  sufficient  and  satisfactory  reasons  for  such  neg- 
lect, he  shall  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical  proceedings  or  censure. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  Special  Collections, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  every  congregation  in  this 
Diocese  to  make  the  following  collections  annually:  Ist.  For  the  increase 
of  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate ;  2d.  For  the  in- 
crease of  the  Fund  for  the  relief  of  Clergymen  disabled  by  age  or  disease; 
8d.  For  the  Fund  for  support  of  Theological  Studente  in  the  Diocese,  which 
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8haJl  be  made  on  the  day  of  the  annual  Thanks^ viu^.  Quarterly  collec- 
tions shall  be  made  by  all  the  congregations  of  the  Diocese  in  behalf  of 
Diocesan  Missions  which  do  not  contribnie  through  the  Laymen's  Cooper- 
ating Missionary  Society;  —  and  it  is  recommended  that  such  quarterly 
collections  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Board  in 
the  months  of  March,. June,  September,  and  December. 

(AXON  XVII. 

Of  the  Fund  for  disabled  anil  inflrm  Clergymen, 

SK<'rioN  1.  An  offertory  shall  be  made  annually  in  every  congregation 
in  this  Dio(;e80,  to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  clergymen  disabled  by  age  or 
disease,  and  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen.  It  is 
rccomuiended  that  such  offertory  be  made  on  Christmas  day. 

Skc  .  2.  Two  lay  trustees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Conventiou,  and 
hold  their  office  daring  the  pleasure  of  ilie  (Jdnvencion,  who,  with  the 
Bishop  and  one  clergyman  to  be  chosen  in  like  manner,  and  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  shall  constitute  a  Board,  to  be  called  the  Trustees  of 
the  Fund  for  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen  ;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive 
applications  for  relief,  and  to  apply  the  fund  according  to  such  rules  and 
principles  as  said  trustees  shall  adopt,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Convenlion 
for  its  le vision  and  approval. 

Sec.  :J.  Vacancies  <  ccurring  in  the  number  of  the  trustees  during  re- 
cess of  Convention  may  be  supplied  by  the  remaining  trustees. 

Sue:.  4.  All  contributions  or  donations  t%v  thiij  objict  shall  be  Irans- 
mitied  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  funds  not  neeedcd  for  cur- 
rent use  shall  be  invested  and  held  in  trust  by  such  trustees. 

r.XNON    XVIII. 

rermanent  Fund. 

Skciion  1.  The  Permanent  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  in 
this  Diocese,  now  provided,  together  with  what  may  hereafter  be  contrib- 
uted or  acquired,  and  any  accumulation  from  the  investment  thereof,  shall 
be  entrusted  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Permanent  Fund. 

Skc.  2.  Such  trustees  shall  be  three  in  number,  and  shall  lie  appointed 
by,  an<l  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of,  the  Convention,  which 
shall  till  up  all  vacancies;  vacancies,  however,  during  a  recess  of  the  Con- 
vention, may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  trustees,  to  be  reported  to  and 
approved  by  the  Convention. 

Sk(\  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Hector  or  Minister  having  charge 
of  a  parish  or  congregation  in  this  Diocese,  to  cause  an  annual  collection 
or  contribution  to  be  made  in  aid  of  the  I'crmanent  Fund;  and  in  case  of 
a  vactant  parish,  the  duty  shall  devolve  upon  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

Se<;.  4.  The  amount  received  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said 
trustees,  and,  together  with  a  stutement  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  said 
Fund  and  securities,  shall  be  reported  by  them  to  the  next  regular  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  be  entered  on  its  Journal. 

Skc.  5.  Said  trustees  shall  have  charge  of  all  real  estate  belonging  to  said 
Fund,  including  the  Episcopal  residence;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  pay 
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the  taxes  assessed  on  said  property,  and  make  such  repairs  on  the  Episco- 
pal residence  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  foand  necessary. 

CANON   XIX. 

Of  the  Registrar. 

SscnoN  I.  There  shall  de  elected  annually  by  the  Convention  an  officer 
to  be  called  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  a 
successor  is  chosen.  In  case  of  any  vacincy  in  the  office  arising  during 
therecensof  the  Convention,  it  may  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Bishop 
and  Standing  Committee,  or  by  the  Standing  Committee  in  case  there  is 
no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  U  absent  from  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  duty  of  the  Registrar  shall  be  to  receive  and  safely  keep  all 
books,  dt>cuments  and  manuscripts  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  not  re- 
quired to  be  kept  by  any  other  person  or  officer.  He  shall  also  collect 
and  preserve  such  material ^  a<i  can  be  obtained  relative  to  the  history  of 
the  Diocese  and  of  particular  parishes,  and  shall  catalogue  and  classify  all 
books,  documents  and  papers  so  as  to  make  their  contents  accessible  for 
reference. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  also  keep  a  book  containing  a  record  of  all  consecra. 
tionsof  churches;  of  all  ordinations;  of  all  sentences  and  acts  of  deposi- 
tion for  offenses  in  the  Diocese;  of  all  admissions  and  dismissals  of  clergy 
into  or  from  the  Diocese,  and  of  all  deaths  of  clergy  belonging  thereto. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  annually  report  to  the  Convention,  showing,  with  such 
details  as  may  seem  expedient,  (he  condition  of  the  collection  in  his  hands, 
and  the  additions  made  to  them  from  time  to  time,  with  such  suggestions 
as  lie  may  deem  proper  concerning  their  preservation,  arrangement  and 
increase,  and  concerning  the  best  method  of  securing  to  the  Church  a 
knowledge  of  all  matters  of  importance  contained  therein. 

Sec.  5.  The  Registrar,  under  direction  of  the  Bishop,  shall  prepare  and 
cauFe  to  be  printed  forms  for  certificates  of  baptism,  confirmation,  and 
matrimony,  and  also  letters  commendatory. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish,  and  of  the 
Clerk  of  each  Mission  Station,  to  procure  for  the  use  of  the  Minister  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  the  same,  paying  for  them  at  such  rates  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Registrar. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  all  Ministers  in  this  Diocese  to  use  such 
forms  and  no  other,  and  to  furniHh  them  to  parties  entitled  to  the  same 
immediately  after  the  pcrfurinance  of  the  Kite. 

CANON   XX. 

Fund  for  Theological  Jiducntion, 

A  Board  of  Trustees,  to  con^i'^t  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese,  one  Presbyter,  and  two  laymen,  shall  be  elected  by 
and  hold  their  office  through  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  to  hold,  in- 
vest and  manage  all  funds  now  held  for  the  purposes  of  Theological  Educa- 
tion, or  which  may  hereafter  come  to  their  hands;  they  .<*hall  have  power 
to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  disbursement  of  said  funds, 
and  report  annually  to  the  Convention. 
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CANON   XXI. 

Legacies  and  Donations, 

Seci'ion  1.  A  Hoard  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
two  Presbyters,  and  three  laymen,  shall  be  elected  by  and  shall  hold  their 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  to  take  charge  of,  invest  and 
manage  all  bequests  and  donations  ma<le  to  this  Diocese  or  for  its  use. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  to  the  disbursement  of  any  funds  in  their  hands,  and  they  shall 
annually  report  their  proceedings  to  this  Convention. 

CANON   XXII. 

Missionai^  Board  of  the  Diocese, 

Section  1.  At  each  Annual  Convention  three  clergymen  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot,  who,  with  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  the  Diocese,  and  two  laymen 
elected  by  the  Laymen's  Cooperating  Missionary  Society,  shall  form  a  Board 
to  be  called  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  which  shall 
have  the  management  of  Missionary  operations  and  the  distribution  of  all 
funds  raised  for  the  sux)port  of  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  four  or  more  corresponding  members 
of  said  Board  resident  in  dillerent  parts  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  bo  agents 
of  the  Board  in  their  respective  districts;  such  corresi>ouding  members 
shall  be  entitled  to  seats  and  be  present  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  8.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio  President,  and  he  shall  have  the 
sole  power  of  nominating  Missionaries  for  appointment  by  the  Board. 
Upon  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  inability  of  the  Bishop  to  act,  any 
member  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  elect  from  its  members  a  Chair- 
man pro  lern.  in  the  absence  of  (he  Bishop  to  appoint  its  own  Secretary 
and  Treasurer;  to  fill  vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention ;  to 
make  by-laws  and  rules,  and  to  do  all  such  other  acts  as  may  be  needful  to 
carry  out  the  ofiice  and  trust  conferred  upon  it. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  make  an  annual  report  of 
its  proceedings  to  the  Convention,  containing  the  names  of  the  stations 
and  Missionaries,  a  statement  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  of  the 
churches  contributing  and  of  the  sums  contributed,  and  whatever  else  may 
be  deemed  advisable  to  bring  before  the  Convention. 

Sec.  f).  It  is  hereby  declared  the  duty  of  every  congregation  in  the  Dio- 
cese, by  collections  or  otherwise,  to  contribute  to  the  treasury  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Fund. 

CANON   XXIII. 

Of  the  Chi>ncellor  of  the  Diocese, 

There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  an  officer  learned  in  the  law, 
under  the  title  of  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  act 
as  the  legal  counsellor  of  (he  Bishop  and  of  the  Standing  Committee,  in 
matters  u fleeting  the  interest  of  the  Church,  as  his  professional  counsel 
may  be  asked  or  requiied.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  com- 
municant of  the  Church,  and  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years; 
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and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy,  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  shall 
aw  the  vacancy  nntil  the  annual  Convention  next  ensuing,  when  it  shall 
elect  a  successor  for  the  full  term  of  three  years. 

CANON  XXIV. 

Of  Alterations  and  Amendments, 

No  proposed  alteration  or  addition  to  the  Canons  shall  hereafter  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Convention  unless  at  least  one  day-s  previous  notice  be 
given  thereof  in  open  Convention,  and  unless,  by  unanimous  consent,  until 
such  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  referred  to  and  reported  upon 
by  a  committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.

A  communicant  removing  from  one  parish  to  another,  shall  procure 
from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  parish  of  his  last  residence,  or,  if  there  be 
no  Bector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  certificate  stating  that  he  or  she  is  a 
communicant  in  good  standing ;  and  the  Rector  of  the  parish  or  congrega- 
tion to  which  he  or  she  removes  shall  not  be  required  to  receive  him  or  her 
as  a  communicant  until  such  letter  be  produced.

In  accordaDce  with  the  provisiouH  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  a  number  of  the 
Clergj'  and  Lait}'  assembled  tliis  day  (Tuesday,  May  26th,  1874,)  in 
Christ  Church,  St.  Louis,  Mo. ,  the  place  dcsignate<l  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Convention. 

At  10  o'clock  the  Lay  Delegates  and  Clergy  entered  tlie  Church  in 
procession. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  James  Runcie,  D.  D.,  Rector  of 
Christ  Churcli,  St.  Joseph.  The  first  lesson  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Geo. 
H.  Ward,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Boonville,  and  tlie  second  lesson  by 
the  Rev.  E.  F.  Berkley,  D.D.,  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  St.  Louis. 
The  Creed  and  Pra3'ers  .were  sai<l  l)y  the  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Betts,  Rector 
St.  Luke's  Clmrch,  Kansas  City. 

The;  Ante-Communion  Service  was  said  l)y  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  F.  Robert- 
son, S.T.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  J.  W.  Dunn,  Rector 
of  Christ  Church,  Lexington,  nja<l  the  Epistle,  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Scheetz, 
Rector  of  St.  Jude's  Church,  Monroe  City,  read  the  Gospel.  Rev.  C.  P. 
Jennings,  M.  D,,  Rector  St.  John's  Church,  Prairieville,  then  delivereil 
the  Convention  Sermon,  taking  for  his  text  tlie  32nd  verse  of  the  5th 
chapter  of  Ephesians.  The  Otfertor}'  Sentences  were  read  by  the  Rev. 
J.  P.  T.  Ingraham,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  St.  Louis.  The  Otlcr- 
toiy  was  taken  up  for  Diocesan  Missions.  The  Prayer  for  the  Church 
Militant  was  read  by  the  Rev.  P.  G.  Robert,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  St.  Louis.  The  Communion  was  then  celebrated  by 
Bishop  Robertson,  and  afber  the  Post-Communion  Service,  said  by  the 
Rev.  A.  Batte,  of  Grace  Church,  Kansas  City,  the  Clergy  retired  to  the 
Chapel,  where  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  proceeded,  under  the 
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direction  of  the  Bishop,  to  read  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  canonically  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese,  and  thirty-four  Clergymen  answered  to  their  names.

Ilnnual  ^bbress 
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Mt  Dear  Brethkren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laitt: 

After  the  lapse  of  another  year,  which  in  the  Church  at  large  has 
been  crowded  with  events  of  the  deepest  interest  and  most  abiding 
importance,  we  are  permitted,  as  a  portion  of  the  great  Church  of  Christ 
to  assemble  here  in  council,  to  render  account  of  our  stewardship,  to 
gain  strength  and  wisdom  by  brotherly  deliberations,  to  supply  what 
may  be  wanting,  and  repair  what  may  have  been  found  by  experience  to 
be  unwise  in  our  methods,  and  to  be  quickened  to  a  deeper  love  and  zeal 
for  our  common  work.  May  that  Holy  Spirit,  who  presided  in  the 
councils  of  the  blessed  Apostles,  enrich  us  while  here  assembled  with 
His  best  wisdom,  and  gentleness,  that  we  may  have  a  right  judgment  in 
all  things. 

While  we  are  doing  our  duty  here  in  our  narrow  sphere,  seminal 
principles  are  coming  to  the  forefront  of  debate,  and  arc  becoming  the 
familiar  commonplaces  in  conversation.  On  the  one  hand,  we  have 
the  discussion,  made  more  practical  by  the  facility  by  which  diverse 
races  and  creeds  are  brought  close  to  each  other,  of  the  conditions  on 
which  a  real  Christian  unit\'  may  be  rendered  possible.  Not  long  since 
any  such  subject  could  only  have  been  possessed  of  an  abstract  interest, 
by  reason  of  the  isolation  in  which  the  representatives  of  opposing 
creeds  continued  to  live.  But  now  in  the  increasing  means  for  travel, 
and  the  consequent  annihilation  of  time  and  space,  and  the  fusing  into 
a  composite  mass  of  those  who  have  been  at  utter  variance,  we  see  a 
diminution  of  that  prejudice  which  is  the  offspring  of  ignorance,  and 
also  a  growing,  and  sometimes  excessive,  impatience  of  dogmatic 
precision,  and  of  a  belief  in  the  absolute  truth  of  the  Christian 
revelation.  With  all  this  is  an  increasing  perception  of  the  need  of 
CSbristian  unity,  and  a  more  anxious  consideration  of  what  the  basis 
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of  this  must  be.  Tliere  is,  as  yet,  in  large  part,  an  unreality  in  the 
scarciu  as  tli(>  petty  features  of  distinction  have  been  allowed  to  gain  i 
prominence  beyond  their  deserts,  antl  as  a  truce  can  only  l)e  deceptive 
which  is  based  on  the  idea  that  all  truth  is  only  relative,  and  that 
ch^iidiness  of  belief  can  be  apologised  for  by  the  possession  of  earnest- 
ness. But  it  may  well  lie  believed,  that  nothing  hut  good  can  come— 
whether  in  the  discussion  of  the  tcnns  of  intcrcomniiinion  with  the 
Kustern  Churches,  or,  nearer  home,  in  the  aspirations  of  the  Evangelical 
Alliance, — from  an  honest  and  persistent  contemplation  of  the  evils  of 
division,  and  the  means  b^'  which  it  may  be  cured.  Ver}'  much  has  yet 
to  be  done,  but  the  concessions  already  made  arc  remarkable,  and 
persons  are  themselves  not  aware  of  the  results  to.  which  an  honest 
search  for  the  simple,  essential  principles  of  the  Christian  faiUi,  and  the 
primitive  polity,  will  lead  them. 

Then,  in  our  time,  we  are  seeing  the  results  which  naturally  follow 
from  the  new  assumption  of  the  Bishop  of  Rome  of  a  personal  infialli- 
bilitv;  in  the  falling  away  from  him  of  the  nations  in  which  his  strongest 
power  has  lain.  He  atfects  wonder  that  his  claims  are  resisted,  and 
will  not  sec  how  utterl}'  inadmissible  and  revolutionary  an  acquiesoenoe 
in  them  would  prove.  And  in  the  meantime,  as  the  papal  is  the  only 
conception  of  religion  which  is  conceived  of  as  possible  in  these  coon- 
tries;  and  the  people  have  been  industriousl}'  taught  that  all  withoat  is 
infidelity,  the  chasm  is  widening  between  religion  and  modem  thought 
In  the  intense  antagonism  governments  have  been  forced  to  take 
positions  which  may  be  found  extreme,  and  in  some  respects  untenable. 
Irreligion  prospers  imder  the  impression  that  this  superstition  is  the 
proi)er  outcome  of  a  vigorous  pushing  to  their  logical  result  of  the 
princit)Ies  of  the  Christian  Church.  We  have  thus  the  sad  sight  pre- 
sented in  great  countries,  of  the  community  divided  between  a  wild  and 
unretlectivc  fanaticism,  and  large  sections  of  cultured  men  hardening 
into  indifference  and  hostility  to  all  Christian  influence.  And  all  this 
the  natural  result  of  the  enormous  exactions  of  the  late  papal  decree. 

I  can  only  allude  to  the  new  conditions  under  which  theological  dis^ 
cussions  are  held  now,  in  being  confronted  with  a  constant  and  rapid 
advance  in  the  knowledge  of  the  sources  and  monuments  of  ancient 
history,  and  of  the  principles  and  laws  of  life  and  animal  stnicture; 
and  with  a  fierce  and  pitiless  challenge  of  all  stipcrnatural  revelation. 
But  the  need  has  created  a  host  of  Christian  apologists  who  have 
vindicated,  in  ways  which  would  not  have  been  known  but  for  the 
attacks,  the  essential  truth  and  the  thorough  harmony  of  the  Christian 
faith  with  all  the  facts  which  have  been  ascertained.  And  it  may  well 
be  believed  that  hereafter,  as  of  old,  the  name  and  the  character  of  the 
assailants  will  only  be  known  as  they  are  preserved  in  the  ample  refth 
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tation.  It  becomes  us  however  to  rccogDise  the  substantial  gains  to 
the  stores  of  human  knowledge  which  liave  been  made  by  those  who 
have  pur|)osed  to  destroy  the  Christian  faith.  It  will  be  necessary  for 
OS  often  to  revise  our  position,  to  separate  between  the  gold,  silver, 
and  precious  stones  of  essential  revelation,  and  on  the  other  hand  the 
wood,  hay  and  stubble  of  merely  human  theory  which  have  entered  into 
car  theological  defenses ;  and  to  remember  that  all  is  not  lost  because 
we  have  to  vacate,  by  the  advance  of  further  and  positive  knowledge,  :in 
untenable  position.  Tlie  search  thereupon  compelled  becomes  often 
the  means  of  our  finding  the  ultimate  truth  in  the  matter,  from  which 
we  cannot  be  moved. 

But,  in  tlic  midst  of  the  strong  swell  of  Church  life  and  growth  in  this 
eoantrj'  and  England,  we  are  confronted  with  certain  dangers  and  annoy- 
ances which  arc  causing  a  wide  spread  anxiety,  and  have  culminated 
with  us  in  a  lamentable  schism.  It  is  the  observation  of  every  one, 
that  there  never  has  been  a  time  when  the  Church  was  thriving  in  ever}- 
department  of  its  work  in  such  a  marked  way  as  within  the  last  few 
'  years.  The  confirmations  are  in  number  and  character  beyond  all  pre- 
cedent; the  missionary  and  otlier  contributions  of  the  Church  have 
been  altogether  unexampled  in  amount.  Into  all  parts  of  the  country, 
with  an  energy  and  system  previously  unknown  our  services  and  minis- 
ters have  pushed.  New  agencies  and  multiform  charities,  and  an 
inventive  care  for  all  the  ills  of  a  complex  social  life  have  sprung  up, 
especially  in  our  larger  centres,  with  a  rapidity  altogether  mar\'elous. 
Oar  schools  and  colleges  are  increasing  in  number  and  attendances,  as 
well  as  in  appliances  and  endowments.  The  Church's  tone,  a  regard  for 
itB  ways  and  seasons,  its  eftlciency  as  a  social  force,  is  becoming  much 
more  potent,  as  well  without  as  within  our  own  body.  And,  along  with 
all  this,  in  those  thousands  of  parishes  through  the  retire<l  places  of  the 
land,  as  well  as  in  most  of  those  in  the  larger  towns,  the  services  are 
i.  oondnctetl  in  the  same  reverent,  solemn  way  as  of  old  ;  and  our  min- 
\  isters,  in  many  places  with  self-denials  greater  than  were  reiiuired  before 
tbe  Church  took  on  its  new  missionary  spirit,  are  leading  their  people  by 
the  same  old  paths  to  the  duties  and  the  privileges  of  the  Cliristian 
Ufe. 

In  a  closer  grappling  with  needs  and  duties,  which  had  long  been 
I  neglected,  the  Church  has  revive<l  the  agencies  which  had  for  a  while 
r  been  In  abeyance.  In  doing  this,  however,  it  has  not  gone  outside  of  its 
;  own  records  to  find  them.  The  practical  spirit  of  the  day  has  taken 
hold  of  the  Cathe<lral  principle,  and  sees  that  a  most  efTicient  means  of 
[  prodncing  the  largest  results  is  for  the  Bishop,  instead  of  settling  down 
\  in  a  petty  community,  to  seize  hold  with  his  agencies  of  the  populous 
[    eentres,  to  develop  the  financial  and  social  strength  there,  and  to  push 
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Ibrwiinl  all  (>iiU>.rpriHOH  iVoiii  ihcDce.  And  this  policy,  adapting  itiielf  to 
1.1 1«>  (MnuiiiiHttuHH^H  of  our  American  life,  wc  see  securing  a  strong  recog- 
iiili«Mi  in  UioHe  tfiiart'ers  where  there  woahi  t>c  no  concession  to  a  princi- 
ple UK  lHMn;;C  ancient,  bill  as  only  it  appears  to  the  practical  mind  as 
heMl  adapted  for  the  neiMls  of  our  day. 

An<l  MO,  alMo,  for   the   more  etlicient  prosecution  of  our  charitable 
enterprist^H,  a  iH>nimon  neeil  has  brought  forth  from  all  sides,  and  ftrom 
tuir   most   op|H>siHl   theological   schools,  a  common  recognition  of  the 
\  nine  of  ass^HMuted,  disiuplineil  lalior  on  the  part  of  Christian  women, 
ill  the  form  of  Sisterhootls  and  Deaconesses.      No  a  priori  argument 
hoiii  :iiiii(|iiitY  ha«  brought  this  result  aliout,  nor  could  it.      But  when 
b\  ittlier  r\>ads  we  had  i*ome  up  U)  this  need,  we  found  that  we  had  onk 
to  ivvixe  :in  ageiiey   which  even  the  circumstances  of  the  Apostolic 
iMum*li  had  aln^adv  oalleil  into  being.     The  evident  need,  aptness  and 
ellieieiiev  of  tliis  nio«le  of  Christian  lalK)r  and  devotion  have  t)eeD  so 
111:11  ked,  that  within  a  few  years  it  has  found  itself  a  place  and  a  work  in 
:i  lari;e  and  inen^asing  numU'r  of  our   DiiKresos ;    and   our  chariUnble 
insiituiions,  by  means  of  it.  an*  realising  much  more  largeh'  the  religi- 
i»iis  piir|H)st*s  of  their  creation. 

It  is«  of  eimrse,  only  a  means  for  the  promotion  of  eertain  depart- 
iiieiils  of  Christ's  work  on  earth«  for  the  care  of  the  orphans,  for  the 
tHliu'Mtioii  ol'  the  young,  for  the  visiting  of  the  poor,  for  the  nursing  of 
ihe  siek.  It  is  not  itself  an  end:  it  di>es  not  exist  tor  itself.  Evil  hsA 
:d\\:i\N  begun  when  those  who  dwell  ap.*irt  in  a  devotional  lite  |iennit 
1  heir  thoughts  to  ivntre  n|Hm  themsi^ves  and  become  lost  among  the 
details  of  routine:  and  torget  that  all  else  should  1h*  swallowetl  up  io 
a  eouMiuiing  desire  to  apply  themselves  with  the  most  utter  siniplieitj  to 
the  iireal  eiuls  and  pur|K»ses  of  their  eor|H)rate  existence.  But  while, 
like  :iuv  other  means  whieli  we  use,  this  airenev  has  vei  much  to  lean, 
hit  doubt,  still  the  man i lest  «;ains  which  the  C  hnn*h  has  uia*ie  in  the 
iiiau.Hiieiuenl  of  its  charities  since  it  h.Hs  more  lanrelv  uscii  this  assi^'is- 
(ed  IuIkm*  couMvratiHl  to  hi«;h  end>.  warrant  us  in  \ieidiui!  a  bn.«ad  snJ 
kiiiill,\  cou*»iiler:ilion  to  what  has  evidently  such  hoiWul  results  in  it* 
hands. 

In  the  iiu^le  of  conduct iuiT  divine  service  now,  the  vir\~:y:  <*;ivuB" 
nI:u\ccs  :»n»id  ^xliich  the  Chun-h  ivrtorms  it<  work.  o^vas:.«ii  a  rnriirff 
dep.'olnic  on  the  one  side  and  the  other,  from  the  unitlxTiii: .  wV.^  $a 
cail\ei  oeiieialiou  wiinessisl.

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conducted  in  the  midst  of  poverty  and  adversity;  where  the  liturgical 
system  has  but  a  faint  recognition. 

That  the  wealth  and  the  advancing  a^sthetical  taste  which  has  aifeete<l 

all  things  else  have  a  controlliug  influence  in  causing  the  increased 

attention  paid  to  the  architecture  and  ornamentation  of  our  Churches^ 

and   the  greater  pains  given  to  the  musical  and  other  details  of  our 

services,  in  our  larger  communities,  I  think  that  no  one  can  doubt.     It 

would    be   impossible    to  exclude    from  the  house  of  God   and   the 

appointments  of  His  worship,  the  operation  of  a  law  which  lays  all  the 

forms  of  social  life  under  its  control.    A  grateful  alfectiou  would  desire 

to  render  unto  God  of  its  best.     But  these  matters  should  be  rendered 

and  be  thought  of  only  by  the  way.     Worship  and  its  accessories  are 

not  to  be  the  end  of  our  thoughts.     However  it  may  be  in  heaven,  at 

least  here,  worship  is  but  a  means.      Still,  to  the  devout  mind,  all  that 

is  so  closely  associated  with  God's  honor  must  get  a  reflected  glory  and 

regard.     Wealth  and  taste  find  their  highest  use  in  syllabling  out  in 

stately  structure  and  melodious  worship  the  love  and  gratitude  felt  for 

God's  gracious  mercies  to  us  in  Christ.     It  is  well  for  us  to  recognize 

the  place  which  mere  taste,  altogether  outside  of  all  doctrinal  signili- 

canoe,  has  in  explaining  in  large  part  any   greater  attention  paid  in 

more  recent  times  to  magnificence  and  costliness  in  the  accessories  of 

divine  worship. 

Of  coarse,  what  might  be  unwarrantable  extravagance  for  one  con- 
gregation might  with  another  of  greater  ability  be  but  a  just  and 
proportionate  munificence.  But  in  all  cases  the  parish  must  remember 
that  it  is  only  a  member  of  the  larger  body,  that  it  does  not  exist  merely 
finr  itself,  and  that  it  must  not  exhaust  in  selfish  outlays  the  means  that 
should  in  part  be  held  in  trust  for  the  larger  enterprises  of  the  Church, 
nor  render  itself  incapable,  for  years  to  come,  to  contribute  in  any 
worthy  wa}*^  to  the  charities  and  aggressive  operations  of  the  Church. 
A  parochial  extravagance  sometimes  becomes  thus  a  calamity  to  the 
Church  at  large. 

But  while  the  variations  of  individual  and  parochial  taste,  without 
any  deeper  significance,  account  very  largely  for  the  novelties  which 
may  be  seen  in  the  worship,  still  it  must  be  recognizeil  that  there  arc 
tendencies  abroad  in  certain  quarters  which  are  more  serious  and  dan- 
gerous ;  which,  by  the  introduction  of  clianges  in  tlie  worship  seek  to 
bring  in  doctrinal  errors  which  this  Church  has  always  opposed.  It  is 
wrong  whenever  the  simplicity*  of  the  gospel  is  lost  in  an  eIalK>rati()n  of 
pett}"  details,  even  when  these  are  of  a  character  indifi'erent  in  them- 
selves. It  is  doubly  wrong  when,  in  addition^  perversions  and  corru]>- 
tion  seek  to  familiarize  themselves  to  us  by  means  of  a  meretricious 
rituaL     For  a  time  the  Church  refused  to  admit  to  herself  the  existence 
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of  any  deliberate  puq)03e  to  introduce  beliefs  alien  to  all  of  oar 
standanls :  at  least  to  any  such  degree  as  to  honor  it  with  prohibitoiy 
legislation.  But  while  the  limits  of  the  abuse  are  undoubtedly  com- 
[laratively  narrow,  while  various  motives  have  evidently  conspired  to  an 
enorinou.s  exa<j^geration  of  the  evil ;  still,  unc|uestionably,  especially  with 
regard  to  the  ceremonialism  which  has  surrounded  the  Holy  Ck>nimunioii, 
an«l  the  teachings  which  have  l>een  given  foilh  with  regard  1o  confession 
and  absolution,  and  prayers  to  the  Virgin  and  the  Saints,  and  for  the 
dead,  there  is  in  places  such  a  departure  from  our  priniilive  standards 
as  justifies  and  demands  a  wise  repressive  legislation. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  I  have  never  had  my  attention  called  to 
any  evil  in  the  direction  that  I  refer  to  as  existing  in  this  Diocese. 
Reference  to  the  matter  by  me  in  this  place,  nevertheless,  is  justified  in 
the  feverish  condition  of  the  public  mind  as  to  the  Church's  position  in 
these  matters,  and  as  its  influence  for  good  is  ret^irded  by  the  ecoentri- 
cities  even  of  a  few.  As  three  years  ago  in  my  place  in  the  General 
Convention  I  favored  the  passage  of  legislation,  which,  however,  unhap- 
pilVi  did  not  obtain  the  assent  of  the  other  House,  having  for  its  par- 
lK)se  the  prevention  of  such  dangerous  symbolism  and  erroneous 
teachings,  so  I  still  think  that  such  enactments  are  necessary.  And  it 
is  my  judgment  that  at  the  approaching  session  of  the  Greneral  Conven- 
tion such  clear  pronouncements  will  be  made  as  will  distinctly  indicate 
that  this  Church  is  determineil  to  maintain,  on  the  points  which  are  in 
:igitution,  that  its  disposition  is  to  restrain  the  excessive  ritualism  with 
which  in  some  ijuartcrs  it  has  been  troubled,  and  to  arrest  the  introiiuc- 
tion  of  strange  doctrines  which  are  as  unseriptural  as  they  are  unprim- 
itive.  While  there  should  be  no  attempt  to  effect  such  an  unwise  and 
impossible  result  as  to  reduce  all  our  services  in  every  place  to  a  Chinese 
uniformity  ;  while  we  are  to  allow  for  wide  divergencies  of  taste  ;  while 
we  should  not  magnify  into  a  mountain  of  error,  and  make  a  conscience 
of  those  minor  matters  through  which  a  loving  devotion  seeks  to  make 
expression  ;  while  we  should  not  narrow  our  basis  in  those  matters  of 
mere  opinion  in  which  our  Church  has  always  allowed  latitude  ;  still,  in 
all  matters  which  impinge  upon  the  faith,  there  must  be  left  no  room 
for  doubt  as  to  our  unalterable  puqwse  to  preserve  our  character  as  t 
reformed  and  scriptural  Church. 

Perhaps  there  would  have  been  less  occasion  to  dwell  at  such  length 
uiK>n  these  matters  had  it  not  been  that  they  have  been  thrust  into  the 
front  by  the  recent  defection  of  one  of  our  Bishops,  taking  with  him, 
in  order  to  set  up  a  rival  communion,  a  few  of  our  ministers,  and  a  still 
smaller  proportion  of  our  people.  This  attempt,  occasioned  in  part  by 
certain  extravagances  and  evils  on  one  side,  and  by  narrowness  and  ill 
advised  partizanship  on  the  other  side,  was  as  causeless,  as  it  is  likely 
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to  be,  in  its  direct  purpose,  resuitlcss.  I  trust  liiat  we  may  have  the 
grace  to  learn  the  lessons  of  self-abasement  which  it  may  well  suggest, 
and  that  wherein  we  nia^'  any  of  us  have  brought  this  evil  upon  the 
the  Church  by  failure  in  duty,  we  may  in  the  light  of  this  sad  judgment 
learn  not  to  be  liigh  minded,  but  fear.  For  after  all  the  blame  whicli 
must  attach  to  those  who  so  foolishly  and  wrongly  have  broken  the 
Churches  unit^',  and  thus  weakene<l  its  strength  against  the  evils  which 
we  are  set  to  combat,  it  is  right  that  we  shouhl  l)e  more  disposed  to 
look  witiiin  and  correct  ourselves  in  any  thing  which  may  have  given 
occasion  for  this  ill  onieneil  work,  rather  than  to  indulge  in  blame  and 
invective  This  disposition  is  thoroughly  consistent  with  an  utter  con- 
demnation of  the  ignorance  which  forgets  the  need  of  comprehension 
and  toleration  of  variant  opinion  in  a  Church  which  assumes  to  be 
catholic,  and  of  the  greater  hopefulness  of  contending  with  allegeil  evils 
firom  a  position  within  the  boily,  and  of  the  self  will  which  is  ready  to 
fly  off  and  precipitate  upon  us  the  evils  of  division  and  alienation  when 
things  do  not  go  precisely  according  to  the  notions  of  the  individual. 

That  there  should  be  some  restless  persons  in  the  Church  who  would 
be  likely  to  go  otf  after  any  new  movement  was  to  be  expected  ;  but 
the  comparative  absence  of  all  impression  which  this  has  made^  and  the 
nnpreceilentedly  rapid  way  in  which  the  Church  is  gaining  on  all  sides, 
shows  that  there  is  a  confidence  that  our  principles  and  our  teachings 
are  all  essentially  unchanged,  and  that  the  healing,  beneficent  work 
which  we  have  to  do  in  this  land  is  not  to  suffer  any  material  check. 

Throughout  the  country  this  has  been  a  year  of  great  financial  dis- 
tress. But  while  this  has  rendered  necessary  a  cautiousness  about 
engaging  in  new  enterprises,  and  a  ditllculty  in  meeting  pecuniar}^  en- 
gagements, there  has  been  developed  a  depth  of  religious  interest  in  all 
sections  which  is  evidenced  by  a  vast  increase  in  the  number  of  con- 
firmations, and  in  other  ways.  I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that, 
in  all  respect;  the  condition  of  things  in  the  Diocese  has  never  been  more 
satisfactory  than  now.  The  confirmations  during  the  past  year  have 
reached  the  unprecedented  number  of  644,  as  against  450  last  year,  be- 
ing a  gain  of  nearly  50  per  cent,  over  those  of  any  previous  year. 

This  increase  has  been  shared  in  equal  measure  by  t)oth  the  parishes 
in  this  city  and  in  the  interior^  and  the  gains  have  been  of  a  very  suli- 
stantial  kind ;  and,  so  far  as  I  could  observe,  the  pastoral  work  in  pre- 
paration has  been  very  thorough  and  satisfactory.  1  do  not  think  that 
the  standard  of  theological  proficiency  should  be  placed  so  high  as  that 
practically  but  few  can,  at  the  start  attain  to  it,  and,  in  the  anxiet}-  to 
have  well  prepareil  candidates,  that  few,  if  any,  should  l)e  presented  at 
all.  But,  at  the  same  time,  there  should  be  sought  such  a  distinctness 
of  religious  purpose,  and  clearness  of  intelligenc^e  about  our  distinctive 
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principles,  that  those  who  are  confirmed  shall  be  a  souroe  of  strength, 
and  not  of  weakness  to  us,  and  be  able,  in  this  age  of  inqair^*,  to  give 
an  answer  for  the  hope  that  is  in  them.  To  this  end  I  strongh*  approve 
of  the  course  of  those  clergymen  who  maintain  a  system  of  instmctioD 
after  confirmation,  both  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  in  the  usages  of  the 
Church :  and  who  keep  in  circulation  publications  illustrative  of  oar 
principles.  In  several  parishes,  meetings  for  conference  are  held,  in 
wliioh  infonnation  is  sought  and  given  by  question  and  answer ;  and  in 
ail  easy  conversational  way,  matters  are  opened  up  and  resolved  which 
had  long  been  troubling  persons.  I  neeil  hardl}'  add  anything  to  what 
I  have  said  on  previous  oi^casions  as  to  the  expediency  of  promoting  a 
witliT  circulation  of  our  church  perioilicals.  Anything  which  can  raise 
the  thoughts  and  intelligence  of  our  people  up  out  of  the  narrowness  of 
mere  parochial  interests,  and  can  communicate  the  impulse  wliich  comes 
from  the  strong  full  swing  of  church  life  and  growth  abroail,  is  of  htlp 
in  every  way. 

The  number  of  our  Clerg)*men  in  the  Diocese  is,  in  effective  force. 
l)eyond  that  of  last  year.  We  have  had  the  unprecedented  numlier  of 
nine  onlinations  to  the  Diaoonate,  and  four  to  the  Priesthoo<l  during  the 
twelve  months  ;  and  almost  all  of  these  are  now  at  work  in  oar  smaller 
places.  It  would  l>e  hotter,  of  course,  and  I  should  greatly  prefer  it  if 
our  Dnarons  could  for  a  lime  remain  as  assistants,  receiving  training 
from  experienced  pastors.  But  as  yet  none  of  our  parishes  seem  to  tbink 
that  they  are  strong  enough,  or  that  the  promoti«m  of  their  work  calls 
for  the  employment  of  Deacons  as  assistants.  I  still  think  that  in  two 
or  thriH'  of  the  parishes  in  this  city,  an  assistant  should  be  reckoned  an 
indispensable  part  of  the  start'  of  the  Church,  With  a  judicious  selec- 
tion ho  would  pay  for  himself,  in  the  increase  of  results  and  resources, 
in  a  year.  Besides  this,  the  time  of  the  Rector  could  i>e  employed  to  a 
l.»elter  purpose  for  his  people,  instead  of  its  being  dissipated  in  the  hun- 
ilred  potty  <*alls  on  a  city  Rector,  in  his  looking  afler,  baptizing,  and 
burying  those  who  have  no  claim  on  him,  and  which  duties  could  as 
well  be  porfonued  by  the  assistant. 

The  unusnal  number  of  ordinations  has  of  course  reiluceil  the  number 
of  candidates  for  holy  orders  in  the  Diocese.  We  have  now  seven  eandi- 
dates  in  the  Diocese,  besides  a  iiuml>er  of  other  persons  who  are  pursuing 
studit»s  preparatory  to  becoming  candidates.  Time  serves  to  deepen  in 
me  the  impression  that  our  main  reliance  for  the  supply  of  Clergy  for  the 
DiiK'ose  must  be,  not  in  seeking  abroad  for  those  who  are  needtnl  else- 
where, bu^  in  endeavoring  to  raise  up  candidates  from  our  own  midst. 
And  therefore,  I  wish  I  hat  our  pastors  would  keep  their  eye  and  their 
mind  on  those  of  their  youth  w  ho  have  abilities  and  aptitude,  which,  with 
God's  blessing,  and  a  due  preparation,  would  qualif^'  them  for  the  sacred 
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duties  of  the  ministry ;  and  endeavor  gently  and  steadily  to  draw  their 
hearts  to  the  privilege  of  giving  themselves  to  His  special  service.  It 
ought  not  to  be  the  case  that  the  cliildren  of  the  Church  should  be  out- 
done in  desire  to  enter  its  ministry  by  those  who  have  found  their  way 
to  her  from  without,  happy  and  praiseworthy  as  the  lal)ors  of  these  last 
have  l)een. 

The  same  happy  arrangement  in  business  matters,  to  which  I  made 
reference  last  year  with  the  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministr}* 
lias  been  renewed  this  year,  by  which  we  receive  back  from  that  society 
the  gross  amount  of  what  wo  contribute  to  its  purposes,  with  ten  per 
cent,  added.  Help  for  our  aggressive  work  is  never  more  etfectually 
placed,  than  in  contributions  to  that  Societ^s  and  thus  to  the  sustenance 
of  those  worthy  young  men,  during  the  time  when  they  are  prevented 
from  gaining  their  own  livelihoo<l  because  of  the  work  of  preparation. 
At  a  period  when  our  needs  in  this  department  were  less  than  they  now 
are,  we  placed  the  time  for  making  the  annual  otfcrtory  for  theological 
education,  on  Thanksgiving  da^^  when  the  congregations  and  offertories 
are  likely  to  be  very  small.  This  seems  to  put  a  disparagement  upon  the 
matter,  and  imply  that  it  is  of  but  small  importance.  1  would  suggest 
that  the  Canon  on  the  subject  should  he  changed,  and  the  offertory  be 
fixed  for  some  Sunday,  say  the  second  in  November,  when  a  worthier 
response  could  be  made. 

For  the  same  reason^  in  order  that  there  may  be  a  more  general  and 
generous  recognition  of  a  very  important  charity,  in  those  places  where 
but  small  congregations  can  be  assembled  except  on  Sundays,  I  would 
recommend  that  the  time  for  making  the  Christmas  oflertory  for  aged  and 
infirm  ministers,  be  extended,  so  that  it  may  be  received  on  the  Sunday 
next  before  or  after  Christmas,  when  it  is  not  possible  or  expedient  to 
receive  it  on  that  day.  A  few  words  of  explanation  in  giving  notice  of 
the  oflertory  would  serve  to  draw  attention  to  an  object  which  it  is  of  the 
deepest  interest  that  the  Church  should  be  endeavoring  to  promote.  A 
worthy  Clergyman  may  be  loaded  down  with  work  beyond  his  time,  and 
missionary  stations  ma}'  be  compelled  to  receive  services  which  are  no 
longer  etticieut,  because  we  have  made  no  adequate  provisions  for  retir- 
ing those  who  have  l)ecome  worn  out  in  their  Mastt^r's  service. 

What  can  be  done  at  any  time,  is  often  not  done  at  all,  and  so  1  would 
recommend  that  a  time  l)e  tixed  when  the  annual  offertory  for  the  Per- 
manent Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  shall  be  made. 

I  have  still  to  lament  that  several  of  our  parishes  and  stations  are  va- 
cant. We  have  work  and  a  support  ready  for  at  least  half  a  dozen  more 
Clergymen  in  the  Diocese.  This  results  in  part  from  the  fact  that  I  have 
been  unable  to  come  into  communication  with  a  sufficient  number  of 
Clergymen  fitted  for  our  needs^  and  who  were  able  and  willing  to  meet 
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the  indispensable  conilitions  of  our  frontier  life ;  and  partly  because 
there  has  appeared  the  familiar  desire  to  secure  a  dispro|)ortionate  equiv- 
alent of  talent  for  a  small  amount  of  compensation.  The  places  which 
are  able  to  pay  the  least,  arc  often  those  which  are  the  most  captious  as 
to  the  requisites  which  must  concur  in  the  minister  in  order  to  success. 
I  fro(iuontly  have  to  lament  the  absence  of  goo<1  sense  in  those  vestries 
who  put  aside  the  names  of  good  men  recommended  to  them,  and  who 
allow  the  parish,  from  a  long  vacanc}',  to  lose  strength  and  heart,  when 
success  may  l>e  had  by  making  a  prompt  choice  of  the  best  [>erson  avail- 
able, and  then,  by  a  kindly  co-operation,  developing  resources  lK)th  in 
the  minister  and  congregation,  which  will  make  growth  certain  and  im- 
mediate. I  have  in  my  mind  at  this  moment,  places  where  one  minister 
after  another  has  passed  rapidly  across  the  stage,  and  gone  away  disa|)- 
pointed,  leaving  little  result  Ixihind,  and  all  his  vitality  gone  out  of  him. 
And  then,  I  recall  other  places  to  which  these  same  persons  have  gone, 
where  they  have,  under  kindlier  auspices,  develope<1  qualities  which  have 
astonished  me,  and  brought  forth  results  which  were  quite  wonderflil. 

There  would  be  much  less  time  lost  in  filling  the  vacant  parishes,  if 
there  was  a  practical  and  prompt  acc|uiesence  in  the  best  arrangements 
seen  to  be  possible  at  the  time,  and  then  a  cordial  co-oi)eration  with  the 
minister  chosen,  a  truce  had  as  to  all  past  ditierences,  and  a  detennined 
purpose,  with  (ioirs  help,  to  bring  the  church  through  to  success. 

I  hope,  that  with  the  ordinations  which  are  to  take  place  next  Sunday, 
and  other  arrangements  which  are  in  progress,  will  very  soon  result  in 
the  tilling  of  almost  all  of  our  vacant  positions. 

It  is  a  gratification  to  me  to  be  able  to  report  that,  in  spite  of  the 
fmancial  .stringency  during  the  year,  our  missionary  receipts  have  en- 
abled us  to  meet  the  stipends  of  all  of  our  missionaries  as  they  have 
fallen  due.  The  receipts,  excluding  the  otferings  of  the  Missionary 
Host,  during  the  present  year,  have  amounted  to  $2,864,  as  compared 
with  $.^,242.52,  received  last  year.  This  marks  as  well  a  shrinkage  from 
our  past  achievem<»nts,  especially  on  the  part  of  some  parishes  from 
which  the  l^oard  in  the  past  has  received  material  aid,  and  also  an  inad- 
erjuate  recognition  of  the  pressing  wants,  and  the  extraordinary  opportuni- 
ties now  before  ns  in  the  State.  I  have  never  known  a  time  when  there 
was  opened  before  us  such  a  ready  access  to  those  who  have  1>een,  hith- 
erto, strangers  to  us.  Prejudices  which  used  to  seem  invincible,  are  so 
far  removed  that  there  is  a  desire  to  hear  the  Church's  statement,  and 
read  the  publications  which  make  known  its  principles.  We  have  com- 
menced regular  services  in  a  number  of  counties  this  year,  where  before 
we  have  only  lieen  able  to  give  occasional  ministrations.  I  absolutely 
know  no  bounds  to  our  growth  in  a  ratio  unknown  in  the  past,  except 
our  lack  of  ability  and  faith  in  extending  to  those  who  are  just  begin- 
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Ding  the  iiiodieuni  of  aid  rctiiiircd  to  place  Uiem  fairl}'  on  their  feet.  I 
have  been  glad  to  recognize  among  the  missionary  stations,  a  better 
consciousness  that  the  aid  received  is  temporar}'  and  a  trust,  and  a  pur- 
pose to  put  tlicmsclves  in  a  self-supporting  condition  at  tlie  earliest  mo- 
ment. 1  liavc  expressed  the  urgency  before,  and  I  would  desire,  in  repeat- 
ing i#no\v,  to  give  it  an  emphasis  proportioned  to  the  interests  involved 
and  the  numl)ers  in  the  weaker  parts,  who  speak  through  me,  that  all  the 
parishes  according  to  their  ability  should,  under  the  direction  of  their 
ministers,  make  a  strong,  and  persistent,  and  systematic  elFort  to  increase 
their  c(mtributions  to  our  missionar}'  work  in  the  Diocese.  Our  methods 
are  well  digested  ;  all  that  is  required  is  a  thorough  endeavor  to  develop 
the  entire  ability  and  disposition  of  the  people,  ascertain  and  impart 
freely  the  facts  of  the  case,  secure  pledges  from  all,  and  then  see  that 
they  are  t)romptly  collected. 

1  have  been  anxiously  watching  for  the  time  to  come  when  the  strong 
parishes  in  St.  Joseph  and  Hannibal  would  recognize  it  as  their  duty  to 
initiate  missions  in  South  St.  Joseph  and  Soulh  Hannibal ;  many  of 
their  people  must  find  it  difllcult  to  attend  church  regularly  now, 
an«1  I  am  confident  that  in  a  short  time  local  slrongth  would  be  devel- 
o|>ed  in  tliose  distant  neighborhoods  which  is  now  altogether  unknown; 
and  that  the  beginnings  could  be  had  for  vigorous  churches. 

We  continue  to  receive  from  the  Domestic  Committee  of  the  Hoard  of 
l^lissions  the  same  amount,  S2,250;  which  was  appropriated  to  the  Dio- 
cese last  year.  We  could  profitably  em[)loy  a  much  largc;r  sum  in  our 
thronging  communities ;  but  it  is  represented  that  the  sum  granted  is 
the  utmost  which  a  regard  for  general  interests  will  allow  the  committee 
to  apportion  to  this  Diocese. 

I  have  also  received  from  considerate  benefactors  in  the  Kast,  consider- 
able amounts  of  money,  a  particular  recital  of  which,  and  the  use  to  which 
they  have  been  put,  is  given  in  the  Trust  Funds  account  which  I  lay  on 
the  Secretary's  table  herewith.  From  Mr.  John  H.  Swift,  of  New  York, 
also,  r  have  received  in  tnist  fortv  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  Cairo  &  Fulton 
Rail  Road,  having  a  par  value  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  which  I  have 
appropriated  to  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese.  1  desire 
now,  in  this  public  manner  to  render  ni\'  cordial  and  grateful  acknowl- 
c<lgement8  to  those  who  have  so  generously  remembered  us  in  our  needs. 
These  gifts  have,  among  other  things,  enabled  us  to  proceed  to  the  erec- 
tion of  several  new  church  buildings  in  growing  places  in  the  Diocese. 
I  have  consecrated  during  the  year,  two  very  neat  church  buildings,  in 
Kirks villc,  and  in  Utica,  Besides  these,  there  have  been  built  in  the 
Diocese,  recently,  churches  in  the  following  places,  which  have  not  been 
consecrated,  on  account  of  the  remainders  of  debt  yet  resting  on  them : 
Ironton,  Nevada  City,  CarroUton,  Sedalia,  De  Soto,  Warrcnsburg,  Mo- 
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berly,  St.  Charles,  Chillicothe  and  Caronclelet.  Most  of  these  places 
were  county  towns,  and  centres  of  influence.  It  was  necessary  that  the 
enterprises  should  ho  undertaken,  and  the  last  of  these  churches,  St 
Paul's,  Carondelet,  havin*;:  ))een  recently  rescued  from  loss  by  generosi- 
ty A*oni  other  places,  1  may  say  that  all  the  churches  have,  1  think, 
their  debts  in  a  manageal lie  shape.  They  will  have  to  struggle  until 
they  get  their  property  paid  for ;  but  I  judge  that  with  energj-  and  econ- 
omy, and  perhaps  a  little  help,  they  will  all  be  able  to  come  out  safely. 
In  Marshall,  Savannah,  Rolls,  and  Cameron,  also,  have  cither  given  out 
contracts  for  building,  or  are  preparing  to  do  so. 

I  fear,  however,  that  f^om  causes  which  I  cannot  stop  to  detail,  the 
very  convenient  parsonage  recently  built  in  Jefferson  City,  is  likely  to 
be  lost  to  the  church  by  reason  of  debts  contracted  in  its  construction. 

I  have  continued  to  receive  also  from  within  the  EHocese  during  the 
past  year,  large  individual  gifts  for  our  missionary  work,  the  means  also 
by  which  the  policies  of  a  number  of  our  missionaries  in  the  Clergymen's 
Insurance  League  have  been  paid  up,  and  credits  by  which  a  nnml>er  of 
struggling  Churches  have  been  aided  in  building,  and  a  large  amount  of 
our  church  literature  has  been  most  usefUlly  disseminated  through 
the  Diocese. 

From  the  Sunday  School  Missionary  Host  of  the  Diocese,  I  have  re- 
ceived  most  c»ssential  aid  in  the  large  help  extended  for  the  support  of 
our  most  worthy  itinerant  missionary  in  the  North  Eastern  part  of  the 
Diocese.  The  little  gifts  have  aggregated  an  astonishingly  large  sum; 
and  the  direct  benefits  rendered  to  the  counties  which  had  before  been 
destitute  of  regular  services,  as  well  as  the  indirect  good  to  the  children 
themselves,  in  the  habits  of  self-sacrifices  engendered,  proves  that  the 
Host  is  a  blessing  indeed  to  our  work.  I  hope  that  in  the  coming  year 
I  may  be  able  to  entmst  another  missionary  to  their  care.  We  shall  all 
look  forward  to  their  anniversary  next  Sunday  with  the  liveliest  antici- 
pation. 

Two  of  our  city  churches,  Christ  and  Holy  Communion,  in  the  work 
which  their  ladies'  societies  have  done  during  the  past,  as  also  in  preced- 
ing winters,  in  contributing  to  the  comfort  of  our  missionaries,  by  mak- 
ing up  boxes  of  useful  clothing  and  otherwise,  have  rendered  blessings 
beyond  their  power  to  compute.  Several  times  I  have  wished  that  I 
could  have  the  ladies  with  me,  that  they  might  see  the  goo<l  done,  and 
hear  the  expressions  of  gratitude  for  the  thoughtful  acts  of  kindness 
which  they  had  rendered. 

A  few  months  ago  a  project  was  discussed  in  the  Church  Nt^va^  touch- 
ing the  matter  of  Church  building  which,  if  the  details  could  he  digested, 
might  be  of  essential  benefit  and  convenience  to  our  work.  It  was 
that  persons  so  disposed  should  agree  to  take  and  pay  the  number  of 
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sAares  that  they  might  designate,  the  value  of  each  share  being  two 
dollars,  towards  the  erection  of  every  Mission  Church  costing  not  less 
than  one  thousand  dollars  above  the  cost  of  the  ground,  built,  say,  with- 
in five  years,  the  money  having  been  raised  or  secured  in  cash,  or  bona 
Jide  sul)scriptions ;  the  proof  of  which  and  that  tlie  title  to  the  ground 
is  clear,  being  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop.  Sonic  plan  like  this  would 
save  time  and  annoyance  to  the  person  soliciting  and  the  porsouK 
solicited :  and  it  would  give  security  that  the  amount  given  had  not 
been  asked  for  until  local  effort  had  been  exhausted.  The  probable 
numlier  of  such  applications  would  not  be  more  than  six  a  year.  Some 
l>ersons  could  take  one,  and  others  a  greater  number  of  shares.  1  com- 
mend the  matter  to  your  judgment,  I  do  not  like  to  encourage  a 
feeling  of  dependence ;  and  whenever  a  parish  can  build  its  own 
Church  it  should  do  so;  but  we  have  lVe<iuent  cases  where  a  little 
timeh'  aid  will  enable  a  parish  to  seize  an  opportunity,  and  push  on 
to  strength,  which  otherwise  might  for  3'ears  languish  in  feebleness. 

I  have  always  been  sorry  for  the  isolation  in  which,  on  account  of  our 
immense  extent  of  territory,  our  clergy  in  the  interior  had  to  work.  On 
account  of  the  sparseness  and  poverty  of  our  people,  the  ministers 
have  to  spread  over  a  good  deal  of  ground,  and  they  consequently  see 
each  other  but  seldom.  Surrounded  by  adverse  influences,  perhaps 
young  in  their  work,  meeting  many  unexpected  <]uestions,  they,  with 
not  an  unnaturul  depression,  long  for  a  brotherly  voice  and  fraternal 
council.  With  this  condition  of  things  in  mind,  I  have  been  gratified  at 
the  assemblages  which  have  been  had  at  several  points  in  the  Diocese 
during  the  year  for  uniteil  services,  continued  over  a  number  of  days. 
They  have  been,  to  my  knowledge,  productive  of  marked  good  results. 
They  have  freshened  and  cheered  tlie  clergymen  ;  they  have  brought  the 
truth  in  a  fresh  way  before  the  congregation,  and  thereby  reached  those 
who  hail  been  previously  unaffected  ;  and  by  holding  the  people  persis- 
tently in  close  contact  with  questions  of  personal  duty,  they  have  gained 
for  them  a  recognition  and  a  force  which  they  had  not  before  possessed. 
The  local  difliculties  will  prevent  these  gatherings  from  l)ecoming  too 
common  ;  the  spirit  of  the  Churches  services  would^  if  there  was  nothing 
else  in  the  way,  prevent  them  from  evaporating  off  into  deceptive  enthu- 
siasm. But  I  judge  that  no  thoughtful  observer  can  fail  to  see  how 
vastly'  our  force  for  goo<l  will  is  augmented;  when  to  our  orderly,  systema- 
tic training,  there  is  added  the  well  proved  agencies  of  warm,  earnest, 
evangelical  preaching,  and  a  close  contact  with  individual  wants,  and 
griefs,  and  difficulties  ;  and  then  when  persons  have  thus  been  brought 
to  the  Church's  means  of  grace,  a  systematic,  well-directed  effort  to 
put  all  newly  enkindled  resolutions  into  definite  habits,  and  to  organize 
them  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Church's  work.    In  this  is  invol- 
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vcd  an  invent ivcnoss  and  tact  vastly  more  anxious  and  varied  than  is 
implied  in  the  inoffectiial  cdbri  to  produce  spiritual  vigor  by  gathering 
up  all  labors  in  the  minister's  own  i)erson,  and,  while  exhausting  him, 
bring  about,  only  inaction  and  spiritual  dyspepsia  in  the  congregation. 

1  note  with  great  pleasure  the  erection  of  their  beautiful  Chapel,  by 
the  newly  organi/.ed  congregation  of  St.  Peter's  in  this  city.  It  is  very 
creditable  to  Rector  and  people.  The  parish  is  in  a  quarter  of  the  city, 
which,  in  a  few  years,  will  throng  with  a  population  of  the  best  kind. 

In  this  city,  too,  the  year  has  been  marked  by  the  erection  of  St. 
George's  C'hurcli,  and  removal  from  the  Chapel  into  the  Bpacious  edifice 
of  the  larger  and  growing  congregation.  It  is  in  its  stateliness  and 
beauty  a  great  gain  to  our  C'hurcli  architecture  in  the  city.  I  cannot  re- 
press the  regret,  however,  that  a  debt  will  hamper  the  comfort  and  con- 
tract the  usefulness  of  the  Church,  and  hoi)e  that  some  early  steps  will 
be  takento  lighten  a  burden  which  will  become  more  irksome  the  longer 
it  is  carrie<l. 

1  take  great  comfort^  although  I  feel  great  solicitude  in  the  Mission 
among  the  (.iernians  commenced  recently  in  the  southern  part  of  the  city, 
under  the  charge  of  the  lie  v.  Mr.  Treptow,  and  the  Mission  among  the 
colored  people  which  is  soon  to  be  started  under  the  charge  of  a  randi- 
date  who  will  soon  be  ordained.    On  the  threshhold  of  such  strange  work 
to  be  prosecuted  under  such  novel,  and  untried  conditions,  where  experi- 
ence in  other  matt,ers  applies  so  slightly,  we  can  only  go  forward  cau- 
tiously and  with  diffidence.     Evidently  there  is  a  work  to  be  done  here; 
and  success  has  attended  labor  in  these  departments  in  other  places; 
and  so  we  may  believe  that  with  God's  blessing,  we  ma}'  hope  that  good 
results  will  follow  from  persistent  eflbrts  here.     And  yet,  with  the  cpies- 
tion  of  catechisms,  liynms,  and  liturgy  for  this  work,  and  how  far  our 
order  of  services  should  be  used,  unsettled  ;  with  persons  having  habits, 
modes  of  thought  and  religious  expression,  which  are  unfamiliar  to  us; 
with  a  sentiment  in  beiialf  of  the  Church  to  be  in  a  large  measure  crea- 
ted ;  it  is  evident  that  we  must  exercise  forbearance  in  regard  to  imme- 
diate and  striking  result*.     Schools  are  maintained  in  a<ldition  to  the 
religious  services  luul ;  and  house  to  house  visiting  is  largely  used  in  or- 
der to  extend  acquaintance  with  our  principles.     We  sutler  inconven- 
ience at  present  in  this  work,  l)eeause  we  have  to  occupy  rooms  which 
are  inadequate  an<l  inconvenient,  and  but  scantily  supplied  with  the  ap- 
pliances needed  for  religions  and  school  purposes. 

In  having  thus  the  peculiarities  of  the  work  among  the  (vennaiis.  and 
the  colored  people  brought  before  me,  my  mind  has  been  ver}*  much 
drawn  to  the  matter  of  Suffragan  Bishops  for  these  people,  which  has  l>een 
largely  discussed  lately.  I  can  see  many  practical  difficulties  of  a  very 
grave  character  in  the  possibilities  of  interference  between  the  jurisdic- 
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tion  of  Diocesan  Bishops  and  of  Suifragans  in  charge  of  foreign  and 
colored  congregations.  And  yet  the  need  of  oversight  which  shall  be 
familiar  with  the  liabits  of  mind,  and  the  tendencies  and  temperaments, 
and  which  sliall  thus  come  close  to  those  who  are  concerned,  seemed  U) 
be  so  nrgent;  that  I  think  the  Church  should  honestly  grapi>Ie  witli  the 
difficulties,  and  compel  their  solution.  Foreigners  will  not  rome  in 
large  numl)ers  to  us  with  our  inaptness  to  enter  into  their  religious  difll- 
culties ;  but  I  remember  having  heard  the  late  Bishop  Aucr  say  that, 
during  his  very  brief  sojourn  in  this  country  after  his  consecration,  he 
had  been  approached  by  so  many  of  his  countrymen,  who  had  never 
o{>ened  their  minds  to  those  in  lower  station,  but  who  had  been  concilia- 
ted by  the  Church's  recognition  of  their  needs,  as  implied  in  the  choice 
*if  him,  in  reference  to  the  manner  in  which  approaches  could  be  made 
to  the  Church.  And  so  1  think  that  the  languishing  interest  in  our 
Home  Commission  for  colored  people,  would  be  concentrated  and  vastly 
increased,  if  we  had  one  person  with  authority,  who  could  in  himself 
represent  the  race,  who  could  appreciate  the  needs  and  energetically 
push  the  work.  1  fear  that  we  have  not  the  faith  to  take  n^)  the  diflicult 
task ;  and  yet  1  am  persua<1ed  that  we  shall  only  be  able  to  proceed  vig- 
orously in  these  departments,  when  we  are  ready  to  put  them  under 
proi)er  oversight. 

In  the  absence  of  definite  results  from  the  action  of  the  hist  two  Con- 
ventions in  reference  to  missionary  work  in  this  city,  the  oversight  of  it 
is  still  retained  in  the  General  Diocesan  Board.  In  the  meantime  the 
work  is  enlarged,  as  we  have  now  four  mission  stations  here  in  charge, 
St.  Paul's,  Carondelet,  the  Good  Shepherd,  St.  Mark's  German,  and  the 
Colored  Mission  of  our  Saviour.  And  still  there  are  whole  cpiarters  of 
the  cit}'  which  we  have  not  touched,  and  where  I  judge  that  Missions  can 
be  most  hopefully  and  efticiently  begun  only  by  efforts  put  forth  from 
some  of  our  large  parishes,  under  the  immediate  charge  of  assistant 
ministers  which  I  hope  that  they  may  soon  see  it  to  be  for  their  interest 
to  secure.  In  the  meantime  1  wish  to  propose  to  the  Convention  wheth- 
er it  may  not  conduce  to  the  more  eflicient  prosecution  of  our  city  mis- 
sion work  to  constitute  a  Board  which  shall  have  this  most  important 
department  of  our  work  st)ecially  in  their  hands.  It  may  develop  a 
stronger  interest,  and  be  able  to  enter  more  intimately  into  the  particu- 
lar needs  to  be  considered. 

This  will  be  a  notable  year  for  us  in  our  chai'ities  in  this  city,  in  hav- 
ing witnessed  the  undertaking  and  the  completion  of  our  new  Orphan's 
Home  building.  When  the  Old  Home  was  erect<jd,  it  was  regarded  I  as  a 
vast  enterprise  which  would  more  than  exhaust  the  ability  of  the  Church 
people,  and  suflice  for  an  indefinite  period  for  all  the  needs  which  would 
be  likely  to  arise.     But  the  space  has  long  been  too  contracted  for  the 
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inmates,  aiirl  during  the  past  winter,  eighty  applications  for  admission, 
had  to  )k;  roCuscd.  And  so  the  present  buihling  was  undertaken,  and  I 
think  that  all  who  have  been  privileged  to  st^e  it  must  agree  that  for  size 
:in<l  convonionce,  and  tinish,  and  location,  it  is  justly  an  object  of  devout 
pride  alik(^  to  the  managers  and  to  the  Diocese.  It  will  have  cost,  with 
the  furnishing  and  grading,  over  $40,000 ;  and  would  have  been  fully 
paid  for  now,  but  for  the  dilllculty  experienced  in  selling  the  old  lloinc 
property.  Its  a<lministration  has  been  so  satisfactory',  and  the  plaa* 
which  it  has  in  the  aflections  of  our  people  is  so  secure,  that  I  can  a|>- 
prehend  no  trouble  in  the  prompt  removal  of  small  remaining  deflciency 
in  the  [)ayment. 

With  the  Orphans'  Home  reports,  I  lay  on  the  table  also  those  of  St 
Luke's  Hospital.  It  comes  to  us  this  year  in  the  unusual  condition  of 
being  free  from  debt.  This  happy  result,  however,  has  only  been  reached 
by  a  strong  ell'ort,  and  great  generosity  on  the  part  of  its  managers.  It 
still  suffers  from  the  exceeding  inconvenience  ofo<x*upying  a  building  at  a 
high  rental  which  is  illy  suited  for  its  purposes.  This  will  not  be  cured 
until  it  has  its  own  building.  This  matter  has  l)een  much  tulke«l  of,  but 
has  reached  no  delinite  result.  And  yet  the  Hospital  has  become  one. 
of  the  Institutions  of  the  city,  which  could  not  now  be  spared,  which  is 
doing  its  work  well,  and  which  has  a  strong  hold  on  the  affections  of  our 
people.  The  faithful  olliccrs  of  the  past  have  a  right  to  desire  a  respite 
from  Ihcir  disinterested  labors  ;  but  they  will  continue  to  give  to  the  In- 
stitution their  hearty  support,  and  I  must  hope  that  the  time  cannot  be 
far  distant  when  the  Hospital  shall  have  that  sure  home  and  certain  sup- 
port which  its  results  and  its  long  continued  vicissitudes  demand  for  it. 

Th(»se  institutions  continue  to  receive  the  faithful  care  of  the  Sisters 
of  the  (lood  Shepherd.     I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  witnessing  the 
unwearied  and  consuming  labors  of  these  devoted  women  in  the  diflicult 
discharge  of  their  responsible  trusts.      I  have  seen  how  nmch  more 
thoroughly  the  religious  purposes  of  these  charities  have  been  fullillcil 
under  their  care.     I  have  been  increasingly  thankful  that  we  have  Ixjen 
privileged  to  have  the  rare  advantage  of  their  skilf  and  experience  and 
disinterested  labors.     My  regret  has  only  been  that,  on  account  of  the 
strong  pressure  upon  us  in  behalf  of  other  interests,  we  have  appeared 
to  be  unmindful  ol'  their  comfort  in  not  having  taken  any  steps  to  pro- 
viih'  for  tiiem  a  home  more  secure  than  their  present  hired  house.    They 
have  no  disposition   to  plead  for  themselves ;  and  in   the   hurry  and 
clamor  of  our  worldly  life  their  daily  cares  and  unselfish  devotion  are 
likely  to  escape  recognition  ;  but  I  trust  that  we  are  not  unmindful  of 
what  is  due  from  us  in  return  for  the  patience  and  labors  which  arc 
being  expended  in  behalf  of  interests  which  are  our  own.

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Paurs  College  will  be  in  due  time 
presented.  It  will  indicate  that  the  Institution  is  out  of  debt,  that  the 
buildings  are  in  a  fair  condition  of  repair ;  but  that  the  patronage  of 
the  Preparatory  department,  wliich  alone  is  in  operation  now,  is  not  all 
that  could  have  !)een  desired.  This  is  probably,  however,  all  that 
could  be  expected  until  we  can  in  some  way  enlarge  its  facilities  and 
bring  it  more  prominently  before  our  people.  That  the  situation  has 
not  been  altogether  satisfiictory  the  Trustees  have  all  along  been  aware  ; 
and  in  their  feeling  that  in  their  desire  to  put  the  College  on  a  better 
footing,  there  was  a  lack  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of 
Palmyra  and  neighlK)rhood  of  the  advantage's  of  the  College,  and  an 
indisposition  to  co-operate  with  the  Trustees  to  make  it  stronger,  a  bill 
was  introdacc<l  into  the  Legislature  last  winter  to  enable  the  Institu- 
tion to  remove  to  some  other  locality.  Its  passage  was,  however, 
defeated  by  influences  from  the  town.  This  was  not  done,  however,  in 
any  obstructive  spirit,  but  in  order  to  enable  tlie  citizens  to  show  in  a 
practical  way  their  friendliness  to  the  College,  and  desire  to  co-o{)erate 
with  the  Trustees  in  creating  such  an  endowment  as  will  raise  the  Col- 
lege to  a  position  of  honor  and  usefulness.  I  wrote  for  the  citizens  of 
the  town  such  a  letter  sis  would  promote  the  raising  by  them  of  an 
endowment  of  $10,000,  provided  that  their  efforts  were  seconded  by 
those  of  the  Trustees  and  Diocese  at  large.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  local 
action  has  l)een  had  in  the  town,  a  strong  committee  appointed,  and 
that  they  are  likely  to  do  their  part  towards  putting  the  Institution  on 
a  strong  basis.  If  this  is  done,  and  the  effort  responded  to  by  uS;  with 
the  property  which  we  have  there,  and  the  direct  connection  with  this 
city  in  six  hours  time,  which  is  cerUiin  to  be  effected  in  a  few  month*s 
time,  we  have  the  prospect  of  realizing  better  results  than  in  any  time 
in  the  past,  in  the  interests  of  Christian  education  for  bo^'s. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  in  the  matter  of  a 
Church  school  for  girls  has  had  several  meetings,  and  will  make  its 
report  through  its  chairman.  Its  failure  to  bi-ing  forth  any  practical 
results  as  yet  has  not  proceeded  from  an  insensibility  of  the  paramount 
importance  of  providing  a  Christian  and  churchly  training  for  our 
girls ;  on  the  contrary,  the  Committee  has  been  made  aware  of  a  very 
deep  feeling  in  favor  of  the  matter,  and  anxiety  for  its  accomplishment. 
But  the  difficult}'  has  becMi,  in  the  face  of  well  equipped  schools,  already 
established,  and  with  a  necessit}'  for  us  to  rent  a  building  likely  to  be 
but  illy  adapted  for  the  purpose,  to  secure  such  guarantees  of  support 
as  will  enable  us  to  begin  with  satisfaction  and  assurances  of  success 
to  the  patrons.  Certainly  we  can  be  engaged  in  no  wiser  thing  than 
to  penetrate  all  the  processes  of  e<lucation  with  religious  principles,  and 
to  mould  the  forming  mind  of  youth  with  the  constraining  motives  of 
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^(Klliiie<«<.  And  there  is  an  csi)ecial  hoi^efulDOSs  and  necessity  b 
doini:  lhi<  lV>r  llic  wives  and  mothers  of  the  next  'feneration.  Bat  vet 
we  ran  only  undertake  liie  work  fairly  when  we  have  a  property  of  oar 
4-wn.  that  is  convenient  for  the  puq)ose.  1  hope  that  we  may  be  able 
to  -^ri'  i.tiir  way  scHm  to  a  vi[;orous  eopinir  with  this  duty.  I  am  not 
•-nri*  Imt  that  manv  other  tliinurs  should  \ye  deferretl  in  its  behalf. 

I  have  liail  fre«iuenl  o«.rasion  during  the  year  to  eonsult  on  Icjral 
matter^  the  C'haneellor  (>f  the  Diocese,  John  Wickham,  Ksr|.,  to  whum 
I  de-iie  ii«»w  to  render,  in  l»i*lialf  of  the  Diocese,  niv  verv  wanu  acknowU 
ivliinieni-i  for  the  vahialde  advice  alwavs  kindlv  renderetl. 

The  C  hnrch  on  eartli  is  p«>orer  from  the  loss  hy  death,  since  we  were 
last  asM'niMed,  of  three  of  her  most  indefatigable  and  honoreil  pre- 
lati's.  Bishops  K^iinlall.  Armitage  and  Auer.  They  were  all  taken  sud- 
denly in  the  midst  of  lalH)rs  and  plans  which  were  far  from  complete. 
There  have  Iven  adde«l  to  the  Kpiscopate  during  the  year  Bishops 
l*addiH.-k,  of  Massachusetts:  Lvman.  Assistant  of  North  Carolina,  and 
^panldilllr,  oi^  ^.olorado,  Thev  have  alreadv  eutereiU  with  the  brijjhtest 
au-ipices.  u|>on  their  laK»rs.

In  November  1878,  we  organized  a  Humane  Society,  the  object  of  which  was  to  pro- 
vide for  the  poor,  without  respect  to  anything  but  their  necessities.  All  persons  in 
need,  who  came  on  Compton  Hill  for  help,  were  sent  to  the  Rectory,  that,  if  deserving, 
they  might  be  relieved ;  and  the  families  of  the  Hill  were  requested  to  make  kiiO¥m  to 
the  Rector  any  oases  of  extreme  poverty  that  fell  under  their  observation.  From  the 
date  of  the  organization  till  April,  1874,  every  family  and  individual  who  deserved, 
received  help  continuously.  Provisions,  clothes,  ftiel,  rooms,  blankets,  medical  atten- 
tion, medicine,  nurses,  in  a  word,  every  necessity  that  could  arise,  in  some  thirty  fkmi- 
lies  and  among  some  eighty  individufds,  was  provided  for,  abundantly.  The  Society 
sought  for  and  relieved  the  poor  all  over  the  city,  from  the  river  to  the  west  of  Grand 
Avenue,  ft*om  Rappahanock  Avenue  to  the  north  of  the  Pacific  R.  R. 

Our  plan  was  this :  The  ladies  on  Compton  Hill,  of  the  different  Churches,  formed 
themselves  into  a  Society,  who  met  twice  a  month,  and  made  application  to  every  house 
on  Compton  Hill  for  a  monthly  contribution  to  this  object,  to  be  collected  monthly,  in 
advance ;  in  this  way  accomplishing  a  work  of  charity  that  is  most  wonderftil,  and 
which  is  reported  to  this  Convention  with  the  hope  that  it  will  offer  a  suggestion  to 
other  Parishes  of  a  means,  simple  and  practical,  of  helping  largely  that  class  of  people, 
the  suffering  poor,  which  the  Master  so  tenderly  commended  to  the  care  of  His  Church.

There  is  a  very  friendly  feeling  toward  the 
Church  throughout  the  town,  and  a  congregation  could  be  gathered,  if  the  pecuniary 
snpport  could  be  found.

I  have  marked  several,  for  which,  if  I  am  not  mlt- 
tuken,  contributions  were  received  by  Mr.  B.  Mr.  Blackiston  left  the  Minion  te 
weaker  than  he  found  it.  I  believe  that  if  we  had  had  a  good  working  Pastor  our 
Mission  would  have  flourished.  We  have  worked  earnestly,  but  have  not  been  able  to 
successfVilIy  contend  with  difllculties  which  we  have  encountered.  I  am  not  at  present, 
prepared  to  say  anything  cx)nceming  prospects  for  the  ftiture  of  the  Mission.

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ST.  LOUIS— ST.  MARKS  (GERMAN)  MISSION. 

R<v.  G.  F.  W,  Treptow,  Deacon, 

On  December  1st,  1873,  I  rented  a  room  on  Eighth  and  Lancaster  Streets,  ftimished 
it  with  desks  and  benches  and  a  stove,  which  I  received  from  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  bought  coal,  lamps,  oils,  and  opened  a  Day,  Night  and  Sunday  School;  but 
as  I  had  only  19  scholars  in  all  that  locality,  with  but  little  prospect  for  the  future,  I 
moved  to  Sterling  Street,  near  Pestalozzi,  on  January  2Cth,  1874.  Since  that  time  I 
have  held  day  and  night  school  for  five  days,  or  forty  hours  each  week,  and  on  Saturday 
evening  gave  instruction,  two  hours,  in  singing  and  declamation.  Each  Sunday,  at  2, 
F.  M.,  I  held  Sunday  School,  and  in  the  evening  family  service,  which  were  generally 
well  attended.  Such  was  my  work  while  as  yet  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  March  1st, 
was  ordained  Deacon  and  received  license  to  preach ;  since  then  I  have  held  seven  ser- 
vices in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  on  Sunday  morning,  and  on  every  Sunday 
evening  also,  in  St.  Mark's  Missison,  with  a  varied  attendance  ft-om  about  thirty  families. 
Fifty-three  pupils  have  been  in  attendance  in  the  day  and  night  schools ;  these,  with  the 
Sunday  School  and  singing  scholars,  number  about  ItM)  in  all.  I  have  besides,  made  it 
a  point  to  visit   hundreds  of   Germans,   and  invited  them  to  attend  the  services. 

And  now,  as  to  the  present  results  of  the  work,  I  have  been  permitted  to  see  some 
firuits.  The  behavior  of  the  young  folks  has  improved  considerably,  under  Christian 
influences,  and  their  parents  begin  to  display  an  interest  in  the  work  and  approve  my 
eflbrts.  Nor  can  we  expect  great  results  thus  far,  for  our  German  work  at  present  is 
pioneer.  My  work  would  be  far  more  efficient  if  I  could  conflne  myself  entirely  to  the 
work  of  an  evangelist,  as  city  missionary  among  the  Germans.  I  now  preach  in  two 
places,  not  far  apart,  and  find  that  with  my  school  work  I  have  at  present  too  little 
time  for  visiting  among  the  Germans!  I  pray  that  the  Church  will,  for  the  future, 
relieve  me  from  this  hindrance  in  my  very  difficult  work.

^Export  an  Confirmattons. 


The  Committee  on  Confirmations,  appointed  at  last  Convention,  beg  leave  to  offer  the 
following  report : 

We  are  convinced  that  no  part  of  a  Clergyman's  spiritual  labors  is  of  more  import- 
ance to  till*  future  strength  of  his  Parish,  than  the  preparation  of  candidates  for  Con- 
firmation and  their  first  Conununion. 

And  this  will  l)e  the  more  evident,  when  we  remember  that  nearlyhalf  of  those  annu- 
ally presented  to  the  Bishop,  come  to  us  from  other  religious  bodies,  and  are  now  for 
the  first  time  made  conversant  with  the  spirit  and  teachings  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer. 

We  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  notice  be  given  of  the  Bishop's  visitation,  at 
least 'two  months  in  advance,  and  that  all  who  are  willing  to  receive  the  Pastor's  instruc- 
tion, be  invited  to  a  course  of  lectures,  whether  they  intend  to  be  confirmed  or  not. 

The  preparation  should  be  of  a  two-fold  character— of  the  head,  and  of  the  heart. 
The  first  would  embrace  an  outline,  at  least,  of  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  ol 
the  Church,  with  an  explanation  of  the  nature  and  benefits  of  the  Holy  Sacrament; 
and  the  second,  the  state  of  feelings  in  the  candidate,  in  coming  to  the  Sacrament. 

In  the  Baptismal  office  occur  these  words,  *' Ye  are  to  take  care  that  this  child  be 
brought  to  the  Bishop  to  be  Confirmed  by  him,  so  soon  as  he  can  say  the  Creed,  the 
Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  is  sufficiently  instructed  in  the  other 
parts  of  the  Church  Catechism  set  forth  for  tliat  purpose."  The  Catechism ,  therefore, 
but  especially  the  Creed,  \he  Lord's  Prayer  and  Ten  Commandments,  contain  the  sub- 
stance of  what  ought  to  be  learned  by  every  one,  before  coming  to  Confirmation,  con- 
sequently the  Church  Catechism  will  afford  the  best  basis  of  a  course  of  lectunts  on  this 
subject.    We  suggest  the  following  analysis  of  the  Catechism : 

1st.  The  necessity  of  professing  Christ  before  men,  showing  that  for  those  who  have 
been  baptized  in  infancy,  confirmation  is  the  Scriptural  mode  of  making  this  confes- 
sion. 2nd.  The  Baptismal  Covenant,  wherein  the  person  baptized,  promised  either  in 
his  own  name,  or  through  his  Sponsors,  three  things :  Repentance  for  past  sin.  Faith  in 
GKkI,  and  Obedience  to  His  Commandments.  And  the  officiating  minister,  acting  in 
God's  name,  and  by  His  authority,  pledged  to  the  candidate,  thus  repenting,  believing, 
and  obeying,  three  things  also:  the  forgiveness  of  past  sin,  the  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  eternal  life  hereafter.  But  as  *^  God  is  not  a  man  that  He  should  lie,"  what  has  been 
pledged  in  His  name,  **He  will  surely  keep  and  perform."  It  rests,  therefore,  with 
each  person  baptized,  on  coming  to  years  of  discretion,  either  to  '*make  shipwreck  of 
the  faith,"  or  else  by  repenting,  believing  and  obeying,  ftilfiU  his  part  of  the  contract, 
and  reap  the  blessing  of  eternal  life  annexed  thereto.  Next  should  follow  a  lecture  on 
sin  and  the  nature  of  a  true  repentance.  Then  should  come  two  or  three  lectures  on 
Faith,  for  which  the  Apostles  Creed  will  furnish  the  best  basis,  including  as  it  does, the 
doctrines  of  the  Trinity,  the  Incarnation,  the  Atonement,  the  Intermediate  State,  the 
Resurrection,  Ascension  and  General  Judgment,  the  office  and  work  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
the  Holy  Catholic  Church,  in  which  ought  to  be  especially  noted  its  Divine  Organiza- 
tion, Ministry,  Sacraments  and  worship. 

The  worship  of  the  Church  might  be  set  forth  more  clearly  by  an  exposition  of  the 
Liord's  Prayer,  and  by  showing  that  a  Liturgy  not  only  is  justified  by  our  Lord's  exam- 
ple and  teaching,  but  that  it  is  indispensible,  if  we  would  have  united  public  worship. 
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Then  sliould  follow  two  or  three  more  lectures  on  the  last  of  the  three  vows,  the  vow 
of  obedience,  dwelling:  with  especial  emphasis,  on  our  Saviour's  solemn  words:  *'This 
do  in  remembrance  of  Me."  At  this  point  would  come  the  important  duty  of  setfex- 
amination,  which  every  candidate  should  be  enjoined  to  perform  most  strictly  and  hon- 
estly, before  coming  to  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  Spiritual  interpretation  of  the  Ten  Commandments  as  priven  in  the  answers  to 
the  questions  *  *  What  is  your  duty  towards  God  *'  and  your  ntfighbor,  together  with  the 
answer  to  the  last  question  in  the  Catechism,  will  be  sufficient  for  this  purpose,  and  if 
any  doubts  or  difhcultics  should  arise,  the  advice  of  the  Pastor  should  be  sought. 

During  this  course  of  lectures,  the  mfuister  will  be  unremitting  in  visiting,  especially 
those  who  in  his  judgment,  ought  to  be  confirmed.  Much  will  dei>end  upon  the  num- 
ner  in  which  he  performs  this,  the  most  delicate  and  difllcult  of  all  his  pastoral  duties. 
But  let  him  always  go  about  his  work,  feeling  that  the  anointing  oil  is  upon  him;  that 
for  every  soul  in  his  charge,  he  is  responsible,  and  that  God  will  give  him  the  neces- 
sary wisdom  If  he  ask  it.  Let  him  stiite  the  object  of  his  visit,  in  an  easy,  natural,  hut 
earnest  and  solemn  manner,  and  whether  it  yields  immediate  flruit  or  not,  he  at  least, 
has  done  his  duty,  and  may  safely  leave  the  result  to  God.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to 
add,  that  on  so  delicate  an  occasion  no  third  person  should  be  present,  not  even,  if 
possible,  a  parent. 

These  lectures  we  believe  would  be  more  effective  if  catechetical,  and  delivered 
extemporaneously,  in  a  conversational  style,  gi\'ing  an  opportunity  to  every  one  present 
to  ask  questions,  for  information,  and  to  make  such  objections  as  might  elicit  a  clearer 
statement  of  the  subject  under  discussion.  Or,  if  this  be  not  practicable,  written  ques- 
tions might  be  handed  in  at  the  close  of  the  lecture,  to  be  answered  on  the  next 
occasion. 

"We  have  known  of  ministers  who  made  a  boast  of  never  having  asked  any  person  to  be 
confirmed.  We  think  the  bare  mention  of  such  a  theory  carries  with  it  its  own  confu- 
tation. And  yet  we  cannot  be  too  careftil  to  remember  that  quality,  rather  than  quan- 
tity, should  be  our  aim,  to  make  the  preparation  thorough,  rather  than  present  to  the 
Bishop  a  large  class.  No  person  should  be  confirmed  >vho  is  not  prepared  to  come  to 
the  Holy  Communion,  the  preparation  for  both  being  the  same.  No  doubt  it  is  better 
that  such  should  stoj)  short,  than  approach  the  Holy  table  without  serious  rei>entance, 
but  for  the  same  reason  the  confirmation  ought  to  have  been  delayed.  "When  people 
are  confirmed  who  have  no  thought  of  undertaking  at  once  the  religous  life  to  which 
the  habitual  reception  of  the  Holy  Communion  would  commit  them,  great  ii^jury  is 
done,  both  to  the  individual  and  to  the  congregation  to  which  he  belongs. 

Moreover,  no  person  ought  to  be  presented,  under  the  impression  that  a  lower  stand- 
ard of  personal  religion  than  prevails  elsewhere,  may  be  tolerated  in  the  Church.  To 
give  such  impression,  is  to  slaudrr  his  own  Holy  Mother,  and  to  show  a  woeftil 
ignorance  ofthc  catechism,  the  baptismal  service  and  the  oflice  for  the  Holy  Communion. 

We  would  only  add  in  conclusion,  that  the  more  thoroughly  the  work  is  done  now, 
the  more  satisfactory  will  be  the  pastoral  relation  ever  after ;  and  that  if  this  opportunity 
be  lost,  so  good  a  one  most  likely  will  never  return :  for  if  we  admit  to  the  highest 
privileges  of  the  Church  on  low  qualifications,  it  will  be  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
to  raise  the  standard  afterwards.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  endowment 
of  the  Episcopate  would  respectfully  report : 

That  soon  after  the  last  Convention  they  commenced  work  under  the  resolution,  by 
writing  to  each  Parish  in  the  Diocese  for  the  names  of  the  Parishioners. 

This  necessarily  consumed  much  time,  and  on  the  reception  of  the  lists  we  had  meet- 
ings relating  to  the  w^ork  before  us. 

We  summoned  to  our  assistance  one  Lavman  fh)m  each  of  the  Parishes  in  the  citv 
aod  countv  of  St.  Louis.  Wl^n  the  necessary  lists  were  procured  summer  had  set  in, 
and  many  of  our  church  members  were  absent.  It  was  therefore  deemed  advisable  to 
postpone  the  effort  until  fall,  and  then  to  make  a  vigorous  effort.  Then  came  on  the 
money  crisis,  and  of  course  nothing  could  be  done,  and  again  the  matter  was  postponed. 

Meetings  of  the  Committee  and  their  advisers  were  held  and  arrangements  made  to 
commence  operations  just  after  last  Easter. 

Much  time  was  spent  by  the  Committee  in  applications  for  subscriptions.  About 
4i|M2,000  was  obtained. 

We  continued  our  exertions  until  fully  satisfied  that  by  endeavoring  to  accomplish 
the  object  now,  the  ultimate  prospect  of  success  would  be  impaired :  in  fact  that  it 
could  not  not  be  accomplished  nnm^  and  that  farther  ))ersistent  effort  would  kill  it  en- 
tirely. Many  liberal  churchmen  were  already  under  obligations  for  church  work  and 
were  unwilling  to  undertake  more  until  business  prospects  were  better— some  declined 
fiQbseribing  noiPy  as  they  had  not  only  not  made,  but  had  lost  and  were  now  losing 
money. 
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In  fact  your  Committee  find  that  there  never  has  been  in  St.  Louis  such  a  small 
amount  of  business  doing  at  this  season  of  the  year  as  at  this  time. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  state  that  no  one  has  declined  to  subscribe  on  account  of 
the  object,  but  all  favored  it  and  wished  it  success.  In  fact,  all  applied  to  approved  the 
object  and  avowed  their  determination  to  aid  as  soon  as  they  could  do  so  consistently 
with  other  obligations. 

We  ask  to  be  continued  by  the  Convention  for  another  year,  and  hope,  on  the  revival 
of  business  to  be  successful.  When  business  revives  (as  we  hope  and  believe  it  will 
before  long,)  we  will  make  a  vigorous  canvass  of  the  city,  and  then  send  a  portion  of 
our  Committee,  or  other  suitable  persons  to  canvass  some  of  the  larger  Parishes 
throughout  the  Diocese. 

Unless  some  adverse  circumstances  occur,  they  believe  that,  with  the  views  ot  aU  bs 
to  the  importance  of  the  object,  and  the  favorable  opinions  expressed,  the  ftillest  anti- 
cipations as  to  success  in  raising  of  the  ftind,  will  be  realized.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

The  Secretary,  in  behalf  of  the  Boanl  of  Managers,  respectfully  submits  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  DioeeMe  and  friendi^  of  the  Institution  our  thirty-first  annual  n'port. 

It  is  with  rejoicing  heartit,  tilled  with  gratitude  to  the  Almighty  Author  of  all  good 
purposes  and  prcciou"  gifts,  that  we  record  the  close  of  anotlier  year  in  our  C'hurch 
work.  In  our  last  report  we  were  looking  forward  to  the  commencement  of  the  erec- 
tion of  our  new  Orphan's  Home.  To-day  it  stands  a  completed  work— perfect  in  every 
part,  finished  throughout  in  the  best  and  most  durable  manner,  with  every  comfort  and 
convenience  necessary  for  both  the  health  and  happiness  of  its  inmates. 

The  bou<e  Aimishes  accommodations  for  about  150  children,  and  has  two  fine  long 
rooms,  running  the  entire  depth  of  the  building,  one  to  be  used  as  a  school  room,  and 
the  other  to  be  fitted  up  for  a  chapel.  We  hope  our  city  Clergy  will  give  us  an  occa- 
sional service  there  when  they  can  spare  the  time  to  do  so.  The  Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Ingra- 
hain  has  been  appointed  by  the  Bishop  Chaplain  of  the  New  Home,  and  we  desire  in 
this  connection  to  express  our  kindest  acknowledgements  to  the  Rev.  W.  N.  Webbe  for 
his  services  rendered  in  that  capacity  for  the  past  year. 

To  3Ir.  Roeder,  the  Architect,  and  Mr.  Pitcher,  the  Builder,  we  are  under  many  obli- 
gations for  the  zeal  and  energy  they  have  displayed  in  pushing  the  work  forward  as 
rapidly  as  was  compatible  with  good  workmanship.  We  think  we  may  look  with  pride 
upon  our  stately  edifice,  that  will  stand  for  many  years  to  come,  a  gnmd  (evidence  of  the 
interest  displayed  by  good  hearts  and  true  in  one  of  the  noblest  charities  of  our  Church. 
We  have  only  one  affectionate  regret  at  this  time,  that  our  lamented  First  Directress, 
who  prayed  and  worked  with  us  so  many  years  fo;*  this  very  end,  cannot  rejoice  with 
us  in  this  fruition  of  our  labors. 

Committees  are  at  present  actively  employed  in  the  work  of  furnishing  the  Home,  so 
that  we  may  bo  enabled  to  move  in  as  soon  after  Easter  as  possible. 

A  good  many  valuable  donations  have  been  made  towards  this  object,  and  we  are 
quite  ready  to  receive  any  others  our  friends  may  ofl'er,  to  lessen  as  much  as  possible  the 
considerable  expense  we  shall  necessarily  be  obliged  to  incur. 

Through  the  active  exertions  of  many  kind  flriends,  an  amateur  concert  was  given 
some  time  ago  in  Library  Hall,  which  proved  a  great  success,  enabling  us  to  pay  for 
the  furnaces  in  the  new  Home  and  meet  some  other  liabilities. 

In  every  seeming  emergency,  relief  has  always  been  at  hand,  and  open  hearts  and 
ready  hands  have  come  to  our  aid  on  all  occasions.  Thirty-five  hundred  dollars  worth 
of  Insurance)  for  the  coming  year  has  been  given  by  friends  in  that  branch  of  business, 
and  many  other  promises  made,  which  we  feel  sure  only  need  time  to  bring  forth  their 
fulfillment. 

The  internal  management  of  the  Home,  under  the  charge  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  has  been  all  that  could  be  desired.  We  rest  perfectly  satisfied  with 
their  thoroughly  excellent  way  of  managing  the  household,  and  their  tender  loving 
care  of  the  helpless  little  ones.  The  potent  influence  of  their  pure  lives  and  self  deny* 
ing  labors,  which  like  the  gentle  rain  Arom  heaven,  that  makes  the  fruits  of  the  earth 
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bud  and  bring  forth,  will  surely  work  in  a  like  manner  upon  the  plastic  minds  of  the 
young  children  committed  to  their  charge. 

At  Chrifitmas  the  UHual  bountiful  provision  was  made  to  render  every  heart  happy  in 
the  glad  festival.  The  customary  dinner  was  provided,  and  donations  of  toys  were  sent 
in  from  Barr*s,  Vandervoort's,  and  from  Cheever,  Burchard  &  Co. 

I^ist  June  the  children  were  all  invited  out  to  the  country  place  of  Mrs.  A.  Provines. 
They  spent  a  delightfVil  afternoon  under  the  trees,  and  were  plentifully  regaled  with 
rake,  ice  cream  and  strawberries.  There  is  notliing  our  children  more  enjoy,  confined 
to  narrow  limits  and  occasional  luxuries  as  they  are,  than  just  such  u  treat  as  this 
proved  to  be. 

We  have  been  called  upon  not  very  long  ago  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  our  best  and 
most  efficient  managers,  Mrs.  John  Tevis.  She  was  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the 
Home,  and  actively  engaged  in  working  in  its  behalf  up  to  a  very  short  time  before  her 
death. 

In  parting  with  our  physician.  Dr.  Heacock,  who  has  so  freely  given  his  services  for 
many  years,  we  assure  him  of  our  grateful  appreciation  of  his  kindness,  and  our  great 
regret  that  distance  will  separate  us  from  his  valuable  assistance. 

Present  number  of  children  in  the  Home,  60.  Thirty-three  have  been  re<'eived  during 
the  year.    Eighteen  have  had  homes  found  for  them,  and  there  has  been  one  death.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

The  President  of  the  College  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  reiwrt:  During  the 
scholastic  year,  thirty-four  names  have  been  entered  upon  the  list  of  pupils,  nine  board- 
ers and  twenty-live  day  scholars.  Four  of  the  latter  clans  withdrew  after  an  irregular 
att<*ndance  of  two  or  three  weeks;  nine  of  same  class  withdrew  at  close  of  first  term. 
Some  of  these  removed  from  town,  some  went  to  the  farm,  and  two  or  three  wen* 
dissatisfied. 

The  routine  duties  of  the  school  room  have  forbidden  that  attention  to  tlic  depart- 
ment of  science,  which  the  subject  C4m  rightfully  claim  in  an  institution  like  St.  PauP* 
College.  Something  has  been  done  in  that  direction,  but  nothing  in  comparison  witli 
the  importance  of  the  department  it,self.  At  the  daily  opening  and  closing  of  the  school 
a  certain  school  liturgy  has  been  used. 

The  failure  of  tho  bill,  asking  for  power  to  remove  St.  Paul's  College,  in  case  that  act 
should  be  deemed  advisabh^  by  the  Diocese,  has  resulted  in  awakening  a  wide-spread 
interest  in  Palmyra  and  vi<;inity,  in  behalf  of  that  institution.  That  city  has  pledged 
^10,000  towards  an  endowment.  In  view  of  her  religious  attitude,  she  has  acted  very 
generously.  The  (juestion  now  is,  *•  Shall  she  be  met  by  a  spirit  equally  generous  on 
the  part  of  the  Church?"  May  God  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  the  members  of  this  hoiKU^ 
able  Board,  the  guardians  of  St.  Paul's  College,  and  into  the  united  heart  of  Convention, 
to  strike  forward  In  the  noble  work  so  well  begun  at  Palmyra,  putting  forth  sueii  effort* 
anil  directing  such  endowments  as  cannot  fail  to  give  us  an  institution  inferior  to  none 
in  the  State.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

The  undersigned,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Paul's  College  respect- 
fully submits  to  the  Convention  the  fourth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
together  with  the  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  finances  of  the  Board  are  in  as  good  condition  as  could  be  expected,  sufficient  in 
the  treasury  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses. 

But  in  connection  with  this  statement  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  on 
the  7th  of  February  next  there  will  be  due  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  borrowed 
money,  and  that  so  far  no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  nor 
may  subscriptions  obtained  towards  that  desirable  end.  It  is  hoped  that  this  Convention 
will  not  ignore  this  fact,  but  give  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  such  countenance  and  sup- 
port as  may  be  deemed  practicable  in  raising  the  f\inds  necessary  to  pay  this  debt. 

For  the  working  of  the  College  for  the  past  year  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report 
of  President  Wainwright. 

The  College  buildings  are  insured  in  this  city  for  four  thousand  dollars,  and  the  policy, 
runs  to  the  year  1878. 

I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  efforts  have  recently  been  inauguratcnl  in  the 
vicinity  of  Palmyra  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  endowment  of  the  College.  These  efforts 
were  doubtless  due  to  the  knowledge  they  had  obtained  that  efibrts  had  been  and  would 
be  made  again  for  an  amendment  to  the  charter  for  authority  to  change  the  location  of 
the  College  to  some  place  that  would  show  their  appreciation  of  its  benefits, by  giving  it 
that  countenance  and  support  to  which  we  think  it  entitled. 

The  endowment  sought  to  be  raised  in  and  around  Palmyra  we  learn  is  ten  thousand 
dollars.  The  only  advantage  the  present  charter  confers  that  is  of  much  value  is  in  the 
exemption  f^om  taxes ;  but  there  is  no  desire  to  remove  the  institution  if  a  fair  degree 
of  encouragement  and  support  is  given  to  it,  and  that  we  have  strong  hopes  will  now 
be  afforded  it. 

An  institution  of  learning,  able  to  impart  solid  learning,  sound  principles  of  morality 
and  religion,  and  conservative  training,  is  much  needed  in  this  State,  and  it  will  be  a 
long  time  before  they  are  superfluous  anywhere  in  the  broail  West.  Such  an  institution 
we  believe  St.  PauPs  College  to  be. 

Since  your  last  meeting  the  College  has  been  the  recipient  of  a  bequest  fh>in  the  late 
Kev.  D.  Gorden  Estes,  formerly  of  this  diocese,  of  his  valuable  theological  library. 
This  library  has  been  received  and  put  in  the  custody  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Coan,  of  Trinity 
Church,  for  cataloguing  and  for  the  use  of  the  Clergy  and  such  Students  of  Divinity  as 
may  be  able  to  avail  themselves  of  its  benefits ;  this  disposition  of  it  is  considered  tem- 
p«>rary.  The  Board  of  Trustees  are  under  oliligations  to  Mr.  C.  S.  Freeborn,  for 
transportation  free  of  cost  to  them,  and  to  Mr.  Thompson  of  the  Transfer  Company 
for  drayage,  also  free.

The  Committee  on  Canons,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  Canon  tor  the  better  or- 
ganization of  Mission  Stations.  There  are  many  places  where  a  Mission  Station  could 
be  organizeil,  where  it  would  be  unprofitable  to  attempt  the  organization  of  a  Parish. 

This  Canon  is  intended  to  take  the  place  of  See.  5,  Canon  XI,  which  would  have  to 
be  repealed,  if  this  Canon  is  adopted. 

Skc.  1 .  Wlien>ver,  on  account  of  fewness  of  numbers  or  any  other  cause,  it  is  deemed 
iui'xpedient  for  the  present  to  proceed  to  the  organization  of  a  Parish,  persons  may  ks- 
sociute  themselves  together  as  a  Mission  Station.  They  shall  declare  their  adhesion  to 
the  Doctrine  and  Worship  of  the  Protestjmt  Episcopal  Church,  and  at/ret:  to  ahide  by 
the  rules  of  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese,  shall  <'hoosc  the  name  by  which  they 
shall  be  known,  and  apply  to  the  Bisho])  to  organize  and  constitute  the  Mission. 

Skc.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  thereupon,  in  cjise  he  deems  it  expedient  to  act,  appoint, 
on  nomination  of  the  Missionary  in  charge,  a  Warden,  Clerk  and  Trea.surer,  and 
Church  Committee. 

Sk(.'.  3.  The  Bishop  shall,  in  his  annual  address  report  to  the  Convention,  the  Sta- 
tions which  have  been  organized,  and  are  in  good  standing,  and  they  shall  be,  thereup- 
on admitted,  and  shall  report  to  the  Convention,  and  may  be  represented  by  their  Waiv 
den.  The  Committee  on  Assessment  may  assess  upon  them,  eiiuitably,  for  the  support 
of  the  Diocese. 

Skc.  4.  l\  such  Assessment  has  l)een  laid  and  met,  the  delegate  fh)m  the  Mission, 
shall  have  a  seat,  and  vote  in  Convention,  otherwise,  only  a  seat.  (Adopted,  and  made 
Canon  XII.) 

The  Committee  also  recommend,  that  in  the  7th  line  of  Sec.  1,  Canon  XII.  Strike 
out  aft<*r  the  word  *'  Parish  "  the  balance  of  the  sentence  and  insert  **  Shall  be  suspen- 
ded from  representation  in  Convention  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  Order,"  this  it

deemed  proper  and  necessary  to  make  the  Cunoii  oouforin  to  the  fourtli  Article  of  ihe 
Constitution.    (Referred  baek  to  the  Committee,  nee  pagt^  IS.) 

That  Canon  XYI,  be  amended  to  read  a.s  follows : 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  every  congregation  in  this  Dioocse.  to  make 
the  following  Collections  annually : 

Sec.  1.  For  the  increase  of  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  ^uppoi  t  of  the  EpiHcopate, 
wliich  shall  be  made  on  the  Second  Sunday  in  Advent. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  increase  of  the  Fund  for  the  relief  of  Clergymen,  disabled  by  age 
or  disease,  which  shall  be  made  on  the  Second  Sunday  in  IjenU  or  on  the  Suntlay  fol- 
lowing. 

Sec.  ;i.  For  the  support  of  the  Theological  Students  in  the  Diocese,  which  shall  be 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  or  the  Sunday  following. 

That  Canon  XVII,  he  amended  as  follows : 

Strike  out  the  words  in  See.  1,  "it  is  recommended  that  such  offertory  b«?  ma<le  on 
Christmas  diiy." 

New  Canon  to  be  numbered  XXIII. 

Sec.  1.  There  nhall  be  elected  at  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  two  Cler- 
gymen and  three  Laymen,  resident  in  St.  Louis,  who  shall,  witli  the  Bishop  as  President 
ejr^tjffirio*  constitute  a  Board  of  Church  Exti»nsiou  in  the  < 'ity  of  St.  Louis;  to  whom 
shall  be  confided  tlie  Missionary  work  of  the  Church  therein. 

Sec.  2.  This  Board  shall  have  power  to  solicit  subscriptions  for  its  purjioses.  ami 
make  report  of  its  operations  to  each  annual  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Congregations  of  this  i  'ity 
to  contributes  annually  to  the  work  of  this  Board.

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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  (.OMMirPEE 

OF  THK 


Th<?  Executive  Comnn'ttee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  the  work  of  the  So«iety  for  the 
past  year,  has  progressed  hannoniously,  and  the  Treasurer's  report  shows  tlint  about 
the  usual  income  has  ))een  reeei\e<l.  Though  we  ha^l  confidently  expe«'ted  a  consider- 
able increase  to  the  fund  during  the  past  year,  we  were  prepared  months  sin<'e  to 
accept  the  situation,  which  the  changed  condition  of  business  aflfairs  hud  forced  upon 
the  community,  and  rest  content  if  no  great  deficiency  was  oc.«-asion<'d.  The  contribu- 
tions from  all  sources,  as  shown  by  Treasurer's  report,  has  lieen  ^.261  51.  Of  this 
amount  St.  Ix>uis  city  and  county  has  contributed  ^,374  51.  interior  Parishes,  ^4^1^ 
while  the  Missionary  Host  fills  the  gjip  which  would  otherwise  have  o«'eurred,  and  with 
ita  contribution  of  $400,  from  city  and  county,  plnces  the  entin*  receipts  slightly  in 
excess  of  last  year. 

We  are  gratified  to  announce  that  the  stipend  due  Missionaries  throughout  the 
Diocese,  has  been  promptly  paid,  and  in  no  ease  has  delay  been  occasioned.  It  is  how- 
ever, a  matter  of  regret  that  a  small  number  of  city  Parishes  have  neglected  to  contribute 
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their  share  to  thip  aggressive  work,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  find  them 
in  the  f^ont  rank,  and  occupying  a  position  to  which  they  shall  be  accorded  a  hearty 
welcome. 

The  Treasurer's  report  also  shows  a  balance  on  hand  of  $1,350  58;  this  is  an  unusual 
occurrence  and  not  likely  to  occur  at  any  season  but  the  pn*sent,  when  large  annual 
subscriptions  are  falling  due  and  delinquent  Parishes  have  been  making  unusual  etfortr^ 
to  bring  up  arrearages  previous  to  assembling  of  Convention.  This  amount,  however, 
will  for  the  most  part  be  swallowed  up  by  the  quarterly  stipends  shortly  due,  and 
unless  a  surplus  is  now  accumuiHted,the  falling  olTof  receipts  usual  during  the  summer 
months  would  seriously  embarrass  the  workings  of  the  Society. 

In  conclusion,  the  Executive  Committee  feel  it  their  <luty  to  urge  upon  all  Parishes 
the  necessity  of  reguhir  and  systematic  givings.  Every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  should 
organize  a  branch  society.  The  systeu'iatic  giving  of  five  cents  per  month  has  made  the 
Missionary  Host  a  power  in  the  Church.  If  every  Parish  organize  a  society  and  each 
member  <*on tribute  their  mite,  *  *or  gives  jl«  Go<l  has  i»rospered  them,"  the  day  woalil 
not  be  fur  in  the  ftiture  when  the  sacred  stumlard  of  our  faith  would  be  planted  in  every 
town  and  hamlet  in  the  Diocese  of  Missouri.

The  Coiiiiiiittee  on  Christian  Education  do  not  feel  it  at  all  necesnary  to  argue  before 
the  Conirention  tlie  importance  of  their  Hubject  in  a  theoretic  aspect.  The  conviction 
of  every  member,  both  clerical  and  lay,  is  already,  we  trust,  sufficiently  firm  on  this 
point;  nor  do  they  find  much  to  urge  even  of  a  practical  character,  especially  since  the 
subject  of  St.  Paul's  College,  which  is  at  present  the  chief,  if  not  the  only  source  of 
Christian  education,  as  connected  with  literature  and  science  recognized  by  the  Diocese, 
bas  been  referred  to  a  8i>eeial  committee.  Your  Committee,  however,  will  not,  they 
hope,  be  regarded  as  transgressing  their  legitimate  limits  when  they  urge,  as  they  most 
earnestly  do,  the  importance  and  necessity  of  the  Convention,  and  of  the  whole  Diocese, 
feeling  and  evincing  in  this  institution  a  warmer  and  deeper  interest  than  they  have 
ever  done  before.  The  facts  that  it  belongs  to  our  whole  Diocese  and  not  to  any  par- 
ticular section  of  it;  that  just  in  proportion  to  tlie prosperity  and  power  of  her  schools 
in  the  same  proportion  will  be  the  prosperity  and  power  of  the  Church  in  their  respectr 
ive  localities ;  that  in  no  age  has  there  been  a  more  pressing  demand  for  a  sound  Chris- 
tian education  founded  upon,  or  accompanied  witli,  a  thorough  classnical  and  scientific 
training;  and  that  there  is  scarcely  a  religious  denomination  of  any  prominence  which 
has  not  in  our  State  its  own  collegiate  institution  or  institutions,  and  to  which  it  owes 
very  largely  wliatever  weight  or  attractive  force  it  may  possess :  —  these  facts,  with 
others  which  will  suggest  themselves,  justiiy  us,  we  believe,  in  speaking  thus  with  em- 
phasis. And  we  cannot  but  rejoice  at  the  prospect  which  appears  now  to  be  opening 
up  of  the  endowment  of  this  institution,  and  of  it  becoming  one  of  our  prides,  as  it  will 
be  one  of  our  powers,  in  the  Diocese.  While  thus  earnest,  however,  on  behalf  of  St. 
Paul's,  your  Committee  would  not  forget  that  there  are  other  educational  interests 
which  St.  Paul's  cannot,  as  it  is  scarcely  intended,  to  reach.  Christian  education  em- 
braces females  as  well  as  males  as  its  subjects ;  and  while  we  are  not  prepared  to  recom- 
mend that  St.  Paul's  should  be  devoted  to  the  co-education  of  the  yexes,  we  are  firm  in 
the  conviction  that  far  better  that  it  should  be  so  devoti-d,  than  that  the  education  of  our 
sisters  and  daughters  should  either  be  ignored  or  curritnl  on  in  a  superficial  and  shallow 
manner.  Woman  is  wielding  a  very  rapidly  growing  influence  to-day  through  all 
the  ramifications  of  social  life,  and  this  infiuence  will  not  only  be  widened  and  intens- 
ified, but  it  will  be  proportionately  sanctified  in  its  process  by  a  liberal,  thoroug{),  and 
sound  Christian  education.  It  is,  too,  all-important,  surely,  that  the  mothers  of  our 
children,  the  first  and  oftentimes  the  last  inipressors  of  the  minds  and  hearts  of  their 
sons  and  daughters,  should  be  able  to  wield  over  them  a  sanctified  intellectual  infiuence. 
Until,  therefore,  the  Convention  may  see  its  way  more  clearly  to  devise  a  separate 
Diocesan  College  for  young  woman,  your  Committee  would  recommend: 

1st,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Paul's  College,  that  a  female  department  be  or- 
ganized next  year  in  connection  witli  this  institution,  and  that  the  Clergy  and  Parishes 
l>e  urged  to  dire(?t  their  earnest  interest  and  ellbrts  also  in  this  direction.  They  would 
also  recommend : 

2nd,  that  each  Clergyman  endeavor  to  secure,  if  possible,  the  services  in  his  parish  of 
an  educated  Church  la^ly  for  the  instruction  of  the  younger  children  of  the  parish;  and 

3rd,  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  report  to  the  next  Convention  the  best 
modes  of  originating  and  developing  parish  schools,  especially  in  our  weaker  parishes.

^ntfnrmitg  0f  Ritual 


The  Conmiittee  to  whicli  waw  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  i>ertaining 
to  Uniformity  of  Ritual,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  iollowing: 

In  the  accessories  of  the  Divine  Service  there  is  demimded  a  wide  latitude,  lest  >omv 
important  elements  of  our  nature  be  denied  approi)riate  expression  and  devotional  cul- 
ture. Such  denial  would  work  grave  injury  to  individual  souls,  and  to  the  Church  ai 
large;. 

But,  'ds  true  worship  flows  from  the  true  Faith ;  as  that  Faith  is  a  sacred  deposit 
which  the  Church  must  needs  guard  with  a  loving  jealousy;  as  the  Church  ennnot  give 
her  sanction  to  novel  and  erroneous  doctrines,  nor  to  the  superstitious  usages  generated 
thereby,  without  proving  faithless  to  our  Lord;  therefore,  this  Convention  believes  it 
t<)  be  the  duty  of  the  n,ext  General  Convtuition  "  To  arrest,  by  suitable  means,  the  in- 
trodut^tion  of  strange  doctrines  and  usages,"  and  to  manif(;st  **  an  unalterable  purpose 
U»  preserve  our  character  as  a  R<*formed  and  Scriptural  Church." 

While  this  Convention  desires  elfective  action  as  against  improper  excess  of  Ritnal, 
it  ))elieves  also,  that  it  is  equally  the  duty  of  the  next  General  Convention  to  condemn 
ail  impairment  of  the  reverence  and  dignity  of  our  Service,  by  slovenly  and  avoidable 
defect  of  ritual;  all  soiling  of  its  purity  by  radical  revision  of  the  Prayer  Book;  all 
teaching  of  doctrines  hostile  to  the  ITuity,  Catholicitj',  and  Apostolical  or<ler  of  the 
Church ;  and  all  degradation  of  the  Sacraments  from  their  true  nature,  as  set  forth  in 
the  Prayer  Book. 

This  Convention  deprecates  any  legislation  other  than  that  which  is  needful  to  defend, 
conserve,  ami  propagate  the  Ancient  Faith,  as  that  Faith  came  to  its  expression  in  the 
Apostles'  and  Nicene  Creeds.

REPORT  OP  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

In  obedience  to  reqairementfl  of  Canon  18,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Permanent 
Fond  for  the  8api>ort  of  the  Episcopate,  aabmit  a  report  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tares  for  the  past  year.  The  balance  on  hand  at  date  of  last  report  was 411806.37.  Dar- 
ing the  ConTention  year,  there  has  been  received  from  49  Parishes  and  Missionar}-  Sta- 
tions 9338.83;  from  interest  acc*t  $54;  and  from  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  Joseph 
Franklin,  9300  on  account  of  the  debt  due  from  the  Diocese  to  the  Fund,  making  a 
total  receipt  of  $692.83.  The  expenditures  have  been  9^13.68,  for  the  following  pui^ 
poses:  Paid  taxes  on  Episcopal  residence  $256.96;  paid  insurance  on  same,  $40,  and 
repairs,  910.40;  paid  taxes  on  landf>,  9>^1.96;  paid  legal  expenses  incurred  in  getting 
title  to  lands  perfected,  $147*25;  paid  for  advertising  lands  for  sale,  97.

The  Trustees  have  so  often  brought  delinquencies  such  as  the  above,  to  the  notice  of 
the  Convention  without  producing  any  result,  that  they  deem  it  waste  of  time  to  now 
do  more  than  report  the  foct.  The  Board  would  call  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the 
fkct  that  owing  to  non-payment  of  dues  to  the  Treasurer  of  Diocese,  he  was  unable  to 
pay  the  taxes  and  insurance  on  Episcopal  residence,  and  same  had  to  be  paid  out  of 
Permanent  Fund. 

At  the  next  meetiqg  of  the  Convention,  the  Board  will  present  a  statement  showing 
imount  then  due  from  the  Diocese  to  Permanent  Fund,  and  for  what  purpose  such  in- 
debtedness accrued.  The  Board  being  anxious  to  have  all  questions  alTecting  the  title 
of  the  lands  in  Henry  and  St.  Clair  counties,  definitely  settled,  applied  to  H.  II.  Hard- 
ing, Esq.,  of  Carthage  to  undertake  the  investigation  and  settlement  of  all  adverse 
claims.  Mr.  Harding  generously  undertook  the  work,  without  charge  for  liLs  own 
senrices.  His  rei>ort  which  is  now  read,  for  the  information  of  the  Convention  will 
give  the  exact  status  of  our  title  when  he  commenced  his  work,  and  the  progress 
that  has  been  made  to  a  final  settlement  of  all  the  doubts  and  difilculties  surrounding 
the  title.  By  advertising  and  other  means,  the  Board  endeavored  to  attract  a  purchaner 
for  the  lands,  but  as  yet,  without  success.    Respectfully  submitted.

REPOKT  OF  BUAKD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

Another  year  has  just  closed  in  the  history  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  and  your  Board  of 
Trustees  have  an  annual  report  to  present  of  the  affairs  and  the  condition  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  admitted  193  patients,  of  which  number  163  were 
paying,  and 3<)  charity ;  15  patients  died,  159  were  discharged,  and  there  are  now  remain- 
ing 19 ;  there  were  2  births,  4  bai)tisins  and  one  confirmation. 

For  their  unremitting  attention  to  patients  you  are  under  continued  obligations  to  the 
medical  staff,  Prof.  J.  T.  Hodgen  and  M.  A.  Pallen.  surgeons,  Drs.  J.  II.  Pottenger  and 
C.  A.  Todd,  physicians,  whose  servi<!es  have  been  promptly  rendered  at  all  times. 

The  foregoing  tlgun^s  will  give  you  sonu;  idea  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  in  the 
HospitiU,  with  limited  means  and  totally  inadequate  quarters,  the  reception  of  patients 
being  luUy  up  to  the  measure  of  its  cai)acity.  For  those  two  reasons  it  was  found  neces- 
aary  to  dispense  with  two  important  adjuncts  to  a  Church  institution,  viz:  the  services 
of  a  regular  Chaplain,  and  the  room  fitted  up  and  used  for  divine  services,  which,  tool>- 
tain  more  accommodation  for  patients,  was  (converted  into  a  ward.  With  that  addition, 
the  Sisters  in  charge  have  been  fairly  able  to  give  proper  attention  to  all  the  patients 
they  could  venture  to  receive,  and  though  circumBcribed  in  their  ability,  they  have

never  allowed  a  sick  ui)p1icant  to  be  refused  adiiiisRioD)  if  they  could  in  any  way  man- 
age to  make  room. 

Faithfully  and  cheerftilly  have  the  Sisters  devoted  tticmselves  to  the  care  of  their 
patientj^,  and  if  they  desired  any  special  thanks  for  their  good  works,  they  have  truly 
merited  thorn.  That  they  have  labored  under  great  disadvantages  is  well  known;  that 
their  aim  and  desin^s  to  have  their  labors  given  in  greater  proportion  to  the  sick  and 
needy  without  charge,  have  l)cen  curbed  by  the  circumstances  summnding  them,  is  a 
matter  of  sincere  regret  to  them,  and  they  could  only  continuje  to  hope  that.a  better  ap* 
preciation  of  the  objects  and  necessities  of  the  Hospital,  would  soon  bring  to  their  use 
such  means  and  facilities  as  would  enable  them  to  accomplish  all  that  they  desire.  They 
look  to  you  to  place  them  in  such  a  position.  Will  their  hopes  be  realized  ?  It  is  for 
Church  members  and  professing  Christians  to  give  the  answer;  if  they  say  yes,  the 
work  can  be  done,  but  it  will  recjuire  action  and  not  simply  resolutions. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  the  Hospital  was  in  debt  9'^,$)d8  26;  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  since  then  are  fully  exhibited  in  the  Treasurer's  report. 

In  preceding  reports  it  has  been  constantly  prescriUid  to  you  that  It  would  require  an 
annual  sum  of  f  2,500  to  ft3,000  in  donations  and  subscriptions  to  maintain  the  Hospital, 
as  receipts  from  patients  would  not  suffice  to  allow  anything  to  be  done  for  tree  patients, 
and  from  year  to  year  an  indebtedness  of  about  that  amount  has  been  a  prominent 
feature  in  Treasurer's  reports.  By  the  generous  efforts  of  some  warm  hearted  friends, 
amongst  whom  we  may  particularly  mention  Mrs.  Joseph  Brown,  the  wife  of  oar  wo^ 
thy  Mayor,  and  also  those  antiquated  ladies,  who.  in  spite  of  the  infirmities  of  age, 
came  forth  and  at  our  request  to  assist  us  with  an  Old  Folks'  Concert,  we  have  been  en- 
abled recently  to  reduce  the  accumulated  debt  under  which  the  Hospital  has  been 
struggling ;  and  during  the  present  month  the  members  of  the  Board  have  by  ext^ao^ 
dinary  exertions  succeeded  in  getting  donations  sufllcient  to  now  report  the  Hospital 
entirely  fn»o  from  debt,  and  they  must  on  this  occasion  return  their  gratefril  thanks  to 
those  generous  persons,  who,  responding  so  readily  to  their  call,  have  brought  about 
this  result. 

The  Hospital  is  now  for  the  first  time  since  its  organization,  free  from  debt,  and  the 
present  being  thus  bright,  let  it  encourage  us  to  look  cooly  and  courageously  at  the 
future,  for  it  now  requires  our  most  earnest  consideration. 

We  ask  you  to  consider  the  following  extract  from  the  last  annual  report ,  as  bein^' 
even  more  to  the  purpose  now,  because  we  have  the  experience  of  another  year  to  con- 
firm the  views  there  set  forth.    (See  page  107,  Journal  1873.) 

Need  we  say  that  nothing  has  since  been  done  towards  a  consummation  of  the  ideas 
there  presented— partly  because  of  the  calls  made  during  this  year  for  other  institutions 
and  objects  both  general  and  ])arochial,  partly  on  account  of  the  derangement  in  the 
monetary  afiairs  of  the  country  at  large,  and  mainly  because  no  persons  came  forwanl 
of  their  own  accord  to  encourage  with  promises  of  their  assistance. 

It  will  be  difficult  to  carry  out  such  a  design  without  a  determined  effort,  not  made 
spasmodically,  but  carried  on  steadily  till  it  is  successful,  and  if  those  persons  who  de- 
sire to  sec  the  Hospital  succeed,  (and  there  are  very  few  who  do  not,)  will  only  indicate 
their  intiMit  ion  to  give  such  pecuniary  aid  as  they  can  afibrd  without  waiting  to  be 
called  upon,  it  will  much  encourage  the  Board  in  their  work,  and  stimulate  others  to 
follow  tlicir  example.  Such  a  spontaneous  movement  is  now  absolutely  necessary,  and 
there  is  no  time  to  be  lost  if  it  is  to  be  made  at  all.  What  is  now  requisite  is  a  sub- 
scription or  guarantee  ftmd  of  $3,000  for  the  coming  year,  and  means  enough  within 
the  next  thr<;e  months  to  purchase  a  lot  for  a  suitable  building. 

Without  these  the  Hospital  will  only  be  a  constjint  burden,  but  with  them  its  Aiture 
success  will  be  assured. 

There  is,  no  doubt,  a  general  sympathy  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital,  and  appeals  in 
its  behalf  are  seldom  if  ever  refused,  and  that  feeling  is  fully  as  strong  among  persons 
not  of  our  household,  from  whom  we  have,  as  the  Treasurer's  books  will  show,  received 
a  large  portion  of  the  donations,  and  they  would  doubtless  increase  their  contribution« 
in  the  present  to  insure  the  ftiture  stability  of  the  Hospital,  and  it  has  been  generally  a 
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pleasure  to  members  of  the  Board  to  meet  with  such  cheerful  rcMpoDses,  when  they 
have  been  out  soliciting  donations,— but  the  main  reliance  must  be  after  all  on  the  per- 
nonal  solicitations  of  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  experience  of  the  past  will  show 
how  much  can  be  done  even  during  such  hard  times  as  we  have  had,  as  the  retiring 
Board  has  succeeded  in  surrendering  their  charge  free  from  debt. 

Gladly  would  the  members  of  the  present  Board  be  instrumental  in  that  capacity,  in 
carrying  out  the  work  so  contemplated  to  a  successful  completion,  so  as  to  have  their 
names  for  a  time  at  least  connected  with  an  institution,  which  if  our  Church  members 
are  true  to  themselves  and  their  faith,  will  soon  be  settled  on  a  tirm  basis,  and  be  here- 
after a  monument  of  the  zeal  and  earnestness  of  the  Church  in  our  city.  But  they  feel 
that  the  work  is  not  for  them,  and  that  such  honor  must  be  reserved  for  others,  who 
have  more  time  and  means  at  their  command. 

Most  of  the  present  members  have  been  in  service  over  six  years,  and  their  own 
means  and  time  being  very  limited,  they  have  been  constantly  compelled  to  make  sacri- 
fices of  time  that  they  could  ill  afford,— and  it  is  now  highly  important  that  a  Board 
should  be  selected  of  i)er8ons  whose  circumstances  are  such  that  they  can  spare  time  at 
once  to  undertake  the  work  of  obtaining  subscriptions  sufficient  to  cover  the  requisites 
before  alluded  to,  and  that  the  duties  of  the  members  of  the  present  Board  should  be 
assumed  by  others  who  would  infuse  new  life  and  vigor  into  the  work,  and  relieving 
those  who  have,  as  they  think,  faithfully  served  their  time,  but  who  will  never  lose  the 
interest  they  have  heretofore  had,  and  be  ready  always  to  lend  a  helping  hand.  New 
material  in  the  Board  can  avoid  errors  and  mistakes  of  the  past,  and  strike  out  in  new 
paths  for  success.  Li  the  faithfUl  discharge  of  their  duties  they  will  not  only  be  fulfill- 
ing the  Christian  law  of  love,  but  also  laying  up  for  themselves  a  store  of  contentment, 
which  as  years  roll  on,  and  the  pleasures  of  life  pall  upon  the  senses,  will  be  measured 
by  the  good  deeds  they  have  done  to  others  for  His  sake,  whose  name  we  all  profess,— 
and  it  is  well  to  consider,  that  by  such  good  works  we  give  some  evidence  of  the  sincer- 
ity of  our  profession.

We,  the  Committee  on  Missions,  beg  to  report,  that  in  reviewing  mis8ionar>'  work 
in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  there  is,  on  the  whole,  cause  for  devout  thankful- 
ness. 

The  larger  nuTnber  if  missionaries  engaged  in  the  work,  the  marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  persons  ])resented  for  confirmation,  and  the  vigorous  pushing  out  into  new 
fields,  are  all  most  encountging  signs.  But  with  this  widening  of  the  field  comes  the 
necessity  for  larger  contributions  to  meet  the  increased  demands  upon  the  treasury. 
And  here,  we  regret  to  say,  that  instead  of  an  increase  there  has  been  a  falling  of  in 
the  f^eneral  receipts,  of  nearly  ^400.  All  the  Parishes  and  Mission  stations  outside  of 
this  county  have  yielded  only  the  small  sum  of  ^487,  which,  in  view  of  the  strengtii  of 
of  the  Church  in  several  of  the  secondary  centres  of  poi)uIation  in  the  Diocese,  is,  we 
think,  much  less  than  might  have  reasonably  been  expected.  We  think,  too,  that  a 
little  more  enei-gy  and  syst(;mutic  perseverance  might  have  produced  better  results  in 
some  of  the  large  city  Parishes. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  increased  contributions  from  the  children  in  our  Sunday 
Schools,  resulting  from  countless  little  acts  of  self-denial,  not  only  have  raaterially 
aided  in  sustaining  our  Missionaries,  but  will  be  a  lasting  blessing  to  themselves  in 
making  them  working  and  giving  members  of  the  Church  in  affter  life.

The  Committee  on  Church  Building  beg  leave  to  report  that  in  their  judgment  the 
present  mode  of  giving  aid  in  the  erection  of  Churches,  Bectories,  etc.,  by  indiscrimi- 
nate begging  ought  to  be  discontinued. 

They  would  recommend,  instead,  that  a  Board  similar  to  the  Missionary  Board  be 
establiflbed  by  this  Convention,  consisting  say  of  two  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  the 
Biflhop  being  President  ex-officio,  and  that  in  every  Parish  an  organization  anulagous 
to  the  Laymen's  Co-operating  Missionary  Society  be  formed  to  secure  contributions. 

The  Committee  would  put  the  subscriptions  at  the  small  amount  of  91  annually, 
allowing  any  person  to  take  any  number  of  these  subscriptions  he  might  feel  able  and 
willing  to  promise.    This  would  secure  aid  from  all,  instead  of  as  now,  only  from  a  few. 

But  the  chief  aid  of  this  socletj  would'be  its  guaranteeing  a  Judicious  expenditure 
of  the  ftinds  raised,  and  assuring  contributors  that  aid  would  be  g^ven  only  to  churches 
btiUt  on  unencumbered  property,  and  on  which  would  be  left  no  remaining  debt.

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  action  on  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address 
relating  to  Mission  services  and  meetings  of  the  Clergy,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we 
Tiew  with  pleasure  the  increasing  number  and  beneficial  results  of  such  meetings,  and 
believe  that  they  cannot  fail,  if  properly  conducted,  to  be  productive  of  great  good,  not 
only  in  the  Parishes  in  which  they  are  held,  and  to  the  ministers  engaged,  but  to  the 
Church  at  large.  The  principle  of  associated  work  which  these  Mission  Services  are 
calculated  to  emphasize  and  intensity,  needs  nothing  more  to  be  said  in  Mr  favor  than 
that  it  has  received  the  special  sanction  and  approbation  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church,  by  His  example  with  His  disciples,  and  when  he  would  have  them  go  forth  to 
proclaim  the  good  ticUngs  of  the  Gospel  by  sending  them  upon  their  mission  "  two 
and  two." 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  special  feature  of  these  Mission  Services 
be  not  only  the  awakening  of  religious  interest,  the  importance  of  which  cannot  be 
too  strongly  urged,  but  also  the  bold,  clean  and  forcible  enunciation  of  the  distinctive 
doctrines  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church,  believing  that  in  this  way  only  can  the  uggros- 
8ive  work  of  the  Church  be  carried  on  to  the  best  advantage.  And  to  this  end  your 
Committee  would  recommend  to  this  Convention  the  appointment,  by  the  yropor 
authority,  of  a  person  whose  sole  occupation  be  *'  to  do  the  work  of  an  Evangelist " 
throughout  the  Diocese,  and  that  suitable  provision  be  made  for  his  support  by  such 
methods  as  to  them  may  seem  best.  This  experiment  has  been  thoroughly  tested  with 
the  most  satisfactory  results  in  other  Dioceses,  and  your  Committee  are  satisfied  that 
the  same  agency,  if  employed  here,  would  prove  an  invaluable  aid  to  our  aggres- 
sive work.

The  Coiiiuiitte<;  on  Financo  would  report  that  they  liave  examined  the  additionn  and 
footings  of  the  Hcvcral  accounts  referred  to  them,  viz :  the  account  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  with  the  trust  ftind  [See  Appendix  No.  7].  the  Treasurer's  accounts  with  the 
Diocese  [See  Appendix  No.  12] ,  with  the  fund  for  the  Education  of  Theological  Stu- 
dents [See  Api)ondix  No.  13],  and  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Disabled  Clergymen  [See 
Appendix  No.  14] ,  and  find  them  all  correct. 

The  Committee  must  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  very  marked  delin- 
quency of  the  minority  of  the  Parishes  and  Missionary  stations  in  not  taking  up  the 
oollcctions  required  by  Canon  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund,  and  the  flmd  for 
the  education  of  theological  students.  For  the  former  only  28  Parishes  and  Missionary 
stations  reported  collections,  aggregating  in  amount  to  but  $306  12,  while  for  the  latter 
ftind  only  24  Parishes  and  Missionary  stations  respond  with  the  meagre  sum  all  told  of 
f202  dO.  Your  Committee  feel  that  such  unaccountable  derilection  of  duty  on  the  part 
of  the  Clergy,  in  neglecting  to  use  the  means  provided  to  their  hands  for  increasing 
two  (\inds  so  necessary  to  the  prosperity  and  growth  of  the  Church,  and  in  which  they 
are  all  iiersonally  and  individually  so  deeply  concerned,  should  be  held  to  sharpest 
account,  and  would  recommend  that  when  hereafter  a  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge 
fails  to  take  up  the  collections  required  by  Canon,  that  the  report  of  such  failure  to  the 
Convention  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  Ids  right  to  speak  or  vote  on  any  question,  except 
by  consent  of  a  majority  of  members  present,  and  the  Committee  earnestly  hope  that 
the  next  Convention  will  take  such  action  in  regard  to  Parishes  which  may  be  in  arrears 
as  will  deprive  them  of  representation,  cither  clerical  or  lay,  until  all  arrears  are  paid, 
or  satisfactory  reasons  for  non-payment  given. 

Actuated  by  a  desire  to  make  the  assessments  on  the  various  Parishes  as  light  as  pos- 
sible, the  Committee  on  Assessments  have  for  the  last  two  years  not  laid  an  assessment 
suiBcient  in  amount  to  meet  the  actual  needs  of  the  current  year,  and  we  recommend 
that  the  assessment  for  this  year  be  for  an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  all  current  expend- 
itures and  cover  present  deficiencies.  There  is  due  Messrs.  Geo.  II.  I^ker  &  Co. 
9281  20,  on  account  of  money  advanced  by  them  to  complete  the  payment  for  purchase 
of  the  Episcopal  residence,  viz :  1^288  3(j  advanced,  and  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent  per  annum  from  May  26, 1871,  to  May  26, 1874,  $42  84.  The  amount  should 
be  paid  soon  as  possible,  and  we  report  a  resolution  authorizing  the  Treasurer  to 
settle  it. 

Six  hundred  dollars  of  the  money  borrowed  fh>m  the  Permanent  Fund  for  support 
of  the  Episcopate,  to  settle  with  the  estate  of  the  late  Bishop  Ilawkes,  has  been  repaid 
to  this  fund,  leaving  now  duo  $2,023  40  of  the  principal  and  all  the  interest  from  date 
at  which  it  was  borrowed.  The  Committee  have  on  former  occasions  sought  to  impress 
on  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Convention  the  ixsculiar  sacredness  which  should 
have  attached  to  this  fund,  and  the  very  grave  responsibility  incurred  by  the  Conven- 
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tion  which  ordered  it  to  ho  diverted  (torn  the  original  and  only  purpose  for  which  it 
was  formed,  and  wo  earnestly  hope  that  the  next  Convention  will  not  adjourn  without 
having  provided  the  means  of  paying  the  deht  in  lUll.

The  Convention  has  adopted  as  a  rule  of  action  in  dealing  with  Parishes  in  arrears, 
that  unless  there  was  some  misstatement  or  misapprehension  of  facts  by  the  Commit- 
tee of  Assessments  when  the  assessment  was  made,  that  there  should  be  no  remission 
of  arrearages  granted. 

Your  Committee  find  that  under  this  rule  there  arc  only  two  Parishes  entitled  to  a 
remission  of  a  portion  of  the  amount  due,  the  two  Parishes  thus  entitled  to  consid- 
eration are  Grace,  Carthage,  and  Emmanuel ,  Laclede.  We  report  resolution  of  relief 
for  them. 

Trinity,  Independence,  is  practically  out  of  existence,  and  we  report  resolution  in 
regard  to  it. 

The  Committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  fact  that,  under  the 
existing  practice  as  to  handing  in  the  various  reports,  all  legislation  in  regard  to  the 
financial  affairs  of  Diocese  is  necessarily  deferred  until  about  the  close  of  session,  when 
the  attendance,  particularly  of  the  lay  members,  is  sure  to  be  slim,  and  your  Commit- 
tee ask  for  the  tuloption  of  an  order  that  will  in  future  enable  this  Committee  and  the 
Committee  on  Assessments  to  report  at  an  early  stage  of  the  proceedings,  in  order  that 
all  action  proposed  in  respect  to  money  matters  may  come  before  the  house,  while  the 
order,  whose  business  it  is  to  give  effect  to  the  will  of  the  Convention  in  regard  to  ques- 
tions of  finance,  is  fully  represented.  Respectltilly,

In  view  of  the  re- 
results  of  the  pauic  which  passed  over  the  whole  country,  we  were  filled  with  fon^bod- 
ings  that  our  receipts,  and  consequently  our  usefulness,  would  be  materially  affecti'il, 
but,  we  are  happy  to  say,  that  our  receipts  for  th«»  past  year,  are  larger  than  they  ever 
have  been,  and  all  of  our  doubts  for  the  Hiture  have  been  dispelled,  and  we  feel  much 
encouraged  in  the  growing  interest  manifested  in  the  Host. 


8.  8.  MISSIONARY  HOST.  Ill 

Called  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  have  been  held  during  the  year,  as  oc- 
GAsion  required,  to  transact  business  connected  with  the  Ilost. 

Our  Missionary,  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Scheetz,  has  been  actively  employed  during  the  year, 
and  several  haters  from  him  to  the  members  of  the  Host,  have  been  received,  and 
published  in  the  Church  News, 

The  annual  business  meeting  was  held  on  Monday  Evening,  May  11th.  in  Christ 
CbuTch  Chapel,  and  the  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  y«'ar : 
Wallace  Delafield,  of  St.  George^s  Church,  President. 
E.  C.  Simmons,  of  Church  of  Holy  Communion,  Vice  VresiOent, 
Charles  J.  Wise,  of  Trinity  Church,  Secretary, 
J.  D.  Brownlee,  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Ass't  Secretary, 
C.  W.  Iloezle,  of  Good  Shepherd,  Treasurer, 
The  efforts  of  the  Secretary  to  obtain  reports  ftx)m  which  to  collate  statistics  to  lay 
before  the  annual  meeting,  have  been  hindered  by  a  want  of  co-operation  on  the  part 
of  the  Schools,  as  nearly  all  of  the  reports  were  received  after  the  meeting  had  been 
held.    We  find  in  these  reports,  less  causes  of  complaint  than  heretofore,  and  many 
report "  prosperous  condition." 

We  have  been  in  corresi>ondence  with  parties  residing  in  other  States,  regarding  the 
working  and  success  of  the  Host,  their  object  being  to  establish  the  same  in  their  State. 
And  we  hope  ere  long  to  .see  Sunday  School  Missionary  Hosts  throughout  the  entire 
West,  and  in  due  time,  to  have  them  organized  throughout  the  whole  country,  making 
it  a  National  Church  Sunday  School  Host,  based  upon  the  same  foundation  and  rules 
that  govern  our  Host. 

Our  membership  has  not  increased  in  the  same  ratio  during  the  past  year  as  it  has 
heretofore,  though  it  now  numbers  about  one  thousand,  and  is  steady  and  paying,  and 
the  increasing  interest  in  the  Host  and  the  Sunday  School,  is  manifested  on  every  side. 
This  is  truly  the  Laymen's  work,  not  to  force,  but  to  present  and  persuade,  to  build 
schools,  to  plant  churches,  to  gather  the  people  in,  and  make  known  the  glorious  light 
of  the  Gospel.

1.  I'hat  the  business  of  the  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayers. 

2.  The  minutos  of  the  Journal  for  the  day  prcH^eding  shall  be  read  every  morning  at 
the  oi>ening  of  the;  Convention. 

3.  The  Presidont  shall  appoint  the  several  committees  unless  the  Convention  shall 
otherwise  order. 

4.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  no  member  shall  Continue  standing,  or  shall 
afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

5.  When  any  ineml>er  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
House,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself 
strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

6.  No  memb(T- shall  absent  himself  trom  the  services  of  the  House  unless  he  hare 
leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate  without  leave  from 
the  House. 

8.  Whi>n  a  question  has  been  once  determined,  it  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
House,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  except  on  motion  for  reconsideration, 
wliioh  must  made  by  a  member  who  had  previously  voted  in  the  majority. 

!).  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made  except  to 
amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  to  postpone,  or  to  lay  it  upon  the  table;  but  a  motion  to 
a<]jr>urn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

10.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  put,  shall,  on  a 
division,  bo  counted,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Convention. 

11.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded,  and 
all  resolutions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary's  desk  to  be  read. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  tirst  instance  by  the  Chair,  with- 
out debute;  an  appeal,  however,  may  be  made  from  his  decision  to  the  Convention  by 
any  member  of  the  same. 

13.  The  President  shall,  in  his  discretion,  select  within  the  limits  of  those  pews 
allotted  for  the  use  of  the  members,  pews  for  the  accommodation  of  visiting  Clergy- 
men an<l  students  of  Theology,  who  may  be  invited  to  the  same  by  the  President 
without  any  special  application  to  the  Convention.

Trinity  Church,  St.  Louis^  Mo., 

Tuesday,  May  S5th,  1875. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  a  number  of  the  Clergy 
and  Lait}'  assembled  this  day  (Tuesday,  May  25th,  1875),  in  Trinity 
Church,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  the  place  designated  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 

At  10  o'clock  the  Lay  Delegates  and  Clergy  and  choirs  of  Trinity  and 
St.  John's  Churches,  entered  the  Church  in  procession,  singing  "  The 
Church  is  one  foundation,"  &c. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Ringgold^  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Hannibal.  The  First  Lesson  was  read  by  the  Rev.  George 
C.  Betts,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Kansas  City,  and  the  Second 
Lesson  by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  De Wolfe,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Decatur,  Illinois.  The  Creed  and  Prayers  were  said  by  the  Rev.  Joseph 
E.  Martin,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Kansas  City. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  vras  said  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  F.  Robert- 
son, S.  T.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Ingraham,  Rec- 
tor of  St.  John's  Church,  St.  Louis,  read  the  Epistle ;  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Cross,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Jacksonville,  Ills.,  read  the  Gospel. 
Rev.  James  Runcie,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  St,  Joseph,  then 
delivered  the  Convention  Sermon,  taking  for  his  text  the  6th,  7th  and  8th 
verses  of  the  122d  Psalm.  The  Offertory  sentences  were  read  by  the 
Rev.  J.  W.  Dunn,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Lexington.  The  Offertory 
was  taken  up  for  Diocesan  Missions.  The  Prayer  for  the  Church  Militant 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Louis. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  then  celebrated  by  Bishop  Robertson,  and  after 
the  Post  Communion  Service  said  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Dunn,  of  Christ 
Church,  Lexington,  the  Clergy,  Lay  Delegates  and  choirs  retired  to  the 
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Chapel.  On  reassembling  in  the  Churchy  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
called  the  Convention  to  order,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention 
proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  to  read  the  roll  of  the 
Clergy  canonieally  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  thirty-two  Clergymen 
answered  to  their  names. 

The  Right  Reverend  the  President  then  appointed  the  Bev.  lieasrs. 
B.  E.  Reed;  A.  Leonard  and  F.  W.  Adams  the  Committee  on  Lay  Cre- 
dentials, to  report  at  the  afternoon  session. 

Recess  till  3  o'clock. 


Three  o^cloek  P.  M. 

The  Convention  assembled  after  a  recess. 

The  Committee  on  Lay  Credentials  reported  that  Delegates  ttom  thir- 
ty-one Parishes  were  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention.  The  Bishop 
then  announced  that  the  Convention  was  duly  organized  and  ready  for 
business,  and  upon  the  calling  of  the  roll.  Delegates  from  nineteen 
Parishes  answered  to  their  names. 

The  Convention  then  went  into  the  election  of  Secretarv,  and  the  rules 
of  order  having  been  suspended,  on  motion  of  J.  T.  Douglass,  Elsq., 
Jno.  R.  Triplett,  Esq.,  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Louis,  was  elected  Secre- 
tary, with  authority'  to  appoint  an  assistant. 

The  Secretary  appointed  as  his  assistant  D.  R.  Risley,  Esq.,  of  St. 
John's  Church,  St.  Louis. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was 
referred  at  the  last  Convention  the  revision  of  Rules  of  Order,  being 
called  for,  the  Chairman,  the  Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  presented  the  report, 
which  was,  on  motion,  received.  J.  T.  Douglass,  Esq.,  moved  to  amend 
Rule  19  (second  day)  by  dropping  the  figures  8.30  P.  M.  Same  was 
carried,  and  on  motion  the  report  of  the  Committee  as  amended  was 
adopted.     (See  Appendix  1.) 

Rt.  Rev.  President  noting  the  presence  of  visiting  Clergy,  extended 
to  all  visiting  Clergymen  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  an  invitation 
to  be  present  during  the  session  of  the  Convention.  The  name^  of  the 
Clergy  visiting  presented  to  the  Secretary  were :  Rev.  J.  Cross,  D.  D., 
of  Jacksonville,  Illinois  ;  Rev.  M.  Chase,  of  Alton,  Illinois ;  Rev.  W.  W. 
De Wolfe,  of  Decatur,  Illinois,  and  Mr.  George  Moore,  of  Iowa,  candi- 
date for  Holy  Orders. 

The  following  Standing  Committees  were  appointed  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
President :

Rt.  Rev.  President  notified  the  Convention  that  the  religious  services 
would  b^in  each  day  at  9^  o'clock  A.  M. 

Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler  offere<l  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved^  That  we  recognize  the  fearful  visitation  of  the  grasshop- 
pers in  our  State  as  a  scourge  from  the  Almighty  ;  and  that  the  thanks 
of  this  Convention  are  due  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  for  appointing 
a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer  to  deprecate  God's  wrath,  and  implore  His 
merciful  interposition. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Betts,  it  was 

Besolvedy  That  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  set  forth 
a  service  to  be  used  throughout  the  Diocese  on  the  third  day  of  June, 
proximo. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Waterman,  of  Hamilton,  being  called  on  by  the  Rt. 
Bev.  President,  gave  an  account  of  the  visitation-  of  grasshoppers  in  his 
section  of  the  State,  which  was  most  distressing,  and  quite  reaching 
the  reports  which  had  appeared  in  the  newspapers  of  the  State. 

Bev.  Mr.  Robert  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Besolvedj  That  the  resolution  on  pages  31  and  32  of  Journal  of 
1878,  respecting  the  basis  of  assessment,  be  repealed. 

After  much  discussion  and  offering  of  several  resolutions  which  were 
lost.  Rev.  Mr.  Talbot  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted: 
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Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  of  Diocesan  assessment  be  referred 
to  a  Special  Committee  of  seven,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  whidi 
shall  represent,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  the  sentiment  of  the  Diocese. 

This  Committee  were  on  motion  ordered  to  report  at  12  o'clock  M. 
to-morrow,  26th  inst. 

Rt.  Rev.  President  appointed  on  said  Committee :  Messrs.  Freeborn, 
Armstrong,  Hotter^  Miller,  Pye,  St.  Clair  and  Saeger. 

John  T.  Douglass,  Esq.,  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Article  second  of  the  Cpnstitntion  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  May,  in  second  line,  and  insert  therefor  the  word 
September. 

Action  on  same  deferred  to  following  day,  26th  inst. 

Convention  took  recess  till  7^  o'clock,  to  hear  Bishop's  address  at 
St.  George's  Church. 


Half-past  »€ven  o* clock  P,  Jf. 

Convention  assembled  at  seven  and  a  half  o'clock,  at  St.  George's 
Church. 

After  appropriate  religious  services  the  Right  Rev.  President  read  his 
annual  address,  which,  together  with  a  summary  of  the  Episcopal  acts  of 
the  past  year,  were  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table.  (Both  will  be  found 
at  the  close  of  these  proceedings.) 

After  singing  a  H3''mn  the  Convention  was  dismissed. 


SECOND    DAY. 

Trinity  Church, 

Wednesday,  May  S6th^  1875. 

The  Convention  was  opened  with  appropriate  services  and  prayers  b}' 
Rev.  A.  Leonard,  Rev.'E.  Talbot,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  Waterman,  after 
which  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  took  the  chair  and  called  the  Convention 
to  order.  After  the  call  of  the  roll  of  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  the 
minutes  of  the  first  day's  proceedings  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  then  read  his  report.  Same  was,  on  mo- 
tion, received  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Finance.  (See  Appendix 
No.  2.) 

The  Trustees  of  Permanent  Fund  asked  permission  to  defer  making 
their  report  until  to-morrow  morning,  which  permission  was  granted. 
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The  Treasurer  of  Theological  Education  Fund  presented  his  report. 
Same  was  received  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  Committee  on  Finance. 
(See  Appendix  No.  4.) 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  presented  his 
report.  Same  was,  on  motion,  received  and  referred  to  Committee  on 
Finance.    (See  Appendix  No.  5.) 

Report  of  Standing  Committee  being  called,  same  was  read  by  Mr. 
Jno.  T.  Douglass,  Secretary.  Same  was,  on  motion,  received  and  adopted. 
(See  Appendix  No.  6.) 

A  telegram  being  received,  announcing  that  H.  H.  Harding,  Esq., 
would  be  compelled  to  be  absent,  the  Rt.  Rev.  President  appointed 
Frank  Carter,  Esq.,  in  his  place  on  Committee  of  Assessments. 

The  Committee  on  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate  made  their  report. 
Same  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  on  motion  received.  (See 
Appendix  No.  23.) 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Ingraham,  the  same  Committee  was 
continued.      ' 

Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Can- 
ons, presented  their  report  on  subject  of  "  Church  Building  Society  ;" 
also  on  failure  to  take  up  Canonical  Collections,  referred  to  them  by  last 
Convention.  Same  was,  on  motion,  received,  laying  over  under  the  Canon 
for  one  day. 

Same  Committee  also  made  their  report  on  amendment  of  Section  1 , 
Canon  XII,  referred  to  them  at  the  last  Convention.  Same  received,  lay- 
ing over  for  one  day  under  Canon. 

The  same  Committee  then  presented  a  report  setting  forth  several 
changes  in  the  Canons.  Same  was  received,  laying  over  under  Canon 
for  one  day. 

Report  of  the  Church  Building  Society  was  then  presented  and  read 
by  the  Secretary,  which  was,  on  motion,  received.  (See  Appendix  No.  7.) 

Report  of  "  Bishop  in  account  with  Trust  Funds  "  was  presented  and 
read,  and  on  motion  received  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Finance. 
(See  Appendix  No.  8.) 

On  motion  of  M.  W.  Alexander,  Esq.,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Beaolvedj  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  authori2ed  to 
have  printed  250  copies  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church, 
for  distribution  throughout  the  Diocese. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  President  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table  the  totth  of 
prayers  and  service  to  be  used  on  the  3d  of  June. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  C.  P*  Jennings^  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  t 
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Besolvedj  Tliat  the  Secretary'  of  the  Convention  send  to  the  Grovernor 
of  this  State  a  copy  of  the  resolution  adopted  yesterday  by  this  Conven- 
tion relating  to  the  day  of  fasting  and  prayer. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  then  presented  his  report.  Same  was,  on 
motion,  received  and  adopted.    (See  Appendix  No.  20.) 

On  motion  of  Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  the  Rales  of  Order  were  suspended, 
and  Hon.  W.  F.  Ferguson  was  re-elected  Registrar. 

The  Report  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  St.  Paul's  College  was 
then  presented,  read,  and  same  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion,  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  '^  Christian  Ekiucation."    (See  Appendix  No.  9.) 

It  being  12  o'clock,  the  Rev.  B.  E.  Reed  called  for  the  report  of  the 
Special  Committee  appointed  yesterday  on  Diocesan  Assessments,  being 
the  special  order  for  this  hour. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Freeborn,  Chairman  of  said  Committee,  then  presented  the 
following  report : 

^^  The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  Rev.  Ifr. 
Robert,  touching  the  matter  of  the  basis  of  assessment,  beg  leave  to 
report  that  in  their  Judgment  the  resolution  should  not  be  adopted,  and 
that  the  basis  of  assessment  remain  as  fixed  by  the  Convention  of  1873, 
to-wit :  Rector's  salary ;  if  a  Parsonage  be  furnished,  the  rental  value 
of  the  same ;  Sexton  ;  Fuel ;  Lights ;  Taxes ;  Insurance ;  Organist  and 
Choir." 

On  motion,  same  was  received. 

Rev.  B.  E.  Reed  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  with  the  exception 
of  the  item  of  taxes. 

Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  D.  D.,  moved  to  further  amend  by  deducting 
amounts  paid  for  interest  on  any  debt  which  may  be  upon  the  Parish, 
and  amounts  paid  for  insurance,  from  the  total  amount  of  the  items 
named  in  the  resolution  ;  which  amendment  Rev.  Mr.  Reed  accepted. 

Capt.  Silas  Bent  offered  the  following  amendment :  That  the  items 
Organist  and  Choir  be  also  stricken  off. 

Rev.  Mr.  Dawson  moved  as  a  substitute,  that  the  basis  of  assessment 
be  the  entire  gross  income  of  the  Parish. 

Jno.  T.  Douglass,  Esq.,  moved  as  an  amendment  to  the  substitute,  as 
follows : 

Resolved^  That  the  assessment  for  1875  be  laid  upon  the  same  basis 
as  was  adopted  for  1874  and  previous  years,  viz :  on  the  Rector's  salary. 

Vote  by  orders  being   called  for,  the  amendment  to  the  substitute 
was  adopted  by  the  following  vote : 
Clergy,    -    -     25  ayes — '5  nays. 
Lay,    -    -    -     15  ayes — 5  nays. 

Vote  was  then  taken  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Special  Com* 
mltteei  and  same  was  lost* 
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J.  T.  Douglass^  Esq.,  offered  the  following  resolution;  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  whole  subject  of  future  assessment  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and 
consider  any  and  all  communications  relating  to  the  subject,  and  report 
at  the  next  Convention,  whether^  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  the 
mode  now  in  use  should  be  changed,  and  if  so,  what  shall  be  substituted 
therefor. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  following  particular  notice  to  the  Rt. 
Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Perry,  Secretary  of 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies^  in  regard  to  proposed  changes 
in  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America : 

The  Oeneral  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

To  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  oftfie  Diocfi.se  of  Missouri: 

RiiiHT  Reverend  Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  III,  of 
Canon  1,  of  Title  III,  of  the  Digest,  [  would  hereby  give  you  ^*  particular  notice"  of 
the  following  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  (Church 
Id  the  United  States  of  America,  recommended  by  the  General  Convention  of  1874,  and 
to  be  finally  acted  upon  by  the  General  Convention  of  1S77,  to-wit: 

I.  It  was,  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Convention  of  1874, 
Resolved,  That  it  be  recommen<led  and  proposed  that  the  following  alteration  be  made 

in  Article  V  of  tho  Constitution,  to-wit:  Insert  at  the  end  of  the  Article  the  words: 
''The  Gteneral  Convention  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of 
an  organized  Diocese,  setting  forth  that  the  territory  of  the  Diocese  is  too  large  for  due 
Episcopal  supervision  by  the  Bishop  of  such  Diocese,  set  off  a  portion  of  such  Diocesan 
territory,  which  shall  thereupon  be  placed  within,  or  constitute,  a  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tion, as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  determine." 

II.  It  was  farther 

Resolved,  That  the  following  be  proposed  and  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses 
as  an  amendment  to  Article  YIII  of  the  Constitution,  to  be  added  at  the  end  of  the 
Article  as  it  now  stands,  to-wit,  the  words : 

^^ Provided,  That  the  General  Convention  may,  by  Canon,  arrange  and  set  forth  a 
shortened  form  of  morning  and  evening  prayer,  to  be  compiled  wholly  from  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer." 

III.  ItwasAirther 

Resolved,  That  the  following  be  proposed  as  an  amendment,  by  way  of  addition,  to 
the  eighth  article  of  the  Constitution,  to-wit: 

'^Provided,  however,  That  the  General  Convention  Hhall  have  power,  IVom  time  to 
time,  to  amend  the  Lectionary ;  but  no  act  for  this  purpose  shall  be  valid  which  is  not 
TOted  for  by  a  migority  of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  seats  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of 
Deputies." 

Resolvedy  second.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  cause  the  foregoing 
proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  to  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church.

Election  of  Standing  Committee  being  in  order,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Presi- 
dent appointed  as  tellers  Rev.  J.  E.  Martin  and  T.  K,  Skinker,  Esq., 
to  receive  the  Clerical  vote,  and  Rev.  W.  C.  Dawson  and  S.  E.  Comings, 
Esq.,  to  receive  the  Lay  vote. 

The  following  were  elected :  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler,  Rev.  G.  K.  Danlop, 
Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Ingraham,  Messrs.  Silas  Bent,  Harry  I.  Bodley,  and  J. 
T.  Douglass. 

The  resolution  offered  yesterday  by  J.  T.  Douglass,  Esq.,  referring 
to  the  change  in  the  constitution  as  to  the  time  of  holding  the  sessions 
of  the  Convention,  being  called  up,  a  vote  was  taken  thereon  and  the 
same  was  approved  of;  resolution,  under  the  constitution,  laying  over 
to  the  next  Convention  for  final  disposition.

Resolved^  That  on  the  day  appointed  by  the  Grovernor  as  a  day  of 
fasting  and  prayer,  or  on  a  Sunday  near  that  day,  this  Convention 
recommend  to  the  parishes  of  this  city  and  Diocese  generally,  the  taking 
of  ofi'erings  for  the  relief  of  persons  in  parishes  aftiicted  with  the  grass- 
hopper plague,  said  offerings  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop 
for  distribution. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  D.  D.,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  address  as  refers  to  the 
school  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Good  Shepherd  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  made  a  supplemental 
report  in  reference  to  repeal  of  ninth  article  of  the  Articles  of  Associa- 
tion for  organizing  a  parish.  Same  laid  over  under  the  Canon  for  one 
day. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  note  from  Mr.  J.  N.  Dyer,   Librarian, 
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extending  ta, delegates   to  this  Convention  an  invitation  to  visit  the 
Mercantile  Libraiy. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morn- 
ing. 


THIRD    DAY 

Thursday,  May  27th,  1875. 

The  Convention  was  opened  with  the  usual  prayers  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  A.  Batte  and  W.  C.  Dawson. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  then  took  the  chair  and  called  the  Conven- 
tion to  order.

N.  Dyer,  Librarian  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association,  for  his  polite 
invitation  to  visit  the  rooms  of  the  Library. 

Report  of  Laymen's  Co-operating  Missionary  Society  was  presented 
and  read  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.  Same  was,  on  motion, 
received  and  referred  to  Standing  Committee  on  Missions.  (See  Ap- 
pendix No.  13.) 

Report  of  Committee  on  Church  Extension  was  read  by  the  Secretary, 
and  on  motion  the  same  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Missions.     (See  Appendix  No.  15.) 

The  Rt.  Rev.  President  appointed  Jno.  W.  Luke,  Esq.,  in  place  of 
H.  W.  Hough,  on  Standing  Committee  on  Missions. 

The  report  of  the  Missionary'  Board  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  Standing  Committee  on  Missions.  (See  Appendix 
No.  14.) 

The  following  report  of  Committee  on  Christian  Education  was  made, 
and  read  by  the  Chairman,  Rev.  G.  K.  Dunlop,  and  same  was,  on 
motion,  received,  and  resolutions  therein  adopted : 

Yoar  Committee  at  present  can  rcconunend  nothing  farther  than  the  following 
resolutions : 

Ist.  That  it  is  the  unalterable  sentiment  of  this  Convention,  that  the  Church  should 
superintend  in  all  its  departments  the  education  of  her  children. 

2d.  That  Churchmen  throughout  the  Diocese  are  hereby  urged  to  give  a  generous 
encouragement  to  every  judicious  effort  in  this  direction. 
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8d.  That  thin  Convention  in  gratified  with  the  founding  and  successflil  mana^ment 
of  the  Hchool  for  ^irls,  under  tlie  cure  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Grood  Shepherd,  and 
commend  it  most  cordially  to  tite  DioccHC. 

4th.  That  should  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright  purchatte  St.  Paul's  College,  and  main- 
tain therein  u  Church  School  as  proposed  by  him,  this  Convention  will  give  him  a 
hearty  welcome,  and  bid  him  God  sx>ecd,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.

Report  of  Committee  on  Finance  was  presented  and  read  by  the 
Chairman;  J.  T.  Douglass,  Esq.,  and  same  was  on  motion  received,  and 
recommendation  embraced  therein  adopted,  and  the  report  adopted  as  a 
whole.     (See  Appendix  No.  17.) 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Permanent  Fund  was  presented 
and  read,  and,  on  motion,  received.     (See  Appendix  No.  3.) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday  School  was  presented  and 
read  by  Rev.  W.  L.  Githens.  The  same  was  received,  and,  on  motion 
of  Rev,  J.  F.  Hamilton,  ordered  to  be  published  in  "  Church  News." 
(See  Appendix  No.  18.) 

The  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  being 
called  for,  the  Chairman^  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler,  read  a  report  on  the  subject 
of  *'  the  failure  to  take  up  Canonical  collections "  (see  pages  25  and 
108,  Journal,  1874),  referred  to  them  by  last  Convention,  recommending 
that  no  action  be  taken  thereon,  as  it  would  involve  an  alteration  of  the 
Constitution,  and  asked  to  be  discharged.  Also,  in  reference  to  the  sub- 
ject of  "Church  Building"  (see  i)agcs  22  and  105,  Journal,  1874), 
referred  to  them  by  the  last  Convention,  reported  no  action  necessary, 
owing  to  the  existence  of  the  Church  Building  Societj'.  (See  Appendix 
No.  19— A.) 

On  motion,  the  same  was  received  and  adopted,  and  Committee  dis- 
charged. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  further  report,  on  the 
amendment  of  Section  1,  Canon  XII,  referred  to  them  by  the  last  Con- 
vention, that  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendment 
to  strike  out  in  the  seventh  line  of  Section  1,  Canon  XII  (old  number), 
after  the  word  "parish,"  the  balance  of  the  sentence,  and  insert  "shall 
be  suspended  from  representation  in  Convention  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  each  order." 

On  motion,  the  report  was  received  and  recommendation  adopted. 
(See  Appendix  19 — B.) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  submitted 
yesterday,  was  read,  and  changes  proposed  to  Canon  XII  (see  page  86, 
Journal,  1874),  were  considered  seriatim,  and  each  and  all  changes 
recommended  were  adopted.     (See  Appendix  No.  19 — C.) 
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The  supplemental  report  recommending  the  repeal  of  Article  9  of  the 
''Articles  of  association  for  organizing  parishes,"  submitted  yesterday, 
was  called  for,  and,  on  motion;  the  recommendation  embraced  therein 
was  adopted.    (See  Appendix  No.  19— D.) 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  was  presented,  and,  on  motion,  received  and  ordered  published 
in  the  Journal.     (See  Appendix  No.  12.) 

The  Convention  then  went  into  the  election  of  Missionary  Board, 
resulting  in  the  election  of  Revs.  Messrs.  Dunlop,  Githens  and  Batte, 

The  Rt.  Rev.  President  appointed  Mr.  E.  H.  Lycett  on  Committee  on 
Assessments  in  place  of  Mr.  Charles  Minnegerode,  who  was  absent. 

In  the  election  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Church  Extension,  the 
following  were  chosen :  Clerical — Revs.  Messrs.  Reed  and  Githens. 
Lay — Messrs.  Freeborn,  Gilkerson  and  Delafield. 

The  Committee  on  Assessments  asking  for  instructions,  the  Rev.  P. 
G.  Robert  oflfered  the  following  resolution  : 

Mesolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Assessments  be  allowed  to  use  a 
discretionarj'  power  in  calculating  the  percentage  on  the  pledged  salary 
of  Rectors  and  Missionaries. 

Rev.  E.  F.  Berkeley,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Resolved,  That  the  word  pledged,  in  the  resolution  of  Rev.  Mr.  Robert, 
be  changed  to  paid. 

On  motion,  the  amendment  was  lost.  Vote  being  taken  on  the  origi- 
nal resolution,  same  was  adopted. 

The  election  of  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  being  in  order,  Mr.  Joseph 
Franklin  was  re-elected  Treasurer. 

Rt  Rev.  President  stated  that  election  must  be  had  to  fill  a  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  "  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund,"  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  P.  G.  Robert.  Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Ingraham 
was  duly  elected. 

Also  election  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  ''  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,"  caused  bj'  the  resignation  of  Rev.  P.  G. 
Bobert,  and  by  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  Parker  Doan.  On  motion  of  Rev. 
J.  P.  T.  Ingraham,  Rev.  J.  W.  Dunn  was  duly  elected  in  place  of  Rev. 
P.  G.  Robert ;  and  on  motion  of  Hon.  W.  F.  Ferguson,  Mr.  Geo.  H. 
Gill  was  duly  elected  in  place  of  Mr.  J.  Parker  Doan. 

Geo.  H.  Gill,  Esq.,  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Convention  adjourns,  it  adjourns  to  meet 
next  year  at  St.  John's  Church,  St.  Louis. 

Many  other  Churches  were  named,  but  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Gill  was 
adopted. 

Rev.  F.  W.  Adams  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 
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Besolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  Rev. 
Edwin  Coan  and  his  assistants,  for  the  delightful  Choral  Sei-vice  at  the 
opening  services  of  this  Convention. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Adams,  was 
adopted :

Resolved^  That  the  different  Rectors,  Wardens,  and  VestrjTnen  of 
the  Churches  in  the  Diocese  of  Missouri  be  requested  by  this  Conven- 
tion to  make  known  to  churchmen  and  others,  the  great  advantage 
offered  by  the  school  under  the  charge  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  for  the  education  of  girls. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Rev.  E.  Talbot,  was,  on  motion, 
adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  the 
chufch  people  of  St.  Louis  for  the  kind  hospitality  extended  to  its  mem- 
bers during  its  session. 

Mr.  M.  W.  Alexander,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Assessments, 
presented  and  read  their  report.  Same  was,  on  motion,  received  and 
adopted.     (See  Appendix  No.  21.) 

Rev.  Geo.  C.  Betts,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Missions,  then  present- 
ed and  read  their  report.  Same  was,  on  motion,  received  and  resolu- 
tions embraced  therein  were  adopted.     (See  Appendix  No.  22.) 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Betts,  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  were 
tendered  to  Mr.  John  R.  Triple tt,  Secretary,  and  Mr.  D.  R.  Risley, 
Assistant  Secretary,  for  their  etticient  services  during  the  sessions  of 
this  Convention.  (For  report  of  Committee  on  Missionarj'  Traveling 
Expenses,  see  Appendix  24.) 

Rev.  George  C.  Betts  read  a  communication  from  St.  Louis,  Kansas 
City  and  Northern  Railway  Company,  offering  to  clergymen  and  lay 
delegates  a  great  reduction  for  a  trip  to  Denver  and  return,  and,  on 
motion  of  J.  T.  Douglass,  P^sq,,  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  were 
tendered  to  said  railroad  for  their  kind  offer. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  then  appointed  Rev.  Edwin  Coan  and 
Messrs.  Woodward  and  Risle}'  the  committee  to  assist  the  Secretarj'  in 
preparing  the  Journal  for  publication.  (For  Report  of  Missionary 
Host,  see  Appendix  25.) 

Mr.  M.  W.  Alexander  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 
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Resolvedy  That  after  the  usual  religious  services,  this  Convention 
adjourn  sinf*  die. 

After  appropriate  prayers  by  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Jennings,  M.  D.,  and 
the  benediction  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Conven- 
tion adjourned  sine  die.

THE  BISHOP  OF  MISSOURI 


Mt  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laitt  : 

It  is  a  merc}'  for  which  we  should  not  fail  to  render  thanks  to  God, 
on  the  very  threshold  of  our  meeting  together  in  annual  council,  that  we 
are  permitted  to  assemble  with  our  numbers  unbroken  by  death.  In 
the  rapid  growth  and  change  of  our  Western  life,  the  persons  composing 
the  Convention  from  year  to  3'ear  are  largely  strange  to  each  other,  and 
to  the  duties  and  work  in  hand.  The  familiar  faces  of  those  who  had 
become  wonted  to  our  interests  here  pass  away  to  meet  other  cares, 
while  we  are  glad  to  welcome  to  seats  in  this  assemblage  those  who  are 
newly  entering  into  the  work,  and  charged  with  an  office  of  responsibility. 

While,  however,  no  one  who  was  with  us  last  year  has  been  taken 
away  by  death,  I  fear  that  a  number  of  those  who  would  otherwise  have 
been  here,  and  would  have  greatly  aided  us  with  their  experience,  are 
detained  at  home  by  the  want  of  means  required  to  bring  them  to  Con- 
vention. And  to  those  who  are  toiling  faithfully  where  the  Church  is 
weak,  and  where  but  few  opportunities  are  had  in  the  year  for  coming 
into  contact  with  the  wider  religious  life  be^'ond  their  borders,  the 
deprivation  of  the  privilege  of  coming  to  our  annual  gatherings  is  a  real 
loss  and  grief.  To  them  I  would,  on  my  own  and  your  behalf,  send  out 
greetings  of  sympathy  and  brotherly  cheer. 

destitution  in  the  state. 

No  one  of  us,  doubtless,  has  been  without  reminders,  in  our  several 
departments  of  labor,  that  this  has  been  a  year  of  extreme  financial 
depression.  Indeed,  in  many  of  the  counties  of  the  State  there  has  been 
positive  destitution  and  want  to  a  degree  that  has  never  before  been 
known.  For  two  years  past  the  crops  have  been  short,  or  wholly  cut 
ofi* ;  thiS;  with  the  stagnation  in  manufacturing  and  commercial  interests, 
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and  the  checking  of  immigration,  has  been  verj'  trying  on  the  resources 
of  the  State.  And  just  as  we  were  on  the  verge  of  brighter  commercial 
and  agricultural  prospects,  we  are  threatened  with  a  plaguo  of  grass- 
hoppers, which  is  paralyzing  energies  and  checking  hopefulness.  If  the 
evil  should  spread  and  devastate  the  western  sections  of  the  State, 
which  are  now  threatened,  it  would  be  difficult  to  exaggerate  the  suffer- 
ings which  would  have  to  be  endured  next  winter.  But  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  the  indications  now  are  that  the  scourge  is  likely  to  pass  away 
from  us  at  any  rate,  and  that  the  energy  of  our  people  is  intent  upon 
making  this  a  prosperous  3'car. 

FAST   DAY. 

I  am  glad  to  notice  that  the  Governor  of  the  State  has  recommended 
that,  in  view  of  our  threatening  dangers,  the  third  day  of  next  month  be 
set  apart  as  a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer,  that  God  would  avert,  if 
possible.  His  judgments,  and,  in  any  event,  enable  us  to  receive  with 
patience  and  benefit  His  dealings  with  us.  In  this  recommendation  I 
heartily  join,  and  desire  that  the  Ministers  of  the  Diocese  assemble 
their  people  together  in  their  accustomed  places  of  worship,  for  religious 
service.  I  propose  to  set  forth  a  form  of  prayer  to  be  used  on  that 
occasion. 

DIMINUTION   IN  RECEIPTS   OP  THE   CHURCH. 

As  might  be  expected,  the  interests  of  the  Church  have  suffered 
daring  this  year  of  adversity,  as  all  other  interests  have  done.  Gener- 
ally the  point  at  which  economy  begins  is  where  thoughtfulness  and 
affection  have  been  least  drawn  out ;  that  is,  in  matters  that  have  to  do 
with  religion  and  the  Church.  Personal  habits  are  slow  to  change ; 
social  requirements  are  thought  to  be  imperative.  The  most  delicate 
barometer  of  approaching  hard  times  is  the  treasury  of  religious  and 
charitable  institutions.  It  marks  a  stringency  when  yet  distant  and 
not  certain ;  much  more  certainly  it  records,  in  exaggerated  form,  a 
pressure  that  is  actually  felt.  And  so  we  have  been  made  aware  of 
diminished  receipts  in  the  Church  ;  parish  finances  have  become  involved^ 
and  clergymen  have  been  called  upon  to  suffer;  debts  have  in  some 
caseH  been  incurred  or  increased  ;  new  enterprises  have  been  postponed  ; 
and  we  have  been  compelled  to  put  off,  until  better  times  shall  come, 
many  things  which  the  welfare  of  the  Church  requires  to  be  done. 

THE   SUFFERING   AND   INCONVENIENCE   CAUSED   THEREBY. 

Of  course^  I  recognize  in  the  times  now  indications  that  it  is  the  part 
of  Christian  prudence  to  be  patient  with  results ;  that  if  the  way  is 
stopped  by  God  in  the  withholding  of  prosperity,  it  is  only  His  way  of 
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intimating  that  the  times  are  not  ripe  for  action.  I  only  deploi*e  the 
bearing  which  this  condition  of  things  has  had  in  several  cases  in  causing 
want  and  suffering  to  some  of  our  most  devoted  and  laborious  clergymen. 
The  anxiety  has  not  been  paraded — indeed,  has  probably  hardly  been 
known  at  large  through  the  parishes  involved.  The  instinct  has  been  to 
conceal  what;  however,  the  consciousness  of  individual  delinqaencies 
could  have  revealed  to  thoughtful  parishioners  as  almost  necessarily  the 
fact.  If  one  has  come  short,  most  probably  others  have^  and  the  result 
to  the  treasurer  and  minister  is  inconvenience  and  distress. 

NEED    OP   BETTER   SYSTEM    AND   ORGANIZATION. 

The  lesson  coming  from  such  times  as  the  present  is  of  the  need  of 
organization  and  system  in  the  management  of  our  financial  matters  in 
the  Church.  When  times  are  prosperous,  then  a  certain  amount  of 
wastage,  a  but  partial  development  of  resources,  may  possibly  result  in 
no  danger  to  the  interests  with  which  we  are  charged.  But  now,  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  parish,  and  of  our  general  charities,  it 
is  indispensable  to  safety  that  all  legitimate  sources  of  income  be  called 
forth,  that  promptness  and  system  be  used  in  collections,  that  infor- 
mation and  motives  to  giving  be  quickened,  and  that  economy  and 
faithfulness  in  disbursing  be  insisted  upon. 

THE   church's   influence   MUCH   ENLARGED 

And  3^et,  considering  all  things,  I  think  that  we  have  verj'  much  to  be 
greatly  encouraged  over  in  the  condition  of  the  Diocese.  I  have  never 
had  such  pleasant  visitations  among  the  parishes  as  I  have  had  this 
year.  As  I  compare  the  extent  of  the  field  covered  now  by  the  Church 
with  what  it  was  when  I  first  entered  upon  duty,  I  am  impressed  by  the 
great  amount  of  growth  and  increase  in  the  influence  of  the  Church. 
The  interests  concerned  are  larger  and  more  intricate.  In  sections  and 
communities  where  a  little  while  ago  we  were  unknown,  and  the  service  had 
never  been  said,  we  have  now  influential  parishes.  The  relation  between 
ministers  and  parishes,  too,  in  general,  and  so  far  as  it  came  under  my 
observation,  has  been  singularly  pleasant.  There  have  been  pleasing 
signs  of  prosperitj^  and  harmony. 

NEW   WORK    BEGUN    AND    OLD    DEBTS   PAID. 

Fewer  new  enterprises  have  been  undertaken,  in  the  way  of  building 
or  improvement,  than  would  have  been  started  had  the  year  been  a  more 
propitious  one.  But  it  is  pleasant  to  record  that,  while  money  in  the 
interior  has  commanded  such  a  high  rate  of  interest,  we  have  not  lost 
any  of  our  property  by  forced  sale  on  account  of  debts.     On  the  other 
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hand,  we  have  advanced  in  many  places.  Trinity  Church,  Marshall, 
has  teen  built  during  the  year — the  first  of  our  Churches  in  Saline 
County — and  paid  for,  and  will  be  consecrated  next  month.  Grace 
Parish,  Kansas  City,  has  erected  a  very  neat  Church,  leaving  only  such 
a  moderate  amount  of  debt  as  can,  I  think,  be  very  readily  managed 
and  soon  paid.  I  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  by  the  generosity 
of  one  of  the  parishioners,  the  bonded  debt,  which  has  for  years  been 
crippling  the  energies  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Kansas  City,  will,  within  a 
few  weeks,  be  paid.  St.  Paul's  Church,  South  St.  Louis,  has  about 
completed  the  payment,  with  the  generous  help  of  others  without  the 
parish,  of  the  large  debt  which  a  year  ago  threatened  the  extinction  of 
the  parish.  St.  Mary's,  Savannah,  has,  during  the  year,  built  at  the 
cost  of  much  sacrifice  a  neat  Church,  being  helped  thereto  by  the 
generous  benefaction  of  a  churchman  in  New  York.  St.  John's, 
Cameron,  has  given  out  its  contract  for  a  new  Church,  for  which  they 
will  have  the  means  for  payment  in  full  when  it  is  completed.  Christ; 
Moberly,  has  nearly  completed  the  payment  of  its  entire  debt;  and  will 
be  ready  for  consecration,  I  hope,  at  my  next  visit.  St.  Paul's,  Carroll- 
toD;  also  proposes  to  have  its  debt,  which  had  given  it  anxiety,  all 
paid,  so  as  to  be  ready  for  consecration  in  the  fall.  Grace,  Chillicothe, 
and  All  Saints,  Nevada,  have  largel}*  reduced  their  debts  during  the 
year. 

ONLY   POSSIBLE   BY   MEANS   OF    SELF-DENIAL. 

Taken  together,  this  is  a  record  of  solid  advance  and  achievement 
during  this  difficult  year,  which  is  remarkable  and  most  creditable. 
And,  with  the  exception  of  one  of  the  instances  named,  all  this  has 
been  done  in  the  smaller  communities,  where  the  Church  is  weak,  and 
where  distress  has  been  particularly  pressing.  You  may  assume  that 
back  of  all  this  result  there  has  been  a  Christian  devotion,  and  intelligent 
and  enthusiastic  adhesion  to  the  distinctive  principles  of  the  Church, 
and  a  readiness  to  subordinate  personal  indulgences  to  a  desire  for 
religious  privileges,  which  make  the  result  more  marked  and  significant. 

SMALL  CHURCHES  NEEDED. 

Besides  this,  in  several  localities,  arrangements  are  being  made  which 
will  result,  within  a  few  months,  I  hope,  in  the  erection  of  small  Churches. 
We  have  not  yet  reached  the  time  in  our  interior  communities  for  the 
building  of  expensive  Churches.  And  yet  we  must  have  places  in  which 
our  people  may  gather,  and  our  worship  be  impressively  celebrated. 
And  we  must  have  what  Churches  our  present  limited  means  are  able  to 
afford. 
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CHURCH    BUILDING    SOCIETY. 

In  order  to  the  placing  of  the  matter  of  help  for  building  our  Churches 
upon  a  more  regular  and  systematic  basis,  it  is  proposed  to  restore  to 
working  order  the  Church  Building  Societ}',  which  was  organized  and 
incorporated  in  the  Diocese  several  yesLrs  ago.  It  will  enable  those 
persons  and  parishes  who  ma}-  desire  to  contribute  to  what  is  sure  to  be 
a  permanent  and  ever-recurring  need  in  the  Diocese,  to  give  through  an 
agency  which  is  likely  to  last,  and  dispense  its  funds  Intel ligentl}'  and 
to  the  largest  result.  And  it  will  enable  those  who  desire  help  to  know 
on  what  terms  it  ma}*  be  granted.  I  hope  that  those  who  desire  to  rid 
themselves  of  personal  importunity  on  this  subject,  and  to  save  the 
clergy  from  many  mortifying  applications  from  door  to  door,  will  make 
their  offerings  to  this  Society,  and  with  the  greater  liberality,  as  they 
have  the  assurance  that  a  wise  judgment  will  direct  their  use. 

DIOCESAN   MISSIONS. 

I  had  manj'  anxieties  about  the  safety  of  our  missionary  work  at  the 
beginning  of  the  j'ear.  Certain  circumstances,  to  which  I  shall  not  more 
fully  allude  than  to  say  that  the}'  gave  me  the  greatest  distress,  which  I 
have  experienced  during  my  Episcopate,  seemed  to  threaten  the  vigorous 
prosecution  of  our  aggressive  Church  work  in  the  Diocese.  So  many 
persons  are  disinclined  au}*  way  to  give  to  what  is  at  a  distance,  to  what 
does  not  minister  to  their  own  comfoit,  that  the  slightest  shock  will  teod 
to  abridge  missionary  gifts.  This,  added  to  the  singular  stringency  in 
money  matters  through  the  Diocese,  has  resulted  in  a  diminution  of  our 
receipts  ;  but  not,  I  am  happy  to  say,  in  any  such  measure  as  to  cripple 
our  operations.  The  reports  of  the  Missiouar^^  Society  and  the  Mis- 
sionary Board  will  be  laid  before  you,  and  they  will  be  the  subjects  of 
special  consideration  to-morrow  night ;  and  while  they  will  show  that 
some  parishes  have  done  less  than  might  have  been  expected,  others 
have  done  remarkably  well. 

VACANCIES   TO    BE    FILLED. 

Several  of  our  clergymen  have  removed  from  the  Diocese,  and  their 
parishes  have  found  difficulty  in  raising  the  means  to  fill  their  places. 
This,  and  the  difficulty  in  finding  ministers  fitted  to  our  work,  have 
caused,  to  my  regret,  some  vacancies  to  continue  longer  than  I  could 
wish.  This  has  prevented  some  drafts  on  our  missionary  treasur}' 
which  were  expected,  and  leaves  us,  after  paying  promptly  all  the 
stipends  as  they  have  fallen  due,  with  such  a  balance  in  hand,  about 
$1500,  as  will  carry  us  through  the  summer,  when  receipts  are  always 
light. 
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TIME   PROPITIOUS    FOR   HOKK    ENLARGED    MISSIONARY   WORK, 

We  have  not  yet  at  all  approached  the  measure  of  our  duty  or  ability 
in  this  most  important  department  of  our  work.  Our  missionary 
receipts  were  greater  when,  a  few  years  ago,  our  number  of  communi- 
cants was  not  half  of  what  it  is  now.  Wisconsin,  a  Western  Diocese, 
with  no  large  cities  in  it,  last  year,  with  no  Bishop  at  its  head,  and  with 
a  number  of  communicants  the  same  as  ours,  gave  to  its  missions  twice 
as  much  as  we  have  given  this  year.  Facts  presented  monthly'  in  our 
Diocesean  paper,  showing  the  strong  growth,  the  faithful  labors,  the 
encouraging  results,  from  our  outlays  in  the  Diocese,  give  the  most 
urgent  incentives  to  liberal  contributions.  They  show  a  rate  of  increase 
which  gives  our  Diocese  a  high  rank  among  tbe  other  Dioceses  in  the 
laud.  I  have  not  known  a  time  when,  at  avevy  point,  there  is  such  an 
absence  of  prejudice,  and  such  a  sure  promise  of  large  spiritual  increase 
to  efforts  put  forth.  Again  1  must  plead  with  the  Rectors  to  state  the 
case  before  their  people,  and  urge  those  motives  to  helpfulness  to  our 
feebler  brethren,  which  will  surely  return  in  blessings  temporal  and 
spiritual  to  ourselves.  As  an  evidence  of  this,  I  would  state  that  the 
amount  of  money  raised  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  Diocese  last 
year,  by  the  parts  outside  of  this  city  and  county,  was  fully  two-thirds 
of  the  entire  amount  which  was  assessed  upon  the  whole  Diocese  when 
I  assumed  the  charge  of  it.  No  outlay  is  wiser  than  the  practical 
encouragement  of  incipient  enterprises  now.  It  widens  the  basis  over 
which  the  common  burdens  may  be  distributed. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

The  number  of  confirmations  for  the  year,  454,  while  not  so  great 
as  that  reported  last  year,  is  up  to  the  average  of  past  years.  I  might 
have  expected  more  results  in  some  places,  but  in  others  the  returns 
have  been  surprisingly  large.  Of  these  I  ma}'  instance  St.  James' 
Church,  Macon  City,  and  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Oak  Hill. 

CHDRCH   PRINCIPLES   TO    BE    FAITHFULLY   TAUGHT. 

In  these  places,  and  in  others  in  which  Church  work  is  proceeding 
vigorously,  among  the  other  elements  which  are  leading  to  success  is  a 
strong  and  systematic  pushing  of  the  Sunday  School  work,  with  a  stead}' 
inculcation  of  definite  Christian  principles,  and  of  the  distinctive 
features  of  our  Church,  and  a  development  of  the  singing  power  of  the 
children.  As  the  clergy  are  by  general  law,  in  addition  to  their  general 
religious  instruction,  required  to  inform  their  people  as  to  the  doctrines, 
constitution  and  liturgy  of  the  Church,  so  the  opportunities  afforded  by 
the  Sunday  School  give  special  occasions  which  should  be  diligently 
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used  for  enforcing,  in  a  persistent  and  orderly  way,  definite  Christian 
and  Churchly  principles,  which  will  remain  in  the  mind,  and  sabseqaently 
affect  the  life.  As  the  facilities  for  such  consecutive  teaching  are  being 
more  abundantly  furnished  now,  I  am  glad  to  see  that  they  are  being 
adopted  more  and  more  extensively  in  our  Sunday  Schools. 

IMPORTANCE   OF   SUNDAT   SCHOOLS. 

As  I  would  say  to  parents,  have  your  children  baptized^  and  thas 
brought  early  within  the  blessings  of  the  covenant,  and  then  fhlfill 
faithfully  towards  them  the  duties  of  Christian  parents  and  sponsors; 
so  I  would  say  to  ministers,  use  an  affectionate  solicitude  in  gathering 
the  children  into  the  Sunday  School ;  secure  as  faithful  teachers  as y oar 
materials  will  furnish ;  have,  if  possible;  a  service  in  which  you  can  go 
over  the  lessons  with  them  ;  prepare  for  catechizing  as  carefully  as  for 
preaching  ;  encourage  the  heartiest  singing  among  the  children  ;  do  this, 
and  you  will  have  a  constant  supply  of  well-informed  candidates  for 
confirmation. 

COMMON   SCHOOL   SYSTEM   GOOD,   BUT   IMPERFECT. 

I  have  never  been  disposed  to  rail  at  our  common  school  system.  I 
recognize  that  it  does  not  give,  as  perhaps  it  does  not  profess  to  give,  a 
complete  and  all-sided  education.  It  leaves  out  of  view,  as  unable  to 
be  reached  by  it,  the  spiritual  nature  and  duties  of  man.  But  as  an 
accompaniment  of  universal  suffrage,  which  has  been  engrafted  on  our 
political  system,  there  must  go  an  universal  education.  This  is  the 
mere  dictate  of  safety.  Evil  comes  only  when  in  thinking  that  a 
secular  education  is  complete,  attention  is  withdrawn  from  that  religious 
culture,  that  training  of  the  affections,  that  purging  and  elevatuig  of  the 
motives,  which  the  Christian  home  life,  the  Sunday  School,  and  the 
Church,  must  scrupulously  take  heed  to 

CHURCH   SCHOOLS    NEEDFUL. 

But  while  this  is  the  case,  and  we  can  in  this  country  expect  no 
general  education,  such  as  our  political  exigencies  require,  which  shall 
have  in  it  a  distinctly  Christian  element,  this  should  not  prevent  us  in 
the  Church  from  furnishing  to  those  of  our  people  who  can  have  the 
advantage  of  it,  the  facilities  for  an  education  which  shall  be  thorough 
and  generous,  and  at  the  same  time  penetrated  all  through  with  a 
Christian  tone.  How  unsatisfactory  and  superficial  Christian  training 
otherwise  is  apt  to  be  we  all  know.  The  secular  education  is  thought 
to  cover  all  facts,  and  be  complete.  At  any  rate,  its  exactions  on  the 
young  persons'  time  and  strength  are  so  great  that  there  is  no  time  for 
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anything  else.  The  sponsors  remit  their  duty  to  the  parents.  The 
parents  think  that  it  will  be  attended  to  in  the  Sunday  School.  The 
Sunday  School  is  hurried,  and  its  work  is  fragmentary  and  irregular. 
What  is  needed,  where  it  can  at  all  be  had,  is  an  education  which  shall 
be  founded  on  divine  truth,  which  shall  not  only  give  power,  but  affect 
the  will  to  use  the  power  aright,  and  which  shall  carry  the  motives  to 
right  living  back  to  an  organic  union  with  Christ. 

THE    sisters'   school. 

I  therefore  rejoice  in  the  auspicious  beginning,  during  the  past  year, 
of  the  Church  School  for  girls;  under  the  charge  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the 
Good  Shepherd.  The  favor  which  it  has  met  with  from  the  first,  and 
the  fact  that  it  has  sustained  itself  during  its  first  and  experimental 
year,  and  in  spite  of  the  disastrous  fire  which  has  so  sadly  crippled  it; 
are  most  pleasant  features.  The  thoroughness  of  the  teaching,  and  the 
delightful  atmosphere  and  pervading  tone  of  the  School,  explain  why 
the  acceptableness  of  the  School  has  been  so  manifest  and  immediate  ; 
and  the}'  inspire  the  hope  that  the  next  3*ear  will  witness  a  success  still 
more  marked  and  assured.  Those  children  are  happy  whose  characters 
can  be  formed  under  the  hallowed  intiuence  and  peaceful  shelter  of  that 
roof. 

ST.  Paul's  college. 

St.  Paal's  College  has  been  under  the  efficient  charge,  during  the  last 
year,  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scheetz.  Its  patronage  has  not  been  satisfactory. 
This,  in  the  present  and  former  years,  has  in  great  part  been  due  to  the 
divided  interests  involved.  When,  therefore,  a  few  months  since,  cor- 
respondence was  opened  b}'  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright;  the  late  President 
of  the  College,  with  me^  for  a  purchase  of  the  property^  that  he  might 
carry  on  the  School  on  his  own  account,  it  was  favored  as  likely  to  place 
the  School  under  that  close,  personal,  undivided  headship  which  would 
be  likely  to  bring  to  it  success.  The  negotiations  have  not  yet  been 
finally  closed ;  but  the  Diocese  can  be  assured  that,  if  Dr.  Wainwright 
assumes  the  charge,  he  will,  with  the  assistance  which  he  will  call  about 
him,  and  his  own  culture  and  experience,  and  business  habits,  have  a 
school  whose  training  will  be  thorough,  and  whose  influence  on  the 
character  of  those  who  attend  it  will  be  healthy  and  good. 

MISSIONARY   HOST. 

The  Sunday  School  Missionary  Host,  whose  anniversary  will  be  held 
next  Sunday,  as  usual,  in  Christ  Church,  has  continued  its  usefVil  work 
daring  the  year.  Considering  that  its  receipts  come  in  such  small 
atnonnts,  I  am  astonished  at  the  large  aggregate  of  its  contributions  to 
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our  common  work.  It  has  given  more  than  $600  to  the  missionary  work 
of  the  Diocese ;  and  besides  having  thus  its  missionary  working  in  a 
peculiarly  difficult  and  extensive  field,  in  the  north-eastern  part  of  the 
Diocese,  it  is  sustaining,  in  large  part,  a  flourishing  Sunday  School  in 
the  north-western  part  of  this  cit}',  where,  in  no  long  'time  hence,  a 
vigorous  parish  will  be  in  existence.  It  has  a  bright  record,  and  I  only 
pray  that  its  usefulness  may  be  still  more  widelj'^  increased. 

EXTERNAL   MISSIONARY   HELP. 

We  have  received,  for  our  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese,  the  same 
amount  from  the  Domestic  Committee  which  was  appropriated  to  ns  last 
year;  and  besides  this,  the  households  of  man\'  of  our  missionaries 
have  been  gladdened  by  the  well-stocked  boxes  of  clothing  and  supplies 
which  have  been  sent  by  the  thoughtful  kindness  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
Societies.  No  one  could  know  better  than  I  of  what  great  help  these 
blessed  gifts  have  been. 

MISSIONARY   WORK   IN    ST.    LOUIS. 

At  our  last  Convention  our  missionary  work  in  this  city  was  placed  iu 
the  charge  of  a  distinct  committee,  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  in 
St.  Louis.  This  action  was  rendered  necessarj'  by  the  growing  propor- 
tions of  our  work  here,  and  by  the  special  conditions  and  circumstances 
of  missionary  effort  in  this  great  metropolis.  We  have  now  under  the 
care  of  this  Board,  St.  Paul's  Church,  South  St.  Louis ;  St.  Mark's 
Mission,  among  the  Germans ;  Good  Sliepherd  Mission,  near  the 
Arsenal ;  St.  James*  Church,  Elleardsville  ;  Advent  Mission.  Besides 
these,  although  not  a  charge  upon  the  Board,  we  have  the  Mission  of  Our 
Saviour  to  the  colored  people,  and  a  Mission  School,  where  services 
have  been  held,  near  the  corner  of  Cass  and  Glasgow  avenues.  This 
recital  will  show  the  marked  increase  of  our  aggressive  efforts  in  this 
city. 

WORK    AMONG   THE    COLORED    PEOPLE. 

A  feature  that  will  be  noticed  is  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year 
we  have  begun  work  among  the  colored  people,  as  just  before  the  last 
Convention  we  had  begun  work  among  the  Germans.  The  mission  under 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson  is  presenting  many  very  hopeful  features ;  his 
school  has  overrun  its  limited  accommodations.  I  have  confirmed  a 
number  of  persons,  and  it  has  secured  strong  friends.  An  effort  is  now 
making  to  secure  the  means  with  which  a  building  for  Church  and  School- 
house  may  be  erected  ;  handsome  gifts  for  this  purpose  have  been 
received  from  abroad.  1  hope  tliat  this  most  important  object  may  he 
accomplished. 
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IMPORTANCE   OF   STRENGTHENING   THE   CHURCH   IN    $T.    LOUIS. 

It  would  seem  as  though  no  argument  was  needed  to  prove  the  interest 
and  urgency  of  missionary  work  among  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
this  great  city.  And  yet  the  practical  recognition  of  it  has  been  ver}' 
small.  For  the  thousands  which  were  in  a  general  way  promised,  and 
which  could  be  profitably  used,  we  have  only  received  a  few  hundreds. 
I  am  bound  to  believe  that  there  must  be  scores  of  persons  who  recog- 
nize the  importance  of  the  Churchl}'  principle  to  build  up  the  centre, 
who  have  not  as  yet  become  contributors  to  the  funds  of  the  Board,  and 
who  need  only  the  statement  that  its  needs  now  are  extreme,  to  have 
them  contribute  to  the  agency  to  which  the  Diocese  has  entrusted  the 
care  and  support  of  our  missionary  work  in  this  immense  centre. 

ORDINATIONS. 

The  number  of  ordinations  in  the  Diocese  during  the  last  year  has 
again  been  very  large,  four  having  been  admitted  to  Deacon's,  and  six 
to  Priest's  orders.  This  has  reduced  our  list  of  candidates  for  orders  to 
five,  although  there  are  six  other  persons,  Postulants,  some  of  whom  are 
at  Nashotah,  who  are  preparing  to  become  candidates.  It  still  continues 
to  be  a  marvel  to  me  why,  from  our  larger  parishes  and  communities, 
there  should  appear  from  year  to  year  hardly  a  single  student  for  the 
ministry,  but  that  the  principal  supply  for  our  wants  should  be  from 
those  who  have  in  later  years  been  won  to  the  Church  by  its  claims  and 
beauty.  It  should  be  a  question  seriously  pondered  b}-  parent,  and 
minister,  and  sponsor,  and  youth,  why  the  rightful  claim  which  God  has 
upon  their  personal  consecration  to  His  special  service  should  be  by  so 
many  persons  disregarded. 

THEOLOGICAL   SEMINARIES. 

As  in  years  past,  so  this  year,  our  candidates  have  used,  with  great 
advantage  to  themselves  and  their  future  work^  the  rarb  advantages 
placed  within  their  reach  by  the  institutions  at  Nashotah  and  Faribault, 
from  which  the  Diocese  has  received  back  more  than  it  will  ever  be  able 
to  repay.     We  should  remember  them  in  our  contributions. 

SOCIETY   FOR  THE   INCREASE   OP   THE   MINISTRY. 

With  the  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the* Ministry  the  same  satisfactory 
business  arrangements  continue  as  before,  by  which  we  receive  for  our 
candidates,  and  all  of  them  require  assistance,  ten  per  cent,  in  addition 
to  the  gross  sum  which  we  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Society-.  The 
advantage  which  the  Society  is  to  us,  is  that  by  the  statements  of  its 
agents  it  places  before  our  people,  in  a  strong  way,  the  facts  concerning 
the  inadequate  supply^  to  our  ministry,  and  presents  a  ready  channel  by 
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which,  without  expense  to  ourselves,  the  offerings  of  the  people  buit^ 
applied  to  the  object.  It  most  be  remembered.  howeTa*.  that  with  the 
exception  of  the  ten  per  cent,  in  addition,  we  only  receire  bade  what  we 

have  ourselves  contributed.    And  it  has  been  only  br  the  doses;!  eooMHar 

•     •  • 

that  so  many  persons  who  are  now  doing  faithful  serrice  hmre  been 
assisted  into  the  ministry  with  the  limited  means  at  our  Hi^pfmrnl,  It  is 
a  pity  that  our  hands  should  be  stayed  from  assistance  when  woiti^ 
persons  are  offering  themselves  for  the  ministry :  and  all,  bat  espedallv 
those  who  have  themselves  been  aided,  should  see  that  this  usefiil  Society 
is  remembered  among  the  offerings  of  the  year. 

KUMBSa  OF  CLKRGT. 

The  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  now  number  48,  and  we  hmre  ner^  had 
more  in  our  history.  I  look  for  an  addition  also  to  our  numbers,  when 
several  of  our  vacant  parishes  shall  be  supplied. 

ORPHAJrs'   HOME. 

Our  times  of  adversity  have  tried  the  constancy  of  the  friends  of  the 

Orphans'  Home :  but  while  the  managers  are  not  able  to  report  so  laige 

a  balance  brought  over  to  this  year,  and  are  still  embarrassed  by  the 

debt  caused  by  their  inability  to  sell  their  old  property,  yet  the  reoeipto 

have,  by  the  indefatigable  energies  of  the  ladies,  been  kept  up  remari:- 

ably  well :  the  number  of  children  in  the  Home  is  larger  than  usual,  and 

the  internal  management  is  reported  as  being  very  pleasant  and  satis- 

factorv. 

ST.  lcke's  HOSPrrAL. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  comes  to  us  this  year  as  it  did  last  year,  out  of 
debt.  This,  however,  has  been  largely  due  to  the  energy  of  its  trustees, 
who  made  themselves  responsible  for  deficiencies,  rather  than  that  the 
Hospital  should  come  to  its  annual  meeting  in  debt.  What  the  future 
of  the  institution  will  be,  it  must  be  left  to  its  friends  to  determine. 
Useful  always,  circumstances  have  rendered  it  particularly  necessarr 
that  there  should  be  a  Hospital  down  town  now.  It  is  utterly  necessarr 
that  there  should  be  a  building  fitted  to  its  use,  and  until  this  is  secured 
the  existence  of  the  Hospital  must  be  precarious.  I  should  be  willing 
that  it  should  curtail  its  dimensions,  and  reduce  its  present  expenses,  if 
only  in  this  way  we  could  the  sooner  achieve  the  result  of  a  building  of 
our  own  for  the  Hospital.

The  growing  extent  of  the  work  in  the  Diocese  forces  me  to  do  what 
1  have  long  been  hesitating  to  announce,  that  I  shall  only  be  able  to 
make  m\'  official  visits  to  the  Churches  of  the  Diocese  once  in  each  year.

He  had  only  been 
associated  with  us  for  ten  years,  having  been  confirmed  in  April,  18G5,  uut  he  had 
entered  most  heartilyjnto  the  work  of  the  Parish  and  the  Diocese,  and  he  has  left  a 
record  of  generous  acts,  as  well  as  an  example  of  modest,  earnest,  and  consistent  piety. 

Another  aged  disciple,  who  had  served  her  Master  well  for  over  sixty  years  in  the 
Church,  but  the  hallowed  influence  of  whose  life  we,  as  a  Parish,  had  been  permitted 
to  share  only  for  the  past  seven  years-^Mrs.  Harriet  Duane^ — at  the  ripe  age  of  eighty- 
one  years,  on  Palm  Sunday,  was  gathered  to  her  Father.  Added  to  these  were  Mrs. 
Hayward,  for  more  than  forty  years  a  consistent  communicant,  and  a  lovely  example 
of  patient  submission,  and  Mrs.  Daniels  and  Mrs.  Bodian,  both  ripe  in  yeurs  and 
Christian  graces,  and  Mrs.  Dr.  Jordan,  in  the  vigor  of  youth,  with  a  heart  full  of  love 
for  her  friends,  of  kindness  and  sympathy  for  the  poor,  and  of  devotion  to  her 
Saviour. 

This  is  a  sad  record  of  loss  for  a  single  Parish  in  one  year,  and  the  prayer  of  the 
Hector  is  that  its  chastening  influences  may  be  felt  in  weaning  those  who  profess  to  be 
the  followers  of  a  self-denying  MastiT  from  an  inordinate  love  of  the  world,  and  in 
leading  them  so  to  follow  His  blessed  saints  in  all  virtuous  and  godly  living,  that  they 
may  come  to  the  unspeakable  joys  which  He  has  prepared  for  all  them  who  unfeignedly 
love  Him.

I  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  May  31st  (Trinity  Sunday),  1874,  and  commenced  my 
labors^  ttio  second  Sunday  after  Trinity.  The  field  was  altogether  a  new  one,  and  at  first  I 
met  with  but  little  encouragement  from  my  people,  they  being  mostly  Methodists  and 
Baptists,  or  attendants  at  those  churches,  and  were  prejudiced  against  our  church. 
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However,  by  assiduous  efforts,  I  succeeded  in  gathering  a  small  number  in  the  chapel 
of  Trinity  Church,  where,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Coan  and 
vestry,  I  have  held  services  nearly  every  Sunday  since.  The  prejudice  which  manifested 
itself  so  strongly  at  first,  I  am  happy  to  say,  is  fast  dying  out,  and  more  kindly  feelings 
prevail;  yet,  in  order  to  assure  the  complete  success  of  our  Mission,  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  we  have  a  suitable  place  of  worship  of  our  own,  where  we  can  have 
Sunday  morning  and  evening  services,  being  hours  more  convenient  for  the  people. 
By  having  a  church  of  our  own  our  success  would  be  assured,  as  many  personn  have 
promised  to  Join,  and  others,  formerly  church  people,  but  for  the  want  of  a  church 
tmilding  among  our  people,  are  now  in  other  denominations,  will  return  to  the  church 
they  love  best.  I  am  greatly  encouraged  in  the  success  that  has  attended  our  Sunday 
and  Day  Schools,  particularly  the  latter,  which  at  present  numbers  nearly  fifty  pupils, 
and  would  be  much  larger  but  for  want  of  more  room  and  a  better  locution.  The  room 
now  used  is  entirely  too  small,  is  poorly  lighted  and  illy  ventilated.  I  feel  that  the  Lord 
blesses  and  sustains  me  in  my  efforts,  and  um  encouraged  to  continue  His  holy  work. 
These  remarks  would  be  incomplete  if  I  did  not  make  mention  collectively  of  those 
aasodated  with  me  in  this  work ;  all  have  been  earnest  and  kind  in  their  assistance 
given  me.  I  also  embrace  this  opportunity  to  return  thanks  to  our  beloved  Bishop,  the 
Bector  and  Trinity  Parish,  the  Rector  and  Parish  of  Holy  Communion,  the  Rector  and 
St.  John's  Parish,  also  the  Rector  and  Christ  Church  Parish,  and  the  many  friends  who

I  find  it  nearly  impossible  to  give  an  accurate  report  of  my  German  work  during  the 
last  year,  because  there  has  been  an  interval  of  about  two  months  when  I  wa«  in  (^eve- 
land,  Ohio.  My  staying  there  was  a  damage  to  my  body,  my  pocket,  and  particnlarlj 
my  work  here.  From  my  $400  stipend  here,  I  received  960  less.  In  Cleveland  I  hMst 
not  got  a  cent.  My  Sunday  scholars  here  were  gone  to  other  Churches,  and  the  peopk 
w^cre  discouraged  and  uncertain  about  my  continued  remaining  here  in  the  ftature. 

In  such  circumstances  I  took  up  the  old  work.  According  to  the  recommendatioii  of 
the  Bishop,  I  commenced  in  the  Mission  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  third  Sunday  is 
Lent,  and  had  services  there  four  times,  which  were  but  little  attended. 

In  the  meanwhile  I  rented  the  hall  formerly  used  by  me,  at  917  per  month.  At 
my  own  expense  I  removed  the  Mission  things  back,  bought  oil  for  my  Mission  hmpi, 
tickets  and  pictures  for  Sunday  School,  and  opened  my  services  here  on  Easter  Sunday. 
Since  this  time  I  held  services  every  Sunday  at  10  a.  m.  and  7.80  P.  M.,  and  also  on 
Thursday  at  7.90  P.  M.  The  attendamre  was  tm  good  as  could  be  expected,  90  on  the 
ttverajfe,  persons  of  all  denominations;  and  the  Holy  Communion  I  have  administered 
()nc(^  to  8  persons. 

The  Sunday  School,  at  2.80  p.  M.,  which  I  commenced  with  7,  has  increased  to  K 
scholars. 

I  have  a  choir  of  16,  and  practice  singing  Tuesday  and  Friday,  at  7.30  p.  m. 

A  girl  of  my  first  scholars,  now  a  communicant,  I  have  instructed  to  play  on  the 
organ.    She  is  now  our  organist.    Our  little  organ  is  a  gift  from  Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler. 

All  the  souls  who  have  attended  the  services,  the  singing  and  Sunday  S<>hooI,  amouDt 
at  least  to  120. 

I  tliink  1  and  the  Cliurch  need  to  be  very  thankful  towards  God  for  these  bles:<ingt. 
They  ought  to  encourage  us  all  to  go  on  still  more  faithfully  in  this  extraonlinary  work 
among  the  thousands  of  Germans  in  this  city. 

But  to  obtain  such  results  it  is  necessary  to  have  ji  Chapel  for  our  own  servioei, 
because  my  countrymen  do  not  like  to  att^^nd  services  in  a  private  house,  partiCularlj 
as  the  Methodists  have  built  here  a  German  Thiirch. 

I  comprehend  very  well  how  difflcult  it  is  for  our  dear  Bishop  to  give  me  permlKsioii, 
advice  and  authority  to  build  a  Chapel ;  l>ut  this  first  German  work  is  an  extraordinarr 
department,  and  demands  unusual  prayers,  labor  :ind  money.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

At  date  of  last  report  there  was  on  hand  in  cash  ^1,475.52.  Since  that  time  there  has 
been  received  from  47  Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations  the  sum  of  9^7.94,  on  account  of 
interest  942,  and  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  on  account  of  loan  to  the  Diocese  9900, 
making  a  total  of  receipts  from  all  sources  of  $649.94.  The  expenditures  on  account  of 
tills  fund  hnvo  been  $4^.95,  for  purposes  as  follows,  viz :  For  taxes  and  repairs  on 
Episcopal  residence,  $319.10;  for  insurance  on  same,  9^*oO;  for  taxes  on  lands  owned 
by  the  fund,  $43.70;  for  legal  services  to  H.  H.  Harding,  Esq.,  911-06;  for  recording 
deed  of  trust  for  loan  on  real  estate,  $1.50;  correcting  error  in  last  report,  9^.00.  We 
record,  with  gratitude  to  the  giver,  the  pleasing  fact  that  at  last  one  member  of  the 
Church,  when  about  to  arrange  her  earthly  affairs,  remembered  this  fUnd,  and  set  an 
example  which  we  trust  will  not  be  forgotten  by  others.  The  late  Mrs.  Duane,  the 
mothcr-in-Iaw  of  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  bequeathed  to  thisfiind  $900, 
which  will  be  paid  so  soon  as  process  in  the  Probate  (?ourt  will  allow. 

The  assets  of  the  fund  consist  of  lands  in  St.  Clair  and  Henry  counties,  of  a  debt 
due  from  the  Diocese  of  91,72(>.5r),  of  11  loan  on  real  estate  for  9^00,  of  bequest  Irom  Mrs. 
Duane,  $500,  and  of  cash  on  hand,  $1,187.51.  The  Board  have  not  found  any  one  willing 
to  make  an  offer  for  the  lands  in  St.  Clair  and  Henry  counties.

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Paurw  College  begs  leave  to  submit  to 
the  Convention  the  Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  together  with  the 
Treasurer's  Report. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  had  to  borrow  two  thousand  dollarn 
to  comply  with  their  engagements  to  Dr.  Corbyn,  and  that  said  amount  was  due  last 
February,  but  arrangements  were  made  to  continue  the  loan  for  another  year.  The 
interest  upon  this  debt  has  been  regularly  paid,  and  about  two  hundred  dollars  has 
been  expended  for  repairs  on  the  College  property,  and  there  is  a  balance  of  two  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents  in  cosh  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 
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1  regr(*t  to  have  to  repttrt  to  the  Convention  that  St.  Paul-s  Collej^e  has  received  far 
less  attention  and  patronage  than  itn  merits  deserve.  As  an  institution  where  wild 
learning,  moral  and  religious  training,  and  the  benign  influences  of  a  highly  cultivated 
family  influence  have  an  abiding  place,  no  institution  in  the  land  is  its  superior. 

In  July  last  Dr.  Wainwright  resigned  the  Presidency  of  the  College,  and  removed  to 
( 'olorudo ;  and  at  the  same  time,  that  honored  and  most  worthy  Presbyter,  the  Be?. 
K.  B.  Scheetz.  was  electa  President,  and  has  carried  on  the  College  since  that  time,  and 
1  fear  at  considerable  sacrifice  to  himself  and  family,  and  now  he  haM  tendered  biti 
n^Hignation,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  of  July.  There  seems  to  be  an  opinion  prevalent 
that  our  Public  Schools  afford  all  the  faciliticM  requisite  for  an  education,  and  that,  with 
hi^b  taxes  for  the  support  of  schools,  has  had  a  tendency  to  depress  and  discourage  all 
other  ellbrts  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  eilucation,  and  to  carry  it  to  the  higher  r^ons  of 
religion  and  morality. 

It  is  believed  that  arrangements  now  in  progresH  will  soon  t>c  perfei-ted,  which  will 
enable  the  College  to  be  opened  at  the  regular  time,  with  veteran  Professors,  who  have 
already  earned  reputations  as  educators.  The  good  oflUcer*  of  Clergy  and  Laity  are 
asked  in  behalf  of  this  Institution.

The  Secretary,  iu  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  reHpectfully  Hubmitf<  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Dioeene  and  the  friends  of  the  institution  our  thirty-second  annual  report. 

The  removal  fh>in  the  old  IToine  to  our  pre^<ent  large  and  beautiful  building  on  Grand 
Avenue  realizes  a  long  and  fondly  cherished  hope,  while  it  marks  a  new  era  in  the 
<*xi8ten(>e  of  our  institution ;  and  although  the  change  is  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  ben- 
efit of  the  children,  it  was  not  without  a  feeling  of  regret  they  left  the  old  domicile  and 
the  parish  of  Grace  Church,  where  they  had  ever  received  undeviating  kindness  from 
priest  and  people,  as  well  as  from  our  good  physician.  Dr.  Heacock,  who  has  for  so 
many  years  given  us  his  services.  To  each  and  all  of  these  we  tender  our  sincere  and 
heartfelt  thanks. 

At  a  reunion  of  the  fHends  of  the  Home,  held  in  the  new  building  before  the  children 
took  possession,  we  were  honored  by  the  presence  of  our  first  Directress,  Mrs.  Eme- 
llne  Hough,  to  whom  our  charter  was  granted  in  1845.  This  entertainment  proved  not 
only  pleasant,  but  profitable.  By  it  we  realized  the  sum  of  fiyOO,  which  enabled  us  to 
pay  for  moving  and  some  improvements  outside  and  inside  the  house. 

The  transfer  of  the  children  took  place  on  the  25th  day  of  May,  and  on  the  2})th  the 
Bishop  formally  opened  and  dedicated  the  new  Home,  the  Bev.  Dr.  Schuyler  making 
an  address  on  the  occasion. 

Our  first  trouble  was  the  resignation  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  who 
left  us  for  another  field  of  <  *hurch  work,  to  the  great  regret  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
and  the  children,  who  were  strongly  attached  to  them  for  the  mother-like  love  they 
had  ever  manifested,  especially  to  the  little  ones.  For  their  kind  services  we  tender 
our  thanks,  with  earnest  wishes  for  their  success  in  their  present  labors.  Though  feel- 
ing their  loss,  yet  were  we  exceedingly  fortunate  in  supplying  their  place  by  the  pres- 
ent Matron,  Mrs.  Coleman,  who  is  faithAil  and  untiring  in  her  duties,  laboring  unceas- 
ingly for  the  benefit  of  the  children  and  the  best  interests  of  the  Home,  in  conjunction 
with  Miss  Whitehead,  our  teacher,  under  whose  cxu'e  the  children  are  improving. 
The  large  girls  receive  instruction  at  night.  They  are  also  assisted  by  Mrs.  Markham, 
an  excellent  nurse,  who  has  charge  of  the  babies ;  which  latter  we  are  now  shW  to  take 
at  an  early  age,  and  have  been  remarkably  fortunate  with  them. 

At  Christmas  the  children  ei^oyed  their  usual  treat  of  a  Christmas  tree,  which  was 
loaded  with  toys  and  bcautiflilly  decorated  by  Mr.  Hanson  and  others.  An  abundant 
dinner  was  provided  by  the  managers  and  friends,  at  which  the  Bishop  and  other 
clergy  were  present.  Services  sui cable  to  the  occasion  were  held  by  our  Chaplain,  Rev. 
Mr.  Ingraham ;  to  him  we  owe  many  thanks  for  his  kindness  to  our  children  during 
the  past  year.  He  has  generously  supplied  car  tickets,  that  they  might  attend  St.  John's 
Church  two  Sundays  in  the  month.  At  other  times  they  go  to  Mt.  Calvary  or  have  ser- 
vices in  the  chapel. 

We  are  much  indebted  to  Dr.  Wm.  A.  Hardaway  for  constant  attention  and  care. 
His  treatment  has  proved  eminently  successful  with  the  children,  some  of  whom  he  has 
brought  through  severe  attacks  of  illness.  We  have  had  but  one  death,  and  that  a  recent 
one,  for  nearly  two  years.    The  general  health  is  now  very  good. 
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We  owe  much  to  our  first  Directre88|  Mrs.  Fife,  who,  unremitting  in  care,  devotes 
almost  her  entire  time  to  the  Home,  and  manifestH  a  love  for  her  work  which  few  of  os 
possess. 

To  the  Advisory  Committee  we  would  express  our  sincere  thanks,  they  being  ever 
ready  to  assist  us  with  their  counsel ;  to  them  our  first  Directress  turns  for  advice  on  all 
tiiiancial  quest icms. 

<  )ur  thanks  arc  due  to  Prof.  DeCampi,  Miss  Fannie  Peake  and  others  for  the  agreea- 
ble and  remunerative  concert  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home,  the  net  proceeds  of 
which  were  9^^;  this  was  appropriated  as  part  payment  for  the  new  furniture.  Also 
to  Mr.  John  B.  Wbitehead  and  his  friends  for  a  dramatic  entertainment,  ftom  which  we 
realized  f  1(K);  this  was  devoted  to  the  building  ftind. 

Nor  must  wo  fail  to  thank  our  little  fHends,  the  Misses  Saunders,  Triplett  and  Fring, 
who  showed  their  interest  in  the  orphans  by  having  a  fair,  and  as  a  result  sent  as  fS6. 

Owing  to  her  removal  from  the  city,  we  have  to  regret  the  resignation  of  our  former 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Georgiana  Douglass,  who  has  faithfully  served  us  for  so  many  yean. 

Our  endeavor  is  to  live  within  our  means,  which  this  year  has  been  difficult;  owing  to 
the  financial  troubles  of  the  country,  subscriptions  and  donations  have  not  been  ai 
large  as  usual,  while  expenses  are  greater  in  consequence  of  moving  and  furnishing 
the  new  Home.    The  surplus  from  last  year  was  a  great  assistance. 

Our  present  indebtedness  for  the  new  building  is  about  $9,000.  We  had  hoped,  by 
the  sale  of  tlie  old  Home  and  a  lot  we  own,  to  pay  this;  but  there  has  been  no  sale  f6r 
real  estate  at  its  approximate  value,  therefore  we  preflerred  borrowing  95,000  on  the 
old  building  and  giving  our  notes  for  the  balance,  keeping  the  new  Home  entirely  fkee 
(»f  any  encumbrance.  The  interest  on  this  debt  has  to  be  paid,  and  in  the  event  of  oar 
not  selling  this  Spring,  which  we  will  not  do  at  a  sacrifice,  we  earnestly  beg  that  oar 
friends,  with  their  usual  generosity,  will  not  fail  us  in  our  need. 

The  Home  is  intended  for  destitute  children.  Since  its  founding  we  have  never 
refused  to  take  such,  whether  they  have  parents  or  not.  In  so  doing  we  not  only  act 
under  our  charter,  but  are  carrying  out  the  intention  of  the  founder,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Grisw^old.  Of  course  the  preference  is  always  given  to  whole  orphans.  But  wc 
frequently  find  children  with  parents  more  destitute'  than  orphans.  Tliey  are  taken 
on  eondition  that  the  parent  surrender  their  entire  charge  and  control  to  the  Home. 
We  have  now  73  children ;  28  have  been  reeeived  during  the  year,  10  put  out,  and  1 
h:is  died. 

Whenever  we  find  an  opportunity  of  providing  good  homes  for  the  children,  and  wc 
can  spare  them,  we  are  glad  to  do  so;  but  we  are  obliged  to  keep  many  of  the  larger 
;:cirls  to  assist  in  doing  the  work  and  sewing.  Such  a  larj^re  house  and  so  many  yonng 
children  keep  them  all  occupied.  We  always  try  to  bind  out  the  boys  at  twelve  yean 
of  li^e.  Our  object  is  to  teach  tlie  children  to  work,  as  they  have  their  ow^n  way  to 
make  in  the  world.  We  instruct  them  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  try  to 
instill  into  their  hearts  the  sacred  truths  of  our  churcli,  so  when  they  go  forth  from  us 
they  may  carry  the  seeds  of  our  faith,  which  will,  perhaps,  bear  a  plentiful  harvest 
at  sonie  future  time. 

It  is  with  hearts  full  of  love  and  gratitude  to  God  that  we  close  this,  our  report  for 
the  past  year,  for  in  the  midst  of  all  our  cares  and  troubles— and  we  liave  had  many— 
we  feel  that  God  has  been  with  us  and  safely  guided  us  to  the  end.  In  our  emergencies 
succor  has  always  come  to  us.  if  in  si.me  things  we  have  fallen  short  of  what  oar 
friends  expected,  we  are  truly  sorry.  We  strive  to  keep  our  charter  in  sight,  and  be 
go\erned  by  the  letter  and  spirit  of  it,  and  to  expend  our  charity  on  those  we  think 
most  deserving.  Instead  of  limiting  our  charities  to  the  few,  we  wish,  so  far  as  oar 
means  permit,  to  extend  them  to  all  who  really  deserve  them.

REPORT  OF  CHAPLAIN  OF  THE  **  ORPHANS'  HOME"  FROM  MARCH  14, 1«I4 
To  the  ItU  liev,  C,  F.  Robertson: 

My  Dear  Bishop— During  the  time  I  have  been  Chaplain  of  the  '*Home"  T  have, 
with  the  ext^eption  of  this  last  winter,  held  services  and  catechetical  instmctfoiis  it 
the  *'Home'*  on  the  alternate  Sundayn  of  each  month.  On  the  Sundayn  interveniiig  I 
have  furnished  cur  tickets,  so  that  all  the  communicants,  and  the  other  children  who 
are  old  enougli,  might  attend  the  morning  service  at  8t.  John's  Church,  thus  affording 
those  who  were  communicants  the  privilege  of  monthly  communion.  I  slso  slmilarlr 
provided  for  the  great  festivals.  On  the  Sundays  between  their  attendance  at  St.  John's. 
there  have  been  regular  Sunday  School  services  at  the  ''  Home,"  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  J.  M.  Hanson,  who  has  kindly  consented  to  act  as  my  Superintendent.  The  books 
which  the  scholars  have  used  have  been  selections  fh>m  our  most  approved  Sunday 
School  books. 

During  the  time  that  I  have  been  in  charge,  there  have  been  neither  baptlams  nor 
contirmations,  nor  are  there  now  candldatCM  for  confirmation.  I  have  read  the  burial 
service  over  one  child.  Of  communicants  there  are  now  in  the  household  thirteen. 
The  list  of  communicants  I  have  kept  separate  flrom  that  of  my  Parish,  and  thinking  it 
should  be  in  your  hands.  I  herewith  inclose  it.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRrSTKKS. 

St.  lx>ris.  May  25,  1875. 

To  Right  Rev.  C,  F.  Robertson,  Rishop  of  Missouri : 

The  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  HospituI,  iu  making  this  their  niuth  annual  report, 
congratulate  you  upon  the  auspicious  resultnof  the  pjist  year.  Tlie  Hospitai  waf*  gi\eu 
into  our  hunds  iit  the  beginning  of  the  year  free  fh>ni  debt,  and  we  are  enabled,  through 
the  liberality  of  the  subscril)ers,  to  trunNUiit  the  nianugenient  to  our  successors  frc** 
l'h)m  outstanding  liability.  During  the  year  174  patients  have  bf^n  treate<l  at  tlw* 
Hospital,  4  have  died,  1^9  discharged,  leaving  11  now  in  the  H(»spitul.  The  Charity 
patients  17,  <M)ulirmations  1,  baptisms  2,  surgical  cases  1(>9,  and  optical  cases  37. 

For  details  of  receipts  and  cx])enditur<'a  reference  is  niadt^  to  the  Tn'asurer's  Report, 
which  is  herewith  submittc^d.  The  tigures  tluTiMU  encourage  us  to  speak  confidently  of 
the  future  prospects  of  the  Hosijjtal.  We  find  that  it  will  require  not  uion^  than  th^*^ 
hundred  and  tifty  dollars  a  uionth,  oven-  autl  above  the  amounts  usually  received  at  the 
Hospital  from  patients,  to  defiay  the  expenses  of  the  establishment,  showing  an  annual 
aggregate  of  forty-two  hundred  dollars.  This  amount  we  think  could  be  raised  without 
much  difficulty  if,  in  the  election  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  pi*o|>er  reganl  be  ha<l  t) 
their  selection  fVom  the  ditferent  parishes  of  the  city. 
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One  of  the  great  difficulties  with  which  wc  have  contended  is  the  securing  of  a  liouse 
of  such  construction  as  would  afford  suitable  conveniences  for  taking  propor  cun>  of 
patients;  and  the  enormous  rent  that  wc  have  been  compelled  to  pay  for  a  building  of 
snfflcient  capacity  to  accommodate  the  number  of  patientH  presented  for  treatment,  has 
been  a  serious  drawback.  Wc  take  this  opportunity  of  calling  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  making  additional  exertion  to  raise  ftinds  to  purcha.se  a  lot  on  which  a 
suitable  building,  with  all  the  modem  Improvements,  could  be  erected.  With  such  a 
boildlng  in  our  possession  the  expenses  of  the  Hospital  could  be  materially  roduccd, 
bringing  the  amount  necesHar}'  to  collect  within  the  compass  of  the  libenility  of  n  few 
hidiYiduals.  The  duty  that  devolves  upon  us  all  to  take  care  of  the  sick,  to  nay  notliin^ 
of  the  opportunity  prenented  in  Huch  an  establlrihment  of  Inculcating  Christian  principles, 
ahould  impel  us  to  renewed  exertion  to  accomplish  the  permanency  of  St.  Luke's 
Hospital.  If  money  could  be  raised  to  purchase  a  lot  in  a  central  location,  such  iirrangc- 
ments  could  be  made  as  would  insure  the  erection  at  an  early  day  of  a  building  suited  to 
the  present  demand. 

Our  success  during  the  past  year  is  due  very  largely  to  the  exertions  of  our  late 
President,  Mr.  George  P.  Plant,  to  whom  we  cheerlUlly  accord  the  credit  of  inaugurating 
an  administrative  system  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  that  has  enabled  us  to  continue  io 
the  end  with  comparative  success.  He  died  on  the  24th  of  February,  leaving  to  us  the 
rfeh  boon  of  an  exemplary  life.  His  attention  at  the  rooms  of  the  sick  ser>'ed  to  cheer 
the  suffering  patients  and  their  attentive  nurses ;  and  had  he  been  spared  to  us  to  have 
carried  out  ftilly  the  various  purposes  he  had  In  view  to  promote  the  permanency  of  St. 
Luke's  Hospital,  we  doubt  not  our  annual  statement  would  have  been  still  more  favor- 
able. An  over-ruling  Providence  removed  him  from  us  in  the  midst  of  his  usefulness, 
lamented  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  a  man  of  true  benevolence  of  heart,  and  his 
life  was  characterized  by  acts  of  great  beneficence.  In  his  death  the  Church  at  large 
has  sustained  a  great  loss,  and  St.  Luke's  Hospital  is  deprived  of  one  of  its  most  active 
supporters  and  largest  contributors. 

We  cannot  close  tliis  report  without  giving  our  AiU  indorsement  to  the  internal  man- 
agement of  the  Hospital  by  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  Their  care  of  the 
monetary  affairs  of  the  establishment,  their  ceaseless  devotion  to  the  patients  under 
their  charge,  as  well  as  their  uniform  kindness  and  tenderness  of  disposition,  should 
endear  them  to  all  who  appreciate  the  necessity  of  alleviating  the  sufferings  of  the 
sick.  Without  fee  or  reward,  or  the  hope  of  Aiture  emolument,  they  are  devoting  their 
lives  to  the  purposes  of  true  benevolence,  and  we  cannot  too  highly  appreciate  the 
aelf-denial  that  characterizes  their  lives. 

The  PhysioianB  comprising  the  Board  in  attendance  at  the  Hospital  during  the  past 
year,  to  whoee  assiduous  attentions  we  are  indebted  for  our  success,  were  Dr.  John  T. 
Hodgen,  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  Dr.  E.  S.  Lemoine,  Dr.  J.  S.  B.  Alleync,  Dr. 
Wm.  L.  Barret.  Dr.  H.  S.  Mudd  and  Dr.  John  Green.  These  gentlemen  were  unre- 
mitting in  their  gratuitous  bestowal  of  profesaional  ability  of  the  first  onler;  and  too 
much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  their  devotion  to  the  numerous  patients  who  have  I>een 
entrusted  to  their  care.  *

June  18, 1874— A  calle<i  meeting  of  the  Board  wui  held  this  day  at  office  of  the  Bishop. 
Pre«ent— Bight  Rev.  Bishop,  Revs.  Dunlop,  Coan,  Reid,  and  Messrs.  Douglass  and 
Qillum. 

The  Board  procec<led  to  organize,  and  elected  H.  H.  Oillum  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
for  current  year. 

The  resignation  of  Rev.  F.  B.  Schcetz  was  received  and  accepted  fh>m  June  15, 1874. 

Rev.  R.  £.  Huntington  was  elected  Missionary  to  the  northeast  portion  of  the  State, 
St  s  stipend  of  $500  per  annum,  and  traveling  expenses  ft'om  June  1st,  1874,  payment 
assumed  by  Missionary  Host. 

The  following  communication  fh>m  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  was  submitted  by 
the  Blahop :

As  but  little  more  than  f  1,000  a  year  w&s  needed  to  carry  on  the  existing  work  in  the 
city,  it  was  confidently  hoped  that  ho  small  a  sum  could  be  raised  from  pledges  made 
by  the  churchmen  of  our  city.  We  confess  to  a  feeling  of  disappointment  at  the 
meagre  results  of  the  efforts  made  to  secure  these  pledges  and  contributions.  BSarly  in 
October  last  a  statement  was  issued  by  the  Board,  and  printed  copies  sent  to  the  Hec- 
tors of  the  Hcverul  City  Parishes,  with  the  request  that  it  be  read  to  their  congregations, 
copies  distributed,  and  an  organized  effort  made  to  secure  pledges  for  this  particular 
work.  In  some  Parishes  the  appeal  was  made,  and  in  others,  we  fear,  entirely 
neglected. 

The  Board  is  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  stipends  of  the  clergymen  in  charge  of 
St.  James',  Elleardsville,  Advent  Mission,  St.  Louis,  St.  PauKs,  Carondelet,  and  St. 
Mark*s  German  Mission,  St.  Louis,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $212  50  each  quarter; 
this,  with  the  amount  due  the  Treasurer,  will  make  our  requirements  for  the  quarter 
ending  July  1st,  $235  15.  We  can  but  hope  that  such  a  small  sum  will  be  raised,  and 
the  work  pushed  forward. 

We  might  urge  the  importance  of  this  branch  of  our  Church's  work,  but  it  was  fully 
set  forth  in  the  appeal  already  made,  which.  Judging  from  the  pecuniary  results,  made 
but  little  impression  on  the  churchmen  of  our  city.

The  rommitU»c  on  Finance  bopj  loave  to  report  that  they  have  examiueil  the  additions 
and  footings  of  the  several  jiceounts  referred  to  tlieni,  viz:  The  account  of  the  Uight 
Rev.  the  Bishop,  with  the  trust  funds;  the  accounts  of  Mr.  JoHepli  Franlvlin,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Di<»ce8an  Fund;  Tn'asurer  of  thr  fund  for  Aged  and  Disabled 
Clergymen,  and  Treasurer  of  the  fund  for  tlie  Education  of  Theological  Studt^uts,  and 
find  them  all  correct.  T-he  account  of  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop,  with  the  trust  fund, 
•hows  rec€ipt8  during  the  year  of  9i»'H!K30,  and  of  expenditures  $1,070.00.  Cash 
balance  now  on  hand,  $008.04.  41  Parishes  and  Missi<mary  stations  contributed  to  the 
Arad  for  Aged  and  Disabled  Clergymen  9^{93.4r>.  The  j)resent  condition  of  this  fund 
shows  loans  on  real  estate,  |d,00();  cash  on  hand«  $312.00;  total.  $3,3r2.r)0.  Of  lln^  above 
9944.81  has  accrued  from  interest  on  loans  from  the  fund.  The  gain  for  the  year  was 
9M8.4A. 

To  the  ftind  for  the  Edueation  of  Thcologif^al  Stuclents  .'K;  Parishes  and  Missionary 
stations  contrihut<;d  f 288.41.  The  g:dn  from  interest  on  money  invested  was  .^Tr).(N) ; 
total  of  receipts,  f3<}3.41.  The  disbursements  as  per  order  of  the  Rigiit  Rev.  tht^  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  were  $300.53.  There  is  at  present  to  the  trredit  of  tliis  fund,  cash  on  Iiand, 
fflUbM;  money  loaned,  $550:  a  total  of  ^605.00.  Tlu*  gain  to  this  fUnd  during  the  year 
was  $64.88. 

The  Treasurer's  account  with  the  general  fiind  shows  balance  of  cash  on  hand,  :^132.K4 ; 
due  (h>m  Parishes  in  arrears,  $2,124.73;  total  of  :ksj»ets,  $2,257.57.  The  debts  are:  to 
pennanent  fund,  $1,723.40;  to  fund  for  Ministers'  Traveling  Expenses,  $'3.15;  total  debt, 
$1,726.56,  showing  a  nominal  balance;  of  assets  over  liabilities  of  $531.02;  but  it  nuist 
not  be  forgotten  that  the  balance  due  the  '' permanent  fund**  is  nuM'ely  the  balanee 
unpaid  of  the  principal  borrowed  live  years  jigo.  The  Diocese  agreed  to  pay  interest 
on  the  money  it  borrowed,  and  the  intcTcst  is  as  justly  due  as  the  balance  of  the 
principal.  As  to  the  arrearages  due  n*om  Parishes,  your  Committee  would  recommend 
that  the  C-ommittee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Treasur<>r,  be  authorized  and  empowered  to 
treat  with  each  Parish  and  Mission  station  for  a  setth>ment  of  respective;  arrearages,  and 
to  arrange  for  a  speedy  settlement  of  all  delinquencies,  on  the  best  lern'is  that  can  be 
obtained,  either  by  taking  notes,  payable  at  such  tinn^s  !ls  may  be  agreeil  upon,  or  by 
accepting  in  cash  such  proi>ortion  of  each  (lebt  as  it  may  apiK^ar  the  respe<!tive  Parishes 
are  able  to  pay,  treating  each  case  a<x'ordiDg  to  circumstances  and  facts  attending  it. 
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In  this  way  we  trust  that  by  the  next  Convention  the  Treasurer  will  be  able  to  report 
all  arrearages  paid  or  settled,  enabling  the  Diocese  to  know  exactly  what  are  its  debt< 
and  what  the  means  of  paying  them,  and  thus  rendering  it  possible  to  assess  an  amount 
thsit  will  bv  fully  paid. 

The  authority  given  tlie  Assessmont  Committee  to  include  $600  in  each  yearly  assess- 
ment, for  Mie  e\tln;;uishment  of  the  debt  to  the  permanent  fimd,  expired  by  liuitatiuo 
with  the  assessment  of  1874.  We  recommend  that  the  revival  of  this  authority  be 
postponed  until  the  next  Convention.  By  the  adoption  of  Section  5  of  Canon  16,  the 
Convention  determined  that  tlie  expense  of  taxes,  repairs  and  insurance  on  the 
Episcopal  residence  be  paid  by  the  Trustees  of  the  "  permanent  fUnd.''  It  is  therefore 
no  longer  necessary  for  the  Assessment  Committee  to  take  these  items  into  consider- 
ation ;  and  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  assessment  for  this  year  can  be 
safely  reduced  from  that  of  last  year  in  the  sum  of  |^1»200,  and  re<'onimend  that  the 
A>sessment  Committee  be  instructed  to  make  an  assessment  that  will  provide  for  an 
expenditure  of  $4,800  inst4md  of  f6,0(X)  as  last  year.

The  Standing  Committee,  to/vhom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Sunday  Schools  aii<i 
Sunday  School  instruction,  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  in  the 
Journal  of  lsT3  is  so  full  that  it  hardly  seems  worth  the  whiU*!  to  add  anything  ttt 
so  able  und  excellent  a  pa[)er.  The  whole  subject  is  so  ditlicult  a  problem  that  e^^h  one 
must  grapple  in  his  own  way,  for  the  trouble  is  not  in  defining  what  the  Sunday  School 
should  be,  that  we  all  know.  It  should  be  the  nursery  of  the  Church,  its  most  powerful 
helper,  the  training  school  in  sound  ('hristian  education  ami  Church  principles:  the 
child  to  be  taught  what  he  believes  and  why  he  believes  it— a  loce  for  the  Church,  a 
respect  for  her  authority,  a  positive,  fearless  teaching,  the  Church's  festivals  looked 
forward  to  and  marked  as  he  docs  his  birthday,  with  the  added  feeling  of  sa(*rednesfl 
and  reverence.  When  there  are  so  many  excelhmt  books  of  instruction  your  Committe<f 
do  not  feel  like  naming  any  special  system  or  series,  so  that  nothing  is  taught  contrary 
to  the  teaching  of  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

Each  article"  of  the  crc'cd  understood  anti  believed  as  a  part  of  the  child's  very  life. 
Prayer,  the  soul's  Anchor  of  Hope,  through  which  he  may  realize  the  power  and 
nearness  of  the  Triune  (iod,  while  the  < 'ommandments  of  God  so  revered  as  that  thev 
shall  be  written  upon  the  heart. 

Or  it  counts  just  to  this,  whatever  system  of  instruction  is  adopted,  let  the  Creed,  the 
l^oni's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Commandments,  be  the  foundation.  The  great  want  (and 
we  believe  we  but  echo  the  feeling  of  every  Kector  or  Superintendent)  is  the  lack  of 
practical,  experi(!nced  Christian  teachers.  In  how  many  instances  is  this  most 
important  work  in  the  Church  gi\en  over  to  the  young  and  inexperienced;  the  children 
recite  i\w  wof<ls  of  Catechism  or  <^uestion  Books  with  no  idea  of  their  meaning,  and 
the  Sunday  School  too  often  has  no  higher  or  more  worthy  object  to  them  than  to 
receive  a  prize  or  to  attend  an  annual  picnic.  If  it  were  possible,  and  they  could  be 
induced  to  attend,  we  would  reconuncnd  that  in  each  Parish  there  should  be,  either  on 
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Sunday  or  during  the  week,  a  training  class  for  Teachorn,  where  not  only  doctrines  and 
prnu'iples  should  be  explained,  but,  as  in  a  Norniiil  School,  there.should  be  the  practical 
Illustration  in  the  art  of  teaching,  with  it^  high  and  awful  responsibility  enforced. 

The  subjects  of  music  and  service  have  been  so  fully  discussed  that  your  Committee 
do  not  think  it  necessary  to  say  anything  in  regard  to  these  important  subjects.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  failure  to  take  up  Canoni- 
cal Collections,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  duly  considered, the  subject,  and  are 
not  prepared  to  recommend  any  action,  believing  it  would  involve  an  alteration  in  the 
Constitutitm,  and  ask  to  be  discharged. 

Also,  with  reference  to  the  subject  of  **  Church  Building*^  referred  to  them  by  the 
last  <  'oi^vention,  they  would  report  that  no  action  is  necessary,  inasmuch  as  there  is  a 
Hociety  duly  incorporated  entitled  the  **  (.'hurch  Building  Society.'*  which  they  would 
r(H.*ommend  to  be  kept  alive,  and  which  they  hope  may  be  encouraged  by  bequests,  and 
in  time  may  be  made  an  etticient  agency  for  good. 

The  committee  also  recommend  that  in  the  Tth  line  of  Section  1,  Canon  XII,  strike 
out  aft(T  the  word  *'  Parish'*  the  balance  of  the  sent<mce  and  insert  '*  shall  be  suspended 
from  representation  in  Convention  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  order."  This  is 
deemed  proper  and  necessary  to  make  the  C-anon  conform  to  the  fourth  Article  of  the 
Constitution. 

The  committee  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  amendments  to  (.'anon  XII,  passed 
at  the  last  Convention  and  found  on  page  86.  Journal  of  1874 : 

In  the  ifh  line  of  Section  1,  insert  the  word  ** discipline"  between  the  words  **  doc- 
trine" and  "worship." 

In  the  2d  line  of  Section  1,  after  the  word  **  Parish"  insert  the  words  "  any  number 
of  persons  not  less  than  six." 

At  the  end  of  Section  2,  add  the  words  **  such  appointments  to  be  renewed  at  every 
Kast^'r." 

Amendment  of  Canon  XVI,  as  found  on  page  87  of  the  Journal  of  1S74: 

In  Seiitlon  I,  2d  line,  strike  out  the  word  "AdviMit "  and  insert  the  words  "  I^nt  or

Your  Comiiiitto<'  have  had  before  them  report*  from  the  various  Roeieties  wliose 
operations  relate  to  Missionary  work  in  the  Diocese,  and,  after  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  state  of  the  Church,  believe  that  they  can  devoutly  and  heartily  thank  Almighty 
Goil  for  the  many  evidences  which  appear  of  increasing  prosjierity  and  growth. 

If,  on  the  one  hand,  the  income  of  the  Missionary  Board  is  less  than  that  of  \'Mt  year. 
and  the  number  of  Missionaries  at  work  ti'mporarily  smaller,  on  the  other  hand  the 
disbursements  have  been  lighter,  and  a  larger  balance  on  hand  is  left  than  at  last  Con- 
vention. This  encouraging  aspect  of  aflfairs  is  mainly  due  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Laymrn*8  C'(M)pkrating  Missionary  Socikty,  whose  importance  cannot  be  over- 
estimated; and  your  Committee  commend  with  great  earnestness  the  objects  of  this 
Society  to  every  c<mgregation  in  the  Diocese,  and  urge  upon  the  Rectors,  especially  of 
oar  larger  Parishes,  the  necessity  of  securing  contributions  in  furtherances  of  its  plans. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  deep  sense  of  the  value  of  the  work  of  the 
**  Church  Extknsion  Society  "  in  this  city  and  county.  During  the  past  year  it 
has  largely  assisted  several  important  Missions,  particularly  among  the  German  and 
the  colored  population.  But  it<)  resources  are  utterly  inadequate  to  the  vastness  of  the 
tnterests  dependent  upon  it.  The  Bishop,  soon  aft«r  the  close  of  Convention  last  year, 
issued  a  circular  appejiling  for  one  thousand  dollars,  which,  unhappily,  was  not  fully 
^iiccessfiil.  The  fw-.ts  of  the  case  wen^  there  set  forth  so  forcibly  that  your  Committee 
know  of  no  better  plan  to  emphasize  the  claims  of  this  Society  than  to  suggest  that  the 
same,  or  a  similar  letter,  be  issu(>d  by  the  8o(*.iety  and  kept  before  the  public. 

With  regard  to  the  best  method  of  promoting  the  work  of  the  Church  generally 
throughout  the  Diocese,  your  Committee  suggest  that  the  "  corresponding  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions "  be  requested  by  the  Bishop,  and  und«T  his  direction,  to  issue 
circulars  which  may  be  posted  in  Post-offices,  or  other  conspicuous  places  in  the  smaller 
country  towns,  urging  members  of  the  Church,  or  persons  desirous  of  its  services,  to 
correspond  with  them  with  a  view  to  bring  them  within  the  reach  of  some  Missionary; 
and  to  this  end,  and  for  other  and  general  purposes,  your  (-ommittee  have  prepared 
some  resolutions  which  they  believe  will  sufficiently  explain  tliemselves,  and  ask  their 
adoption,  to-wit : 

1.  liesnlved.  That  the  Missionary  Board  i»f  the  Diocese  require  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  the  allowance  of  stipend  to  any  Mission,  that  the  property  of  the  <  'hurch 
in  such  place  be  kt^pt  properly  insured. 

2.  Hesolvedy  That  the  corresponding  members  of  the  Missionary  Board,  as  heads  of 
their  respective  districts,  shall  convene,  after  at  least  four  weeks'  notice,  the  Clergy  and 
Missionaries  of  their  districts,  at  such  places  in  each  where  the  interests  of  the  Church 
may  be  best  promot^^d,  and  not  less  than  four  times  in  each  year,  and  that  immediately 
upon  the  close  of  every  such  Convocation  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  district  to 
report  to  the  Missionary  Board  the  state  of  the  Church  within  the  bounds  of  his  district, 
together  with  the  amount  of  money  pledged  for  (.'hurch  work  therein,  and  suggesting 
In  what  new  places  Missionaries  might  be  profitably  employed. 

3.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  defray  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  C'lergy  attending 
Convocation,  offerings  shall  be  taken  for  this  purpose  in  the  congregations  of  the 
district  on  the  Sunday  preceding  such  meeting,  the  amount  to  be  divided  pro  rata 
amongst  the  Clergy  attending.

To  the  Diocesan  Cnnvention  of  the  Protpstant  Episcopal  Church  of  Missouri: 

The  Cominittee  on  the  £udowment  of  tlie  Episcopate  re8]>octAilIy  report  that  at  the 
last  meeting  of  tho  (.Convention  they  felt  great  confidence  that  the  monetary  affairs  of 
th(>  country  would  be  Huch  that  the  etfort  to  raise  the  fund  within  the  year  would  be  a 
Kuccess.  They  waited  for  HUch  expected  improvement  until  this  spring,  and  as  busi- 
nesR  Imd,  in  a  measure,  revived,  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  called  about  two 
months  since,  and  a  subsequent  one  about  three  weelcs  ago,  to  compare  opinions  as  to 
the  question  of  at  once  prosecuting  our  labors  to  increase  the  subscriptions. 

It  was  their  opinion  that,  although  the  condition  of  atfairs  was  encoura^ng,  still, 
that  time  would  be  indispensably  necessary,  and  that  no  further  effort  should  be  made 
until  there  was  a  much  more  marked  change  for  the  better.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Committee  every  member  was  present,  and  ui>on  a  comparison  of  views,  it  was  the 
unanimous  opinion  that  it  would  be  unwise  and  prejudicial  to  make  further  exertions 
for  the  present,  but,  from  the  indications  of  business,  that  should  there  be  no  unfore- 
seen and  unfavorable  developments,  a  successful  effort  may  be  made  during  the 
ensuing  fall  and  winter.  We  are  firm  in  the  conviction  of  the  necessity  and  pran-tica- 
bility  of  raising  the  fund.  , 

The  Conniiittee,  therefore,  ret'oiinnend  to  t!ie  Convention  the  appointment  of  ai'oiih 
iiiittre  to  take  steps  t^>wards  the  completion  of  the  subscriptions  during  the  ensuing 
yrnr.  ami  make  r(q)ort  at  tlie  \wsX  annual  Convention. 

Tiicy  umniimofisli/  recommend  that  a  neif?  comniitte(>  be  appointed.  Jis  they  have 
;ippli<'d  to  most  of  those  in  Mn*  city  with  whom  they  have  per8<»nal  infliiem-e.  They 
think  that  a  new  <  "omniittee  would  bo  more  apt  to  successfully  carry  out  the  scheme, 
but  thrv  assure  the  <'onvention  that  they  will,  at  all  times,  be  ready  and  willing  to  aid 
the  new  ('omniittee  in  su«*h  way  as  said  Cornmitt«;e  may  from  time  to  time  indicate  to 
them.

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Since  our  l:ist  report  the  Hont  haK  rondo  nn  effort  in  the  establisbment  of  Sondty 
Schools,  and  lias  now  one  in  succeKsful  operation  at  the  comer  of  Cam  snd  Glasgow 
avenues,  in  this  city;  and  the  presence  of  its  memberH  bore  to-day  Is  an  attestation  of 
the  fact. 

Inauf^uniti'd  on  Quinquage.^ima  Sunday  (February  7,  1875),  it  has  now  neariy  one 
luindred  scliolai*s  on  the  roll,  and  an  averaji^c  attendance  of  (^i. 

A  8ewin<r  srliool  htm  also  been  established  by  the  lady  teachers,  and  is  proaperous  ti 
well  as  beneficial. 

Services  are  held  every  Sunday  afternoon,  conducted  by  the  Rector  of  a  nefghboring 
Parish,  a  firm  friend  of  the  Host,  and  who  is  full  of  good  works. 

We  cannot  let  the  occasion  pass  without  thanking  the  kind  friends  who  have  aided  us 
by  donations  during  the  past  year.  St.  George's  Church,  the  Brotlierhood,  Wm.  D. 
Raker,  Esq.,  Messrs.  Win.  Barr  &  Co.,  K.  D.  Patterson  &  Co.,  and  J.  J.  Holland  A 
Bro.,  have  placed  us  under  obligations  for  which  we  feel  deeply  gratefUl. 

Our  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Roswell  K.  Huntington  is  yet  in  the  field,  and  working  under 
the  patronage  of  the  Host. 

Owing  to  the  general  stagnation  in  business,  and  want  of  earnestness  and  a  little 
energy,  our  financial  condition  does  not  present  as  favonible  an  aspet^t  as  we  woald 
wish,  but  we  hope  for  the  better  in  the  future. 

Our  a<'tual  membership  sh<»ws  a  slight  increase  over  the  report  of  last  year,  baring 
gained  40  members,  making  a  total  membership  at  present  of  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  (827).  The  Secretary  regrets  that  he  has  again  to  complain  of  the  dilatorinesi  of 
oflicers  in  forwarding  reports,  as  he  was  again  unable  to  make  his  report  at  the  annnal 
meeting. 

A  comparison  of  reports  of  twenty-three  scliools,  for  the  years  of  1874  and  IKK, 
sliows  that,  notwithstanding  the  long  and  extreme  severity  of  the  past  winter,  and 
other  causes  that  have  operated  against  the  Sunday  Sdiool  interest,  the  total  loss  is  only 
iV),  including  teachers  and  scholars.  But  the  schools  report  less  causes  of  suffering  this 
year  than  usual.

The  Executive  Committee  have  been  c{ille<l  together  as  m^casion  required,  and  have 
perforn)ed  the  vnrious  (liitics  pertaining  to  their  office. 

Th(?  Ho.st  still  contlnu»'s  to  excite  attention  in  other  denominations,  and  our  succesi* 
has  inducted  several  connected  with  the  Sunday  School  interest  to  make  inquiry  in 
regard  to  the  phin  pursu<Ml.  work,  etc.;  and  in  this  connection  the  Secretary  would  say 
that  the  payment  of  five?  cents  per  iiioutli  by  <*ach  scholar,  and  twenty-five  cents  per 
month  by  each  teueher,  constitutes  indixidual  membership,  and  the  payment  of  one 
dollar  per  year  entitles  a  school  to  assoeiati;  membership.  This  is  the  plan  to  raise 
funds.  It  is  intended  to  help  ne«'«|y  s<'liools,  organize  new  schools,  and  to  keep  a  Mis- 
sionary in  the  ti«*l(l  for  general  Missionary  work;  to  bring  t<>gether  the  Superintendents 
of  the  Sunday  Schools  for  consultation  in  regard  to  management,  course  of  instruction, 
plan  of  library,  and  other  details  of  school  work  when  consultations  may  be  needetl; 
also  to  facilitate  the  exchange  «>f  library  bo«>ks,  and  to  advan<'e  Sunday  School  interest. 

But  this  work,  like  all  others,  to  b<'  successrul  must  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
all  »'ngaire<l,  and  only  by  these  means  can  it  hv  a  success,  aided  by  (lod's  blessing.

3.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  several  committees,  unless  the  Convention  shall 
otherwise  order. 

4.  When  the  President  takes  the  <'liair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or  shall 
afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 
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T).  When  any  member  is  al>out  to  speak  in  dobate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House, 
ho  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himKclf  to  the  President,  <'(>ntining  himself  strictly 
to  tlie  point  in  debate. 

(».  No  mcnil>er  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  tlic  House  unlcifs  he  have 
leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  name  debate  without  leave  ftom 
the  House. 

8.  When  a  question  has  been  once  determined,  it  shall  stand  as  the  Judgment  of  the 
Uous(>,  and  sliall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  except  on  motion  for  reconsideration, 
which  must  be  made  by  a  member  who  had  previously  voted  in  the  majority. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  under  con.sideration.no  other  motion  shall  be  made  except  to 
amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  to  postpone,  or  t(»  lay  it  upon  the  t^ible ;  but  a  motion  to 
niljourn  ^hall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  before  tlie  original  motion. 

10.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  in  put,  shall,  on  a 
<li vision,  be  ex)unted,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Convention. 

11.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  !>e  seconded,  and  all 
resolutions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary's  desk  to  be  read. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Chair,  withont 
debate ;  an  appeal,  however,  may  be  made  from  his  decision  to  the  Convention  by  any 
member  of  the  same. 

13.  The  President  shall,  in  his  discretion,  seleet  within  the  limits  of  those  pews  allotted 
for  the  use  of  the  members,  pews  for  the  accommodation  of  visiting  clergymen  and 
students  of  theology,  who  may  be  invited  to  the  same  by  the  President  without  aoy 
special  application  to  the  Convention. 

14.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without  the  concurrence  of  tvt'o- 
thirds  of  the  memlx^rs  present.

Articlk  1.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  "The  Rector,  Church  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen  of. " 

Art.  2.  Tliis  Parish  acknowledges  itself  to  l)e  a  member  of,  and  to  belong  to  the 
Protestant  Kpiscopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America;  and,  as  such,  it  accedes 
to,  re<'o^nizes  and  adopts  the  canons,  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Chureh, 
and  acknowledges  its  authority  a<tcordingly.  Any  member  who  shall  disclaim  or  reftiie 
conformity  to  said  authority  shall  not  be  elected,  or  vote  in  the  election  of,  Vestrjrmcn, 
Uector  or  Minist(;r.  or  exercise  any  office  or  function  in,  concerning,  or  connected  with 
the  said  Parish  or  Association. 

AuT. ;{.  Provision  for  the  conipinisation  of  the  Uector  and  the  expenses  of  the  said 
Association  shall  be  made  by  tlie  Vi^stry  in  such  way  as  they  may  deem  advisable  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  ( -hurch. 

Art.  4.  The  Vestry  of  this  Parish  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
thirteen  persons,  who  shall  continue  in  otiice  until  others  be  chosen ;  and  the  annaal 
election  of  such  Vestry  shall  be  held  on  Easter  Monday  of  each  year.  The  electors 
shall  consist  of  the  communicants  of  full  age,  who  have  been  communieaotl  jfor  not  leu 
than  six  months  prior  to  the  time  of  the  election,  and  such  other  persons  fftUll  ageai 
may  have  regularly  contributed  to  the  support  of  the  Parish  for  the  six  months  next 
preceding  such  election,  according  to  such  rules  as  the  Parish  may  have  adopted.  The 
right  of  challenge  shall  be  admittttd;  the  Secretary  of  the  Parish  meeting  shall  make 
record  of  such  challenge  and  cause;  and  reference  may  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  whotte 
decision  shall  be  final. 

Art.  5.  The  Kector  of  this  Church  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Wanlens  and  Vestrymen,  at  a  meeting  duly  convened. 

Art.  0.  No  person  shull  be  Uector  or  3Iinister  of  this  (.'hurch,  or  allowed  to  execute 
any  of  the  functions  of  the  same,  unless  he  shall  have  had  Episcopal  ordination,  and 
be  in  full  standing  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  (Miurch  in  the  I'nited  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, and  recogni/xMl  as  a  Minister  in  irood  standing,  of  the  said  Church,  by  the  Bi««hopof 
the  Dioi'ese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Hishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  choose  their  own  officers,  1311  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  usually  appertaining  to  their  body. 
They  shall  choose?  one  of  their  own  number  to  be  Church  AVarden,  and  the  Rector  (for 
the  time  being)  may  appoint  another  of  the  said  Vestry  to  be  the  other  Church  War- 
den, and  the  Warden  appointed  by  the  Uector  shall  b*'  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Ves- 
try in  the  absenct*  of  th<;  Uector;  and  in  cjlsc  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Rector  at  the 
time  of  an  election,  or  a  failure  on  liis  part  to  appoint,  then  the  other  Church  Wardea 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Vestry;  antl  both  of  the  Church  Wardens  shall  be  communi- 
cants of  the  Chunrh. 

Art.  s.  No  conveyance  of  any  land  or  tenements  belonging  to  said  Parish  or 
Association  shall  be  made  without  a  v»)te  of  the  Vestry,  two-thirds  being  present  and 
concurring;  nor  shall  such  conveyance  or  inciiinbrance  be  made  unless  in  subjection  to 
the  second  and  third  sections  of  Canon  \XI,  of  Title  1,  of  the  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Art.  9.    The  lirst  election  of  a  Vestry  under  these  Articles  shall  be  held  at , 

on  Sunday ,  is immediately  alter  Divine  Service. 

Art.  10.  Each  subscriber  to  these  Articles  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote,  and  the  pei^ 
sons  receiving  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  declared  elected.

ARTICLE    I. 

ThiB  Church  acknowledges  the  authority  of  the  General  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  he  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Missouri  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  May  in  each  year,  in  such 
place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention.  In  theeventof  the  preva- 
lence of  any  epidemic  disease,  or  for  other  sufBcient  cause,  occurring  after 
the  designation  of  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
Bishop  (or,  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  Standing  Committee)  may  appoint  another  place  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  special  Conventions  when  he  may 
(ieem  it  important  for  the  good  of  the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that 
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purpose  by  the  8taiidiug  Committee  hereinafter  provided  for ;  or,  in  the 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  tiie  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee  shali  have 
power  to  call  a  special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so  if  applied  to  for  the 
purpose  by  a  majority  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Any  Parish  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in  the 
Convention,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved,  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  each  order,  when  the  same  shall  be  deemed  conducive  to 
the  interests  of  the  Church. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop,  Assistant 
Bishop,  and  of  the  officiating  Ministers,  being  regularly  admitted  and 
settled  in  some  church  within  this  Diocese  which  is  in  union  with  this 
Convention  ;  and  of  lay  members,  consisting  of  one  or  more  Delegates,  not 
exceeding  four,  from  each  church. 

Sec.  2.  Clergymen  who  sliall  have  been  employed  as  Missionaries  of 
the  Church  within  this  Diocese  for  six  months  preceding  a  Convention, 
and  clergymen  engaged  as  Professors  and  instructors  of  youth  in  any 
oollege,  academy,  or  general  seminary  of  learning,  duly  incorporated,  and 
under  the  control  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  may  be  members  of 
the  Convention. 

Sbc.  3.  The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  when  one  is  in 
legal  existence;  when  the  Vestry  is  from  vacancy  or  otherwise  incompetent 
to  act,  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  congregation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Divine  Service,  including  the 
Holy  'Communion ;  and  the  preacher  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or, 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be,  ex-officio.  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion; and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Convention  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee ;  after  which  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  President 
Arom  among  the  clergy. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the  clergy  and 
laity  shall  deliberate  and  vote  in  one  body;  but  if,  in  any  case,  it  be 
required  by  Ave  votes,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  the  Lay 
Delegates  of  each  Parish  casting  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  Ijoth  orders 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision.  In  the  case  of  electing  a 
Bishop,  the  two  orders  shall  always  vote  separately,  agreeably  to  the 
mode  as  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual  Con- 
vention, and  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual 
Convention,  and  until  a  successor  be  appointed.    EUs  duty  shall  be  to 
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Bro.  2.  (1)  The  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Conveutiou,  if 
they  be  clioscn  by  the  Vestry,  sliall  t>e  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  such 
VeHtry.  If  they  be  chosen  by  the  congregation,  the  electors  must  have 
the  same  qualifications,  and  the  election  shall  be  conducted  in  like  mao- 
ner  as  prescribed  by  Canon  for  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymeo. 

(2)  The  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  shall  consist  in 
a  written  certificate  of  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  of  which  he  is  a  represen- 
tative,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  or  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Veatry  of  such 
Parish ;  and  no  Lay  Delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  Conven- 
tion unless  he  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Vestrymen  of  the  Parish  which  he  is 
api>ointed  to  represent;  and  no  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  as  a  Lay  Delegate  to  this  Convention. 

(3)  Whereas,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  clergy  and  laity  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interests  of 
the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  them. 

(4)  And  whereas,  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  considerable  distance 
to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  different  Parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  their  deigy  io 
attending  the  Convention. 

(5)  No  member  of  this  Convention  shall  leave  the  same  daring  its  ses- 
sion without  having  applied  for  and  obtained  leave  of  absence. 

8ec.  3.  All  oflAeers  of  this  Convention  shall  l>e  elected  by  l>allot  and 
shall  continue  in  ofllce  until  others  shall  be  chosen :  Provided^  that,  by 
common  consent,  elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with.  Whenever 
an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  votes  in  each  order  shall  l>e  neces- 
sary. 

CANON   III. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  chosen  a  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all 
moneys  collecteil  under  the  authority  of  the  Ccmvention,  and  of  whicii  the 
collection  and  distribution  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  be 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Committee  in  relation  to  the  mode 
and  place  of  depositing  the  funds  received  by  him,  and  the  manner  of  pay- 
ing them  out ;  and  his  accounts  and  books  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to 
the  inspection  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  any  member  thereof.  Before 
entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  ke  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  in  such  penalty  and  with  such  security  as  they  sliall  direct, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the  deliveiy 
over  to  his  successor  of  all  funds,  securities,  books  and  papers  pertaining 
to  his  office. 

Sec.  2.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and 
Hhall  be  examined  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  who  shall 
report  upon  the  same  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer  it  shall  be  supplied 
by  an  appointment,  to  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
and  tlie  person  so  appointed  shall  continue  to  act  until  an  appointment  id 
made  by  the  Convention.  The  Treasurer  may  be  removed  at  any  time 
from  his  office,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  for  any  neglect  or  misconduct^ 
of  which  they  shall  be  judges. 
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CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  tlie  duties  of  tlie  Secretary  proscribed  in  tlie 
eiglith  article  of  the  Constitution,  he  shall  transmit,  annually,  to  each  of 
the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  in  the 
General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention, 
a  copy  oi  the  Journal  of  the  Convention;  and  shall  request  the  last  to  send 
copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also  transmit  a 
copy  to  each  clergyman  In  the  Diocese,  and  to  each  Lay  deputy  attending 
the  Convention ;  and  forward  by  mail,  unless  otherwise  directed,  ten 
copies  to  each  Parish  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in  addition 
to  the  documents  called  for  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  a 
certificate,  to  be  signed  by  himself,  containing  a  list  of  clergymen  in  this 
Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  (distinguishing 
them)  to  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  the  nomination 
of  Trustees  of  that  Seminary  ;  and  also  a  like  certificate  of  the  appointment 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  sections  of  this 
Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Immediately  upon  the  close  of  each  Convention,  the  Secretary 
Ib  to  transmit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  a  certified  copy  of  all 
the  action  of  the  Convention  bearing  upon  the  duties  of  said  Treasurer. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  In  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  the  duty  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

canon  v. 

Of  the  Registrar, 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Convention  an 
officer  to  be  called  the  Registrar  of  the  Efiocese,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
until  a  successor  is  chosen.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  arising 
daring  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  It  may  be  filled  by  appointment  by 
the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  or  by  the  Standing  Committee  in 
case  there  is  no  Bishop,  or  In  case  the  Bishop  is  absent  fl*om  the  Diocese. 

8bc.  2.  The  duty  of  the  Registrar  shall  be  to  receive  and  safely  keep 
all  books,  documents  and  manuscripts  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  not 
required  to  be  kept  by  any  other  person  or  officer.  He  shall  also  collect 
and  preserve  such  materials  as  can  be  obtained  relative  to  the  history  of 
the  Diocese,  and  of  particular  Parishes,  and  shall  catalogue  and  classify 
all  books,  documents  and  papers  so  as  to  make  their  contents  accessible 
for  reference. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  also  keep  a  book  containing  a  record  of  all  consecra- 
tions of  Churches ;  of  all  ordinations ;  of  all  sentences  and  acts  of  dep<mi- 
tion  for  offenses  in  the  Diocese ;  of  all  admissions  and  dismissals  of  clergy 
into  or  firom  the  Diocese,  and  of  all  deaths  of  clergy  belonging  thereto. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  annually  report  to  the  Convention,  showing,  with 
such  details  as  may  seem  expedient,  the  condition  of  the  collection  in  his 
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hands,  and  the  additions  made  to  them  from  time  te  time,  with  such  sug- 
gestions as  he  may  deem  proper  concerning  their  preservation,  arrange- 
ment and  increase,  and  concerning  the  best  method  of  securing  to  the 
Church  a  knowledge  of  all  matters  of  importance  contained  therein. 

Sec.  5.  The  Registrar,  under  direction  of  the  Bishop,  shall  prepare  and 
cause  to  be  printed  forms  for  certificates  of  baptism,  confirmation,  and 
matrimony,  and  also  letters  commendatory. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish,  and  of  the 
Clerk  of  each  Mission  Station,  to  procure  for  the  use  of  the  Minister  a 
sutficient  number  of  the  same,  paying  for  them  at  such  rates  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Registrar. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Ministers  in  this  Diocese  to  use  sach 
forms  and  no  other,  and  to  furnish  them  to  parties  entitled  to  the  same 
immediately  after  the  performance  of  the  Rite. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  an  officer  learned  in  the  law, 
under  the  title  of  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  act 
as  the  legal  counsellor  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Standing  Committee  in 
matters  affecting  the  interest  of  the  Church,  as  his  professional  counsel 
may  be  asked  or  required.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  com- 
municant of  the  Church,  and  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years; 
and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy,  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  shall 
fill  the  vacancy  until  the  annual  Convention  next  ensuing,  when  it  shall 
elect  a  successor  for  the  full  terra  of  three  years. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee, 

Section  1.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and 
duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline,  shall  be 
performed  by  the  Standing  Committee,  except  those  cases  where  such 
powers  and  duties  are  or  may  be  especially  delegateil  to  or  enjoined  upon 
the  clerical  roembers  of  said  committee;  in  which  cases  such  powers  and 
duties  shall  be  exercised  by  said  clerical  members  alone :  Provided,  that 
no  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  upon  a  clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  they  shall  appoint  one  of  the  presbyters 
of  tiieir  body  to  be  their  PrcHideiit,  and  another  of  their  number  to  be 
their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  business  of  the  Standing  Committee;  to  preserve  them  care- 
fully recorded  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  alone ;  to  preserve 
the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee ;  to  attest  their  public  acts ;  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  they 
require ;  and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books, 
papers  and  letters  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee 
which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Tlie  Standing  Committee  may  make  such  regulations  for  the  promotion 
of  business  as  they  may  think  proper,  provided  such  regulations  be  not  at 
variance  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church. 
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The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  all 
papers  and  letters  in  tlieir  liands  relating  to  the  concerns  of  the  Church, 
shall  always  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  examination  of  the  Bishop 
and  the  Convention. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their 
num1)er,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  do  so  as  soon  as  practicable  after  a 
vacancy  shall  occur. 

Sec.  3.  In  addition  to  the  usual  duties  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
they  shall  have  power  to  make  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  for  all  mcmeys 
appropriated  by  the  Convention,  and  these  drafts  shall  always  be  signed 
by  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  committee. 

CANON   VIII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  regular  annual  meeting  next 
prece<ling  a  stated  meeting  of  tlie  General  Convention,  elect,  by  concur- 
rent ballot  of  the  clerical  and  lay  members,  four  clergymen  and  four  lay- 
men, to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  Dioijese  in  the  General  Convention.  It 
shall  also,  in  like  manner,  elect  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen  as  Pro- 
visional Deputies,  who  shall  act  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  regular 
Deputies. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dejiuties  elect  to  signify  to  the 
Bishop,  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention, 
their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  discharge  its 
duties;  in  default  of  which,  tlie  Bishop  shall  designate  from  the  list  of 
Provisional  Deputies  so  niimy  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, a  full  represenLition  of  the  Diocese.  And  in  case  the  representa- 
tion should  still  not  be  full,  the  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Hisbop 
with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON   IX. 

MiMdonary  Board  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  At  each  Annual  Convention  three  clergymen  shall  be 
chofien  by  ballot,  who,  with  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  the  Diocese,  and  two 
laymen  elected  by  the  Laymen's  Co-operating  Missionary  Society,  shall 
form  a  Board  to  be  called  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri, 
which  shall  have  the  management  of  Missionary  operations  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  all  funds  raised  for  the  support  of  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  four  or  more  correspon<ling  members 
of  said  Board,  resident  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  be  agents 
of  the  Board  in  their  respective  districts;  such  corresponding  members 
shall  be  entitled  to  seat«  and  be  present  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

8ec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex-officio  President,  and  he  shall  have  the 
sole  ])ower  of  nominating  Missionaries  for  appointment  by  the  Board. 
Upon  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  inability  of  the  Bishop  to  act,  any 
member  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  elect  from  its  members  a  Chair- 
man pro  tern,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop;  to  appoint  its  own  Secretary 
and  Treasurer;  U^  fill  vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention;  to 
15 
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make  by-laws  and  rules,  and  to  do  all  such  other  acts  as  may  be  needftil 
to  carry  out  the  office  and  trust  conferred  upon  it. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  make  an  annual  report  oi 
its  proceedings  to  the  Convention,  containing  the  names  of  che  stations 
and  Missionaries,  a  statement  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  of  the 
churches  contributing  and  of  the  sums  contributed,  and  whatever  else 
may  be  deemed  advisable  to  bring  before  the  Convention. 

Sbo.  6.  It  is  hereby  declared  the  duty  of  every  congregation  in  the 
Diocese,  by  collections  or  otherwise,  to  contribute  to  the  treasury  of  the 
Missionary  Fund. 

CANON  X. 

Board  of  Church  IbctenHon  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  at  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, two  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  resident  in  St.  Louis,  who 
shall,  with  the  Bishop  as  President  ex-oJ^Joto,  constitute  a  Board  of  Church 
Extension  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  to  whom  shall  be  confided  the  Mission- 
ary work  of  the  Church  therein. 

Sec.  2.  This  Board  shall  have  power  to  solicit  subscriptions  for  its 
purpose,  and  appoint  Missionaries  on  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  and 
disburse  the  Ainds,  under  such  rules  as  it  may  establish,  and  make  report 
of  its  operations  to  each  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  8.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  several  congr^^ 
tions  of  this  city  to  contribute  annually  to  the  work  of  this  Board. 

CANON    XI. 

Of  Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Parishes  into  Union  with  the  Dio- 
cese, and  of  Parochial  Limits  in  Cities  and  Toums. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  number  of  persons  not  less  than  ten,  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  or  more,  and  attached  to  the  doctrines  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  residing  in  any  city  or  town  of 
this  Diocese  wherein  a  Parish  or  Parishes  have  already  been  organized, 
shall  desire  to  organize  a  new  Parish  in  said  city  or  town,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  make  a  written  application  to  the  Bishop  for  permission  to  organ- 
ize, who,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  shall  have  power  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners. 

Sec.  2.  The  limits  within  which  such  new  organization  shall  be  effected, 
and  have  power  to  acquire  ground  on  which  to  erect  a  church  or  chapel, 
by  purchase,  lease  or  gift,  shall  be  not  less  than  five  hundred  yards  in  a 
direct  line  from  the  place  of  worship  of  any  other  Parish,  or  land  acquired 
for  such  purpose:  Provided,  no  such  prohibition  be  interposed  unless  a 
satisfactory  certificate  be  lodged  with  the  Bishop  that  the  Parish  will  pro- 
ceed within  two  years  to  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building. 

Sec.  3.  To  organize  a  new  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  at  least  ten  individu- 
als of  full  age  shall  sign  canonical  articles  of  association  (as  adopted  by  the 
Convention),  and  give  notice  of  the  intention  to  organize  on  two  occasions 
of  public  worship,  at  least  one  week  apart,  and  within  one  month  before 
the  time  of  organization  ;  that  a  majority  of  said  t^n  individuals  shall  be 
present  to  unite  in  such  organization,  and,  immediately  after  Divine  Ser 
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vice  held  within  the  month  aforesaid,  proceed  to  a  public  election  of  two 
Wardens,  who  shall  be  communicants,  and  at  least  three  Vestrymen ; 
they  may  also  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  legal  articles  of  association, 
sign  the  same,  present  them  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county,  and  procure 
fkx>m  said  court  a  certificate  of  incorporation. 

Sec.  4.  To  enable  a  Parish  or  congregation  to  be  received  into  union 
with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry 
submit  to  the  Convention  canonical  and  legal  articles  of  association, 
together  with  a  copy  of  their  certificate  of  incorporation  ;  and  also  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  Bishop  (or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Spisoopate,  from  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee)  that  notice  has 
been  g^ven  him  (or  them)  of  the  organization  having  taken  place,  and  of 
his  (or  their)  approval  of  the  same ;  also  thieir  written  application  for  ad- 
mission into  union  with  the  Convention,  showing  that  the  requirements 
of  this  Canon  have  been  ftilly  complied  with. 

Sec.  5.  The  Articles  of  Association,  as  authorized  by  the  Convention, 
shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a  Canon  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XII. 

0/  Election  of  Vestries  and  their  Duties. 

Section  1.  On  Monday  in  Easter  week  in  every  year,  after  due  notice 
publicly  given  on  an  occasion  of  Divine  worship,  the  parishioners  of  each 
Parish  shall  assemble  in  annual  meeting  to  elect  a  Vestry,  and  transact 
such  other  business  as  shall  be  brought  before  them.  At  such  meeting  the 
Rector  or  Minister  in  charge,  if  he  be  present,  shall  preside,  and  the  polls 
shall  be  kept  open  for  the  space  of  two  hours.  The  right  of  challenge  shall 
be  admitted ;  the  Secretary  of  the  Parish  meeting  shall  make  record  of 
such  challenge  and  cause;  and  reference  may  be  made  to  the  Bishop, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final.  The  Vestry  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  thirteen  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  electors  shall  consist  of  the  communicants,  of  full  age,  who 
have  been  such  for  not  less  than  six  months  prior  to  the  time  of  the  elec- 
tion, and  such  other  persons  of  full  age  as  may  have  contributed  to  the 
support  of  the  Parish  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  such  election, 
according  to  such  rules  as  the  Parish  may  have  adopted. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector,  or  Minister  in  charge,  or, 
in  case  of  his  absence,  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Parish  meeting,  to  call  the 
Vestry  together  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  at  which  meeting,  as  at 
all  other  meetings  of  the  Vestry,  the  Rector,  or  Minister  in  charge,  shall 
preside. 

Sec.  4.  From  their  number  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  may  ap- 
point a  Senior  Warden,  and  the  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Junior  Warden,  both 
of  whom  shall  be  communicants,  one  of  whom  shall  preside  in  the  absence 
of  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge;  but  should  the  Rector,  or  Minister 
in  charge,  desire  at  any  time  to  commit  the  appointment  of  the  Senior 
Warden  to  the  Vestry,  he  may  do  so,  and  the  Vestry  shall  then  elect  one. 
They  shall  also  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  minutes 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Vestry,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall 
be  legally  assigned  to  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  sue- 
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cessor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerus  of  the  Church,  which 
may  be  in  his  possession. 

8bc.  5.  The  Vestry  shall  eoutioue  in  otBce  until  their  sucees^oru  shall 
be  appointed. 

Beo.  6.  The  duties  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the  propertj 
of  the  Parish  ;  attend  to  and  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns ;  to  provide 
for  the  support  of  the  Rector,  and,  in  case  of  his  death,  resiguatiou,  or 
removal,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bishop,  to  supply  his  place  as 
soon  as  possible;  and  in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister,  in  what- 
ever is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel ;  it  being 
understtKul  always  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  church  are  under  the 
exclusive  diret^tion  of  the  Minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON   XIII. 

O/  ParUh  Regiatera  and  Parochial  Reports, 

Skotion  1.  The  Parish  Register,  required  by  the  Canon  of  the  General 
Convention,  shall  specify  the  name  and  time  of  the  birth  of  tlie  child  bap- 
tized, with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors ;  the  name  of  the  adult 
baptized  ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and  the  place  where  the  mar- 
riage wjis  solemnized ;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried ;  and  also  the  time 
when  each  rite  was  performed.  These  registries  shall  be  kept  by  the  Min- 
ister in  a  book,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of 
each  Parish ;  which  book  shall  be  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  pre- 
served by  the  Vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish.  Tiie  list  of 
conuiiunieants  shall  embrace  all  within  his  cure,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained ;  and,  in  his  annual  parochial  report,  he  shall  distinguish  the  addi- 
tions, removals,  and  deaths  since  the  last  report.  He  shall  also  keep  a 
list  of  the  families  and  adult  persons  in  his  cure,  so  far  as  practicable,  and 
also  an  accurate  list  of  persons  confirmeil  from  time  to  time  by  the  Bishop. 

Skc.  2.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  the 
register  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  the  Warden,  or  by 
some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose. 

8kc.  3.  Whenever  a  clergyman  shall  perform  any  service  in  a  Parish 
of  which  he  has  not  charge,  the  records  re(iuired  by  tlie  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  shall  be  made  in  the  register  of  that  Parish  ;  but  if 
the  acts  performed  be  beyond  the  limits  of  any  Parish  where  there  is  a 
book  of  records,  then  they  shall  be  recorded  in  the  register  of  the  Parish  of 
which  he  has  charge,  and  the  record  shall  state  where  the  acts  were  per- 
formed ;  and  if  the  acts  be  performed  by  a  minister  who  has  no  regular 
cure,  and  beyond  the  limits  of  any  Parish,  then,  in  addition  to  the  private 
registry  required  by  the  General  Convention,  he  shall  report  all  ministe- 
rial acts  so  performed,  in  writing,  to  the  Bishop  at  Convention,  which 
report  shall  be  a  complete  copy  of  the  record,  and  contain  the  name  of  the 
place  where  each  act  was  performed  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  this  Convention  to  copy  the  same  into  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that 

purpose. 

canon  xiv. 

Of  Vacant  PariaJiGS, 

Section  1.    Whenever  a  Parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 
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Sbc.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese 
who  can  with  the  most  coiiveuieiice  discharge  the  duty  to  supply  such 
vacant  Parishes  as  have  hceu  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as  may  he 
deemed  coiiveiiieut  and  proper.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Par- 
ishes thus  supplied  to  deft-ay  all  the  expenses  incident  to  such  occasional 
services. 

Sbc.  3.  No  clergyman  shall  take  charge  of  any  Parish  in  this  Diocese, 
or  he  a  minister  or  assistant  minister  in  any  Parish,  without  having  first 
obtained  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop, 
of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON   XV. 

iyf  Forfeiture  of  Representation  of  Parishes  in  Convention, 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  Parish  in  union  with  this  Convention  shall 
neglect  fbr  two  years  in  succession  to  meet  the  assessments  made  upon  it 
by  the  Convention,  such  refUsal  not  having  been  excused,  or  to  make  a 
parochial  report,  no  missionary  report  being  made  on  its  behalf;  or  shall 
not  during  the  same  period  have  been  under  the  care  of  a  Parish  minister, 
nor  requested  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  to  have  the  services  of  a  Mis- 
sionary, such  Parish  shall  be  suspended  from  representation  in  Conven- 
tion by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  order.  The  Treasurer  shall  report 
such  Parish  to  the  Convention  in  his  annual  statement. 

Sec.  li.  Such  Parish,  however,  may  be  readmitted  upon  application  to 
the  Convention,  accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and  on  such 
terms  as  may  appear  just;  such  roadmission  to  take  effect  from  and  after 
the  rising  of  the  Convention  consenting  to  such  admission. 

canon  XVI. 

Mission  Stations. 

Section  1.  Wherever,  on  account  of  fewness  of  numbers  or  any  other 
cause,  it  is  deemed  inexpedient  for  the  present  to  proceed  to  the  organization 
of  a  Parish,  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  six,  may  associate  them- 
selves together  as  a  Mission  Station.  They  shall  declare  their  adhesion  to 
the  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
and  agree  to  abide  by  the  rules  of  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese ; 
shall  choose  the  name  by  which  they  shall  be  known,  and  apply  to  the 
Bishop  to  organize  and  constitute  the  Mission. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  thereupon,  in  case  he  deems  it  expedient  to 
act,  appoint,  on  nomination  of  the  Missionary  in  charge,  a  Warden,  Clerk, 
Treasurer  and  Church  Committee,  such  ai)pointments  to  be  renewed  at 
every  Easter. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall,  in  his  annual  ad<iress,  report  to  the  Conven- 
tion the  Stations  which  have  been  organized  and  are  in  godd  standing, 
and  they  shall  be  thereupon  admitted,  and  shall  report  to  the  Convention, 
and  may  be  represented  by  their  Warden.  The'  Committee  on  Assess- 
ments may  assess  upon  them,  equitably,  for  the  support  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  If  such  assessment  has  been  laid  and  met,  the  delegate  from 
the  Mission  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  Convention ;  otherwise,  only  a 
seat. 
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CANON   XVII. 

Of  A88es8ment8. 

Section  1.  At  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  a  oonuniUee 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  upon  the  several  Parishes 
in  the  Diocese  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  to- 
gether  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Con- 
vention and  Diocese,  which  amount  shall  be  collected  by  tbe  Vestriei 
of  the  Parishes  and  paid  quarterly,  in  advance,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  A  reduction  in  the  annual  assessment  shall  be  allowed  in  abate- 
ment of  such  assessment  to  all  Parishes  contributing  to  the  Permanent 
Fund ;  and  such  reduction  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  interest  at  eight  per 
cent,  per  annum  on  the  aggregate  of  such  amounts  as  shall  be  contributed 
by  such  Parish  from  year  to  year  to  this  fund.  Said  allowance  to  be  made 
by  the  Committee  on  Assessments  at  the  beginning  of  each  Convention 
year,  predicated  upon  the  contributions  up  to  the  time  of  such  assessmoit 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  regularly  charge  the  said  assessment  upon 
his  books  against  each  Vestry,  crediting  the  same  with  payment  when 
made,  and  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  the  state  of  his  aooonnts 
with  each  Parish,  which  report  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  Special  Colleciiona. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  every  congregation  in  this  Diocese 
to  make  the  following  collections  annually: 

1.  For  the  increase  of  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Epis- 
copate, which  shall  be  made  on  the  second  Sunday  in  Le^t  or  the  Sunday 
nearest  thereto. 

2.  For  the  increase  of  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  Clergymen  disabled  by 
age  or  disease,  which  shall  be  made  on  Christmas  day,  or  on  the  Sunday 
nearest  thereto. 

3.  For  the  support  of  the  Theological  Students  in  the  Diocese,  which 
shall  be  made  on  Thanksgiving  day,  or  the  Sunday  nearest  thereto. 

4.  Collections  shall  be  made  by  all  the  congregations  of  the  Diocese  in 
behalf  of  Diocesan  Missions  which  do  not  contribute  through  the  Lay- 
men^s  Co-operating  Missionary  Society ;  and  it  is  recommended  that  such 
quarterly  collections  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary 
Board  in  the  months  of  March,  June,  September  and  December. 

CANON   XIX. 

Of  the  Fund  for  dUaJbled  and  infirm  Clergymen. 

Section  1.  An  offertory  shall  be  made  annually  in  every  congregatioo 
in  this  Diocese,  to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  clergymen  disabled  by  age  or 
disease,  and  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen. 

Sec.  2.  Two  lay  trustees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention,  and 
hold  their  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  who,  with  the 
Bishop  and  one  clergyman  to  be  chosen  in  like  manner,  and  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  shall  constitute  a  Board,  to  be  called  the  Trustees  of 
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the  Fund  for  aged  and  infirm  clergymen  ;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive 
applications  for  relief,  and  to  apply  the  fUud  according  to  such  rules  and 
principles  as  said  trustees  shall  adopt,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Convention 
for  its  revision  and  approval. 

Sec.  3.  Vacancies  occurring  in  tlie  number  of  the  trustees  during 
recess  of  Ck>nvention  may  l>e  supplied  by  the  remaining  trustees. 

8bc.  4.  All  contributions  or  donations  for  this  object  shall  be  transmit- 
ted to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  funds  not  needed  for  current 
use  shall  be  invested  and  held  in  trust  by  such  trustees. 

CANON  XX. 

Pertyianent  Fund, 

Section  1.  The  Permanent  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  in 
this  Diocese,  now  provided,  together  with  what  may  hereafter  be  contri- 
buted or  acquired,  and  any  ac<;uniulation  from  the  investment  thereof, 
shall  be  entrusted  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Permanent  Fund. 

Beo.  2.  Such  trustees  shall  be  three  in  number,  and  shall  be  appointed 
by,  and  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of,  the  Convention,  which 
shall  fill  up  all  vacancies  ;  vacancies,  liowever,  during  a  recess  of  the  Con- 
vention, may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  trustees,  to  be  reported  to  and 
approved  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  rector  or  minister  having  charge 
of  a  Parish  or  congregation  in  this  Diocese,  to  cau»e  an  annutil  collection 
or  contribution  to  be  made  in  aid  of  the  Permanent  Fund ;  and  in  (^ase  of 
a  vacant  Parish,  the  duty  shall  devolve  upon  the  Wardens  and  Ves- 
trymen. 

Sec.  4.  The  amount  received  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said 
trustees,  and,  together  with  a  statement  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the 
said  fund  and  securities,  shall  be  reported  by  them  to  the  next  regular 
Convention,  and  shall  l>e  entered  on  its  Journal. 

Sec.  5.  Said  trustees  shall  have  charge  of  all  real  estate  belonging  to 
said  fhnd,  including  the  Episcopal  residence;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
pay  the  taxes  assessecl  on  said  property,  and  make  such  repairs  on  the 
ESplsoopal  residence  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  found  necessary. 

canon  XXI. 

Fund  for  Theological  Education, 

A  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese,  one  Presbyter,  and  two  laymen,  shall  be  elected  by 
and  hold  their  office  through  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  to  hold, 
invest  and  manage  all  funds  now  held  for  the  purposes  of  Theological . 
Ekiucation,  or  which  may  hereafter  come  to  their  hands ;  they  sliall  have 
power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  disbursement  of  said 
ftinds,  and  report  annually  to  the  Convention. 

CANON  XXII. 

Legacies  and  Donations. 

Section  1.  A  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the  Bishop  ot  the  Diocese, 
two  Presbyters,  and  three  laymen,  shall  be  elected  by  and  shall  hold  their 
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ofHoe  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  to  take  charge  of,  invest  and 
manage  all  bequests  and  donations  made  to  this  Diocese  or  for  its  nse. 

Beo.  2.  8ui<l  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  all  ueedfkil  rules  and 
regulations  as  to  the  disbursement  of  any  funds  in  their  bauds,  and  they 
shall  annually  report  their  proceedings  to  this  Convention. 

CANON  XXIII. 

Of  ihe  Trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  being  a  Bishop, 

Whenever  any  minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop  thereof, 
shall  l)ec(>nic  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  under  the  provisions  of  any 
Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the  mode  of  proceeding  in 
this  Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz. : 

Bbction  1 .  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offenses  of  which  tlie  accused 
is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and 
<*ircumstances. 

Hec.  2.  If  three  clergymen,  or  three  lay  comnmnicants,  of  full  age,  in 
either  case  in  g(KMi  standing,  shall  allege,  in  writing,  to  tlie  Bishop,  witli 
sufficient  particularity,  that  any  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  is  guilty  of  any 
offense  which  renders  him  liable  to  trial  under  the  Canons  of  the  Church 
or  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  five  persons,  of  whom  at  least 
three  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  tlie  case,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
make  such  examination  ;  and  if  there  is,  in  their  opinion,  sufficient  ground 
for  presentment,  they  shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 

8ec.  3.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall 
have  reason  to  believe  tliat  any  clergyman  is  under  impiitatiou  of  having 
been  guilty  of  any  offense  or  misconduct  for  which  he  is  liable  to  l>e  tried, 
and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  lie 
his  duty  to  appoint  five  persons,  of  whom  three  shall  be  Presbyters  and 
two  lay  communicants,  to  examine  the  case,  a  majority  of  whom  may 
make  such  investigation  ;  and  if  there  is,  in  their  opinion,  sufficient  ground 
for  presentment,  shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Skc.  4.  A  presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop,  if  the  fiacts  charged 
shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  su(;h  as  constitute  an  offense,  may  dismiss 
it;  or  if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not,  con- 
stitute' an  ofiense,  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he 
may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  wiiole  or  in 
part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accniseil ;  and 
shall  also  nominate  twelve  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  who  Rhall  notl)e 
near  of  kin  to  either  presenter  or  the  accused,  and  no  person  sliall  serve  on 
said  Court  who  shall  have  formed  or  expressed  an  opinion  as  to  the  guilt 
or  innocenc^e  of  the  acrusod,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  bo  served  on 
the  a(?euse<l,  who  shall,  within  thirty  <lays  after  such  service,  select  fiveof 
them,  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  t^>thc  Bishop  ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notificatiim  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  selec^t  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  Court 
for  the  trial  of  the  acidised,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  tlie 
Kishop  shall  dire(^t,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time, 
and  from  place  to  place  (but  always  within  (his  Diocese),  as  tliey  shall 
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think  necessary.  And  in  case  of  failure  to  attend,  or  any  disability  or 
other  cause,  said  Court  shall  fall  below  the  number  of  three,  the  Bishop 
shall  summon  other  Presbyters  to  fill  up  the  vacancies,  who  shall  have  the 
like  qualifications  as  above  set  out. 

Sbo.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meeting 
shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accuse<l, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  or  presentment,  and  also  on  one  of  the 
persons  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  6.  The  Bishop  may,  if  he  deem  it  proper,  prohibit  the  accused 
fh>m  the  exercise  of  the  mhiistry  during  the  period  between  the  entertain- 
ing the  presentment  and  the  ac(iuittal  certified  or  the  sentence  pronounced 
by  him  after  judgment  of  the  Court  upon  the  trial ;  but  such  prohibition 
shall  not,  during  the  time  of  its  continuance,  affect  the  rectorial  relations 
of  the  accused  if  he  be  settled  in  a  Parish,  except  in  acts  ministerial  and 
pastoral. 

Sbc.  7.  The  court  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  one  of  its  mem- 
bers as  President,  and  the  appointment  of  a  clerk,  who  may  or  may  not  be 
a  member  of  said  Court,  who  shall  take  accurate  notes  of  all  testimony, 
and  make  careful  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  which  notes  and  record 
shall  be  authenticated  by  the  Court ;  and  they  shall,  before  they  proceed  to 
the  trial  of  the  accused,  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  said  trial 
shall  be  conducted. 

Sec.  8.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court  of 
Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  then  those  who  do 
attend  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  and  if,  after  one  adjournment  or 
naore,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will 
attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then  those  who  do  attend,  not  being  less 
than  three,  shall  constitute  the.  Court,  and  proceed  to  the  trial,  and  a 
majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  9.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  In  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed 
to  pass  sentence ;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  befbre  the  appointment 
of  a  Court  for  his  trial,  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  10.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  court 
may,  nevertheless,  proceed  as  If  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause 
they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sec.  11.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  such 
evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by 
law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  the  party,  be  requested  to 
administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify 
the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts 
charged  In  the  presentment.  If,  on  ordering  the  trial,  the  accused  shall 
confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  In  the  presentment,  the  Court 
may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to 
state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pro- 
nounced. 

Sec.  12.    Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it 
16 
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being  made  satisfiactorily  to  appear  to  him  that  any  material  witiieM 
cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  oommiwuiry 
to  take  the  testimony  of  any  such  witness.  Such  commissary  aiay  be 
either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to 
the  other  at  least  six  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  tes- 
timony. And  both  patties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witnesses,  and 
the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  bj  the 
witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  commissary,  and  endorsed  under  hit 
seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evi- 
dence. A  witness  examined  before  such  commissary,  may  be  sworn  or 
affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  13.  The  Court  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall 
declare  in  writing,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision 
on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also 
stating  the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced  ;  and  a 
copy  of  such  decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the 
accused ;  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  Canonical  sentenee 
as  shall  appear  to  him  proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  Id 
severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Court;  and  such  sentence 
shall  be  final. 

Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accnsed 
and  any  three  or  more  of  the  clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may,  is 
his  opinion,  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated  by  him, 
which  shall,  for  that  purpose,  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may 
choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pro- 
nounced by  the  Bishop.  In  all  cases  of  suspension  of  any  clergyman,  such 
suspension  is  understood  te  be  from  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of  the 
ministry,  and  be  for  a  limited  period,  or  until  the  offender  gives  to  the 
Bishop  satisfactory  evidence  of  contrition  and  reformation,  or  it  may  in- 
clude botli  these  conditions.  The  pronouncing  of  a  sentence  of  suspension, 
or  of  admonition  for  moral  delinquency  against  any  clergyman,  shall 
ip^o/ac^o  sever  the  connection  between  the  clergyman  so  sentenced  and 
his  Parish.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  Justice  requires 
it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of 
l^resbytei's  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  mentioned. 

Skc.  14.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may  be 
issued  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Bisliop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  facts  shall  be  proved  by  the 
affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party, 
or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of 
such  notice  or  paper* 

Skc.  15.  The  defendant  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  counsel, 
who  shall  be  communicants;  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege, 
and  not  otiierwise,  those  who  present  shall  also  have  the  like  privilege. 
All  trials  for  alleged  moral  ofilenses  shall  be  conducted  in  private.

CANON   XXIV. 

Lay  Discipline. 

Persons  in  connei*.tion  with  this  Church  by  baptism,  who  arc  habitually 
neglectful  of  the  duty  of  public  worship  and  of  other  Christian  obligations, 
shall  be  kindly  admonished  by  the  Minist-er.  The  confirmed,  who  have 
never  been  communicants,  shall  be  earnestly  urged  to  prepare  themselves 
for  that  bounden  duty  and  service  of  the  followers  of  Christ.  Communi- 
cants absenting  themselves  from  Divine  Service,  or  from  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per for  six  months,  without  reasonable  excuse,  shall  be  seriously  exhorted 
to  return  to  this  duty;  and  if  they  still  so  absent  themselves,  may,  after 
one  year,  be  suspended  or  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion. 

CANON   XXV. 

Of  Appointments  under  the  Canons. 

Whenever  a  clergyman  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  discharge  any  duties 
growing  out  of  an  appointment  under  the  Canons,  without  assigning  to 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  sufficient  and  satisfactory  reasons  for  such 
neglect,  he  shall  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical  proceedings  or  censure. 

CANON  XXVI. 

Of  Alterations  and  Amendments, 

No  proposed  alteration  or  addition  to  the  Canons  shall  be  considered  by 
the  Convention  unless  at  least  one  day's' previous  notice  be  given  thereof 
iu  open  Convention,  and  unless,  by  unanimous  consent,  until  such  altera- 
tion or  addition  shall  have  been  referred  to  and  reported  upon  by  a  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Canons.

Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  tlic  Bishop  and  a  number 
of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  iwsembled  this  day  in  St.  John's  Church,  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  the  place  designated  for  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

At  10  o'clock  the  Clergy,  Lay  Delegates  and  Choir  of  St.  John's 
Church  entered  the  Church  in  procession,  singing  the  138th  Hymn. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Sanuicl  Ringgold,  of  Trinity 
Church,  Hannibal.  The  Fh'st  Lesson  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Thos.  W. 
Mitcliell  of  Christ  Church,  Springfield,  and  the  Second  Lesson  by  the 
Rev.  J.  M.  Curtis,  of  Christ  Church,  Hoonville.  The  Creed  and  Prayers 
were  said  by  the  Rev.  Wni.  C.  Dawson,  of  Calvary  Church,  Columbia. 

The  Ante-Communion  service  was  said  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  F.  Robert- 
son, S.  T.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  Rev,  C.  S.  Hedges,  1).  D., 
read  the  Epistle;  the  Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  D.  D.,  Christ  Church,  St. 
Louis,  read  the  (Jospel.  Rev.  George  C.  Betts,  of  Trinity  Church, 
St.  Louis,  then  delivered  the  Convention  Sermon,  taking  for  his  text  the 
21st  vei-se,  2d  chap.  Ephesians,  and  IGth  veree,  4th  chap.  Ephesians. 

The  Ottcrtory  sentences  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Jos.  E.  Martin,  of 
(irace  Church,  Kansas  City. 

The  Offertory  wtis  taken  up  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Prayer  for  the  Church  Militant  was  read  by  the  Rev.  F.  B. 
Scheetz,  St.  Jude's  Church,  Monroe  City. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  then  celebrated  by  tho  Bishop,  and  after 
the  Post-Communion  Service  said  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Dunn,  of  Christ 
Church,  Lexington,  the  Clergy,  Lay  Delegates  and  Choir  retired  to  the 
liasemcnt  of  the  church. 

On  reassembling  in  the  Sunday  School  rooms,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  called  the  Convention  to  order,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  last

To  Article  V,  Section  1,  add:  "the  expenses  of  one  of  whom, 
and  of  the  Clergyman,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Convention  fund.''  Fur- 
ther action  was  deferred  until  to-morrow  morning. 

The  time  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  on  motion  the  Rules  of 
Order  wc^re  suspended  and  the  time  of  session  extended  to  3  P.  M.

The  same  was,  on  motion,  received  an<l  referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  Finance.      (See  Appendix  No.  o.) 

Rev.  Dr.  Schuyler,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons,  maile  the  following  report,  on  subjects  referred  to  that  Com- 
mittee at  this  Convention : 

Th«*  Committftft  on  Constitution  and  <;iinons  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  eon- 
sidcred  that  part  of  the  Bishops  address  reforrinK  to  Vestries,  Oommunieauts  and  other 
cognate  subject"*,  and  find  that  a  contliet  exists  between  the  4th  Section  of  the  draft  of 
the  Articles  of  Association  for  organi/inp:  a  Parish,  and  Section  2  of  Canon  XII,  in 
that  it  is  provided  in  said  Section  4  of  said  Article,  that  tlie  electors  of  a  Parish  shall 
consist  of  persons  who  may  have  contributed  to  the  support  of  the  Parish  for  the  six 
months  next  preceding?  any  election  at  whitrh  they  may  desire  to  vote,  while  the  (.'anon 
only  prescribes  such  a  (pialification  for  the  period  of  three  months  next  precwling  such 
election.  We  would  therefore  recommend  that  sai<l  Section  2  of  Canon  XII  be  anien<led 
by  inserting  in  the  fourth  line  thereof  the  word  "six  "  instead  of  the  word  **  three;" 
and  also  that  the  reference  to  Can<m  21,  in  Article  H  of  the  Articles  of  Association,  be 
amended  by  inserting  Canon  24  instead  of  Canon  21. 

We  would  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  two  additional  sections  to  be  added  to 
(Jamm  XIl,  and  to  be  numbered  respectively  7  and  JS,  which  shall  read  as  follows: 

Skc.  7.  The  vestry  of  each  Parish  shall  hold  a  regular  inecaing  on  the  first  Monday 
in  each  month,  and  may  be  cjilled  together  in  special  meeting,  either  on  the  call  of  the 
Itector,  or  the  writtiui  call  of  any  three  members  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  outgoing  vestry,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Parish,  to  nmke  a  full  report  of  it,s  proceedings,  and  a  coniplet<»  statement  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Parish. 

On  motion,  same  w:i.s  received  and  adopted. 

Conunittec  on  Constitution  and  Canons  asked  tliat  time  be  given 
them  to  the  next  Dioctesan  Convention,  to  report  on  other  matters 
referred  to  them  by  this  Convention.  On  motion,  the  re(iuest  was 
grunted. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned.

My  Drak  Brethren  of  the  Clekcjy  and  Laity: 

Tlie  twelvemonth  has  swiftly  passed  since  we  were  last  jissenibled 
for  counsel.  Each  day  has  ha<l  its  duty.  While  we  have  not  realized 
all  that  we  had  hoped ;  while  we  are  all  of  us  willing,  no  doubt,  to  con- 
fess to  a  slackness  of  purpose  and  ina<lequacy  of  result  which  we  are 
sorry  for;  still,  we  may  thank  (lod  for  what  lie  has  enabled  us  in  our 
sev(jral  places  to  gain  during  the  year.  A  measure  of  the  Spirit  is  given 
to  each  of  us  to  profit  withal,  and  in  the  body  of  Christ  are  divei^sities 
of  gifts  and  operations.  During  the  most  of  the  year  we  each  stand 
ai)art  from  the  other.  Charged  with  the  study  and  care  of  our  little 
portions  of  the  common  work,  we  each  give  to  that  our  best  attention  ; 
we  develop  the  opportunities  which  God's  providencre  has  put  before  us. 
As  others  know  little  about  the  ditliculties,  so  they  are  not  fully  aware  of 
the  quiet,  solid  advances  which  the  Church  has  made  in  our  several 
localities.  And  no  summary'  of  results,  however  minute  or  exhaustive, 
can  give  a  full  idea  of  what,  within  our  borders,  has  really  been  done. 
Our  service  has  not  been  as  faithful  and  j)rontal)le  as  it  ought  to  have 
been ;  and  yet,  as  each  one  has  been  intent  only  upon  his  own  work,  no 
one  save  the  Bishop  can  perhaps  so  well  attest  to  the  fact  that  very 
rnui'h  more  in  the  aggregate  has  been  gained  for  the  Church  by  the 
faithful  labors  of  ministers  and  peoi)le,  than  any  one  person  has  any 
idea  of. 

We  have  need  to  thank  God  that  we  are  enabled  to  meet  once 
more  with  our  numbers  unbroken  by  death.  On  this,  the  eighth  occasion 
when  I  have  been  i>ennitted  to  address  you  in  this  manner,  I  am  per- 
mitted to  record  the  fact,  with  devout  gratitude  to  Go<l,  that  I  have 
thus  far  been  able  to  meet  my  recurring  duties  without  interruption 
from  sickness  or  any  other  cause. 
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111  our  geiieml  Church  wo  have  suffered  during  the  year  from  the  loss 
of  iiuiny  di'votod  nion.  of  wlioni  are  particuhirly  worthy  of  affectionate 
renionihranci'  Ww  Kev.  Dr.  Lloyd  Brock  and  tho  lat-e  Hishop  of  Virginia. 
Tho  one  was  as  roniarkahlo  for  liia  miflHionnry  spirit,  his  iiuloniiUihk' 
oncr^3'  an<l  raro  forecast  in  choosing  out  commanding  positions  for 
clnu'ch  work  and  institutions,  as  the  other  was  eminent  for  his  beautiful 
spirit,  his  sinipU'  piety,  and  raro  Jibility  Jis  a  preacher.  At  a  eritii-al 
period  in  our  history,  in  tlio  General  Convention  of  1871,  when  party 
strife  and  hitternoss  wore  intense,  I^ishop  Johns,  by  the  singular  felicity 
of  his  opening  sermon,  gave  the  key-note  of  charity  to  the  deliberations, 
and  a  kindlier  temper  gained  place,  which  has  not  since  l^een  lost  in  the 
treatment  of  the  dilHcult  problems  whicii   the  Church  has  had  to  meet. 

The  year  for  us  in  tho  Diocese  has,  in  temporal  matte i*s,  l.>een  one  of 
solid  gains,  for  which  we  have  especial  reason  to  be  thankful,  in  view 
of  the  general  finam'ial  depression  through  the  country.  In  this  eit^'  St. 
John's  has  i>oon  steadily  reducing  its  indebtedness;  St.  Paul's  Church  has 
the  means  on  liand  to  t)ayotf  its  last  vestige  of  debt.  The  Mission  of  tin* 
(rood  Shepherd  has  enlarged  and  greatly  improved  it«  Churdi  building, 
and  has  incurred  no  debt  for  it.  For  the  Colored  Mission  of  the 
(lood  Samaritan  a  vahiabU^  proi)ortv  has  been  purcliasod  an<l  gorwl 
progress  made  in  ])aying  for  it.  In  the  other  pnrts  of  the  Diocose. 
Trinity  (.hurcli,  Mnrsliall,  hns  been  built,  pai<l  tor  and  consecrnte<l.  I 
iiavc  also  consecrated  (irace  Ciuircli,  Cliillicotho,  after  a  long  and  at 
Icnjj^th  successful  struoij^le  with  the  incumbrance  of  debt  incurred  in  its 
construction.  And  Christ  Churcli,  Moberly,  has  also  been  consecrate<l. 
after  freeing  the  |>roi)erty  from  all  incumbrances.  Calvary  ('hurili, 
S«'(l:iliii,  litis  freecl  it.self  from  all  debt,  and  with  Christ  Church,  Warrens- 
burg,  is  awaiting  consecnition.  All  Saints',  Nevada;  St.  Paul's,  (-ar- 
rollton,  and  Trinity,  Do  Soto',  have  materially  reduced  their  indebted- 
noss.  St.  James',  Macon  City,  after  purchasing  a  line  toned  bell  last 
year,  has  this  year  secured  a  commodious  Rector3\  Calvary  Church, 
Cobimhia,  ha,s,  by  it.s  own  etforts  and  by  the  liberality  of  its  friends, 
greatly  adorned  and  enriched  its  church  building  b}-  a  bell,  and  hand- 
some furniture  and  appointments.  St.  John's,  Cameron,  has,  during  the 
year,  eiH'cted  a  most-  tasteful  structure  at  a  very  moderate  cost,  and 
after  a  i)lan  which  might  be  well  followed  by  such  of  our  country  parishos 
as  contemplate  building.  In  many  places  besides  those  which  an* 
named,  lands  have  been  acquired  and  the  accumulation  of  funds  begun 
with  a  view  to  the  construction  of  churches  and  parsonages  hereafler. 
In  (»tli(»r  stations,  when  nothing  else  could  as  yd  bo  essayed,  organs 
have  been  purcliasiMl  as  a  nutlous  of  church  property  and  U^  assist  in 
the  worship.     Taken  altogether,  while  doubtless  more  eouhl  have  been 
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desired,  and  in  some  places  have  been  done,  still  it  has  been,  in  the 
midst  of  much  business  depression,  a  year  of  many  real  acquisitions. 
It  is  very  cheering  to  note  from  year  to  year  how  the  Church  has 
pushed  its  services  and  buildings  out  into  sections  and  counties  where, 
but  a  little  while  ago,  it  was  unknown.  I  need  not  rei)eat  what  I  have 
had  occasion  to  say  before,  and  what  is  among  the  commonphici^s  of 
our  missionary  experience,  that,  so  soon  as  ])ossible  after  we  have 
Ijcgun  services  in  a  place,  we  should  set  about  procuring  land  for  the 
puri>ose  of  erecting  a  church  building.  With  wi<lening  observation  1 
should  advise  with  stronger  and  stronger  emphasis — avoid  del>t.  The 
beauties  on  which  at  first  the  eye  might  be  inclined  to  rest  witii  pleas- 
ure, after  a  time,  in  the  thought  of  the  spiritual  depression  which  debt 
ou  their  account  has  caused,  the  narrowing  of  sympathies  and  charities, 
the  unworthy  means  which  have  to  be  resorted  to  for  relief,  we  get  at 
length  to  loathe  the  sight  of,  as  they  seem  to  be  the  tempters  which  hid 
the  judgment  astray. 

Then  in  this  changeable  climate,  especially  for  our  smaller  buildings, 
there  s^hould  be  more  attention  paid  to  warmth  and  light.  We  have 
lost  very  much  in  sj)ace  and  comfort  in  trying  to  make  every  church  a 
miniature  cathedral.  In  the  first  stages  of  our  work,  with  a  definite 
outlay,  we  need  a  church  that  shall  be  as  roomy  as  possible  ;  which  shall 
be  strong  as  against  the  prairie  winds;  which  shall  have  a  double  roof, 
as  against  our  extremes  of  heat  and  cold,  and  which  shall  light  up  well 
and  not  repel  by  its  sombre  hues.  Afterward  the  congregation,  when 
it  has  grown  stronger,  can  build  with  greater  reference  to  costliness  and 
beauty. 

The  missionary  offerings  of  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year  have 
not,  in  the  <lirection  of  our  general  work,  come  up  to  the  receipt-s  of 
some  previous  yiiars,  and  they  fall  far  below  our  own  duty  and  ability. 
My  constant  journeyings  through  the  Diocese  convince  me  that  nowhere 
rould  be  found  a  more  faithful  and  effective  service  than  that  which,  in 
general,  is  rcn<lered  by  our  missionaries.  Tlieir  work  is  dillicult  and 
delicate  ;  tlieir  cmban'SLssmcnts  are  manifold  ;  their  living  is  mejigre  and 
precarious;  and  yet  their  work  is  bringing  forth  results  which  will  compare 
favorably  with  that  done  in  our  largest  communities.  It  is  not  because 
of  any  lack  of  assurance  of  the  success  which  is  reached  that,  would 
occasion  any  falling  off  in  interest  or  offerings.  It  is  rather,  I  fear,  be- 
cause there  is  less  thought  had,  less  intelligence  imparted  about  our 
aggressive  work ;  because  there  is  an  exclusive  pressing  of  parish  inter- 
ests; because  there  is  a  lack  of  persistent  pushing  and  system  in  the 
means  employed  to  collect  the  missionary  gifls.  I  wish  that  in  those 
quarters  where,  on  account  of  a  larger  stewardship  of  wealth  entrusted.^ 
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wc  have  a  right  to  look  for  substantial  aid  in  our  missionary  work,  il 
could  1)0  more  fully  seen  tliat  the  measure  of  internal  liberality  and 
depth  of  spiritual  life  will  alwa^'s  be  in  ])roportion  to  the  comprehen- 
siveness of  the  intelligence  an<l  the  wide  generosity  of  the  congregation. 
A  })erson  or  a  contrregation  that  is  always  saying  that  "  charity  should 
conunence  at  home."  niav  be  marked  as  one  whose  charity  bojxins  oris 
visibU>  nowhere.  I  am  sure  that  I  am  saying  what  the  years  to  come 
will  prove,  more  forcibly  than  any  present  experience,  to  be  true — 
that  no  work  is  of  such  critical  moment,  no  money  as  wisely  s))ent^  w 
that  which  will  enable  us  to  enter  at  the  earliest  moment  our  swelling 
connnunities,  and  shape  their  life  and  thought  by  the  mini.stnitions  of 
the  historic  Church  of  Christ. 

Thtj  city  department  of  our  missionary-  work  in  the  Church  Kxtension 
Board  makes  a  very  gratifying  exhibit.  Starting  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  with  a  debt  due  the  Treasurer,  without  contracting  any  of  its 
work,  it.  brings  in  its  report  of  receipts  largely  in<Teased,  and  witli  a 
small  balance  in  its  treasury.  We  have  not  yet  by  anj-  means  risen  io 
a  full  conception  of  work  before  us  in  this  wonderful  city,  or  else  we 
would  have  the  means  given  us  to  double  our  effective  force  here;  hiit 
with  M  ij:;iin  within  two  years  from  nothiuir  to  over  4^1evcn  hundred  dol- 
hns,  mid  this  without  airectinc:  our  ixencrnl  mivssionary  society,  we  have 
strong  grounds  for  liopefulness. 

VV^i  arc  next  Sunday  to  ceU^brnte  the  seventh  anniversary  of  the  Sun- 
day School  Missionary  Host,  and  it.  will  be,  as  it  always  is,  a  bright  day 
for  lis.  When  I  say  that  in  its  short  historv  and  upon  the  accnnudatioii 
of  its  little  mit-es,  it  luis  raised  and  expended  for  missionary  purposes 
over  liiree  thousand  dollars,  you  can  readily  see  what  hopefulnes< 
t.hrre  is  in  cultivating  th(^  missionary  spirit  among  the  children. 

Wc  have  received  this  year  from  the  Domestic  Comniitt^^c  of  Now 
York  two  thousand  dollars,  and  besides  this  our  missionaries  have  In^en 
urladdened,  throuirh  the  sweet  charity  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  Society, 
by  the  timely  and  valuable  mfts  of  missionary  boxes.  The  ladies'  socio- 
tics  of  two  of  our  own  city  parishes,  Christ.  Church  and  the  Church  of  the 
IIolv  Communion,  have  sent  to  some  of  our  missionaries  in  the  I>io<-eso 
valuabh*  ])oxes  of  clothing  which  they  had  made  up. 

T\w  conlirmaticms  in  the  Diocese  this  year,  I  am  pained  to  say,  do 
not,  equal  those  of  last  year,  or  of  several  years  past.  They  number 
but  .'»71.  In  some  parishes  the  numlier  has  gone  beyond  the  aycrago: 
but  in  not  a  few^  there  has  been  a  sad  falling  off*,  such  a,s  should  arouse 
in  those  who  are  concerned,  searching  (picstions  as  to  what  the  cause  of 
t.h(^  declension  is.  I  would  by  no  means  graduate  growth  or  success 
by  the  number  confirmed  ;     I  would  be   little  inclined  to  abate  the  dili- 
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i^t'iHo  with  wliich  tlic;  proper  tests  iire  applied,  in  beliiiU'  of  riiw  uiiteni- 
IH'ivd  uumhers.  I  know  that  in  some  places  a  broad,  (piiet  work  is 
doinji;,  the  lull  proportions  and  meaning  of  which  will  by  and  by 
emerge  into  the  light.  And  yet,  remembering  the  critical  period  in  one's 
religious  history,  which  is  marked  by  the  act  of  conlirmation,  and  of 
the  earnest  dealing  of  soul  with  soul,  and  of  the  delicate,  sympathetic 
imparting  of  instruction  and  personal  encouragement  which  the  day  of 
confirmation  in  a  parish  liears  witness  to,  it  mi\y  well  be  thought  that 
there  is  no  other  one  test  of  faithfulness  or  clfectiveness  such  ius  is  fur- 
uished  in  the  devout  and  matured  conlirmation  class.  As  we  contem- 
plate the  real  purpose  and  end  of  our  ministry,  as  we  call  up  the  tests 
l»y  which  we  shall  try  the  results  of  our  own  work  at  the  last,  so  many 
ephemeral  criteria  will  then  pass  out  of  sight,  so  many  other  tests  of 
prosperity  that  we  now  please  ourselves  with  will  be  forgotten :  and  we 
shall  recall  with  comfort  the  memory  of  those  whom  wii  led  personally 
l>y  the  hand  out  of  doubt,  into  light,  up  out  of  the  path  of  temptation 
to  a  sure  footing  of  privilege  in  the  Church  of  (Jod.  Ah!  we  shall  for- 
get the  fine-spun  webs  of  fancy  which  we  have  woven  ;  our  ears  will  be 
dulled  to  the  applause  which  once  we  craved ;  and  we  shall  only  rejoice 
ill  those  better  aspirations  which  we  encouraged  to  fulfill  and  incarnate 
themselves  in  the  Church's  visible  means  of  s'race.  I  would  therefore 
gladly  hope  that  those  who  for  any  cause  have  not  realized  fully  their 
own  desires  in  this  reganl  this  year,  would  apply  themselves  seriously 
U)  the  question  as  to  what  may  have  caused  the  lack,  and  then  m<jre 
faithfully  fulfdl  the  duties  which  may  have  been  neglected. 

P^ven  at  the  risk  of  referring  again  to  a  matter  which  1  have  spoken 
of  in  former  addresses,  I  nuist  draw  your  attention  to  the  falling  oil  in 
the  ninnber  of  candidates  for  orders  in  the  Church  at  large  and  in  our 
own  Diocese.  Until  recently  our  nund)ers  were,  in  proportion  to  our 
.strength  otherwise,  above  those  which  obtained  elsewhere  in  the  Church. 
Hut  latterly,  our  more-  numerous  ordinations,  along  with  decreased  ap[)li- 
<'atious,  have  reduced  our  number  to  a  point  wiiich  gives  me  anxiety  as 
to  the  prospective  supply  of  our  clergy.  You  have  all  doubtless  noticed 
the  wide  attiMition  which  has  been  drawn  to  this  matter  by  our  Church 
press,  and  otlu»rwise,  to  the  causes  whicli  lie  at  the  root  of  the  evil,  and 
to  the  means  which  should  be  used  for  its  abatement. 

It  is  in  the  midst  of  a  wide  prosperity  otherwise,  a  most  i)orti'ntous 
feature,  that  the  supplies  for  the  ministry  have  been  for  three  or  four 
yoars  p:ist  steadily  falling  otf.  In  the  presence  of  this  fact,  our  gains 
made  in  other  directions  are  held  with  much  precariousness.  We  are 
becoming  steadily  less  and  less  able  to  secure  and  hold  the  mlvanc-es 
which  we  have  made,   in  this  Diocese  at  least;    and  I  imagine  that 
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the  sumo  fact  holds  triu;  elsewhere ;  the  supply  of  our  ministry  has  not 
heeii  uiainUiiiied  in  ji  Wiiy  or  degree  creditable  to  ourselves.  The  num- 
lior  of  eliTgy  canouieally  eoniieeUid  with  the  Diocese  luis  jit  no  previous 
convention  been  lus  i»:rciit  Jis  now,  but  the  nuui]»er  of  candidates  for 
orders  has  never,  in  my  experience,  been  a,s  snudl. 

For  a  number  of  years  on rii;ains  have  been  less  from  our  own  children 
than  from  those  who,  having  been  uilniskM's  or  laymen  in  other  coiu- 
nninions,  have  been  drawn  lo  the  Church  by  a  conviction  of  its  elaim» 
antl  tiuthority.  'I'he  scrvi<'es  which  these  adopted  sons  have  n»n«lere<l 
have  been  most  exemphiry ;  having  in  most  cases  fought  their  way  to 
their  present  positions  tln*ough  prejudices  and  other  obstiudes,  their 
allegianci*  is  generally  most,  intelligent  and  conscientious.  Having  for- 
saken friends  and  assure<l  sustenance,  their  action  in  coming  to  tin* 
Church,  and  taking  the  risk  of  a  more  modest  position  and  su[)port,  fur- 
nishes the  proof  of  the  disinterestedness  of  their  motives.  Tlie  Church 
(•ould  illy  spare  the  services  of  those  who,  at  hundreds  of  our  altars,  are 
now  giving  to  their  work  the  best  devotions  of  their  lives. 

Still,  I  am  jealous,  that  the  Church  should  a(r(;ept  the  supply  of  its 
clergy  so  largely  from  those  who  come  to  it  from  without  in  later  yeturs. 
It  tloes  not  speak  well  for  our  faithfulness,  or  for  the  honor  which  we 
bear  to  our  si)iritual  mother,  that  we  should  so  largely  withhold  our  own 
sons  from  the  honorable  labors,  and  sacrifices,  and  joys  of  the  ministry 
of  reconciliation.  We  have  no  right  to  depend  uj)on  this  source  of 
supply  to  keej)  up  om-  numbers,  and  make  up  our  losses  by  death  ami 
old  at^e. 

And  it  is  surely  not  a  matter  for  rejoicing  that  our  candi<lates  are 
coming,  1  fear  in  increasing  numbers,  from  tliose  lunnbler  stations  in  life, 
where  lussistance  has  to  be  rendered  in  order  to  their  preparation  and 
entrance  upon  duty.  I  do  not  say  this  in  dis])aragement,  because  thus  it 
was  in  our  LonKs  time,  and  so  it  has  been  ever  since,  that,  the  honors 
of  the  ministry  have  been  most  largely  secured  by  those  of  modest  iK>si- 
tions  and  means.  Ihit  I  draw  attention  to  the  fact,  as  one  not  at  all 
ci'editable  to  us,  as  it  shows  how  (ee])ly  christian  duty  in  this  rcganl, 
and  a  proper  estimate  of  th<»  dignity  of  the  ministerial  otlice,  is  held 
nniong  (»ur  wealthier  peoi)le.  It  is  significant,  as  it  shows  how,  in  those 
sections  of  our  churches,  tlie  lust  of  riches  has  eaten  out  a  remembrance 
of  the  rights  wliich  God  fnnn  of  old  litis  on  our  offspring,  as  well  as  on 
our  wealth.  It  is  a  sad  thing  that  more  of  our  wealthier  people  are  not 
(Muulous  of  the  privileges  and  the  honor  of  seeing  their  sons  serving  at 
the  altar,  proclaiming  the  good  news  of  Christ,  and  breaking  the  bread 
of  consolation  to  the  weary  and  sad  of  earth. 

And  it  is  not  without  its  significance,  as  affecting  the  social  intiuenee 
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and  width  of  power  of*  the  Church,  that  its  ministry  should  not  widely 
and  justly  represent  all  the  forms  of  its  life,  and  reHeet  all  the  tisi)e(*ts 
of  its  thou<i:ht  ami  eulture.  The  ministry  should  never  become  a  c:uste, 
or  represent  only  narrow  features  of  our  so<*ial  life.  The  otherwise  hard 
and  mercenary  philistinism  of  wealth  should  always  desire  that  it  shouhl 
be  sanctified  and  spiritualized  by  giving  of  its  sons  to  the  services  of 
Christ  in  the  Church.  The  ministry,  as  being  charged  with  such  high 
duty,  as  intluencing  in  such  a  potent  way  social  questions,  as  entering 
so  intimately  into  the  coloring  and  shaping  of  all  our  forms  of  life, 
deserves  to  be  of  the  best.  It  is  for  the  sake  of  the  tone,  and  breadth, 
and  dignity  of  the  ministry,  that  I  plead  for  a  recognition  of  its  claims 
from  our  people  of  wealth ;  but  it  is  quite  as  much  for  the  sake  of  the 
character  for  consistency  of  our  wealthier  people,  that  I  demand  from 
them  their  sons,  for  the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  and  that  they  may 
share  in  the  honorable  distinction  of  having  their  children  as  ambassa- 
dors for  Christ. 

These  considerations,  as  affecting  the  question  of  the  reduced  supply 
of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  have  a  direct  bearing  upon  our  work  in 
this  Diocese.  The  weaker  portions  of  the  Church  always  feel  the  stress 
of  a  strain  or  deficiency  sooner  than  any  other  parts.  The  parishes  in 
the  East,  as  being  older,  better  disciplined  and  equipped,  and  wealthier, 
will  be  seen  by  the  clergy  lists  to  be  more  uniformly  filled  than  parishes 
further  west.  They  can  make  more  tempting  offers  in  respect  of  salary 
and  comforts.  There  is  less  feverishness  and  change,  and  therefore  a 
greater  permanence  of  the  pastoral  tie.  This  is  more  especially  evident 
in  times  of  financial  uncertainty.  Therefore,  in  these  times  of  clerical 
deficiency,  there  is  a  steady  drift  of  many  of  our  available  clergy,  east- 
ward to  the  older  and  better  established  centres.  We  are  not  keeping 
up  our  numbers  as  we  should ;  our  work  is  growing  more  rapidly  Ihan 
our  ministerial  force ;  and  in  this  Diocese,  and  others  situated  as  we  are, 
we  are  feeling  the  losses  due  to  the  superior  attractiveness  of  the  older 
parts,  and  cannot  always  retain  the  clergy  who  are  ordained  here. 

Under  circumstances  of  such  pressing  importance  to  ourselves,  it  is 
of  consequence  that  we  seriously  apply  ourselves  to  the  means  by  which 
we  may  gain  relief.  There  has  been  a  disparagement  often  thrown  upon 
the  ministry  by  speaking  of  it  as  a  life  of  extraordinary  self-denials 
and  burdens.  It  has  doubtless  its  exacting  duties,  and  often  its  poorly 
requited  toils.  For  success  in  it  there  must  be  long  and  steadily  prose- 
cuted labor.  But  these  are  not  beyond  those  of  any  other  life.  And 
it  is  a  happy  life,  and  amid  its  shadows  has  many  bright  compensations. 
And  in  this  wise  it  should  be  spoken  of.  Many,  no  doubt,  are  deterred 
from  entering  the  ministry  because  of  the  impression  which  they  have 
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:u<iaiiv<l,  :iinl  partly  porh:ii)8  iVom  iniiiiBtors  tlicmsclvcs,  that  it  is  an 
uiiscUled  and  cheerless  lile.  Mueh  has  eoustiintly  to  he  done  to  viadi- 
eate  the  worth  tiiid  position  of  the  ministry  of  Christ,  quite  as  much  by 
the  development  of  its  own  ciipaeities  for  helping  and  hiossiii<r  men,  as 
l)y  an  assertion  of  its  authority ;  but  it  may  he  safely  assumed  that  iu  a 
long  view  no  life  li:us  as  many  joys,  and  so  great  a  return  of  peace  and 
'comfort,  as  that  of  the  faithful  and  patient  minister  of  Christ. 

I  ncvi\  not  enlarge  upon  a  trouble  which  deeply  affects  the  comfort, 
and  ultiniaU'ly  the  supply  of  the  ministiy,  namely,  the  captiousness  of 
the  people,  in  wearying  the  minister  with  petty  criticisms ;  the  withhold- 
ing from  him  of  co-operation  and  cordial  demonstration  of  sympathy; 
the  virtual  dishonesty  in  delaying  or  refusing  the  stipulated  salary-  All 
this  is  causing  the  hearts  of  many  to  grow  faint,  and  makes  their  lips 
slow  to  urge  upon  others  a  work  which  has  brought  to  them  snch  anxiety. 
Hut,  on  the  otJier  hand,  as  alfecting  this  disposition  towards  helpfulness, 
there  must  be  pressed  upon  the  ministers  a  patience  and  consideration 
in  dealing  with  persons  deprive<l,  perhai)s,  of  early  christian  culture ;  a 
robustness  of  good  sense,  in  insisting  rather  on  great  principles  tlian 
on  their  own  personal  notions ;  a  study  and  cultivation  of  all  the  varieil 
acconiplisiunents  which  will  add  power  and  furnish  entrance  to  their 
minisliy  ;  a  kindly  recognition  of  all  the  j^ood  that  is  around  them,  ami 
a  forwardness  in  showinu'  that  their  thoughts  u'o  l>evond  their  chun-h 
walls  and  the  technical  duties  of  their  ollice.  All  this  will  <h>  much  to 
conciliate  regard,  and  promote  a  sympathy  and  co-oi)eration  with  what 
the  niinistei'  shall  undertake. 

A  huge  part,  too,  of  the  fault  of  an  insullicient  supply  of  ministers 
conies  from  the  defective  training  of  our  children.  The  parents  do  not 
renu^nber  (lod's  claims  upon  their  otl'spring,  and  therefore,  instead  of 
guiding  their  young  lives  so  that  they  will  gliully  oiler  themselves  for 
the  priesthood,  they  are  allowed  freely  to  elect  their  own  calliuir.  and 
under  a  l)ias  of  self-t)le:ising  which  would  almost  of  necessity  turn  them 
from  the  ministry.  A  man  rolis  <  Jod,  but  such  robbery  works  him  no 
advantage,  and  the  sons  who  are  grudged  to  God  run  to  riot.  The  old 
principle  of  the  tithe  obtains  here,  too;  w-e  can  only  enjoy  the  remainder 
when  we  have  rendered  unto  (lod  Ilis  dues.  And  the  consecration  of 
the  child  to  God's  service  thus  should  imply  the  jnvparing  him  for  the 
service  of  tlu^  sanctuary.  God  needs  there  the  beaten  oil,  the  worthiest 
of  our  sons  for  His  w^ork,  and  these  brought  to  their  best  condition. 

And  here  and  there  are  growing  up  under  our  ey<»s  these  manly  youth, 
with  wIkuu  a  timidly  word  spoken  by  the  minister  woidd  have  great  influ- 
ence. Our  minds  should  be  all  the  while  out  on  the  alert  for  such 
maturing  characters.      In  public  discourse,  the  claims  of  tlie  duty,  aud 
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the  hlessedness  of  the  work  sliould  he  enlorcod ;  hut,  more  than  tliis. 
in  the  retired  iiitcrc<)urse  of  the  pastonil  life,  tlie  c-iill  of  (rod  to  the 
young  Sjiniuel  .shouhl  be  pressed  home.  And  if  there  is  :i  hick  of  jibiHty 
lo  keep  the  person  un(U»r  sehohistie  training,  no  quahfied  youth  need 
for  this  r<»ason  lie  (U»terre<l  from  fohowing  his  sacred  vocation.  I-.et  the 
parent  do  what  he  can,  and  thc^i  let  the  parish  adopt  him  jus  it.s  ward  : 
and  if  this  does  not  sullice,  let  tlie  Bishoj)  he  achlressed ;  and  a  way 
will  s<miehow  he  found  hy  whicii  the  pious  purpose  shall  not  ])e defeated. 

The  olferings  for  the  Theological  Education  Fund  of  the  Diorese 
shouhl,  however,  bear  a  larger  and  worthier  proportion  to  the  great 
object  in  view  than  they  generally  do.  Those  offerings  slioidd  be  felt 
to  be,  what  they  really  are,  the  price  with  which  we  buy  back  from  God 
our  flrst-})orn  sons,  whom  we  may  not  give  to  God,  and  so  with  th(^se 
means  enable  the  Church  to  train  others  for  its  ministry.  As  with  this, 
^so  with  olferings  for  other  (-hurch  purposes;  a  few  words  of  ex|)lanat/K)n 
an  to  the  interests  involved  in  the  duty,  will  draw  forth  a  more  willing 
and  intelligent,  as  also  a  more  liberal  giving. 

'Hie  Society  for  the  Incrt^asc  of  the  Ministry,  through  which  we  largely 
act  in  hel[)ing  our  students,  has,  in  accordance  with  my  recpiest,  modilied 
its  arrangement's  with  us  to  our  advantage,  so  that,  instead  of  returning 
t^  us  the  gross  amount  of  what  it  receives  from  this  Diocese,  for  its 
purposes,  with  ten  per  cent,  additional,  it  returns  to  us  the  whole  amount 
Willi  twpnhi'five  per  cent,  added  to  it.  This  amount  is  appropriated,  on 
my  recommendation,  to  our  candidaU»s,  in  small  scholarships,  as  their 
needs  re(piire.  And  yet,  as  but  few  parishes  contribute,  the  sum 
received  is  far  from  sutlicient.  After  meeting  the  drafts  already  made 
we  have  now  only  $.^^3.00  to  our  credit  in  the  Society's  treasury. 

I  have  transferred  to  the  Theological  P^ducation  Fund  of  the  Diocest* 
twenty  Hannibal  School  bonds,  of  $100  each,  being  the  sum  received 
from  there  on  the  sale  of  the  property,  in  return  for  subscriptions  ma<lc 
fKHue  time  since  b}'^  pei*sons  in  this  city  for  the  Hannibal  Institute,  which 
w1k)o1  was  carried  on  but  for  a  short  time. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Paul's  College  will  in 
iXwi"  time  be  read  to  you  and  laid  upon  the  table.  Negotinli(»ns  looking 
to  the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the  college  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wain- 
wright,  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  work  of  the  Institution  on  the 
KAme  plan  as  before,  as  a  church  school  for  boys,  have  not  as  yet 
rrached  a  definite  conclusion. 

During  the  past  year,  after  a  considerable  amount,  of  corresj>ondencc 
an<l  personal  intx^rchange  of  views,  there  have  be(»n  held  at  I^Mcine 
Colh»ge,  Wisronsin,  two  meetings  of  the  Western  and  Northwestern 
Bishops,   to  consider  whether  the  interests  of  the  Church   would  be 
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served  by  a  greater  ooncentratioii  of  effort  in  our  liighcr  educational 
work  in  this  section  of  the  country ;  and,  if  so,  wliethcr  Rac^ue  College 
sliould  be  cliosen  as  the  point  upon  which  we  should  unite.  I  was  only 
able  to  l)e  present  at  the  last  meeting.  The  Bishops  of  Michigan,  Indi- 
ana, Nebraska,  Colorado,  Wisconsin,  Western  Michigan,  Illinois  and 
Fond  du  Lac,  with  myself,  after  much  consideration  united  in  the  con- 
clusion tliat  such  combination  was  necessary,  and  that,  on  ccii4un  bases 
upon  which  we  agreed,  Racine  College  presented  the  best  foundation  on 
which  to  develop  the  Church  Univci'sity  for  this  section.  We  were  all 
conscious  that,  for  some  cause,  the  Church  was  not  kee])ing  abreast,  in 
its  higher  educational  facilities,  with  the  increiising  intelligence  of  the 
country,  nor  with  the  religious  bodies  around  us;  that  wliile,  iu  almost 
all  of  the  Dioceses  represented,  there  were  institutions  having  college 
charters,  they  were  all  suffering  from  inadequate  patronage,  iusuDicient 
buildings  and  endowments,  and  a  teaching  force  incompetent  for  the 
j)rosecution  of  college  work.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  therefore,  the  insti- 
tutions had  only  in  operation  their  preparatory  departments.  In  the 
meantime,  the  mind  of  the  country  was  drawing  strongly  in  the  direc- 
tion of  certain  large  colleges,  which,  by  reason  of  large  numbei*s  aud 
wt^alth,  and  the  advantages  resulting  from  these,  were  attracting  our 
youth.  The  Church  was  scattering  its  forces  in  a  resultless,  ineffective 
way.  These  considerations  made  it  evident  that  we  must  unite,  ainl 
wilh  more  than  diocesan  strength,  in  order  to  still  hold  in  our  hands  tlie 
hiii^hcr  clu'istian  education  of  our  youth. 

While,  then,  there  was  a  proper  diocesan  pride  which  might  induce  llie 
several  Bishops  to  desire  that  all  would  fix  upon  the  institution  which 
each  htid  alrea<ly  in  his  Diocese ;  yet  it  was  immediately  Adt  that,  on 
account  of  its  accessible  and  healthful  location,  the  stately  jiile  of 
Imihlings  and  other  apparatus  which  had  been  secured,  aiul  the  success 
in  numbers  and  discipline  which  ha<l  been  gained,  Racine  Colh^ge  pre- 
sented filatures  of  advantage  greater  than  could  elsewhere!  be  found. 
It  was,  tht^refore,  fixed  upon  as  the  place  where  we  should,  as  we  were 
able,  l>uihl  up  the  Church  University  of  the  section.  Changes  there- 
upon became  necessary  in  the  College  charter,  which  were  readily  made. 
I  will  Iny  upon  the  Secretary's  table  copies  of  the  charter  and  l>y-laws 
for  the  niembers  of  the  Convention. 

'I'he  Bishops  entering  into  the  plan — and  these  incbnled  all  having 
jurisdi<'tion  in  the  section  except  two,  who  felt  themselves  to  ]>e  so  com 
mil  led  already  as  to  prevent  them  from  acting  at  i)resent — were  elected 
Trustees  of  the  College,  with  the  senior  Bishoj)  as  President  ex-ajficifu 
The  Bishops  appoint  three  of  their  inimber,  each  year,  a,s  visitxirs  of  the 
college,  to  inspect  its  condition,  and  to  make  report  to  the  Trustees: 
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and  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  \isitor8,  while  engaged  in  such  busi- 
ness, is  paid  by  the  college.  The  Bishops  have  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  worship  of  the  college.  On  a  vacancy  in  the  wardenshij)  of  the 
college,  the  Bishops  have  co-ordinate  authority  with  the  Trustiics  in 
filling  the  vacancy. 

In  thus  combining  for  interests  of  higher  education,  the  Bishops  left 
for  themselves  entire  liberty  to  foster,  in  their  several  Dioceses,  the  high- 
est possible  grade  of  preparatory  schools.  Indeed,  a  leading  thought 
in  their  minds  in  centering  upon  Racine  as  the  College  or  University  of 
the  section,  was  that  only  in  this  way  could  we  be  rid  of  unrealities, 
and  a  vain  coping  with  impossibilities,  and  be  able  to  strengthen  for 
their  legitimate  work  the  diocesan  institutions  which  we  have.  To  this 
end,  arrangements  were  had  for  the  establishing  of  a  clear  understand- 
ing as  to  text-books  and  examinations  between  our  schools  and  Racine 
College,  so  that  there  should  be  no  waste  of  time  or  books  for  those 
who  should  desire  to  pass  from  a  preparatory  course  in,  for  instance, 
our  St.  Paul's  College  to  the  classes  in  Racine. 

In  entering  upon  this  business,  therefore,  I  have  been  doing  what 
seemed  to  me  needed  to  retain  for  the  Church  its  rightful  hold  on  the 
higher  christian  education  of  our  young  men,  and  also  no  less  in 
directing  to  the  highest  practicable  results  our  diocesan  ability.  With  a 
defined  and  attainable  ambition  of  becoming  a  high  grade  classical  and 
scientific  academy,  our  St.  Paul's  will  have  a  clearer  field,  and  be  able 
to  reach  a  worthier  result  than  by  stretching  itself  feebly  and  inelfectu- 
ally  alongside  of  the  lofty  ideal  which  rises  before  our  thoughts  at  the 
mention  of  the  word  college. 

During  the  last  year,  the  Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Macon,  has 
set  on  foot  a  strongly  conducted  parish  school,  which  has  already  reached 
an  attendance  of  eighty  pupils,  and  is  likely  to  go  on  to  still  larger  pro- 
portions. It  cannot  fail  to  be  an  influence  for  good  in  the  community, 
and  a  source  of  gain  for  the  Church;  but  it  is  proving  itself  an  undue 
tax  upon  the  time  and  strength  of  its  Rector,  and  the  immediaU^  over- 
sight of  it  must  be  shared  with  some  comi)et^nt  person. 

The  second  year  of  our  School  of  the  Good  Shepherd  has  proved,  in 
spite  of  the  critical  financial  condition  of  the  times,  even  more  success- 
ful than  the  first.  Its  pupils  have  increased  in  numbers,  and  the  general 
tone  and  order  of  the  school  is  all  that  could  be  desired.  I  wish  that 
as  many  of  the  clergy  and  the  lay  delegates  as  possible  might  visit  the 
school,  and  see  for  themselves  what  thorough  instruction,  under  the 
most  beautiful  and  elevating  Christian  influences,  are  had  in  it;  and 
when  they  have  seen  this,  that  they  would  tell  of  it  in  their  several 
communities,  so  that  the  numbers  in  attendance  might  be  still  further 
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enlarged.  No  work  in  behalf  of  religion  or  the  Church  is  as  direct  or 
elleclive  as  lliat  whicli  is  expended  in  behalf  of  the  Christian  culture  of 
our  girls.  We  shall  enlarge  our  facilities  and  be  able  to  furnish  the 
scholars  still  fuller  advantages,  and  at  a  rate  as  low  as  is  consistent  with 
the  quality  of  the  education  and  the  attention  which  they  receive,  just 
in  proportion  as  the  cttbrts  which  are  being  made  for  the  care  of  our 
3'oung  receive  a  practical  recognition  and  encouragement  from  the 
Church,  as  our  ministers  and  parents  foster  this  interest  tliat  is  being 
prosecuted  on  their  behalf. 

From  time  to  time,  as  our  laws  come  to  be  executed,  it  is  often  found 
that  changes  had  better  be  made,  for  the  purpose  of  simplification,  or 
for  the  avoidance  of  contradictions.  And  it  is  evidently  wiser  to  c*on- 
sider  such  changes  here  calmly  Ijcforehand,  rather  than  be  confronted 
with  imperfect  provisions  when  we  have  actually  to  execute  the  law,  or 
even  to  change  the  law  in  the  face  of  and  in  reference  to  a  pending  case. 
I  make,  therefore,  some  suggestions  for  the  modification  of  some  of  our 
canons,  as  they  at  present  stand.  There  is  a  contradiction  between 
Art.  4  of  Canonical  Articles  of  Association  of  a  Parish  (p.  102,  Jour. 
Con.,  1875),  and  Canon  XII,  sec.  2  (p.  116);  the  first  declaring  that, 
in  order  to  vote  for  vestrymen,  persons  must  have  contributed  to  the 
supi)ort  of  the  parish  for  aix  months ;  the  last  stating  that  they  need 
only  have  contributed  for  three  months  liclbrc  the  election.  This  should 
be  ma<lc  clear.  In  Art.  8  of  the  Articles  of  Association  (p.  102),  refer- 
ence is  made  to  Canon  XXI  of  the  General  Canons.  This  should  he 
changed  to  Canon  XXIV.  And  in  this  matter  of  the  conveyance  of 
l>roperly  to  the  Church,  as  such  large  interests  arc  often  at  stake,  and 
arc  endangered  by  carelessness  or  ignonnice  as  to  the  proper  way  of 
drawing  the  instruments,  I  wouhl  recommend  that  a  committee  of  legal 
gcutlcnien  be  ap])ointed  in  order  to  draw  up  forms  to  be  used.  Circum- 
stances arc  constantly  arising  which  indicate  the  great  care  with  which 
property  should  be  conveyed.  Some  of  you  may  be  aware  of  the  great 
loss  to  the  Church  whi(!h  has  conic  from  the  careless  way  in  whii-h 
recently  the  parsonage  was  erected  in  Jetlerson  City,  without  security 
being  had  that  the  convc^-ance  wius  good.  In  another  case  lately  it  was 
accid(Mitally  discovered  that  a  parsonage  had  been  built  and  for  years 
been  used,  when  there  had  been  no  conveyance  of  the  property  at  all 
made.  In  still  another  case  this  year  a  parish  found  itself  bound  for 
several  hundreds  of  dollars  of  taxes  which  it  need  not  have  paid,  had 

■ 

a  thorouirh  search  been  ha<l  first  into  the  title. 

In  many  instances  the  trouble  comes  from  indillcrence  and  careless- 
ness on  the  part  of  the  Vestry.  The  ollice  is  imposed  u]>on  those  who 
know  little  of  the  duties  which  most  come  upon  them,  or  who  are  much 
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pressed  with  other  })ii8mess.  The  position  is  amiably  accepted  and  its 
duties  are  ueglect<Hl ;  and  the  real  oversight  of  matters  comes  iipoii  a 
few,  and  they  not  in  all  cases  the  wisest.  Suddenly  it  is  found  that  they 
have  become  committed  to  some  foolish  and  expensive  plan ;  they  are 
involved  in  a  debt  which  would  have  been  needless  had  the  matter  l)een 
looked  into  in  time ;  the  earnings  of  years  are  lost  by  a  vicious  title 
which  was  supposed  to  have  been  good.  I  think  that  several  changes 
should  be  made  in  our  Canons  on  Vestries.  In  the  fn*st  place,  it  shouhl 
l>e  declared  that  the  number  of  which  the  Vestry  shall  consist  should  be 
decided  by  the  i^arishioners  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  that  the  number 
shall  not  be  changed  until  the  year  following.  It  should  not  be  subject 
to  arbitraiy  change  by  the  Vestry.  Then,  it  ought  to  be  explicitly 
stated  by  whom  the  Vestry  meetings  shall  be  called,  and  how  nuiny  are 
needed  for  the  call  for  special  meetings.  Tlien,  it  should  be  declared 
that,  in  order  to  the  taking  up  of  any  business  invohing  the  property 
of  the  parish,  notice  must  have  been  given  of  the  nature  of  the  business 
to  be  proposed,  a  certain  number  of  days  before  the  meeting.  Then,  it 
should  be  made  tlie  duty  of  the  outgoing  Vestry,  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing, to  make  a  full  report  of  its  doings,  and  a  complete  statement  of  the 
present  financial  condition  of  the  parish.  Very  often  disagreeable  facts 
are  suppressed,  and  the  fact  of  the  existence  of  debts  and  of  the  worth- 
IcBsness  of  assimied  assets  is  concealed ;  and  the  next  Vestiy  finds  that 
it  has  to  shoulder  burdens  of  which  no  one  before  was  conscious,  and 
the  parish  discovers,  after  its  servants  have  vacated  their  positions,  that 
they  have  involved  it  perhaps  almost  beyond  redemption.  As  those 
Vestries  arc  least  likely  to  be  willing  to  do  this  who  are  most  likely  lo 
need  the  check,  the  rule  should  be  explicit,  requiring  this  safeguaid,  of 
a  full  statement  of  the  receipts,  the  object  of  all  payments,  and  an 
account  of  the  entire  parish  indebtedness. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  it  be  required  by  canon,  from  the 
Treasurers  of  all  the  diocesan  funds,  that  they  give  bonds  for  the  faith- 
ful i>erformance  of  their  duty. 

I  think  that  experience  has  shown  that  our  canon  on  the  discipline  of 
the  clergy  is  capable  of  much  simplification  and  improvement.  I  hope 
that  the  occasions  for  its  use  may  never  occur,  but  I  commend  the 
matter  of  a  change  to  your  thoughts. 

In  different  parts  of  the  canons  the  term  communicant  is  used,  l)ut 
the  meaning  of  it  is  nowhere  defined,  and  each  person  has  his  own 
interpretation  of  the  word.  There  are  certain  positions  which  only 
communicants  are  permitted  to  fill,  certain  things  which  they  only  can 
do.  In  the  annual  reports  ministe]*8  are  required  to  state  the  number 
of  the  communicants  in  their  parishes  and  stations.     But  there  is  an 
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riitirt'  :il).s(.;iue  of  iniiforiiiity  of  action,  and  of  aci-nraey  of  statement, 
wljicli  laiiyely  sjhmIs  the  worth  of  the  enumeration,  on  account  of  the 
diversity  of  undcrstandiiiu^  of  what  the  word  means.  I  think  that  i>ood, 
therefore,  will  be  done  in  many  ways  by  defniin*?  what  the  word,  in  the 
view  of  our  hiw,  means.  Almost  any  (UMinition,  so  it  be  uniform,  would 
i>e  better  than  the  present  uncertainty. 

I  think  that  it  wouhl  <*ontribnte  to  the  liarmony  of  our  parochial 
affairs,  and  to  the  <j;reater  security  of  the  minister's  position,  ami  there- 
fore to  an  enhu«»:ed  elliciency  of  his  work,  if  we  should  deelan»  by 
canon  that  tlie  :igreenient  as  to  salary  with  which  the  minister  entere 
ni)on  his  woik  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract,  and  that  the  sum  stipulaliHl 
to  be  i)aid  cannot,  during  his  terun'e  of  olHce,  l»e  increased  or  dimiuishe<l 
without  the  consent  of*  both  parties  to  the  contract — the  minister  and 
the  Vestry;  and  tliat  in  case  of  a  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
parties  in  this  matter,  the  decision  be  referred  t^)  the  Bisliop,  ac^ting  with 
the  Stan<liujr  Cf)nunittee  as  his  Council  of  Advice.  I  think  that  the 
advantages  of  this  plan  must  be  obvious.  When  the  minister  enters 
upon  his  oliice,  the  compensation  to  be  paid  him  is  mutually'  agreed 
upon.  After  a  time  some  such  situation  as  this  develops  itself:  A  real 
or  supposed  necessity  for  a  reduction  of  salary  arises  in  the  opinion  of 
the  \'estry,  wliile  the  minister  does  not  agree  to  the  reduction.  There- 
upon ensues  an  unseemly  controversy,  and  i)erhaps  after  a  time  the 
resignation  of  tlie  rector.  Now,  on  the  one  hand,  it  is  evidently  not 
ecpiitable  for  one  i)artv  to  a  contract  to  break  a  compact  to  which  there 
is  another  i)artv,  and  to  be  able  to  enforce  this  on  a  penalty  which  itself 
may  l>e  very  injurious.  And,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  often  facts 
in  the  case  and  views  of  the  matter  which  the  minister  mav  not  be  able 
to  appreciate.  A  yielding,  too,  on  his  i)art  may  l)e  more  readily  made, 
when  it  has  not  been  forced  simply  by  the  will  of  the  other  party  whose 
interests  are  involved.  By  some  such  law  as  I  have  i)roposed,  the  rights 
of  the  parties  in  the  case  will  be  guai'anteed,  and  a  way  to  solve  dis- 
putes, which  become  embittered  when  they  are  allowed  to  drift  on,  is 
presented. 

There  will  come  before  you  for  final  action  the  proposed  change  in 
the  time  of  holding  the  Annual  Convention,  from  the  fourth  Tuesday  in 
May  to  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  September.  We  can  probably  hardly  fix 
upon  any  time  which  will  not  be  inconvenient  for  some  who  may  desire 
to  attend.  It  is  a  serious  matter  to  change  a  habit,  as  to  the  time  of 
our  assembling,  which  has  prevailed  amongst  us  for  thirty  years.  From 
such  observation  as  I  have  been  able  to  make  in  different  parts  of  the 
Diocese,  my  impression  is  that  the  interests  of  the  Church  will  be  sensed 
by  the  proposed  change,  and  that  a  larger  number  of  persons  will  be  able 
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to  att^nd^  It  is  of  imporlHiicc  tliiil  our  CoiivcMition  slmnld  be  ol'  :i  wulely 
represeiitiUive  cluiriicter,  and  that  delcjijaU's  slioiil<l  ho  present  from  as 
large  a  iiuiiil>er  of  places  as  possible.  If  the  Convention  rontinnes  to  as- 
semble in  this  eity,  and  I  suppose  that  the  convenieni-e  of  the  hirt^est 
number  will  be  served  bv  tliis  arrangement,  I  fear  that  the  number  of 
lay  delegates  will  beeome  seriously  reduced  uidess  some  better  notions  of 
hospitality  towards  them  prevail.  As  it  is,  many  of  th(Mn,  possessed  of 
very  moderate  means,  with  some  inconvenience  and  loss  of  time,  come  to 
this  city  on  the  Church's  business:  they  pay  full  fares  on  the  railroa<ls 
coming  and  going,  and  then  have  to  take  care  of  themselves  here,  and 
pay  their  hott'l  bills,  perhaps  not  invited  to  break  bread  in  any  house 
here  while  in  this  great  center  of  Church  life  and  wealth.  In  our  house- 
bold  of  faith  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be,  and  grave  harm  will  follow 
unless  a  correction  is  ai)plied. 

In  case  the  proposed  constitutional  amendment  is  adoi)ted,  there 
would  be  required,  I  presume,  a  change  in  Canon  VIII,  which  requires 
that  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  elected  at  the  regular 
annual  meeting  next  preceding  the  stated  meeting  of  the  (general  Con- 
vention. This  would  leave  less  than  a  week  for  deputies  between  the 
time  of  their  election  and  the  time  they  must  appear  in  the  (General 
Convention,  to  arransje  their  atfairs  for  a  month's  absence.  The  result 
would  be  that  the  Diocese  would  not  be  represented.  Provision  should 
be  made  for  the  election  the  year  before.  If  this  were  done,  as,  by  the 
change  in  the  Constitution,  our  next  Annual  Convention  would  meet  on 
the  26th  of  next  September,  the  election  would  have  to  take  place  then. 
As  but  little  business  would  accumulate  in  the  brief  interval  between 
now  and  then,  probably  many  of  our  distant  brethren  would  hardly  feel 
justified  in  coming  to  the  Convention  this  fall.  It  will  be  for  you  to 
decide  what  action  will  be  the  wisest  under  our  special  circumstances 
this  year. 

In  common  with  a  large  number  of  my  brethren  in  the  Episcopate,  I 
have  joined  in  recommending  a  service  to  be  used  in  our  Churches  on 
JJie  approaching  Centennial  anniversary  of  our  National  Independence, 
on  the  4th  of  July  next.  The  service  set  forth  is  su])stantially  that 
which  was  adopted  by  the  General  Convention,  and  published  in  178fi  in 
the  Proposed  Book.  I  hoi>e  that  an  event  so  memorable  will  be  marked 
in  a  religious  way,  and  that  our  clergy  will,  so  far  as  possible,  call  their 
people  together  at  that  time  to  offer  thanks  to  our  fathers*  God,  and  our 
God,  for  His  abounding  mercies  to  us  as  a  nation,  to  confess  the  sins  into 
which  we  as  a  nation  have  fallen,  and  to  draw  forth  the  lessons  which 
we,  as  American  Christians  and  Churchmen,  should  now  especially  learn. 

I  have  received  from  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  a  letter  to  which 
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I  have  uot  :is  yet  made  reply,  in  wliicli  he  intimates  his  rcadiiie|sto  hold 
another  Conference  of  tlie  Hisliops  of  the  Anghean  Communion  al 
Lambeth  in  July,  187H,  in  ease  that  the  opinions  of  his  brethren  shall  be 
jrcnerallv  in  favor  of  sneh  a  eourse.  He  refers  to  the  benefit  which 
came  from  the  Conference  in  1867,  and  asks  me  in  common  with  others 
what  my  advice  in  the  matter  is;  whether  I  am  likely  to  attend,  if  such 
Conference  is  calletl,  and  what  subjects  I  would  pro])Ose  such  as  ought 
to  engage  the  attention  then.  As,  if  the  occasion  should  arise  and  I 
should  go,  I  would  need  go  tis  your  representative,  I  would  Ikj  greatly 
helped  b}'  any  advice  which  you  might  see  fit  to  give  me  on  the  subject 

1  have  also  received  another  communication  from  the  Archbishop, 
recommending  that  the  Day  of  Intercession  for  Missions,  which  has  been 
observed  for  the  last  four  years,  should  not  be  discontinued,  and  that  St 
Andrew's  Da}',  Nov.  30th,  isTG,  be  kept  for  this  purpose.  The  benefit 
coming  to  us  in  the  pjist  from  the  opportunity  afforded  us  thus  of  unit- 
ing at  the  same  time  in  prayer  throughout  our  widely  extended  com- 
munion for  oiu*  missionary  work,  induces  me  to  accede  to  the  sugges- 
tion, and  to  recommend  that  in  this  Diocese  the  day  be  solemnly 
observed  in  prayer  that  God  would  be  pleased  to  stir  up  within  us  aU  a 
deeper  missionary  spirit  which  shall  show  itself  in  enlarged  otferings,  in 
more  persons  presenting  themselves  for  the  work,  in  a  deeper  earnest- 
ness of  si)irit  among  the  missionaries  themselves,  and  in  a  wider  accept- 
ance of  their  lal)ors. 

The  Orphans'  Home  has  maintained  its  eiticiency,  and  I  meet  fre- 
quently in  dilferent  parts  of  the  Diocese  those  who  are  filling  i>ositions 
of  usefulness,  who  otherwise  might  now  have  become  the  little  Arabs  of 
our  streets.  The  old  Home  Ijuildiiig  has,  I  understand,  been  sold,  so 
that  the  greater  part  of  the  debt  on  the  new  building  will,  I  doubt  not, 
be  canceled. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  will  present  a  financial  showing  ei^ual.  If  not 
superior,  to  that  of  any  past  year.  It  is  out  of  debt  and  has  not 
anticipated  any  of  its  income.  Its  building  fund  is  slowly  growing. 
Could  but  some  one  of  our  men  of  ability  provide  for  it  a  linildintr 
of  its  own  before  the  present  lease  exi)ires.  No  record  can  show  all  the 
faithful  care,  the  tender  Christian  nursing,  which  snatches  the  victim 
even  from  the  Jaws  of  death,  all  done  for  the  simi)lc  love  of  the  Master, 
which  the  faithful  Sisters  there  are  doing  day  by  day  and  night  by  night 

I  commend  all  these  varied  interests  which  I  have  named  to  vt)iir 
thoughtful  care,  and  trust  that  our  gathering  here  in  council  may  not 
be  without  a  blessing  ui)on  ourselves,  and  upon  the  business  which  we 
have  in  our  keeping.

26.  I  put  forth  a  form  of  prayer  for  the  Fast  Day  recommended  by  the 
Governor.

A  few  of  the  ladies  of  the  congregation  are  exceedingly  zealous  and  faithfUl  in  any 
good  work  for  the  Parish. 

There  is  a  deal  of  wealth  in  Springfield,  but  none  of  it  in  the  Church.  Every  one  of 
our  members,  without  a  single  exception,  has  to  earn  his  bread  by  the  sweat  of  his 
brow.  A  large  number  are  unable  to  contribute  towards  the  support  of  the  Church. 
The  financial  problem  is  now,  as  it  always  has  been,  a  hard  one  to  solve.  But  for  this, 
the  moral  prosperity  of  the  Parish  would  have  been  much  greater.  A  great  many 
forsake  the  worship  of  the  (.'hurch  to  avoid  its  tax  upon  their  treasury. 

The  mission  at  Greenfield  is  regularly  visiited  when  weather  and  waters  will  allow. 

Other  points  of  more  or  less  interest  and  promise  have  been  visited.

They  are  a  zealous  people;  have  lay  services  on  Sundays  when  the  Minis- 
ter is  not  with  them,  which  are  wcjII  attended.  They  experience  much  hostility  from 
other  religious  bodies,  and  labor  under  great  disadvantage  from  having  no  house  of 
worship.  They  will  build  so  soon  as  Providence  shall  favor  them  with  a  crop,  thereby 
putting  the  means  in  their  hands.    Lots  are  secured  for  that  purpose.

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Since  my  last  report  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  through  the  earnest  efforts 
of  our  beloved  Bishop  we  have  been  enabled  to  secure  a  very  beautiful  and  substantial 
building,  formerly  a  Jewish  Synagogue.  This  property,  valued  at  $11,000,  was  pur- 
chased for  f  5,000,  and  by  the  generous  assistance  given  us  by  our  Church  friends  of 
this  and  other  cities, we  have  been  enabled  to  pay  92,000  of  this  amount;  the  remaining 
93,000  will  not  be  due  until  June,  1878. 

The  organ,  a  very  fine  instrument,  costing  originally  over  $2,000,  has  been  purchased 
by  the  congregation  for  the  sum  of  9300,  of  which  amount  $175  have  been  paid.  The 
regular  morning  and  evening  services  have  been  held  during  the  year,  except  the 
winter  months,  when  they  were  frequently  interrupted  by  reason  of  the  inefficiency  of 
the  furnace  to  make  the  building  comfortable.  Whilst  there  have  been  only  five  per- 
sons added  to  the  Church  by  confirmation  during  the  year,  yet  the  attendants  at  the 
regular  serviccsi,  and  the  interest  among  the  members  and  many  outside  persons,  have 
greatly  increased,  and  I  think  before  another  six  months  have  elapsed  we  will  have 
added  to  our  communion  list  quite  a  number  of  persons  old  and  young,  who  will  bring 
much  life  and  vigor  to  the  work.  I  can  say  nothing  very  commendatory  of  our  Day 
School.  The  session  has  been  held  regularly  since  September,  but  we  had  trouble  in 
the  beginning  of  the  session  with  the  person  selected  as  teacher,  who  finally  withdrew 
fh>m  the  school,  taking  many  of  the  children  with  her,  and  organized  another  school 
in  the  upper  part  of  the  city.  The  Sunday  School  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  I 
count  largely  upon  it  as  a  source  of  future  growth  to  the  Church.

During  the 
pa.st  year  the  hall  used  as  a  chapel  has  been  fitted  up  in  a  churchly  manner;  an  organ 
has  been  bought;  a  Sunday  School  has  been  organized,  which  numbers  80;  and  as  au 
evidence  of  the  prosperity  of  this  Mission,  the  good  people  promise  to  double  the  Mis- 
sionary's salary.  Dr.  Thomas  Hill  has  regularly  ofiiciated  as  Lay  Reader,  and  has  thus 
rendered  most  efficient  service  to  the  Church.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  Dr. 
Hill  is  about  removing  from  the  Mission. 

The  Missionary  of  the  Holy  Comforter  also  officiated  in  Montgomery  County  and 
Audrain  County.  At  the  latter  place  there  is  a  small  but  most  devoted  congregation 
<»f  old  Catholic  French.  There  is  a  class  for  confirmation  here  awaiting  the  Bi^bop'n 
visitation.

It  is  proper  to  state  that  in  none  of  the  places  named  have  we  houses  of  worship. 
This  is  \\\i'  most  serious  obstruction  which  the  3Iissionary  encounters.  Four  of  the 
places  are  country  towns;  Memphis,  with  a  population  of  2000  at  least,  where  we  have 
been  unal)le  to  hold  service  until  within  the  past  two  months,  now  presents  her  plediu'e 
and  asks  for  one  Sunday  per  month,  which  she  will  receive.  For  the  past  two  years 
I  have  had  no  pay  for  third  Sunday,  but  have  given  it  to  those  points  where  I  believed 
it  would  do  most  good. 

Monticello  has  no  place  for  worship,  and  it  is  very  difllcult  to  obtain  one.  There  \* 
but  little  prospect  of  growth  there;  population  is  not  incn;asing.  The  same  is  true  of 
(.'anton;  the  town  is  rapidly  declining  in  respect  of  business — has  been  for  some  years. 
T«>  visit  thtun  regularly  once  a  month  recjulres  i^")S  for  travelling  expenses  annually. 
Inasnuich  as  it  is  <loubtful  if  service  can  be  held  sometinu's  where  the  Missionary  dttes 
go  (as  has  been  the  case  three  times  this  year),  he  has  concluded  to  visit  them  as  often 
as  lie  can,  subordinately  to  necessities  of  more  hopeful  points. 

Up«>n  the  whole,  the  prospect,  as  n?gards  the  entire  field,  is  more  hopeful  than  at  any 
time  since  my  labors  began  two  years  ago.    We  thank  Gotl  and  are  encouraged.

KEPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

At  date  of  our  last  report  there  was  on  hand  a  cash  balance  of  $1,187.51.  Since  then 
we  have  received  on  account  of  collections,  as  prescribed  by  Canon,  from  twenty-eight 
Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations.  $107.16.  As  the  number  of  Parishes  and  Missionary 
Stations  reported  at  the  last  Convention  was  fifty-eight,  it  will  be  seen  from  above  that 
more  than  one-half  of  the  whole  number  failed  in  obedience  to  the  Canon,  which  re- 
quires from  all  Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations  a  collection  for  this  ftind  once  in  each 
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ConvoDtional  year.  Prom  interest  on  loans  we  have  received  $152.50,  making  a  toUl 
of  receipts  of  $349.65.  The  disbursements  have  been  91*730.35,  as  follows,  to-wit: 
Loans,  $1,303.67;  repairH  and  taxes  on  Episcopal  residence,  $375.42;  taxes  on  land^ 
$38.96;  interest  on  over-draft,  $12.30.  The  assets  of  this  fund  now  consist  of  tht 
balancH  due  from  the  Diocese  of  $1,726.55,  and  the  interest  on  the  whole  sum  borrowed 
from  this  fund  by  the  Diocese  six  years  aj^o;  real  estate  loans,  $1,803.67;  the  lands  ia 
St.  f'lair  and  Henry  i'ounties,  and  9^00  bequeathed  by  the  late  Mn*.  Duane.  The 
liabilities  are  comprised  in  the  amount  of  $213.09,  advanced  by  the  Treasurer.  A 
detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  is  furnished  in  the  report  of  the 
Treanurcr  herewith  accompanying,  and  forming  a  part  of  this  report.

The  (.'ominittoe  un  Finunee  have  examined  the  various  HtatemenUi  referred  to  them, 
and  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  tiiul  the  aggregate  of  receipts  and  disbursementi^  cor- 
rectly stated.  The  aceoimt  of  the  Ut.  Kev.  the  Bishop,  in  the  trust  funds,  shows 
receipts  of  $2,s4(i  !)5,  and  disbursements  of  $3,729  15,  thus  exhausting  the  balance  of 
Jjey.']  94,  carried  over  from  hist  year,  toj;:ether  with  the  entire  receipts,  and  in  addition 
thereto  the  .sum  of  jfls«  2(5  advanced  by  the  Bishop  and  now  due  to  him.  A  critical 
examination  of  the  items  of  disbursements  in  this  account  strongly  impresses  your 
Committee  with  the  idea  that  money  contributed  to  this  fund  will  aid  in  atrengtheninf; 
the  growth  of  the  church  in  the  Diocese  in  a  much  larger  degree  than  is  likely  to  be  the 
result  where  contributions  of  money  are  made  by  individual  givers  to  particular 
objects  that  may  commend  themselves  to  their  judgment  or  sympathy. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  for  the  Education  of  Theological  Students, 
we  lind  that  thirty-three  x)arishes  contributed  to  this  fund  during  the  past  year  f217  10, 
and  that  it  was  also  the  recipient  from  the  Bishop  of  bonds  of  the  city  of  Hannibal  for 
^,(100.  The  disbursements  were:  to  the  Society  for  Increase  of  the  Ministry ,  f  100; 
to  Nashotah  ^91  25,  and  for  books  $60  20;  total  disbursements,  1^251  45.  The  aasetsof 
this  fund  amount  to  ;f^,G61  58,  viz:  bonds  of  the  city  of  Hannibal,  $2,000;  real  estate 
loan,  .$500;  bills  receivable,  $50;  and  cash  on  hand  $111  58. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  for  the  Benelit  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen 
shows  that  during  the  year  thirty-four  parishes  and  stations  contributed  the  gross  sum 
of  .f."»Cl  7.').  The  property  of  this  fund  now  aggregates  $3,778  23—^,300  invested  in 
real  estate  loans,  and  cash  on  hand  ^78  23. 

At  the  date  of  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Fund  for  Diocesan  IHirposes 
to  the  last  Convention,  there  was  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  .fl32  84.  The  Convention 
levied  for  the  current  year  an  assessment  of  }H»«S65.  There  was  at  the  same  datedne 
from  parishes  on  account  of  non-payment  of  previous  assessments  the  sum  of  $2,134  73. 
The  cash  on  hand,  the  assessment  for  the  then  coming  year,  and  the  amount  then  due 
to  the  Diocese,  aggregat<;  a  total  sum  of  ."^7,122  57.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  proves 
the  receipt.s  from  assessments  and  on  account  of  arrearages  to  be  only  ;?4j*U9  76.  The 
disbursements  foot  up  .iy»,076  40,  leaving  in  the  treasury  a  balance  of  $6.  The  Diocese 
is  out  of  debt,  excei)t  the  debt  due  the  permanent  fund  of  .f  1,726  55  and  accumulated 
interest  on  the  whole  sum  borrowed  ft*om  this  fund. 

The  last  Convention  charged  this  C'omniittee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Treasurer,  with 
the  duty  of  settling  with  parishes  and  stations  then  in  arrears,  and  clothed  the  Commit- 
tee witli  full  authority  to  settle  each  case  as  might  in  their  judgment  be  proper.  It 
was  hoped  that  in  the  exercise  of  this  authority  a  way  of  settlement  would  be  oi>ened 
to  all,  and  therel>y  all  arrearages  be  wiped  out.  It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we 
announce  that  comparatively  but  little  has  been  accomplished  in  this  direction.  The 
Committee  commenced  their  work  with  the  determination  to  offer  such  terms  of  settle- 
ment as  could  hardly  fail  of  acceptance ;  in  some  cases  the  propositions  were  accepted, 
but  amounts  aggregating  the  sum  of  ^1,327  07,  and  for  which  the  Committee  i)rop«wied 
to  give  receipts  in  full  for  the  sum  of  ^(i5,  remain  t^otally  unpaid,  and  in  some 
instances  our  propositions  were  not  even  answered.  The  arrearages,  including  the  deliii' 
quencies  of  the  pa^t  year,  now  sum  up  ^2,700  49 — an  amount  greater  by  ^575  68  than  it 
was  last  year,  and  the  largest  ever  known  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  The  general 
depression  of  business,  unexampled  in  its  duration,  may  and  does  to  a  very  considen- 
ble  extent  account  for  this  startling  exhibit,  but  wo  are  coustrained  to  believe  that 
some  of  it  comes  from  a  failure  to  recognize  the  fact  that  the  Convention  assessment  is 
a  necessary  debt,  and  one  that  should  not  be  taken  into  account  merely  when  the  state 
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of  the  finance;)  rendered  it  entirely  convenient  to  pay  it.    It  is  for  you  to  say  what 
action  shall  now  be  taken. 

Your  Committee  would  here  report  that  not  a  sitifrle  communication  has  been 
received  touching  the  matter  referred  to  in  resolution  to  be  found  at  head  of  page  17  in 
last  Journal.  Several  requests  have  been  made  for  a  total  remission  of  amounts  due, 
but  believing  that  the  Convention  will  devise  some  measure  of  a  general  nature,  we 
do  not  brln^  these  requests  specifically  to  your  notice.  In  view  of  the  present  con- 
dition of  monetary  affairs,  the  Committee  recommend  an  assessment  at  the  rate  of 
95,000  per  annum,  sufiicient  in  amount  to  cover  the  time  until  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  recall  to  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Con- 
vention the  remarks  witli  which  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  closed  his  report.

Tlie  Church  in  the  West  and  Northwest  should  feel  a  new  hope  in  the  plan  adopted 
by  its  Bishops  for  a  University  that  seeks  to  elevate  education  to  higher  standards.  If 
there  be  any  organization  in  the  world  that  should  set  before  itself  the  highest  ideals 
in  culture,  it  is  that  which  has  been  chartered  with  the  command,  "  Be  ye  perfect,  even 
Ml  your  t'other  which  is  in  Heaven  is  perfect.''  Such  perfection  cannot  be  one-sided — 
spiritual  to  the  neglect  of  the  int-ellectual,  or  intellectual  to  the  neglect  of  the  spiritual 
traits  of  character.  It  is  catholic  in  its  type  of  manhood,  as  the  Church  is  catholic  in 
her  true  faith  and  in  her  mission  to  the  race. 

If  the  State  in  its  schools  aims  at  making  good  citizens,  the  Church  should  aim  at 
nothing  less  than  <|ualifying  her  sons  for  the  noblest  as  well  as  the  humblest  duties  of 
citizenship  in  a  world-wide  kingdom  that  abides  forever.  She  is  adorned  by  the  vir- 
tuea  of  her  children,  honored  with  their  honors,  and  hence  should  wear  all  graces  of 
character  as  a  high  priest's  jewels,  near  her  heart.  Hitherto  in  our  Western  States 
there  has  been  little  effort  to  express  the  full  mind  of  the  Church  in  her  educational 
institutions.  They  have  been  partial  and  preparatory,  designed  to  meet  immediate  and 
pressing  wants,  rather  than  to  embody  complete  ideals.  Excessive  competition  has 
done  much  to  damage  ev«n  her  more  elementary  enterprises,  and  has  retarded  already 
too  long  the  endeavor  which  at  last  is  making  for  somethhig  worthy  of  her  pretensions. 
Racine  College  has  been  chosen  as  the  nucleus  of  the  new  enterprise.  The  climate, 
the  snoeess  of  its  work  previously  undertaken,  with  its  narrow  scope,  the  commodious 
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buildings  ready  for  the  present  stages,  at  leuNt,  of  Univer8ity  development,  the  liT^e 
and  well-dcser\ed  reputation  of  its  Warden  and  Faculty  lor  diHciplinc  and  scholinhip, 
all  (M»nd)ine  to  render  this  <'ollege  the  fittest  centre  of  educational  union  among  the 
Western  I)io<'ese>.  Tlie  M'henie  is  already  past  failure:  earnest  co-operation  will  nuke 
it  a  jrreat  j'Ueeess. 

In  recommending  this  corporation,  however,  we  would  not  detract  from  the  work  of 
any  of  our  own  dioeestui  histilutiims,  nor  treat  with  in<liffercnce  their  rightful  claims 
t<»  th«?  support  of  Churchmen  within  the  Dioecse. 

The  school  (»f  the  Good  Shepherd  we  have  every  reason  to  he  proud  of.  and  to  help 
on  in  its  nurture  of  the  daughters  of  the  Church  to  that  beauty  of  womanhood  wfaoKe 
chief  ornaments  are  a  meek  and  quiet  spirit.  We  would  bespeak  for  it  a  more  general 
patronage  from  the  Diocese.  St.  PauTs  College,  Palmyra,  has  an  important,  anindi/^ 
pensable  work  to  do.  Let  it  be  a  finishing  Academy  for  those  who  have  not  opportu- 
nity to  gain  the  higher  culture  of  a  University,  and  a  ti-:iining  s<*hf>ol  for  thot»e  wbu 
have  such  opportunity  and  would  use  it.

Your  Committee  are  ugahi  called  upon  to  congratulate  the  Convention  on  the  wis- 
dom, diligence  and  care  displayed  by  the  Missionary  Board  in  the  management  oftlif 
limited  funds  at  their  disposal. 

The  statement  of  the  jiishop  in  his  address,  that  **  tl»e  delicate  and  difficult  work  of 
your  missionaries  has  ln-en  faithfully  and  etleetively  performed,"  and  *)f  the  Treasurer 
that  all  demands  have  be<?n  promptly  met,  with  a  considerable  balance  still  in  the  treas- 
ury, is  the  best  evidence  of  faithfulness  and  prudence  on  the  part  of  those  to  whom  i> 
intrusted  this  part  of  the  <  hurch's  work. 

There  is,  of  course,  another  side:  the  action  of  the  Church  itself.  The  constantly 
diminishing  receipts  eann<it  be  wholly  attributed  to  the  diversion  of  funds  to  the 
Chureh  ExUmsion  Society,  nor  to  stagnation  in  business.  This  fact  of  dimiuishiar 
re(reipt<  mav  be  one  of  >a<lness  or  of  shame,  :t^  there  may  be  a  consciousness  of  ina- 
bility or  «»f  neglect.  It  is  quite  clear  that  no  improvement  can  be  made  in  this  or  in 
anything  ♦Ise,  except  by  ^ell-examination  and  individual  action.  When  each  i^oe 
'♦  (l(H'S  tn/iat  he  ain,^^  there  will  be  neither  sadness  nor  regret. 

Your  Commit te(?  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  resolutious  submitted  by  them 
last  year  have  Ih'cu  acted  upon  at  least  in  some  portions  of  the  Di<»cc.se,  and  wilL 
most  gratifying  results,  antl  eontidently  believe  that  as  this  system  is  more  fully  devel- 
oped by  ei)ntinued  use,  its  great  power  for  good,  locally  and  generally,  will  l>e  more 
clearly  seen  and  acknowledged.

Your  Oomoiittce  to  wh(»iu  wu8  rcferrod  that  portion  of  the  Bisbop'8  iiddreK>  relating 
to  the  letter  of  the  Arohbinhop  of  Canterbury,  and  the  propoHed  Conference  at  Lambeth, 
bcjf  leave  to  report,  that,  gratefully  appreciating  the  happy  and  \vid»*-Mpreud  influence 
of  the  former  council,  they  rejoice  in  the  proi^peet  of  another  a«wenibly  of  the  kind. 

In  reMponue  to  the  Bishop's  invitation  for  suggestions  with  reference  to  thin  council, 
your  Committee  can  only  express  the  thought  and  hope  of  all  catholic  spirits  for  the 
unity  of  Christendom,  one  element  for  the  furtherance  of  which  we  believe  to  be  the 
Old  Catholic  movement  of  Germany,  and  for  which  we  would  express  our  heartfelt 
sympathy  and  earnest  prayers.  And  we  would  respectfully  propose,  as  tending  towards 
the  unity  of  Christendom,  the  setting  forth  by  the  council  of  a  correct  translation  of 
the  Nicene  creed. 

There  is  one  point  connected  witli  both  the  mother  Church  and  our  own,  which  we 
wouhl  respectfiilly  and  earnestly  urge  through  our  Bishop  upon  the  ecclesiastical 
authorities  of  the  English  Church,  viz:  some  authoritative  method  in  the  transfer  and 
commendation  of  baptized  members  of  the  Church  of  England  to  the  Chur<*h  in  our 
own  country.  Very  large  numbers  of  English  people  who  arc  baptized  in  that  Church 
emigrate  to  this  land  with  no  clear  idea  that  there  is  any  part  of  the  Church  catholic 
here.  And  as  our  own  Church  has  a  title  which  does  not  fully  indicate  its  character, 
it  is  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  many  s<>cts  of  the  land,  and  into  one  or  another  of  which 
therefore  the  large  majority  of  English  emignints  fall.  If  anything  more  can  be  dont^ 
at  home  towards  preventing  this,  especially  by  such  careAil  instructions  as  are  suited 
to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  w(^  earnestly  ask  it. 

A  single  matter  more  we  would  respectfully  allude  to,  and  this  the  necessity  which 
we  in  this  country  especially  feel  for  official  communications  between  the  two  Churches 
in  matters  of  clerical  discipline,  that  instances  of  deposition  in  either  Church  may 
in  some  way  be  oflicially  communicated  to  the  other  for  its  protection.  These  subjects 
have  been  already  taken  up  by  our  General  Convention,  whose  expressions  and  efforts 
we  hope  will  produce  fruit  in  this  coming  Anglican  council. 

Your  Committee  would  express  the  hope  that  at  the  time  appointed,  our  own  Bishop 
will  t>e  able  to  unite  with  his  brethren  of  the  Episcopate  at  that  gathering,  towards 
which  thousands  of  eyes  and  hearts  will  be  direct(*d,  and  for  which  countless  prayers 
will  arise  that  il  may  prove  a  mighty  instrument  in  the  breaking  down  the  kingdom  of 
Hin,  satan  and  death,  and  of  gathering  together  into  one  fold  the  whole  of  the  now  dis- 
l>ersed  sheep,  until  there  shall  appear  in  all  the  earth  but  one  fold,  under  one  shepherd, 
Jetus  Christ  our  Lord.

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Sunday  Schools,  beg  leave  to 
express  the  difficulty  which  they  feel  in  attempting,  in  so  limited  a  space  as  that  to 
which  this  report  is  necessarily  confined,  of  dealing  with  a  subject  jiresenting  so  many 
widely  differing  points  for  discussion,  all  alike  worthy  of  attention.  Perhaps  the  most 
noteworthy  complaint  heard  regarding  our  Sunday  School  system  is  its  comparative 
poverty  of  result  as  a  means  of  Church  growth  and  extension.  It  is  observed  that  of 
the  targe  number  of  scholars  gathered  into  Sunday  Schools,  but  a  small  proportion 
become  faithful  communicants  of  the  Church.  The  greater  proportion  by  lar  are  not 
brought  to  confirmation,  but  drift  away  into  sectarianism  or  a  practical  disregard  of 
all  the  duties  of  religion.  Your  Committee  ventures  to  suggest  that  this  is  largely  to 
be  attributed  to  the  comparative  neglect  in  Sunday  Sch<)(»ls  of  one  important  feature  of 
the  Christian  education  of  children.  Our  reference  is  to  their  education  in  trorship. 
If  the  Sunday  School  is  to  be,  as  admittedly  it  shnidd  be,  the  training  school  for  the 
Church,  wurtthip  should  be  one  of  its  most  prominent  features.  The  Sunday  Schools, 
however,  in  which  this  is  the  case,  are  comparatively  rare  exceptions.  >Yhile  the 
children  are  taaght  with  sonic  degree  of  cai*e  the  duty  of  observing  the  moral  law,  and, 
with  less  accuracy  perhaps,  the  more  prominent  doctrines  of  the  Church's  faith,  they 
but  too  often  never  learn  what  it  is  to  irorship. 

The  opening  services  of  most  of  our  Sunday  Schools  are  of  the  most  meagre  descrip- 
tion, often  non-liturgic,  and  therefore  in  contravention  of  the  spirit  of  the  historic 
Church  of  God,  and  are  at  times  hurried  over  in  a  manner  which  indicates  the  preva- 
lent low  estimate  of  their  essential  importance.  The  responses  of  the  children  are  in 
many  cases  almost  inaudible.  An  attentive  review  of  the  appearance  of  an  average 
Sunday  School  during  the  introductory  services  will  usually  reveal  the  fact  that  the 
great  majority  of  the  children  are  simply  waiting  for  the  last  collect.  The  lifting  up 
of  the  heart  to  God  in  acts  of  adoration,  love  or  praise,  is  rarely  inculcated  by  the 
teaehers  or  practiced  by  the  children.  Both  are  in  many  cases  merely  listeners  to  a 
perfunctory  reading  of  certain  collects  by  the  superintendent.    The  only  semblance  of 
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irorshfp  is  found  in  the  meaningless  liymuH  and  frivolous  lunen  which  a  meretricious 
Ustr  has  substitut'Cd  for  the  simple  and  severe  litanies  and  versicies  common  in  ages 
of  purer  devotion.  Thewe  are  .Nung  with  an  energy  which  would  be  worthy  of  all 
commt-ndation  were  it  expended  on  something  more  practically  devotional  than  the 
sentimental  melodicK  of  the  *'  Sabbath  School  Bell  "or  the  "Golden  Shower  Songnter." 
Most  of  the  popular  hymns  of  our  Sunday  Schools  will  be  found  to  be  merely  the  efib 
sions  of  a  vague  religious  sentimentality,  and  little  adapted  to  administer  practical 
instruction  or  serve  as  the  vehicle  for  true  devotion. 

Need  we  wonder,  then,  that  the  children  thus  schooled  in  indevotion  and  ditfregard 
of  the  tnie  spirit  of  worship,  should  weary  of  the  sen'ices  of  the  Church,  and  lind  her 
liturgy  alien  to  their  tastes?  It  would  be  indeed  surprising  were  sectarianism  in  the 
Sunday  School  to  bh»ssom  into  churchliness  in  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  venture  therefore  to  propose  as  a  remedy  for  the  evils  complained 
of.  the  making  of  tromhip  a  more  prominent  feature  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  It  would 
seem  lus  if  the  opening  services  should  conform  in  their  main  features  U*  the  daily 
offices  of  the  Church.  It  should  obviously  be  liturgic  in  character,  and  drawn  largely 
if  not  exclusively  from  the  prayer-book.  The  addition  of  a  simple  litany,  harmonizing 
in  form  and  tone  with  that  constantly  in  use  in  the  American  Church,  but  of  greater 
brevity,  would  make  the  services  more  complete  and  emphasize  the  analogy  between 
the  worship  of  the  Sunday  School  and  that  of  the  Church.  A  simple  musical  render- 
ing, when  possible,  will  be  found  to  add  largely  to  the  dignity  and  heartiness  of  the 
W(»rship.  Wisdom  would  seem  to  direct  that  the  serviee  should  be  of  sufficient  length 
to  tax  without  exhausting  the  devotional  powers  of  children.  Such  a  8er\ice  will,  it 
is  believed,  especially  if  drawn  wholly  ft-om  the  Book  of  Common  Praj'er,  affonl  the 
athlitional  advantage  of  making  the  children  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  main  featun^ 
of  our  liturgy.  Thus  accustomed  to  responsive  woi>liip,  they  will  be  able  to  join 
inttlli^^ently  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Chureh  and  enter  inti)  the  spirit  of  its  n^asou- 
al»l<'  s<M*vice.  The  Sunday  School  will  thus  be  to  them  a  preparation  for,  and  not  an 
aiienHti(»n  from,  the  I'lilirr  and  more  extende<l  siTviee**  of  the  sanctuary. 

Tru**ting  that  these  considerations  may  reronnnenU  themselves  to  the  appntval  of 
the  inrnil»ers  of  the  Convention,  they  are  respertt'ully  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee. *  WM.

SECRETARY'S   REPORT. 

The  Secretary-,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  reflpectfiilly  flubmita  the  thirty- 
tiiird  annual  report  to  tiic  Kisliop  of  tlie  Diorese  and  the  friends  of  the  institution. 

Our  hearts  arc  overflowing  with  thankfulness  that  at  the  end  of  another  year,  during 
which  there  has  Ikm'u  generally  much  pecuniary  distress  and  depresHicMi  in  business, 
we  are  able  to  inform  you  that  we  have  paid  all  current  expenses,  as  well  a*  the 
interest  accruing  on  the  debt  for  the  new  building. 

This,  however,  has  not  been  ac<M>mpli8he(l  without  dilHculty  and  active  exertion  on 
the  part  of  the  Board,  a  work  which  has  been  rendered  more  difficult  from  the  non- 
payment of  an  interest  note  of  ^500,  due  since;  January,  and  on  which  we  depended  to 
:issi8t  in  defraying  these  expenses. 

We  take  this  occasion  to  thank  our  many  friends  for  their  assistance  in  making  our 
entertainments  successful. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  sell  the  old  Uome  building  except  at  too  great  a  sacrifice, 
hence  the  debt,  amounting  to  more  than  9^,000,  and  bearing  interest,  still  remains  i 
heavy  burden. 

We  have  been  forced  to  accept  the  resignation  of  our  former  chaplain,  Rev.  Dr. 
Ingraham.  and  our  physician,  Dr.  Hardaway,  both  of  whom  have  rendered  us  faiUh 
ful  scrvi(;cs,  and  from  whom  we  parted  with  regret.  At  the  same  time  we  feel  thankful 
that  their  places  have  Jx^en  so  well  tilled  by  the  Kev.  Mr.  Reed,  as  chaplain,  and  Dr. 
<i}eo.  Homan,  as  physician,  to  both  of  whom  we  retui'n  sincere  thanks  for  past  kind- 
nesses and  continued  services.    May  God  reward  them  for  the  same. 

We  still  have  our  excellent  Matron,  Mrs.  ('oleman,  who  never  tires  in  the  faithfhl 
performance  of  her  duties.  By  her  gentle  firmness  and  motherly  kmdness  she  exerts 
a  most  beneticial  influence  over  the  children,  which  shows  itself  in  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  thiiir  moral  character. 

To  those  girls  who  have  been  faithful  throughout  their  period  of  stay,  and  whom  we 
deem  worthy  to  till  positions  of  trust,  we  have  adopted  the  plan  of  giving  certificate:! 
to  that  efl'ect,  on  their  attaining  the  age  of  eighteen.  As  we  are  anxious  to  make  thi^ 
reward  of  value  to  the  recipients,  we  are  very  careful  to  give  it  only  to  those  whom  we 
consider  really  deserving,  and  so  make  it  a  prize  worth  striWng  for.  We  have  had  tttt 
pleasure  of  presenting  two  of  our  girls  with  these  certificates  during  the  past  year.

Many  of  the  children  who  have  been  reared  in  the  Home  are  now  uReful  members 
of  society  in  our  midst. 

An  impression  seems  to  prevail  among  some  that  we  do  not  make  our  children  work. 
We  are  anxious  that  it  should  bo  known  that,  although  they  are  not  taught  trades,  we 
strive  to  give  them  a  plain  education,  and  teach  them  to  sew,  wash,  scrub,  and  do 
general  housework.  The  boys  are  bound  out  at  twelve  years  of  age,  and  so  are  all  the 
girls  whose  services  are  not  needed  in  the  Home.  We  are  obliged  to  depend  on  them 
for  a  greater  part  of  the  work,  as  the  following  it«ms  will  show.  We  employ  only  five 
adults,  namely,  matron,  teacher,  nurse,  cook  and  laundress.  We  generally  have  over 
75  children,  with  an  average  of  20  under  five  years  of  age,  some  of  whom  are  infants 
and  require  much  attention.  There  are  but  five  efficient  girls  of  over  fourteen  years, 
and  about  five  between  twelve  and  fourteen.  With  the  assistance  above  mentioned 
these  children  keep  a  large  building  neat  and  clean,  do  the  washing,  sewing,  darning 
and  mending  for  about  80  persons.  Each  child  over  seven  years  has  its  task  to  per- 
form. Of  course  we  cannot  expect  children  to  work  steadily  like  grown  people,  and 
we  find  that,  since  we  have  sent  out  so  many  large  girls,  we  are  rather  short  of  help; 
still  we  do  not  wish  to  increase  our  expenses  by  hiring  more.  In  the  spring  and  fall 
we  get  some  assistance  with  our  sewing  from  a  few  of  the  churches. 

We  find.  In  comparing  our  expenses  with  those  of  similar  institutions,  that  the  advan- 
tage is  in  our  favor.  We  cordially  invite  our  patrons,  and  the  public  generally,  to 
visit  our  Home  at  any  time,  and  beg  that  they  will  take  a  personal  interest  in  our  chil- 
dren.

Etport  of  ,^t.  %\\\xt$  P^sptlal. 


To  the  Rt.  Jier.  C.  F,  Jiobertson,  Biahop  of  MUf»otin: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  for  the  paxt  year  again  report  the 
Ai*sociation  free  from  all  liability,  notwithstanding  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  the 
year  in  additional  rent  and  expenditures.  We  close  the  year  without  having  anticipated 
the  revenue  of  the  succeeding  year,  wliich  has  not  been  the  case  heretofore.  No  extra- 
ordinary effort  has  been  made  to  raise  flinds,  and  no  aid  has  been  obtained  from  the 
public  by  means  of  concerts  or  other  entertainments.  We  have  paid  in  the  piist  year 
more  rent  than  the  previous  year,  and  the  expenses  of  moving  and  consequent  repairs 
and  alt<;rations  were  91,295.5.3,  which  amount  was  contributed  by  the  members  of  the 
Board.  In  addition  to  the  subscriptions  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Hospital, 
$1,060  haye  been  raised  as  a  permanent  buildhig  flind,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of 
trustees  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  hold  this  fund. 

Since  our  last  annual  report  the  Hospital  has  been  removed  to  a  more  commodious 
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and  convenient  houBC,  where  a  large  number  of  patiento  can  be  accommodated,  and 
with  much  less  labor  on  the  part  of  the  attendants.  We  are  now  able  to  accommodate 
seventy  patients,  and  give  them  us  careful  attention  as  any  Hospital  in  the  comitrr. 
During  the  past  year  221  persons  have  been  treated;  of  these  177  were  paying  patientt, 
33  were  beneficiaries,  and  11  were  partial  beneficiaries ;  18  have  died,  191  have  been 
discharged,  and  17  remain  in  the  Hospital  at  this  date.  Of  the  whole  number  1U5  were 
surgical  cases,  and  3.5  optical  cases.    Twelve  persons  have  l»eoii  baptized  in  the  Chapel. 

Within  the  building  we  have  a  convenient  dispensar}',  where  a  large  number  of  the 
poor  are  treated  daily.  As  soon  as  all  arrangements  in  that  department  are  perfected 
so  as  to  facilitate  the  physicians  in  attendance,  we  expect  to  be  able  to  treat  eight 
hundred  of  the  poor  each  week.  Dr.  Green  has  treated  and  issued  prescriptions  to  . 
out-door  patients  in  the  eye  and  ear  free  dispensary  department  alone,  between  January 
1st,  1876,  and  the  19th  of  May  inst.,  to  the  extraordinary  number  of  3.444.  Drs.  Hodgea 
and  Mudd  have  during  the  same  period  operated  in  the  tree  surgicd  department  na 
20  patients.  Frequently  these  patients,  after  being  treated,  are  in  consequence  weak 
and  unable  to  leave  the  rooms,  and  tliey  are  taken  care  of  in  the  wards  of  the  Hoapital 
until  they  are  able  to  go  home.  Food  and  clothing  are  also  often  given  to  them  as  their 
cases  require. 

A  Cliapel  is  attached  to  the  Uosi)it4il  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  iOO  pei^ 
sons.  Divine  service  is  held  on  every  Sunday  afternoon,  and  the  Holy  Communion  b 
administered  on  Thursday  of  each  week  by  the  Chaplain. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  continuance  of  the  gratuitous  bestowal  of 
medical  ability  of  the  first  order.  The  Board  of  Physicians  is  composed  of  Drs.  Hndgea 
and  Mudd,  Dr.  Wm.  L.  Barrett,  Dr.  J.  S.  B.  Alleyne,  Dr.  E.  S.  Lemoine,  and  Dr.  Jolm 
Green.  These  gentlemen  are  ever  prompt  and  assiduous  in  their  attention  to  the 
patients  under  their  <*arc,  and  they  desen'e  the  highest  commendation  for  thus  attend- 
ing free  of  charge  so  large  a  number  of  the  sick  and  suffering. 

The  Sisterh(>od  of  the  Good  Shepherd  still  has  charge  of  the  Hospital,  and  under 
their  care  it  has  reached  a  condition  of  prosperity  and  usefulness  that  renders  its  sin»- 
port  and  permanent  maintenance  not  only  a  Christian  duty,  but  a  neces^jity.  St.  LukeS 
is  the  only  Hospital  in  the  central  part  of  the  city  where  persons  injured  can  be  taken 
for  immediate  treatment  and  relief.  In  several  instances  wounded  patients  have  died, 
surrounded  by  Christian  intluences,  shortly  aft^r  reachin;r  the  Hospital,  who  would 
certainly  have  died  in  the  vehicle  that  conveyed  thpm,  had  they  attempted  to  reach  any 
of  the  other  Hospitals,  all  at  present  located  in  remote  parts  of  the  city. 

We  congratulate  the  Association  on  the  au8i)icious  results  of  the  closinjr  year,  and  we 
felicitate  ourselves  on  our  successful  management  of  an  institution  that  hiis  so  noble  an 
opportunity  of  dispensinjx  to  the  poor  and  sutVerinj?  sick  benotits  of  which  they  would 
otherwise  be  deprived.  The  trust  committed  to  us  by  the  Assoriation  has  b^en  per- 
formed to  the  best  of  our  ability:  and  we  feel  no  little  prido  in  presenting  the  Hospital 
to  you  in  its  present  condition,  frfc  from  deht^  after  a  year  of  greater  usefulness  than 
ever  before,  and  prepared  to  do  in  the  future  more  work  for  the  Church  and  the  poor 
she  has  under  her  care.  This  is  the  result,  however,  in  addition  to  your  donations,  of 
much  labor  on  the  part  of  the  individual  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  are 
still  willing  to  do  their  utmost,  1>nth  tnj  trfn-k  <(nd  stihscn'ption,  to  increase  the  useful- 
ness of  the  institution,  il"  it  be  your  will  to  re-elect  them.  But  we  must  remind  you 
that  more  liberal  donations  are  needed  than  have  heretofore  been  made:  the  present 
subscription  list,  added  to  the  income  derived  from  patients,  being  barely  suthcient  to 
defray  the  ordinary  current  expenses,  leaving  no  margin  for  any  exigencies  which  are 
likely  to  arise  at  any  time.  Our  ability  to  place  the  institution  on  its  proper  basis  as  a 
work  of  charity,  must  be  measured  by  the  liberality  of  your  subscriptions.

To  the  Hon,  President  and  the  Board  of  TruHees  of  Luke^tt  Hospital  Asson'ation: 

Gbntlemex— We  have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  we  ha\e  treated 
at  St.  Luke'R  HoBpital  ninety-one  patients;  sixty-five  of  this  numher  were  from  the 
«M>antry  and  twenty-six  from  the  city. 

Of  this  number  only  eight  are  entered  upon  the  boolcs  of  record  of  the  Hospital  a8 
charity  cases.  These  were  furnished  with  board,  lodging,  medicine,  nursing  and 
medical  attendance,  free  of  charge.  But  in  addition  to  the  eight  liere  enumerated, 
there  are  thirty-four  of  this  number  who  were  unable  to  pay  anything  except  their 
Hospital  dues;  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  St.  Luke's  Hospital  has  fiirnished  a  refuge  and 
a  home  for  forty-two  patients  in  the  surgical  department  who  were  unable  to  pay  for 
anything  except  their  board,  and  in  several  cases  could  not  do  even  that.  Twenty-four 
of  this  number  were  from  the  city,  and  eighteen  from  the  country. 

The  8urgi<*al  cases  have  numbered  fifty-seven,  and  the  medical  cases  thirty-four.  Wc 
have  had  four  deaths.  Two  of  the  four  patients  were  in  a  hopeless  condition  at  the 
time  of  entering  the  Hospital,  the  result  of  intjury;  one  died  as  result  of  operation, 
and  the  fourth  was  a  medical  case. 

These  records  set  forth  facts  which  in  themselves  are  of  but  little  interest  to  those 
who  are  not  familiar  with  the  mantigement  of  the  Hospital.  They  do  not  indicate  the 
extent  of  the  charity  bestowed.  The  vast  majority  of  surgical  patients  are  found 
among  the  laboring  classes  who  cannot  command  such  comforts  as  are  here  provided. 

Pyasmia,  the  dread  fever  which  finds  its  nidus  in  bad  ventilation,  uncleanlincss,  and 
neglect,  the  scourge  of  badly  kept  Hospitals,  has  but  once  entered  St.  Luke's  Hospital 
and  then  it  was  transferred  to  its  wards  by  a  patient  flrom  another  institution.  This 
enemy  of  the  surgeon  is  robbed  of  its  terrors  here,  and  the  father,  the  mother,  and  the 
brother  has  in  many  instances  been  returned  in  health  to  the  family  by  the  humanity 
and  the  bounty  of  the  members  of  this  Association,  and  the  faithful,  intelligent,  self- 
denying  care  of  the  Sisterhood  in  charge. 

Last  year  tliere  were  fourteen  hundred  non-residents  who  applied  for  aid  at  the  City 
Dispensary.  One-half  of  the  indigent  cared  for  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital  were  from  the 
country. 

The  Churches  of  the  country  are  as  much  interested  as  those  of  the  city,  and  should 
endow  beds  for  their  poor. 

Manufacturers  and  corporations  can  provide  cheaply  and  i>erfectly  for  their  ii\jured 
and  maimed  by  endowing  beds. 

Individuals  seeking  to  bestow  alms  cannot  do  better  than  provide  an  usyluni  for  the 
injured  and  disabled  husband  and  father,  by  endowing  beds.  The  charity  thus  bestowed 
will  be  multiplied  at  an  ever-increasing  ratio. 

Every  bed  can  be  filled  with  a  worthy  occupant;  and  lut  the  beds  increase  in  number, 
the  Hospital  will  grow  in  size,  and  the  Association  will  have  founded  a  monument 
worthy  of  the  Church  and  the  age.

To  the  Rt.  liev,  thi'  Bishop,  tlu'  Presidejit,  arnl  tUt'  Members  of  the  Sunday  School 
MiHsiomtnj  Host  of  Missoun  : 

Tu-day  we  meet  to  celebrate  the  Heveiitli  anniversary  of  the  Sunday  School  Mi88ionar>' 
Host  of  Missouri,  and  we  feel  grateAiI  that  w^e  have  been  Rpare<i  and  blessed  by  Him 
who  nileth  the  Hosts  in  heayen. 

But  few  tmaghied  that  our  organization  would  have  existed  until  this  time,  or  excited 
the  interest  that  it  ha8,  not  only  in  our  own  midst,  but  in  distant  States ;  or  accomplished 
the  good  that  it  has  done  since  we  started  the  experiment  nearly  seven  years  ago.  But 
we  stand  to-day  an  established  helper  of  the  Church,  both  in  money  and  in  goo<l 
works. 

Without  going  mto  statistics,  we  find  that  the  reports  of  the  present  and  past  years 
present  favorable  conditions  and  comparisons,  both  in  regard  to  attendance  and  moneys 
contributed,  but  we  cannot  let  the  occasion  pass  without  calling  attention  to  **one  thing 
needful"  in  several  of  the  schools,  and  that  in  *' Teachers."  Professing  Christians 
who  find  ample  time  for  worldly  amusements  have  a  fearful  responsibility  resting 
upon  them,  and  the  awful  accusation,  *^Ye  knew  your  duty,  and  did  it  not,"  will  be 
hemrd  by  those  that  will  find  it  is  then  too  late,  for  the  record  of  their  past  lives  con- 
demn them. 

Certificates  of  membership,  handsomely  printed,  are  now  given  to  the  members  of 
the  Host.

£ach  year  we  have  tried  some  new  enterprise.  The  Sunday  School  of  last  yearns 
organization  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  notwithstanding  our  circumscribed  and 
UDfiuitable  accommodations;  and  now  we  are  reaching  still  higher,  and  steps  have  been 
taken  towards  erecting  a  building  that  will,  we  hope,  in  time  become  a  Church. 

To  gratify  those  who  feel  an  interest  in  our  aflfairs,  we  would  state  that  we  have 
collected  and  expended  for  the  Sunday  School  interests  upwards  of  $3,000,  with  the 
good  that  this  has  done  to  schools  and  individuals.  We  have  a  Missionary  in  the 
field,  supported  by  the  Host.  We  have  one  Sunday  School  and  the  prospects  of  a 
Church.  We  have  brought  the  Sunday  School  Superintendents  together  for  consulta- 
tion and  interchange  of  views,  and  we  have  our  JubiU^e,  which  has  done  more  to  bring 
the  Church  people  together  than  any  attempt  of  the  Church  that  has  yet  been  made.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  11  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri  (as 
amended  by  the  last  Convention  held  in  May,  1876),  the  Bishop  and  a 
number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  this  day  in  Christ  Church, 
St.  Louis,  the  place  designated  for  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

At  10  o'clock  the  usual  religious  services  were  had. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  K.  Dunlop,  of  Kirkwood. 
The  First  Lesson  was  read  by  Rev.  G.  C.  Betts,  of  Trinity  Church, 
St.  Louis ;  the  Second  Lesson  by  the  Rev.  P.  G.  Robert,  of  Church  of 
the  Holy  Communion,  St.  Louis.  The  Creed  and  Prayers  were  said 
by  the  Rev.  B.  E.  Reed,  of  Mount  Calvary  Church,  St.  Louis.  The 
Ante-Communion  Service  was  said  by  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  The  Rev.  Geo.  K.  Dunlop,  of  Grace  Church,  Kirkwood,  read 
the  Epistle,  and  the  Gospel  was  read  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  The  Convention  Sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.-  Abiel 
Leonard,  of  Calvary  Church,  Sedalia,  taking,  for  his  text  the  1st  verse 
of  the  4th  chapter  of  1st  Corinthians. 

The  Offertory  sentences  being  read  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Offertory  was  made  for  the  "Theological  Educational  Fund." 

The  Holy  Communion  was  then  celebrated  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  called  the  Convention  to  order,  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of 
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the  Bishop,  to  read  the  roll  of  Clergy  canonically  resident  in  the  Dio- 
cese, ^nd  17  Clergymen  answered  to  their  names. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  President  then  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Githens, 
Leonard  and  Staples  the  Committee  on  Lay  Credentials. 

Recess  taken  for  10  minutes. 


Convention  reassembled  after  recess. 

The  Committee  on  Lay  Credentials  reported  that  credentials  in  reg- 
ular form  had  been  presented  from  10  Parishes. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  M.  W.  Alexander,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Convention  be  adopted 
as  the  Rules  of  Order  for  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  P.  G.  Robert,  the  Rules  of  Order  were  suspended, 
and  Mr.  John  R.  Triplett,  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Louis,  was  duly  elected 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.

THE  BISHOP  OF  MISSOURI. 


My  Dear  Brethren: 

The  shortness  of  the  interval  since  we  were  last  assembled  in  council, 
the  consequent  paucity  of  work  and  result  accomplished  in  the  mean- 
while, the  smaller  numbers  with  which  we  now,  under  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances, come  together,  all  suggest  reasons  why  the  observations 
which  I  shall  place  before  you,  at  thid  time,  should  be  briefer  and  less 
discursive  than  would  otherwise  be  proper.  While  the  letter  of  our 
constitutional  law  makes  our  coming  together  now  obligatory,  there  is 
but  little,  I  apprehend,  which  will  make  our  session  a  prolonged  one. 

The  Convention  has  decided,  on  what  have  appeared  to  be  good 
grounds,  on  changing  the  time  of  its  annual  meeting.  It  cannot  A)e 
supposed  that  any  time  which  might  be  fixed  upon  would  be  wholly 
without  objection;  but  the  inconvenience  from  which  we  have  long 
suffered,  in  the  enforced  suspension  of  plans  for  Church  work,  which 
had  just  been  elaborated,  and  on  which  we  had  just  embarked  at  our 
annual  gatherings,  on  account  of  the  exhaustion  occasioned  by  our  long 
summers ;  this,  with  other  reasons,  would  impel  us  to  give  the  measure 
a  candid  trial.  There  is  evident  advantage  in  laying  out  our  work  for 
the  year  at  a  time  when  everything — temperature,  reviving  trade,  the 
hieing  back  of  summer  wanderers — incites  to  vigor  and  fresh  courage. 
Our  Diocesan  habits  will,  no  doubt,  soon  accommodate  themselves  to 
what,  though  strange  and  untried  now,  has  been  deliberately  agreed 
upon,  and  has  certain  presumptive  advantages. 

There  will  come  before  you,  among  the  matters  of  unfinished  busi- 
ness, the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  involving  biennial 
instead  of  annual  meetings  of  Convention ;  a  representation  graduated 
according  to  the  strength  of  the  parish,  and  a  payment  from  the  general 
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fund  of  the  expenses  of  the  clergyman  and  one  delegate  in  attendance 
upon  Convention.  It  will  probably  be  wiser  to  defer  final  action  on 
these  important  matters  until  we  have  a  fuller  attendance  next  year. 

For  this  reason  I  will  forbear  any  comments  on  the  subject  until 
they  come  before  us  for  final  action. 

I  hope  we  may  be  able  to  pass  upon  the  amendments  to  the  Canons 
which  were  reported  by  the  committee  at  the  last  Convention,  but  failed 
in  the  pressure  at  the  last  moment  to  receive  recognition. 

The  circumstance  that  those  who  are  here  assembled  represent 
mainly  the  congregations  in  this  city  and  county,  where  a  large  part  of 
the  Church's  strength  and  wealth  in  the  diocese  are  concentrated,  in- 
duces me  to  mention  two  or  three  matters  which  are  urgent,  and  par- 
ticularly concern  those  who  live  in  this  great  metropolis 

I  hope  that  I  can  take  for  granted  certain  great  underl}  ing  principles 
of  our  Christian  Brotherhood.  Such  facts  as  that  the  Church  in  this 
city,  in  the  days  of  its  weakness,  received  for  years  large  aid  from 
abroad  as  a  trust,  to  be  in  turn  dispensed,  when  strength  should  come, 
to  those  who  should  be  then  in  need ;  that  we  live  here  in  a  vast  city 
which  levies  its  tribute  and  builds  up  its  wealth  from  the  regions  with 
which  we  are  ecclesiastically  connected — tribute  for  which  we  should 
be  willing  to  pay  back  His  tithe  into  the  Lord's  treasury  in  behalf  of  the 
religious  wants  of  those  from  whom  we  here  derive  our  wealth ;  that  in 
our  own  Diocesan  family  we  can  never  enjoy  our  comparative  abundance 
here  without  the  consciousness  that  there  are  those  of  our  own  family 
who  are  needing  the  help  which  we  should  render ;  that  an  essential 
condition  of  parochial  health,  in  which  the  internal  obligations  shall  be 
honestly  and  promptly  met,  is  that  the  sympathies  shall  be  quickened 
and  the  intelligence  widened,  and  the  liberality  called  forth  for  the 
Church's  wider  needs. 

These  are  our  commonplaces.  I  wish  that  they  might  be  translated 
into  efllcient  personal  action.  I  know  how  anxious  you  are  over  paro- 
chial engagements  and  defbts,  which  seem  to  make  it  appear  dishonest 
for  you  to  involve  yourselves  in  anything  beyond.  But  I  submit  that 
these  considerations  which  I  have  named  present  liens  on  our  thoughts 
a^d  income,  which,  to  a  Christian  and  a  Churchly  mind,  antedate  and 
take  precedence  over  any  other  claims  with  which  we  can  bind  ourselves. 
It  is  more  than  an  accident  that  those  parishes  are  most  prosperous, 
temporally  and  spiritually,  which  do  not  shut  up  their  thoughts  and 
money  within  themselves,  but  cultivate  a  broad  and  comprehensive 
liberality. 

As  these  principles  affect  us  here,  I  am  pained  to  think  that  within  a 
period  during  which  our  strength  of  communicants  has  increased  nearly 
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three-fold,  oar  missionary  contributions  in  the  Diocese  have  hardly  in- 
creased at  all,  and  are  scarcely  more  than  half  of  what  the  Convention 
eight  years  ago  declared  was  a  feasible  amount  then  for  the  Diocese.  I 
note  with  deep  regret,  both  because  of  the  loss  to  the  cause,  and  also 
because  of  the  lowered  spiritual  tone  which  the  fact  implies,  that  while 
some  persons  and  parishes  are  doing  nobly  in  behalf  of  our  aggressive 
work,  that  there  are  so  many  congregations  from  whom,  on  account  of 
their  numbers,  and  wealth,  and  large  contributions  in  years  gone  by,  we 
would  have  a  right  to  expect  strong  aid,  now  do  almost  nothing.  Even 
the  minimum  of  duty  indicated  by  our  imperative  Church  law,  of  a 
missionary  offering  from  each  congregation  once  a  quarter,  is  not 
rendered. 

This  holds  true  of  our  general  Diocesan  missionary  work ;  it  holds 
especially  true  of  our  city  missions.  We  have  not  yet,  in  any  of  the  con- 
gregations, taken  hold  of  this  work  in  the  systematic  way  that  would 
warrant  the  Board  in  looking  for  a  definite  income,  and  making  its  en- 
gagements accordingly.  Probably  this  has  been  largely  due  to  the  short 
time  since  this  department  of  our  work  has  been  separately  developed, 
and  its  consequent  failure  thus  far  to  secure  a  place  among  the  habitual 
benefactions  of  the  congregation. 

But  surely  the  importance  of  this  object  should  secure  for  it  no 
secondary  place  in  our  thoughts.  In  the  rapid  strides  of  our  city  in 
population  and  wealth  to  a  foremost  place  in  the  country,  we  scarcely 
think  of  the  efforts  which  are  due  from  us  to  keep  the  Church  but  fairly 
abreast  of  the  growth.  And  to  do  this  we  must  foster  in  their  incipi- 
ency  the  efforts  to  plant  the  Charch  in  the  new  localities.  It  is  wise  to 
strengthen  into  self-reliance  those  missions  which  will  shortly  be  able 
to  help  the  older  parishes  carry  the  common  burdens.  Whatever  num- 
bers these  missions  take  from  the  established  congregations,  they  are 
not  half  as  many  as  they  develop  from  previous  obscurity — Church 
people  who  can  only  now  attend,  as  privileges  are  brought  nearer  to 
their  homes. 

It  ought  not  to  be  difficult  for  us  to  raise  twenty -five  hundred  dol- 
lars a  year  for  such  work  in  this  city.  As  it  is,  we  are  not  doing  half 
that,  and  chiefly  because  of  the  lack  of  system  in  bringing  the  matter 
before  the  people.  Let  the  work  in  its  greatness,  and  nearness  of  inter- 
est to  us,  be  explained,  and  then  let  the  people  be  urged  to  make  defi- 
nite pledges  of  something — even  though  it  be  only  a  little — for  this,  and 
parochial  collectors  be  appointed  to  take  them  up. 

In  order  to  right  action  in  this  matter  many  things  are  needed. 
Above  all,  a  deeper  love  for  our  dear  Lord,  and  a  higher  estimate  of  the 
worth  of  the  Gospel  which  He  has  set  us  to  spread  abroad ;  a  more 
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abounding  brotherly  affection  each  for  the  other ;  a  better  estiiiiate  of 
the  place  which  we  should  assert  and  practically  secure  for  the  Church 
in  all  our  communities ;  a  more  pains-taking  effort  to  acquire  and  im- 
part information  as  to  our  work,  and  as  to  what  has  been  accomplished 
and  is  now  planned  ;  a  persistent  effort  to  hold  missionary  meetings  and 
make  them  interesting ;  a  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  faithful  laymen 
and  women  to  give  countenance  to  this  effort,  and  to  act  as  eoUectors 
of  the  missionary  pledges.  I  can  hardly  say  which  of  these  things  is 
the  more  important.  If  we  have  a  consecrated  will,  all  else  will  be 
found  easy. 

Success  is  so  all-important  in  having  missionary  meetings  in  which 
the  people  shall  be  intelligently  interested,  that  it  is  worth  many  ex- 
periments and  failures  to  secure  it.  Make  them  interesting  and  the 
people  will  be  interested.  Give  some  special  subject  to  a  layman  to 
get  up  an  address  or  paper  on.  Charge  some  others  to  prepare  a  r^ 
sume  of  missionary  intelligence  for  the  monthly  or  quarterly  meeting. 
Enlist  the  children  with  their  powers  of  song.  Notice  the  rapt  attention 
when  a  narrative  of  personal  experience  is  being  given,  as  compared 
with  the  relaxed  interest  when  vague  principles  are  being  stated,  and 
gain  the  lesson  from  this.  Give  up  a  Sunday  night,  if  necessary,  to 
this  purpose,  and,  if  possible,  announce  what  the  subjects  are  which  will 
be  brought  out. 

I  wish  that  all  our  Diocesan  work  could  be  helped  by  a  deeper  per- 
sonal interest  on  the  part  of  our  clergymen  in  the  first  place,  and  then 
by  the  people,  in  our  Diocesan  paper,  the  Church  News.  I  cannot 
wonder  at  the  smaller  interest  taken  in  all  our  complex  work,  at  the 
ignorance  as  to  whether  we  are  growing  or  not,  or  as  to  the  results 
being  accomplished  by  money  given,  when  there  is  a  complete  ignoring 
of  the  only  medium  which  imparts  this  knowledge.  In  some  religious 
bodies  one  of  the  questions  addressed  to  the  minister  every  year,  by 
which  their  fidelity  is  tested,  is  to  how  many  copies  of  the  periodicals 
of  their  denomination  are  taken  in  their  congregations.  I  can  hardly 
be  mistaken  in  thinking  that  if  our  ministers,  not  merely  from  the 
chancel,  but  as  they  go  from  house  to  house,  would  encourage  the 
taking  and  reading  of  our  Spirit  of  Missions^  our  weekly  church  papers, 
and  especially  our  own  News,  by  themselves,  if  necessary,  taking  names 
and  money,  the  result  would  be  a  quickened  intelligence  and  interest 
in  all  the  departments  of  Church  activity. 

But  we  have  practically  among  us  only  that  amount  of  interest  which 
takes  shape  in  acting  and  giving.  And  in  order  therefore  to  the  devel- 
opment of  the  latent,  diffused  sympathy  in  missionary,  as  in  other  work, 
among  the  people,  there  must  be  those  who  will,  for  the  high  ends  which 
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are  involyed,  on  principle,  consent  to  give  their  time  and  personal 
attention,  and  use  their  social  and  business  acquaintance  to  collect  the 
pledges  of  money  which  give  expression  to  the  interest  that  is  felt.  The 
strength  of  a  chain  is  the  strength  of  its  weakest  link.  If,  then,  every- 
thing else  is  had  and  there  is,  from  lack  of  disposition  or  method,  a  want 
of  collectors,  the  work  must  suffer,  as  fh>m  this  cause  we  have  in  several 
of  our  parishes  seen  it  suffer. 

All  this  suggests  how  much  need  there  is  in  all  of  our  parishes  for  a 
development  and  organization  of  lay  interest  and  activity.  In  the 
crowding  work  to  be  done  much  must  be  left  untouched,  or  else  must 
be  distributed  among  the  people.  And  this  is  needed  no  less  in  order  to 
the  spiritual  health  of  the  congregation.  Our  people  are  suffering  in  their 
religious  life  from  no  cause  more  than  from  a  lack  of  aim  and  object 
for  endeavor.  After  confirmation,  because  they  have  little  to  do,  they 
sink,  most  of  them  almost  of  necessity,  into  the  condition  of  spiritual 
mollusks.  And  it  requires  the  highest  quality  of  executive  ability  to 
find  work  proper  for  each  disposition,  and  put  and  keep  all  engaged.  It 
is  generally  easier  to  attempt  to  do  all  one's  self,  than  encounter  the 
risks  and  venture  all  the  anxieties  involved  in  diffused  parochial  activ- 
ity. And  yet  this  is  a  condition  of  parochial  health.  There  is  the 
diversified  work  to  be  done;  the  minister  wearied  out  in  the  vain 
attempt  to  cope  with  it  all ;  the  people  suffering  for  lack  of  organized 
labor  for  Christ  and  the  Church.  Notice  how  one's  interest  in  an  object 
deepens  so  soon  as  he  begins  to  talk  about  it  or  work  for  it. 

If  in  addition  to  the  Ladies'  Societies  there  should  be  guilds  adapted 
tp  the  various  ages  and  circumstances  in  the  parish,  to  help  the  rector 
in  looking  out,  and  visiting,  and  caring  for  the  strangers  and  the  sick 
who  crowd  upon  his  notice,  his  presence  could  be  multiplied,  and  alms 
be  distributed  with  much  better  result.  Under  his  direction,  attentions 
could  be  paid  to  strangers  and  those  beginning  to  show  an  interest  in 
the  Church.  There  could  be  those  who  would  see  to  the  collection  of 
the  missionary  and  other  charitable  pledges.  Some  could  be  assigned 
to  the  care  of  the  chancel,  and  of  the  sacred  vestments  and  vessels. 
Others  would  be  charged  with  the  care  and  repair  of  the  Sunday  School 
library  books.  The  delicate  taste  and  handiwork  of  others  would  find 
a  pious  pleasure  in  embroidering  the  linen,  and  the  hangings  for  the 
Church  suited  to  the  several  seasons  of  the  Christian  year.  For  others 
there  would  be  the  choral  union  to  keep  up  the  supply  of  singers  for  the 
Church,  and  for  others  a  literary  society. 

This  could  not  all  be  accomplished  at  once ;  possibly  it  could  not  be 
wholly  realized  in  any  parish ;  but  surely  an  approach  to  this  is  alto- 
gether feasible ;  and  in  whatever  degree  it  succeeded,  it  would  be  found 
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helpfal  to  such  a  degree  as  to  make  it  worthy  of  the  minister's  best  en- 
deavors to  realize.  Cannot  this  fall  and  winter  witness  a  faithful  effort 
made  in  our  parishes  to  develop  the  activities  which  are  now  from  non- 
use  going  largely  towards  worldly  engrossments,  to  the  lowering  of  the 
religious  tone  of  our  people  ? 

The  anxieties  of  those  who  are  set  to  administer  the  trusts  of  the 
Diocese  will  be  very  much  relieved,  if  those  who  are  appointed  to  posi- 
tions on  Boards  and  Committees  will  evier  see  to  it  that  if  possible  they 
are  present  at  the  meetings  which  are  called.  In  most  cases  this  is 
done,  and  not  unfrequently  at  considerable  cost  of  time  and  con- 
venience. But  not  unfrequently,  when  business  of  moment  is  pending, 
there  is  a  lack  of  a  quorum,  or  of  the  full  number  needed  to  give  moral 
sanction  in  important  matters. 

I  venture  to  mention  one  other  subject,  which  has  a  partially  local 
character,  and  is  connected  with  the  efficiency  of  our  Church  work  in 
this  city.  In  the  loss  of  our  book  store  in  this  city  nearly  a  year  ago, 
you  lost  also  what  had  come  to  be  a  convenience  for  many  purposes— 
the  Bishop's  office.  This  loss  was  not  so  much  one  personal  to  myself, 
as  it  was  a  loss  to  others.  The  inconvenience  has  since  been  very 
sensibly  felt ;  and  I  hope  that  so  soon  as  it  may  be  reached,  provision 
may  be  made  for  an  Episcopal  Office,  an  official  headquarters,  such  as 
experience  has  proved  is  almost  indispensable  to  the  proper  administra- 
tion of  the  Diocese.  There  the  Bishop  could  meet  persons  from  various 
parts  of  the  Diocese,  to  whom  otherwise  he  is  practically  inaccessible ; 
there  business  connected  with  missionary  and  other  interests  could  be 
transacted  with  directness  and  dispatch.  The  rooms  would  afford  a 
centre  of  Church  news,  would  be  the  editorial  and  publishing  office  of 
our  paper,  and  a  place  for  clerical  conferences  and  committee  meetings. 
They  would  also  give  to  the  Church  a  character  as  a  practical  working 
organization,  in  the  estimation  of  the  community,  which  is  far  from  being 
without  value. 

Brethren,  there  is  much  to  be  done ;  but  we  live  in  a  quick-thoughted 
time,  which  incites  to  activity;  and  into  what  better  result  can  we 
transmute  our  days  than  in  doing  somewhat — would  to  God  it  could  be 
more — in  behalf  of  our  dear  Lord,  and  for  the  Church  which  He  has 
purchased  with  His  blood  ?

Tuesday,  September  SS,  1877. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  the  Bishop  and  a 
number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  this  day  in  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Communion;  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  the  place  designated  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention. 

At  10  o'clock  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  entered  the  Church  in 
procession,  singing  the  138th  H3rmn. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  F.  R.  Holeman,  of  the  Diocese 
of  Florida.  The  First  Lesson  was  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Phillips, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  and  the  Second  Lesson  by  the  Rev.  J.  M. 
Curtis,  of  Christ  Church,  Boonville.  The  Creed  and  Prayers  were  said 
by  the  Rev.  Herman  C.  Duncan,  of  Grace  Church,  Kansas  City. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  said  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  F.  Rob- 
ertson, S.  T.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  O.  H.  Staples,  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  South  St.  Louis,  read  the  Epistle ;  the  Rev.  J.  W. 
Dunn,  of  Christ  Church,  Lexington,  read  the  Gospel.  Rev.  A.  Batte, 
of  Emmanuel  Church,  Laclede,  then  delivered  the  Convention  sermon, 
taking  for  his  text  part  of  the  21st  verse  of  the  3d  chapter  of  the 
1st  Epistle  of  St.  Peter,  "The  answer  of  a  good  conscience." 

The  Offertory  sentences  were  read  by  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Hedges,  D.  D., 
of  St.  James'  Church,  Elleardsville:  The  Offertory  was  devoted  to  Dio- 
cesan Missions. 

The  Prayer  for  the  Church  Militant,  Exhortation  and  Confession 
were  read  by  the  Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  D.  D. ,  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Louis. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  then  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  and  after 
the  Post-Communion  Service,  said  by  the  Rev.  James  Runcie,  D.  D.,  of 
Christ  Church,  St.  Joseph,  the  Clergy  retired  to  the  robing-room. 

On  reassembling,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  called  the  Convention 
to  order,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  proceeded,  under  the 
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direotton  of  the  Bishop,  to  read  the  raQ  of  the  CSeigy  canoidcinjr 
dent  in  the  Diocese,  and  30  Clergymen  answered  to  their  names. 

The  Bt.  Bev.  President  then  appointed  the  Bev.  Ifeaars.  Leonard, 
Woodruff  and  Bennett  the  Committee  on  Lay  Credentiali,  to  report 
after  recess.

Resolved^  That  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Clerical  Deputies  to 
the  General  Convention  that  may  be  advanced  by  the  said  Deputies  be 
allowed  to  be  deducted  from  the  Diocesan  assessment  of  the  current 
year  in  their  respective  parishes.

That  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  next 
General  Convention  be  instructed  to  use  their  influence  to  obtain  the 
passage  of  a  canon  embodying  the  recomm'endations  of  the  five  Bishops, 
found  on  pages  600  and  601  of  the  Journal  of  the  General  Convention 
of  1871. 

Same  was,  on  motion,  lost. 

Mr.  Jno.  A.  Harrison  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  Church 
in  this  country  should  be  so  designated  as  to  manifest  her  Apostolic 
character,  and  thereby  ^indicate  that  character,  as  against  the  claims  of 
both  Romanism  and  Protestant  sectarianism. 

Resolved  J  further,  That  the  words  Protestant  Episcopal,  considered 
as  part  of  her  name,  are  misleading,  and  contain  in  themselves  state- 
ments doctrinally  and  historically  false. 

llie  same  was.  on  motion  of  Jno.  T.  Douglass,  Esq.,  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  submitted  and  r^ad  his  report. 
The  same  was,  on  motion,  received.    (See  Appendix  No.  8.)

Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  in  this  Diocese  where,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Bishop,  Church  property  appears  to  be  imperilled  from  want  of 
sufficient  care  and  interest,  the  Bishop  is  hereby  authorized  to  take 
such  steps  as  may  seem  to  him  expedient  for  the  investing  of  said  prop- 
erty in  himself,  as  trustee  for  the  purposes  intended. 

Rev.  Mr.  Robert  moved  an  amendment  as  follows : 
Resolved,  That  no  church  in  this  Diocese  be  consecrated  until  the 
title  of  the  property  is  vested  in  the  Bishop  as  trustee. 
Same  was  lost. 
On  motion,  first  resolution  was  adopted  as  eriginally  read. 
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The  second  resolution  was  then  read,  and  was,  on  motion,  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  all  real  estate  in 
future  acquired  for  the  benefit  of  the  Church  in  new  and  weak  parishes, 
and  in  all  missionary  stations,  should  be  invested  directly  in  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  and  his  successors  in  office,  as  trustee  of  said  property 
for  the  purposes  intended. 

The  third  resolution  was  then  read,  and  was,  on  motion,  adopted : 
Besolved,  That  the  Bishop  be,  and  he  is  hereby^  authorized  to  em« 
ploy,  from  time  to  time,  such  a  person  as  in  his  judgment  is  fitted  to 
give  him  advice,  aid  and  assistance  in  the  investigation  of  titles,  in 
the  making  of  conveyances,  in  the  payment  of  taxes,  insurance,  and  all 
other  expenses  incident  to  the  care  and  protection  of  Church  property ; 
the  expenses  of  all  which  shall  be  defrayed  by  funds  to  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  purpose  by  the  Diocese,  on  the  order  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

The  order  of  the  day  being  called  (12  o'clock,  M.),  the  Rev.  M. 
Schuyler,  D.  D.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons,  then  read  his  report  (see  Appendix  No.  1),  for  final  action 
thereon,  and  the  recommendations  therein  contained  were  considered 
seriatim.  First — ^To  amend  Canon  XXIII,  4th  section,  in  lines  11  and 
18,  strike  out  the  word  ^Uhirty^*'  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
"ten." 

On  motion,  same  was  adopted.     Also, 

To  amend  same  Canon,  section  15,  in  second  line,  by  adding,  imme- 
diately after  the  word  communicants,  "  of  which  fact  the  Court  may*  re- 
quire proof.' ^ 

On  motion,  the  same  was  adopted.     Also, 

To  amend  same  Canon,  section  15,  by  adding  these  words :  ''Pro- 
vided, that  this  clause  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  prohibiting  the  pres- 
ence in  Court  of  the  whole  Board  of  Presenters,  during  the  continuance 
of  the  trial,  if  they  should  so  elect." 

On  motion,  same  was  adopted.     Also, 

They  further  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  new  Canon,  to  be  num- 
bered XXVI  (making  the  present  Canon  XXVI  number  XXVII),  and 
to  be  entitled  ^^  Of  the  abandonment  of  a  Parish  by  its  minister ,**  and  to 
read  as  follows : 

''If  a  minister  shall  leave  his  congregation  against  their  will,  and 
without  the  concurrence  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese ; 
or  without  reasonable  cause,  shall,  for  the  space  of  two  months  or  more, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  Divine  worship  in  the  Church,  in  addition 
to  the  penalty  prescribed  in  Title  II,  Canon  4,  page  6  of  the  Digest, 
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the  Bishop  may,  on  a  representation  of  these  facts  made  to  him,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish,  appoint  a  Minister,  who 
shall  perform  service  and  receive  the  stated  salary  of  the  Parish,  until 
the  Rector  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  the  Diocese  or  Board  of  Reference  may  require :  provided 
always,  that  during  such  time  of  absence  or  neglect,  the  Rector  shall 
have  no  claim  on  the  Vestry  for  salary." 

On  motion,  the  same  was  adopted.     Also, 

The  following  new  Canon,  to  be  numbered  XXVIl,  entitled 

*'  The  Definition  of  Communicant.** 

^^Wheresoever  the  word  communicant  is  used  in  the  preceding 
Canons,  it  shall  be  held  and  taken  to  mean  a  regular  communicant,  and 
which  shall  be  evidenced  by  communing  at  least  three  times  In  each 
year  in  the  Parish  Church  to  which  he  or  she  may  belong ;  and  when 
fact  of  being  a  communicant  is  brought  in  question,  a  certificate  of  the 
fact  from  the  Rector  of  his  or  her  Parish  (or  in  his  absence  from  the 
Senior  Warden,  or  the  one  acting  as  such),  shall  .be  taken  as  sufficient 
proof  thereof:  provided,  that  this  Canon  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to 
any  who  shall  have  been  prevented  by  just  cause  from  receiving  the 
Holy  Communion  the  prescribed  number  of  times,  his  or  her  Rector  to 
be  the  judge  of  such  cause." 

On  motion,  the  same  was  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  Canons,  to  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  P.  G.  Robert,  the  amendments  to  Canon  XXIII, 
proposed  by  him,  and  found  on  page  100  of  the  Journal  of  1876,  were, 
by  permission  of  the  House,  withdrawn. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  H.  D.  Jardine,  the  proposed  addition  to  Canon 
XXIV,  offered  by  John  A.  Harrison,  Esq.,  and  found  on  page  100  of 
the  Journal  of  1876,  was  adopted,  reading  as  follows : 

"And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  clergy  elsewhere  to  admit  any 
person  so  repelled  or  suspended,  to  the  Holy  Communion,  except  after 
due  notice  given  to  the  clergyman  concerned,  and  with  the  written 
consent  of  the  Bishop.  * ' 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  proposed  amendments  to  Canon  Xll, 
offered  by  the  Rev.  Abiel  Leonard,  and  found  on  page  101  of  the  Jour- 
nal of  1876,  but  no  motion  for  their  adoption  being  made,  the  House 
passed  to  the  consideration  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  as 
proposed  by  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Scheetz,  and  found  on  page  20  of  the  Jour- 
nal of  1876. 
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A  motion  for  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendments  being  made, 
the  Rt.  Rev.  President  appointed  as  Tellers  to  receive  the  Clerical  vote, 
Rev.  Messrs.  J.  W.  Dunn  and  J.  F.  Hamilton;  to  receive  the  Lay 
vote,  Messrs.  Hatch  and  Gordon. 

Vote  being  taken,  the  following  amendments  were  declared  adopted : 

Amendment  to  Article  V^  in  these  words : 

Article  v.,  after  word  ^^one"  (Sec.  1,  last  line),  erase  and  add, 
*  ^Delegate  from  each  Parish  having  fifty  or  less  communicants;  and 
also  one  Delegate  for  each  additional  fifty  (50)  communicants :  pro- 
vided, that  no  Parish  shall  have  more  than  five  (5)  Lay  Delegates." 

Also,  amendment  to  Article  VUI,  in  these  words : 

Article  Vlll.     Omit  the  words  ''the  Lay  Delegates  of  each  Parish 
casting  one  vote." 

The  amendment  Section  4  to  Article  V,  as  follows : 

Section  4.  The  expenses  of  one  Lay  Delegate,  and  of  the  Clergy- 
man from  each  Parish  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Convention,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  Convention  fund — 

Was,  on  motion  of  J.  T.  Douglass,  Esq.,  referred  to  the  next  Con- 
vention. 

Reports  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Laymen's  Co-operating  Mis- 
sionary Society  were  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table,  and  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Missions.     (See  Appendix  No.  21.) 

Report  of  Committee  on  Missionary  Traveling  Expenses  was  sub- 
mitted, and,  on  motion,  adopted.     (See  Appendix  No.  22.) 

Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  D.  D.,  Chairman  of  the  Conmiittee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons,  reported  on  the  resolution  of  Jno.  T.  Douglass,  Esq., 
referred  to  said  committee,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution  of  Mr.  Jno.  T.  Douglass,  in  the  following  words : 

^^ Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  be  in- 
structed to  report  a  rule  of  order,  providing  how  a  call  of  the  House 
for  a  vote  by  ayes  and  nays,  and  by  orders,  shall  be  made,  report 
that  they  would  recommend  as  the  18th  rule  of  order :  ^Any  member 
of  the  House  may  call  for  a  vote  by  ayes  and  nays.'  " 

They  would  state  that  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  provides  for 

a  vote  by  orders. 

Signed,  M.  SCHUYLER, 

JAMES  RUNCIE. 

The  same  was  received,  and  the  recommendation  contained  therein 
was,  on  motion,  adopted. 
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The  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  requested  further  time  to  report. 
Granted. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  President  appointed  as  the  three  Lay  members  of  the 
committee  to  report  on  Division  of  the  Diocese,  Messrs.  Barclay,  Gill, 
and  Jos.  Franklin. 

Rev.  H.  D.  Jardine  moved  to  take  from  the  table  the  resolution  of 
Jno.  A.  Harrison,  Esq.,  laid  on  the  table  on  the  second  day. 

Vote  by  orders  was  called,  resulting  in  the  first  call  of  the  Boll  as 
follows : 

Number  of  Clerical  Votes  cast,  30 — Ayes  16,  najrs  14.  Lay  Votes 
cast,  16 — Ayes  8,  nays  8.  ' 

Not  having  a  majority  of  both  orders,  the  motion  was  lost. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  expressed  a  desire  to 
be  permitted  to  report  to  next  Convention  on  matters  referred  to  them 
in  this  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  request  was  granted. 

The  Committee  on  Assessments  submitted  their  report.  Same  was 
read  by  its  chairman,  M.  W.  Alexander,  Esq. 

On  motion,  same  was  received  and  adopted.  (See  Appendix 
No.  23.) 

The  hour  of  adjournment  having  arrived,  on  motion  of  J.  T.  Doug- 
lass, Esq.,  the  rules  of  order  were  suspended,  and  the  session  of  the 
Convention  was  continued. 

The  following  resolution  was,  on  motion,  adopted: 

Resolved^  When  this  Convention  adjourns,  it  adjourns  to  meet  in 
Christ  Church,  St.  Joseph. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  being  called  for,  Rev.  F. 
B.  Scheetz  made  a  verbal  report,  which  was,  on  motion,  received,  and 
permission  given  the  Committee  to  file  with  the  Secretary  a  written 
report. 

Reports  of  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital 
were  presented,  and,  on  motion,  received  and  laid  on  the  Secretary's 
table.     (See*  Appendix  No.  24.) 

Rev.  M,  Schuyler,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Mesolvedj  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  tendered  to  the 
Rev.  A.  Batte,  of  Emmanuel  Church,  St.  Louis  County,  for  the  able 
and  interesting  sermon  delivered  by  him  at  the  opening  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

Same  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  M.  Schuyler,  D.  D.,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due  and  are  hereby 
tendered  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  Parish  of  the  Holy 
Communion  for  their  kind  attention  during  the  sessions  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

Rev.  Herman  C.  Duncan  moved  that  final  action  be  taken  on  the 
nominations  made  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  Same  was  adopted, 
and,  on  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  submit  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  the  names  recommended 
by  the  above  Committee  as  the  Trustees  from  this  Diocese  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  being  as  follows :

Annual  ^btrress 
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THE  BISHOP  OF  THE  DIOCESE 


TO 
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Mt  Deab  Bbethben  of  the  Convention  : 

The  wise  provision  of  the  Church's  law  gathers  us  together  after  a 
period  of  labor  in  comparative  isolation  each  from  the  other,  in  order 
that,  bringing  the  record  of  our  varied  stewardship,  we  may,  amid  the 
elevating  and  hallowing  influences  of  the  Holy  Communion  and  common 
worship,  by  our  united  counsels  and  brotherly  sympathy,  gain  wisdom 
and  strength  for  the  present  questions  before  us,  and  for  the  work  which 
God  has  for  us  yet  to  do.  The  interval  since  in  any  numbers  we  met 
last  is  longer  than  usual,  on  account  of  the  change  in  the  time  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention  from  May  to  September.  At  our  formal 
gathering  last  fall  but  few  of  the  brethren  assembled,  and  the  proceedings 
of  that  Convention  have  not  been  published.  Our  reports,  therefore, 
practically  cover  the  period  of  a  year  and  a-half.  It  has  been  a  time  of 
political  agitation  and  financial  anxiety,  such  as  has  told  seriously  on 
the  temporal  administration  of  our  charities  and  a  number  of  our 
parishes,  and  has  affected  also,  by  its  constant  pressure  of  solicitude  on 
minister  and  people,  the  spiritual  interests  and  progress  of  our  work. 

The  minister  is  harassed  by  the  insufficiency  and  uncertainty  of  his 
support ;  his  mind  is  worried,  as  this  may  indicate  to  him  a  withdrawal 
of  confidence  on  the  part  of  his  people  ;  he  becomes  restless  and  inclined 
to  change,  as  his  thoughts  turn  to  other  work  where  these  distresses 
would  not  press  upon  him.  The  parish  becomes  more  censorious  about 
their  minister,  as  some  of  the  careless  ones  charge  to  him  losses  which 
are  due  to  ^other  causes ;  it  is  inclined  in  its  financial  pressure  to  r99ort 
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to  means  for  recruiting  its  treasury  which  are  of  more  than  doabtfol 
influence,  which  lower  the  religious  tone  of  the  congregation,  and  the 
earnestness  with  which  the  minister  can  advocate  a  higher  standard  of 
Christian  lix-ing.  When  vacancies  occur  in  the  pastorate  they  are 
allowed  to  remain  for  a  long  time  unfilled,  to  the  great  loss  of  every 
interest  in  the  parish.  And  the  indi\idual  Churchman  shows  the  harm, 
too,  in  himself.  Persons  under  pressure  give  up  their  places  in  Church, 
and  in  consequence  of  this  drop  out  of  acquaintance  with  and  interest 
in  all  kinds  of  Christian  duties  and  reUgious  activities.  If  they  in  any 
degree  ke'ep  up  their  principle  in  this  regard,  the  strain  of  pre-occnpa- 
tion  which  they  bring  with  them  to  Church  robs  the  services  of  their 
pith  and  moment,  and  so  they  gradually  come  to  contract  their  sympa- 
thies, and  at  length  their  liberaUty,  from  the  wider  enterprises  and 
charities  of  the  Church,  to  those  interests  which  are  nearer  and  more 
personal,  and  which  almost  represent  a  somewhat  sublimated  form  of 
self-interest  and  indulgence.  Another  feature  coming  out  more  promi- 
nently now  is  that  persons  remoxdng  from  one  place  to  another  neglect 
for  a  long  time  or  altogether  to  make  themselves  known  to  the  Clergy- 
man near  whose  Church  they  live,  and  to  whom  perhaps  they  have  let- 
ters of  commendation.  This  of  course  comes  from  the  greater  indispo- 
sition to  meet  the  charges  incident  upon  parish  life.  Hundreds  of 
Church  people  have  fallen  back  into  this  condition  of  religious  vagrancy, 
whom  onl^"^  accident  or  the  need  of  some  of  the  offices  of  the  Church 
brings  forth. 

These  are  some  of  the  special  forms  of  difficulty  which  times  such 
as  we  have  latterly  been  going  through  serve  to  increase.  To  have  the 
attention  called  to  them  is  in  a  measure  to  enable  us  to  cope  with  them. 
In  so  far  as  the  difficulty  comes  from  causes  beyond  our  control,  we  can 
with  such  patience  as  we  can  command,  endure  it.  In  so  far  as  it  is 
remediable,  we  should  seek  to  find  and  remove  it.  The  Church,  as  being 
in  the  world,  is  affected  by  the  condition  and  movements  of  the  world ; 
it  rejoices  through  all  its  departments  in  a  general  prosperity ;  it  is 
cramped  and  thwarted  in  its  most  necessary  work  in  these  times  of  com- 
mercial suspicion  and  distress.  The  Church  can  well  share  any  trouble 
which  has  first  visited  the  office,  the  farm,  or  the  family.  It  can  defer 
its  phins  for  entering  even  into  most  hopeful  work  and  fields,  if  it  can 
only  be  fairly  shown  that  it  is  caused  by  a  trouble  which  bears  on  all 
interests,  secular  and  religious  alike.  No  doubt  even  when  the  deepest 
spiritual  life  is  manifested  in  our  congregations,  when  in  general  there 
is  the  heartiest  appropriation  of  duty  and  privilege,  when  the  best  means 
are  taken  to  develop  and  systematize  the  gifts  of  God's  people,  there 
will  still  l)e  large  numbers  of  those  who  worship  in  our  churches,  and 
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receive  the  Holy  Communion  at  our  altars,  and  who  are  in  trust  with 
large  wealth  and  splendid  opportunities  for  doing  good,  who  are  wholly 
unaffected  by  all  calls  of  duty,  and  who  cannot  be  made  to  understand 
the  privilege  and  delight  of  doing  large  things  for  God  and  the  Church. 
It  is  this  shrunken  sense  of  brotherhood  in  the  household  of  faith,  the 
unwillingness  to  bear  each  other's  burdens  and  so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ, 
the  shouldering  of  lavish  ostentation  against  biting  want  in  the  same 
communion  of  saints,  which  causes  fret  and  repining  and  heart-break. 
We  cannot  wholly  cure  the  evil ;  the  ideal  of  what  the  Church  ought  to 
be  and  to  do  must  always  be  beyond  even  our  best  endeavor ;  but  the 
danger  to  us  of  this  covetousness  and  selfishness,  which  is  idolatry,  is 
so  constant  and  personal,  that  we  should  endeavor  each  in  our  own 
place  to  see  that  it  finds  no  lodgment. 

We  have  lost  from  our  numbers  since  we  last  assembled  one  who 
had  not  recently  met  with  us,  nor  been  engaged  actively  in  the  Church's 
work,  but  yet  who  was  the  clerg3nnan  oldest  in  the  order  of  canonical 
residence  in  the  Diocese.  Prominent  in  the  organization  of  three  of 
our  St.  Louis  parishes,  Dr  Hutchinson  attached  his  friends  very  closely 
to  him,  and  will  long  be  affectionately  remembered  by  that  former  gene- 
ration of  Churchmen  among  whom  he  commanded  so  wide  an  infiuence. 

In  this  assemblage  gathered  from  different  parts  of  the  Diocese  I  may 
acknowledge  the  kindness  and  hospitality  which  I  am  so  constantly 
experiencing,  and  which  goes  far  to  make  a  home  for  me  in  all  the 
parishes  of  the  Diocese.  May  the  good  Lord  bless  them  richly  in  bas- 
ket and  store  who  minister  so  thoughtfully  to  my  comfort  in  what  would 
otherwise  be  wearisome  journeyings.  But  the  year  which  has  not 
broken  into  our  active  clerical  force  has  not  passed  without  witnessing 
sad  inroads  by  death,  not  only  in  a  number  of  those  homes  in  which  I 
have  been  permitted  to  be  a  guest,  but  also  among  those  who  have  been 
thus  foremost  in  all  Christian  work.  In  this  city  the  memory  of  Mrs. 
Luke,  in  St.  Joseph  of  Mrs.  Ketchum,  in  Sedalia  of  Mr.  Norman 
Maltby,  in  Lexington  of  Col.  Smith,  Capt.  Trigg,  Mrs.  Beck  and  Mrs. 
Wilson,  in  Macon  of  Mrs.  Cook,  will  long  be  cherished  for  their  beauti- 
ful Christian  virtues  and  character,  and  for  their  faithfulness  in  all 
Church  work. 

The  business  of  our  cities,  especially  St.  Louis,  has  been  more  seri- 
ously affected  by  financial  depression  than  of  the  Diocese  at  large.  We 
have  occasion  to  thank  God  this  year  for  especially  abundant  harvests. 
But  still  there  has  been  a  falling  back  in  the  amount  of  pledges  and 
salaries,  which  has  occasioned  in  many  of  our  smaller  parishes  and  mis- 
sion stations  more  frequent  changes  and  more  numerous  vacancies  than 
usual.     The  position  of  a  number  of  our  faithful  ministers  has  been 
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rendered  very  anxious  by  reason  of  the  reduction  of  their,  in  some 
cases,  already  insufficient  income ;  and  I  fear  that  several  other  of  our 
parishes  must  soon  fall  vacant  unless  a  better  realization  of  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Church  and  a  more  determined  effort  to  increase  and  keep 
up  their  finances  is  had.  These  vacancies  Mave  reduced  the  number  of 
confirmations  below  what  they  should  otherwise  have  been.  I  have  on 
ninety-one  occasions  confirmed  416  persons.  The  number  is  larger  than 
that  of  last  year,  but  is  not  by  any  means  what  it  should  be.  Of  these 
it  is  interestiog  to  observe,  as  showing  how  the  Church  \a  growing  in 
the  weaker  parts  of  the  Diocese,  that  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  confir- 
mations for  the  year  were  outside  of  this  city  and  county.  The  evil 
effects  of  debt  meet  us  on  every  hand.  In  those  parts  where  there  is 
not  this  trouble,  the  Church,  undistracted  by  this  anxiety,  can  go  forth 
in  its  aggressive  work  and  gains  largely.  The  minister,  less  worried 
about  parochial  ways  and  means,  applies  himself  wholly  to  his  spiritual 
task.  Persons,  undeterred  by  fear  of  the  debt,  ally  themselves  with 
the  congregation.  The  preaching  is  simple,  more  direct,  and  more 
spiritual. 

The  receipts  of  our  Missionary  Society  have  sympathized  with  the 
shrinkage  in  other  values,  and  bear  witness,  I  fear,  still  more  to  a  falter- 
ing in  our  missionary  devotion  and  spirit.  The  amount  received  IhiB 
year  for  Diocesan  and  St.  Louis  city  missions  has  been  $3,027  23.  The 
particular  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  will  be  read  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Society  to-morrow  night. 

The  receipts,  as  you  will  see  if  you  wiU  study  the  report,  are  not 
evenly  distributed.  A  few  persons  and  parishes  have  given  abundantly. 
Without  their  gifts  it  is  hard  to  see  what  would  have  become  of  our 
weaker  places  and  our  needy  missionaries.  Other  places,  whose  aggre- 
gate gifts  are  not  so  large,  have  followed  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the 
canon  by  cultivating  a  missionary  disposition  in  the  congregation,  and 
extending  information  and  giving  regularly.  Their  offerings  fairly 
represent  their  ability.  Nor  do  I  notice  by  a  reference  to  their  condi- 
tion in  other  respects  that  such  parishes  are,  by  reason  of  their  wider 
Churchly  sympathies,  backward  or  more  restricted  in  their  parochial 
engagements.  There  are  other  places  which,  by  the  report,  seem  to 
have  made  quarterly  collections  according  to  the  law,  but  by  sums  be- 
low  their  own  evident  ability  and  the  importance  of  the  object  in  hand. 
Receiving  for  years  hundreds  of  dollars  annually  from  the  Board,  and 
then  returning  to  its  treasury  but  one,  two  or  three  dollars  a  quarter 
seems  altogether  inconsistent  with  any  just  sense  of  the  great  need  for 
the  utmost  help  from  each  person  and  place,  or  an}'^  proper  effort  to  im- 
part interest  and  secure  a  worthy  offering.    And  then  there  are  other 
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places  which,  in  spite  of  all  law,  and  all  Churchly  sympathy  with  their 
weaker  brethren  and  struggling  enterprises,  have  done  nothing,  or  next 
to  nothing,  for  any  aggressive  work  in  the  Diocese,  and  some  of  these 
parishes  in  every  way  able  to  render  large  help.  Oh,  brethren,  it  is  a  false 
economy  which  restrains  a  comprehensive  interest  and  widening  chari- 
ties. A  policy  of  pinching  and  restriction  applied  to  those  objects  from 
which  the  wisdom  and  authority  of  the  Church  enjoins  from  us  offer- 
ings, avenges  itself,  and  shows  its  proper  results  in  a  lowered  tone  as 
to  parish  duties  and  engagements.  I  would  not  favor  a  thoughtless 
lavishness,  especially  if  we  are  in  debt ;  but  I  would  have  those  who 
profess  every  Sunday  their  belief  in  the  ''Communion  of  Saints,"  act 
somewhat  in  accordance  with  it. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  for  City  Church  Extension,  for  our  mission 
work  here  in  St.  Louis,  have  been  so  small  and  inadequate  even  for  our 
very  limited  appropriations,  that  the  Board  was  compelled  early  in  the 
year  to  request  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions  to  advance  the  means 
with  which  to  meet  the  stipends  of  the  missionaries.  It  is  fair  to  say 
that  this  delinquency  was  in  part  caused  by  the  impression  on  the  part 
of  many  of  our  thoughtful  people,  clergymen  and  others,  that  the  wiser 
plan  would  be  for  us  to  concentrate  our  missionary  efforts  on  one  agency 
for  the  present  and  not  distract  persons  by  a  variety  of  calls ;  to  push 
to  greater  efficiency  the  one  missionary  society  of  the  DiocesC;  and 
allow  the  city  work  to  be,  as  it  was  before,  a  department  of  this.  I  am 
inclined  to  favor  this  course ;  not  from  any  diminished  sense  of  the 
importance  of  our  work  in  this  great  metropolis,  but  rather  to  impart 
greater  unity  and  energy  to  our  efforts  here  and  elsewhere  through  this 
imperial  Diocese,  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel  and  the  Church 
of  which  we  are  put  in  trust.  I  have  a  strong  sense  that  in  this  city  we 
should  be  doing  more  for  the  scattered  Church  people  who  are  away 
from  parish  care,  and  for  our  people  and  others  who  would  welcome 
religious  attention  in  the  public  institutions  of  this  city.  As  it  is,  our 
people  in  these  places  have  no  care,  or  are  handed  over  to  the  influence 
of  a  hostile  communion. 

The  spiritual  and  other  results  coming  from  the  work  sustained  by  our 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  are  not  such  as  to  occasion  any  falling  off  in 
our  support.  Nearly  one-half  of  the  confirmations  in  the  Diocese  for  the 
year  have  been  in  places  assisted  by  the  Missionary  Board.  Sedalia  has 
taken  its  place  among  the  self-supporting  parishes,  and  is  building  for 
itself  a  commodious  Rectory.  The  Good  Shepherd,  in  this  city,  has 
had  its  stipend  reduced,  and  after  enlarging  and  improving  at  consider- 
able cost  its  church  building  last  year,  is  preparing  to  further  improve 
its  property  by  the  erection  of  a  Sunday  School  room.     1  have  during 
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the  year  consecrated  two  churches,  the  only  ones  indeed  which  I  have 
consecrated,  in  the  mission  stations  at  South  St.  Louis  and  Carrollton. 

But  during  all  these  years  latterly,  while  aid  has  been  rendered  to 
sustain  services  in  the  places,  the  time  has  been  made  use  of  to  gain 
property  and  make  permanent  improvements.  That  you  may  see  what 
has  been  achieved  in  this  substantial  way,  look  for  a  moment  along  any 
of  the  great  thoroughfares  of  travel  in  the  State.  When  I  first  knew  it> 
St.  John's,  in  this  city,  was  the  southernmost  of  our  Churches  in  the 
State  ;  not  a  place  of  worship  on  land  of  our  own  could  be  met  between 
it  and  the  Arkansas  line.  Now,  besides  the  Good  Shepherd  and  the  Good 
Samaritan,  in  this  city,  and  St.  Paul's  in  South  St.  Louis,  we  have  churches 
in  Plattin,  De  Soto,  Ironton,  and  I  have  just  laid  the  corner-stone  of  a 
new  church  in  Cape  Girardeau.  And  in  the  other  direction,  on  the 
North  Missouri  road  from  St.  Charles,  within  twenty  miles  of  this  city, 
I  could  find  no  church  to  the  Iowa  line.  Since  then  we  have  built 
churches  at  St.  Charles,  Mexico,  Columbia,  Moberly,  Macon  and  Eirks- 
ville ;  and  on  the  west  branch  of  the  same  road,  on  which  we  had  no 
churches  to  the  Kansas  line,  we  have  now  churches  at  Salisbury,  Bruns- 
wick, Miami,  and  Carrollton.  And  so  on  the  Hannibal  &  St.  Joseph 
road,  after  leaving  Monroe,  thirty  miles  fVom  the  Mississippi  river,  we 
could  travel  to  the  western  boundary  of  the  State,  ^nd  find  no  place 
devoted  to  the  Church's  worship.  Now,  besides  Macon,  we  have 
churches  in  Chillicothe,  Utica,  Hamilton,  Cameron,  Amazonia  and  Sa- 
vannah. And  besides  these  we  have  seen  erected  churches  in  Mar- 
shall, Warrensburg,  Nevada,  Carthage,  Springfield,  Clarks^ille  and 
Louisiana.  These  are  all  places  in  which  services  have  been  sustained 
by  the  Missionary  Board,  and  to  which  therefore  such  contributions 
effectually  contributed.  I  do  not  mention  our  gains  in  churches  built 
in  this  city,  Kansas  City  or  St.  Joseph,  or  the  Rectories  acquired  in 
Laclede,  Fayette,  Macon,  Sedalia  and  Lexington.  You  will  see  that 
the  walls  have  been  in  a  measure  built,  even  in  troublous  times.  But 
you  cannot  so  well  as  I  appreciate  what  an  advance  in  the  strength,  and 
solidity,  and  the  respect  in  which  the  Church  is  held,  and  the  degree  in 
which  it  has  gained  in  social  influence  in  the  community,  have  resulted 
from  this  honoring  of  itself  by  the  erection  of  fixed  homes  and  altars 
for  its  worship. 

Besides  this  it  would  be  difficult  for  me  to  state  in  how  many  places 
lands  have  been  acquired,  in  which  for  the  present  it  is  either  inexpe- 
dient or  impossible  for  us  to  build  churches.  The  new  Constitution 
of  the  State  removes  some  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  acquiring 
property  for  Church  purposes ;  but  as  it  will  not  allow  of  the  incorpo- 
ration of  any  general  Board  of  Trustees  to  receive  and  hold  the  same, 
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I  have  recommended  that  the  conveyance  be  now  made  to  me  as  Bishop, 
in  trust  for  the  congregation.  In  a  number  of  cases,  where  tlie  prop- 
erty is  vested  in  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  who  often  are  not  Church 
persons,  or  interested  particularly,  or  acquainted  with  our  principles,  * 
or  where  the  Trustees  who  hold  property  were  chosen  when  the  best 
choice  of  persons  could  not  be  made,  I  think  that  it  would  tend  to  the 
better  care  of  the  property  and  the  lessening  of  the  chances  of  its  encum- 
brance or  friiteriug  away  by  the  needless  debts  which  are  often  incurred, 
if  the  property  were  conveyed  tome  in  trust.  In  the  great  expansion  of 
this  part  of  the  business  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  many  demands  on  my 
time  by  visitations,  and  in  more  diistinctly  religious  duty,  I  confess  to 
the  need  of  assistance  in  seeing  to  the  titles  of  property  and  the  paying 
of  the  taxes,  and  the  conveyances  and  insurance  frequently  required. 

I  am  reminded  by  this  of  what  I  have  said  before  on  similar  occa- 
sions, that  there  is  among  our  ministers  a  wide-spread  neglect  of  the 
positive  injunctions  of  our  Church  law  touching  the  duty  of  keeping  up 
a  full  and  accurate  record  of  their  parishes.  The  canon  on  the  subject 
is  explicit,  and  it  requires  that  a  full  list  of  communicants  be  kept,  and 
an  accurate  account  of  all  the  offices  performed  by  the  minister.  But 
the  statement  comes  to  me  again  and  again  by  ministers  entering  upon 
the  charge  of  a  parish,  that  they  can  find  no  record  whatever,  or  that 
there  had  been  no  entries  made  for  years ;  that  apparently  persons  had 
been  returned  as  parishioners  who  had  died  years  before,  or  had  long 
since  removed  and  been  counted  in  other  parishes.  I  must  urge,  for 
the  many  interests,  sacred  and  secular,  which  are  involved  in  this  mat- 
ter, that  a  conscientious  compliance  with  this  law  be  rendered  by  all. 
I  suppose  that  I  shall  receive  at  this  Convention,  from  all  the  parish 
ministers,  an  alphabetical  list  of  their  communicants. 

If  I  could  hope  to  reach  effectually  all  those  with  whom  would  lie 
the  remedy,  I  would  plead  with  them  to  be  prompt  in  paying  their  dues 
to  God  and  the  Church,  and  so  far  as  possible  see  that  others  do  it.  If 
as  in  God's  sight  you  have  become  so  straitened  that  you  must  re- 
luctantly reduce  your  offerings,  show  your  principle  by  first  having 
abridged  your  other  indulgences.  That  steady  drawing  in  which  is 
making  your  ministers  anxious  and  old  before  their  time,  and  which  is 
closing  up  our  churches,  and  hushing  the  voice  of  prayer,  and  leaving 
large  sections  without  religious  privileges,  comes  from  the  neglect  of 
many  who  have  no  option  in  the  case,  but  also  from  the  cutting  down 
of  the  pledges  of  some  whose  income  is  larger  this  year  than  it  was 
last  3*ear,  and  who  only  know  that  the  times  are  hard  by  the  fact  that 
they  have  to  pay  less  for  what  they  need.  What  is  promised  to  a  min- 
ister should,  if  there  is  any  possibility  that  it  may  be  done,  be  paid ; 
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and  that  it  may  be  so  it  should  be  collected  frequently  and  promptly. 
It  is  difficult  for  a  minister  to  live  honestly  when  he  does  not  know 
what  salary  to  depend  on  ;  and  the  office  of  treasurer  and  collector  in 
a  parish  is  often  made  needlessly  irksome,  and  is  shrunken  from  because 
of  the  rebuffs  and  refusals  which  are  made  by  those  who  by  the  exer- 
cise of  a  little  Christian  forecast  could  meet  their  pledges. 

There  are  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  and  those  not  the  richest,  where 
everything  moves  on  with  absolute  regularity ;  the  salary  and  assess- 
ment are  ))romptly  paid  on  time ;  the  canonical  collections  are  all  met; 
each  Sunday  has  its  duty,  which  is  then  done.  The  spiritual  vigor,  the 
cheerful  heartiness  with  whi<-h  each  looks  into  each  other's  face,  is  a 
direct  result  of  this  promptness.  There  are  other  parishes,  of  larger 
numbers  and  ability,  whose  vestries  seldom  meet,  because  there  is  a 
vague  impression  that  things  are  behind,  and  no  one  wants  particularly 
to  know  about  it ;  it  is  hoped  that  the  minister  is  getting  on  somehow, 
but  each  one  is  conscious  that  he  is  himself  behind ;  the  assessment,  if 
paid  at  all,  is  only  met  with  a  strain  at  the  close  of  the  year ;  the  can- 
on'cal  collections  are  ignored.  And  yet  no  one  at  the  end  of  the  year 
is  any  the  richer  for  this,  and  every  one  is  poorer  religiously. 

Very  much  of  the  fault  of  this  belongs  to  the  minister.  If  he  pur- 
sues a  quiet  svstem,  laying  out  what  he  has  to  do  in  the  3'ear,  working 
on  and  building  up  principle  rather  than  rcl3'ing  on  the  gush  of  impulse, 
he  can  soon  wholly  ehange  the  careless  habits  which  had  before  pre- 
vailed, lie  must,  of  course,  be  considerate  too,  and  know  that  if  times 
are  more  anxious  with  him,  it  is  so  largely  because  they  are  anxious 
with  almost  all  now,  and  the  shrinkage  does  not  of  necessity  mean  that 
he  is  less  thought  of  and  confided  in.  And  then  in  these  davs  of  stress 
there  is  a  greater  call  than  ever  on  him  to  render  back  intense  work; 
the  times  are  less  patient  than  ever  with  unreality  and  indifference  and 
idleness. 

The  crisis  in  the  affairs  of  the  Domestic  Missionary  Committee, 
which  carried  anxiety  to  many  a  home,  brought  solicitude  to  us  in  this 
Diocese;  but  while  it  has  measurably  passed,  I  do  not  find  tlie  names 
of  a  number  of  our  parishes  on  the  honorable  list  of  those  who  con- 
tributed to  remove  the  debt.  The  appropriation  for  this  Diocese  for  the 
year  was  reduced  to  81,800.  1  think  that  all  the  departments  of  our 
general  missionary  work  should  be,  to  an  extent  which  is  not  the  case 
now,  entered  upon  the  list  of  objects  for  which  our  parishes  make  their 
stated  offerings  along  through  the  3'ear. 

Our  h>t.  Paul's  College  at  Palmyra  has  during  the  year  been  sold  to 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright,  who  will  still  continue  to  carry  it  on  as  a 
Church  school  of  high  grade.     We  were  led  to  this  course  by  the  im- 
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pression  that  under  the  charge  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  most  of  them 
living  in  St.  Louis,  and  but  little  acquainted  with  the  work,  there  could 
not  be  had  that  direct  responsibility  and  constant  attention  required  for 
success.  The  skill  and  force  of  Dr.  Wainwright  are  already  showing 
their  proper  result;  and  the  term  just  begun  opens  with  a  number  of 
students  quite  beyond  those  for  a  number  of  years  past.  A  competent 
body  of  instructors  has  been  secured ;  the  grounds  and  buildings  have 
been  much  improved ;  the  terms  have  been  reduced,  so  as  to  place  the 
advantages  of  the  school  within  the  reach  of  almost  all;  the  locality  is 
one  of  unsurpassed  health ;  all  this  should  insure  to  St.  Paul's  a  con- 
stantly increasing  patronage  as  its  excellencies  come  to  be  known. 

The  third  year  of  St.  James'  Academy  at  Macon,  under  the  care  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Talbot,  begins  with  over  seventy  pupils  entered.  I  was 
present  at  the  examination  at  the  close  of  the  last  year,  and  can  bear 
personal  witness  to  the  thoroughness  of  the  instruction  imparted  there. 

The  Sisterhood  in  their  newly  leased  building  have  begun  their 
school  year  with  fair,  I  wish  that  I  could  say  with  full  numbers.  The 
tone  of  the  school  is  excellent ;  those  are  its  best  friends  who  have  had 
children  at  it ;  that  only  stands  in  its  way  which  must  ever  abridge  its 
usefulness  until  the  charge  of  rent  can  be  abated  in  the  possession  of 
a  home  of  its  own — the  greater  amount  of  its  charges.  It  is  proving 
itself  to  be  one  of  the  most  useful  and  fruitful  agencies  of  our  work  in 
the  city  and  Diocese.  We  must  in  some  way  have  the  means  by  which 
to  make  it  assured  and  permanent. 

It  is  with  a  view  to  drawing  attention  to  an  interest  which  is  of  great 
importance,  and  which  U  not  as  vigorous  and  eflBcient  as  it  should  be, 
that  I  have  introduced  into  our  Convention  business  an  evening  devoted 
to  the  Sunday  School.  Almost  every  minister  confesses  that  it  is  not 
now  satisfactory  in  its  results,  for  the  time  and  the  money  which  it  con- 
sumes. In  the  proper  desire  that  our  Conventions  should  be  charged 
with  business  more  directly  practical  and  spiritual  than  the  making  of 
canons,  I  hope  that  you  will  second  the  effort  to  gain  benefit  for  our 
common  task  in  grappling,  so  far  as  we  may  in  one  evening,  with  the 
difficulties  of  our  Sunday  School  work.  The  methods  and  apparatus 
for  Sunday  School  instruction  in  many  quarters  around  us  have  much 
improved ;  if  we  cannot  think  it  of  advantage  to  join  our  interests  with 
theirs,  as  some  desire,  we  should  at  any  rate  show  that  such  disinclina- 
tion does  not  proceed  from  an  undervaluing  of  the  agency. 

I  lay  upon  your  table  herewith  the  annual  reports  of  the  Orphans' 
Home  and  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  the  two  Diocesan  charities  which  certify 
that  we  are  not  quite  unmindful  of  the  example  of  the  Master,  who,  in 
caring  for  the  souls,  was  not  unmindful  of  the  needs  of  the  bodies  of 
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men.  The  reports  show  that,  in  common  with  all  charitable  work,  it 
had  been  difficult  to  carry  on  with  efficiency  the  institutions.  Still,  they 
present  the  gratif v  ing  exhibit  that  with  a  larger  amount  of  good  done 
and  suffering  relieved  tliau  before,  the  charities  begin  their  new  year 
without  any  burden  of  debt.  I  fear  that  the  Building  Fund  of  St. 
Luke's  has  not  very  considerably  incre|ised  during  the  year. 

It  does  not  impl}'  that  the  Church  and  its  Christ-like  charities  lie 
very  close  to  the  thoughts  or  affections  of  our  people,  that  almost  never 
are  tliey  remembered  by  a  single  bequest  in  the  wills  of  even  those  who 
have  for  yeai*s  been  communicants  among  us.  The  Church's  consola- 
tions are  asked ;  the  Church's  voice  is  invoked  to  pronounce  with 
solemn  pomp  the  last  words  of  committal  to  the  earth ;  but  when  the 
mind  of  the  person  is  sought  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  property  that 
can  be  no  longer  used,  everything  else  is  found  in  the  will,  but  no  men- 
tion of  the  Church  or  of  its  charities.  These  are  such  as  should  arrest 
the  attention  of  the  least  thoughtful :  the  orphans ;  the  hospital ;  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  fabric  of  the  parish  chiu'ch ;  our 
Diocesan  scrhool  for  girls ;  a  Church  school  for  boys ;  the  Episcopate 
Fund;  a  scholarship  for  the  support  of  a  student  in  divinity.  These 
are  objects  large  enough  to  challenge  the  gifts  of  the  wealihiest,  and 
objects  of  distinct  good  which  would  carry  down  the  name  of  the  poorest 
giver  in  blessings  to  ^generations  to  come.  The  beqnests  could  be  made 
so  secure  as  absolutely  to  insure  Ihe  fulfillment  of  the  donor's  purpose. 
I  long  for  all  this  quite  as  much  as  an  evidence  of  the  reality  of  our 
Christian  devotion,  and  as  a  pledge  that  the  wealth  which  builds  pala- 
tial residences,  and  executes  lis  commercial  enterprises  of  continental 
magnitude,  has  not  forgotten  that  the  best  way  to  ennoble  famil}'  name 
and  wealth  is  to  associate  it  with  some  worthy  gift  and  godh'  deed 
which,  when  we  are  dead,  will  yet  be  speaking.  I  am  jealous  of  the 
honor  of  our  religion,  and  desire  to  have  the  proof  by  which  I  may 
fling  back  the  reproach,  that  it  is  something  which  may  be  patronized, 
and  its  assurances  secured ;  but  then  when  all  of  its  good  has  been 
gotten,  it  may  be  dropped,  and  left  to  fare  as  it  can.  Of  a  certain 
college  in  the  East  it  has  been  remarked  that  for  its  graduates  not  to 
remember  it  by  bequest  is  presumptive  proof  that  they  are  not  of  sound 
and  disposing  mind.  It  ought  to  be  thought  still  truer  for  those  who 
have  been  nourished  at  the  Church's  altars  that  it  is  a  sign  of  ingrati- 
tude and  cold  devotion  for  such  not  to  remember  the  Church  and  its 
needs  when  they  show  their  inmost  soul  in  the  disposition  of  their 
property. 

We  are  called  upon  at  this  Convention  to  take  final  action  on  certain 
lunendments  to  our  Diocesan  Constitution,  which  came  up  for  prelimi- 
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miry  consideration  last  year.  They  are  of  grave  moment,  and  are 
worthy,  as  anything*  would  be  which  came  from  the  author  of  these 
propositions,  of  careful  study.  I  can  appreciate  the  force  of  what  may 
be  urged  in  their  behalf.  I  think,  however,  that  with  regard  to  the 
matter  of  holding  our  Conventions  every  other  year,  in  the  thought 
given  to  the  financial  considerations  involved — and  these  are  very  impor- 
tant— sufficient  notice  is  hardly  taken  of  the  need  of  all  to  a  certain 
extent,  and  of  the  clergy  working  in  the  smaller  communities  especially, 
of  the  comfort  and  help  of  more  than  a  biennial  conference  about  the 
business  about  which  they  are  engaged.  There  is  good  sense  in  the 
idea  of  associate  labor,  and  the  retreat.  Those  who  are  in  this  city,  and 
where  the  ways  more  frequently  cross,  hardly  know  with  what  antici- 
pation the  Convention  is  looked  forward  to  by  those  who  have  been 
toiling  all  alone  for  a  twelvemonth.  We  ought  to  realize  all  the  possi- 
bilities of  spiritual  refreshment  in  these  gatherings  more  fully  than  we 
do.  I  think  that  as  a  mere  matter  of  finance,  too,  we  would  lose  more 
than  the  Convention  costs  in  the  loss  of  acquaintance  and  sustained 
interest  resulting  from  our  less  frequent  coming  together.  Remember- 
ing, too,  that  we  have  no  precedent  for  such  a  change,  I  think  that,  in 
our  constantly  widening  interests,  the  Bishop  has  a  right  to  the  more 
frequent  counsels  of  the  elders  and  brethren,  and  that  any  other  course 
would  throw  upon  him  increased  responsibilities  without  corresponding 
power,  which  would  in  many  ways  be  injurious  to  the  Church. 

In  the  matter  of  the  proposed  assumption  by  the  Diocese  of  the 
expense  of  attending  the  Convention,  while  I  conceive  that  the  propo- 
sition has  in  the  abstract  much  to  commend  it,  I  think  that,  in  the 
present  condition  of  our  finances,  the  project  is  impracticable. 

The  matter  of  graduated  representation  I  thttik  is  altogether  advis- 
able, with  the  modification  of  making  one  hundred  communicants  rather 
than  fifty  the  measure  of  successive  increase  of  representation,  so  that 
no  parish  shall  have  less  than  one  nor  more  than  four  delegates. 

I  only  recommend  in  the  modification  of  the  canons  one  or  two 
changes  which  experience  has  suggested.  For  compactness  of  phrase 
I  think  it  would  be  well  to  change  the  name  of  our  officers  now  called 
"Heads  of  Missionary  Districts  and  Corresponding  Members  of  the 
Missionary  Board,"  to  "Deans,"  and  "Missionary  Districts"  to  "Con- 
vocations." These  terms  are  short,  intelligible  and  familiar.  The  canon 
for  trials  of  clergymen  in  a  Diocese  of  this  size  needlessly  exhausts 
the  panel  of  Presbyters,  and  compels  the  bringing  of  ministers  from 
long  distances  from  their  homes  and  work,  and  at  great  cost.  Eighteen, 
and  perhaps  more,  are  required  before  a  trial  can  begin.  I  should  think 
it  better  to  refer  any  complaint,  when  duly  made,  to  the  Standing  Com- 
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mittee,  who  coald  iDform  the  Bishop  whether  there  wmm  giOMii  fcr  pnK 
ceeding,  and  if  so  the  complaiDants  could  then  present.  I  would  iccob- 
mend  also  a  permanent  Ecclesiastical  Court,  to  be  elected  bj  tke  Cos- 
▼ention ;  five  being  voted  for,  the  three  receiving  the  liigfaest  Toces  to 
compose  the  Court.  These  persons  would  qualify  themselies  sa  all 
matters  ever* likely  to  be  referred  to  them.  I  think  it  woold  be  wise, 
in  \iew  of  the  importance  of  exercising  a  deliberate  choice,  to  find  ^ 
persons  best  qualified  for  the  positions  of  oflBcers,  that  a  ComiBitiee  on 
Nominations  be  added  to  our  other  regular  committees,  to  suggest 
names  to  the  Convention  for  the  oflSces  which  will  UH  racmot.  other 
than  the  Standing  Committee ;  it  being  understood^  of  course,  that  other 
persons  may  be  put  in  nomination. 

Before  we  shall  probably  gather  here  again,  an  august  asaemUa^ 
will  have  come  together  in  Lambeth,  to  which  the  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury has  invited  all  the  Bishops  of  the  Anglican  Communion  for  a 
Conference  in  July  next.  The  greater  length  of  time  over  which  the 
sessions  will  extend,  and  the  intensely  practical  and  far-reaching  qoes- 
tions  which  have  been  announced  for  deliberation  and  action,  will  prob- 
ably occasion  a  larger  gathering  than  took  place  there  ten  years  ago, 
and  with  God's  blessing,  results  even  more  decisive  for  good  than  were 
had  at  that  time.  I  have  not  as  3'et  replied  to  the  Archbishop's  letter 
of  invitation. 

At  the  approaching  General  Convention  soon  to  assemble  in  Boston, 
tliere  will  come  up  for  final  action  some  important  amendments  <'f  our 
General  Constitution.  With  the  objects  contemplated  in  two  of  them, 
the  modification  of  the  Lectionar^-  and  the  shortening  of  the  service 
for  special  occasions,  I  am  in  general  sympathy.  But  as  the  purpose  of 
the  amei.dments  is  to  give  power  to  change  the  Praj-er  Book  by  canon, 
that  is,  by  the  action  of  a  single  General  Convention,  I  distrust  their 
expediency.  It  would  be  wiser  in  each  case,  in  my  judgment,  to  have 
a  well-digested  scheme  prepared  b^'  a  competent  commi>sion,  and  then 
proposed  to  and  adopted  intelligently  by  the  Convention. 

We  evidently  need  to  have  the  Table  of  Lessons  modified.  The 
present  table  was  put  forth  when  the  Bible  was  costly,  and  could  hardly 
be  read  except  in  church.  Some  of  the  lessons  are  accordingly  too 
long,  others  are  not  fitl}"^  chosen.  There  should  be  a  special  table  for 
the  season  of  Lent,  and  one  for  the  use  of  churches  in  which  a  third 
service  is  had. 

Any  measures  for  the  modification  of  our  services  will  have  to  leave 
many  special  occasions  unprovided  for,  where  only  the  judgment  of  the 
Bishop,  or,  in  an  emergency,  the  good  sense  of  the  minister,  can  indi- 
cate the  best  course.     And  we  have  already  a  margin  of  discretion 
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under  the  law.  I  would  not  wantonly  break  into  any  old  habit  of  the 
congregation,  but  the  distinct  permission  of  General  Convention  allows 
the  use  separately  of  the  offices  of  Morning  Prayer,  Litnn}',  and  the 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  summer,  when  the  Communion  is  to  be 
celebrated,  I  should  think  it  allowable  to  omit  the  Litany;  when  the 
Early  Communion  has  been  had,  tlie  Ante-Communion  need  not  be 
repeated.  In  our  missions,  where  a  liturgical  hn.bit  is  only  just  form- 
ing, in  the  warm  seasons,  and  when  several  offices  aie  to  be  combined, 
I  thit.k  that  good  sense  requires  an  abridgment.  But  in  proceeding  to 
this  I  must  indicate  important  principles  to  be  observed.  Before  such 
change  is  made,  the  Bishop  should,  if  possible,  be  consulted.  The 
Church  law  on  the  subject  must  be  maintained,  that  '^  every  minister 
shall,  on  all  occasions  of  public  worship,  use  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer ;  and  in  performing  such  service  no  other  prayers  shall  be  used." 
Where  circumstances  do  not  warrant  the  full  service  now,  progress 
should  be  sought  towards  that  result  as  rapidly  as  is  expedient.  Re- 
laxations, justifiable  in  the  infancy  of  a  parish,  must  not  sink  to  perma* 
nent  habit.  It  should  always  be  remembered  that  the  Church's  service 
is  for  the  people,  and  not  the  peoplo  for  the  service.  I  object  to  the 
proposed  Constitutional  amendment,  because  we  have  a  larger  discre- 
tion now  than  we  use,  and  because  it  seems  to  throw  disparagement  upon 
the  subject  in  treating  it  by  canon  simply.  But  be^'ond  this  I  do  not 
recognize  the  wisdom  of  restricting  the  compilation  of  such  proposed 
form  of  prayer  to  that  which  is  already  in  the  Prayer  Book.  The 
occasions  for  such  new  forms  change  with  the  times ;  they  are  different 
in  different  centuries.  The  Holy  Spirit's  presence  and  influence  were 
not  confined  to  the  4th  or  16th  centuries,  or  to  the  period  of  the  last 
re>ision  of  our  Prayer  Book.  There  nre  treasuies  of  devotion  of  the 
past  on  which  our  Book  has  but  lightly  drawn,  and  in  the  presence  of 
our  new  emergencies  there  are,  no  doubt,  forms  into  which  our  prayers 
may  be  casrt,  as  well  fitted  for  our  u-^e  as  is  anything  framed  in  former 
times.  If  we  undertake  the  task  of  revision,  it  is  worth  while  to  go 
about  it  more  thoroughly. 

While  I  sympathize  with  the  necessity  which  calls  for  the  reduction 
in  the  size  of  many  of  our  Dioceses,  yet  I  think  that  there  are  grave 
objections  to  the  amendment  which  seeks  to  facilitate  the  remanding  of 
such  superfluous  teriitory  to  the  general  missionary  operations  of  the 
Church. 

The  proposition  to  change  the  name  of  the  Church  seems  likely  to 
occupy  a  prominent  place  in  the  coming  Convention.  If  we  were  cast- 
ing things  anew  now,  I  think  that  a  happier  choice  of  name  could  have 
been  made.     I  remember  saying  on  a  public  occasion  twelve  years  ago, 
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that  the  name  by  which  the  Church  in  this  country  is  called  is  the  least 
general  feature  about  it,  and  by  no  means  represents  fairly  its  history 
or  character.  But  it  is  another  matter  to  change  the  name  now  when 
we  have  a  century  of  history  behind  us,  and  when  any  such  change 
would  certainly  cause  tedious  litigation  as  to  the  title  of  our  hundreds 
of  millions  of  property.  There  has  been  shown  no  sufficient  cause  im- 
pelling us  to  challenge  this  risk.  The  estimate  had  of  us,  and  the  rate 
of  our  growth,  are  not  affected  materially  by  the  name  by  which  we  are 
called,  but  by  the  degree  in  which  in  our  unconscious  life  we  put  forth 
the  marks  and  do  the  work  of  a  Catholic  Church.  It  is  beginning  at 
the  wrong  end  to  spend  time  on  and  show  anxiety  about  our  name. 
We  may  be  confident  that  we  will  be  credited  for  our  full  deserts,  and 
that  if  we  are  coming  short  of  the  growth  or  greatness  to  which  the 
Church  should  be  entitled,  it  will  be  something  more  than  our  name 
which  is  to  blame.  A  person  of  average  intelligence  would  have  a  low 
estimate  of  our  acumen  if  he  learned  that  we  fancied  that  by  changing 
our  name  and  calling  ourselves  something  else,  we  could  bring  him 
into  the  Church. 

I  should  be  sorry  if  the  Convention  should  spend  much  time  on  this 
matter,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  urgent,  burning  questions  which  call  for 
settlement.  The  matter  of  divorce  and  re-marriage ;  a  code  of  disci- 
pline which  would  show  that  we  respected  ourselves ;  the  fearful  vice  of 
intemperance,  which  is  ruining  so  many  characters  and  destroying  so 
many  homes ;  the  increasing  profanation  of  the  Lord's  Day  and  neglect 
of  public  worship  ;  the  recasting  of  our  courses  of  study  in  view  of  the 
new  phases  of  scepticism  and  unbelief;  an  authorized  scheme  of  Sunday- 
School  instruction ;  a  general  Church  Building  Society,  which  could 
receive  gifts  and  bequests  and  make  loans,  and  save  the  time  in  desul- 
tory clerical  begging ;  these,  and  such  as  these,  are  matters  which  it 
would  well  become  the  highest  council  of  a  Catholic  Church,  secure  in 
its  past  and  confident  of  its  mission,  to  consider  and  deal  with. 

Thought  abroad  is  very  active  ;  it  is  impatient  of  processes ;  it  seeks 
for  results.  The  world  smiles  at  us  and  hurries  on,  if  it  sees  that  our 
representative  minds  are  absorbed  in  the  consideration  of  names,  and 
ritual,  and  canons.  It  measures  its  respect  according  to  the  efficiency 
shown  in  reaching  those  results  by  which  alone  the  Church's  existence 
can  be  justified. 

As  to  the  best  method  of  reaching  those  results,  opinions  will 
always  vary.  Training,  previous  association,  the  character  of  the  work 
in  hand,  and  personal  temperament  have  very  much  to  do  in  affecting 
the  mode  of  expression  of  one's  faith,  or  of  the  manner  of  conducting 
the  ser\ice,  and  of  the  estimate  we  form  of  others  in  this  matter.    In 
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administering  the  Diocese  I  have  endeavored  to  remember  that  I  was 
a  Bishop,  not  in  a  sect  where  all  things  had  to  be  believed  and  done 
alike,  but  in  the  Catholic  Church,  which,  with  certain  fixed  features  of 
faith  and  worship,  had  always  allowed  a  wide  margin  in  opinion  and 
practice ;  and  that  I  was  presumptively  dealing  with  Christian  gentle- 
men, who  were  conscious  of  the  vows  upon  them,  and  knew  best  the 
special  needs  of  the  work  in  which  they  were  engaged.  In  judging 
them  in  reference  to  any  alleged  variations  from  the  usual  methods, 
I  have  given  them  credit  for  honesty  of  purpose  and  a  desire  to  promote 
in  the  best  way  the  spiritual  interests  in  their  charge.  It  is  naturally 
to  be  expected  from  those  who  depart  from  the  ways  which  seasoned 
experience  had  approved  in  the  Church,  and  thus  to  an  extent  fault 
their  brethren,  that  they  shall  show  indubitably  that  they  hold  the  Head ; 
and  that  it  is  from  an  increased  personal  consecration  to  their  Saviour, 
and  utter  devotion  to  the  religious  interests  of  their  people  and  the 
Church,  that  they  had  to  frame  new  statements  and  use  more  pronounced 
ceremonial  expression.  When  this  is  evident  much  will  be  allowed, 
which  otherwise  would  be  revolting  in  its  unreality. 

Let  us  remember  that  worship  which  detains  the  thought  upon  itself 
or  its  accessories,  which  seeks  to  be  itself  the  end  and  not  a  means, 
which  from  being  expressive  aims  to  be  simply  impressive,  and  detains 
the  soul  from  the  Supreme  Object  of  all  adoration  among  the  intricacies 
of  its  own  ritual,  is  a  loss  and  a  damage. 

Offence  is  often  taken  at  matters  to  which  simply  we  have  been  un- 
accustomed, but  which  may  not  necessarily  for  that  reason  be  outside 
of  a  possible  construction  of  the  law.  And  yet  a  person  should  hesitate 
long  and  have  a  very  good  reason  who  did  injury  to  any  of  that  many- 
membered  body  of  which  we  form  a  part  by  wounding  even  prejudices. 
I  would  not  abridge  the  liberty  which  is  one  of  the  glories  of  the  Church ; 
but  there  are  limits  to  this  liberty ;  and  there  are  some  things  which 
the  Church  does  hold  and  teach,  and  other  things  which  it  has  as  em- 
phatically repudiated,  which  may  not,  by  word  or  symbol,  allowably  be 
taught.  And  while  the  common  judgment  is  perhaps  slow,  and  untech- 
nical,  and  not  versed  in  subtleties,  it  is  sure  in  its  condemnation  of  that 
which  on  the  whole  offends  the  old  established  principles  of  this  Church. 

I  am  doubtful  as  to  the  benefit  of  litigation  in  the  Church.  While 
I  can  conceive  of  emergencies  in  matters  of  doctrine  or  morals  when  it 
is  necessary  to  incur  the  evils  which  are  attendant  upon  legal  adjudica- 
tion, still  I  think  it  is  on  all  accounts  to  be  deprecated.  All  other 
methods  should  be  exhausted  first.  There  should  be  a  candid  examin- 
ation of  the  precise  facts  and  an  allowance  to  others  of  an  upright  pur- 
pose, and  in  matters  at  all  optional  and  variable,  of  the  same  right  of 
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judgment  that  we  claim  ourselves.  We  should  not  make  our  own  mat- 
ters which  do  not  really  concern  us.  -If  we  are  ourselves  aggrieved,  it 
is  better  frankly  to  make  our  remonstrance  to  the  person  involved  than 
speak  to  all  others  first. 

On  the  other  side,  there  should  be  no  advantage  sought  from  the 
reluctance  to  press  litigation.  The  right  to  endeavor  to  abate  what  is 
believed  to  involve  harm  and  danger  may  be  asserted.  It  must  be  re- 
membered that  it  is  to  the  faith  and  the  laws  of  this  Church  that  we 
have  solemnly  pledged  ourselves.  The  law  of  charity,  while  not  in  our 
code,  is  yet  one  which  has  a  high  claim  to  Christian  regard.  Life  is 
short,  and  the  high  ends  of  the  Church's  being  should  not  be  imperilled 
for  that  which  is  at  all  of  secondary  moment.  Work  mainly  healthy 
and  good  is  often  marred  and  destroyed  by  persistence  in  some  one 
wrong  principle ;  and  a  reaction,  unhappy  in  its  ignorance  and  excess, 
is  often  compelled  by  the  pressure  of  that  which  is  foreign  to  the 
Church's  faith  or  practice. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Bishop  as  the  judge  may  not  take  the  initia- 
tive ;  he  must  perhaps  accept  the  equivocal  position  of  appearing  to  be 
less  intent  upon  the  Churcli's  purity,  while  he  uses  the  quieter — perhaps 
not  the  less  effective  for  this  reason — influence  and  power  which  his 
office  gives  him  to  bring  the  right  to  [)ass.  He  may  be  content  even  to 
be  counted  timid  if,  in  his  confidential  relations  to  all,  the  quieter  policy 
which  he  may  conceive  to  be  in  the  end  more  effectual  for  good  is  mis- 
understood. 

But  in  the  presence  of  a  world  so  far  estranged  from  a  loving  Father, 
and  in  a  society  dull  in  its  perceptions  of  right,  I  am  impatient  of  the 
time  and  the  thought  expended  on  the  mere  appendages  of  religion.  It 
is  so  much  taken  from  an  earnest  grappling  with  the  evils  which,  as  a 
branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  of  Christ  in  this  hind,  we  are  set  to  cure, 
and  a  searching  for  the  selfishness  and  ignorance  in  ourselves  which 
prevent  our  wider  success.  Let  us  with  utter  singleness  of  purpose 
apply  ourselves  to  this  in  our  present  gathering  together.  I  welcome 
you  to  this  Council.  I  ask  that,  after  having  prayed  to  God,  the 
Holy  Ghost,  for  His  blessing  and  presence,  you  come  to  the  diflScult 
and  anxious  questions,  which  may  be  before  us,  with  candor  and 
patience  and  love,  '^  endeavoring,''  as  the  Epistle  for  this  week  has  it, 
"  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.** 

If  thus  we  do,  we  shall  go  forth  to  our  work  again  at  the  close,  re- 
freshed and  strengthened  in  the  consciousness  of  a  common  bond  and 
sj^mpathy,  nerved  for  labor  and  sacrifices  by  the  spirit  which  has  raised 
and  united  and  infused  us  here.

Since  the  last  report  the  Parish  has  lost  heavily  by  removals  and  pecuniary  misfor- 
tune, diminishing  its  financial  ability  nearly  one-third.  The  Rectory  has  been  enlarged 
to  nearly  twice  its  former  size,  and  the  older  portion  put  in  thorough  repair  at  a  cost 
of  nearly  $800.  $550  is  already  paid,  and  plans  inaugurated  for  paying  the  balance 
when  due.  The  money  paid  in  the  last  sixteen  months  for  purposes  outside  the  Rec- 
tor's salary,  has  been  nearly  $100  in  excess  of  the  amount  paid  for  the  Rector's  sup- 
port. We  are  now  planning  some  minor  improvements  and  repairs  on  the  church 
edifice,  which  we  hope  to  accomplish  and  pay  for  before  next  Convention.

The  Rev.  Joseph  E.  Martin  relinquished  the  charge  of  the  Parish  June  1st,  1S76, 
and  the  present  incumbent  assumed  it  October  8th,  1876. 

A  year  ago  the  congregation  was  scattered  and  the  church  building  was  withoat 
pews  or  carpet.  To-day  the  congregation  is  united,  and  during  the  year  pews,  a  car- 
pet, a  pulpit,  and  other  necessary  matters  have  been  procured.

Two  of  the  adult  baptisms,  three  of  the  infant  and  two  of  the  confirmations  re- 
ported belong  to  Brookfield,  where  services  have  been  held  regularly  since  last 
Convention  once  a  month.

Maryville  is  in 
a  very  promising  condition.    Cameron  is  looking  up. 


From  Rev.  J.  P.  Fugktt. 

In  consequence  of  great  domestic  affliction  I  did  not  officiate  for  six  months,  but 
have  generally  read  service  and  preached  on  the  Sundays  of  the  other  ten  months  that 
have  elapsed  since  my  former  report.  I  trust  that  at  no  very  distant  day  I  shall  be 
actively  engaged  in  parochial  work. 


From  Rev.  L.  N.  Frbkman. 

I  continued  in  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Camden,  Central  New  York,  up  to  the  1st 
day  of  July,  1876,  and  officiated  twice  every  Sunday  until  the  12th  of  June,  same  year. 
During  that  time  I  baptized  five  children.  Since  leaving  Trinity  Church  I  have  resided 
in  Chicago,  and  filled  occasionally  vacant  pulpits,  in  all  five  times.  I  have  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion  once,  and  assisted  in  administering  it  in  week-day  services 
on  several  occasions.  I  have  been  able  and  desirous  to  perform  full  duty  every  Sun- 
day during  the  whole  year,  but  the  opportunity  has  not  been  offered  me. 


From  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Mitchell. 

Services  were  held  regularly  on  Sundays,  and  on  such  other  days  as  I  could  get  the 
congregation  together,  in  Christ  Church,  Springfield,  up  to  Easter  last,  when,  with 
concurrence  of  the  vestry  and  congregation,  my  resignation  of  that  Church  took 
practical  effect-— though  not  yet  ratified  and  confirmed  in  a  legal  and  general  way  by 
conformity,  on  the  part  of  the  vestry,  with  the  conditions  on  the  face  of  my  written 
resignation. 

Since  Easter  I  have  officiated  and  preached  at  the  funeral  of  two  members  of  the 
Church,  as  also  at  the  funeral  of  one  not  of  our  communion— all  being  in  Springfield. 
I  have  also,  by  request  of  the  Rector,  read  the  service  and  preached  twice  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Henderson,  Ky.,  and  by  request  of  the  wardens  read  service  and  preached 
ouce  in  Trinity  Church,  Owensboro,  Ky. ;  and  by  request  of  wardens  and  vestrymen 
read  service  and  preached  once  in  Qrace  Church,  Paducah,  Ky.  I  have  also  since 
Easter  visited  the  sick  f^quently,  and  administered  communion  once  in  private  in  the 
City  of  Springfield,  Mo. 
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From  Bev.  B.  E.  6.  Huntington. 

OLENWOOD— ST.  JOHITS  MISSION. 

This  Mission  wm  orgmnized  shortly  before  Convention,  with  16  communi 
candidates  for  confirmation,  and  6  baptized  children,  and  nowsostains  Divine  wi 
one  Sunday  in  each  month*    My  labors  began  with  S  communicants  and  2  bi 
children.    It  has  passed  from  one  of  the  least  promising  to  one  of  the  most 
Missions  of  the  Northeast  Itinerancy. 


HOLY  COMMUNION— LUBAY  MISSION. 

This  is  a  rural  congregation,  the  members,  with  one  exception,  being  farmers, 
worships  in  a  fiurm-house  two  miles  firom  the  village.    It  has  undergone  much 
cial  distress,  increased  by  the  almost  entire  failure  of  crops  for  two  years  past; 
despite  these  embarrassments,  there  has  been  steady  progress.    There  have  been 
removals,  yet  the  communicants  have  increased  from  11  to  81 ;  and  a  claps  awaiti  i 
Bishop.    Framing-^mber  is  upon  the  site  for  a  chapel,  which  will  be  inclosed  so 
as  returns  ih>m  the  way-going  crop  shall  be  realized. 


KIBESYIULE— TBINITY  MISSION. 

The  work  of  this  Mission  has  been  obstructed  by  almost  unexampled 
ments  during  the  past  three  years.    Kirksville  being  the  seat  of  a  State  Normal 
several  ecclesiastical  bodies  are  laboring  with  commendable  eneigy  to  make  it  a( 
and,  of  course,  make  common  cause  against  the  Church.    The  internal  hin< 
progress  comes  mainly  from  unlawful  striving  for  the  mastery       Its  finandil^ 
sources  are  reduced  more  than  one-half  by  the  recent  death  of  Mr.  Charles  K.  8t 
and  by  several  removals;  yet  Trinity  holds  its  own  numerically,  with  inspiring 
for  its  future. 


NOBTH-EAST  ITINEBANCY. 

This  name  designates  my  entire  field,  embracing  six  counties,  and  part  of) 
seventh,  with  stations  in  all  of  them,  including  Kirksville,  Glenwood  and  Luray; 
quiring  a  monthly  journey  of  from  400  to  500  miles.  It  is  a  very  delicate,  difflcutt, 
therefore  peculiarly  trying  work— a  work  of  ecclesiastical  education.  There 
steady  advancement,  encouraging,  though  slow.  Tangible  results  have  not  fhlly 
ized  expectations ;  yet  the  worship  and  sacraments,  according  to  Church  use,  are 
ceptlbly  making  their  way  to  permanent  attachment  among  the  people  of  this 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Missionary  desires  to  record  his  grateful  appreciation  of  generous 
family  comforts  by  the  Ladles'  Aid  Societies  of  Christ  Church  and  Church  of  the 
Communion  of  St.  Louis;  but  for  which,  we  could  not  have  remained  in  this  field.  1

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  proposed 
amendments  and  additions  to  the  same,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefUlly 
considered  the  several  propositions  as  they  are  contained  on  pages  100  and  101  of  the 
last  Journal  of  the  Convention.* 

They  would  mention  such  as  they  would  recommend  for  adoption: 

Proposed  amendment  to  Canon  XXIII,  4th  Section,  11th  and  18th  lines,  strike  out 
"thirty"  and  insert  "ten." 

Section  15, 2d  line  after  communicants,  add,  "of  which  fact  the  Court  may  require 
proof." 

Section  15,  add,  "Provided,  that  this  clause  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  prohibiting 
the  presence  in  Court  of  the  whole  Board  of  Presenters  during  the  continuance  of  the 
trial,  if  they  should  so  elect." 

They  would  recommend  as  a  new  Canon,  to  be  numbered  XXVI^  (changing  the 
present  Canon,  numbered  XXVI,  to  XXVII)  to  be  entitled 

Of  the  Abaiidonment  of  a  Parish  by  iU  Minister. 

Canon  XXVI. 

If  a  Minister  shall  leave  his  congregation  against  their  will,  and  without  the  con- 
currence of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  without  reasonable  cause 
shall,  for  the  space  of  two  months  or  more,  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  Divine  wor- 
ship in  the  Church,  in  addition  to  the  penalty  prescribed  in  Title  II,  Canon  4,  page 
6,  of  the  Digest,  the  Bishop  may,  on  a  representation  of  these  facts  made  to  him,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Yestry  of  the  Parish,  appoint  a  Minister  who  shall  perform 
service,  and  receive  the  stated  salary  of  the  Parish  until  the  Rector  shall  have  made 
such  8utisfaction  as  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  or  Board  of  Reference 
may  require ;  provided,  always,  that  during  such  time  of  absence  or  neglect,  the  Redtor 
shall  have  no  claim  on  the  Yestry  for  salary. 

They  would  also  recommend  as  the  15th  Rule  or  Order— changing  the  present  15th 
Rule  to  16th  Rule: 

No.  15.  A  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  at  each  session  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  subject  to  its  approval,  consisting  of  two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen, 
who  shall  nominate  to  the  Convention  all  members  of  Committees  and  Officers  of 
Boards  to  be  elected,  excepting  only  the  Secretary,  and  Delegates  to  the  General  Con- 
vention, and  members  of  the  Standing  C/ommittee ;  but  other  i^opiiiiatiofis  by  ipdivid^ 
uals  shall  not  be  precluded  thereby. 
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Also  the  following  new  Canon,  to  be  numbered  XXYII : 

Canon  XXVII. 

The  D^niHon  of  Communicant. 

Wheresoever  the  word  Communicant  is  used  in  the  preceding  Canons,  it  shall  be 
held  and  taken  to  mean  a  regular  Communicant,  and  which  shall  be  evidenced  by 
communing  at  least  three  timcH  in  each  year  in  the  Parish  Church  to  which  he  or  she 
may  belong.  And  when  the  fact  of  being  a  Communicant  is  brought  in  question,  a 
certificate  of  the  fact  from  the  Rector  of  his  or  her  Parish  (or  in  his  absence  from  the 
Senior  Warden,  or  the  one  acting  as  such),  shall  be  taken  as  sufficient  proof  thereof. 
Amendment  to  proposed  Canon  XXYII,  proposed  by  Jno.  A.  Harrison,  accepted  by 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  follow  above. 

Provided,  That  this  Canon  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to'  any  who  shall  have  been 
prevented  by  Just  cause  from  receiving  the  Holy  Communion  the  prescribed  number 
of  times,  his  or  her  Rector  to  be  the  judge  of  such  cause.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  Convention  of  187G  to  report  at  this  Convention  on 
that  part  of  the  Bishop^s  Address  referring  to  the  "  Decrease  of  Candidates  for  Confir- 
mation," respectfully  submit  the  following: 

This  report  is  prepared  with  a  profound  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  subject, 
and  with  the  earnest  petition  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  that  it  may  accomplish 
\t8  object  in  being  thus  formally  and  officially  rendered  in  this  body  of  Pastors,  who 
have  in  charge  the  guiding  of  souls  to  God. 

The  serious  decrease  in  the  number  of  candidates  for  confirmation  in  our  Diocese 
is  a  matter  of  deep  solicitude  to  our  Bishop,  as  indicated  in  his  Address,  and  should 
also  be  to  us,  the  members  of  this  Convention,  a  source  of  deep  concern.  Every 
event  has  its  cause;  and  while  your  Committee  might,  they  believe,  profitably  inquire 
into  the  cause  or  causes  of  this  decrease,  they  may  more  profitably  inquire  rather  into 
the  means  that  will  increase  the  numbers  of  candidates  for  confirmation. 

The  ideal  of  Christ's  Church  is  sublime.  It  is  this:  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  having 
established  His  Church  on  earth,  passed  away  into  the  heavens;  that  He  is  now  en- 
throned on  high  as  King  of  Kings  and  the  Great  High  Priest  of  His  Church ;  that  He 
left  behind  Him  His  chosen  ministry  to  labor  for  this  end— that  the  kingdoms  of  the 
earth  shall  become  the  kingdoms  of  the  Lord,  and  all  people  shall  come  and  worship 
before  Him.  ' 

Now  the  question  for  us.  His  ambassadors,  to  determine  is  this:  How  shall  we  labor 
most  efficiently  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  universal  kingshi)>y  The  Lord  has  not 
left  us  without  instructions.  **If  I  be  lifted  up  f^om  the  earth,  I  will  draw  all  men 
unto  me."  Manifestly,  then,  the  first  duty  of  those  whom  He  sends  is  to  lift  Him  up 
before  the  world  that  all  men  may  see  Him,  even  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the 
wilderness  before  the  eyes  of  the  dying  I^traelites.  Thus  beholding  Bim,  as  He  pre- 
sents Himself  to  us  in  His  divinity  and  humanity.  His  undying  love  and  vicarious  sac- 
rifice, mankind  will  be  drawn  into  fellowship  with  Him,  and  so  into  fellowship  with 
All  His  people  in  His  kingdom  here  on  earth. 
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We  are  deeply  persuaded  that  the  faithful,  practical  preaching  of  Jeraa  Chriatf  and 
Him  oruclfled,  is  the  first  step  and  the  true  and  sure  and  efTectiye  means  of  increasing 
the  numbers  of  candidates  for  confirmation. 

We  have  spoken  of  the  representation  of  the  Lord  in  the  formal  preaching 
from  the  pulpit;  but  as  eflfective  as  that  preaching  is,  unless  it  be  supplemented  by 
intercourse  largely  pastoral  with  the  fiock,  it  loses  half  its  power.  The  pastor  most 
seek  his  sheep.  All  men  belong  to  Christ  by  right  of  His  redemption,  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  His  ministers  to  seek  them  in  the  spirit  of  their  Master  who  came  to  '^  seek 
and  save  the  lost."  They  will  not  come  to  us,  we  should  go  to  them;  and  we  should 
suffer  no  one  with  whom  we  come  in  contact  to  lose  the  benefit  of  wise,  judidont 
counsels  on  their  relation  and  duty  to  GKhI  and  His  Church.  Preaching  arouses,  per- 
sonal instruction  enlightens;  preaching  quickens  the  conscience,  personal  instmction 
guides  it.  And  cottage  lectures,  fireside  instructions,  and  all  the  means  of  a  liTing, 
spiritual  contact  with]the  people,  have  ever  been  productive  of  large  and  lasting  results 
in  adding  to  the  Church  such  as  should  be  saved. 

Finally,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  standard  of  personal  piety  is  at  a  low  ebb  in  the 
Church.  Worldliness  in  spirit  and  practice  has  laid  its  hand  on  the  Church  and  paral- 
ized  its  energies.  Fashion  rules  with  a  supreme  power  in  that  kingdom  which  is  not 
of  this  world,  and  Christian  women  dress  as  extravagantly  and  Christian  men  dissi- 
pate as  recklessly  as  the  leaders  of  worldly  fashions.  A  pure  faith,  shining  out  in  s 
holy  life,  exerts  an  untold  infiuence  for  the  Church. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  reflections,  we  would  earnestly  recommend  to  the  breth- 
ren of  the  Diocese,  as  a  means  for  the  increase  of  candidates  for  confirmation — 

1— The  more  faithfUl,  simple  preaching  from  the  pulpit  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  Him 
crucified. 

8— The  earnest,  personal  appeal  to  every  unconfirmed  member  of  his  parish,  and  to 
all  who  fall  under  his  influence. 

3 — The  giving  more  thorough  practical  instruction  to  candidates  for  confirmation 
in  matters  of  faith,  personal  religious  duties,  and  the  peculiar  features  of  the  Church. 

4 — To  raise  the  standard  of  personal  i)iety  in  the  classes  for  confirmation,  and  to 
guard  the  doors  against  the  entrance  of  children  too  young  to  understand,  or  adulti< 
too  indifierent  to  regard  their  solemn  vows.

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  F.  Robertson,  S.  T.  7).,  Bishop  of  Missouri: 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  PauPs  College  begs  leave  to  submit 
his  annual  report.  At  the  time  of  his  last  report,  and  for  some  lime  before,  the  Board 
of  TruHtees  were  only  able  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  debt  of  f  2,000,  due  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  property,  by  the  liberality  of  the  Bishop,  who  had  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Secretary  funds  which  he  was  permitted  to  use  to  the  amount  of  91.084  40.  These 
Ainds  were  used  for  the  payment  of  interest,  insurance  and  repairs.  It  was  found  to 
be  impossible  to  raise  funds  to  pay  either  the  debt  or  the  interest,  and  finding  that 
the  property  would  ultimately  have  to  be  sold,  the  Board  of  Trustees  did  the  best  in 
their  power  for  the  interest  of  the  Diocese  by  making  an  arrangement  by  which  the 
property  when  Hold  would  bring  $.5,000  at  the  least.    During  the  past  year  the  prop- 
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erty  was  sold  under  a  deed  of  trust,  and  was  bought  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright  for 
$5,000.  After  paying  the  incumbrance,  f  1,000  in  cash  was  paid  and  a  note  for  $2,000 
given,  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest.  The  interest  of  this  latter  sum  is  to  be  paid  for 
a  certain  term  in  tuition,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop.  The  price  for  which 
this  property  was  sold  is  believed  to  be  a  fair  price,  considering  the  great  shrinkage  in 
the  values  of  real  estate.  The  College  is  to  be  continued  as  heretofore,  and  opens 
encouragingly  with  increased  facilities  for  giving  a  scholarly  and  Christian  education ; 
and  it  is  confidently  recommended  as  worthy  of  the  patronage  of  all  Christian  people, 
and  that  of  Churchmen  in  a  special  manner.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

The  Secretary,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  respectfully  submits  the  thirty- 
fourth  annual  report  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the  friends  of  the  Institution: 

Notwithstanding  the  general  depression  in  business,  and  great  pecuniary  distress, 
we  have  much  to  be  thankful  for.  We  now  have  the  pleasure  to  report  the  building 
entirely  free  from  debt.  This  has  been  attained  through  the  unremitting  and  self- 
sacrificing  efforts  of  our  First  Directress  and  others,  who  completed  the  sale  of  the  old 
Home  for  ^8,000,  and  with  the  aid  of  donations  of  f  150  through  Mrs.  Bradford,  and 
^1^500  from  Mrs.  L.  M.  Kennett,  we  were  enabled  to  discharge  all  remaining  indebted- 
ness on  our  new  Home  building. 

The  Welles  bequest  of  $300  has  not  been  received,  and  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the 
Public  Administrator.  By  the  failure  to  reccjve  the  usual  dividend  from  our  stoclt  in 
the  St.  Louis  Gas-Light  Company,  of  1^500,  and  an  interest  note  of  $1,075,  due  and  not 
paid,  our  mean^  to  meet  current  expenses  have  been  crippled,  and  we  are  therefore 
compelled  to  report  our  expenditures  for  current  expenses  exceed  our  income  for  that 
purpose  1^241  22,  which  we  hope  to  be  able  to  meet  very  soon,  either  by  the  collection 
of  the  amount  due  us,  or  the  kind  liberality  of  friends  who  have  so  generously  sus- 
tained our  Institution  in  the  past. 

We  have  especially  to  be  thankful  for  the  kind  efforts  which  have  been  made  by 
friends  to  aid  us  by  giving  entertainments,  the  proceeds  of  which  replenished  our 
decreasing  income  to  the  extent  of  9736  35.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Weber 
and  Mrs.  Waldauer,  a  dramatic  entertainment  was  given  at  Germania  Hall,  from 
which  we  received  f309  £5.  Mrs.  Bradford,  in  addition  to  her  donation  to  the  building 
fund,  placed  us  under  further  obligations  by  getting  up  an  entertainment  which 
yielded  us  ^218  15,  and  her  daughter,  Mr.<4.  Howard  Blossom,  kindly  sent  us  f  118,  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  a  doll  dressed  by  her.  From  a  * 'Children's  Fair,''  held  by  the 
class  of  '*  Young  Helpers''  of  Holy  Communion  Sunday  School,  we  received  S53.  A 
Pound  Party,  held  in  December,  yielded  donations  of  200  pounds  of  useful  articles, 
and  fST  05  in  money. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  wc  have  to  report  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Maria  N.  Johnston, 
who  has  so  acceptably  and  ably  filled  the  position  of  Secretary  of  the  Board  the  past 
two  years.  Her  untiring  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Home  meets  our  grateful 
t]ianks,  and  she  carries  with  her,  our  united  esteem  and  love.  Our  former  teacher. 
Miss  Snead,  resigned  during  the  year,  and  Miss  Coleman  was  appointed  in  her  place, 
and  has  filled  the  very  trying  position  very  acceptably.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Dr. 
llomann,  our  former  physician,  whose  other  pressing  duties  caused  him  to  resign,  and 
to  Dr.  Prewitt,  who  so  skillfully  and  kindly  AUh  the  position  at  present;  also  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Skinkei ,  who  gratuitously  attends  to  our  legal  business.  Miss  Mary  Fraucis- 
cus  is  also  entitled  to  our  thanks  for  kindly  taking  care  of  the  school  for  two  weeks 
during  the  necessary  absence  of  the  teacher. 

We  are  still  blessed  in  having  the  continued  ministration  of  our  esteemed  Chaplain, 
Rev.  Mr.  Reed;  and  our  faithful  aud  devoted  Matron,  Mrs.  Coleman,  still  claims  our 
love  and  sympathy  for  the  faithful  performance  of  her  onerous  duties,  in  which  she  Is 
ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Markham,  the  nurse  for  the  younger  children. 

On  Christmas  Day  the  children  had  a  merry  time  over  the  Christmas  tree  presented 
by  Mr.  Henry  Shaw,  with  something  acceptable  for  each  one,  and  his  presence  during 
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the  diHtribution,  testified  to  his  appreciation  that  it  is  '  'more  blessed  to  gire  thaa  to 
receive."  Messrs.  Wm.  Ban*  &  Co.,  and  Messrs.  Cheever,  Borcbmrd  A  Co^  kindly 
remembered  the  children,  at  the  same  time,  by  sending  them  a  bountifol  supply  of 
toys.  On  Thursday,  December  28th,  the  annual  Christmas  dinner  was  held,  before 
which  the  younger  children,  under  the  instnietion  of  Miss  Grace  Price,  (one  of  oar 
older  children) ,  went  through  the  Kindergarten  exercises,  to  the  gratification  of  tJie 
many  friends  in  attendance.  Of  all  the  children  not  one  was  sick  that  day.  The  sup- 
ply sent  in  by  the  congregations  of  our  Churches  was  delicate  and  abundant,  for  which 
we  tender  our  sincere  thanks. 

We  are  called  upon  to  report  with  the  deepest  sorrow  the  loss  by  death,  daring  the 
past  year,  of  two  of  our  managers.  Miss  Augusta  Hardaway,  and  Mrs.  S.  P.  Simpson, 
whose  many  works  of  Christian  love  we  shall  remember  as  an  incitement  to  greater 
diligence  in  well-doing,  and  the  graces  of  whose  characters  we  shall  endeavor  to  imi- 
tate by  a  daily  growth  of  faith,  and  hope,  and  charity,  in  order  that  we  with  them, 
and  with  all  those  who  have  departed  in  the  true  faith  of  God's  holy  name,  may  have 
perfect  consummation  and  bliss  in  His  everla^iting  glory. 

We  have  at  present  seventy-one  (71)  children  under  our  care.  During  the  year 
twenty-six  (26)  have  been  admitted  to  the  Home.  Six  have  been  retnmed  to  their 
parents;  six  have  been  adopted;  three  have  been  provided  with  suitable  homes;  two 
are  now  of  age,  and  waiting  till  we  can  find  good  homes  for  them;  and  death  has  taken 
from  us  two  only. 

It  is  with  hearts  full  of  love  and  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  that  we  close 
our  report  tor  the  last  year,  for  in  the  midst  of  our  many  cares  and  troubles  we  feel 
His  unerring  hand  has  safely  guided  us  through  all,  and  brought  succor  in  our  every 
time  of  need.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

'I'lie  Board  of  Church  Extension  respectfully  submit  tbeir  third  annual  rep«)rt : 

Meetings  of  the  Hoard  were  held  September  otli  and  December  2Ttli,  lsT<J.  :uiil 
April  2d,  1877. 

At  the  mcetinj^  held  December  27th,  the  following?  roohition  was  adopted: 

**That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  has  received  so  little 
encouragement  fr«>m  the  (;ity  Parishes  that  it  has  been  compelled  to  run  in  debt  to  it> 
Treasurer  on  its  very  moderate  appropriation^  for  the  October  stiiemls,  to  the  amount 
of  seventy  dollars,  and  in  view  of  the  evident  impossibility  of  meetimr  the  January 
stipends,  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars,  we  re«iue«^t  the  Dioce- 
san Board  of  Missions,  in  this  our  emergency,  to  pay  the  same.*'  This  requot  was 
met  by  the  Diocesan  Board,  who  have  from  time  to  time  advanced  amounts  sulhcieiit 
to  enable  us  to  flilfill  all  our  pledges. 

From  the  measure  of  success  attained  in  the  past,  we  felt  encouraj;i*d  to  hope  fur 
enlarged  receipts,  but  it  was  easily  seen  that  a  strong  feeling  prevailed  with  the  elrr- 
gymen  of  the  City  Parishes,  as  well  as  with  others  on  whom  we  had  to  depend  for  suc- 
cess, that  the  cause  of  Missions  would  be  best  served  by  having  but  the  one  channel 
through  which  subscriptions  were  to  be  secured;  that  it  was  confusing  to  havi-  the 
two  Boards  soliciting  for  nearly  the  same  object.  While  we  were  and  are  still  oi  the 
opinion  that  the  amount  collected  and  disbursed  by  this  Board  did  not  lessen  the 
receipts  of  the  Laymen*s  Co-operating  Missionary  Society,  we  withdrew  from  the 
field  and  joined  with  them  in  soliciting  funds  for  a  common  purpose.

The  Com- 
mittee dr^em  it  unnecessary  to  detail  the  reasons  which  have  led  them  to  this  conclu- 
sion. 

The  experience  of  the  past  few  years  has  convinced  all  parties  concerned  of  the 
propriety  of  this  change,  and  your  Committee  are  convinced  that,  if  adopted,  it  will 
greatly  facilitate  the  dispatch  of  business  and  help  to  put  the  entire  Missionary  work 
of  the  Diocese  on  a  more  satisfaetorv  footing.

Soon  after  my  appointment  in  NovemlM-r  la^t.  a  convocation  of  ihe  Cler^^  of  th« 
Di!<trict  was  ilctermined  on.  They  met  in  Grice  Cburch.  'faniiar>'  16th  to  lStb«  iDdn* 
sive.  At  that  time  there  wa«  not  any  Mi^.sioiiary  at  work  in  the  Di»tnct,  m9  that  the 
mectini:  wa«»  but  a  small  one.  A  clefinit<*  onranization  was.  however,  etfccted  and  a 
Board  of  Mi^Mionff  for  the  District  was  appointed.  Februarj  18th  a  Mission  wa»  com 
menced  in  West  Kansas  City  and  continued  for  some  months.  But  little  can  be  aocom- 
pliiihcd  in  this  direction  until  we  have  a  City  Missionary  stationed  here — a  need  that  i$ 
imperative.  Nowhere  is  there  a  more  inviting  field,  or  one  more  promifin;;  in  *pirit- 
ual  n*}>ults.  Some  months  since  the  Rev.  Andrew  J.  Sharpe  began  Mission  work  alos^ 
the  line  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway,  and  already  results  of  the  mo^t  gratifying 
character  are  testifying  to  bis  zeal  and  fidelity.  A  generous  subscription  to  the  erec- 
tion of  a  church  building  in  Independence,  is  ateong  these. 

The  Rev.  M.  Erastus  Buck,  Rector  of  St.  Luke*s,  Kansas  City,  has  given  his  time 
and  services  on  numerous  oi'casions  to  the  Mission  cause  in  West  Kansas  City  and 
Woodlawn.  The  Rev.  Francis  K.  Holeman,  of  the  Diocese*  of  Florida,  has  generously 
given  his  ser\'ices  during  the  summer  months  to  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Church 
in  l^iberty  and  Woodlawn.  At  both  of  these  places,  as  also  at  Independence,  Pleasant 
Hill,  and  in  West  Kansas  City,  I  have  given  the  work  my  personal  attention. 

The  needs  of  this  District,  are:  (1)  a  3Ii«!sionarv  for  Liberty,  Woodlawn,  Weston, 
riattr  (  ity,  etc.;  (2)  another  for  the  \v«»rk  in  the  out-kirt?*  of  thi*  <ity  and  the  iirisli- 
boriii;;  vijiaues  of  Westpr>rt,  Hosedale,  Woodland  and  Ilarleni;  and  (3)  another  addi- 
tional Mi:«sionary  in  the  tield  now  worked  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sharpe.  The  wbob'  coun- 
try is  holding  out  her  hands  for  the  C'hun*h— we  have  but  to  enter  in  to  possess  iho 
land.  Could  three  more  Missionaries  be  maintained,  oecupying  new  jvoints,  as  older 
ones  become  self-sustaining,  in  five  years  we  should  have  probaldy  between  twenty- 
five  hundred  and  three  thousand  eonimunicunts  in  this  District. 

In  closing  this  report,  it  will  perhaps  aNo  be  proper  to  mention  that  the  Kev.  .John 
Woart,  post  Chaplain  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  ha>  promised  shortly  to  visit  IMatte  <.'ity, 
Weston  and  neighborhood,  in  the  interests  of  the  Church.

Tlio  Committee  on  Christian  Edueution,  without  wasting  time  in  the  discu««tiioii  of 
measures  which  are  ri«ht  in  theory,  would  rather  confine  themselves  to  matters  which 
are  practically  possible  at  the  present  time. 

They  would  therefore  recommend  putting  on  a  sure  foundation  the  two  institutions 
already  existing  before  trying  to  establish  new  ones. 

St.  Paul's  ColU'ge,  Palmyra,  is  a  Grammar  school,  that  is,  a  school  for  preparing 
boys  for  the  University  and  for  business  life.  Such  a  school,  if  of  a  high  grade,  is 
much  superior  to  a  feeble  imitation  of  a  University,  like  most  of  our  so-called  West- 
ern Colleges. 

The  School  of  the  Good  Shepherd  has  done  and  is  doing  a  good  work  in  this  city, 
but  is  sadly  crippled  for  the  want  of  a  school  building. 

It  is  nearly  as  hopeless  to  attempt  to  build  up  a  school  without  a  local  habitation 
and  a  name,  as  to  rstnblish  a  Parish  without  a  Church  edifice.

The  CoiiniiiU*>e  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Bishop  in 
account  with  Trust  Funds,  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  for  Theological 
Students,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episco- 
pate, would  report  that  the  additions  and  footings  of  these  several  statements  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  correct. 

The  account  of  the  Bishop  with  Trust  Funds  shows  receipts  from  donations  and 
collections,  $1,866  55;  expenditure;:,  $1,972  61,  leaving  the  fund  in  debt  to  the  Bishop 
$107  71. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  reports  cash  on  hand  9968  87;  bills  receivable,  #470  00; 
due  from  Parishes,  ^,492.  The  debt  of  the  Diocese,  outside  of  the  debt  to  the  Perma- 
nent Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  is  $450,  now  due  the  fund  for  Traveling 
Expenses  of  the  Clerical  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention;  9875  due  the  Bishop's 
salary  to  October  1st  prox.,  and  $500  due  October  16th  on  note  of  Treasurer  to  order  of 
himself  and  members  of  the  Committee. 

The  receipts  on  account  of  the  Fund  for  Theological  Students  foot  up  8457  03,  as 
follows:  From  loan  repaid.  950;  fVom  interest  on  loans,  9234  59;  from  Convention 
collectinn,  $32  75,  and  from  collections  by  23  Parishes  and  Stations,  $139  69.  The 
amount  to  credit  of  this  fund  is  now  92.417  50 ;  all  but  $17  50,  cash  on  hand,  is  invested. 
The  expenditures  since  May.  1876,  aggregate  $546  06. 

To  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy,  37  Parishes  and  Stations  contributed 
$267  01,  and  there  was  received  on  account  of  interest  on  funds  invested  $500.  There 
is  now  to  the  credit  of  this  fund  $4,536  74.  $236  74  is  in  cash  and  94,300  is  invested 
on  real  estate  security.  The  earnings  of  this  fund  from  iifterest  on  investments  aggre- 
gate $1,249  81. 

The  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the 
Episcopnte  is  correctly  stated  as  to  receipts  and  expenditures.  For  particulars  of  the 
full  stAtus  of  this  fund  see  report  of  the  Boani  of  Trustees. 

The  committee  would  recommend  that  the  assessment  for  Diocesan  expenses  for 
the  current  year  ho  fixed  ut  95,000.  This  sum,  wirh  wliHt  is  likely  to  be  realized  from 
the  amount  now  duo  the  Diocese,  will, It  is  thought,  suflice  to  pay  oflf  the  present  debt, 
excepting  the  debt  lo  rcrmanent  Fund,  and  cover  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Dio- 
cese until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  pertain- 
ing to  Church  properly,  respectfully  re))ort:  that, 

Whereany  It  appears  from  the  address  of  the  Bishop  to  this  Convention  that  in 
various  instances  in  this  Diocese,  lands  have  been  acquired  on  which  it  is  inexpedient 
or  impossible  to  erect  Churches  at  present,  and  cases  are  arising  where  such  property 
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being  iiivcHtcd  in  Wardens  and  Vestr}'men,  who  having  no  interest  or  sympathy  in  our 
Church  and  her  principles,  become  neglectful  of  the  property,  or  needlessly  en<>uml)€r 
it  with  debts,  siud  inasmuch  as  the  new  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Missouri  will  not 
allow  any  General  Board  of  Trustees  to  receive  such  property. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  by  this  Committee,  that  in  all  cases  where  church 
property  appears  to  be  imperilled  through  want  of  sufficient  care  and  interest,  that  the 
Bisliop  be  authorized  to  take  such  steps  as  shall  appear  to  him  expedient  for  the  con- 
veyance of  such  property  to  himself,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as  Trustee  of  the  same 
for  the  purposes  intended. 

An<l  it  is  also  recommended  that  in  Missionary  stations,  and  in  all  new  and  weak 
Parochial  organizations,  all  future  donations  or  purchases  of  real  estate  be  invested 
in  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as  Trustee  of  said  property,  for  the  purposes  intended. 

We  alho  rccoumirnd  that  the  Bishop  be  authorized  to  employ  from  time  to  time 
such  a  person  as  in  liis  judgment  is  fitted  to  give  him  aid  and  assistance  in  the  investi- 
gation of  titles,  in  the  making  of  conveyances,  in  the  payment  of  taxes,  insurance 
and  all  other  expenses  incident  to  the  care  and  protection  of  church  property,  and 
thut  the  expenses  of  such  assistance  be  defrayed  by  the  Diocese,  on  the  order  of  the 
Standing  Committee.    In  accordance  with  these  rt^commendatious,  we  will  submit 

suitable  resolutions,  and  ask  their  adoption.

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To  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  F,  Robertson: 

Since  our  last  annual  report  to  the  St.  Luke's  Hospital  Association  a  period  of 
over  sixteen  months  has  transpired.  This  long  interim  was  in  consequence  of  a 
provision  of  the  by-laws,  which  requires  that  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association 
shall  be  held  during  the  siitting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  and  in  consequence  of  the 
change  in  the  tinu-  of  meeting  of  that  body  from  May  to  September,  we  have  avoided 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Association,  deeming  it  better  to  prolong  the  time  of  vacation. 
During  this  unusually  longtime  the  Hospital  has  been  steadily  progressing.  The 
arduous  labors  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  in  their  unremitting  atten- 
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tions  to  the  suffering  sick,  has  served  to  accomplish  great  good  to  the  number  treated, 
in<;rea8ing  in  proportion  year  by  year.  Without  fee  or  hope  of  pecuniary  reward 
these  Christian  women  continue  day  after  day  to  minister  to  the  wants  of  their  numer- 
ous patients,  a  large  proportion  of  whom  are  treated  without  ability  t-o  furnish  imme- 
diate  remuneration.  For  about  five  years  the  Sisterhood  have  had  charge  of  the  Hos- 
pital, and  in  that  time  not  a  single  patient  has  gone  from  its  doors  without  feelings  of 
gratitude,  uttering  prayers  for  their  fliture  happiness  and  a  continuance  of  strength  to 
enable  them  to  pursue  their  good  offices  to  the  poor  and  disease-stricken. 

The  medical  staff,  who  attend  gratuitously  upon  the  patients  at  the  Hospital,  are 
still  arduous  in  the  bestowal  of  their  professional  skill  in  behalf  of  those  intnisted  to 
their  care.  To  John  T.  Hodgen,  M.  D.,  Henry  H.  Mudd,  M.  D.,  E.  8.  Lemoine,  M.  D., 
J.  S.  B.  AUeyne,  M.  D..  John  Green,  M.  D..  and  Wm.  L.  Barrett.^.  D.,  who  compose 
the  staff,  is  due  very  largely  the  succesM  of  the  Hospital,  and  we  cannot  express  too 
strongly  to  these  gentlemen  our  sense  of  gratitude  for  their  kindness  and  self-sacrifice 
in  our  behalf.  As  evidence  of  the  good  the  Hospital  is  accomplishing,  we  make  refer- 
ence to  the  report  of  the  medical  staff,  wherein  we  tiad  111  surgical  cases  have  been 
treated,  44  diseases  of  the  eye,  128  medical  cases,  and  649  in  the  Dispensary.  A  great 
proportion  of  these  have  been  charity  cases.  Our  purpose  is  to  increase  the  Hospital 
charity,  and  this  can  be  done  exactly  in  proportion  to  the  support  received. 

We  take  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  organization  of  a  society  among  ladies  of  the 
several  parishes,  Mrs.  Bishop  Robertson  being  President,  Mrs.  Odell  Secretary,  and 
Miss  Skinker  Treasurer,  which  for  some  time  past  has  met  on  Thursday  of  each  week, 
having  in  view  the  re-furnishing  and  re-fitting  the  hospital  wards.  This  society  has 
met  with  generous  support  and  has  already  accomplished  great  good,  and  to  its  efforts 
wo  look  for  a  strong  arm  of  support  in  the  future.  We  also  express  our  gratitude  to 
the  children  who  have  lately  added  to  our  resources  in  a  season  of  great  need,  by  two 
entertainments — one  held  in  the  grounds  of  Dr.  Schuyler's  residence,  at  which  975  00 
was  realized,  and  the  other  on  Gratiot  street,  under  the  auspices  of  a  society  of  which 
Miss  Levering  and  Miss  Knapp  are  prominent  members,  resulting  in  the  receipt  of 
the  handsome  sum  of  $200.  A  feature  of  deep  interest  during  the  past  year  has  been 
the  "Children's  cot,''  towards  the  support  of  which  about  $600  has  already  been  con- 
tributed, and  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  to  be  held  separate  for  that  purpose. 

We  take  this  opportunity  of  calling  attention  to  the  necessity  for  a  more  extended 
and  liberal  subscription  for  defraying  the  annual  expenses  of  the  Hospital.  A  large 
revenue  is  derived  from  paying  patients,  but  this  is  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  cur- 
rent expenses.  During  the  past,  as  in  former  years,  the  trustees  have  contributed 
largely  of  their  own  means  to  keep  the  Association  out  of  debt,  but  in  consequence  of 
the  stringency  of  the  times,  and  the  unusual  period  of  sixteen  months  since  your  last 
meeting,  the  Hospital  has  fallen  in  debt  the  amount  indicated  in  the  Treasurer's 
report.  We  find  during  the  past  few  months  that  a  number  of  our  largest  subscribers 
have  been  compelled  to  reduce  the  amount  they  have  heretofore  given,  and  seme  have 
entirely  withdrawn.  Tiiis  is  in  consequence  of  the  shrinkage  of  values  and  incomes, 
and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  feel  themselves  wholly  unable  to  contrib- 
ute these  additional  deficits.  For  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  our  ptide  to  report 
annually  the  Hospital  free  from  debt,  but  at  this  time  we  are  compelled  to  tell  you  of 
the  balance  against  us  reported  by  the  Treasurer.  In  this  condition  of  our  affairs  we 
call  the  membors  of  the  Association  to  renewed  exertions  towards  our  support.  We 
submit  that  it  is  expecting  too  much  of  a  few  members  to  contribute  so  largely  to  the 
maintenance  of  this  noble  charity.  The  lease  of  the  premises  now  occupied,  for  which 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  made  thems*»lves  personally  liable,  will  ex- 
pire the  first  of  November,  1878,  and  we  would  feel  more  encouraged  to  re-assume 
this  liability,  were  the  subscriptions  for  our  support  larger  and  more  freely  tendered. 

Trusting  that  you  will  respond  more  fully  than  heretofore,  we  present  this,  our 

Eleventh  Annual  Report.

Ileport  0f  i\tt  litissionarg 


To  the  Rt.  liev,  the  Bishop^  the  President,  and  the  Members  of  the  Sunday  School 
Missionary  Host  of  Missouri: 

The  Secretary,  io  ottering  his  eis^hth  annual  report,  cannot,  as  heretofore,  congratu- 
late the  members  of  the  Host  on  the  progress  of  affairs  during  the  past  year.  He 
regrets  exceedingly  that  matters  remain  as  they  were  at  our  last  Jubilee,  and  that 
the  objects  and  aims  of  the  Host  have  not  been  carried  out.  Whether  this  condition 
is  the  result  of  the  continued  stagnation  in  business,  and  which  has  affected  religious 
enterprises  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  or  to  what  cause  to  assign  it,  the  Secretary  is 
at  a  loss  to  discover;  but  facts  sture  us  in  the  face,  ami  we  must  meet  them,  and 
nerve  ourselves  for  more  earnest  work  in  the  future,  or  we  shall  cease  to  exist. 

The  Executive  Committee  have  had  but  one  meeting  during  the  year,  and  this  has 
resulted  in  the  entire  neglect  of  objects  of  importance,  advanccAl  by  the  Host,  which 
if  carried  out  would  result  in  great  good  to  the  Sunday  School  interests. 

The  Missionary  Sunday  School  which  was  organized,  sustained  and  conducted  by 
the  Ho9t,  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  Parish  in  this  city,  and  has  been  given  up  entirely. 
It  remains  with  the  Executive  Committee  to  determine  whether  it  shall  be  again 
started  and  the  good  work  go  on. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Host,  as  compared  with  last  report,  shows  a  large 
decrease.  A  more  earnest  work  on  the  part  of  the  various  Sunday  School  Treasurers 
would  have  been  to  the  advantage  of  the  Host,  and  prevented  its  action  being  so  lim- 
ited.   We  hope  for  a  more  encouraging  report  next  year. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Mon- 
day evening,  May  14th,  and  in  order  to  conform  with  the  change  in  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  it  was  again  convened  by  order  of  the  President,  in  Trinity  Chapel,  Sep- 
tember 17th,  and  the  following  officers  were  elected:  Wallace  Delafield,  of  St.  George's, 
President;  Gen.  J.  H.  Simpson,  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Vice-President;  Charles  J. 
Wise,  of  Trinity,  Secretary;  Wm.  P.  Nelson,  of  Advent,  Assistant  Secretary;  and 
E.  O.  Simmons,  of  Holy  Communion,  Treasurer. 

The  Secretary,  in  closing  his  report,  would  urge  upon  the  members  to  renew  their 
efforts  for  the  future.  Tf  we  wish  to  promote  a  more  perfect  and  spiritual  union,  to 
establish  and  organize  an  efficient  and  permanent  co-operation  in  the  work  of  Sunday 
School  and  Church  extension,  it  is  only  by  constant,  persistent,  and  continued  effort 
that  we  can  succeed.  We  have  work  to  do,  and  we  have  not  done  it,  and  the  year  has 
passed  by  aimlessly  and  fruitlessly.  Let  every  one  consider  that  the  duty  of  keeping 
alive  the  interests  of  the  Host  rests  with  each  individual  member,  not  with  two  or 
three.  If  we  are  m11  united,  we  shall  succeed;  if  not,  we  shall  most  miserably  fail — 
and  with  God's  ble«(>ing,  we  shall  succeed,  for  the  Host  has  become  of  too  great  im- 
portance to  be  given  up.  Respectfully  submitted,

1.  That  the  busiuesa  of  the  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayers. 

2.  The  minutes  of  the  Journal  for  the  day  preceding  shall  be  read  fivery  morning  at 
the  opening  of  the  Convention. 

3.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  several  committees,  unless  the  Convention  shall 
otherwise  order. 

4.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or  shall 
afterwards' stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

5.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Hous«, 
he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly 
to  the  point  in  debate. 

6.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  House,  unless  he  have 
leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate  without  leave  from 
the  House. 

8.  When  a  question  has  been  once  determined,  it  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
House,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  except  on  motion  for  reconsideration, 
which  must  be  made  by  a  member  who  had  previously  voted  in  the  minority. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made,  except  to 
amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  to  postpone,  or  to  lay  it  upon  the  table;  but  a  motion  to 
adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

10.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  put,  shall,  on  a 
division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Convention. 

11.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded,  and  all 
resolutions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary's  desk  to  be  read. 

12.  All  riuestions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Chair,  without 
debate;  an  appeal,  however,  muy  be  made  from  his  decision  to  the  Convention  by  any 
member  of  the  same. 

13.  The  President  Hhall,  in  his  discretion,  select  within  the  limits  of  those  pews  allotted 
for  the  use  of  the  members,  pews  for  the  accommodation  of  visiting  clergymen  and 
students  of  theology,  who  may  be  invited  to  the  same  by  the  President,  without  any 
special  application  to  the  Convention. 


RULES   OF   ORDER.  119 

14.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

15.  A  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  at  each  session  of  the  Convention, 
and  subject  to  its  approval,  consisting  of  two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen,  who  shall 
nominate  to  the  Convention  all  members  of  Committees  and  Officers  of  Boards  to  be 
elected,  excepting  only  the  Secretary,  and  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  and 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee ;  but  other  nominations  by  individuals  shall  not 
be  precluded  thereby. 

16.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  the  following  standing 
committees  shall  be  appointed,  each  to  be  composed  of  three  members,  except  the  Com- 
mittee on  As8essments,which  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members,  viz :  A  Committee 
on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes;  a  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons;  a  Com- 
mittee on  Unfinished  Business;  a  Committee  on  Finance;  a  Committee  on  Assess- 
ments; a  Committee  on  Missions;  a  Committee  on  Christian  Education;  a  Committee 
on  Sunday  School  work. 

17.  The  Secretary  may  employ  one  or  more  pages,  not  exceeding  three,  to  act  as 
messengers  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention.

Jlmendments  to  ({[onstitutton  and  (tpanons 

ADOPTED  BY  38TH  ANNUAL  i'ONVKNTlON. 


Amendment  to  Canon  XXIIT,  4th  scdfon,  in  lines  11  and  13,  strike  out  the  word 
^Hhirtpj*^  and  innert  in  lieu  thereof  the  wonl  **^ew." 

AIbo,  in  Hection  ir>,  in  Mce^nd  line,  by  adding,  immediately  after  the  word  commu- 
iiie^ints,  ** of  which  fact  thr  Court  may  require  proof, *^ 

AImo  in  Hame  section,  by  adding  these  words:  ** Provided,  that  this  clause  i:)  not 
to  be  interpreted  as  xjrobibitiiig  the  presence  in  I'ourt  of  the  whole  Boanl  of  Present- 
ers, (luring  the  continuance  of  the  trial,  if  ^ey  should  so  elect." 

Also  the  following  new  Canon,  to  be  numbered  XXVI,  was  adopted,  to  I>e  entitlfMl 
*'  O/"  the  Abandonment  of  a  Parish  by  its  Minister ^^^  and  to  read  as  follows: 

Canon  XXVI. 

If  a  minister  shall  leave  his  congregation  against  their  will,  and  without  the  con- 
currence of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Di«Hrese;  or  without  reasonable  cauiv, 
shall,  for  the  space  of  two  months  or  more,  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  Divine  wor- 
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ship  in  the  Church,  in  addition  to  the  penalty  prescribed  in  Title  II,  Canon  4,  page  6  of 
the  Digest,  the  Bishop  may,  on  a  representation  of  these  facts  made  to  him,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish,  appoint  a  Minister,  who  shall  perform  ser- 
vice and  receive  the  stated  salary  of  the  Parish,  until  the  Rector  shall  have  made 
such  satisfaction  as  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  or  Board  of  Reference 
may  require:  provided  always,  that  during  such  time  of  absence  or  neglect,  the  Rector 
shall  have  no  claim  on  the  Vestry  for  salary. 

The  following  addition  to  Canon  XXIV  was  adopted : 

*  'And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  Clergy  elsewhere  to  admit  any  person  so  repelled 
or  suspended,  to  the  Holy  Communion,  except  after  due  notice  given  to  the  Clergy- 
man concerned,  and  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop/' 

The  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  adopted : 

Amendment  to  Article  V,  in  these  words : 

Article  V,  after  word  **one^'  (Sec.  1,  last  line),  erase  and  add,  *' Delegate  fVom 
each  Parish  having  fifty  or  less  communicants;  and  also  one  Delegate  for  each  addi- 
tional fifty  (50)  communicants :  provided,  that  no  Parish  shall  have  more  than  five  (5) 
Lay  Delegates." 

Also,  amendment  to  Article  VIII,  in  thes^  words: 

"Omit  the  words  Hbe  Lay  Delegates  of  each  Parish  casting  one  vote.'  " 
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
